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PREFACE. 


[T  is  a  peculiarity  of  the  Greek  language, — the  language  in  which 
the  New  Testament  was  written,  —  that  it  indicates  the  empha¬ 
sis.  Considerably  more  than  half  of  the  emphatic  markings  in  the 
present  work  are  derived  directly  from  this  source. 

The  one  aim  kept  in  mind  throughout  has  been  to  convey  in  each 
statement  the  exact  meaning  intended  by  the  author.  In  a  book 
written  centuries  since,  and  in  a  land  where  customs  and  modes  of 
thought  differ  from  those-  prevalent  among  us,  it  ought  not  to  occa- 
M'in  surprise  if  the  meaning,  and,  therefore,  the  emphasis,  in  many 
instances,  be  different  from  what  might  be  expected,  liven  a  quaint 
flavor  will  occasionally  be  imparted  to  the  utterance  by  this  method. 
I  Jut-  the  author  has  a  right  to  be  interpreted  according  to  his  own 
intended  meaning.  It  is  believed  that  this  faithfulness  to  the  origi¬ 
nal  will  commend  itself  to  all  students  of  the  New  Testament.  The 
work  is  practically  an  interpretation  of  the  whole  New  Testament 
according  to  the  original  intent  of  the  authors,  so  far  as  prolonged 
and  careful  study  1ms  enabled  the  writer  to  accurately  understand 
their  thought. 

The  markings  cover  every  word  which  may  profitably  be  noticed 
by  the  reader.  While  the  large  number  of  the  markings  will  doubt¬ 
less  occasionally  interpose  an  element  of  confusion,  it  is  a  decidedly 
preferable  method  to  that  of  partial  marking.  The  latter  method 
would  be  found  in  practical  use  to  be  far  removed  from  a  suecoss. 
The  consciousness  on  the  part  of  the  reader  that  there  are  unmarked 
words  to  which  he  must  nevertheless  give  due  prominence  in  the 
reading,  inevitably  leads  to  halting  and  uncertainty,  which  arc  only 
too  quickly  obvious  to  the  hearer.  Mental  and  vocal  confidence  will 
both  be  aided  by  the  fullness  of  the  marking.  Then,  too,  the  inher¬ 
ent  value  of  the  New  Testament  statements,  and  tho  sacred  associa¬ 
tions  which  usually  accompany  their  public  reading,  combine  to  ask 
fur  their  complete  interpretation,  and  to  make  such  a  source  of  delight 
and  profit  to  the  hearer. 

Abrupt  or  mechanical  changes  of  pitch  or  of  force  for  the  emphatic 
expressions  should  be  carefully  avoided.  Strong  statements  and 
vivid  contrasts,  such  as  are  found  in  the  Epistles,  call  for  abrupt  and 
decided  emphases.  But,  as  a  rule,  they  should  be  avoided.  Indeed, 
to  read  the  numerous  statements  written  in  simple  narrative  style  in 
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the  Gospels  and  in  the  Acts  with  conscious  attention  to  the  emphatic 
markings  would  destroy  the  effect  of  the  reading.  The  almost  im¬ 
perceptible.  gradations  of  sound,  and  the  constant  vocal  changes  in 
uttering  such  discourse,  must  not  bo  limited  or  interfered  with  by 
the  markings.  These  should  serve  as  a  guide  only,  and  all  the 
natural  play  of  the  voice  preserved.  Every  system  of  notation  must 
be  imperfect  in  its  attempts  to  indicate  vocal  expression,  and  all 
markings  fail  to  be  of  profit  if  they  are  allowed  to  become  the  master 
of  the  reader.  Even  the  words  in  the  same  emphatic  group  will 
often  have  variety  in  the  vocal  utterance.  An  emphasis  must  be 
natural  and  not  strained.  The  reader  should  think  only  of  u'hat  he 
is  reading.  In  general,  in  Scripture  reading,  the  intellect  and  the 
sympathies  should  bo  the  chief  reliance  for  appropriate  effect. 

If  the  difficulty  of  a  strained  or  forced  emphatic  utterance  be  en¬ 
countered  in  the  use  of  these  i">ages,  a  good  practice  is  to  read  over 
the  passage  a  few  times  before  its  public  rendering,  in  the  quietest 
of  conversational  tones. 

The  attempt  to  indicate  the  emphasis  invariably  by  increase  of 
force  will  produce  artificial  and  mechanical  effects.  A  pause  before 
the  emphatic  word,  or  an  appropriate  inflection,  or  a  peculiar  signifi¬ 
cance  put  into  the  tone,  or  a  slight  prolonging  of  the  word,  are  some 
of  the  ways  of  noticing  a  prominent  idea,  which  are  more  effective 
and  appropriate  at  times  than  increase  of  force. 

The  markings  need  not,  of  course,  interfere  with  an  emphasis 
which  the  reader  may  wish,  for  the  purposes  of  the  moment,  to  place 
upon  an  idea  not  marked  in  the  text. 

Reliance  for  effective  Scripture  reading  should  not  be  placed 
wholly  upon  emphasis.  The  markings  are  chiefly  intellectual  — for 
the  purpose  of  a  better  understanding  of  the  meaning.  Appropriate 
elements  of  expression,  as  simplicity,  sympathy,  reverence,  will  add 
to  the  effectiveness  of  the  reading. 


Explanations. 

The  full-face  denotes  emphasis. 

The  italic  denotes  a  lesser  degree  of  emphasis,  usually  relative 
to  neighboring  words  printed  in  full-face.  Comparatively  unimpor¬ 
tant  words,  which  should  receive  slight  vocal  notice,  arc  printed  in 
the  same  type. 

The  italic  is  also  used  to  indicate  impressive  utterance,  as  in  llic 
impressive  phrases  in  the  discourses  of  our  Lord,  and  in  the  didactic 
portions  of  the  Epistles.

1  The  wise  men  out  of  the  east  <tre  directed  to  Christ  by  a  star.  1 1  They  tc-orshiy 
him,  and  offer  their  presents.  14  Joseph  Jteeth  into  Egypt,  with  Jesus  and  his 
mother .  10  Herod  slaye.th  the  children:  30  himself  dieth.  23  Christ  is  brought 
back  again  into  Galilee  to  Nazareth . 


■'VT' OW  when  Jesus  was  born  in  Bethlehem  of  Judaea  in  the  days 
_I_M  of  Herod  the  king,  behold,  there  came  wise  men  from  the  east 
to  Jerusalem, 

2  Saying,  Where  is  he  that  is  born  King  of  the  Jews?  for  we  have 
seen  his  star  in  the  east,  and  are  come  to  worship  him. 

3  When  Herod  the  king  had  heal'd  these  tilings,  he  was  troubled, 
and  all  Jerusalem  with  him. 

4  And  when  he  had  gathered  all  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  of 
the  people  together,  he  demanded  of  them  where  Christ  should  be 
born. 

5  And  they  said  unto  him,  In  Bethlehem  of  Judaea:  for  thus  it  is 
written  by  the  prophet, 

0  And  thou  Bethlehem,  in  the  laud  of  Juda,  art  not  the  least 
among  the  princes  of  Juda:  for  out  of  thee  shall  come  a  Governor, 
that  shall  rule  my  people  Israel, 
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7  Then  Herod,  when  he  had  privily  called  the.  wise  men,  inquired 
of  them  diligently  what  time  the  star  appeared. 

8  And  he.  sent  them  to  Bethlehem,  and  said,  Go  and  search  dili¬ 
gently  for  the  young  child ;  and  when  ye  have  found  him,  bring  me 
word  again,  that  I  may  come  and  worship  him  also. 

9  When  they  had  heard  the  king,  they  departed ;  and,  lo,  the  star, 
which  they  saw  in  the  east,  went  before  them,  till  it  came  and  stood 
ooer  where  the  young  child  was. 

10  When  they  saw  the  star,  they  rejoiced  with  exceeding  great  joy. 

t!  If  And  when  they  were  come  into  the  house,  they  saw  the 

young  child  with  Mary  his  mother,  and  fell  down  and  worshipped 
him :  and  when  they  had  opened  their  treasures,  they  presented  unto 
him  gifts;  gold,  and  frankincense,  and  myrrh. 

12  And  being  warned  of  God  in  a  dream  that  they  should  not 
return  to  Herod,  they  departed  into  their  own  country  another  way. 

13  And  when  they  were  departed,  behold,  the  angel  of  the  Lord 
appeareth  to  Joseph  in  a  dream,  saying,  Arise,  and  take  the  young 
child  and  his  mother,  and, /fee  into  Egypt,  and  be  thou  there  until  T 
bring  thee  word :  for  Herod  will  seek  the  young  child  to  destroy  him. 

14  When  he  arose,  he  took  the  young  child  and  his  mother  by 
night ,  and  departed  into  Egypt: 

15  And  was  there  until  the  death  of  Herod:  that  it  might  be  fid- 
filled  which,  was  spoken  of  the  Lord  by  the  prophet,  saying,  Out  of 
Egypt  have  I  called  my  son. 

16  1  Then  Herod,  when  he  saw  that  he  was  mocked  of  the  wise 
men,  was  exceeding  wroth,  and  sent  forth,  and  slew  all  the  children 
that  were  in  Bethlehem,  and  in  all  the  coasts  thereof,  from  two  years 
old  and  under,  according  to  the  time  which  he  had  diligently  inquired 
of  the  wise  men. 

17  Then  was  fulfilled  that  wh  ich  was  spoken  by  Jeremy  the  prophet, 

saying, 

18  Tn  Rama  was  there  a  voice  heard,  lamentation,  and  weeping, 
and  great  mourning,  Rachel  weeping  for  her  children,  and  would  not 
be  comforted,  because  they  are  not. 

19  1  But  when  Herod  wan  dead ,  behold,  an  angel  of  the  Lord 
appeareth  in  a  dream  to  Joseph  in  Egypt, 

20  Saying,  Arise,  and  take  the  young  child  and  his  mother,  and  go 
into  the  land  of  Israel :  for  they  are  dead  which  sought  the  young 
child’s  life. 

21  And  he  arose,  and  took  the  young  child  and  his  mother,  and 
came  into  the  land  of  Israel. 

22  But  when  he  heard  that  Archelaus  did  reign  in  Judaea  in  theroom 
of  his  father  Herod,  he  was  afraid  to  go  thither:  notwithstanding,  being 
warned  of  God  in  a  dveam,  he  turned  aside  into  the  parts  of  Galilee: 

23  And  he  came  and  dwelt  in  a  city  called  Nazareth :  that  it  might 
be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by  the  prophets,  He  shall  be  called  a 
Nazarene. 
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CHAPTER  m. 

1  John  preacheth :  hit  office:  life,  and  baptism.  7  He  reprehendcih  the  Pharisees, 
13  and  baptizeth  Christ  in  Jordan. 

JN  those  days  came  John  the  Baptist,  preaching  in  the  wilderness 
.  of  Judeea, 

2  And  saying,  Repent  ye  :  for  the  kingdom  of  heaven  Is  at 
hand. 

3  For  this  is  he  that  was  spoken  of  by  the  prophet  Esaias,  saying, 
The  voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness,  Prepare  ye  the  way  of  the 
Lord,  make  his  paths  straight. 

4  And  the  same  John  had  his  raiment  of  camel’s  hair,  and  a 
leathern  girdle  about  his  loins ;  and  his  meat  was  locusts  and  wild 
honey. 

o  Then  went  out  to  him  Jerusalem,  and  all  Judrm,  and  all  the 
region  round-  about  Jordan , 

6  And  were  baptized  of  him  in  Jordan,  confessing  their  sins. 

7  If  But  when  he  saw  many  of  the  Pharisees  and  Sadducees  come 
to  his  baptism,  he  said  unto  them,  O  generation  of  vipers,  who  hath 
warned  you  to  flee  from  the  w  rath  to  come.  ? 

8  Bring  forth  therefore  fruits  meet  for  repentance : 

9  And  think  not  to  say*  within  yourselves,  VVc  have  Abraham  to 
our  father :  for  I  say  unto  you,  that  God  is  able  of  these  stones  to 
raise  up  children  unto  Abraham. 

10  And  now  also  the  axe  is  laid  unto  the  root  of  the  trees :  there¬ 
fore  every  tree  which  bringeth  not  forth  good  fruit  is  hewn  down, 
and  cast  into  the  fire . 

11  I  indeed  baptize  you  with  water  unto  repentance :  but  he 
that  cometh  after  me  is  mightier  than  1,  whose  shoes  1  am  not 
worthy  to  bear:  he  shall  baptize  you  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and 
with  fixe : 

12  Whose  fan  is  in  his  hand,  and  he  will  thoroughly  purge  his  floor, 
and  gather  his  wheat  into  the  garner;  but  he  will  burn  up  the  chaff 
with  unquenohable  lire. 

13  IT  Then  cometh  Jesus  from  Galilee  to  Jordan  unto  John,  to  ho 
baptized  of  him. 

14  But  John  forbade  him,  saying,  I  have  need  to  be  baptized  of 
thee,  and  comest  thou  to  me  V 

15  And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  him,  Suffer  it  to  be  so  now : 
for  thus  it  becometli  us  to  fulfil  all  righteousness.  Then  he  suffered 
him. 

16  Aud  Jesus,  when  he  was  baptized,  went  up  straightway  out 
of  the  water:  and,  lo,  the  heavens  were  opened  unto  him,  and 
he  saw  the  Spirit  of  God  descending  like  a  dove,  and  lighting  upon 

him : 

17  And  lo  a  voice  from  heaven,  saying,  This  is  my  beloved  Son,  in 
whom  1  am  well  pleased. 
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CHAPTER  TV. 

1  Christ  fantp.th,  and  ztt  tempted*  11  The  angels  minister  unto  him.  13  He  dwetltth 
in  (fnfni.rnau?n%  17  beginneth  to  preach,  18  calicih  Peter ,  and  Andrew,  21  James  find 
.h>hn,  !i3  and  healeth  all  the  diseased. 

rpiIEJf  was  Jesus  led  up  of  the  Spirit  Into  the  wilderness  to  be 
J_  tempted  of  the  devil. 

2  Ami  when  ho  had  fasted  forty  days  and  forty  nights,  he  was 
afterward  a  h-ungered. 

o  And  when  the  tempter  came  to  him,  he  said,  If  thou  be  the  Son 
of  God,  command  that  these  stones  he  made  bread. 

•I  Rut  lie  answered  and  said,  Tt  is  written,  Man  shall  not  live  by 
bread  alone,  but  by  every  word  that  proceedeth  out  of  the  mouth  of 
< » od. 

5  Then  the  devil  taketh  him  up  into  the  holy  city,  and  setteth  him 
on  a  pinnacle  of  the  temple, 

<5  And  saith  unto  him,  Tf  thou  be  the  Son  of  God,  east  thyself 
down:  for  it.  is  written,  He  shall  give  his  angels  charge  concerning 
thin* :  and  in  their  hands  they  shall  bear  thee  up,  lost  at  any  time 
rhoii  dash  tliv  fool  against  a  stone . 

7  Jesus  said  unto  him,  It  is  written  again,  Thou  shult  not  tempt 
:  ho  Lord  lliy  God. 

S  Again,  the  devil  taketh  him  up  into  an  exceeding  high  mountain. 
and  sheweth  him  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  world,  and  the  glory  of 
them ; 

11  And  saith  unto  him,  All  these  things  will  I  give  thee,  if  thou 
wilt,  fall  down  and  warship  me. 

10  Then  saith  Jesus  unto  him,  Get  thee  hence,  Satan:  for  it  is 
written,  Thou  shalt  worship  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  him  only  shalt 
rium  serve. 

( 1  Then  the  devil  leaveth  him,  and,  behold,  angels  came  and  min¬ 
istered  unlo  him. 

12  r  Now  when  Jesus  had  heard  that  John  was  cast  into  prison, 
he  departed  into  Galilee: 

i;>  And  leaving  Nazareth,  he  came  and  dwelt  in  Capernaum,  which 
is  upon  the  sea  coast,  in  the  borders  of  Zubulon  and  Nephthalim : 

11  That  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by  Esaias  the 

prophet-,  saying, 

t“>  The  land  of  Zubulon,  and  the  land  of  Nephthalim,  by  the  way 
of  the  sea,  beyond  Jordan.  Galilee  of  the  Gentiles; 

1 1 5  The  people  which  sat  in  darkness  saw  great  light ;  and  to  them 
which  sat  in  the  region  and  shadow  of  death  light  is  sprung  up. 

17  If  From  that  time  Jesus  began  to  preach,  and  to  say,  Repent: 
for  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand. 

IS  •[  Ami  Jesus,  walking  by  the  sea  of  Galilee,  saw  two  brethren, 
Simon  called  Peter,  and  Andrew  his  brother,  casting  a  net  into  the 
sea:  for  Ihev  were  Ushers. 
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19  And  lie  saith  nnto  them.  Follow  me,  and  1  will  make  you 
fishers  of  men. 

20  And  they  straightway  left  their  nets,  and  followed  him. 

21  And  going  on  from  thence,  ho  saw  other  two  brethren,  James 
the  son  of  Zebedee,  and  John  his  brother,  in  a  ship  with  Zebedee 
their  father,  mending  their  nets;  and  he  called  them. 

22  And  they  immediately  left  the  ship  and  their  father,  and  fol¬ 
lowed  him. 

2.3  5  And  Jesus  went  about  all  Galilee,  teaching  in  their  syna¬ 
gogues,  and  preaching  the  gospel  of  the  kingdom,  and  healing  all 
manner  of  sickness  and  all  manner  of  disease  among  the  people. 

24  And  his  fame  went  throughout  all  Syria:  and  they  brought 
unto  him  all  sick  people  that  were  taken  with  divers  diseases  and 
torments,  and  those  which  were  possessed  with  devils,  and  those 
which  were  lunatic,  and  those  that  had  the  palsy;  and  he  healed 
them. 

25  And  there  followed  him  great  multitudes  of  people  from  Gali¬ 
lee,  and  from  Deeapolis,  and  from  Jerusalem,  and  from  Jiulma,  and 

from  beyond  Jordan. 

CHAPTER  V. 


1  Christ  beginnelh  his  sermon  in  the  mount :  3  declaring  who  arc  blessed,  13  who 
ant  the  salt  of  the.  earth,  14  the  light  of  the  world,  the  city  on  a  hill,  Ifi  the  candle : 
17  that  he  came  to  fulfil  the  Into.  21  What  it  is  to  kill,  27  to  commit  adultery,  33  to 
stoear:  38  exhortelh  to  suffer  wrong,  44  to  love  even  our  enemies,  48  and  to  labour 
after  perfectness . 


A H1)  seeing  the  multitudes,  he  went  up  into  a  mountain:  and 

when  he  was  set,  his  disciples  came  unto  him : 

2  And  he  opened  his  month,  and  taught  them,  saying, 

3  Blessed  are  the  poor  In  spirit ;  for  theirs  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 
4  Blessed  are  they  that  mourn :  for  they  shall  be  comforted. 

«5  Blessed  are  the  meek:  for  they  shall  inherit  the  earth. 

6  Blessed  are  they  which  do  hunger  and  thirst  after  righteousness: 
for  they  shall  be  filled. 

7  Blessed  are  the  merciful:  for  they  shall  obtain  mercy. 

8  Blessed  are  the  pure  in  heart :  for  they  shall  see  God. 

9  Blessed  are  the  peacemakers :  for  they  shall  be  called  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  God. 

10  Blessed  are  they  which  are  persecuted  for  righteousness’  sake : 
for  theirs  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

11  Blessed  are  ye,  when  men  shall  revile  you,  and  persecute  you, 
and  shall  say  all  manner  of  evil  against  you  falsely,  for  my  sake. 

12  Rejoice,  and  be  exceeding  glad:  for  great  is  your  reward  in 
heaven:  for  so  persecuted  they  the  prophets  which  were  before 
you. 

13  IT  Ye  are  the  salt  of  the  earth:  but  if  the  salt  have  lost  his 
savour,  wherewith  shall  it  be  salted  ?  it  is  thenceforth  good  for  noth¬ 
ing,  but  to  be  east  out,  and  to  bo  trodden  under  foot  of  men. 
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I  I  Vc  arc  the  light  of  the  world.  A  city  that  is  sot  on  a  hill  can¬ 
not  l.o  hid. 

1T>  .Neither  do  men  light  a  candle,  and  put  it  under  a  bushel,  but 
on  a  candlestick;  and  it  giveth  light  unto  all  that  are  in  the  house. 

10  Let  your  light  so  shine  before  men,  that  they  may  see  your 
<jnod  works,  and  glorify  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

17  !i  Think  not  that  I  am  com  e  to  destroy  the  law,  or  the  proph¬ 
ets:  I  am  not  come  to  destroy,  but  to  fulfil. 

IS  For  verily  I  say  unto  you,  Till  heaven  and  earth  pass,  one  jot  or 
one  little  shall  in  no  wise  pass  from  the  law,  till  all  he  fulfilled. 

19  Whosoever  therefore  shall  break  one  of  these  least  command¬ 
ments,  and  shall  teach  men  so,  he  shall  be  called  the  least  in  the 
kingdom  of  heaven ;  but  whosoever  shall  do  and  teach  them,  the 
same  shall  be.  called  great  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

20  For  1  say  unto  you,  That  except  your  righteousness  shall  ex¬ 
ceed  the  righteousness  of  the  scribes  and  Pharisees,  ye  shall  in  no 
case  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

21  IT  Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said  by  them  of  old  time,  Thou  shalt 
not  kill;  amj  whosoever  shall  kill  shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgment : 

‘22  Hut  I  say  unto  you,  That  whosoever  is  angry  with  his  brother 
without  a  cause  shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgment:  and  whosoever 
shall  say  to  his  brother,  Raca,  shall  be  in  danger  of  the  council:  but 
whosoever  shall  say,  Thou  fool,  shall  be  in  danger  of  hell  fire. 

23  Therefore  if  thou  bring  thy  gift  to  the  altar,  and  there  remern- 
berest  that  l-hy  brother  hath  aught  against  thee ; 

24  Leave  there  thy  gift  before  the  altar,  and  go  thy  way:  first  be 
reconciled  to  thy  brothel*,  and  then  come  and  offer  thy  gift. 

2.1  Agree  with  thine  adversary  quickly,  while  thou  art  in  the  way 
with  him;  lest-  at  any  time  the  adversary  deliver  thee  to  the  judge, 
and  the  judge  deliver  thee  to  the  officer,  and  thou  be  east  into  prison. 

2(5  Verily  /  say  unto  thee.  Thou  shall  by  no  means  come  out  thence, 
till  thou  hast  paid  the  uttermost  farthing. 

27  IF  Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said  by  them  of  old  time,  Thou 
shalt  not  commit  adultery : 

25  But  I  say  unto  you,  That  whosoever  looketh  on  a  woman  to 
lust  after  her  hath  committed  adultery  with  her  already  in  his  heart. 

29  And  if  thy  right  eye  offend  thee,  pluck  it  out,  and  east  it  from 
thee :  for  it  is  profitable  for  thee  that  one  of  thy  members  should 
perish,  and  not  that  thy  whole  body  should  be  cast  into  hell. 

30  And  if  thy  right  hand  offend  thee,  cut  it  off,  and  cast  it  from 
thee:  for  it  is  profitable  for  thee  that  one  of  tlxy  members  should 
perish,  ami  uot,  that  thv  whole  bodv  should  be  cast  into  hell. 

31  Tt  hath  been  said,  Whosoever  shall  jod  away  his  wife,  let  him 
give  her  a  writing  of  divorcement: 

32  But  I  say  unto  you,  That  whosoever  shall  put  away  Iris  wife, 
saving  for  the  cause  of  fornication,  eausolh  her  to  commit  adultery: 
ami  whosoever  shall  marry  her  that  is  divorced  committeth  adultery. 
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33  1i  Again,  ve  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said  by  them  oJ’  old 
time,  Thou  shalt  not  forswear  thyself,  but  shalt.  perform  unto  the 
Lord  thine  oaths: 

34  But  I  say  unto  you.  Swear  not  at  all ;  neither  by  heaven:  for 
it  is  God's  throne : 

35  Nov  by  the  earth:  for  it  is  his  footstool:  neither  by  Jerusalem: 
for  it>  is  the  city  of  the  great  King. 

36  Neither  shalt  thou  swear  by  thy  head,  because  thou  canst  iml 
make  one  hair  white  or  black. 

37  But  let  your  communication  be,  Yea,  yea ;  Nay,  nay :  for  what¬ 
soever  is  more  than  these  comcth  of  evil. 

38  IT  Ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said,  An  eve  for  an  eye,  ami 
a  tooth  for  a  tooth : 

39  But  I  say  unto  you,  That  ye  resist  not  evil :  but  whosoever 
shall  smite  thee  on  thy  right  check,  turn  to  him  the  other  also. 

40  And  if  any  man  will  sue  thee  at  the  law,  anil  take  away  thy 
coat,  let  him  have  thy  cloak  also. 

41  And  whosoever  shall  comjxtl  thee  to  go  a  mile,  go  with  him 
twain. 

43  Give  to  him  that  asketh  thee,  and  from  him  that  would  Itorrote 
of  thee  turn  not  thou  away. 

43  Ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said,  Thou  slialt  love  thy 
neighbour,  and  hate  thine  enemy. 

44  But  I  say  unto  vou.  Love  vour  enemies,  bless  them  that  curse

you,  do  good  to  them  that  hate  you,  and  pray  for  them  which 
despiteful ly  use  you,  and  persecute  yon  : 

45  That  ye  may  be  the  children  of  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven : 
for  he  makoth  his  i mn  to  rise  on  the  evil  and  on  the  good,  and  sendelh 
rain  on  the  just  and  on  the  unjust 

46  For  if  ye  love  them  which  love  you,  what  reward  have  ye?  do 
not  even  the  publicans  the  same  ? 

47  And  if  ye  salute  your  brethren  only,  whal  do  ye  more  than 
others?  do  not  even  the  publicans  so? 

•18  Be  ye  therefore  perfeot,  even  as  your  Father  which  in  in  heaven 

is  perfect. 

C  IT  AFTER  YT. 

1  Christ  oontimiHk  hi*  sermon  in  the  mount*  speaking  of  edmx*  5  prayer.  14  /«r» 
giving  our  brethren.  Hi  fasting*  ivhere  our  treasure  is  to  be  laid  «//,  24  of  serving 
Godt  and  mammon :  25  exhorteth  not  to  be  careful  for  worldly  tilings ;  but  to  seek 
God's  kingdom* 

TAKE  heed  that  ye  do  not.  your  alms  before  men,  io  he  seen  of 
them:  otherwise  ye  have  no  reward  of  your  Father  which  is  in 
heaven . 

2  Therefore  when  thou  doest  thine  alms,  do  not  sound  a  trumpet 
before  thee,  as  the  hypocrites  do  in  the  synagogues  and  in  the  streets, 
t-liat.  they  may  have  glory  of  men.  Verily  }  my  unto  yon.  Tliev  have 
their  reward. 
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o  But  when  thou  doest  alms,  let  not  thy  left  hand  know  what  thy 
right  hand  doeth : 

•1  That  thine  alms  may  be  in  secret:  and  thy  father  which  seeth 
in  secret  himself  shall  reward  thee  openly. 

5  IT  And  when  thou  prayest,  thou  shalt  not  be  as  the  hypocrites 
are:  for  they  love  to  pray  standing  in  the  synagogues  and  in  the 
corners  of  the  streets,  that  they  may  be  seen  of  men.  Verily  I  say 
unto  yon ,  They  have  their  reward. 

(i  But  thou,  when  thou  prayest,  enter  into  thy  closet,  and  when 
thou  hast  shut  thy  door,  pray  to  thy  Father  which  is  in  secret;  and 
thy  Father  which  seeth  in  secret  shall  reward  thee  openly. 

7  But  token  ye  pray,  use  not  vain  repetitions;  as  the  heathen  do: 
for  they  think  that  they  shall  be  heard  for  their  much  speaking. 

8  Be  not  ye  therefore  like  unto  them :  for  your  Father  knoweth 
what  things  ye  have  need  of,  before  ye  ask  him. 

9  After  this  manner  therefore  pray  ye :  Our  Father  which  art  in 
heaven.  Hallowed  be  thy  name. 

10  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be  done  in  earth,  as  it  is  in 
heaven. 

1.1  Give  ns  this  rlay  our  daily  bread. 

12  And  forgive  us  onr  debts,  as  we  forgive  our  debtors. 

1;»  Aud  lead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil:  For 
thine  is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory,  for  ever.  Amen 

14  For  if  ye  forgive  men  their  trespasses,  your  heavenly  Father 
will  also  forgive  you: 

15  But  if  ye  forgive  not  men  their  trespasses,  neither  will  your 
Father  forgive  your  trespasses. 

1 6  If  Moreover,  when  ye  fast ,  be  not,  as  the  hypocrites,  of  a  sad 
countenance:  for  they  disfigure  their  faces,  that  they  may  appear 
unto  men  to  fast.  Verily  I  say  i into  you ,  They  have  their  reward. 

17  But  thou,  when  thou  fastest,  anoint  thine  head,  and  wash  thy 
face ; 


*  _ 

18  That  thou  appear  not  unto  inert  to  fast,  but  unto  thy  Father 

which  is  in  secret :  and  thy  Father  which  seeth  in  secret  shall  reward 
thee  openly. 

59  II  Lay  not  up  for  yourselves  treasures  upon  earth,  where  moth 
and  rust  doth  corrupt ,  and  where  thieves  break  through  and  steal :

24  *T  No  man  can  serve  two  masters:  for  either  ho. will  hate  the 
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one,  and  love  the  other;  or  else  he  will  hold  to  the  one,  and  despise 
the  other.  Ye  can not  serve  God  and  mammon. 

2 n  Therefore  1  say  unto  you.  Take  no  thought  for  your  life,  what 
ye  shall  eat,  or  what  yo  shall  drink ;  nor  yet  for  your  body,  what  ye 
shall  put  on.  Is  not  the  life  more  than  meat,  aiul  the  body  than 
raiment  ? 

20  Behold  the  fowlx  of  the  air:  for  they  sow  not,  neither  do  they 
reap,  nor  gather  info  l 'tarns;  yet  your  heavenly  Father  feedetli  them. 

Are  ye  not  much  better  than  they  ■■ 

27  Which  of  you  by  taking  thought  can  add  one  cubit  unto  his 

stature  ? 

28  And  why  take  ye  thought  for  raiment?  Consider  the  l die*  of 
the  Jield ,  how  they  grow :  they'  toil  not,  neither  do  they  spin: 

21)  And  yet  1  say  unto  you,  That  even  Solomon  in  all  his  glory 
was  not  arraved  like  one  of  these.

20  Wherefore,  if  <>od  so  clothe  the  grass  of  the  Jield,  which  to  day 
is,  and  to  morrow  is  caBt  into  the  oven,  shall  he  not  much  more  clothe 
you,  O  ye  of  little  faith  ? 

21  Therefore  take  no  thought,  saying.  What  shall  we  eat?  or, 
What  shall  we  drink  ?  or,  'Wherewithal  shall  we  be  clothed  ? 

22  (For  after  all  these  things  do  the  Gentiles  seek :)  for  your  heav¬ 
enly  Father  knoweth  that  ye  have  need  of  all  these  things. 

32  But.  seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  his  righteousness; 
and  all  these  things  shall  be,  added  unto  you. 

34  Take  therefore  no  thought  for  tl»e  morrow :  for  the  morrow 
shall  take  thought  for  the  things  of  itself.

4  Or  how  wilt  thou  say  to  thy  hrother,  Let  me  pull  out  the  mote 
out  of  thine  eye ;  and,  behold,  a  beam  is  in  thine  own  eye  ? 

o  Thou  hypocrite,  first  cast  out  the  beam  out  of  thine  own  eve; 
and  then  shall,  thou  see  clearly  to  cast  out  the  mote  out  of  thy 

brother’s  eve.

0  If  (live  not  that  which  is  holy  unto  the  dogs,  neither  cast  ye 
your  pearls  before  swine,  lest  they  trample  them  under  their  feet,  ami 
turn  again  and  rend  you. 

7  If  Ask,  and  it  shall  be  given  you ;  seek,  and  ye  shall  find ;  ku <><•!:. 
and  it  shall  be  opened  unto  you  : 
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8  For  every  one  that  asketh  receiveth ;  and  he  that  seeketh 
ihidcth;  and  to  him  thut  knorJceth  it  shall  he  opened. 

1)  Or  what  man  is  there  of  you,  whom  if  his  son  ask  bread,  will 
lie  give  him  a  stone?

10  Or  if  he  ask  a  fish,  will  he  give  him  a  serpent? 

11  If  ye  then,  being  evil,  know  how  to  give  good  gifts  unto  your 
children,  how  much  more  shall  your  Father  which  1b  in  heaven  give 
good  things  to  them  that  ask  him? 

t'J  Therefore  all  things  whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  should 
do  to  you,  do  ye  even  so  to  them:  for  this  is  the  law  and  the

20  Wherefore  by  their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them. 

21  If  Xot  every  one  that  saitli  uuto  me,  Lord,  Lord,  shall  enter 
inlo  the  kingdom  of  heaven;  but  he  that  doeth  the  will  of  luy  Father

24  Therefore  whosoever  heareth  these  sayings  of  mine,  and 
doeth  them.

2?)  And  the  rain  descended,  aud  the  floods  came,  and  the  winds 
blew,  and  beat  upon  that  house;  and  it  fell  not:  for  it  u'as  founded 
upon  a  rock. 

2*>  And  every  one  that  heareth  these  sayings  of  mine,  and  doeth 
them  not,  shall  be  likened  unto  a  foolish  man,  which  built  his  house 
upon  the  sand::

3  And  Jesus  put  forth  his  hand,  and  touched  him,  saying,  1  will: 
be  thou  clean.  And  immediately  his  leprosy  was  cleansed. 

4  And  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  See  thou  tell  no  man;  but  go  thy 
way,  shew  thyself  lo  the  priest,  aud  offer  the  gift  that  Moses  com¬ 
manded,  for  a  testimony  unto  them. 

il  If  And  when  Jesus  was  entered  into  Capernaum,  there  came 
unto  him  a  centurion,  beseeching  him, 

6  And  saying,  Lord,  my  servant  lioth  at  home  sick  of  the  palsy, 
grievously  tormented. 

7  And  Jesus  aailh  unto  him,  I  will  come  and  heal  him. 

8  The  centurion  answered  and  said,  Lord,  I  am  not  worthy  that 
thou  shouldest  come  under  my  roof :  but  speak  the  word  only,  and 
my  servant  shall  be  healed.

10  When  Jesus  heard  it  he  marvelled,  and  said  to  them  that  fol¬ 
lowed,  Verily  I  nay  unto  youf  I  have  not  found  so  great  faith,  no,  not 
in  Iarael. 


1 1  And  T  say  unto  you,  That  many  shall  come  from  the  east  and 
west.,  and  shall  sit  down  with  Abraham,  and  Isaac,  and  Jacob,  in  the 
kingdom  of  heaven: 

12  But  the  children  of  the  kingdom  shall  be  oast  out  into  outer 
larkness:  there  shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth. 

13  And  Jesus  said  unto  the  centurion,  Go  thy  way;  and  as  thou 
hast  believed,  so  be  it  done  unto  thee.  And  bis  servant  was  healed 
in  the  selfsame  hoar. 

14  IT  And  when  Jesus  was  come  into  Peter’s  house,  be  saw  his 
wife’s  mother  laid,  and  sick  of  a  fever.

2D  And,  behold,  they  cried  out,  saying,  What  have  we  to  do  with 
thee,  Jesus,  thou  Son  of  God  7  art  thou  come  hither  to  torment  us 
before  the  time  ? 

30  And  there  was  a  good  way  off  from  them  a  herd  of  many  swine 

feeding. 

31  So  the  devils  besought  him,  saying,  If  thou  cast  us  out,  suffer 
us  to  go  away  into  the  herd  of  swine. 

32  And  he  said  unto  them,  Go.  And  when  they  were  come  out, 
they  went  into  the  herd  of  swine:  and,  behold,  the  whole  herd  of 
swine  ran  violently  down,  a  steep  place  into  the  sea,  and  perished  in 
the  waters.

2  And,  behold,  they  brought  to  him  a  man  sick  of  the  palsy,  lying 
on  a  bed:  and  Jesus  seeing  their  faith  said  unto  the  sink  of  the 
palsy ;  Son,  be  of  good  cheer ;  thy  sins  be  forgiven  thee. 

8  And.  behold,  certain  of  the  scribes  said  within  themselves,  This 
man  blasphemeth. 

4  And  Jesus  knowing  their  thoughts  said,  Wherefore  think  ye 
evil  in  your  hearts? 

o  For  whether  is  easier,  to  say,  Thy  sins  be  forgiven  thee;  or  to 
say,  Arise,  and  walk  ? 

l>  But  that  ye  may  know  that  the  Son  of  man  hath  power  on  earth 
to  forgive  sins,  (then  saith  lie  to  the  sick  of  the  palsy,)  -1  rise,  take 
up  thy  bed,  and  go  unto  thine  house. 

7  And  lie  arose,  and  departed  to  his  house. 

8  But  when  the  multitudes  saw  it,  they  marvelled,  and  glorified 
God,  which  had  given  such  power  unto  men. 

<J  If  And  as  Jesus  passed  forth  from  thence,  lie  saw  a  man,  named 
Matthew,  sitting  at  the  receipt  of  custom :  and  he  saith  unto  him, 
Follow  me.

18  But  go  ye  and  learn  what  that  meaucth,  1  will  have  mercy,  and 
not  sacrifice:  for  1  am  not  come  to  call  the  righteous,  but  shiners  to 
repentance. 

14  II  Then  came  to  him  the  disciples  of  John,  saying,  Why  do  we 
ami  the  Pharisees  fast  oft,  but  thy  disciples  fast  not? 

15  And  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Can  the  children  of  the  bruits 
chamber  mourn,  as  long  as  the  bridegroom  is  with  them?  but  the 
days  will  come,  when  the  bridegroom  shall  be  taken  from  them,  and 
then  shall  they  fast.

(•utne  a  certain  ruler,  and  worshipped  him,  saying,  My  daughter  is 
even  now  dead :  but  come  and  lay  thy  hand  upon  her,  and  she  shall 
live. 

10  And  Jesus  arose,  and  frAUneed  him,  and  so  did  his  disciples. 

20  1|  Ami,  behold,  a  woman,  which  was  diseased  with  an  issue  of 
blood  twelve  years,  came  behind  him,  and  touched  the  hem  of  his 
garment : 

21  For  she  said  within,  herself,  If  I  may  but  touch  his  garment ,  I 
shall  be  whole. 

22  lhit  Jesus  turned  him  about,  and  when  lie  saw  her,  he  said, 
Daughter,  be  of  good  comfort;  thy  faith  hath  made  thee  whole. 
And  the  woman  was  made  whole  from  that  hour . 

2.'»  And  when  Jesus  came  into  the  ruler's  house,  and  saw  the 
minstrels  and  the  people  making  a  noise, 

21  He  said  unto  them,  Give  place:  for  the  maid  is  not  dead  but 
sleepeth.  And  they  laughed  him  to  scorn. 

25  But  when  the  people  wore  put  forth,  he  went  in,  and  took  her  by 
the  hand,  and  the  maid  arose. 

2d  And  the. rime  hereof  went  abroad  into  all  that  land. 

27  T  And  when  Jesus  departed  thence,  two  blind  men  followed 
him,  crying,  and  saying,  Thou  Son  of  David  have  mercy  on  us.

29  Then  touched  he  their  eyes,  saying,  According  to  your  faith  be 
it  unto  you. 

30  And  their  eyes  were  opened;  and  Jesus  straitty  charged  them, 
saving,  See  that  no  man  know  it, 

31  But  they,  when  they  were  departed,  spread  abroad  his  fame  in 
all  that-  conntrv. 

32  r  As  they  went  out,  behold,  they  brought  to  him  a  dumb  man 
possessed  with  a  devil. 

33  And  when  the  devil  was  cast  out,  the  dumb  spake:  and  the 
multitudes  marvelled,  saying,  It  was  never  so  seen  in  Israel. 

8+  But  the  Pharisees  said,  He  castcth  out  devils  through  the 
prince  of  the  devils. 

35  And  Jesus  went  about  all  the  cities  and  villages,  teaching  in 
their  synagogues,  and  preaching  the  gospel  of  the  kingdom,  and 
healing  every  sickness  and  every  disease  among  the  people. 

8(5  But  when  he  saw  the  multitudes,  he  was  moved  with  com¬ 
passion  on  them,  because  they  fainted,  and  were  scattered  abroad,  as 
sheep  having  no  shepherd. 

37  Then  saith  he  unto  his  disciples.  The  harvest  truly  is  plenteous, 
but  tiie  labourers  arc  few; 

88  Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  will  send 
forth  labourers  into  his  harvest. 
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i  Ohri&l  sc/uielh  out  hi *  twelve  apostles t  them  with  power  to  do  mir oelr*. 

fi  f/iveth  them  their  charge,  teacheth  16  eutaforlelh  them  u  gainst  jtcrsecutions  ; 

4U  and  promiseth  a  blessing  to  those  that  receive  them. 


AND  when  he  had  called  unto  him  his  twelve  disciples,  he  gave 

them  power  against  unclean  spirits,  to  cast  them  out,  and  io 
heal  all  manner  of  sickness  and  all  manner  of  disease. 

2  Now  the  names  of  the  twelve  apostles  arc  these;  The  first, 
Simon,  who  is  called  Peter,  and  Andrew  his  brother;  James  the  son 
of  Zebedee,  and  John  his  brother; 

3  Philip,  and  Bartholomew;  Thomas,  and  Matthew  the  publican : 
James  the  sou  of  Alphmus,  and  Lebbams,  whose  surname  was  Thud- 


deeuft ; 

4  Simon  the  Canaan  ite, ,  and  Judas  Iscariot,  who  also  betrayed  him. 

5  These  twelve  Jesus  sent  forth,  and  commanded  them,  saying. 
Go  not  into  the  way  of  the  Gentiles,  and  into  any  city  of  the  Samari¬ 


tans  enter  ve  not : 

V 

6  But  go  rather  to  the  lost  sheep  of  the  house  of  Israel. 

7  And  as  ye  go,  preach,  saying,  The  kingdom  of  heaven  i*  at  hand. 

8  Heal  the  sick,  cleanse  the  lepers,  raise  the  dead,  east  out. 
devils:  freely  ye  have  received,  freely  give. 

0  Provide  neither  gold,  nor  silver,  nor  brass  in  your  purses; 

10  Nor  scrip  for  your  journey,  neither  two  coats,  neither  shoes, 
nor  yet  staves:  for  the  workman  is  worthy  of  his  meat. 

11  And  into  whatsoever  city  or  town  ye  shall  enter,  inquire  who 
in  it  is  worthy ;  and  there  abide  till  3re  go  thence. 

12  And  when  ye  come  into  a  house,  salute  it. 

13  And  if  the  house  be  worthy,  let  your  peace  come  upon  it:  but 
if  it  be  not  worthy  let  your  peace  return  to  you. 

14  And  whosoever  shall  not  receive  you,  nor  hear  your  words, 
when  ye  depart  out  of  tliat  house  or  city,  shake  off  the  dust  of  your 


feet. 


15  Verily  T  say  unto  you,  Tt  shall  be  more  tolerable  for  the  land  of 
Sodom  and  Gomorrah  in  the  day  of  judgment,  than  for  that  city. 

16  If  Behold,  I  send  you  forth  as  sheep  in  the  midst  of  wolves: 
be  ye  therefore  wise  as  serpents,  and  harmless  as  doves. 

17  But  beware  of  men:  for  they  will  deliver  you  up  to  the  councils, 
and  they  will  scourge  you  iu  their  synagogues ; 

18  And  ye  shall  be  brought  before  governors  and  kings  for  my 
sake,  for  a  testimony  against  them  and  the  Gentiles. 

19  But  when  they  deliver  yon  up,  take  no  thought  how  or  what  ye 
shall  speak :  for  it  shall  be  given  you  in  that  same  hour  what  ye  shall 
speak. 

20  For  it  is  not  ye  that  speak,  hut  the  Spirit  of  yonr  Father  which 
speaketh  in  you. 

21  And  the  brother  shall  deliver  up  the  brother  to  death,  and  the 
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lather  the  child :  and  the  children  shall  rise  up  against  tlieir  parents, 
and  cause  them  to  lie,  put  to  death. 

And  ye  shall  be  hated  of  sill  men  for  my  name’s  sake:  but  he 
thiil  end n rath  to  the  end  shall  be  saved.

8  But  what  went  ye  out  for  to  sec  ?  A  man  clothed  in  soft  rai¬ 
ment  ?  behold,  they  that  wear  soft  clothing  are  in  kings’  houses. 

0  But  what  wont  ye  out  for  to  sec  ?  A  prophet  7  yea,  /  say  min 
you ,  and  more  than  u  prophet.

and  his  disciples  were  a  hungered,  and  began  to  pluck  the  ears 
of  mm,  and  to  eat. 

2  But  when  the  Pharisees  saw  it,  they  said  unto  him,  Behold,  thy 
disciples  do  that  which  is  not  lawful  to  do  upon  the  sabbath  day. 

:!  But  he  said  unto  them,  Have  ye.  not  read  what-  David  did,  when 
in’  was  a  hungered,  and  they  that  were  icith  him ; 

1  How  lie  entered  into  the  house  of  God,  and  did  eat  the  ehew- 
bread,  which  was  not  lawful  for  him  to  eat,  neither  for  them  which 
were  with  him,  but.  only  for  the  priests  ? 

~>  Or  have  vo  not:  read  in  the  law,  how  that,  on  the  xnbhafh  days 
the  priests  in  the  temple  profane  the  sabbath,  and  are  blameless  ? 
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6  But  1  say  unto  you,  That  in  this  place  is  one  greater  than  the 
temple. 

7  But  if  ye  had  known  what  this  meaueth,  I  will  have  mercy,  ami 
not  sacrifice,  ye  would  not  have  condemned  the  guiltless. 

S  l*’o i-  the  i ion  of' man  is  Lord  even  of  the  sabbath  dav. 

r 

0  And  when  he  was  departed  thence,  he  went  into  their  synagogue: 

10  ^  And,  behold,  there  was  a  man  which  had  his  hand  withered. 
And  they  asked  him,  saying,  Is  it  lawful  to  heal  on  the  sabbath  days  V 
that  they  might  accuse  him. 

11  And  he  said  unto  them,  What  man  shall  there  be  among  you, 
that  shall  have  one  sheep,  and  if  it  fall  into  a  pit  on  the  sablath  day, 
will  he  not  lay  hold  on  it,  ami  lift  it  out? 

12  How  much  then  is  a  man  better  than  a  sheep?  Wherefore  it 
is  lawful  to  do  well  on  the  sabbath  days.

o)  1  Wherefore  1  say  unto  you,  All  manner  of  sin  and  blasphemy 
shall  lx‘  forgiven  unto  men:  bill  the  blasphemy  against  the  Holy 
Ghost  shall  not  bo  forgiven  unto  men. 

IVJ  And  whosoever  speaketh  a  word  against  the  Son  of  man,  it 
shall  bo  forgiven  him :  but  whosoever  speaketh  against  the  Holy 
Ghost,  it  shall  not  be  forgiven  him,  neither  in  this  world,  neither  in 
the  world  to  come.

35  That  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by  the  prophet 
saying,  I  will  open  my  mouth  in  parables;  I  will  utter  things  which 
have  been  kept,  secret  from  the  foundation  of  the  world. 

36  Then  Jesus  sent  the  multitude  away,  and  went  into  the  house : 
and  his  disciples  came  unto  him,  saying,  Declare  unto  us  the  parable 
of  the  fares  of  the  field. 

37  He  answered  anil  said  unto  them,  He  that  soweth  the  good 
seed  is  the  Son  of  man; 

38  The  field  is  the  world;  the  good  seed  are  the  children  of  the 
kingdom ;  hut  the  tares  are  the  children  of  tlic  wicked  one ; 

39  The  enemy  that  sowed  them  is  the  devil ;  the  harvest  is  the  end 

V  • 

of  the  world ;  and  the  reapers  are  the  angels. 

40  As  therefore  the  tares  are  gathered  and  burned  in  the  fire;  so 
shall  it  be  in  the  end  of  this  world. 

41  The  Son  of  man  shall  send  forth  his  angels,  and  they  shall 
gather  out  of  his  kingdom  all  things  that  offend,  and  them  which 
do  iniquity; 

42  And  shall  cast  them  into  a  furnace  of  fire:  there  shall  be 


■icu.il ini/  and  gnashing  of  teeth. 

•13  Then  shall  the  righteous  shine  forth  as  the  sun  in  the  kingdom 
of  their  Father,  Who  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

44  I,  Again,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  treasure  hid  in  a 
field ;  the  which  when  a  man  hath  found,  lie  hidetb,  and  for  joy 
thereof  goeth  and  selletli  all  that  he  hath,  and  buyeth  that  field. 

45  IT  Again,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  merchantman, 
seeking  goodly  pearl  s : 

46  Who,  when  ho  had  found  one  pearl  of  great  price,  went  and 
sold  all  that  he  had,  and  bought  it. 

47  IT  Again,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  net,  that  was 
cast  into  the  sea,  and  gathered  of  every  kind: 

48  Which,  when  it  was  full,  they  drew  to  shore,  and  sat  down, 
and  gathered  the  good  into  vessels,  but  east  the  bad  away. 

49  So  shall  it  be  at  the  end  of  the  world:  the  angels  shall  come 
forth,  and  sever  the  wicked  from  among  the  just, 

50  And  shall  cast  them  into  the  furnace  of  fire:  there  shall  be 


wailing  and  gnashing  of  teeth. 

51  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  Have  ye  understood  all  these  things? 
They  say  unto  him.  Yea,  Lord. 

52  Then  said  he  unto  them.  Therefore  every  scribe  which  is  in* 
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sirucLcd  unto  tlio  kingdom  of  heaven,  is  like  unto  a  man  that  is  a 
householder,  which  bringeth  forth  out  of  his  treasure  things  new 
and  old. 

•>'{  IF  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  Jesus  had  finished  these 
parables,  he  departed  thence. 

A4  And  when  he  was  come  into  his  own  country,  lie  taught  them 
in  their  synagogue,  insomuch  that  they  were  astonished,  and  said, 
Whence  hath  this  man  this  wisdom,  and  these  mighty  works  ? 

AA  Is  not  this  the  carpenter’s  son  ?  is  not-  his  mother  called  Mary  ? 
and  his  brethren,  James,  and  Joses,  and  Simon,  and  Judas? 

AO  And  liis  sisters,  are  they  not  all  with  ns  ?  Whenoe  then  hath 
this  man  all  these  things  ? 

A7  And  they  were  offended  in  him.  Hut  Jesus  said  unto  them, 
A  prophet  is  not  without  honour,  save  in  Mb  own  country,  and  in  bis 
own  house. 

AS  And  he  did  not  many  mighty  works  there  because  of  their 
unbelief. 

CHAPTER  XIV.

n*  sa ret)  healeth  the  sick  by  the  touch  of  the  hem  of  his  garment. 


\  T  that  time  Herod  the  tetrarch  heard  of  the  fame  of  Jesus, 
JA.  2  And  said  unto  his  servants,  This  is  John  the  Baptist;  he  is 
risen  from  tlie  dead ;  and  therefore  mighty  works  do  shew  forth  them* 
selves  in  him. 

3  If  For  Herod  had  laid  hold  on  John,  and  bound  him,  and  put 
i‘i m  in,  prison  for  Herodiaa’  sake,  his  brother  Philip's  wife. 

4  For  John  said  unto  him,  Tt  is  not  lawful  for  thee  to  have  her. 

A  And  when  he  would  have  put  him  to  death,  he  feared  the  multitude, 
because  they  counted  him  as  a  prophet. 

<>  But  when  Herod's  birthday  was  kept,  the  daughter  of  Herodias 
danced  before  them,  and  pleased  llerod. 

7  Whereupon  he  promised  with  an  oath  to  give  her  whatsoever 
she  would  ask, 

8  And  she,  being  before  instructed  of  her  mother,  said,  Give  me 
here  John  Baptist's  head  in  a  charger. 

!t  And  the  king  was  sorry:  nevertheless  for  the  oath's  sake,  and 
them  which  sat  with  him  at  meat,  lie  commanded  it  to  be  given  her. 

ID  And  ho  sent,  and  beheaded  John  in  the  prison. 

11  And  his  head  was  brought  in  a  charger,  and  given  to  the 
damsel:  and  she  brought  it  to  her  mother. 

12  And  his  disciples  came,  and  took  up  the  body,  and  buried  it, 
ami  went  and  told  Jesus. 

13  *.  When  Joans  heard  of  it,  be  departed  tlienoe  by  ship  into  a 
desert  place  apart:  and  when  the  people  had  heard  thereof,  they 
followed  him  on  foot  out  of  the  cities. 
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14  And  Jesus  went  forth,  and  saw  a  great  multitude,  and  was 
moved  with  compassion  toward  them,  and  he  healed  their  sick. 

1511  And  when  it  was  evening,  his  disciples  came  to  him,  saving, 
This  is  a  desert  place,  and  the  time  is  now  past;  send  the  multitude 
away,  that  they  may  go  into  the  villages,  and  buy  themselves 

victuals. 

16  But  Jesus  said  unto  them,  They  need  not  depart ;  give  ye  them 
to  eat. 

17  And  they  say  unto  him,  We  have  here  but  five  loaves,  and  two 
fishes. 

18  He  said,  Bring  them  hither  to  me. 

19  And  he  commanded  the  multitude  to  sit  down  ou  the  grass,  and 
took  the  five  loaves,  and  the  two  fishes,  and  looking  up  to  heaven, 
he  blessed ,  and  brake ,  and  gave  the  loaves  to  his  disciples,  and  the 
disciples  to  the  multitude. 

20  And  they  did  all  eat,  and  were  filled :  and  they  took  up  of  the 
fragments  that  remained  twelve  baskets  full. 

21  And  they  that  had  eaten  were  about  five  thousand  men,  beside 
women  and  children. 

22  H  And  straightway  Jesns  constrained  his  disciples  to  get  into  a 

ship,  and  to  go  before  him  unto  the  other  side,  while  lie  sent  the 

multitudes  away.

23  And  when  he  had  sent  the  multitudes  away,  he  went  up  into  a 
mountain  opart  to  pray :  and  when  the  evening  was  come,  he  was 
there  alone. 

24  But  the  ship  was  now'  in  the  midBt  of  the  sea,  toBBed  wdth 
waves ;  for  the  wind  was  contrary. 

25  And  in  the  fourth  watch  of  the  night  Jesus  went  unto  them, 

walking  on  the  sea. 

26  And  when  the  disciples  saw  him  walking  on  the  sea,  they  were 
troubled,  saying,  It  is  a  spirit ;  and  they  cried  out  for  fear. 

27  But  straightway  Jesus  spake  unto  them,  saying,  Be  of  good 
cheer ;  it  is  1 ;  be  not  afraid. 

28  And  Peter  answered  him  and  said,  Lord,  if  it  be  thou,  bid  me 
come  unto  thee  on  the  water. 

29  And  he  said,  Come.  And  when  Peter  was  come  down  out  of 
the  ship,  he  walked  on  the  water,  to  go  to  Jesus. 

30  But  when  he  saw  the  wind  boisterous,  he  was  afraid;  and 
beginning  to  sink,  he  cried,  saying,  Lord,  save  me. 

31  And.  immediately  Jesus  stretched  forth  his  hand,  ami  caught 
him,  and  said  unto  him,  0  thou  of  little  faith,  wherefore  didst  thou 
doubt  ? 

32  And  when  they  were  come  into  the  ship,  the  wind  ceased. 

33  Then  they  that  were  in  the  ship  came  and  worshipped  him, 
saying,  Of  a  truth  thou  art  the  Son  of  God. 

34  IT  And  when  they  were  gone  over,  they  came  into  the  land  of 

Genneaaret. 
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35  And  when  the  men  of  that  place  had  knowledge  of  him,  they 
out  into  all  that  country  round  about,  and  brought  unto  him  all 
Unit,  were  diseased; 

l){>  And  besought  him  that  they  might  only  touch  the  hem  of  his 
garment:  and  ae  many  as  touched  were  made  perfectly  whole*

th  an  sand  men,  be  si  tie  women  and  children * 


rniLEN  came  lo  Jesus  scribes  and  Pharisees,  which  were  of  Jeru- 

JL  Salem,  saying, 

2  Why  do  Iky  disciples  transgress  the  tradition  of  the  elders?  for 
tli<*v  wash  not  their  hands  when  thov  eat  bread. 

p-  i ' 

.*>  But  he  answered  and  said  unto  thorn,  Why  do  ye  also  transgress 
the  commandment-  of  God  by  your  tradition  ? 

•1  Kor  God  commanded,  saying,  Honour  thy  father  and  mother: 
ami,  lie  that  curseth  father  or  mother,  let  him  die  the  death. 

">  But  ye  say,  Whosoever  shall  say  to  his  father  or  his  mother,  It 
is  a  gift,  by  whatsoever  thou  mi  gh  test  be  profited  by  me; 

0  And  honour  not  his  father  or  his  mother,  he  shall  be  free.  Thus 
lav**  ye  made  the  commandment  of  God  of  none  effect  by  your 
tradition. 

7  Ye  hypocrites,  well  did  Esaias  prophesy  of  yon,  saying, 

S  This  people  draweth  nigh  unto  me  with  their  mouth,  and  hon- 
oureth  me  with  their  lips;  but  their  heart  is  far  from  me. 

U  But  in  vain  they  do  worship  me,  teaching  for  doctrines  the  com¬ 
mandments  of  men. 

H»  1j  And  lie  called  the  multitude,  and  said  unto  them,  Hear,  and 
understand : 


11  .Not  that  which  goeth  into  the  mouth  defileth  a  man;  but  that 
which  cometh  out  of  the  mouth,  *hi«  defileth  a  man. 

1-  Then  came  hi*  disciples,  and  said  unto  him,  Knowost  thou  that 
Tie  Pharisees  were  offended,  after  they  heard  this  saying? 

1.’}  But  he  answered  and  said,  Every  plant,  which  my  heavenly 
Father  hath  not  planted,  shall  be  rooted  up. 

11  Let  them  alone:  they  be  blind  leaders  of  the  blind.  And  if 
the  blind  lead  the  blind,  both  shall  fall  into  the  ditch. 


I A  Then  answered  Peter  and  said  unto  him,  Declare  unto  us  this 

parable. 

10  And  Jems  said.  Are  ve  also  yel  without,  understanding  ? 

17  Do  not  ve  vet  understand,  that  whatsoever  cntcreth  in  at  the 
m mitli  goeth  into  the  belly,  and  is  cast  out  into  the  draught? 

Is  But  those  things  which  proceed  out  of  the  mouth  come  forth 
from  the  heart;  and  they  defile  the  man. 
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19  For  out  of  the  heart  proceed  evil  thoughts,  murders,  adulteries, 
fornications,  thefts,  false  witness,  blasphemies : 

20  These  are  the  tilings  which  defile  a  man :  but  to  eat  with 

tinwashen  hands  defileth  not  a  man. 

2t  If  Then  Jesus  went  thence,  and  departed  into  the  coasts  of 
'lyre  and  Sidon. 

22  And,  behold,  a  woman  of  Canaan  came  out  of  the  same  coasts, 
and  cried  unto  him,  saying,  Have  mercy  on  me,  0  Lord,  thou  8on  of 
David ;  my  daughter  u  grievously  vexed  with  a  devil. 

23  But  he  answered  her  not  a  word.  And  his  disciples  came  and 
besought  him,  saying,  Send  her  away ;  for  she  crieth  after  us. 

24  But  he  answered  and  said.  I  am  not  sent  but  unto  the  lost 

* 

sheep  of  the  house  of  Israel. 

25  Then  came  she  and  worshipped  him,  saying,  Lord,  help  me. 

26  But  he  answered  and  said,  It  is  not  meet  to  take  the  children’s 
bread,  and  to  cast  it  to  dogs. 

27  And  she  said,  Truth,  Lord :  yet  the  dogs  eat  of  the  crumbs  which 
fall  from  their  masters*  table. 

28  Then  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  her,  O  woman,  great  is  thy 
faith :  be  it  unto  thee  even  as  thou  wilt.  And  her  daughter  was 
made  whole  from  tliat  very  hour. 

29  And  Jesus  departed  from  thence,  and  came  nigh  unto  the  sea 
of  Galilee;  and  went  up  into  a  mountain,  and  sat  down  there. 

30  And  great  multitudes  came  unto  him,  having  with  them  those 
that  were  lame,  blind,  dumb,  maimed,  and  many  others,  and  cast 
them  down  at  J  esus’  feet ;  and  ho  healed  them :

Whence  should  we  have  so 
much  bread  in  the  wilderness,  as  to  fill  so  great  a  multitude? 

34  And  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  How  many  loaves  have  ye  ?  And 
they  said,  Seven,  and  a  few  little  fishes. 

35  And  he  commanded  the  multitude  to  sit  down  on  the  ground. 

36  And  he  took  the  seven  loaves  and  the  fishes,  and  gave  thanks, 
and  brake  them,  and  gave  to  his  disciples,  arid  the  disciples  to  the 
multitude. 

37  And  they  did  all  eat,  and  were  filled:  and  they  took  up  of  the 
broken  meat  that  was  left  seven  baskets  full. 

38  And  they  that  did  eat  wore  four  thousand  men,  beside  women 
and  children. 

39  And  he  sent,  aioay  the  multitude,  and  took  ship,  and  came  into 
the  coasts  of  Magdala. 
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CHAPTER  XVI. 

1  The  Pharisees  require  a  sign.  (i  Jesus  warn eth  his  disciples  of  (he.  leave tv  of  the 
I'h'iriw/t  rind  Sadducees.  13  The  people’s  opinion  of  Christ,  1<»‘  and  Peter's  con - 
fys-on  of  him.  *31  Jesus  fore&keweih  hie  death,  23  reproving  Peter  for  dissuading 
him  from  it ;  24  and  admonisketh  those  that  Kilt  follow  him,  to  bear  ike  cross. 

THE  Pharisees  also  with  the  Sadducees  came,  and  tempting  desired 
him  that  he  would  shew  them  a  sign  from  heaven. 

2  ile  answered  and  said  unto  them,  When  it  is  evening,  ye  say,  It 
will  lie  fair  weather;  for  tho  sky  is  red. 

3  And  in  the  morning,  It  will  be  foul  weather  to  day ;  for  the  shy 
is  red  and  lowering.  O  ye  hypocrites,  ye  can  discern  the  face  of  the 
sky ;  but  can  ye  not  discern  the  signs  of  the  times  ? 

4  A  wicked  and  adulterous  generation  seeketh  after  a  sign;  and 
I  lie  re  shall  no  sigu  be  given  unto  it,  but  the  sign  of  the  prophet 
Jonas.  And  he  left  them,  and  departed. 

o  And  when  his  disciples  were  come  to  the  other  side,  they  had 
forgotten  to  take  bread. 

<>  •  Then  deans  said  unto  them,  Take  heed  and  beware  of  the 
leaven  of  the  Pharisees  and  of  the  Sadducees. 

7  And  they  reasoned  among  themselves,  saying,  It  is  because  we 

have  taken  no  bread. 

S  Which  when  Jesus  perceived,  he  said  unto  them,  O  ye  of  little 
faith,  why  reason  ye  among  yourselves,  because  ye  have  brought  no 

bread  ? 

0  I)o  ve  not  get  understand,  neither  remember  the  five  loaves  of 
the  five  thousand,  and  how  many  baskets  ye  took  up  ? 

Jo  Neither  the  seven  loaves  of  the  four  thousand,  and  how  many 
baskets  ye  took  up  ? 

11  How  is  it  that  ye  do  not  understand  that  1  spake  it  not  to  you 
concerning  bread,  that  ye  should  beware  of  the  leaven  of  the  Phari¬ 
sees  and  of  the  Sadducees? 

12  77 ten  understood  they  how  that  he  bade  them  not  beware  of 
tho  leaven  of  bread,  but  of  the  doctrine  of  the  Pharisees  and  of  the 
Sadducees. 

13  *f  When  Jesus  came  into  the  coast  of  Caesarea  Philippi,  he  asked 
his  disciples,  saying,  Whom  do  men  say  that  I,  the  Son  of  man,  am  ? 

14  And  they  said,  Some  say  that  thou  art  John  the  Baptist;  some, 
Elias  ;  and  others,  Jeremias,  or  one  of  the  prophets. 

1  "►  He  saith  urfto  them,  But  whom  say  ye  that  T  am  V 
U>  And  Simon  Peter  answered  and  said,  Thou  art  the  Christ,  the 
Son  of  the  living  God . 

1.7  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Blessed  art  thou, 
Simon  Bar-jona:  for  flesh  and  blood  hath  not  revealed  it  unto  thee, 

but  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

18  And  I  say  also  unto  thee,  That  thou  art  Peter,  and  upon  rills 
mob  T  will  build  my  church;  and  tho  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail 

against  it. 
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19  And  I  will  give  unto  thee  tlie  keys  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven  : 
and  whatsoever  thou  shalt  bind  on  earth  .shall  be  bound  in  heaven ;  and 
whatsoever  thou  shalt  loose  on  earth  shall  be  loosed  in  heaven. 

20  Then  charged  he  Ins  disciples  that  they  should  tell  no  man  that 
he  was  Jesus  the  Christ. 

21  IT  From,  that  time  forth  began  Jesus  to  show  unto  his  disciples, 
liow  that  lie  must  go  unto  Jerusalem,  and  suffer  many  things  ol‘  the 
elders  and  chief  priests  and  scribes,  aud  be  killed,  and  be  raised 
again  the  third  day. 

22  "Then  Peter  took  him,  and  began  to  rebuke  him,  saying,  Be  it  far 
from  thee,  Lord :  this  shall  not  be  unto  thee. 

23  But  lie  turned,  and  said  unto  l’etcr.  Get  thee  behind  me,  Satan : 
thou  art  an  offence  unto  me  :  for  thou  savourest  not  the  things  that 
be  of  God,  but  those  that  be  of  men. 

24  IF  Then  said  Jesus  unto  Iris  disciples,  If  any7  man  will  come 
after  me,  let  him  deny  himself,  and  take  up  his  cross,  and  follow  me. 

25  For  whosoever  will  save  his  life  shall  lose  it:  and  whosoever 
will  lose  his  life  fur  my  sake  shall  find  it. 

26  For  what  is  a  man  profited,  if  he  shall  gain  the  whole  world, 
and  lose  his  own  soul?  or  what  shall  a  man  give  in  exchange  for 
liis  soul? 

27  For  the  Son  of  man  shall  come  in  the  glory  of  his  Father  with 
his  angels;  and  then  ho  shall  reward  every  man  according  to  hi  a 
u'orks. 

28  Verily  I  say  unto  you ,  There  be  some  standing  here,  which 
shall  not  taste  of  death,  till  they  see  the  Son  of  man  coming  in  his 
kingdom. 

CHAPTER  XVII. 

1  The  traw-ftyuration  of  Christ.  14  He.  healeth  the  hinatic,  22  forctcUcth  his  oicn 
passion,  24  and  payeth  tribute. 

AND  after  six  days  Jesus  taketh  Deter,  Janies,  and  John  his 

brother,  and  bringeth  them  up  into  a  high  mountain  apart, 

2  And  was  transfigured  before  them  :  and  his  fare  did  shine  as  the 
sun,  and  his  raiment  was  white  as  the  light. 

3  And,  behold,  there  appeared  unto  them  Moses  and  Ellas  talking 
with  him. 

4  Then  answered  Peter,  and  said  nnt-o  Jesus,  Lord,  it  is  good  for 
us  to  be  here:  if  thou  milt,  let  us  make  here  three ’’ta be rnaeles;  one 
for  thee,  and  one  for  Moses,  and  one  for  Elias. 

5  While  he  yet  spake,  liehold,  a  bright  oloud  overshadowed  them  : 
and  behold,  a  voice  out  of  the  cloud,  which  said,  This  is  my  beloved 
Son,  iu  whom  T  am  well  pleased;  hear  ye  him. 

6  And  when  the  disciples  heard  it,  they  fell  on  their  face,  and  were 
sore  afraid. 

7  And  Jesus  came  and  toudted  them,  aud  said.  Arise,  and  be  not 
afraid. 
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8  Anri  when  they  had  lifted  up  their  eyes,  they  saw  no  man,  save 
.Jesus  only. 

ft  And  as  they  crime  down  from  the  mountain,  Jesus  charged  them, 
saying,  Tell  the  vision  to  no  man,  until  the  Son  of  man  be  risen 
again  from  the  dead. 

10  And  his  disciples  asked  him,  saving,  Why  then  say  the  scribes 
1  hat  Elias  must  first  come  ? 

1 1  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Elias  truly  shall  first 
come,  and  restore  all  things. 

12  But  I  say  unto  you,  That  Elias  is  come  already,  and  they  knew 
him  not,  but  have  done  unto  him  whatsoever  they  listed.  Likewise 
shall  also  the  Son  of  man  suffer  of  them. 

18  Then  the  disciples  understood  that  he  spake  unto  them  of  John 
the  Baptist. 

1.-1  1i  And  when  they  were  come  to  the  multitude,  there  came  to 
him  a  certain  man,  kneeling  down  to  him,  and  saying, 

to  Lord,  have  mercy  on  my  son  -  for  he  is  lunatic,  and  sore  vexed  ; 
for  ofttimes  he  fallcth  into  the  fire,  and  oft  into  the  water. 

1 0  A  ?id  T  brought-  him  to  thy  disciples,  and  they  could  not  cure  him. 

17  Then  Jesus  answered  and  said,  0  faithless  and  perverse  gen¬ 
eration,  how  long  shall  T  be  with  you  ?  how  long  shall  1  suffer  you  ? 
bring  him  hither  to  me. 

18  And  Jesus  rebuked  the  devil ;  and  he  departed  out  of  him :  and 
the  child  was  cured  from  that  very  hour.

4  Whosoever  therefore  shall  humble  himself  as  this  little  child,  the 
same  is  greatest  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven.

6  But  whoso  shall  offend  one  of  these  little  ones  which  believe  in 
me,  it  were  better  for  him  that  a  millstone  were  hanged  about  his 
neck,  and  that  he  were  drowned  in  the  depth  of  the  sea. 

7  If  Woe  unto  the  world  because  of  offences !  for  it.  must  needs 
be  that  offences  come ;  but  woe  to  that  man  by  whom  the  offence

8  Wherefore  if  thy  hand  or  thy  foot  offend  thee,  cut  them  off,  and 
cast  them  from  thee:  it  is  better  for  thee  to  enter  into  life  halt  or 
maimed,  rather  than  having  two  hands  or  two  feet  to  be  cast  into 
everlasting  fire. 

9  And  if  thine  eye  offend  thee,  pluck  it  out,  and  cast  it  from  thee : 
it  is  better  for  thee  to  enter  into  life  with  one  eye,  rather  than  having 
two  eyes  to  be  east  into  hell  fire. 

10  Take  heed  that  ye  despise  not  one  of  these  little  ones ;  for  I 
say  unto  you- ,  That  in  heaven,  their  angels  do  always  behold  the  face 
of  m  v  Father  which  is  in  heaven.

11  For  the  Son  of  man  is  come  to  save  that  which  was  lost. 

12  How  think  ye  ?  if  a  man  have  a  hundred  sheep,  ami  one  of 
them  be  gone  astray,  doth  he  not  leave  the  ninety  and  nine, 
and  goeth  into  the  mountains ,  and  seeketh  that  which  is  gone 
astray  ?

2  Ami  when  he  had  agreed  with  the  labourers  for  a  penny  a  day, 
lie  seal  them  into  his  vineyard. 

:S  And  lie  went  out  about  the  third  hour,  and  saw  others  standing 
idle  in  the  marketplace, 

I  And  said  unto  them;  Ho  ye  also  into  the  vineyard,  and  what¬ 
soever  is  right  I  will  give  you.  And  they  went  their  way. 
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5  Again  he  went  ont  about  the  sixth  and  ninth  hour,  and  did 

likewise. 

6  And  about  the  eleventh  hour  he  went  out,  and  found  others 
standing  idle,  and  saith  unto  them,  Why  stand  ye  here  all  the  day  idle  ? 

7  They  say  unto  him,  Because  no  man  hath  hired  us.  He  saith 
unto  them,  Go  ye  also  into  the  vineyard ;  and  whatsoever  is  right, 
that  shall  ye  receive.

21  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Verity  l  sag  unto  you,  If 
ye  have  faith,  and  doubt  not,  ye  shall  not  only  do  this  which  is  done 
to  the  fig  tree,  but  also  if  ye  shall  say  unto  this  mountain,  lie  thou 
removed,  and  be  thou  cast  into  the  sea ;  it  shall  be  done. 

22  And  all  tilings,  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in  prayer,  believing,  ye 
shall  receive. 

23  IT  And  when  he  was  come  into  the  temple,  the  chief  priests 
and  the  elders  of  the  people  came  unto  him  us  he  was  teaching,  and 
said,  By  what  authority  doest  thou  these  things?  and  who  gave  thee 
this  authority  ? 

24  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  I  also  will  ask  you 
one  thing,  which  if  ye  tell  me,  I  in  like  wise  will  tell  you  by  ichat 
authority  I  do  these  things. 

25  The  baptism  of  John,  whence  was  it  ?  from  heaven,  or  of  men  ? 
And  they  reasoned  with  themselves,  saying,  If  we  shall  say,  From 
heaven;  he  will  say  unto  us,  Why  did  ye  not  then  believe  him? 

26  But  if  we  shall  say,  Of  men ;  we  fear  the  people ;  for  all  hold 
John  as  a  prophet. 
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27  And  they  answered  Jesus,  and  said.  We  cannot  toll.  And  he 
said  unto  them,  M either  tell  I  you  by  what  authority  I  do  those 
things. 

28  If  lint  what  think  ye  ?  A  certain  man  had  two  sons ;  and  he 
(tamo  to  the  first,  and  said,  Son,  go  work  to  day  in  my  vineyard, 

•29  Ho  answered  and  said,  I  will  not;  but  afterward  he  repented, 
and  tvent. 

80  And  he  came  to  the  second,  and  said  likewise.  And  he 
answered  and  said,  I  go,  sir;  and  went  not. 

81  Whether  of  them  twain  did  the  will  of  his  father  ?  They  say 
unto  him,  The  first.  Jesus  saith  unto  them.  Verily  1  my  unto  you , 
That  the  publicans  and  the  harlots  go  into  the  kingdom  of  God 
before  you. 

82  For  John  came  unto  yon  in  the  way  of  righteousness,  and  ye 
believed  him  not;  but  the  publicans  and  the  harlots  believed  him: 
and  ye,  wheu  ye  had  seen  it,  repented  not  afterward,  that  ye  might 
believe  him. 

88  Ti  Hoar  another  parable :  There  was  a  certain  householder, 
which  planted  a  vineyard,  and  hedged  it  round  about,  and  digged  a 
trim'preKx  in  it,  anti  built  a  tower ,  and  let  it  out  to  husbandmen,  and 
went  into  a  far  country : 

84  And  when  the  time  of  the  fruit  dre tv  near,  he  sent  his  servants 
to  the  husbandmen,  that  they  might  receive  the  fruits  of  it. 

85  And  the  husbandmen  took  his  servants,  and  beat  one,  and 
killed  another,  and  stoned  another. 

80  Again,  he  sent  other  servauts  more  than  the  first:  and  they 
did  unto  them  likewise. 

87  lint  last  of  all  he  sent  unto  them  his  son,  saying,  They  will 

rererence  my  son. 

88  But  when  the  husbandmen  saw  the  son,  they  said  among  them¬ 
selves,  This  is  the  heir;  come,  let  us  kill  him,  and  let  us  seize  on  his 
inheritance. 

09  And  they  caught  him,  and  cast  him  out  of  the  vineyard,  and 

slew  him. 

40  When  the  lord  therefore  of  the  vineyard  cometh,  what  will  he 
do  unto  those  husbandmen  ? 

II  They  say  unto  him,  He  will  miserably  destroy  those  wicked 
men,  and  will*  let  out  his  vineyard  unto  other  husbandmen,  which 
shall  render  him  the  fruits  in  their  seasons. 

42  Jesns  saith  unto  them,  Did  ye  never  read  in  the  Scriptures, 
The  stone  which  the  builders  rejected,  the  same  is  become  the  head 
of  the  comer:  this  is  the  Lord's  doing,  and  it  is  marvellous  in  our 
eyes  ? 

48  Therefore  say  I  unto  you,  The  kingdom  of  God  shall  be  taken 
from  you,  and  given  to  a  nation  bringing  forth  the  fruits  thereof. 

44  And  whosoever  shall  fall  on  this  stone  shall  be  broken:  but  on 
whomsoever  it  shall  fall,  it  null  grind  him  to  powder. 
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45  And  when  the  chief  priests  and  Pharisees  had  heard  his  par- 
ables,  they  perceived  that  he  spake  of  these. 

46  But  when  they  sought  to  lay  hands  on  him,  they  feared  the 
multitude,  because  they  took  him  for  a  prophet. 

CHAPTER  XXII. 

1  The  parable  of  the  marriage  qf  the  king’s  son.  9  The  vocation  of  the  Gentiles. 
IS  The  punishment  of  him  that  wanted  the  wedding  garment.  15  Tribute  ought  to 
he  paid  to  Csesar.  23  Christ  confuteth  the  Sadducees  for  the  reswrcction  :  31  an- 
swereth  the  lawyer,  which  is  the  Jirst  and  great  commandment :  41  and  poseth  the 
PA  arisces  about  the  Messias. 

AND  Jesus  answered  and  spake  unto  them  again  by  parables, 
and  said,  « 

2  The  Mngdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  certain  king,  which  made 
a  marriage  for  his  eon, 

3  And  sent  forth  his  servants  to  call  them  that  were  bidden  to 
the  wedding:  and  they  would  not  come. 

4  Again,  he  sent  forth  other  servants,  saying,  Tell  them  which 
are  bidden,  Behold,  I  have  prepared  my  dinner:  my  oxen  and  my 
fatlings  are  killed,  and  all  things  are  ready :  come  unto  the  marriage. 

5  But  they  made  light  of  it,  and  went  their  ways,  one  to  his  farm, 
another  to  his  merchandise : 

6  And  the  remnant  took  his  servants,  and  entreated  them  spite¬ 
fully,  and  slew  them. 

7  But  when  the  king  heard  thereof,  he  was  wroth :  and  he  sent  forth 
his  armies ,  and  destroyed  those  murderers,  and  burned  up  their  city. 

8  Then  saith  he  to  his  servants,  The  wedding  is  ready,  but  they 
which  were  bidden  were  not  worthy. 

9  Co  ye  therefore  into  the  highways,  and  as  many  as  ye  shall  find, 
bid  to  the  marriage. 

10  So  those  servants  went  out  into  the  highways,  and  gathered 
together  all  as  many  as  they  found,  both  bad  and  good:  and  the 
wedding  was  furnished  with  guests. 

11  IT  And  when  the  king  came  in  to  see  the  guests,  he  saw  there 
a  man  which  had  not  ou  a  wedding  garment : 

12  And  he  saith  unto  him,  Friend,  bow  earnest  tliou  in  hither  not 
having  a  wedding  garment  ?  And  lie  was  speechless. 

13  Then  said  the  king  to  the  servants,  Bind  him  hand  und  foot , 
and  take  him  away,  and  cast  him  into  outer  darkness ;  there  shall  be 
weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth. 

14  For  many  arc  called,  but  few  are  chosen. 

15  ^  Then  went  the  Pharisees,  and  took  counsel  how  they  might 
entangle  him  in  his  talk. 

16  And  they  sent  out  unto  him  their  disciples  with  the  Herodians, 
saying,  Master,  we  know  that  thou  art  true,  and  tenches t  the  way  of 
Ood  in  truth,  neither  carcst  thou  for  any  man:  for  tliou  regardest 
not  the  person  of  men. 
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17  Tell  us  therefore,  What  thickest  thou?  Is  it  lawful  to  give 
tribute  unto  Caesar,  or  not? 

18  But  Jesus  perceived  their  wickedness,  and  said,  Why  tempt  ye 
me,  ye  hypocrites  ? 

10  Shew  me  the  tribute  money.  And  they  brought  unto  him  a 
penny. 

20  And  he  saith  unto  them.  Whose  is  this  image  and  super¬ 
scription  V 

21  They  say  unto  him,  Caesar’s.  Then  saith  he  unto  them,  Sender 
therefore  unto  Ciesar  the  things  which  are  Caesar's ;  and  unto  God  the 
things  that  are  God’s. 

22  When  they  hart  heard  these  words,  they  marvelled,  and  left 
him.  and  went  their  way. 

23  I]  The  same  day  came  to  him  the  Sadducees,  which  say  that 
there  is  no  resurrection,  and  asked  him, 

24  Saying,  Master,  Moses  said,  If  a  man  die,  having  no  children, 
his  brother  shall  marry  his  wife,  and  raise  up  seed  unto  his  brother. 

25  Now  there  were  with  ns  seven  brethren :  and  the  first,  when 
he  had  married  a  wife,  deceased ,  and,  having  no  issue,  left  his  wife 
unto  liis  brother : 

20  Likewise  the  second  also,  and  the  third,  unto  the  seventh. 

27  And  last  of  all  the  woman  died  also. 

28  Therefore  in  the  resurrection ,  whose  wife  shall  she  be  of  the 
seven?  for  they  all  had  her. 

V 

29  Jesus  auswered  and  said  unto  them,  Ye  do  err,  not  knowing 
the  Scriptures,  nor  the  power  of  God. 

:>i  \  For  in  the  resurrection  they  neither  marry,  nor  are  given  in 
marriage,  but  are  as  the  angels  of  God  In  heaven. 

31  But  as  touching  the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  have  yo  not  read 
that  which  was  spoken  unto  you  by  God,  saying, 

32  I  am  the  God  of  Abraham,  and  the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God 
of  Jacob  ?  God  is  not  the  God  of  the.  dead,  hut  of  the  living. 

33  And  when  the  multitude  heard  this,  they  were  astonished  at 
his  doctrine. 

.“4  IF  But  when  the  Pharisees  had  heard  that  he  had  put  the 
Sadducees  to  silence,  they  were  gathered  together. 

35  Then  one  of  them,  which  was  a  lawyer,  asked  him  a  question, 
tempting  him.  and  saying, 

3(5  Master,  which  is  the  great  commandment  in  the  law  ? 

37  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all 
thy  hart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind. 

38  This  is  the  first  and  great  commandment. 

39  And  the  second  is  like  unto  it,  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour 
as  thyself. 

10  On  these  two  commandments  hang  all  the  law,  and  t.hc  prophets. 

11  H  While  the  Pharisees  were  gathered  together,  Jesus  asked 

them, 
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42  Saying,  What  think  yc  of  Christ  ?  whose  son  is  he  ?  They  say 
unto  him,  The  son  of  David. 

43  He  saitli  unto  them,  How  then  doth  David  in  spirit  call  him 
Lord,  saying, 

44  The  Jjord  said  unto  my  Lord ,  Sit  thou  on  my  right  hand,  till  1 
make  thine  enemies  thy  footstool  ? 

45  If  David  then  call  him  Lord,  how  is  he  his  son? 

40  And  no  man  was  able  to  answer  him  a  word,  neither  durst  any 
man  from,  that  day  forth  ask  him  any  more  questions. 


CHAPTER  XXIIi. 


1  Ch  list  admoni&hcth  the  people  to  folium  Ike  f/oixl  doctrine^  not  the  veil  er.niiiplrx, 
of  the  scribes  and  Pharisees*  5  ills  disciples  must  hetcitre  of  their  ambition .  I-  J  H* 
denoun&dh  eight  woes  against  their  hypocrisy  and  blindness :  au<J  prophesieth  of 
the  dest  motion  of  Jerusalem* 


THEM  spake  Jesus  to  the  multitude,  and  to  his  disciples, 

2  Saying,  The  scribes  and  the  Pharisees  sit  in  Moses7  seat: 

3  All  therefore  whatsoever  they  bid  you  observe,  that  observe  and 
do ;  but  do  not  ye  after  their  works :  for  they  say,  and  do  not. 

4  For  they  bind  heavy  burdens  and  grievous  to  be  borne,  and  lay 
them  on  men’s  shoulders ;  but  they  themselves  will  not  move  them 
with  one  of  their  fingers. 

5  But  all  their  works  they  do  for  to  be  seen  of  men:  they  make 
broad  their  phylacteries,  and  enlarge  the  borders  of  their  garments, 

('>  And  love  the  uppermost  rooms  at  feasts ,  and  the  chief  seats  in 
the  synagogues, 

7  And  greetings  in  the  markets,  and  to  be  called  of  men,  Rabbi, 

Rabbi. 

8  But  be  not  ye  called  Rabbi :  for  one  is  your  Master,  even  Christ : 
and  all  ye  are  brethren. 

9  And  cull  no  man  your  father  upon  Hie  earth:  for  one  is  your 
Father,  which  is  In  heaven. 

10  Neither  be  yc  called  masters:  for  one  is  your  Master,  even 

Christ. 

11  But  he  that  is  greatest  among  you  shall  be  vour  servant. 

12  And  whosoever  shall  exalt  himself  shall  be  abased;  and  he

that  shall  humble  himself  shall  be  exalted. 

13  But  woe  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites !  for  ye 
shut  up  the  kingdom  of  heaven  against  men:  for  ye  neither  go  in 
yourselves,  neither  suffer  ye  them  that  are  entering  to  go  in. 

14  Woe  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites!  for  ye  de¬ 
vour  widows’  houses,  and  for  a  -pretence  make  long  prayer :  therefore 
ye  shall  receive  the  greater  damnation. 

15  Woe  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites !  for  yc  com¬ 
pass  sea  and  land  to  make  one  proselyte ;  and  when  lie  is  made,  ye 
make  him  twofold  more  the  child  of  hell  than  yourselves. 

16  Woe  unto  you,  ye  blind  guides,  which  say,  Whosoever  shall 
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swear  by  the  temple,  it  is  nothing ;  but  whosoever  shall  swear  by  the 
gold  of  the  temple,  he  is  a  debtor ! 

17  Ye  fools  and  blind:  for  whether  is  greater,  the  gold,  or  the 
temple  that  aancttfieth  the  gold  ? . 

18  And,  Whosoever  shall  swear  by  the  altar,  it  is  nothing;  but 
whosoever  .sweareth  by  the  gift  that  is  upon  it,  he  is  guilty. 

10  Ye  fools  ami  blind:  for  whether  is  greater,  the  gift,  or  the 
altar  that  aanctifieth  the  gift  ? 

20  Whoso  therefore  shall  swear  by  the  altar,  sweareth  by  it,  and 
by  all  things  thereon. 

21  And  whoso  shall  swear  by  the  temple,  sweareth  by  it,  and  by 

him  that  dwelleth  therein. 

22  And  lie  that  shall  swear  by  heaven,  sweareth  by  the  throne  of 
God,  and  by  him  that  sitteth  thereon, 

28  Woe  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites !  for  ye  pay 
tithe  of  mint  and  anise  and  cummin,  and  have  omitted  the  weightier 
matters  of  the  law,  judgment,  meroy,  and  faith:  these  ought  yc  to 

have  done,  and  uot  to  leave  the  other  undone.

24  Ye  blind  guides,  which  strain  at  a  gnat,  and  swallow  a  camel. 

25  Woe  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites !  for  ye  make 
clean  the  outside  of  the  cup  and  of  the  platter,  but  within  they  are 
full  of  extortion  ami  excess. 

2(5  Thou  blind  Pharisee,  cleanse  first  that,  which  is  within  the  cup 
and  platter,  that  the  outside  of  them  may  be  clean  also. 

27  Woe  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites!  for  ye  are 
like  unto  whited  sepulchres,  which  indeed  appear  beautiful  outward, 
but  are  within  full  of  dead  men’s  bones,  and  of  all  uncleanness. 

28  Even  so  ye  also  outwardly  appear  righteous  unto  men ,  but 
within  ye  are  full  of  hypocrisy  ami  iniquity. 

2'J  Woe  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites !  because  ye  build

84  1  Wherefore,  behold,  T  send  unto  yon  jyrophets,  and  wise  men, 
aiul  scribes:  and  some  of  them  ye  shall  kill  and  crucify;  and  some 
of  them  shall  ye  scourge  in  your  synagogues,  and  persecute  them 
from  dtp  to  dtp  :

1  Christ foretelloih  the  destruction  of  the  temple ;  3  what  and  how  great  calamities 
shall  be  before  it :  29  the  signs  of  his  comi/uj  to  judgment.  36  And  because  that  day 
and  hour  is  unknown,  42  ice  ought  to  watch  like  good  servants,  ex/tecting  every 
moment  our  master's  coming. 


AND  Jesus  went  out,  and  departed  from  the  temple :  and  his 
disciples  came  to  him  for  to  shew  him  the  buildings  of  the 
temple.

47  Verily  /  say  unto  you ,  That  he  shall  make  him  ruler  over  all  his 
goods. 

48  But  and  if  that  evil  servant  shall  say  in  his  heart.  My  lord 
delayeth  his  coming ; 

49  And  shall  begin  to  smite  his  follow  servants,  and  to  eat  and 
drink  with  the  drunken ; 

50  The  lord  of  that  servant  shall  come  in  a  day  when  he  looketh 
not  for  him,  and  in  an  hour  that,  he  is  not  aware  of.

51  And  shall  cut  him  asunder,  and  appoint  him  his  portion  with 
the  hypocrites :  there  shall  he  weeping  anil  gnashing  of  teeth.

2  And  atmiyhltmy  many  were  gathered  together,  insomuch  that 
there-  was  no  room  to  receive  them,  no,  not.  so  much  as  about  the 
door:  and  ho  preached  the  word  unto  them. 

2  And  they  come  unto  him,  bringing  one  sick  of  the  palsy,  which 
was  borne  of  four. 

4  And  when  they  could  not  come  nigh  unto  him  for  the  press,  they 
uncovered  the  roof  where  he  was:  and  when  they  had  broken  it  up, 
(hoy  let  down  the  bed  wherein  the  sick  of  the  palsy  lay. 

f>  When  Jesus  saw  their  faith,  he  said  unto  the  sick  of  the  palsy, 
Son,  thy  sins  be  forgiven  thee. 

(j  l>ul:  there  were  certain  of  the  scribes  sitting  there,  and  reason¬ 
ing  in  their  hearts, 

7  Why  doth  this  man  thus  speak  blasphemies  ?  who  can  forgive 
sins  but  God  only  ? 

<S  And  immediately,  when  Jesus  perceived  in  bis  spirit  that  they 
no  reasoned  within  themselves,  lie  said  nnto  them,  Why  reason  ye 
these  things  in  your  hearts? 

»  I 

0  Whether  is  it.  easier  to  say  to  the  sick  of  the  palsy,  Thy  sins  be 
forgiven  thee :  or  to  say,  Arise,  and  take  up  thy  bed,  ami  walk  ? 

10  But  that  ye  may  know  that  the  Son  of  man  hath  power  on 
earth  to  forgive  sins,  (ho  saith  to  the  sick  of  the  palsy.) 
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11  I  say  unto  thee,  Arise,  and  take  up  thy  bed,  and  go  thy  v ay 
into  thine  house. 

12  And  immediately  he  arose,  took  up  the  bed,  and  went  forth 
before  them  all ;  insomuch  that  they  were  all  amazed,  and  glorified 
God,  saying,  We  never  saw  it  on  this  fashion. 

13  And  lie  went  forth  again  by  the  sea  side ;  and  all  the  multitude 
resorted  unto  him,  and  he  taught  them. 

14  And  as  he  passed  by,  he  saw  Levi  the  son  of  AlphseuB  sitting  at 
the  receipt  of  custom,  and  said  unto  him,  Follow  me.  And  he  arose 
and  followed  him. 

15  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  Jesus  sat  at  meat  in  his  house, 
many  publicans  aud  shiners  sat  also  together  with  Jesus  and  his  dis¬ 
ciples  ;  for  there  were  many,  and  they  followed  him. 

16  And  when  the  scribes  and  Pharisees  saw  him  eat  with  publicans 
and  sinners,  they  said  unto  liis  disciples,  How  is  it  that  he  eateth 
and  drinketh  with  publicans  and  sinners  ? 

IT  When  Jesus  heard  it,  he  saith  unto  them,  They  that  are  whole 
have  no  need  of  the  physician,  but  they  that  are  sick ;  I  came  not  to 
call  the.  righteous,  but  sinners  to  repentance. 

IS  And  tire  disciples  of  John  and  of  the  Pharisees  used  to  fast: 
and  they  come  and  say  unto  him,  Why  do  the  disciples  of  John  and 
of  the  Pharisees  fast,  but  thy  disciples  fast  not  ? 

19  And  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Can  the  children  of  the  bride- 
chamber  fast,  while  the  bridegroom  i  s  with  them  ?  as  long  as  they 
have  the  bridegroom  with  them,  they  cannot  fast. 

20  But  the  days  will  come ,  when  the  bridegroom  shall  bo  taken 
away  from  them,  and  then  shall  they  fast  in  those  days. 

21  No  man  also  sowoth  apiece  of  new  cloth  on  an  old  garment; 
else  the  new  piece  that  filled  it  up  taketh  away  from  the  old,  and 
the  rent  is  made  worse. 

22  And  no  man  pnttofch  new  wine  into  old  bottles;  else  the  new 
wine  doth  burst  the  bottles,  and  the  wine  is  spilled,  and  the  bottles 
will  be  marred :  but  new  wine  must  be  put  into  new  bottles. 

23  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  lie  went  through  the  corn  fields  on 
the  sabbath  day ;  aud  his  disciples  began,  as  they  went,  to  pluck  the 
ears  of  corn. 


24  And  the  Pharisees  said  unto  him,  Behold,  why  do  they  on  the 
sabbath  day  that  which  is  not  lawful  ? 

25  And  he  said  unto  them,  Have  ye  never  read  what  David  did, 
when  he  had  need,  and  was  a  hungered,  he,  and  they  that  were  with 
him? 


26  How  he  went  into  the  house  of  (»od  in  the  days  of  Abiathar 
the  high  priest,  and  did  eat  the  ahewbread,  which  is  not  lawful  to  eat 
but  for  the  priests,  and  gave  also  to  them  which  were  with  him  ? 

27  And  lie  said  unto  them,  The  sabbath  was  made  for  man,  and 
not  man  for  the  sablnUh : 

28  Therefore  the  Son  of  man  is  Lord  also  of  the  sabbath. 
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CHAPTER  III. 

1  Christ  health  the  withered  hand ,  10  and  many  other  infirmities :  11  rcbuketh 
the  unclean  spirits :  13  chooseth  his  tvwlve  apostles ;  22  convinceth  the  blasphemy  of 
casting  out  devils  by  Beelzebub:  31  and  sheiceth  viho  are  his  brother t  sister,  and 
mother . 

AND  lie  entered  again  into  the  synagogue ;  and  there  was  a  man 

there  which  had  a  withered  hand. 

2  And  they  watched  hitn,  whether  he  would  heal  him  on  the  Bab-

bath  day ;  that  they  might  accuse  him. 

IS  And  he  saith  unto  the  man  which  had  the  withered  hand,  Stand 
forth. 

4  And  he  saith  unto  them,  Is  it  lawful  to  do  good  on  the  sabbath 
days,  or  to  do  evil  V  to  save  life,  or  to  kill  ?  But  they  held  their  peace. 

5  And  when  he  had  looked  round  about  on  them  with  anger,  being 
grieved  for  the  hardness  of  their  hearts,  he  saith  unto  the  man, 
Stretch  forth  thine  hand.  And  he  stretched  it  out:  and  his  hand 
was  restored  whole  as  the  other. 

6  And  the  Pharisees  went  forth,  and  straightway  took  counsel 
with  the  Herodlana  against  him,  how  they  might  destroy  him. 

7  But  Jesus  withdrew  himself  with  his  disciples  to  the  sea :  and 
a  great  multitude  from  Galilee  followed  him,  and  from  Judaea, 

8  And  from  Jerusalem,  and  from  Idumea,  and  from  beyond  Jor¬ 
dan  ;  and  they  about  Tyre  and  Sidon,  a  great  multitude,  when  they 
had  heard  what  great  things  he  did,  came  unto  him. 

9  And  he  spake  to  his  disciples,  that  a  small  ship  should  wait  on 
him  because  of  the  multitude,  lest  they  should  throng  him. 

10  For  he  had  healed  many;  insomuch  that  they  pressed  upon 
him  for  to  touch  him,  as  many  as  had  plagues. 

1 1  And  unclean  spirits,  wlieu  they  saw  him,  fell  down  before  him, 
and  cried,  saying,  Thou  art  the  Son  of  God. 

12  And  he  straitly  charged  them  that  they  should  not  make  him 

known. 

13  And  he  goeth  up  into  a  mountain,  and  calleth  unto  him  whom 
he  would :  and  they  came  unto  him. 

14  And  he  ordained  twelve,  that  they  should  be  with  him,  and 
that  he  might  send  them  forth  to  preach, 

15  And  to  have  power  to  heal  sicknesses,  and  lo  cast  out  devils  : 

16  And  Simon  lie  surnamed  Peter ; 

17  And  J  times  the  son  of  Zebedee,  and  John  the  brother  of  J  ames ; 
and  he  surnamed  them  Boanerges,  which  is,  The  sons  of  thunder: 

18  And  Andrew,  and  Philip,  and  Bartholomew,  and  Matthew,  and 
Thomas,  and  James  the  son  of  Alphseus,  and  Th  ad  dams,  and  Simon 

the  Canaanite. 

19  And  Judas  Iscariot,  which  also  betrayed  him:  and  they  went 
into  a  house. 

20  And  the  multitude  cometh  together  again,  so  that  they  could 
not  so  much  as  eat  bread. 
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21  And  when  his  friendB  heard  of  it,  they  went  out  to  lay  hold  ou 
him :  for  they  said,  He  is  beside  himself. 

22  And  the  scribes  which  came  down  from  Jerusalem  said.  He 
hath  Beelzebub,  and  by  the  prince  of  the  devils  a tsleih  he  out  devils. 

23  And  he  called  them  unto  him,  and  said  unto  them  in  parables. 
How  can  Satan  cast  out  Satan  ? 

24  And  if  a  kingdom  be  divided  against  itself,  that  kingdom 
cannot  stand. 

25  And  if  a  house  bo  divided  against  itself,  that  house  cannot  stand. 

26  And  if  Satan  rise  up  against  himself,  and  be  divided,  he  cannot, 
stand,  hut  hath  an  end. 

27  No  man  can  enter  into  a  strong  man’s  house,  and  spoil  his 
goods,  except  he  will  first  bind  the  strong  mail;  and  then  ho  will 
spoil  his  house. 

28  Verily  l my  unto  you,  All  sins  shall  he  forgiven  unto  the  sons 
of  men,  and  blasphemies  wherewith  soever  they  shall  blaspheme : 

29  But  he  that  shall  blaspheme  against  the  Holy  Ghost  hath  never 
forgiveness,  but  is  in  danger  of  eternal  damnation  : 

30  Because  they  said,  Ho  hath  an  unclean  spirit. 

31  IT  There  came  then  his  brethren  and  his  mother,  and,  standing 
without,  sent  unto  him,  calling  him. 

32  And  the  multitude  sat  about  him,  and  they  said  unto  him, 
Behold,  thy  mother  and  thy  brethren  without  seek  for  thee. 

33  And  lie  answered  them,  saying,  Who  is  my  mother,  or  my 
brethren  ? 

34  And  he  looked  round  about  on  them  which  sat  about  him,  and 
said,  Behold,  my  mother  and  my  brethren ! 

35  For  whosoever  shall  do  the  will  of  God,  the  same  is  my  brother, 
and  my  sister,  and  mother. 


CHAPTER  IV. 


1  The  partible  of  the  soicer,  14  anti  the  meaning  thereof.  21  We  must  communi¬ 
cate  the.  light  of  our  knowledge  to  other x.  a»  The  parable  of  the  seed  grousing  secretly, 
ISO  and  of  the  mustard  seed.  ‘Jo  Christ  stilleth  the  tempest  on  the  sen. 


AND  ho  began  again  to  teach  by  the  sea  side:  and  there  was 
gathered  unto  him  a  great  multitude,  so  that  lie  entered  into 
a  ship,  and  sat  in  the  sea;  and  the  whole  multitude  was  by  the  sea 
on  the  land. 

2  A.nd  he  taught  them  many  things  by  parables,  and  said  unto 
them  in  his  doctrine, 

3  Hearken ;  Behold,  there  went  out  a  sower  to  sow  : 

4  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  sowed,  some  fell  by  the  way  side, 
and  the  fowls  of  the  air  came  and  devoured  it  up. 

5  And  some  foil  on  stony  ground,  where  it  had  not  much  earth ; 
and  immediately  it  sprang  up,  because  it  had  no  depth  of  earth  : 

6  But  when  the  sun  was  up,  it  was  scorched;  and  because  it  had 
no  root,  it  withered  away. 
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7  And  some  fell  among  thorns,  and  the  thorns  grew  up,  and  choked 
it,  and  it  yielded  no  fnt, i t. 

'  I- 

8  And  other  foil  on  good  ground,  and  did  yield  fruit  that  sprang 
up  and  increased,  and  brought  forth,  some  thirty ,  and  sonic  sixty,  and 
some  a  hundred. 

9  And  he  said  unto  them,  He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

10  And  when  lie  was  alone,  they  that  were  about  him  with  the 
twelve  asked  of  him  the  parable. 

11.  And  he  said  unto  them,  Unto  you  it  is  given  to  know  the 
mystery  of  the  kingdom  of  God :  but  unto  them  that  are  without,  all 
these  things  are  done  in  parables: 

12  That  seeing  they  may  see,  and  not  perceive;  and  hearing  they 
may  hear,  and  not  understand;  lest  at  any  time  they  should  be 
converted,  and  their  sins  should  be  forgiven  them. 

18  And  he  said  unto  them,  Knoie  ye  not  this  parable?  and  how 
then  will  ye  know  all  parables  ? 

I  t  The  sower  soweth  the  word, 

15  And  these  are  they  by  the  way  side,  where  the  word  is  sown; 
but  when  they  have  heard,  Satan  cometh  immediately,  and  taketh 
away  the  word  that  was  sown  in  their  hearts. 

t(»  A  ml  these  are  they  likewise  which  are  sown  on  stony  ground ;  who, 
when  they  have  heard  the  word,  immediately  receive  it  with  gladness ; 

17  And  have  no  root  in  themselves,  and  so  endure  but  for  a  time : 
afterward,  when  affliction  or  persecution  ariseth  for  the  word’s  sake, 
immediately  they  are  offended. 

IS  And  these  are  they  which  are  sown  among  thorns ;  such  as  hear 
the  word, 

19  And  the  cares  of  this  world,  and  the  deceitfulness  of  riches, 
and  the  lusts  of  other  things  entering  in,  ohoke  the  word,  and  it 
beeometh  unfruitful. 

20  And  these  are  they  whieh  are  sown  on  good  ground ;  such  as 
hear  the  word,  and  receive  it,  and  bring  forth  fruit,  some  t/uYtyfold, 
some  sixty,  and  some  a  hundred. 

21  ■]  And  he  said  unto  them,  Is  a  candle  brought,  to  be  put  under 
a  bushel,  or  under  a  bed?  and  not  to  be  set  on  a  oandlestick  ? 

22  Kor  there  is  nothing  hid,  which  shall  not  be  manifested;  neither 
was  anything  kept  secret,  but  that  it  should  come  abroad. 

28  If  any  man  have  ears  to  hear,  lot  him  hear. 

21  And  he  said  unto  them,  Take  heed  what  ye  hear.  With  what 
measure  ye  mete,  it  shall  be  measured  to  you;  and  unto  you  that 
hear  shall  more  1x5  given. 

25  Tor  he  that  hath,  to  him  shall  be  given;  and  he  that  hath  not, 
from  him  shall  be  taken  even  that  which  he  hath. 

26  IT  And  lie  said,  So  is  the  kingdom  of  God,  as  if  a  man  should 
cast  Beed  into  the  ground  ; 

27  And  should  sleep,  aud  rise  night  and  day,  and  the  seed  should 
spring  and  grow  up,  he  knoweth  not  how, 
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28  For  the  earth  bringeth  forth  fruit  of  herself ;  first  the  blade, 
then  the  ear,  after  that  the  full  corn  in  the  ear. 

29  But  when  the  fruit  is  brought  forth,  immediately  he  putteth  in 
the  sickle,  because  the  harvest  is  come. 

30  IT  And  he  said,  Whereunto  shall  we  liken  the  kingdom  of 
God?  or  with  what  comparison  shall  we  compare  it.? 

31  It  is  like  a  grain  of  mustard  seed,  which,  when  it  is  sown  in 
the  earth,  is  less  than  all  the  seeds  that  be  in  the  earth : 

32  But  when  it  is  sown,  it  growetli  up,  and  become  th  greater  than 
all  herbs,  and  shooteth  out  great  branches;  so  that  the  fowls  of  the 
air  may  lodge  under  the  shadow  of  it. 

33  And  with  many  Buch  parables  spake  he  the  word  unto  them, 
as  they  were  able  to  hear  it 

34  But  without  a  parable  spake  lie  not  unto  them :  and  when  they 
were  alone,  he  expounded  all  things  to  his  disciples. 

35  And  the  same  day,  when  the  even  was  come,  he  saith  unto 
them,  Let  us  pass  over  uuto  the  other  side. 

36  And  when  they  had  sent  away  the  multitude,  they  took  him  even 
as  he  was,  in  the  ship .  And  there  were  also  with  him  other  little 
ships. 

37  And  there  arose  a  great  storm  of  wind,  and  the  waves  beat 
Into  the  ship,  so  that  it  was  now  full. 

38  And  he  was  in  the  hinder  part  of  the  ship,  asleep  on  a  pillow : 
and  they  awake  him,  and  say  unto  him.  Master,  rarest  thou  not  that 
we  perish  ? 

39  And  he  arose,  and  rebuked  the  wind,  and  said  unto  the  sea, 
Peace,  be  still.  And  the  wind  ceaBed,  and  there  was  a  great  mhn. 

40  And  he  said  unto  them,  Why  are  yc  so  fearful  ?  how  is  it  that 
ye  have  no  faith? 

41  And  they  feared  exceedingly,  and  said  one  to  another,  What 
manner  of  man  is  this,  that  even  the  wind  and  the  sea  obey  him  ?

CHAPTER  V. 

1  Christ  deliverin';  the  possessed  of  the  lepton  of  devils,  13  they  enter  into  the 
swine.  25  lie  healeth  the  woman  of  the  bloody  issue,  35  and  raiseth  from  death 
J  air  us’  daughter. 

AND  they  came  over  unto  the  other  side  of  the  sea,  into  the 

country  of  the  Gadarenes. 

2  And  when  he  was  come  out  of  the  ship,  immediately  there  met 
him  out  of  the  tombs  a  man  with  an  unclean  spirit, 

3  Who  had  his  dwelling  among  the  tombs;  and  no  man  could 
bind  him,  no,  not  with  ohains : 

4  Because  that  he  had  been  often  bound  with  fetters  and  chains, 
and  the  chains  had  been  plucked  asunder  by  him,  and  the  fetters 
broken  in  pieces:  neither  could  any  man  tame  him. 

o  And  always,  night  and  day,  he  was  in  the  mountains,  and  in  the 
tombs,  crying,  and  cutting  himself  with  stones. 
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i>  Bui  when  he  saw  Jetms  afar  off,  he  ran  and  worshipped  him, 

7  And  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  and  said,  What  have  I  to  do  with 
thee,  Jesus,  thou  Son  of  the  most  high  God  ?  I  adjure  thee  by  God, 
that  thou  torment  me  not. 

$  (For  he  said  unto  him,  Come  out  of  the  man,  thou  unclean 

spirit. ) 

!>  And  he  asked  him,  What  is  thy  name  ?  And  he  answered,  say¬ 
ing.  My  name  is  Legion :  for  we  are  many. 

10  And  he  besought  him  much  that  he  would  not  send  them  away 
out  of  the  country. 

11  Now*  there  wras  there  nigh  unto  the  mountains  a  great  herd  of 
swine  feeding. 

12  And  all  the  devils  besought  him,  saying,  Send  us  into  the  swine, 
that  we  may  enter  into  them. 

13  And  forthwith  Jesus  gave  them  leave.  And  the  unclean  spirits 
went  out,  and  entered  into  the  swine ;  and  the  herd  ran  violently 
down  a  Bteep  plane  into  the  sea,  (they  were  about  two  thousand,) 
and  were  choked  in  the  sea. 

14  And  they  that  fed  the  swine  fled,  and  told  it  in  the' city,  and  in 
the  country.  And  they  went  out  to  see  what  it  was  that  was  done. 

to  And  they  come  to  Jesus,  and  see  him  that  was  possessed  with 
t lie  devil,  and  had  the-  legion,  sitting,  and  clothed,  and  in  his  right 
mind ;  and  they  were  afraid. 

10  Ariel  thev  that  miv  it  told  them  how  it  befell  to  him  that  was 
possessed  with  the  devil,  and  also  concerning  the  swine. 

17  And  they  began  to  pray  him  to  depart  out  of  tlieir  coasts. 

18  And  when  he  was  come  into  the  ship,  he  that  had  been  pos¬ 
sessed  with  the  devil  prayed  him  that  he  might  be  with  him. 

10  llowbeib  Jesus  suffered  him  not,  but  saith  unto  him,  Go  home 
lo  t  hy  friends,  and  tell  them  how  great  things  the  Lord  hath  done 
for  thee,  and  hath  had  co-mpass ion  on  thee. 

20  And  he  departed,  and  began  to  publish  in  Decapolis  how  great 
things  Jesus  had  done  for  him :  and  all  men  did  marvel. 

21  And  when  Jesus  was  passed  over  again  by  ship  unto  the  other 
side,  much  people  gathered  unto  him ;  and  he  was  nigh  unto  the  sea. 

22  And,  behold,  there  eometh  one  of  the  rulers  of  the  synagogue, 
Jairus  by  name ;  and  when  he  saw  him,  he  fell  at  his  feet, 

23  And  besought  him  greatly,  saying,  My  little  daughter  lieth  at 
the  point  of  death :  1  pray  thee,  come  and  lay  thy  hands  on  her,  that 
she  may  he  healed ;  and  she  shall  live. 

21  And  Jesus  wont  with  him;  and  much  people  followed,  him, 
and  thronged  him. 

2o  And  a  certain  woman,  which  had  an  issue  of  blood  twelve 
rears. 

i;  • 

26  And  had  suffered  many  things  of  many  physicians,  and  had 
spent  all  that  Bhe  had,  and  was  nothing  bettered,  but  rather  grew' 
worse, 
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27  When  she  had  heard  of  Jesus,  ciune  in  the  press  behind,  and 

touched  his  garment. 

28  For  she  said,  Tf  I  may  touch  but.  his  olothes,  I  shall  be  whole. 

29  And  xtraighticay  the  fountain  of  her  blood  was  dried  up ;  and 
she  felt  in  her  body  that  she  was  healed  of  that  plague. 

30  And  Jesus,  immediately  knowing  in  himself  that  virtue  had 
gone  out  of  him,  turned  him  about  in  the  press,  ami  said,  Who 
touched  my  clothes  ? 

31  And  his  disciples  said  unto  him,  Thou  seest  the  multitude 
thronging  thee,  and  sayest  thou,  Who  touched  me? 

32  And  he  looked  round  about  to  see  her  that  had  done  this  thing. 

33  But  the  woman  fearing  and  trembling,  knowing  what  was  done 
in  her,  came  and  fell  down  before  him,  and  told  him  all  the  truth. 

34  And  he  said  unto  her,  Daughter,  thy  faith  hath  made  thee  whole; 
go  in  peace,  and  be  whole  of  thy  plague. 

35  While  he  yet  spake,  there  came  from  the  ruler  of  the  syna¬ 
gogue’s  house  certain  which  said,  Thy  daughter  is  dead;  why  tronlv 
lest  thou  the  Master  any  further  ? 

36  As  soon  as  Jesus  heard  the  word  that  was  spoken,  he  sailh 
unto  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue,  Be  uot  afraid,  only  believe. 

37  And  he  suffered  no  man  to  follow  him,  save  Peter,  and  Jam  ex, 
and  John  the  brother  of  James. 

38  And  he  eomoth  to  the  house  of  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue,  and 
sce-th  the  tumult,  and  them  that  wept  and  wailed  greatly. 

39  And  when  he  was  come  in,  he  saitk  unto  them,  Why  make  ye 
thin  ado,  and  weep  ?  the  damsel  is  not  dead,  but  eleepeth. 

40  And  they  laughed  him  to  acorn.  But  when  he  had  put  them 
all  out,  he  taketh  the  father  and  the  mother  of  the  damsel,  and  them 
that  were  with  him,  and  entereth  in  where  the  damsel  was  lying. 

41  And  he  took  the  damsel  by  the  hand,  and  said  unto  her,  Talitha 
eumi ;  which  is,  being  interpreted,  Damsel,  (I  say  unto  thee.)  arise. 

42  And  straightway  the  damsel  arose,  and  walked;  for  she  was  of 
the  age  of  twelve  years.  And  they  were  astonished  with  a  great 
astonishment. 

43  And  he  charged  them  straitly  that  no  man  should  know  it; 
and  commanded  that  something  should  be  given  her  to  eat. 

CHAPTER  YI. 

1  Christ  is  contemned  of  his  countrymen.  7  lie  {/ ireth  the.  I  tv*  fa*  power  over 
unclean  spirits .  14  Divers  opinions  of  Christ.  27  John  Baptist  is  beheaded. 

29  and  buried.  30  The  apostles  return  from  preachint/.  34  The  miracle  of  Jive 
loaves  and.  two  fishes.  45  Christ  ir.alke.tk  on  the.  sea;  53  ami  healeth  all  that 
touch  him. 

AND  he  went  out  from  thence,  and  came  into  his  own  country : 

and  his  disciples  follow  him. 

2  And  when  the  sabbath  day  was  come,  he  began  to  teach  in  the 
synagogue:  and  many  hearing  him  were  astonished,  saying,  From 
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whence  hath  this  man  these  things  ?  and  what  wisdom,  is  this  which 
is  given  unto  him,  that  even  such  mighty  works  arc  wrought  by  his 
hands ? 

3  Is  not  this  the  carpenter,  the  son  of  Mary,  the  brother  of  Janies, 
and  Joses,  and  of  Juda,  and  Simon  /  and  are  not  his  sisters  hove 
with  us  ?  And  they  were  offended  at  him. 

4  lint.  Jesus  said  unto  them,  A  prophet  is  not  without  honour,  but 
in  hia  own  country,  and  among  his  own  kin,  and  in  his  own  house. 

f>  And  he  could  there  do  no  mighty  work,  save  that  lie  laid  his 
hands  upon  a  few  sick  folk,  and  healed  them. 

0  And  ho  marvelled  because  of  their  unbelief.  And  he  went 
round  about  the  villages,  teaching. 

7  H  And  he  called  unto  him  the  twelve,  and  began  to  send  them 
forth  by  two  and  two  ;  and  gave  them  power  over  unclean  spirits ; 

8  And  commanded  them  that  they  should  take  nothing  for  their 
journey,  save  a  staff  only ;  no  scrip,  no  bread,  no  money  in  their 
purse : 

0  But  be  shod  with  sandals :  and  not.  put  on  two  coats. 

10  And  he  said  unto  them,  In  what,  place  soever  ye  enter  into  a 
house,  there  abide  till  ye  depart  from  that  place. 

11  And  whosoever  shall  not  receive  you,  nor  hoar  you,  when  ye 
depart  thence,  shake  off  the  dust  under  your  feet  for  a  testimony 
against  them.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Tt  shall  be  more  tolerable  for 
Sodom  aud  Gomorrah  in  the  day  of  judgment,  than  for  that  city. 

12  And  they  went  out,  and  preached  that  men  should  repent. 

13  And  they  cast  out  many  devils,  and  anointed  with  oil  many 
that  were  sick,  and  healed  them. 

14  And  king  Herod  hoard  of  him;  (for  his  name  was  spread 
abroad;')  arid  he  said,  That  John  the  Baptist  was  risen  from  the 
dead,  and  therefore  mighty  works  do  shew  forth  themselves  in  him. 

1.1  Others  said.  That,  if  is  Til  tan.  And  othem  said,  That  it  is  a 
prophet,  or  as  one  of  tho  prophets. 

lb  Bui  when  Herod  heard  thereof,  he  said,  It  is  John,  whom  I 
beheaded :  he  is  risen  from  the  dead. 

17  For  Herod  himself  had  seut  forth  and  laid  hold  upon  John,  and 
bound  him  in  prison  for  Herodias’  sake,  his  brother  Philip's  wife ;  for 
he  had  married  her. 

15  For  John  had  said  unto  Herod,  Tt  is  not  lawful  for  thee  to 
have  thy  brother’s  wife. 

1!)  Therefore  Herodias  had  a  quarrel  against  him,  and  would  have 
killed  him :  hut  she  could  not : 

S 

20  For  Herod  feared  John,  knowing  that  he  was  a  just  man  and  a 
holy,  and  observed  him;  and  when  he  heard  him,  he  did  many 
things,  and  hoard  him  gladly. 

2!  And  when  a  convenient  day  was  eome,  that  Herod  on  his  birth¬ 
day  made  a  supper  to  his  lords,  high  captains  and  chief  estates  of 
Galilee ; 
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22  And  when  the  daughter  of  the  said  llerodias  came  in.  and 
danced  and  pleased  Herod  and  them  that  sat  with  him,,  the  kin}?  said 
unto  the  damsel,  Ask  of  me  whatsoever  thou  wilt,  and  1  will  give 
it  thee. 

23  And  he  aware  unto  her,  Whatsoever  thou  slialt  ask  of  me,  I 
will  give  it  thee,  unto  the  half  of  my  kingdom. 

24  And  she  went  forth,  and  said  unto  her  mother,  What  shall  I 
ask  ?  And  she  said,  The  head  of  John  the  Baptist. 

25  And  she  eame  in  straightway  with  haste  unto  the  king,  and 
asked,  saying,  I  will  that  thou  give  me  by  and  by  in  a  charger  the 
head  of  John  the  Baptist. 

2ft  And  the  king  was  exceeding  sorry;  yet  for  his  oath's  sake, 
and  for  their  sakes  which  sat  with  him,  he  loould  not  reject  her. 

27  And  immediately  the  king  sent  an  executioner,  and  commanded 
his  head  to  be  brought:  and  he  went  and  beheaded  him  in  the 
prison, 

28  And  brought  his  head  in  a  charger,  and  gave  it  to  the  damsel ; 
and  the  damsel  gave  it  to  her  mother. 

29  And  when  his  disciples  heard  of  it,  they  came  and  took  up  his 
corpse,  and  laid  it  in  a  tomb. 

30  And  the  apostles  gathered  themselves  together  unto  Jesus,  and 
told  him  all  things,  both  what  they  had  done,  and  what  they  had 
taught. 

31  And  lie  said  unto  them,  Oome  ye  yourselves  apart  into  a  desert 
place,  and  rest  a  while :  for  there  were  many  coming  and  going,  and 
they  had  no  leisure  so  much  as  to  eat 

32  And  they  departed  into  a  desert  place  by  ship  privately. 

33  And  the  people  saw  them  departing,  and  many  knee'  him, 

and  ran  afoot  thither  out  of  (til  cities,  and  outwent  them,  and  came 
together  unto  him. 

34  And  Jesus,  when  he  came  out,  saw  much  people,  and  was 
moved  with  compassion  toward  them,  because  they  were  as  sheep  not 
having  a  shepherd :  and  he  began  to  teach  them  many  things. 

3o  And  when  the  day  was  now  far  spent,  his  disciples  eame  unto 
him,  and  said,  This  is  a  desert  place,  and  now  the  time  is  far 
passed : 

3ft  Send  them  away,  that  they  may  go  into  the  country  round 
about,  and  into  the  villages,  and  buy  themselves  bread :  for  llmv 
have  nothing  to  eat. 

37  He  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Give  ye  them  to  eat.  And 
they  say  unto  him,  Shull  we  go  and  buy  two  hundred  pennyworth  of 
bread,  and  give  them  to  eat? 

38  He  saith  unto  them,  How  many  loaves  have  ye?  go  and  see. 
And  when  they  knew,  they  say,  Five,  and  two  fishes. 

39  Anil  he  commanded  them  to  make  all  sit  down  by  companies 
upon  the  green  grass. 

40  Ami  they  sat  down  in  ranks,  by  hundrtuls,  and  by  fifties. 
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41  And  when  he  had  taken  the  five  loaves  and  the  two  fishes,  lie 
looked  up  to  heaven,  and  blessed,  and  brake  the  loaves,  and  gave 
them  to  his  disciples  to  sot  before  them ;  and  the  tico  fishes  divided 
he  among  them  all. 

4-  And  they  did  all  eat,  and  were  filled. 

43  And  they  took  up  twelve  baskets  full  of  the  fragments,  and  of 
the  fishes. 

41  And  they  that  did  eat  of  the  loaves  were  about  five  thousand 

men. 

47  And  straightway  ho  constrained  his  disciples  to  get  into  the 
ship,  and  to  go  to  the  oilier  side  before  unto  liethsaid-o.,  while  be  sent 
away  the  people. 

4(5  And  when  he  had  scut  them  away,  he  departed  into  a  mountain 

to  pray. 

47  And  when  even  was  come,  the  ship  was  in  the  midst  of  the  sea, 
and  he  alone  on  the  land. 

i!>  And  he  saw  them  toiling  in  rowing ;  for  the  wind  was  contrary 
unto  them :  and  about  the  fourth  watch  of  the  night  he  cometh  unto 
them,  walking  upon  the  sea,  and  would  have  passed  by  them. 

40  Hut  when  they  saw  him  walking  upon  the  sea,  they  supposed 
it  h:ul  been  a  spirit,  and  cried  out: 

7n  For  they  all  saw  him,  and  were  troubled.  And  immediately 
In*  talked  with  them,  ami  saith  unto  them,  He  of  good  cheer:  it  is  I; 
hi*  not  afraid. 

71.  Ami  lie  went  up  unto  them  into  the  ship;  and  the  wind 
ceased :  and  they  wove  sore  amazed  in  themselves  beyond  measure, 
and  wondered. 

72  For  they  considered  not  the  miracle  of  the  loaves;  for  their 
heart  was  hardened. 

73  And  when  they  hail  passed  over,  they  came  into  the  land  of 
Gennesaret,  and  drew  to  the  shore. 

.74  And  when  they  were  come  out  of  the  ship,  straightway  they 

knew  him, 

77  Ami  ran  through  that  whole  region  round  about,  and  began  to 
i-arrv  about  in  beds  those  that  were  sick,  where  tliev  heard  he  was. 

7(5  And  whithersoever  he  entered,  iuto  villages,  or  cities,  or  coun¬ 
try.  they  laid  the  sick  in  the  streets,  and  besought  him  that  they 
might  touch  if  it  were  but  the  border  of  his  garment:  and  as  many  as 
touched  him  were  made  whole. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

I  Tin'  Fharisees  nnrf  fault  at  the  disciple.*  for  eating  with  umcashen  hands. 
8  Tin’ll  break  the  mmmmidment  of  (Sod  by  the  traditions  of  men.  1*1  Heat  defilelh 
not  the  man.  24  He  hmleth  the  Sttrophenician  woman’s  daughter  of  an  unclean 
spirit.  :it  and  one  that  was  deaf,  and  stammered  in  his  s/ieech. 

rp 1 1 liN  came  together  unto  him  the  Pharisees,  and  certain  of  the 
1  scribe#,  which  came  from  Jerusalem. 
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2  And  when  they  saw  some  of  liis  disciples  eat  bread  with  defiled, 
that  is  to  say,  with  unwaahen  hands,  they  found  fault. 

3  For  the  Pharisees,  and  all  the  Jews,  except  they  wash  their 
hands  oft,  eat  not,  holding  the  tradition  of  the  elders. 

4  And  when  they  come  from  the  market,  except  they  wash,  they 
eat  not.  And  many  other  tilings  there  be,  which  they  have  received 
to  hold,  as  the  washing  of  cups,  and  pots,  brazen  vessels,  and  of 
tables. 

5  Then  the  Pharisees  and  scribes  asked  him,  TF/«/  walk  not  thy 
disciples  according  to  the  tradition  of  the  elders,  but  eat  bread  with 
unvvashen  hands  ? 

6  He  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Well  hath  Emins  prophesied 
of  you  hypocrites,  as  it  is  written,  This  people  lionomoth  me  with 
their  lips,  but  their  heart  is  far  from  me. 

7  liowbeit  in  vain  do  they  worship  me,  teaching  for  doctrines  the 
commandments  of  men. 

8  For  laying  aside  the  commandment  of  God,  ye  hold  the  tradition 
of  men,  as  the  washing  of  potB  and  cups:  and  many  other  such  like 
things  ye  do. 

9  And  he  said  unto  them,  Pull  well  ye  reject  the  commandment 
of  God ,  that  ye  may  keep  your  own  tradition. 

10  For  Moses  said,  Honour  thy  father  and  thy  mother;  and,  Who¬ 
so  curseth  father  or  mother,  let  him  die  the  death: 

11  lint  ye  say,  If  a  man  shall  say  to  his  father  or  mother,  It  is 
Corban,  that  is  to  say,  a  gift,  by  whatsoever  thou  mightest  be  profited 
by  me ;  he  slial  1  be  free. 

12  And  ye  suffer  him  no  more  to  do  aught  for  his  father  or  liis 
mother ; 

13  Making  the  word  of  God  of  none  effect  through  your  tradition, 
which  ye  have  delivered :  and  many  such  like  things  do  3*0. 

14  11  And  when  he  had  called  all  the  people  unto  him,  he  said 
unto  them,  Hearken  unto  me  every  one  of  you,  and  understand : 

15  There  is  nothing  from  without  a  man,  that  entering  into  him 
can  defile  him :  but  the  things  which  come  out  of  him,  those  are 
they  that  defile  the  man. 

1C  If  any  man  have  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

17  And  when  he  was  entered  into  the  house  from  the  people,  his 
disciples  asked  him  concerning  the  parable. 

18  And  he  saitli  unto  them,  Arc  ye  so  without  understanding  also  ? 
Do  ye  not  perceive,  that  whatsoever  thing  from  without  enteveth  into 
the  man,  it  cannot  defile  him ; 

19  Because  it  eutcrcth  not  into  his  heart,  but  into  the  belly,  and 
gocth  out  into  the  draught,  purging  all  meats  ? 

20  And  he  said,  That  which  cometh  out  of  the  man,  that  defiletli 
the  man. 

21  For  from  within,  out  of  the  heart  of  mew,  proceed  evil  thoughts, 
adulteries,  fornications,  murders, 
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22  Thefts,  covetousness,  wickedness,  deceit,  lasciviousness,  an  evil 
eye,  blasphemy,  pride,  foolishness : 

23  All  these  evil  things  come  from  within,  and  defile  the  man. 

24  '  And  from  thence  he  arose,  and  went  into  the  borders  of 
Tyro  and  Sidon,  and  entered  into  a  house,  and  would  have  no  man 
know  it:  but  he  could  not  be  hid. 

25  For  a  certain  woman,  whose  young  daughter  had  an  unclean 
spirit,  heard  of  him,  and  came  and  fell  at  his  feet: 

26  The  woman  was  a  Greek,  a  Syrophenickm  by  nation;  and  she 
besought  him  that  he  would  cast  forth  the  devil  out  of  her  daughter. 

27  But  J  esus  said  unto  her,  Let  the  children  first  be  filled :  for  it 
is  not  meet  to  take  the  children’ a  bread,  and  to  cast  it  unto  the  dogs. 

28  And  she  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Tes,  Lord :  yet  the  dogs 
under  the  table  eat  of  the  children’s  crumbs. 

20  Ami  lie  said  unto  her,  For  this  saying  go  thy  way;  the  devil 
is  gone  out  of  thy  daughter. 

.“10  And  when  she  was  come  to  her  house,  she/ownd  the  devil  gone 
out,  and  her  daughter  laid  upon  the  bed. 

Ml  And  again,  departing  from  the  coasts  of  Tyre  and  Sidon, 
he  came  unto  the  sea  of  Galilee,  through  the  midst  of  the  coasts  of 

Decapolis. 

M2  And  they  bring  unto  him  one  that  was  deaf,  and  had  an  impedi¬ 
ment  in  his  speech ;  and  they  beseech  him  to  his  hand  upon  him. 

And  he  took  him  aside  from  the  multitude,  and  put  his  fingers 
into  his  ears,  and  he  spit,  and  touched  his  longue; 

84  And  looking  up  to  heaven,  he  sighed ,  and  saith  unto  him, 
Ephphatha,  that,  is,  Tie  opened. 

85  And  straightway  his  cars  were  opened,  and  the  string  of  his 
tongue  was  loosed,  and  he  spake  plain. 

36  And  he  charged  them  that  they  should  tell  no  man :  but  the 
more  he  charged  them,  so  much  the  more  a  great  deal  they  pub¬ 
lished  it: 

/ 

87  And  wore  beyond  measure  astonished,  saying,  He  hath  done 
all  things  well :  he  maketh  both  the  deaf  to  hear,  and  the  dumb  to 
speak. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

1  Christ  feedeth  the.  people,  miraculously :  10  rtfuseth  to  give,  a  sign  to  the  Phan- 
sm*  :  14  admonisheth  his  disciples  to  beware  of  the  leaven  of  the  Pnarisees9  and  of 
the  leaven  of  Hero d :  22  gimth  a  blind  man  his  sight :  27  acknowledgeth  that  he  is 
the  Christ,  mho  should  suffer  and  rise  again :  34  and  ezhorteth  to  patience  in  perse - 
cation  for  the  profession  of  the  gospel, 

tho.se  days  the  multitude  being  very  great,  and  having  nothing 
to  eat,  Jesns  called  his  disciples  unto  him,  and  saith  unto  them, 

2  I  have  compassion  on  the  multitude,  because  they  have  now 
boon  with  me  three  days,  and  have  nothing  to  eat: 

3  And  if  I  send  them  away  fasting  to  their  own  houses,  they  will 
faint  by  the  way :  for  divers  of  them  came  from  far. 
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4  And  liis  disciples  answered  him,  From  whence  can  a  itian  satisfy 
these  men  with  bread  here,  in  the  wilderness  ? 

5  And  he  asked  thorn,  How  many  loaves  have  ye?  And  they 
said,  Seven. 

0  And  he  commanded  the  people  to  sit  down  on  the  ground :  and 
he  took  the  seven  loaves,  and  gave  thanks,  and  brake,  and  gave 
to  his  disciples  to  set  before  them ;  and  they  did  set  them  before  the 
people. 

7  And  they  had  a  few  small  fishes :  and  he  blessed,  and  com¬ 
manded  to  set  them  also  before  them. 

8  So  they  did  eat,  and  were  tilled:  and  they  took  up  of  the  broken 
meat  that  was  left  seven  baskets. 

9  And  they  that  had  eaten  were  about  four  thousand:  and  he  sent 
them  away. 

10  IF  And  straightway  he  entered  into  a  ship  with  his  disciples, 
and  came  into  the  parts  of  Dalmanutha. 

11  And  the  Pharisees  came  forth,  and  began  to  question  with  him, 
seeking  of  lain  a  sign  from  heaven,  tempting  him. 

12  And  he  sighed  deeply  in  his  spirit,  and  saitli,  Why  doth  this 
generation  seek  after  a  sign  ?  verily  I  say  unto  yon ,  There  shall  no 
sign  be  given  unto  this  generation. 

13  And  he  left  them,  and  entering  into  the  ship  again  departed  to 
the  other  side. 

14  If  Now  the  disciples  had  forgotten  to  take  bread,  neither  had 
they  in  the  ship  with  them  more  than  one  loaf. 

15  And  he  charged  them,  saying,  Take  heed,  beware  of  the  leaven 
of  the  Pharisees,  and  of  the  leaven  of  Herod. 

16  And  they  reasoned  among  themselves,  saying,  It  is  because  we 
have  no  bread. 

17  And  when  Jesus  knew  it,  he  saith  unto  them,  Why  reason  ye, 
because  ye  have  no  bread  ?  perceive,  ye  not  yet,  neither  understand  ? 
have  ye  your  heart  yet  hardened  ? 

18  Having  eyes,  see  ye  not  ?  and  having  ears,  hear  ye  not?  and 

do  ye  not  remember  ? 

19  When  X  brake  the  five  loaves  among  five  thousand,  how  many 
baskets  full  of  fragments  took  ye  up  ?  They  say  unto  him,  Twelve. 

20  And  when  the  seven  among  four  thousand,  how  many  baskets 
full  of  fragments  took  ve  up?  And  they  said,  Seven. 

21  And  he  said  unto  them,  How  is  it  that  ye  do  not  understand? 

22  1  And  he  cometh  to  Bethaaida;  and  they  bring  a  blind  man 
unto  him,  and  besought  him  to  touch  him. 

23  And  be  took  the  blind  man  by  the  band,  and  led  him  out  of  the 
town ;  and  when  he  had  spit  on  his  eyes,  and  put  liis  hands  upon 
him,  lie  asked  him  if  he  saw  anglit. 

24  And  he  looked  up,  and  said,  I  see  men  as  trees,  walking. 

25  After  that  he  put  his  hands  again  upon  his  eyes,  and  made  him 
look  up ;  and  he  was  restored,  and  saw  every  man  dearly . 
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20  And  lie  sent  him  away  to  his  house,  saying,  Neither  go  into 
the  town,  nor  tell  it  to  anv  in  the  town. 

*  V 

27  11  And  Jesus  went  out,  and  his  disciples,  into  the  towns  of 
Ciesarea  Philippi :  and  by  the  way  he  asked  his  disciples,  saying  unto 
t  hem,  Whom  do  men  say  that  I  am  ? 

2 IS  And  they  answered,  John  the  Baptist:  hut  some  say,  Elias ; 
and  others.  One  of  the  prophets. 

29  And  he  sailh  unto  them,  But  whom  say  ye  that  I  am  ?  And 
Peter  answereth  and  saith  unto  him,  Thou  art  the  Christ. 

30  And  he  charged  them  that  thev  should  tell  no  man  of  him. 

31  Anu  he  began  to  teach  them,  that  the  Son  of  man  must  suffer 
many  things,  and  be  rejected  of  the  elders,  and  of  the  chief  priests, 
and  scribes,  and  he  killed,  and  after  three  days  rise  again. 

32  And  he  spake  that  saying  openly.  And  Peter  took  him,  and 
began  to  rebuke  him. 

33  Hut  when  he  had  turned  about  and  looked  on  his  disciples,  he 
rebuked  Peter,  saving,  Get  thee  behind  me,  Satan :  for  thou  savour- 
<>t  not  the  things  that  he  of  God,  but  the  tilings  that  be  of  men. 

31  If  And  when  he  had  called  the  people  unto  him  with  his  dis¬ 
ciples  also,  he  said  unto  them,  Whosoever  will  come  after  me,  let 
him  deny  himself,  and  take  up  his  cross,  and  follow  me. 

35  For  whosoever  will  save  bis  life  shall  lose  it;  but  whosoever 
shall  lose  bis  life  for  my  sake  and  the  gospel's,  the  same  shall  save  it. 

30  For  what  shall  it  profit  a  man,  if  he  shall  gain  the  whole  world, 
and  lose  his  own  soul  ? 

37  Or  what  shall  a  man  give  in  exchange  for  his  soul  ? 

3S  Whosoever  therefore,  shall  be  ashamed  of  me  and  of  my  words, 
in  this  adulterous  and  sinful  generation,  of  him  also  shall  the  Bon  of 
man  be  ashamed,  when  he  cometh  in  the  glory  of  his  Father  with  the 

holy  angels. 


CHAPTER,  IX. 


/>  tranqfiffwexL  11  Ha  instructcth  his  disciples  concerning  the  citming  of 
Elias:  II  castcth  forth  a  dumb  and  deaf  spirit :  ’JO  forelelleth  his  death  and  resur- 
n'rfion  :  XI  i*7hort^th  hi*  disciple*  to  humility ;  38  bidding  them  not  to  prohibit  such 
us  be  not  against  than,  nor  to  give  offence  to  any  of  the  faithful. 


A  -Nl)  he  said  unto  them.  Verily  T  say  unto  you ,  That  there  be 
/A  some  of  them  that  stand  here,  which  shall  not  taste  of  death, 
I  ill  they  have  seen  the  kingdom  of  God  come  with  power. 

2  *1  And  after  six  days  Jesus  taketh  with  him  Peter,  and  James, 
and  John,  and  leudeth  them  up  into  a  high  mountain  apart  by  them¬ 
selves:  and  he  was  transfigured  before  them. 

3  And  his  raiment  became  shining,  exceeding  white  as  snow;  so 
as  no  fuller  on  earth  can  white  them. 

4  And  there  appeared  unto  them  Elias  with  Moses :  and  they  were 
talking  with  Jesus. 

5  And  Peter  answered  and  said  to  Jesus,  Master,  it  is  good  for  us 
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to  be  here :  and  let  us  make  three  tabernacles ;  one  for  thee,  and  one 
for  Moses,  and  one  for  Ellas. 

6  For  he  wist  not  what  to  say ;  for  they  were  sore  afraid. 

7  And  there  was  a  cloud  that  overshadowed  them :  and  a  voice 
came  out  of  the  clond,  saying,  This  is  my  beloved  Son :  hear  him. 

8  And  suddenly,  when  they  had  looked  round  about,  they  saw  no 
man  any  more,  save  Jesus  only  with  themselves. 

9  And  as  they  came  down  from  the  mountain,  he  charged  them 
that  they  should  tell  no  man  what  things  they  had  seen,  till  the  Sou 
of  man  were  risen  from  the  dead. 

10  And  they  kept  that  saying  with  themselves,  questioning  one  with 
another  what  the  rising  from  the  dead  should  mean. 

11  1[  And  they  asked  him,  saying,  Why  say  the  scribes  that 
Ellas  must  first  come  ? 

12  And  he  answered  and  told  them,  ELUb  verily  eometh  first,  and 
restoreth  all  things ;  and  how  it  is  written  of  the  Sou  of  man,  that 
he  must  suffer  many  things,  and  he  set  at  nought. 

13  But  I  say  unto  you,  That  Elias  is  indeed  come,  and  they 
have  done  unto  him  whatsoever  they  listed,  as  it  is  written  of 

him. 

14  IT  And  when  he  name  to  his  disciples,  he  saw  a  great  multitude 
about  them,  aud  the  scribes  questioning  with  them. 

15  Aud  straightway  all  the  people,  when  they  beheld  him,  were 
greatly  amazed,  and  running  to  him  saluted  him. 

16  And  he  asked  the  scribes,  What  question  yo  with  them  ? 

17  And  one  of  the  multitude  answered  and  said,  Master,  T  have 
brought  unto  thee  my  son,  which  hath  a  dumb  spirit ; 

18  And  wheresoever  he  taketh  him,  ho  teareth  hi  m ;  and  he  foaro- 
eth,  and  gnasheth  with  his  teeth,  and  pineth  away :  and  1  spake  to 
thy  disciples  that  they  should  cast  him  out ;  and  they  could  not. 

19  He  answered  him,  and  saith,  O  faithless  generation,  how  long 
shall  I  be  with  you  ?  how  long  shall  I  suffer  you  ?  bring  him  unto  me. 

20  And  they  brought  him  unto  him:  and  when  he  saw  him, 
straightway  the  spirit  tare  him ;  aud  he  fell  on  the  ground,  and  wal¬ 
lowed  foaming. 

21  Aud  he  asked  his  father,  How  long  is  it  ago  since  this  came 
unto  him  ?  And  he  said,  Of  a  child. 

22  And  ofttimes  it  hath  east  him  into  th ej/vre,  and  into  the  waters, 

to  destroy  him :  but  if  thou  canst  do  any  thing,  have  compassion  on 

us,  and  help  us. 

23  Jesus  said  unto  him,  If  thou  canst  believe,  all  things  are  pos¬ 
sible  to  him  that  belie  veth. 

24  And  straightway  the  father  of  the  child  cried  out,  and  said  with 
team,  Lord,  1  believe ;  help  thou  mine  unbelief. 

25  When  Jesus  saw  that  the  people  (same  running  together,  he. 
rebuked  the  foul  spirit,  saying  unto  hum,  Thou  dumb  and  deaf  spirit, 
1  charge  thee,  come  out  of  him,  and  enter  no  more  into  him. 
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2d  And  the  spirit  cried,  and  rent  him  sore,  and  came  out  of  him: 
and  lie  was  as  one  dead;  insomuch  that  many  said,  He  is  dead. 

27  Hut  Jesus  took  him  by  the  hand,  and  lifted  Mm  Up ;  and  he 

arose. 

28  And  when  he  was  come  into  the  house,  his  disciples  asked  him 
privately,  Why  could  not  we  cast  him  out  ? 

20  And  ho  said  unto  them,  This  kind  can  come  forth  by  nothing, 

but  by  prayer  and  fasting. 

80  If  And  they  departed  thence,  and  passed  through  Galilee ;  and 
he  would  not  that  any  man  should  know  it. 

81  For  he  taught  his  disciples,  and  said  unto  them,  The  Sou  of 
man  is  delivered  into  the  hands  of  men ,  and  they  shall  kill  him ; 
and  after  that  he  is  killed,  he  shall  rise  the  third  day. 

82  But  they  understood  not  that  saying,  and  were  afraid  to  ask 

him. 

83  If  And  he  came  to  Capernaum:  and  being  in  the  house  he 
asked  them.  What  was  it  that  ye  disputed  among  yourselves  by  the 
way  ? 

84  But  they  held  their  peace :  for  by  the  way  they  had  disputed 
among  themselves,  who  should  be  tbe  greatest. 

35  And  he  sat  down,  and  called  the  twelve,  and  saith  unto  them, 
if  any  man  desire  to  be  first,  the  same  shall  be  laBt  of  all,  and  ser¬ 
vant  of  all. 

80  And  he  took  a  child,  and  set  him  in  the  midst  of  them :  and 
when  he  had  taken  him  in  his  arms,  he  said  unto  them, 

37  Whosoever  shall  receive  one  of  such  children  in  my  name, 
weiveth  me ;  and  whosoever  shall  receive  me,  receiveth  not  me,  but 
him  that  sent  me. 

88  11  And  John  answered  him,  saying,  Master,  we  saw  one.  casting 
out  devils  in  thy  name,  and  he  followeth  not  us ;  and  we  forbade  him, 
because  he  followeth  not  us. 

39  Rut  Jesus  said,  Forbid  him  not:  for  there  is  no  man  which 
shall  do  a  miracle  in  my  name,  that  can  lightly  speak  evil  of  me. 

40  For  he  that  is  not  against  ns  is  on  our  part, 

41  For  whosoever  shall  give  you  a  cup  of  water  to  drink  in  my 
name,  because  ve  belong  to  Christ,  verily  I  say  unto  yon,  he  shall  not 

him  his  reward,. 

42  And  whosoever  shall  offend  one  of  these  little  ones  that  believe 
in  me,  it  is  better  for  him  that  a  millstone  were  hanged  about  his 

neck,  and  he  were  cast  into  the  sea. 

43  And  if  thy  hand  offend  thee,  out  it  off :  it  is  better  for  thee  to 
enter  into  life  maimed,  than  having  two  hands  to  go  into  hell,  into 

the  fire  that  never  shall  be  quenched: 

44  Where  their  worm  dieth  not,  and  the  fire  is  not  quenched. 

45  And  if  thy  foot  offend  thee,  cut  it  off:  it  is  better  for  thee  to 
enter  halt  into  life,  than  having  two  feet  to  be  cast  into  hell,  into  the 
five  that  never  shall  be  quenched : 
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46  Where  their  worm  dioth  not,  and  the  lire  is  not  quenched. 

47  And  if  thine  eye  offend  thee,  pluok  it  out.  it  is  better  for  thee 
to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God  with  one  eye,  than  having  two 
eyes  to  be  cast  into  hell  Jire : 

48  Where  their  worm  dietli  not,  and  the.  tire  is  not  quenched. 

49  For  every  one  shall  be  salted  with  fire,  and  every  sacrifice  shall 
be  salted  with  salt. 

50  Salt  is  good :  but  if  the  sail  have  lost  his  saltness.  wherewith 
will  ye  season  it  ?  Have  salt  in  yourselves,  and  have  peace  one  with 
another. 

CHAPTER  X. 

2  Christ  disputing  with  the  Pharisees  touching  divorcement :  13  Otesaeth  the  chil¬ 
dren  that  tire  brought  unto  him:  17  resoiveth  a  rich  mu  ft  how  he  may  inherit  l\f« 
everlasting ;  23  teileth  his  disciples  of  the  danger  of  riches:  28  promise  th  rewords  to 
them  that  forsake,  any  thing  for  the  gospel:  32  foretelleth  his  death  and  resurrection : 
35  biddeth  the  two  ambitious  suitors  to  think  rather  of  suffering  with  him:  *10  and 
rrstorcth  to  Bartimeus  his  sight . 

AND  he  arose  from  thence,  and  eometli  into  the  coasts  of  Judaea 
by  the  farther  side  of  Jordan :  and  the  people  resort  unto  him 
again  ;  and,  as  he  was  wont,  he  taught  them  again. 

2  If  And  the  Pharisees  came  to  him,  and  naked  him,  Is  it  lawful 
for  a  man  to  put  away  his  wife?  tempting  him. 

3  And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them,  What  did  Moses  com¬ 
mand  you  ? 

4  And  they  said,  Moses  suffered  to  write  a  bill  of  divorcement,  and 
to  put  her  away. 

5  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  For  the  hardness  of 
your  heart  he  wrote  you  this  precept. 

6  But  from  the  beginning  of  the  creation  God  made  them  male  and 
female. 

7  For  this  cause  shall  a  man  leave  his  father  and  mother,  and 
cleave  to  h  is  wife ; 

8  And  they  twain  shall  be  one  flesh :  so  then  they  are  no  more 
twain,  but  one  flesh. 

9  What  therefore  God  hath  joined  together,  let  not  man  put 
asunder. 

10  And  in  the  house  his  disciples  asked  him  again  of  the  same 

matter. 

11  And  he  saitli  unto  them,  Whosoever  shall  put  away  his  wife, 
and  marry  another,  committeth  adultery  against  her. 

12  And  if  a  woman  shall  put  away  her  husband,  and  be  married 
to  another,  she  committeth  adultery. 

13  IT  And  they  brought  young  children  to  him,  that  he  should 
touch  them  ;  and  his  disciples  rebuked  those  that  brought  them. 

14  But  when  Jesus  saw  it,  he  was  much  displeased,  and  said  unto 
them,  Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them 
not;  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God. 
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15  Verily  I  my  unto  you,  Whosoever  shall  not  receive  the  kingdom 
of  God  as  a  little  child,  lie  shall  not  enter  therein. 

1G  And  he  took  them  up  in  his  arms,  put  his  hands  upon  them, 
and  blessed  them. 

1 7  II  And  when  ho,  was  gone  forth  into  the  way,  there  came  one 
running,  and  kneeled  to  him,  and  asked  him,  Good  Master,  what  shall 
1  do  that  1  may  inherit  eternal  life  •' 

18  And  J  esus  said  unto  him,  Why  callest  thou  me  good  ?  there  is 
none  good  but  one,  that  is,  God. 

1 9  Thou  knowest  the  commandments,  Do  not  commit  adultery,  Do 
not  kill,  Do  not  steal,  Do  not  hear  false  witness.  Defraud  not,  Honour 
thy  father  and  mother. 

20  And  he  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Master,  all  these  have  I 
observed  from  my  youth. 

21  Then  Jesus  beholding  him  loved  him,  and  said  unto  him,  One 
thing  thou  laekest:  go  thy  way,  sell  whatsoever  thou  hast,  and  give 
to  the  poor,  and  thou  shalt  have  treasure  in  heaven:  and  oome,  take 
up  the  cross,  and  follow  me. 

22  And  he  was  m d  at  that  saying,  and  went  away  grieved :  for  he 
hail  great  possessions. 

23  If  And  Jesus  looked  round  about,  and  saith  unto  his  disciples, 
How  hardly  shall  they  that  have  riches  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
God  ! 

24  And  the  disciples  were  astonished  at  his  words.  But  Jesus 
auswereth  again,  and  saith  unto  them,  Children,  how  hard  is  it  for 
them  that  trust  in  riches  to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God ! 

25  It.  is  easier  for  a  camel  to  go  through  the  eye  of  a  needle,  than 
for  a  rich  man  to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God. 

2G  And  they  were  astonished  out  of  measure,  saying  among  them¬ 
selves,  Who  then  can  be  saved  ? 

27  And  Jesus  looking  upon  them  saith,  With  men  it  is  impossible, 
but  not  with  God :  for  with  God  all  things  are  possible. 

28  II  Then  Peter  began  to  say  unto  him,  Lo,  we  have  left  all,  and 
have  followed  thee. 

29  And  Jesus  answered  and  said,  Verily  I  say  unto  you ,  There  is 
no  man  that  hath  left  house,  or  brethren,  or  sisters,  or  father,  or 
mother,  or  wife,  or  children,  or  lands,  for  my  sake,  and  tlie  gospel’s, 

30  But  he  shall  receive  a  hundredfold  now  in  this  time,  houses, 
and  brethren,  and  sisters,  and  mothers,  and  children,  and  lands,  with 
persecutions;  and  in  the  world  to  come  eternal  life. 

31  lhit  many  that  are  first  shall  be  last;  and  the  last  first. 

32  IT  And  they  were  in  the  way  going  up  to  Jerusalem;  and  Jesus 
went  before  them:  and  they  were  amazed;  and  as  they  followed, 
they  were  afraid.  And  he  took  again  the  twelve,  and  began  to  tell 
them  what  "things  should  happen  unto  him, 

33  Saying,  Behold,  we  go  up  to  Jerusalem;  and  the  Sou  of  man 
shall  be  delivered  unto  the  chief  priests,  and  unto  the  scribes;  and 
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they  shall  condemn  him  to  death,  and  shall  deliver  him  to  the 

Gentiles: 

34  And  they  shall  mock  him,  and  shall  scourge  him,  and  shall  spit 
upon  him,  and  shall  kill  him ;  and  the  third  day  he  shall  rise  again. 

35  7  And  James  and  John,  the  sons  of  Zebedee,  come  unto  him, 
saying,  Master,  we  would  that  thou  ahouldest  do  for  us  whatsoever 
we  shall  desire. 

36  And  he  said  unto  them.  What  would  ye  that  I  should  do  for 
you? 

37  They  said  unto  him,  Grant  unto  us  that  we  may  sit,  one  on 
thy  right  hand,  and  the  other  on  thy  left  hand,  in  thy  glory. 

38  But  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Ye  know  not  what  ye  ask :  can  ye 
drink  of  the  cup  that  I  drink  of  ?  and  be  baptized  with  the  baptism 
that  I  am  baptized  with  ? 

39  And  they  said  unto  him,  We  can.  And  Jesus  said  unto  them, 
Ye  shall  indeed  drink  of  the  cup  that  I  drink  of;  and  with  the  baj> 
tism  that  I  am  baptized  withal  shall  ye  be  baptized : 

40  But  to  sit  on  my  right  hand  and  on  my  left  hand  is  not  mine 
to  give;  but  it  shall  be  given  to  them  for  whom  it  is  prepared. 

41  And  when  the  ten  heard  it,  they  began  to  bo  much  displeased 
with  James  and  John. 

42  But  Jesus  oalled  them  to  him,  and  saith  unto  them.  Ye  know 
that  they  which  are  accounted  to  rule  over  the  Gentiles  exercise  lord¬ 
ship  over  them ;  and  their  great  ones  exercise  authority  upon  them. 

43  But  so  shall  it  not  be  among  you:  but  whosoever  will  be  great 
among  you,  shall  be  your  minister : 

44  And  whosoever  of  you  will  be  the  chlefest,  shall  be  servant 

of  all. 

45  For  even  the  Son  of  man  came  not  to  be  ministered  unto,  but 
to  minister,  and  to  give  his  life  a  ransom  for  many. 

46  And  they  came  to  Jericho :  and  as  he  went  out  of  Jericho 
with  his  disciples  and  a  great  number  of  people,  blind  Barlimceus, 
the  son  of  Timseus,  sat  by  the  highway  side  begging. 

47  And  when  he  heard  that  it  was  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  he  began 
to  cry  out,  and  say,  Jesus,  thou  Son  of  David,  have  mercy  on  me. 

48  And  many  charged  him  that  he  should  hold  his  peace:  hut  he 
cried  the  more  a  great  deal,  Thou  Son  of  David,  have  mercy  on  me. 

49  And  Jesus  stood  still,  and  commanded  him  to  be  callfed.  And 
they  call  the  blind  man,  saying  unto  him,  Be  of  good  comfort,  rise : 
he  calleth  thee. 

50  And  he,  casting  away  his  garment,  rose,  and  came  to  Jesus. 

51  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  What  wilt  thou  that 
I  should  do  unto  thee?  The  blind  man  said  unto  him.  Lord,  that 
I  might  receive  my  sight. 

52  And  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Go  thy  way;  thy  faith  hath  made 
thee  whole.  And  immediately  he  received  his  sight,  and  followed 
Jesus  in  the  way. 
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CHAPTER  XT. 

1  Christ  ridrth  with  triumph  into  Jerusalem :  12  curseth  the  fruitless  leafy  tree : 
la  pvryeth  the  temple  :  20  exhorteth  his  disciples  to  steadfastness  of  faith 9  and  to 
ficyiee  their  enemies :  27  and  de.tendeth  the  lawfulness  of  his  actions ,  by  the  toitness 
of  John t  who  was  a  man  sent  of  (rod. 

\  NT)  when  tlioy  came  nigh  to  Jerusalem,  unto  Bethphage  and 
A  Bethany,  at  the  mount  of  Olives,  he  sen  doth  forth  two  of  his 
disciples, 

2  And  saith  unto  them,  (To  your  way  into  the  village  over  against 
you :  and  as  soon  as  ye  be  entered  into  it,  ye  shall  find  a  colt  tied, 
whereon  never  man  sat;  loose  him,  and  bring  him. 

3  And  if  any  man  say  unto  you,  Why  do  ye  this  ?  say  ye  that  the 
Lord  hath  need  of  him ;  and  straightway  ho  will  send  him  hither. 

4  And  they  went  their  way,  and  found  the  colt  tied  by  the  door 
without  in  a  place  where  tvco  ways  met;  and  they  loose  him. 

5  And  certain  of  them  that  stood  there  said  unto  them,  What  do 
ye,  loosing  the  colt? 

6  And  they  said  unto  thorn  even  as  Jesus  had  commanded:  and 
they  let  them  go. 

7*  And  they  brought  the  colt  to  Jesus,  and  cast  their  garments  on 
him ;  and  lie  sat  upon  him. 

8  And  many  spread  their  garments  in  the  way;  and  others  cut 
down  branches  off  the  trees,  and  strewed  them  in  the  way. 

V*  And  they  that  went  before,  and  they  that  followed ,  cried,  say¬ 
ing,  Hosanna ;  Blessed  is  he  that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord : 

10  Blessed  be  the  kingdom  of  our  father  David,  that  cometh  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord:  Hosanna  in  the  highest. 

11  And  Jesus  entered  into  Jerusalem,  and  into  the  temple:  and 
when  he' had  looked  round  about  upon  all  things,  and  now  the  even¬ 
tide  was  ooine,  he  went  out  unto  Bethany  with  the  twelve. 

1.2  If  And  on  the  morrow,  when  they  were  come  from  Bethany, 
lie  was  hungry: 

13  And  seeing  a  fig  tree  afar  off  having  leaves,  he  came,  if  haply 
he  might  find  any  thing  thereon:  and  when  he  came  to  it,  he  found 
nothing  but  leaves ;  for  the  time  of  figs  was  not  yet. 

14  And  Jesus  auswered  and  said  unto  it,  No  man  eat  fruit  of  thee 
hereafter  for  ever.  And  his  disciples  heard  it. 

15  r  And  tliev  come  to  .Jerusalem:  and  Jesus  went  into  the 
temple,  and  began  to  cast  out  them  that  sold  and  bought  in  the 
temple,  and  overthrew  the  tables  of  the  money  changers,  and  the 
seats  of  them  that  sold  doves ; 

16  And  would  not  suffer  that  any  man  should  carry  any  vessel 
through  the  temple. 

17  Anri  he  taught,  saying  unto  them,  Is  it  not  written,  My  house 
shall  be  called  of  all  nations  the  house  of  prayer  ?  but  ye  have  made 
it  a  den  of  thieves. 
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18  Aud  tlie  scribes  and  chief  priests  heard  it,  and  sought  how  they 
might  destroy  him :  for  they  feared  him,  because  all  the  people  was 
astonished  at  his  doctrine. 

19  And  when  even  was  come,  he  iv ent  out  of  the  city. 

20  1[  And  in  the  morning,  as  they  passed  by,  they  saw  tlic  Jig  tree 

dried  up  from  the  roots. 

21  And  "Fetor  calling  to  remembrance  saith  unto  him,  Master, 
behold,  the  fig  tree  which  thou  cursedst  is  icUhered  at  my, 

22  And  Jesus  answering  saith  unto  them.  Have  faith  in  God. 

23  For  verily  I  my  unto  you ,  That  whosoever  shall  say  unto  this 
mountain,  Be  thou  removed,  and  he  thou  east  into  the  sea;  and  shall 
not  doubt  in  his  heart,  but  shall  believe  that  those  things  which  ho 
saith  shall  come  to  pass ;  he  shall  have  whatsoever  he  saith. 

24  Therefore  T  say  unto  you,  What  things  soever  ye  desire,  when 
ye  pray,  believe  that  ye  receive  them,  and  ye  shall  have  them. 

25  And  when  ye  stand  praying,  forgive,  if  ye  have  aught  against 
any;  that  your  Father  also  which  is  in  heaven  may  forgive  yon  your 
trespasses. 

26  But  if  ye  do  not  forgive,  neither  will  your  Father  which  is  in 
heaven  forgive  your  trespasses. 

27  IT  And  they  come  again  to  Jerusalem :  and  as  he  was  walking 
in  the  temple,  there  come  to  him  the  chief  priests,  and  the  scribes, 
and  the  elders, 

28  And  say  unto  him,  By  what  authority  doest  thou  these  things  ? 
and  who  gave  thee  this  authority  to  do  these  things? 

29  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  T  will  also  ask  of 
you  one  question,  and  answer  me,  and  I  will  tell  von  by  what 

authority  I  do  these  things. 

30  The  baptism  of  John,  was  it  from  heaven,  or  of  men?  answer 


II 


31  And  they  reasoned  with  themselves,  saying,  If  we  shall  say, 
From  heaven ;  he  will  say,  Why  then  did  ye  not  believe  him  ? 

32  But  if  we  shall  say,  Of  men;  they  feared  the  people:  for  all 
men  counted  John,  that  he  was  a  prophet  indeed. 

33  And  they  answered  and  said  unto  Jesus,  We  cannot  tell.  And 
Jesus  answering  saith  unto  them,  Neither  do  I  tell  you  by  what 
authority  I  do  these  things. 


CHAPTER  XII. 

1  In  a  parable  of  the  vineyard  let  out  to  unthankful  husbandmen,  Christ  foretelleth 
the  reprobation  of  the  Jeivs,  and  the  calling  of  the  Gentiles.  13  Tie  amideth  the  snare 
of  the  Pharisees  and  Thrvdiaus  about  paying  tribute  to  Caesar ;  18  convineeth  the 
error  of  the  tiadducees,  who  denied  the  resurrection:  28  resolve th  the  scribe,  who 
questioned  of  the  first  commandment:  3T>  refnteth  the  opinio  a  that  the  scribes  held 
of  Chidst:  38  bidding  the  people  to  beware  of  their  ambition  and  hypocrisy :  41  and 
commendeth  the  poor  widow  for  her  two  miles,  above  ail, 

AND  he  began  to  speak  unto  them  by  parables*  A  certain  man 
planted  a  vineyard,  ami  set  a  hedge  about  it,  and  digged  a  place 
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for  the  Kitbpfatf  and  built;  a  lower,  and  let  it  out  to  husbandmen,  and 
went  into  a  far  country. 

V 

2  And  at  Hie  season  lie  sent  to  the  husbandmen  a  servant,  that  he 
might  receive  from  the  husbandmen  of  the  fruit  of  the  vineyard. 

3  And  they  caught  him,  and  beat  him,  and  sent  him  away  empty. 

4  And  again  he  sent  unto  them  another  servant;  and  at  him  they 
cast  stones,  and  wounded  him  in  the  head,  and  sent  him  away  shame¬ 
fully  handled. 

A  And  again  he  sent  another:  and  him  they  killed,  and  many 
others ;  beating  some,  and  killing  some. 

0  Having  yet  therefore  one  aon,  his  well  beloved,  he  sent  him  also 
last  unto  them,  saying,  They  will  reverence  my  son. 

7  Rut  those  husbandmen  said  among  themselves,  This  is  the  heir; 
come,  let  us  kill  him,  and  the  inheritance  shall  be  ours. 

8  And  they  took  him,  and  killed  him,  and  cast  him  out  of  the 
vinevard. 

0  What  shall  therefore  the  lord  of  the  vineyard  do  ?  he  will  come 
and  destroy  the  husbandmen,  and  will  give  the  viueyard  unto  others. 

10  And  have,  ye  not  read  this  Scripture:  The  stone  which  the 


builders  rejected  is  become  the  head  of  the  comer: 

1 1  This  was  the  Lord’s  doing,  and  it  is  marvellous  in  our  eyes  ? 

12  And  they  sought,  to  lay  hold  on  him,  but  feared  the  people;  for 

they  knew  that  he  had  spoken  the  parable  against  them:  and  they 
left  him.  and  went  their  way. 

13  And  they  send  unto  him  certain  of  the  Pharisees  and  of  the 
IT v radians,  to  catch  him  in  his  words. 

14  And  when  they  were  come,  they  say  unto  him,  Master,  we 
know  that,  thou  art  true,  and  oarost  for  no  man;  for  thou  regardest 
not  the  person  of  men,  but  tcaobost  the  way  of  God  in  truth:  Is  it 
lawful  to  give  tribute  to  CaeBar.  or  not? 

la  Shall  we  give,  or  shall  we  not  give?  But  he,  knowing  their 
hypocrisy,  said  unto  them,  Why  tempt  ye  me?  bring  me  a  penny, 
that  I  may  see  it. 

1 0  And  they  brought  it.  And  he  saith  unto  them,  Whose  is  this 
imago  and  superscription  ?  And  they  said  unto  him,  Caesar's. 

17  And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  them,  Render  to  Caesar  the 
things  that  are  Caesar’s,  and  to  God  the  things  that  are  God’s.  And 


they  marvelled  at  llilll. 

IS  1|  Then  come  unto  him  the  Sadducees,  which  say  there  is  no 
resurrection ;  and  they  asked  him,  saying, 

It)  Master,  Moses  wrote  unto  us,  If  a  man’s  brother  die,  and  leave 
liis  wife  behind  him,  and  leave  no  children,  that  his  brother  should 
take  his  wife,  and  raise  up  seed  unto  his  brother. 

20  Now  there  were  seven  brethren :  and  the  first  took  a  wife,  and 
dying  left  no  seed. 

21  And  the  second  took  her.  and  died,  neither  left  he  any  seed: 
and  the  third  likewise. 
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22  And  tlie  seven  had  her,  and  left  no  seed :  last  of  all  the  woman 
died  also. 

23  In  the  resurrection  therefore,  when  they  shall  rise,  whose  wife 
shall  she  be  of  them  ?  for  the  seven  had  her  to  wife. 

24  And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  them,  Do  ye  not  therefore  err, 
because  ye  know  not  the  Scriptures,  neither  the  power  of  God  ? 

25  "For  when  they  shall  rise  from  the  dead,  they  neither  marry,  nor 
are  given  in  marriage  $  but  are  as  the  angels  which  are  in  heaven. 

26  And  as  touching  the  dead,  that  they  rise;  have  ye  not  read  in 
the  book  of  Moses,  how  in  the  bush  God  spake  unto  him,  saying,  I 
am  the  God  of  Abraham,  and  the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob  V 

27  He  is  not  the  God  of  the  dead,  but  the  God  of  the  living :  ye 

therefore  do  greatly  err. 

28  1i'  And  one  of  the  scribes  came,  and  having  heard  them  reason¬ 
ing  together,  and  perceiving  that  lie  had  answered  them  well,  asked 
him.  Which  is  the  first  commandment  of  all  ? 

29  And  Jesns  answered  him,  The  firBt  of  all  the  commandments 
is,  Hear,  O  Israel ;  The  Lord  our  God  is  one  Lord  : 

30  And  thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and 
with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind ,  and  with  all  tliy  strength : 
this  is  the  first  commandment. 

31  And  the  second  is  like,  namely  this,  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neigh¬ 
bour  as  thyself.  There  is  none  other  commandment  greater  than  these. 

32  And  the  scribe  said  unto  him,  Well,  Master,  thou  hast  said  the 
truth :  for  there  is  one  God  ;  and  there  is  none  other  but  he : 

33  And  to  love  him  with  all  the  heart,  and  with  all  the  under¬ 
standing,  and  with  all  the  soul,  and  with  all  the  strength,  and  to 
love  his  neighbour  as  himself,  is  more  than  all  whole  burnt  offerings 
and  sacrifices. 

34  And  when  Jesus  saw  that  he  answered  discreetly,  lie  said  unto 
him,  Thou  art  not  far  from  the  kingdom  of  God.  And  no  man  after 
that  durst  ask  him  auy  question. 

3o  IT  And  Jesus  answered  and  said,  while  he  taught  in  the  temple, 
How  say  the  scribes  that  Christ  is  the  son  of  David ? 

36  For  David  himself  said  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  The  Lord  said  to  my 
Lord ,  Sit  thou  on  my  right  hand,  till  1  make  thine  enemies  thy 
footstool. 

37  David  therefore  himself  calleth  him  Lord:  and  whence  is  he 

t 

then  his  son?  And  the  common  people  heard  him  gladly. 

38  IT  And  he  said  unto  them  in  his  doctrine,  Beware  of  the  scribes, 
which  love  to  go  in  long  clothing,  and  love  salutations  in  the  market¬ 
places, 

39  And  the  chief  seats  in  the  synagogues,  and  the  uppermost 
rooms  at  feasts : 

40  Which  devour  widows’  houses,  and  for  a  pretence  make  long 
prayers:  these  shall  receive  greater  damnation. 

41  If  And  Jesus  sat  over  against  the  treasury ,  and  beheld  how  the 
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people  east  money  into  the  treasury :  ami  tnauy  that  were  rich  cast 

ill  much. 

12  Ami  there  came  a  certain  poor  widow,  and  slie  threw  in  two 
mites,  which  make  a  farthing . 

43  And  he  called  unto  him  his  disciples,  and  saith  unto  them, 
Verily  I  my  unto  you,  That  this  poor  widow  hath  cast  more  in,  than 
all  they  which  have  east  into  the  treasury: 

41  For  all  they  did  cast  in  of  their  abundance;  but  eke  of  her 
want  did  cast  in  all  that  she  had,  even  all  her  living. 

CHAPTER  XI  n. 

1  Christ  foretelleth  the.  destruction  of  the  temple :  !>  the  jtersecutions  for  the  gospel : 
10  that  the  gospel  must  be  preached  to  all  nations:  14  that  great  calamities  Mall 
hvpprn  to  the  Jews:  24  and  the  manner  of  his  coming  to  Judgment:  32  the  hour 
t'-hereof  being  known  to  none,  every  man  is  to  watch  and  pray,  that  we  be  not  found 
unprovided,  when  he  eoineth  to  each  one  particularly  by  death. 

AIN  1)  as  he  went  out  of  the  temple,  one  of  his  disciples  saith  unto 
him,  Master,  see  what  manner  of  stones  and  what  buildings 
are  here ! 

* 

2  And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  him,  Soest  thou  these  great 
buildings  ?  there  shall  not  be  left  one  stone  upon  another,  that  shall 
not  be  thrown  down. 

3  And  as  he  sat  upon  the  mount  of  Olives,  over  against  the  temple, 
Peter  and  James  and  John  and  Andrew  asked  him  privately, 

4  Tell  ns,  when  shall  these  things  be  ?  and  what  shall  be  the  sign 
when  all  those  things  shall  be  fulfilled  ? 

ii  And  Jesus  answering  them  began  to  say,  Take  heed  lest  any 
man  deceive  you : 

(>  For  many  shall  come  in  ray  name,  saying,  I  am  Christ;  and  shall 
deceive  many. 

7  And  when  ye  shall  hear  of  wars  and  rumours  of  wars,  be  ye  not 
t  roubled :  for  such  things  must  needs  be ;  but  the  end  shall  not  be  yet. 

3  For  nation  shall  rise  against  nation,  and  kingdom  against  king¬ 
dom:  and  there  shall  be  earthquakes  in  divers  places,  and  there  shall 
lie  famines  and  troubles :  these  are  the  beginnings  of  sorrows. 

P  But  lake  heed  to  yourselves :  for  they  shall  deliver  you  up  to 
councils ;  and  in  the  synagogues  ye  shall  be  beaten :  and  ye  shall  be 
brought  before  rulers  and  kings  for  my  sake,  for  a  testimony  against 
them. 

1 0  And  the  gospel  must  first  be  published  among  all  nations. 

1 1  But  token  they  shall  lead  you,  and  deliver  you  up,  take  no 
thought  beforehand  what  ye  shall  speak,  neither  do  ye  premeditate : 
but  whatsoever  shall  be  given  you  in  that  hour,  that  speak  ye:  for  it 
is  not  ye  that  s|>eak,  but  the  Holy  Ghost. 

12  .Now  the  brother  shall  betray  the  brother  to  death,  and  the 
father  the  son;  and  children  shall  rise  up  against  their  parents,  and 
shall  cause  them  to  be  put  to  death. 
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13  And  je  shall  ho  hated  of  all  men  for  my  name’s  sake:  hut  lie 
that  shall  endure  unto  the  end,  the  same  shall  be  saved. 

14  IT  Hut  when  yo  shall  see  the  abomination  of  desolation,  spoken  of 
by  Daniel  the  prophet,  standing  where  it  ought  not,  (let  him  that  read- 
eth  understand,)  then  let  them  that  bo  in  Judaea  flee  to  the  mountains : 

15  And  let  him  that  is  on  the  housetop  not  go  down  into  the 
house,  neither  enter  therein,  to  take  any  thing  out  of  his  house : 

16  And  let  him  that  is  in  the  field  not  turn  back  again  for  to  take 
up  his  garment. 

17  But  woe  to  them  that  are  with  child,  and  to  them  that  give 
suck  in  those  days ! 

18  And  pray  ye  that  your  flight  be  not  in  the  winter. 

19  For  in  those  days  shall  be  affliction,  such  as  was  not  from  the 
beginning  of  the  creation  which  God  created  unto  this  time,  neither 

shall  be. 

20  And  except  that  the  Lord  had  shortened  those  days,  no  flesh 
should  be  saved  :  but  for  the  elect’s  sake,  whom  he  hath  chosen,  he 
hath  shortened  the  days. 

21  And  then  if  any  man  shall  say  to  you,  Lo,  here  is  Christ;  or, 
lo,  he  is  there ;  believe  him  not: 

22  For  false  Christs  and  false  prophets  shall  rise,  and  shall  shew 
signs  and  wonders,  to  seduce,  if  it  were  possible,  even  the  elect. 

23  But  take  ye  heed  :  behold,  I  have  foretold  you  all  things. 

24  1  But  in  those  days,  after  that  tribulation,  the  aun  shall  be 
darkened,  and  the  moon  shall  not  give  her  light, 

25  And  the  stars  of  heaven  shall  fall,  and  the  powers  that  are  in 
heaven  shall  be  shaken. 

26  And  then  shall  they  see  the  Son  of  man  coming  in  the  clouds 
with  great  power  and  glory. 

27  And  then  shall  he  send  his  angels,  and  shall  gather  together  his 
elect  from  the  four  winds,  from  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth  to 
the  uttermost  part  of  heaven. 

28  Now  learn  a  parable  of  the  fig  tree :  When  her  branch  is  yet 
tender,  and  putteth  forth  leaves,  ve  know  that  summer  is  near: 

29  So  ye  in  like  manner,  when  ye  shall  see  these  things  come  to 
pass,  know  that  it  is  nigh,  even  at  the  doors. 

30  Verily  [  say  unto  yon,  that,  this  generation  shall  not  pass,  till 
all  these  things  bo  done. 

31  Heaven  and  earth  shall  pass  away  :  but  my  wordB  shall  not 
pass  away. 

32  If  But  of  that  day  and  that  hour  knoweth  no  man,  no,  not  the 
angels  which  are  In  heaven,  neither  the  Son,  bnt  the  Father. 

33  Take  ye  heed ,  watch  and  }vray  :  for  ye  know  not  when  the 
time  is. 

34  For  the  Son  of  man  is  as  a  man  taking  a  far  journey,  who  left 
his  house,  and  gave  authority  to  his  servants,  and  to  every  man  his 
work,  and  commanded  the  porter  to  watch. 
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3'>  Watch  ye  therefore :  for  ye  know  not  when  the  master  of  the 
house  foineih,  at  even,  or  at  tuhhiiyht,  or  at  the  cockcrowing,  or  in 
the  morning. 

,'!(»  Lest  coming  suddenly  he  find  you  deeping. 

37  And  what  I  say  unto  you  I  say  unto  all,  Watch. 

CHAPTER  XIV. 

1  A  conspiracy  against  Christ.  3  P?vcious  ointment  is  poured  on  his  head  by  a 
woman .  10  Judas  selleth  his  Muster  for  money.  12  Christ  himself  foretellelh  how 
he  shall  be  betrayed  of  one  of  his  disciples:  22  after  the  passover  prepared,  and  eateni 
instituteth  his  $  upper :  26  declare  th  af oi'chand  the  flight  of  all  his  disciples ,  and 
Peter9 s  denial.  43  Judas  betray eth  him  with  a  kiss*  46  lie  w  apprehended  in  the 
garden,  53  falsely  accused ,  and  impiously  condemned  of  the  Jews f  council:  05  shame¬ 
fully  abused  by  them :  66  and  thrice  denied  of  Peter - 

A  FT  Eli  two  days  was  the  feast  of  the  passover,  and  of  unleavened 
/  \  bread :  and  the  chief  priests  and  the  scribes  sought  how  they. 

might  lake  him  by  craft,  anil  put  him  to  death. 

2  Hut  they  said.  Not  on  the  feast  day,  lost  there  be  an  uproar  of 
the  people. 

3  If  And  being  in  Bethany,  in  the  house  of  Simon  the  leper,  as  he 
sat  at  meat,  there  came  a  woman  having  an  alabaster  box  of  oint¬ 
ment  of  spikenard  very  precious;  and  she  brake  the  box  and  poured 
ir.  on  his  head. 

4  And  there  were  some  that  had  Indignation  within  themselves, 
and  said,  Why  was  this  waste  of  the  ointment  made? 

a  For  it  might  have  been  sold  for  more  than  three  hundred  pence, 
and  have  been  given  to  the  poor.  And  they  murmured  against  her. 

<>  A  ml  Jesus  said,  Let  her  alone :  why  trouble  ye  her  ?  she  hath 
wrought  a-  good  work  on  me. 

7  For  ye  have  the  poor  with  you  always,  and  whensoever  ye  will 
ye  may  do  them  good :  but  me  ye  have  not  always. 

5  She  hath  done  what  she  could ;  she  is  come  aforehand  to  anoint 
my  body  to  the  burying. 

9  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Wheresoever  this  gospel  shall  be  preached 
throughout  the  whole  world,  this  also  that  she  hath  done  shall  be 

r* 

spoken  of  for  a  memorial  of  her. 

1.0  <]  And  Judas  Iscariot,  one  of  the  twelve,  went  unto  the  chief 
priests,  to  betray  him  unto  them. 

11  And  when  they  heard  it,  they  were  glad,  and  promised  to  give 
him  money.  And  he  sought  how  he  might  conveniently  betray  him. 

12  *  And  the  first  dav  of  unleavened  bread,  when  they  hilled  the 

Se  * 

passover,  his  disciples  said  unto  him,  Where  wilt  thou  that  we  go 
and  prepare  that  thou  niavest  eat  the  passover? 

13  And  he  sendeth  forth  two  of  his  disciples,  and  saith  unto  them, 
(Jo  ve  into  the  city,  and  there  shall  meet  you  a  man  bearing  a  pitcher

of  water :  follow  him. 

14  And  wheresoever  lie  shall  go  in,  say  ye  to  the  goodman  of  the

house,  The  Master  saith,  Where  is  the  guestchamber,  where  1  shall 
Gat  the  passover  with  my  disciples  ? 

15  And  lie  will  shew  you  a  large  upper  room  furnished  and  pre¬ 
pared:  there  make  ready  for  us. 

16  And  his  disciples  went  forth,  and  came  into  the  city,  and 
found  as  he  liad  said  unto  them:  and  they  made  ready  the  passover. 

17  And  in  the  evening  he  cometh  with  the  twelve. 

18  And  as  they  sat  and  did  eat,  Jesus  said,  Verily  1  my  unto  you, 
One  of  you  which  eateth  with  me  shall  betray  me. 

19  And  they  began  to  he  sorrowful,  and  to  say  unto  him  one  by 
one,  Is  it  I  ?  and  another  said,  19  it  I  ? 

20  And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them,  It  is  one  of  the  twelve, 
that  dlppeth  with  me  in  the  dish. 

21  The  Son  of  man  indeed  goeth,  as  it  is  written  of  him  :  but  woe 
to  that  man  by  whom  the  Son  of  man  is  betrayed !  good  wore  it  for 
that  man  if  he  had  never  been  born. 

22  IF  And  as  they  did  eat,  Jesus  took  bread,  and  blessed,  and 
brake  it,  and  gave  to  them,  and  said,  Take,  eat;  this  is  my  body. 

23  And  he  took  the  cup,  and  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  gave  it 
to  them :  and  they  all  drank  of  it. 

24  And  he  said  unto  them,  this  is  my  Mood  of  the  new  testament, 
which  is  shed  for  many. 

25  Verily  I  say  unto  you ,  1  will  drink  no  more  of  the  fruit  of  the 
vine,  until  that  day  that  I  drink  it  new  in  the  kingdom  of  God. 

26  If  And  when  they  had  sung  a  hymn,  they  went  out  into  the 
mount  of  Olives. 

27  And  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  All  ye  shall  be  offended  because  of 
me  tills  night :  for  it  is  written,  I  will  smite  the  Shepherd,  and  the 
sheep  shall  be  scattered. 

28  But  after  that  I  am  risen,  I  will  go  before  you  into  Galilee. 

29  But  Peter  said  unto  him,  Although  all  shall  be  offended,  yet 
will  not  I. 

80  And  J esus  saith  unto  him,  Verily  I  my  unto  thee.  That  this  day, 
even  in  this  night,  before  the  cock  crow  twice,  thou  shaft,  deny  me  thrice. 

31  But  he  spake  the  more  vehemently,  If  I  should  die  with  tlieo,  l 
will  not  denj7  thee  in  any  wise.  Likewise  also  said  they  all. 

32  And  they  came  to  a  place  which  was  named  Gethsemane:  and 
he  3aith  to  liis  disciples,  Sit  ye  here,  while  I  shall  pray. 

33  And  he  taketh  with  him  Peter  and  James  and  John,  and  began 
to  be  sore  amazed,  and  to  be  very  heavy ; 

34  And  saith  unto  them,  My  soul  is  exceeding  sorrowful  unto 
death :  tarry  ye  here  and  watch. 

35  And  he  went  forward  a  little,  and  fell  on  the  ground,  and  prayed 
that  if  it  were  possible,  the  hour  might,  pass  from  him. 

36  And  he  said,  Abba,  Father,  all  things  are  possible  unto  thee: 
take  away  this  cup  from  me :  nevertheless,  not  what  I  will,  but  what 
thou  wilt. 
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37  Ami  he  cometh,  ami  findeth  them  sleeping,  and  saith  unto  Peter , 
Simon,  steepest  thou  ?  coni  dost  not  thou  watch  one  hour? 

:W  Watch  ye  and  pray,  lest  ye  enter  into  temptation.  The  spiiit 
truly  is  ready,  but  the  flesh  is  weak. 

31)  And  again  he  went  away,  and  prayed,  and  spake  the  same 
words. 

40  And  when  he  returned,  he  found  them  asleep  again  (for  their 
eyes  were  heavy,)  neither  wist  they  what  to  answer  him. 

11  And  lie  cometh  the  third  time,  and  saith  unto  them,  Sleep  on 
now,  and  take  your  rest  :  it  is  enough,  the  hour  la  come;  behold,  the 
Son  of  man  is  betrayed  into  the  hands  of  sinners. 

42  Rise  up,  let  us  go ;  lo,  he  that  befrayeth  me  is  at  hand. 

13  f  And  immediately,  while  he  yet  spake,  cometh  Judas,  one  of 
the  twelve,  and  with  him  a  great  multitude  with  swords  and  staves, 
from  the  chief  priests  and  the  scribes  and  the  elders. 

44  And  he  that  betrayed  him  had  given  them  a  token,  saying, 
Whomsoever  I  shall  kiss,  that  same  is  he;  take  him,  and  lead  him 
away  safely. 

45  And  as  soon  as  lie  was  come,  he  goeth  straightway  to  him,  and 
saith.  Master,  Master ;  and  kissed  him. 

40  II  And  they  laid  their  hands  on  him,  and  took  him. 

47  And  one  of  them  that  stood  by  drew  a  sword,  and  smote  a  ser- 
eant  of  the  high  priest,  and  cut  off  nis  ear. 

48  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Are  ye  come  out,  aB 
against  a  thief,  with  swords  and  with  staves  to  take  mo? 

41)  I  was  daily  with  you  in  the  temple  teaching,  and  y©  took  me 
not :  but  the  Scriptures  must  be  fulfilled. 

50  And  they  all  forsook  him,  and  fled. 

51  And  there  followed  him  a  certain  young  man,  having  a  linen 
cloth  east,  about  his  naked  body ;  and  the  young  men  laid  hold  on  him : 

52  And  lie  left  the  linen  cloth,  and  fled  from  them  naked. 

53  *F  And  they  led  Jesus  away  to  the  high  priest:  and  with  him 
were  assembled  all  the  chief  priests  and  the  elders  and  the  scribes. 

54  And  Peter  followed  him  afar  olf,  oven  into  the  palace  of  the 
high  priest:  and  he  sat  with  the  servants,  and  warmed  himself  at 
the  five. 

55  And  the  chief  priests  and  all  the  coune.il  sought  for  witness 
against  Jesus  to  put  him  to  death;  and  found  none. 

53  For  many  bare  false  witness  against  him,  but  their  witness 

agreed  not  together. 

57  And  there  arose  certain,  and  bare  false  witness  against  him, 
saying, 

58  We  heard  him  say,  I  will  destroy  this  te.mple.  that  is  made 
with  hands,  ami  within  three  days  I  will  build  another  made  without 
hands. 

51)  Hut  neither  so  did  their  witness  agree  together. 

GO  And  the  high  priest  stand  up  in  the  midst,  and  asked  Jesus, 
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saying,  Answerest  thou  nothing  ?  what  is  it  which  these  witness 
against  thee  ? 

61  But  he  held  his  peace,  and  answered  nothing.  Again  the  high 
priest  asked  him,  and  said  unto  him,  Art  thou  the  Christ,  the  £>ou  of 

the  Blessed? 

62  And  Jcsns  said,  I  am:  and  ye  shall  see  the  Son  or  man  sitting 
on  the  right  hand  of  power,  and  coming  in  the  clouds  of  heaven. 

63  Then  the  high  priest  rent  his  clothes,  and  saith,  VVliat  need  we 
any  further  witnesses  ? 

04  Ye  have  heard  the  blasphemy :  what  think  ye  ?  And  they  all 
condemned  him  to  be  guilty  of  death. 

65  And  some  began  to  spit  on  him,  and  to  cover  his  face,  and 
to  buffet  him,  and  to  say  unto  him,  Prophesy:  and  tire  servants  did 
strike  him  with  the  palms  of  their  hands. 

66  And  as  Peter  was  beneath  in  the  palace,  there  eomelh  one 
of  the  maids  of  the  high  priest : 

67  And  when  she  saw  Peter  warming  himself,  she  looked  upon 
him,  and  said,  And  thou  also  wast  with  Jesus  of  Nazareth. 

68  But  he  denied,  saying,  T  know  not,  neither  understand  1  what 
thou  sayeat.  And  lie  went  out  into  the  porch ;  and  the  cock  crew. 

69  And  a  maid  saw  him  again,  and  began  to  say  to  them  that  stood 
by,  This  is  one  of  them. 

70  And  he  denied  it  again.  And  a  little  after,  they  that  stood 
by  said  again  to  Peter,  Surely  tliou  art  one  of  them :  for  thou  art 
a  Galilee  an,  and  thy  speech  agreeth  thereto. 

71  But  he  began  to  came  and  to  swear,  saying,  I  know  not  this 
man  of  whom  ye  speak. 

72  And  the  aeoond  time  the  cock  crew.  And  Peter  called  to  mind 
the  word  that  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Before  the  cock  crow  twice,  thou 
shalt  deny  me  thrice.  And  when  he  thought  thereon,  lie  wept. 


CHAPTER  XV. 


1  Jesus  brought  bound,  und  accused  before  Pilate,  15  Upon  the  clanww'  of  the 
common  people,  the  mardef'er  Barubbas  is  looted,  mid  Jesus  <le.Uvered  up  to  be  mud- 
tied.  17  He  is  crowned  with  thorns,  19  spit  on,  und  mocked :  21  fuinlctk  ht  hearing 
rtis  cross:  27  hangeth  between  two  thieves:  29  sujferelh  the  triumphing  reproach t-s 
of  the  Jews:  39  but  confessed  by  the  centurion  to  be  the  Son  of  God:  43  ond 
honourably  buried  by  Joseph. 


straightway  in  the  morning;  the  chief  priests  held  a  consul¬ 
tation  with  tlie  elders  and  scribes  and  the  whole  coumdl,  and 
bound  Jesus,  and  carried  him  away,  and  delivered  him  to  Pilate. 

2  And  Pilate  asked  him,  Art.  thou  the  King  of  the  Jews?  And 
he  answering  said  unto  him,  Thou  mytati  U. 

3  And  the  chief  priests  accused  him  of  many  things;  but  he 
answered  nothing. 

4  And  I’ilate  asked  him  again,  saying,  Answerest  thou  nothing? 
behold  how  many  things  they  witness  against  thee. 

5  But  Jesus  yet  answered  nothing;  so  that  Pilate  marvelled. 
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fi  Now  at  that  feast  he  released  unto  them  one  prisoner,  whomsoever 
they  desired. 

7  And  there  was  one  named  Barabbas,  which  lay  bound  with  them 
that  liad  -marie  insurrection  with  him,  who  had  committed  murder  in 
the  insurrection. 

8  And  the  multitude  crying  aloud  began  to  desire  him  to  do  as 
he  had  ever  done  unto  them. 

9  But  Pilate  answered  them,  saying,  Will  ye  that  I  release  unto 

you  the  King  of  the  Jews  ? 

10  For  he  knew  that  the  chief  priests  lmd  delivered  him  for  envy. 

11  But  the  chief  priests  moved  the  people,  that  he  should  rather 
release  Barabbas  unto  them. 

12  And  Pilate  answered  and  said  again  unto  them,  What  will  ye 
then  that  I  shall  do  unto  him  whom  yo  call  the  lfing  of  the  Jews  ? 

13  And  they  cried  out  again,  Crucify  him. 

14  Theu  Pilate  said  unto  them.  Why,  what  evil  hath  he  done? 

£  ^  < 

And  they  cried  out  the  more  exceedingly.  Crucify  him. 

1.5  11  And  so  Pilate,  willing  to  content  the  people,  released  Barab¬ 
bas  unto  thorn,  and  delivered  Jesus,  when  lie  had  scourged  him,  to 
be  crucified. 

1  (»  And  the  soldiers  led  him  away'  into  the  hall,  called  Pretorium ; 
and  they  call  together  the  whole  band. 

17  And  they  clothed  him  with  purple,  and  platted  a  crown  of 
thorns,  and  put  it  about  his  head, 

18  And  began  to  salute  him,  Rail,  King  of  the  Jews ! 

19  And  they  smote  him  on  the  head  with  a  reed,  and  did  spit  upon 
him,  and  bowing  tlieir  knees  worshipped  him. 

20  And  when  they  had  mocked  him,  they  took  off  the  purple  from 
him.  and  put  his  own  clothes  on  him,  and  led  him  out  to  crucify  him. 

21  And  they  compel  one  Simon  a  Cyreuian,  who  passed  by,  coming 
nut  of  the  country,  the  father  of  Alexander  and  Itufus,  to  bear  his  cross. 

22  And  they  bring  him  unto  the  place  Golgotha,  which  is,  being 
interpreted,  The  place  of  a  skull. 

23  And  they  gave  him  to  drink  wine  mingled  with  myrrh:  but 
he  received  it  not. 

24  And  when  they  had  crucified  him,  they  parted  his  garments, 
casting  lots  upon  them,  what  every  man  should  take. 

2/5  And  it  was  the  third  hour,  and  tliev  crucified  him. 

“  v 

2(5  And  the  superscription  of  his  accusation  was  written  over,  THE 

KING  OF  THE  JEWS. 

27  And  with  him  they  crucify  two  thieves;  the  one  oil  his  right 
hand,  and  the  oilier  on  his  left. 

28  And  the  Scripture  was  fulfilled,  which  saith,  And  he  was 
numbered  with  the  transgressors. 

29  And  they  that  passed  by  railed  on  him,  wagging  their  heads, 
ami  saving,  Ah,  thou  that  desiroyest  the  temple,  and  buildest  it  in 
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30  Save  thyself,  and  come  down  from  the  cross. 

3t  Likewise  also  the  chief  priests  mocking  said  among  themselves 
with  the  scribes.  He  saved  others;  himself  he  cannot  save. 

32  Let  Christ  the  TCine  of  Tsrael  descend  now  from  the  cross,  that 
we  may  see  and  believe.  And  they  that  wore  crucified  with  him 
reviled  him. 

33  And  when  the  sixth  hour  was  eome,  there  was  darkness  over 
the  whole  land  until  the  ninth  hour. 

34  And  at  the  ninth  hour  Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying, 
Eloi,  Eloi,  lama  sabaehthani  ?  which  is,  being  interpreted,  My  God, 
my  Qod,  why  hast  thou  forsaken  me? 

35  And  some  of  them  that  stood  by,  when  they  heard  it,  said, 
Behold,  he  calleth  Elias. 

36  And  one  ran  ami  filled  a  sponge  full  of  vinegar,  and  put  it  on 
a  reed,  and  gave  him  to  drink,  saying,  Let  alone;  let  ns  see  whether 
Elias  will  come  to  take  him  down. 

37  And  Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  and  gave  up  the  ghost. 

,‘13  And  the  vail  of  the  temple  was  rent  in  twain  rroru  the  top  to 
the  bottom. 

39  IT  And  when  the  centurion,  which  stood  over  against  him,  saw 
that  he  so  cried  out,  and  gave  up  the  ghost,  he  said,  Truly  this  man 
was  the.  Son ■  of  God. 

40  There  were  also  women  looking  on  afar  off :  among  whom  was 
Mary  Magdalene,  and  Mary  the  mother  of  James  the  less  and  of 
Joses,  aud  Salome; 

41  Who  also,  when  he  was  in  Galilee,  followed  him,  and  ministered 
unto  him;  and  many  other  women  which  came  up  with  him  unto 
Jerusalem. 

42  1[  And  now  when  the  even  was  come,  because  it  was  the 
preparation,  that  is,  the  day  before  the  sabbath, 

43  Joseph  of  Arimathaea,  an  honourable  counsellor,  which  also 
watted  for  the  kingdom  of  God,  came,  and  went  in  boldly  unto 
Pilate,  and  craved  the  body  of  Jesus. 

44  And  Pilate  marvelled  if  he  were  already  dead:  and  calling 
ijnto  him  the  centurion,  he  asked  him  whether  ho  had  been  any 
while  dead. 

45  And  when  he  knew  it  of  the  centurion,  he  gave  the  body  to 
Joseph. 

46  And  he  bought  fine  linen,  and  took  him  down,  and  wrapped 
him  in  the  linen,  and  laid  him  in  a  sepulchre  which  was  hewn  out 
of  a  rock,  and  rolled  a  stone  unto  the  door  of  the  sepulchre. 

47  And  Mary  Magdalene  ami  Mary  the  mother  of  Joses  beheld 
where  he  was  laid. 

CHA1TER  XVI. 

1  An  angel  declareth  the  resurrection  of  Christ  to  three  vmmen.  9  Christ  him- 
Klf  appeareth  to  Mary  Magdalene :  12  to  two  going  into  the  con ntry :  M  thm  to  the 
apostles,  15  zchom  he  sendeth  forth  to  preach  the  gospel :  19  amt  ateendefh  into 
heaven . 
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A  XI>  when  lhe  sabbath  was  pant,  Mary  Magdalene,  and  Mary 
Jl\-  t  he  mother  of  James,  and  Salome,  had  bought  sweet  spices, 
that  they  might  come  and  anoint  him. 

2  Ami  very  early  in  the  morning,  the  first  day  of  the  week,  they 
name  unto  the  sepulchre  at  the  rising  of  the  sun. 

.>  And  they  said  among  themselves,  Who  shall  roll  us  away  the 
stone  from  the  door  of  the  sepulchre? 

4  And  when  they  looked,  they  saw  that  the  stone  was  rolled 
away :  for  it  was  very  great. 

f>  Ami  entering  into  the  sepulchre,  they  saw  a  young  man  sitting 
on  the  right  side,  clothed  in  a  long  white  garment;  and  they  were 

affrighted. 

0  And  be  saith  unto  them,  He  not  affrighted:  ye  seek  Jesus  of 
Nazareth,  which  was  crucified:  he  is  risen;  he  is  not  here:  behold 
the  place  where  they  laid  him ! 

7  But  go  your  way,  tell  his  disciples  and  Peter  that  he  goeth 
before  you  into  Galilee :  there  shall  ye  see  him,  as  he  said  unto  you. 

5  And  they  went  out  quickly,  and  fled  from  the  sepulchre;  for 
they  trembled  and  were  amazed :  neither  said  they  any  thing  to  any 
man:  for  tliev  were  afraid. 

9  1i  Now  when  Jesus  was  risen  early  the  first  day  of  the  week, 
lie  appeared  first  to  Mary  Magdalene,  out  of  whom  he  had  cast  seven 
devils. 


id  And  she  went  and  told  them  that  had  been  with  him,  as  they 

mourned  and  wept. 

11  And  they,  when  they  had  heard  that  ho  was  alive,  and  had 
been  seen  of  her,  believed  not. 


lU  1[  After  that  he  appeared  in  another  form  unto  two  of  them, 
as  they  walked,  and  went  into  the  country, 

13  And  they  went  and  told  it  unto  the  residue:  neither  believed 
they  them. 

v 

14  If  Afterward  he  appeared  unto  the  eleven  as  they  sat  at  meat, 
and  upbraided  them  with  their  unbelief  and  hardness  of  heart,  be¬ 
cause  they  believed  not  them  which  had  seen  him  after  he  was  risen. 

ir>  And  lie  said  unto  them,  Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach 
the  gospel  to  every  creature. 

1(>  lie  that  belie  reth  and  is  baptized  shall  be  saved;  but  he  that 
believeth  not  shall  be  damned. 

17  Ainl  these  signs  shall  follow  them  that  believe;  In  my  name 
shall  they  cast  out  devils ;  they  shall  speak  with  new  tongues ; 

18  They  shall  take  up  serpents:  and  if  they  drink  any  deadly 
thing,  it  shall  not  hurt  them;  they  shall  lay  hands  on  the  sick,  and 


they  shall  recover. 

11)  Tf  So  then,  after  the  Lord  had  spoken  unto  them,  he  was 
received  up  into  heaven,  and  sat  on  the  right  hand  of  God. 

20  And  they  went  forth,  and  preached  every  where,  the  Lord  work¬ 
ing  with  them,  ami  confirming  the  word  with  signs  following.  Amen. 
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CHAPTER  i. 

1  The  preface  of  Luke  to  his  whole  gospel.  5  The  conception  of  John  the  Baptist* 
26  and  of  Christ .  39  The  prophecy  of  Elisabeth,  and  of  Mary ,  concerning  Christ 
67  The  nativity  and  circumcision  of  John .  <>7  The  prophecy  of  Zacharias  %  both  of 
Christ,  76  a  nd  of  John.

FORASMUCH  as  many  have  taken  in  hand,  to  set  forth  in  order 
a  declaration  of  those  things  .which  are  most  surely  believed 
among  us, 

2  Even  as  they  delivered  them  unto  us.  which  from  the  beginning 
were  eyewitnesses,  and  ministers  of  the  word ; 

3  Tt  seemed  good  to  me  also,  having  had  perfect  understanding 
of  all  things  from  the  very  first,  to  write  unto  thee  in  order,  most 
excellent  Theophilus, 

4  That  thou  mightest  know  the  certainty  of  those  things,  wherein 
thou  hast  been  instructed. 

5  11  rriHERE  was  in  the  days  of  Herod,  the  king  of  Judaea,  a 
1  certain  priest  named  Zacharias,  of  the  course  of  Abia: 
and  his  wife  was  of  the  daughters  of  Aaron,  and  her  name  was 

Elisabeth. 

6  Aud  they  were  both  righteous  before  God,  walking  in  all  the 
commaudnients  and  ordinances  of  the  Lord  blameless. 

7  And  they  had  no  child,  because  that  Elisabeth  was  &amoi ;  and 
they  both  were  now  well  stricken  in  years. 

8  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  while  he  executed  the  priest's  office 
before  God  in  the  order  of  his  course, 

9  According  to  the  custom  of  the  priest's  office,  bis  lot  was  to  burn 
incense  when  he  went-  into  the  temple  of  the  Lord. 

10  And  the  whole  multitude  of  the  people  were  praying  without 
at  the  time  of  incense. 

11  And  there  appeared  unto  him  an  angel  of  the  Lord  standing  on 
the  right  side  of  the  altar  of  incense. 

12  And  when  Zacharias  saw  him,  he  was  troubled,  and  fear  fell 
upon  him. 

13  But  the  angel  said  unto  him,  Fear  not,  Zacharias:  for  thy 
prayer  is  heard;  and  thy  wife  Elisabeth  shall  bear  thee  a  sou,  ntul 
thou  shalt  call  his  name  John. 
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1  I  Ami  llioit  slialt  have  joy  and  gladness;  and  many  shall  rejoice 

at  his  birth. 

lf>  For  he.  shall  bo  great  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord,  and  shall  drink 
neither  wine  nur  strong  drink:  and  he  shall  he  tilled  with  the  Holy 
Ghost,  even  from  his  mother’s  womb. 

10  And  many  of  the  children  of  Israel  shall  he  turn  to  the  Lord 
their  God. 

17  And  he  shall  go  before  him  in  the  spirit  and  power  of  Elias,  to 
turn  the  hearts  of  the  fathers  to  the  children,  and  the  disobedient 
to  the  wisdom  of  the  just ;  to  make  ready  a  people  prepared  for  the 
Lord. 

IS  And  Zacharias  said  unto  the  angel,  Whereby  shall  I  know 
this  ?  for  I  am  an  old  man,  and  my  wife  well  stricken  in  years. 

10  And  the  angel  answering  said  unto  him,  J  am  Gabriel,  that 
stand  in  the  presence  of  God ;  and  am  sent  to  speak  unto  thee,  and 
to  shew  thee  these  glad  tidings. 

20  And,  behold,  thou  shalt  be  dumb,  and  not  able  to  speak,  until 
the  day  that  these  things  shall  be  performed,  because  thou  believest 
not  hiv  words,  which  shall  be  fulfilled  in  tlieir  season. 

4.*  f 

21  And  the  people  waited  for  Zacharias,  and  marcelled  that  he 
tarried  so  long  in  the  temple. 

22  And  when  he  came  out,  he  could  not  speak  unto  them :  and 
they  perceived  that  he  had  seen  a  vision  in  the  temple ;  for  he 
beckoned  unto  them,  and  remained  speechless. 

28  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  soon  as  the  days  of  his  ministra¬ 
tion  were  accomplished,  he  departed  to  his  own  house. 

2+  And  after  those  day3  his  wife  Elisabeth  conceived,  and  hid 
herself  five  months,  saying, 

2">  Thus  hath  the  Lord  dealt  with  me  in  the  days  wherein  he 
looked  on  me,  to  take  away  my  reproach  among  men. 

2<>  And  in  the  sixth  month  the  angel  Gabriel  was  sent  from  God 
unto  a  city  of  Galilee,  named  Nazareth, 

27  To  a  virgin  espoused  to  a  man  whose  name  was  Joseph,  of  the 
house  of  I>avid ;  and  the  virgin’s  name  was  Mary. 

28  And  the  angel  came  iu  unto  her,  and  said,  Hail,  thou  that  art 
highly  favoured,  the  Lord  is  with  thee:  blessed  art  thou  among 
women. 

20  And  when  she  saw  him,  she  was  troubled  at  his  saying,  and 
east  in  her  mind  what  manner  of  salutation  this  should  be. 

.SO  And  the  angel  said  unto  her,  Fear  not,  Mary:  for  thou  hast 
found  favour  with  God. 

51  And,  behold,  thon  shalt  conceive  in  thy  womb,  and  bring  forth 
a  son,  and  shalt  eall  his  name  JESUS. 

fc 

52  He  shall  be  great,  and  shall  be  called  the  Son  of  the  Highest; 
and  the  Lord  God  shall  give  uuto  him  the  throne  of  his  father  David: 

88  And  he  shall  reign  over  the  house  of  Jacob  for  ever;  and  of 
his  kingdom  there  shall  be  no  end. 
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34  Then  said  Mary  unto  the  angel,  How  shall  this  be.  seeing  I 
know  not  a  man  ? 

35  And  the  angel  answered  and  said  unto  her.  The  Holy  Ghost 
shall  come  upon  thee,  and  the  power  of  the  Highest  shall  overshadow 
thee:  therefore  also  that  holy  thing  which  shall  he  born  of  thee  shall 
be  called  the  Son  of  God. 

36  And,  behold,  thy  cousin  Elisabeth,  she  hath  also  conceived  a  son 
in  lier  old  age;  and  this  is  the  sixth  month  with  her,  who  was  aiUed 

barren. 

37  For  with  God  nothing  shall  be  impossible. 

38  And  Mary  said,  Behold,  the  handmaid  of  the  Lord ;  be  it  unto 
me  according  to  thy  word.  And  the  angel  departed  from  her. 

39  And  Mary  arose  in  those  days,  and  went  into  the  kill  country 
with  haste,  into  a  city  of  Juda ; 

40  And  entered  into  the  house  of  Zacharias,  and  saluted  Elisabeth. 

41  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  when  Elisabeth  heal'd  the  salutation 
of  Mary,  the  babe  leaped  in  her  womb;  and  Elisabeth  was  filled  with 
the  Holy  Ghost : 

42  And  she  spake  out  with  a  loud  voice,  and  said,  Blessed  art  thou 
among  women,  and  blessed  is  the  fruit  of  thy  womb. 

43  And  whence  is  this  to  me,  that  the  mother  of  iny  Lord  should 
come  to  me  ? 

44  For,  lo,  as  soon  as  the  voice  of  thy  salutation  sounded  in  mine 
ears,  the  babe  leaped  in  my  womb  for  joy. 

45  And  blessed  is  she  that  believed :  for  there  shall  be  a  perform¬ 
ance  of  those  tilings  which  were  told  her  from  the  Lord. 

46  And  Mary  said,  My  soul  doth  magnify  the  Lord, 

47  And  my  spirit  hath  rejoiced  in  Clod  my  Saviour. 

48  For  he  hath  regarded  the  low  estate  of  his  handmaiden :  for, 
behold,  from  hem', (forth  all  generations  shall  call  me  blessed. 

49  For  he  that  is  mighty  hath  done  to  me  great  things;  and  holy  is 
his  name. 

50  And  his  mercy  is  on  them  that  fear  him  from  generation  to 
generation. 

51  He  hath  shewed  strength  with  his  arm ;  he  hath  scattered  the 
proud  in  the  imagination  of  their  hearts. 

52  He  hath  put  down  the  mighty  from  their  seats,  mid  exalted 
them  of  low  degree. 

53  He  hath  tilled  the  hungry  with  good  things;  and  die  rich  he 
hath  sent  empty  away. 

54  He  hath  liol pen  his  servant  Israel,  in  remembrance  of  his  mercy ; 

55  As  he  spake  to  our  fathers,  to  Abmham,  and  to  his  seed  for 
ever . 

56  And  Mary  abode  with  her  about  three  mouths,  and  returned  to 
her  own  house. 

57  Fow  EUmbeth**  full  time  came  that  she  should  be  delivered: 

* 

and  she  brought  forth  a  sou. 
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58  And  her  neighbours  and  her  cousins  heard  how  the  Lord  had 
shewed  great  mercy  upon  her ;  and  they  rejoiced  with  her. 

59  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  on  the  eighth  day  they  came  to  cir¬ 
cumcise  the  child ;  and  they  called  him  Zacharias,  after  the  name  of 
his  father. 

(W)  And  his  mother  answered  and  said,  Wot  so;  hut  he  shall  be 
called  John. 

(11  And  they  said  unto  her,  There  is  none  of  thy  kindred  that  is 
called  by  this  name. 

(>2  And  they  made  signs  to  his  father,  how  he  would  have  him 
called. 

(53  And  he  asked  for  a  writing  table,  and  wrote,  saying,  His  name 
is  John.  A  ud  thev  marvelled  all. 

m* 

64-  And  his  mouth  was  opened  immediately,  and  his  tongue  loosed, 
and  he  spake,  and  praised  God. 

(55  And  fear  came  on  all  that,  dwelt  round  about  them:  and  all  these 
sayings  wore  noised  abroad  throughout  all  the  hill  country  of  Judaea. 

06  And  all  they  that  heard  them  laid  them  up  in  their  hearts, 
saying,  What  manner  of  child -shall  this  be!  Aud  the  hand  of  the 
Lord  was  with  him. 

07  And  his  father  Zacharias  was  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and 
prophesied,  saying, 

08  Blessed  be  the  Lord  God  of  Israel;  for  he  hath  visited  and 
redeemed  his  people, 

09  And  hath  raised  up  a  horn  of  salvation  for  us  in  the  house  of 
his  servant  David; 

70  As  he  spake  by  the  mouth  of  his  holy  ‘prophets,  which  have 
been  since  the  rcorld  began : 

71  That  we  should  be  saved  from  our  enemies,  mid  from  the  hand 
of  all  that  hate  us ; 

72  To  perform  the  mercy  promised  to  our  fathers,  and  to  remember 
his  holy  covenant ; 

73  The  oath  which  he  sware  to  our  father  Abraham, 

74  That  he  would  grant  unto  us,  that  we,  being  delivered  out  of 
the  hand  of  our  enemies,  might  serve  him  without  fear, 

75  In  holiness  aud  righteousness  before  him,  all  the  days  of  our 
life. 

70  Aud  thou,  child,  shalt  be  called  the  prophet  of  the  Highest:  for 
thou  shalt  go  before  the  face  of  the  Lord  to  prepare  his  ways ; 

77  To  give  knowledge  of  salvation  unto  his  people  by  the  remis¬ 
sion  of  their  sins, 

78  Through  the  tender  mercy  of  our  God  ;  whereby  the  dayspring 
from  on  high  hath  visited  us, 

79  To  give  light  to  them  that,  sit  in  darkuess  and  in  the  shadow  of 
death,  to  guide  our  feet  into  the  way  of  peace. 

(SO  And  the  child  grew,  and  waxed  strong  in  spirit,  and  was  in  the 
deserts  till  the  day  of  his  shewing  unto  Israel. 
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CHAPTER  II. 

i  Augustus  taxeth  all  the  Roman  empire .  6  The  nativity  of  Christ.  8  One  angel 
relate  th  it  to  the  shepherds ;  18  many  sing  praises  to  God  for  it*  21  Christ  is  oirrtan- 
cised.  22  Mary  purified.  2H  Simeon  aiui  Anna  prophesy  of  Christ :  40  9r.hu  in- 
creaseth  in  wisdom,  48  questioned*  in  the  temple  with  the  doctors,  51  and  is  obedient 
to  his  parents. 

AND  it  came  to  pass  in  those  days,  that  there  went,  out  a  decree 

from  Caesar  Augustus,  that  all  the  world  should  he  taxed. 

2  (And  this  taxing  was  firat  made  when  Cyrenius  was  governor 
of  Syria.) 

3  And  all  went  to  be  taxed,  every  one  into  liis  own  city. 

4  Ami  Joseph  also  went  up  from  Galilee ,  out  of  the  city  of  Nazareth, 
into  Judap.a,  unto  the  eity  of  David,  which  is  called  Bethlehem,  (be¬ 
cause  he  was  of  the  house  and  lineage  of  David,) 

5  To  be  taxed  with  Mary  liis  espoused  wife,  being  great  with  child, 
6  And  so  it  was,  that,  while  they  were  there,  the  days  were  accom¬ 
plished  that  she  should  be  delivered. 

7  And  she  brought  forth  her  fiistborn  son,  and  wrapped  him  in 
swaddling  clothes,  and  laid  him  in  a  manger;  because  there  was  no 
room  for  them  in  the  Inn. 

8  And  there  were  in  the  same  country  shepherds  abiding  in  the 
field,  keeping  watch  over  their  flock  by  night. 

9  And,  lo,  the  angel  of  the  Lord  came  upon  them,  and  the  glory  of 
the  Lord  shone  round  about  them ;  and  they  were  sore  afraid. 

10  And  the  angel  said  unto  them,  Fear  not :  for,  behold,  I  bring 
you  good  tidings  of  great  joy,  which  shall  he  to  all  people. 

11  For  unto  you  is  born  this  day  in  the  city  of  David  a  Saviour, 
Which  is  Christ  the  Lord. 

12  And  this  shall  be  a  sign  unto  you;  Yc  shall  find  the  babe 
wrapped  in  swaddling  clothes,  lying  in  a  manger. 

13  And  suddenly  there  was  with  the  angel  a  multitude  of  the 

heavenly  host  praising  God,  and  saying, 

14  Glory  to  God  In  the  highest,  and  on  earth  peace,  good  will 
toward  men. 

15  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  the  angels  were  gone  away  from  them 
into  heaven,  the  shepherds  said  one  to  another,  Let  us  now  go  even 
unto  Bethlehem,  and  see  this  thing  which  is  come  to  pass,  which  the 
Lord  hath  made  known  unto  us. 

16  And  they  came  with  haste,  and  found  Mary  and  Joseph,  and 
the  babe  lying  in  a  manger. 

17  And  when  they  had  seen  it,  they  made  known  abroad  the  say¬ 
ing  which  was  told  them  concerning  this  child. 

18  And  all  they  that  heard  it  wondered  at  those  things  which 
were  told  them  by  the  shepherds. 

19  But  Mary  kept  all  these  things,  and  pondered  them  in  her  heart. 
20  And  the  shepherds  returned,  glorifying  and  praising  God  for  all 
the  things  that  they  had  heard  and  seen,  as  it  was  told  unto  them. 
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21  And  when  eight  days  were  accomplished  for  the  circumcising 
of  the  child,  his  name  was  called  Jesus,  which  was  so  named  of 
tlie  angel  before  he  was  conceived  in  the  womb. 

22  And  when  the  days  of  her  purification  according  to  the  law  of 
Moses  were  accomplished,  they  brought  him.  to  Jerusalem ,  to  present 

him  to  the  Lord ; 

22  As  it  is  written  in  the  law  of  the  Lord,  Every  male  that  openeth 
the  womb  shall  be  called  holy  to  the  Lord; 

24  And  to  offer  a  sacrifice  according  to  that  which  is  said  in  the 
law  of  the  Lord,  A  pair  of  turtledoves,  or  two  young  pigeons. 

25  And,  behold,  there  was  a  man  in  Jerusalem,  whose  name  was 
Simeon;  and  the  same  man  was  jnBt  and  devout,  waiting  for  the  con¬ 
solation  of  Israel:  and  the  Holy  Ghost  was  upon  him, 

2<>  And  it  was  revealed  unto  him  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  that  he 
should  not  see  death,  before  he  had  seen  the  Lord’s  Christ. 

27  And  lie  came  by  the  Spirit  into  the  temple:  and  when  the 
parents  brought  in  the  child  .Jesus,  to  do  for  him  after  the  custom 
of  the  law, 

28  Then  took  he  him  up  in  his  arms,  and  blessed  God,  and  said, 

29  Lord,  now  lottest  thou  thy  servant  depart  in  peace,  according 
to  thy  word : 

V 

20  For  mine  c}res  have  seen  thy  salvation, 

21  Which  thou  hast  prepared  before  the  face  of  all  people ; 

32  A  light  to  lighten  the  Gentiles,  and  the  glory  of  thy  people 
Israel. 

23  And  Joseph  and  his  mother  marvelled  at  those  things  which 
were  spoken  of  him. 

3’  1  And  Simoon  blessed  them,  and  said  unto  Mary  his  mother, 
l>oh old,  this  child  is  set  for  the  fall  and  rising  again  of  many  in 
I  srael ;  and  for  a  sign  which  shall  be  spoken  against ; 

35  (Yea,  a  sword  shall  pierce  through  thy  own  soul  also;)  that 
the  thoughts  of  many  hearts  may  be  revealed. 

36  And  there  was  one  Anna,  a  prophetess,  the  daughter  of  Fhanuel, 
i>f  the  tribe  of  Aser:  (she  was  of  a  great  age,  and  had  lived  with  a 
husband  seven  years  from  her  virginity; 

37  And  she  was  a  widow  of  about  fourscore,  and  four  years,)  which 
departed  not  from  the  temple,  but  served  God  with  fastings  and 
prayers  night  and  day. 

38  And  she  coining  in  that  instant  gave  thanks  likewise  nnto  the 
Lord,  and  spake  of  him  to  all  them  that  looked  for  redemption  in 
Jerusalem. 

39  And  when  they  had  performed  all  things  according  to  the  law 
of  the  Lord,  they  returned  into  Galilee,  to  their  own  city  Nazareth. 

49  And  the  child  grew,  and  waxed  strong  in  spirit,  filled  with 
n  isdom;  and  the  grace  of  God  was  upon  him. 

41  Now  bis  parents  went  to  Jerusalem  every  year  at  the  feast  of 

the  passover. 
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42  And  when  lie  was  twelve  years  old,  they  went  np  to  Jerusalem 
after  the  custom  of  the  feast.. 

43  And  when  they  had  fulfilled  the  days,  as  they  returned,  the 
child  Jesus  tarried  behind  in  Jerusalem;  and  Joseph  and  his  mother 
knew  not  of  it. 

44  But  they,  supposing  him  to  have  been  in  the  company,  went 
a  day's  journey;  and  they  sought  him  among  their  kinsfolk  and 
acquaintance. 

45  And  when  they  found  him  not,  they  turned  back  again  to 
Jerusalem,  seeking  him. 

46  And  it,  came  to  pass,  that  after  three  days  they  found  him  in 
the  temple,  sitting  in  the  midst  of  the  doctors,  both  hearing  them,  and 
asking  them  questions. 

47  And  all  that  heard  him  were  astonished  at  his  understanding 
and  answers. 

48  And  when  they  saw  him,  they  were  amazed :  and  his  mother 
said  unto  him,  Son,  why  hast  thou  thus  dealt  with  us  ?  behold,  thy 
father  and  1  have  sought,  rheo  sorrowing. 

49  And  lie  said  unto  them.  How  is  it  that  ye  sought  me?  wist  ye 
not  that  1  must  be  about,  my  Father's  business  ? 

50  And  they  understood  not  the.  saying  which  he  spake  unto 
them. 

51  And  he  went  down  with  them,  and  came  to  Nazareth,  and  was 
subject  unto  them:  but  his  mother  kept  all  these  sayings  in  her 
heart. 

52  And  Jesus  increased  in  wisdom  and  stature,  and  in  favour  with 
God  and  man. 


CHAPTER  III. 

1  'The  preaching  anti  baptism  of  John:  lfi  hi*  te&tunony  of  Christ.  20  llerot I 
imprisoneth  John .  21  Christ  baptized ,  reeeiveth  testimony  from  heaven.  23  The 
age,  and  genealogy  of  Christ  from  Joseph  upward*. 

■^TOW  in  the  fifteenth  year  of  the  reign  of  Tiberius  Caesar,  Pontius 
_LM  Pilate  being  governor  of  Judaea,  and  Herod  being  tetrarch  of 
Galilee,  and  his  brother  Philip  tetrarch  of  Ituraea  and  of  the  region 
of  Trachonitds,  and  Lysanias  the  tetrarch  of  Abilene, 

2  Annas  and  Caiaphas  lining  the  high  priests,  the  word  of  Cod 
came  uuto  John  the  son  of  Zacharias  in  the  wilderness. 

3  And  lie  came  into  all  the  country  about  Jordan,  preaching  the 

baptism  of  repentance  for  the  remission  of  sins; 

4  As  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  the  words  of  Bsalas  the  prophet, 
saying,  The  voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness,  Prepare  ye  the 
way  of  the  Lord ,  make  his  paths  straight. 

5  Every  valley  shall  he  filled,  and  every  mountain  and  hill  shall 
be  brought  low;  and  the  crooked  shall  be  made  straight,  and  the 
rouqh  wavs  shall  be  made  smooth ; 

6  And  all  flesh  shall  see  the  salvation  of  God. 
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7  Then  said  lie  to  the  multitude  that  came  forth  to  be  baptized 
of  him,  O  generation  of  vipers,  who  hath  warned  you  to  11  ee  from  the 
wrath  to  come  ? 

8  Bring  forth  therefore  fruits  worthy  of  repentance,  and  begin  not 
to  say  within  yourselves,  W  e  have  Abraham  to  our  father:  for  1  say  unto 
you,  That  God  is  able  of  these  stones  to  raise  up  children  unto  Abraham. 

D  And  now  also  the  axe  is  laid  unto  the  root  of  the  trees:  every 
tree  therefore  which  bringeth  not  forth  good  fruit  is  hewn  down,  and 
cast  into  the,  Jhe. 

10  And  the  people  asked  him,  saying,  What  shall  we  do  then? 

11  He  answereth  and  saith  unto  them,  He  that  hath  two  coats, 
let  him  impart  to  him  that  hath  none:  and  he  that  hath  meat,  let 
him  do  likewise. 


12  Then  came  also  publicans  to  be  baptized,  and  said  unto  him, 
Master,  what  shall  we  do? 

18  And  he  said  unto  them,  Exact  no  more  than  that  which  is 
appointed  you. 

14  And  the  soldiers  likewise  demanded  of  him,  saying,  And  what 
shall  we  do?  And  ho  said  unto  them.  Do  violence  to  no  man, 
neither  accuse  any  falsely;  and  bo  content  with  your  wages. 

15  And  as  the  people  were  in  expectation,  and  all  men  mused  in 
their  hearts  of  John,  whether  be  were  the  Christ,  or  not; 

10  John  answered,  saying  unto  them  all,  I  indeed  baptize  you 
with  water;  but  one  mightier  than  I  cometh,  the  latchet  of  whose 
shoes  I  am  not  worthy  to  unloose:  he  shall  baptize  you  with  the 
Holy  Ghost  and  with  fire: 

17  Whose  fan  is  in  his  hand,  and  he  will  thoroughly  purge  his 
floov,  and  will  gather  the  wheat  into  his  garner:  but  the  chaff  he 
will  burn  with  tire  unquenchable. 

18  And  many  other  things  in  his  exhortation  preached  he  unto 
the  people. 

ID  But.  Herod  the  tetrarch,  being  reproved  by  him  for  Herodias 
his  brother  Philip's  wife,  and  for  all  the  evils  which  Herod  had  done, 

20  Added  yet  this  above  all,  that  he  shut  up  John  in  prison. 

21  Now  when  all  the  people  were  baptized,  it  came  to  pass,  that 
Jesus  also  being  baptized,  and  praying,  the  heaven  was  opened. 

22  And  the  Holy  Ghost  descended  in  a  bodily  shape  like  a  dove 
upon  him,  and  a  voice  came  from  heaven,  which  said,  Thou  art  my 
beloved  Son;  in  thee  1  am  well  pleased. 

23  And  Jesus  himself  began  to  be  about  thirty  years  of  age,  being 


(as  was  xupfHwd)  the  son  of  Joseph,  which  was  the  son  of  lleli, 

24  Which  was  the  son  of  Matthiat,  which  was  the  son  of  Levi, 
which  was  the  son  of  Mclchi,  whieli  was  the  son  of  Janna,  which 
was  the  son  of  Joseph, 

25  Which  was  the  son  of  Mattathins,  which  was  the  son  of  Amos, 
which  was  the  son  of  Naum,  which  was  the  son  of  Esli,  which  was 
the  son  of  Nagge, 
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26  Which  was  the  son  of  Maath,  which  was  the  son  of  Mattathias, 
which  was  the  son  of  Semei,  which  was  the  son  of  Joseph,  which 
was  the  son  of  Juda, 

27  Which  was  the  son  of  Joanna,  which  was  the.  son  of  lthesa, 
which  was  the  son  of  Zorobabcl,  which  was  the  son  of  SalathicJ, 
which  was  the  son  of  Neri, 

28  Which  was  the  son  of  Melchi,  which  was  the  son  of  Addi, 
which  was  the  son  of  Cosam,  which  was  the  son  of  Elmorlam,  which 
was  the  son  of  Er, 

29  Which  was  the  son  of  Jose,  wliich  was  the  son  of  Eliezer, 
which  was  the  son  of  Jorim,  which  was  the  son  of  Mat  that,  which 
was  the  son  of  Levi, 

30  Wliich  was  the  son  of  Simeon,  which  was  the  son  of  Juda, 
which  was  the  son  of  Joseph,  which  was  the  son  of  Jon  an,  which 
was  the  son  of  Eliakim, 

31  Which  was  the  son  of  Melea,  which  was  the  son  of  Menan, 
which  was  the  son  of  Mattatha,  which  was  the  son  of  Nathan,  which 
was  the  son  of  David, 

32  Which  was  the  son  of  Jesse,  which  was  the  son  of  Obed,  which 
was  the  son  of  Booz,  which  was  the  son  of  Salmon,  which  was  the 
son  of  Naassou, 

33  “Which  was  the  son  of  Arainadab,  which  was  the  son  of  Aram, 
which  was  the  son  of  Esrom,  which  was  the  son  of  1* haves,  which 
was  the  son  of  Juda, 

34  Which  was  the  son  of  Jacob,  which  was  the  son  of  Isaac, 
which  was  the  son  of  Abraham,  which  was  the  son  of  Ttiara,  which 
was  the  son  of  Nachov, 

35  Which  was  the  son  of  Sarnch,  which  was  the  son  of  Kagan, 
which  was  the  son  of  Phalec,  which  was  the  son  of  Heber,  which 
was  the  soil  of  Sal  a, 

36  Which  was  the  son  of  Cainan,  which  was  the  son  of  Arphaxad, 
which  was  the  son  of  Sem,  which  was  the  son  of  Noe,  which  was 
the  son  of  Lantech, 

37  Which  was  the  son  of  Mathusala,  which  was  the  son  of  Enoch, 
which  was  the  son  of  Jared,  which  was  the  son  of  Maleleel,  which 
was  the  son  of  Cainan, 

38  Which  was  the  son  of  Enos,  which  was  the  son  of  Setli,  which 
was  the  son  of  Adam,  which  was  the  sou  of  God. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  The  temptation  and  fatting  of  Christ.  13  He  ovcrcomcth  the  devil :  14  heginn/'th 
to  preach.  IS  The  people  of  N'dzareth  admire  hie  gracious  words.  33  lie  enreth 
one  possessed  of  a  devils  38  J^eter’s  mother  in  law ,  40  and  divers  other  sick  person*. 
41  The  devils  acknowledge  Christ,  and  are  reproved  for  it,  43  lie  preache. t.h  through 
the  cities . 

AND  Jesus  being  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  returned  from  Jordan, 
and  was  led  by  the  Spirit  into  the  wilderness 
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2  living  forty  days  tempted  of  the  devil.  And  in  those  days  he  did 
rat  nothing:  and  when  they  were  ended,  he  afterward  hungered. 

:>  Aud  the  devil  said  unto  him,  If  thou  be  the  Son  of  God,  com¬ 
mand  this  stone  that  it  be  made  bread. 

4  And  Jesus  answered  him,  saying,  It  is  written,  That  man  shall 
not  live  by  bread  alone,  but  by  every  word  of  God. 

5  And  the  devil,  taking  him  up  into  a  high  mountain,  shewed  unto 
Id m  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  world  in  a  moment  of  time. 

G  And  l he  devil  said  unto  him,  All  this  power  will  I  give  thee, 
and  the  glory  of  them :  for  that  is  delivered  unto  me ;  and  to  whom¬ 
soever  I  will,  I  give  it. 

7  If  thou  therefore  wilt  worship  me,  all  shall  be  thine. 

8  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him.  Get  thee  behind  zne, 
Satan :  for  it  is  written,  Thou  shalt  worship  the  Lord  thy  God,  and. 
him  only  shalt  thou  serve. 

9  And  he  brought  him  to  Jerusalem,  and  set  him  on  a  pinnacle  of 
the  temple,  and  said  unto  him,  Tf  thou  be  the  Son  of  God,  cast 
thyself  down  from  hence: 

10  For  it  is  written.  He  shall  give  his  angels  charge  over  thee,  to 

keep  thee : 

11  Ami  in  their  hands  they  shall  beaT  thee  up,  lest  at  any  time 
thou  dash  thy  foot  against-  a-  stone. 

1 2  And  .J  esns  answering  said  unto  him,  It  is  said,  Thou  shalt  not 
tempt  the  Lord  thy  God. 

18  And  when  the  devil  had  ended  all  the  temptation,  he  departed 
from  him  for  a  season. 

14  If  And  Jesus  returned  in  the  power  of  the  Spirit  into  Galilee: 
ami  there  went  out  a  fame  of  him  through  all  the  region  round 

about, 

15  And  he  taught  in  their  synagogues,  being  glorified  of  all. 

1G  If  And  lie  came  to  Nazareth,  where  he  had  been  brought  up: 
and,  as  his  custom  was,  he  went  into  the  synagogue  on  the  sabbath 
day,  and  stood  up  for  to  read. 

17  And  there  was  delivered  unto  him  the  book  of  the  prophet 
Esaias.  And  when  he  had  opened  the  book,  he  found  the  place 
where  it  was  written, 

18  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is  upon  me,  because  he  hath  anointed 
me  to  preach  the  gospel  to  the  poor;  he  hath  sent  me  to  heal  the 
brokenhearted,  to  preach  deliverance  to  the  captives,  and  recovering 
of  eight  to  the  blind,  to  set  at  liberty  them  that  are  bruised, 

1 1>  To  preach  the  acceptable  year  of  the  Lord. 

L'O  And  lie  dosed  the  book,  and  he  gave  it  again  to  the  minister, 
and  sat  down.  And  the  eyes  of  all  them  that  were  in  the  synagogue 
were  fastened  on  him. 

21  And  lie  began  to  say  unto  them,  ThiB  day  is  this  Scripture 

fulfilled  in  vonr  cars.

22  And  all  hare  him  witness,  and  wondered  at  the  gracious  words

which  proceeded  out  of  his  mouth.  And  they  said,  Is  not  tills 
Joseph’s  son  ? 

23  And  he  said  unto  them,  Ye  will  surely  say  uuto  me  this 
proverb.  Physician,  heal  thyself :  whatsoever  we  have  heard  done 
in  Capernaum,  do  also  here  in  thy  country. 

24  And  he  said,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  No  prophet  is  accepted  in 
his  own  country. 

25  But  1  tell  you  of  a  truth,  many  widows  wove  in  Israel  in  the 
days  of  Elias,  when  the  heaven  was  shut  up  three  years  and  six 
mouths,  when  great  famine  was  throughout  all  the  land  ; 

26  But  unto  none  of  them  was  Elias  sent,  save  unto  Saropta,  a 
city  of  Sidon,  unto  a  woman  that  was  a  widow. 

27  And  many  lepers  were  in  Israel  iu  the  time  of  Eli  sens  the 
prophet ;  and  none  of  them  was  cleansed,  saving  Naaman  the 

Syrian. 

28  And  all  they  in  the  synagogue,  when  they  heard  these  things, 
were  filled  with  wrath, 

29  And  rose  up,  and  thrust  him  out  of  the  city,  and  led  him  unto 
the  brow  of  the  hill  whereon  their  city  was  built,  that  they  might 
east  him  down  headlong. 

30  But  he,  passing  through  the  midst  of  them,  went  his  way, 

31  And  came  down  to  Capernaum,  a  city  of  Galilee,  and  taught 
them  on  the  sabbath  days. 

32  And  they  were  astonished  at  his  doctrine :  for  his  word  was 
with  power. 

33  If  And  in  the  synagogue  there  was  a  man,  which  had  a  spirit 
of  an  unclean  devil,  and  cried  out  with  a  loud  voice, 

34  Saying,  Let  us  alone  ;  wliat  have  we  to  do  with  thee,  thou  Jesus 
of  Nazareth  ?  art  thou  come  to  destroy  us  ?  1  know  thee  who  thou 
art ;  the  Holy  One  of  God. 

35  And  .Jesus  rebuked  him,  saying.  Hold  thy  peace,  and  come  out 
of  him.  And  when  the  devil  had  thrown  him  in  the  midst,  he  came 
out  of  him,  and  hurt  him  not. 

36  And  they  were  all  amazed,  and  spake  among  themselves,  saying, 
What  a  word  is  !  for  with  authority  and  power  he  commandeth  the 
unclean  spirits,  and  they  come  out. 

37  And  the  fame  of  him  went  out  into  every  place  of  the  country 
round  about. 

38  %  And  he  arose  out  of  the  synagogue,  and  entered  into  Simon’s 
house.  And  Simon’s  wife’s  mother  was  taken  with  a  great  fever; 
and  they  besought  him  for  her. 

39  And  he  stood  over  her,  and  rebuked  the  fever;  and  it  left  her : 
and  immediately  she  arose  and  ministered  unto  them. 

40  If  Mow  when  the  sun  was  setting,  all  they  that  had  any  sick 
with  divers  diseases  brought  them  unto  him ;  and  he  laid  his  hands 
on  every  one  of  them,  and  healed  them. 

41  And  devils  also  came  out  of  many,  crying  out,  and  saying,  Thou 
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url  Christ  the  Son  of  God.  Ami  he  rebuking  them  suffered  them  not 
to  speak  :  for  they  knew  that  he  was  Christ. 

42  And  when  it  was  day,  lie  departed  and  went  into  a  desert  place : 
and  the  people  sought  him.  and  came  unto  him,  and  stayed  him,  that 
he  should  not  dejKirt  from  them. 

•I 8  And  he  said  unto  them,  I  must  preach  the  kingdom  of  God  to 
other  cities  also :  for  therefore  am  1  sent. 

44  And  he  preached  in  the  synagogues  of  Galilee. 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  Christ  teacheth  the  people  out  of  Peter’s  ship :  4  in  a  miraculous  taking  of  fishes, 
sheweth  how  he  will  make  him  and  Jii8  partner*  fishers  of  men :  12  cleameth  the 
leper :  10  praycth  in  the  vjild'irness :  18  healeth  one  sick  of  the  palsy  :  27  catteth  Sfat- 
Ihe.m  the  public  a  a :  2U  enteth  with  xinntrs,  as  being  the  physician  of  souls  :  34  fore- 
trlMh  Ik*  tattings  ami  afflictions  of  the  apostles  after  his  ascension  :  ami  tike  noth 
fainthearted  and  weak  disciples  to  oh)  bottles  and  worn  garment*. 

AMI)  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  the  people  pressed  upon  him  to  hear 
.  the  word  of  God,  he  stood  by  the  lake  of  Gennesaret, 

2  And  saw  two  ships  standing  by  the  lake :  but  the  fishermen 
were  gone  out  of  them,  and  wore  washing  their  nets. 

3  And  he  entered  into  one  of  the  ships,  which  was  Simon’s,  and 
prayed  him  that  lie  would  thrust  out  a  little  from  the  land.  And  he 
sat  down,  and  taught  the  people  out  of  the  ship. 

4  Mow  when  lie  had  left  speaking,  he  said  unto  Simon,  Launch  out 
into  the  deep,  and  let  down  your  nets  for  a  draught. 

o  And  Simon  answering  said  unto  him,  Master,  wo  have  toiled  ail 
the  night,  and  have  taken  nothing:  nevertheless  at  thy  word  T  will  let 
down  the  net. 

0  And  when  they  had  this  done,  they  inclosed  a  great  multitude 
of  lishos:  and  their  net  brake. 

7  And  they  beckoned  unto  their  partners,  which  were  in  the  other 
ship,  that  they  should  come  and  help  them.  And  they  came,  and 
tilled  both  the  ships,  so  that  they  began  to  sink. 

8  When  Simon  Peter  saw  it,  he  fell  down  at  Jesus1  knees,  saying, 
Depart  from  me ;  for  X  am  a  sinful  man,  O  Lord. 

•J  For  he  was  astonished,  .and  all  that  wore  with  him,  at  the 
draught  of  the  fishes  which  they  hail  takeu : 

10  And  so  was  also  James,  and  John,  the  sous  of  Zebedee,  which 
were  partners  with  Simon.  And  Jesus  said  unto  Simon,  Fear  not; 
from  henceforth  thou  shalt  catch  men. 

tl  And  when  they  had  brought  their  sliip3  to  land,  they  forsook 
all.  and  followed  him. 

12  If  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he  was  in  a  certain  city,  Viehold  a 
man  full  of  leprosy ;  who  seeing  Jesus  fell  on  his  face,  and  besought 
him,  saying,  Lord,  if  thou  wilt,  thou  canst  make  me  clean. 

18  And  he  put  forth  his  hand,  and  touched  him,  saying,  I  will :  be 
thou  clean.  And  immediately  the  leprosy  departed  from  him. 
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14  And  lie  charged  him  to  tell  no  man :  but  go,  and  shew  thyself 
to  the  priest,  and  oiler  for.  thy  oleansing,  according  as  Moses  com¬ 
manded,  for  a  testimony  unto  them. 

1 5  But  so  much  the  more  went  there  a  fame  abroad  of  him :  and 
great  multitudes  came  together  to  hear,  and  to  be  healed  by  him  of 
their  infirmities. 

16  U  And  he  withdrew  himself  into  the  wilderness,  aiui  prayed. 

17  And  it  came  to  pass  on  a  certain  day,  as  he  was  teaching,  that 
there  were  Pharisees  and  doctors  of  the  law  sitting  by,  which  were 
come  out  of  every  town  of  Galilee,  and  Judaea,  and  Jerusalem ;  and 
the  power  of  the  Lord  was  present  to  heal  them. 

18  1  And,  behold,  men  brought  in  a  bed  a  man  which  was  taken 
with  a  palsy :  and  they  sought  means  to  bring  him  in,  and  to  lay  him 
before  him. 

19  And  when  they  could  not  find  by  what  way  they  might  bring 
him  in  because  of  the  multitude,  they  went  upon  the  housetop,  and 
let  him  down  through  the  tiling  with  his  couch  into  the  midst  before 
Jesus. 

20  And  when  he  saw  their  faith,  he  said  unto  him,  Man,  thy  sins 
are  forgiven  thee. 

21  And  the  scribes  and  the  Pharisees  began  to  reason ,  saying,  Who 
is  this  which  speaketh  blasphemies  ?  Who  can  forgive  sins,  but  God 
alone  ? 

22  But  when  Jesus  perceived  their  thoughts,  he  answering  said 
unto  them,  What  reason  ye  in  your  hearts  ? 

23  Whether  is  easier,  to  say,  Thy  sins  be  forgiven  thee ;  or  to 
say,  Pise  up  and  walk  ? 

24  But  that  ye  may  know  that  the  Son  of  man  hath  power  upon 
earth  to  forgive  sins,  (he  said  unto  the  sick  of  the  palsy.)  1  say  unto 
thee,  Arise,  and  take  up  thy  couch,  and  go  into  thine  house. 

25  And  immediately  he  rose  up  before  them,  and  took  up  that 
whereon  he  lay,  and  departed  to  his  own.  house,  glorifying  God. 

26  And  they  were  all  amazed,  and  they  glorified  God,  and  were 
filled  with  fear,  saying,  We  have  seen  strange  things  to  day. 

27  H  And  after  these  things  he  went  forth,  and  saw  a  publican , 
named  Levi,  sitting  at  the  receipt  of  custom :  and  he  said  unto  him, 
Follow  me. 

28  And  he  left  all,  rose  up,  and  followed  him. 

29  And  Levi  made  him  a  great  feast  in  his  own  house :  and  there 
was  a  great  company  of  publicans  aud  of  others  that  sat  down  with 
them. 

30  But  their  scribes  and  Pharisees  murmured  against  his  disciples, 
saying,  Why  do  ye  eat  and  drink  with  publicans  and  sinners  ? 

31  And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  them,  They  that  are  whole  need 
not  a  physician ;  but  they  that  are  sick. 

32  I  came  not  to  call  the  righteous,  but  sinners  to  repentance. 

33  If  And  they  said  unto  him,  Why  do  the  disciples  of  John  fast 
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often,  an«l  make  prayers,  and  likewise  the  disciples  of  the  Pharisees ; 
bat.  thine  eat  and  drink  f 

31  A  nd  he  said  unto  them,  Can  ye  make  the  children  of  the  bride- 
chamber  fast,  while  the  bridegroom  is  with  them  ? 

35  But  the  days  will  come,  when  the  bridegroom  shall  be  taken 
away  from  them,  and  then  shall  they  fast  in  those  days. 

36  If  And  he  spake  also  a  parable  unto  them;  No  man  putteth  a 
piece  of  a  new  gaiment  upon  an  old ;  if  otherwise,  then  both  the  new 
maketh  a  rent,  and  the  piece  that  was  taken  out  of  the  new  agree th 
not  with  the  old. 

37  And  no  man  putteth  new  wine  into  old  bottles;  else  the  new 
wine  will  burst  the  bottles,  and  bo  spilled,  and  the  bottles  shall  perish. 

38  But  new  wine  must  be  put  into  new  bottles;  and  both  are 
preserved. 

30  No  man  also  having  drunk  old  wine  straightway  desireth  new; 
for  he  saitli,  The  old  is  better. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

1  Christ  reproneth  the  Pharisees'  blindness  about  the  observation  of  the  sabbath, 
by  Scripture,  reason,  and  miracle :  13  c hooseth  twelve  apostles :  17  liealeth  the.  dis¬ 
eased:  20  jirtaeheth  to  his  disciples  before  the  people  of  blessings  and  curses:  27  how 
xcc  must  love  our  enemies :  40  and  join  the  obedience  of  good  works  to  the  hearing  of 
the  word:  lest  in  the  evil  dag  of  temptation  we  fall  like  a  house  buill  upon  the  face  of 
the  earth,  without  any  foundation. 

AND  it  came  to  pass  on  the  second  sabbath  after  the  first,  that  he 

went  through  the  com  fields ;  and  his  disciples  plucked  the 
ears  of  corn,  and  did  eat,  rubbing  them  in  their  hands. 

2  And  certain  of  the  Pharisees  said  unto  them,  Why  do  ye  that 
which  is  not  lawful  to  do  on  the  sabbath  days  ? 

3  And  Jesus  answering  them  said,  Have  ye  not  read  so  much  as 
this,  what  David  did,  when  himself  was  a  hungered,  and  they  which 
were  with  him ; 

4  How  he  went  into  the  house  of  God,  and  did  take  and  eat 
the  shewbread,  and  gave  also  to  them  that  were  with  him ;  which  it 
is  not  lawful  to  eat  but  for  the  priests  alone  ? 

5  And  lie  said  unto  them,  That  the  Son  of  man  is  Lord  also  of  the 
sabbath. 

6  And  it  came  to  pass  also  on  another  sabbath,  that  he  entered 
into  the  synagogue  and  taught:  and  there  was  a  man  whose  right 
hand  was  withered. 

7  And  the  scribes  and  Pharisees  watched  him,  whether  he  would 
heal  on  the  sabbath  day ;  that  they  might  find  au  accusation  against  him. 

8  But  he  knew  their  thoughts,  and  said  to  the  man  which  had  the 
withered  hand,  Rise  up,  and  stand  forth  in  the  midst.  Ami  he  arose 
and  stood  forth. 

9  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them,  I  will  ask  you  one  thing;  Is  it  law¬ 
ful  on  the  sabbath  days  to  do  good,  or  to  do  evil  ?  to  save  life,  or  to 

destroy  it  ? 
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10  And  looking  round  about  upon  them  all,  ho  said  unto  tlie  man, 
Stretch  forth  thy  hand.  And  ho  did  so:  and  his  hand  was  restored 
whole  as  the  other. 

11  And  Ihev  were  filled  with  madness;  and  communed  one  with 

r 

another  what  they  might  do  to  Jesus. 

12  And  it  came  to  pass  in  those-  days,  that  he  went  out  into  a 
mountain  to  pray,  anil  continued  all  night  in  prayer  to  <lod. 

13  *i  And  when  it  was  day,  he  called  unto  him  his  disciples:  and 
of  them  he  chose  twelve,  whom  also  he  named  apostles; 

1-1  Simon,  (whom  he  also  named  Peter,)  and  Andrew  his  brother, 
James  and  John,  Philip  and  Bartholomew, 

15  Matthew  and  Thomas,  James  the  son  of  Alphamn,  and  Simon 
called  Zdotex, 

10  And  Judas  the  brother  of  James,  and  Judas  Iscariot,  which 
also  was  the  traitor. 

17  And  he  came  down  with  them,  and  stood  in  the  plain,  and 
the  company  of  Ins  disciples,  and  a  great  multitude  of  people  out  of 
all  Judtea  and  Jerusalem,  and  from  the  sea  coast  of  Tyre  and  Sklon, 
which  came  to  hear  him,  and  to  be  healed  of  their  diseases ; 

18  And  they  that  were  vexed  with  unclean  spirits:  and  they  were 
healed. 

19  And  the  whole  multitude  sought  to  touch  him:  for  there  went 
virtue  out  of  him,  and  healed  them  all. 

20  IF  And  he  lifted  up  his  eyes  on  his  dimples,  and  said,  Blessed 
be  ye  poor :  for  yours  is  the  kingdom  of  God. 

21  Blessed  are  ye  that  hunger  now:  for  ye  shall  be  filled.  Blessed 
are  ye  that  weep  n  ow :  for  ye  shall  laugh. 

22  Blessed  are  yc,  when  men  shall  hate  you,  and  when  they  shaJl 
separate  you  from  their  company,  and  shall  reproach  you,  and  cast 
out  your  name  as  evil,  for  the  Son  of  man’s  sake. 

23  Rejoice  ye  in  that  day,  and  leap  for  joy;  for,  behold,  your 
reward  is  great  in  heaven:  for  in  the  like  manner  (lid  their  fathers 
unto  the  prophets. 

24  But  woe  unto  you  that  are  rich!  for  ye  have  received  your 
consolation. 

25  Woe  unto  you  that  are  full!  for  ye  shall  hunger.  Woe  unto 
you  that  laugh  now!  for  ye  shall  mourn  and  weep. 

26  Woe  unto  you,  when  all  men  shall  speak  well  of  you !  for  so 
did  their  fathers  to  the  false  prophets. 

27  ^F  But  I  say  unto  you  which  hear,  Love  your  enemies,  do  good 
to  them  which  hate  you, 

28  Bless  them  that  curse  you,  and  pray  for  them  which  despitefully 
use  you. 

29  And  unto  him  that  smiteth  thee  on  the  one  cheek  offer  also 
the  other;  and  him  that  takctli  away  thy  cloak  forbid  not  to  take 
thy  ooat  also. 

30  Give  to  every  man  that  asketh  of  thee;  and  of  him  that  taketh 
away  thy  goods  ask  them  not  again. 
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31  And  as  ye  would  that  men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye  also  to 
them  likewise. 

32  Poi*  if  ye  love  them  which  love  you,  what  thank  have  ye?  for 
sinners  also  love  those  that  love  them. 

33  And  if  ve  do  good  to  them  which  do  good  to  you,  what  thank 
have  vc  ?  for  sinners  also  do  even  the  same. 

V 

34  And  if  ye  lend  to  them  of  whom  ye  hope  to  receive,  what 
thank  have  ye  ?  for  sinners  also  lend  to  sinners,  to  receive  as  much 
again. 

3 5  Rut  love  ye  your  enemies,  and  do  good,  and  lend,  hoping  for 
nothing  again ;  and  your  reward  shall  he  great,  and  ye  shall  be  the 
children  of  the  Highest:  for  he  is  kind  unto  the  unthankful  and  to 

the  evil. 

3<>  Re  ye  therefore  merciful,  as  your  Father  also  is  merciful. 

37  Judge  not,  ami  ye  shall  not  be  judged:  condemn  not,  and  ye 
shall  not  he  condemned:  forgive,  and  ye  shall  lx:  forgiven : 

38  Oive,  and  it  shall  be  given  unto  you ;  good,  measure,  pressed 
down,  and  shaken  together,  and  running  over,  shall  men  give  into 
your  bosom.  For  with  the  Bame  measure  that  yc  mete  withal  it 
shall  bo  measured  to  you  again. 

3b  And  he  spake  a  parable  unto  them ;  Can  the  blind  lead  the 
blind?  shall  they  not  both  fall  into  the  ditch? 

10  The  disciple  is  not  above  his  master:  but  every  one  that  is 
perfect  shall  he  as  his  master. 

41  And  why  boholdest  thou  the  mote  that  is  in  thy  brother’s  eye, 
hut  pereeivest  not  the  beam  that  is  in  thine  own  eye? 

42  Either  how  eanst  thou  say  to  thy  brother,  Brother,  let  me  pull 
out  the  mote  that  is  in  thine  eye,  when,  thou  thyself  beholdest  not 
the  beam  that  is  in  thine  own  eye  ?  Thou  hypocrite,  cast  out  first  the 
beam  out  of  thine  own  eye,  and  then  shalt  thou  see  clearly  to  pull 
out  the  mote  that  is  in  thy  brothers  eye. 

43  For  a  good  tree  briiigetli  not  forth  corrupt  fruit;  neither  doth 
a  corrupt  tree  bring  forth  good  fruit. 

41  For  every  tree  is  known  by  his  own  fruit.  Forof  thorns  men 
do  not  gather  figs,  nor  of  a  bramble  bush  gather  they  grapes. 

45  A  good  man  out  of  the  good  treasure  of  his  heart  bringeth  forth 
that  which  is  good;  and  an  evil  man  out  of  the  evil  treasure  of  his 
heart:  bringeth  forth  that  which  is  evil :  for  of  the  abundance  of  the 
heart  his  month  speaketh. 

4<>  Ti  And  why  call  ye  me,  Lord,  Lord,  and  do  not  the  things 
which  I  say  ? 

47  Whosoever  eometh  to  me,  and  hearoth  my  sayings,  and  doeth 
thorn,  I  will  shew  you  to  whom  he  is  like: 

48  He  is  like  a  man  which  built  a  house,  and  digged  deep,  and 
laid  the  foundation  on  a  rock:  and  when  the  flood  arose,  the  stream 
beat  vehemently  upon  that  house,  and  could  not  shake  it;  for  it  was 
founded  upon  a  rock. 
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49  But  lie  that  heareth,  and  doeth  not,  is  like  a  man  that  without 
a  foundation  built  a  house  upon  the  earth;  against  which  the  stream 
did  beat  vehemently,  and  immediately  it  fell;  and  the  ruin  of  that 
house  was  great 

CHAPTER  VII. 


1  Christ  findeth  a  gyvater  faith  in  the  centurion  a  Gentile  t  than  in  any  of  the  Jew  - 
10  healetk  his  servant  being  absent :  11  raisetk  from  death  the  widow's  son  at  jV cii?i ; 
19  amwereth  John's  messengers  with  the  declaration  of  his  miracles ;  24  tesiitieth  to 
Vie  people  what  opinion  he  field  of  John  :  30  inveigheth  against  the  JVu;*,  who  with 
neither  the  manners  of  John  nor  of  Jesus  could  be  won  ;  Mi  and  she  wet  h  by  occasion 
of  Mary  Magdalene,  hoic  he  is  a  friend  to  sinners,  not  to  maintain  them  in  sins,  but 
to  forgive  them  their  tins,  upon  their  faith  and  repentance . 


"VTOW  when  he  had  ended  all  his  sayings  in  the  audience  of  the 
JJN  people,  he  entered  into  Capernaum. 

2  And  a  certain  centurion’s  servant,  who  was  dear  unto  him,  was 
sick,  and  ready  to  die. 

2  And  when  he  heard  of  Jesns,  he  sent  unto  him  the  elders  of  the 
Jews,  beseeching  him  that  he  would  come  and  heal  his  servant. 


4  And  when  they  came  to  Jesus,  they  besought  him  Instantly, 
saying,  That  he  was  worthy  for  whom  he  should  do  this: 

5  For  he  loveth  our  nation,  and  he  hath  built  us  a  synagogue. 

6  Then  Jesus  went  with  them.  And  when  he  was  now  not  far 


from  the  house,  the  centurion  sent  friends  to  him,  saying  unto  him, 
Lord,  trouble  not  thyself ;  for  I  am  uot  worthy  that  thou  shouldest 
enter  under  my  roof : 

7  Wherefore  neither  thought  T  myself  worthy  to  come  unto  thee: 
but  say  in  a  word,  and  my  servant  shall  be  healed. 

8  For  I  also  am  a  man  set  under  authority,  having  under  me 
soldiers,  and  I  say  unto  one,  Go,  and  he  goeth;  and  to  another, 
Come,  and  he  cometh ;  aud  to  my  servant,  Do  this,  and  he  doeth  it. 

9  When  Jesus  heard  these  things,  he  marvelled  at  him,  and  turned 
him  about,  and  said  unto  the  people  that  followed  him,  T  say  unto 
you,  I  have  not  found  so  great  faith,  no,  not  in  Israel. 

10  And  they  that  were  sent,  returning  to  the  honsc,  found  the 
servant  whole  that  had  been  sick. 


11  H  And  it  came  to  pass  the  day  after,  that  he  went  into  a  city 
called  Nain;  and  many  of  his  disciples  went  with  him,  and  much 
people. 

12  Now  when  he  came  nigh  to  the  gate  of  the  city,  behold,  there 
was  a  dead  man  carried  out,  the  only  son  of  his  mother,  and  she  was 
a  widow :  and  much  people  of  the  city  was  with  her. 

18  And  when  the  Lord  saw  her,  he  had  oompassion  on  her,  and 
said  unto  her,  Weep  not. 

14  And  he  came  and  touched  tlic  bier:  and  thev  that  hare  him 
stood  still.  And  he  said,  Young  man,  I  say  unto  thee,  Arise. 

15  And  ho  that  urns  dead  sat  np,  and  began  to  speak.  And  he 
delivered  him  to  his  mother. 
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16  And  there  came  a  fear  on  all :  and  they  glorified  God,  saying, 
That  a  great  prophet  is  risen  up  among  us;  and,  That  God  hath 
visited  liis  people. 

17  And  this  rumour  of  him  went  forth  throughout  all  Judaea,  and 
throughout  all  the  region  round  about. 

18  And  the  disciples  of  John  shewed  him  of  all  these  things. 

19  IT  And  John  calling  unto  him  two  of  his  disciples  sent  them 
to  Jesus,  saying,  Art  thou  he  that  should  come?  or  look  we  for 
another  ? 

20  When  the  men  were  come  unto  him,  they  said,  John  Baptist 
hath  sent  us  unto  tliec,  saying,  Art  thou  he  that  should  come  ?  or 
look  we  for  another? 

21  And  in  that  same  hour  lie  cured  many  of  their  infirmities  and 
plagues,  and  of  evil  spirits ;  and  unto  many  that  were  blind  he  gave 
sight. 

22  Then  Jesus  answering  said  unto  them,  Go  your  way,  and  tell 
John  what  things  vo  have  seen  and  heard;  how  that  the  blind  see, 
the  lame  walk,  the  lepers  arc  cleansed,  the  deaf  hear,  the  dead  are 
raised,  to  the  poor  the  gospel  is  preached. 

23  And  blessed  is  he,  whosoever  shall  not  be  offended  in  me. 

24  And  when  the  messengers  of  John  were  departed,  he  began 
to  speak  unto  the  people  concerning  John,  What  went  ye  out  into 
the  wilderness  for  to  see?  A  reed  shaken  with  the  wind  ? 

2o  But  what  went  ve  out  for  to  see?  A  man  clothed  in  aoft 

_  V 

raiment?  Behold,  they  which  are  gorgeously  apparelled,  and  live 
delicately,  arc  in  kings’  courts. 

26  But  what  went  ye  out  for  to  see  ?  A  prophet  ?  Tea,  I  my 
unto  you,  and  much  more  than  a  prophet. 

27  This  is  he,  of  whom  it  is  written .  Behold,  1  send  my  messenger 
beforo  tliy  face,  which  shall  prepare  thy  way  before  tliec. 

28  For  /  say  unto  you,  Among  those  that  are  born  of  women  there 
is  not  a  greater  prophet  than  John  the  Baptist :  but  he  that  is  least 
in  the  kingdom  of  God  is  greater  than  he. 

29  And  all  the  people  that  heard  him,  and  the  publicans,  justified 
God,  being  baptized  with  the  baptism  of  John. 

80  But  the  Pharisees  and  lawyers  rejected  the  counsel  of  God 
against  themselves,  being  not  baptized  of  him. 

31  U  And  the  Lord  said,  Whereunto  then  shall  1  liken  the  men 
of  this  generation?  and  to  what  are  they  like? 

32  They  are  like  unto  children  sitting  in  the  marketplace,  and 
calling  one  to  another,  and  saying.  We  have  piped  unto  you,  and 
ye  have  not  danced ;  we  have  mourned  to  you,  and  ye  have  not  wept. 

33  For  John  the  Baptist  came  neither  eating  bread  nor  drinking 
wine:  and  ye  say,  He  hath  a  devil. 

34  The  Bon  of  man  Is  come  eating  and  drinking;  and  yc  say, 
Behold  a  gluttonous  man,  and  a  winebibber,  a  friend  of  publioans 
and  sinners! 
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35  But  wisdom  is  justified  of  all  her  children. 

36  H  And  one  of  the  Pkuriwea  desired  him  that,  he  would  eat  with 
him.  And  he  went  into  the  Pharisee's  house,  and  mat  doim  to  meat. 

37  And,  behold,  a  woman  in  the  city,  which  was  a  sinner,  when 
she  knew  that  Jesus  sat  at  meat  in  the  Pharisee’s  house,  brought  au 
alabaster  box  of  ointment, 

38  And  stood  at  his  feet  behind  him  weeping,  and  began  to  wash 
his  feet  with  tears,  and  did  wipe  them  with  the  hairs  of  her  head, 
and  kissed  his  feet,  and  anointed  them  with  the  ointment. 

39  Now  when  the  Pharisee  which  had  bidden  him  saw  it,  he 
spake  within  himself,  saying,  This  man,  if  he  were  a  prophet,  would 
have  known  who  and  what  mauuer  of  woman  this  is  that  toucheth 
him ;  for  she  is  a  ,s inner. 

40  And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  him,  Simon,  I  have  somewhat 
to  say  unto  thee.  And  he  sait-h,  Master,  say  on. 

41  There  was  a  certain  creditor  which  had  two  debtors :  the  one 
owed  five  hundred  pence,  and  the  other  fifty. 

42  And  when  they  had  nothing  to  pay,  he  frankly  forgave  them 
both.  Tell  me  therefore,  which  of  thorn  will  love  him  most? 

43  Simon  answered  and  said,  I  suppose  that  he,  to  whom  he  for¬ 
gave  most.  And  he  said  unto  him.  Thou  hast  rightly  judged. 

44  And  he  turned  to  the  woman ,  and  said  unto  Simon,  Seest  thou 

this  woman  ?  1  entered  into  thine  house,  thou  gavest  me  no  water 

for  my  feet:  but  she  hath  washed  iny  feet,  with  tears,  and  wiped 
them  with  the  hairs  of  her  head. 

45  Thou  gavest  me  no  kiss:  but  this  woman,  since  the  time  I 
came  iu,  hath  not  ceased  to  kiss  my  feet. 

46  My  head  with  oil  thou  didst  not  anoint:  but  this  woman  hath 
anointed  mv  feet  with  ointment. 

47  Wherefore  T  say  unto  thee,  Her  sins,  which  are  many,  are  for¬ 
given;  for  she  loved  much:  but  to  whom  little  is  forgiven,  the  same 
loveth  little. 

48  And  he  said  unto  her ,  Thy  sins  are  forgiven. 

49  And  they  that  sat  at  meat  with  him  began  to  say  within  them¬ 
selves,  117(0  is  this  that  forgiveth  sins  also  ? 

50  And  he  said  to  the  woman,  Thy  faith  hath  saved  thee ;  go  in 
peace. 

CHAPTER  VITT. 

3  Women  minuter  unto  Christ  o /  their  substance.  4  Christ,  after  A«  kail  preached 
from  ptace  to  place,  attended  with  his  apostles,  prvpoundc/h  the  parable  of  the  sower, 
16  and  of  the  candle :  21  dcclarelh  who  are  his  mother,  and  brethren:  22  rebut  eth 
the  winds :  ta>  castcth  the  legion  of  devils  out  of  the  man  into  the  herd  of  swine :  ST 
is  rejected  of  the  Oadarcues  :  43  hcaleth  the  woman  of  her  bloody  issue,  49  and  rais- 
eth  from  death  Jairus *  daughter. 

ANT)  it  came  to  pass  afterward,  that  he  went  throughout  every 
city  and  village,  preaching  and  shewing  the  glad  tidings  of  the 
kingdom  of  God:  and  the  twelve  were  with  him, 
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2  And  certain  women,  which  had  been  healed  of  evil  spirits  and 
infirmities,  Mary  called  Magdalene,  out  of  ■whom  went  seven  devils, 

3  And  Joanna  the  wife  of  Chuaa  Herod’s  steward,  and  /Susanna, 
and  many  others,  which  ministered  unto  him  of  their  substance. 

4  II  And  when  much  people  were  gathered  together,  and  were 
come  to  him  out  of  every  city,  he  spake  by  a  parable : 

5  A  sower  went  out  to  sow  his  seed:  and  m  he  sowed,  some  fell 
by  the  way  side ;  and  it  was  trodden  down,  and  the  fowls  of  the  air 
devoured  it. 

0  And  some  fell  upon  a  rock ;  and  as  soon  as  it  was  sprung  up,  it 
withered  away,  because  it  lacked  moisture. 

7  And  some  fell  among  thorns ;  and  the  thorns  sprang  up  with  it, 
and  choked  it. 

8  And  other  fell  on  good  ground,  and  sprang  up,  and  bare  fruit 
a  hundredfold.  And  when  lie  had  said  these  things,  he  cried,  He 
that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

9  And  his  disciples  asked  him,  saying,  What  might  this  parable  be  ? 

10  And  he  said,  Unto  you  it  is  given  to  know  the  mysteries  of  the 
kingdom  of  God:  but  to  others  in  parables;  that  seeing  they  might 
not  see,  and  hearing  they  might  not  understand. 

11  Now  the  parable  is  this :  The  seed  is  the  word  of  God. 

12  Those  by  the  way  side  are  they  that  hear;  then  cometh  the 
devil,  and  taketh  away  the  word  out  of  their  hearts,  lest  they  should 
believe  and  be  saved. 

13  They  on  the  rock  are  they,  which,  when  they  hear,  receive  the 
word  with  joy;  and  these  have  no  root,  which  for  a  while  believe, 
and  in  time  of  temptation  fall  away. 

14  And  they  which  fell  among  thorna  are  they,  which,  when  they 
have  heard,  go  forth,  and  are  choked  with  cares  and  riches  and 
pleasures  of  this  life,  and  bring  no  fruit  to  perfection. 

Id  lhtt  that  on  the  good  ground  are  they,  which  in  an  honest  and 
good  heart,  having  heard  the  word,  keep  it,  and  bring  forth  fruit 
with  patience. 

lfi  V  No  man,  when  he  hath  lighted  a  candle,  covereth  it  with 
n  vessel,  or  putteth  it  under  a  bed;  hnt  sotteth  it  on  a  candlestick, 
that  they  which  enter  in  may  Bee  the  light. 

17  Fov  nothing  is  secret ,  that  shall  not  be  made  manifest;  neither 
any  thing  hid,  that  shall  not  be  known  and  come  abroad. 

18  Take  heed  therefore  how  ve  hear:  for  whosoever  hath,  to  him 
shall  bo  given;  and  whosoever  hath  not,  from  him  shall  be  taken 
even  that  which  he  seemeth  to  have. 

19  H  Then  came  to  him  liis  mother  and  his  brethren,  and  could 
not  come  at  him  for  the  press. 

20  And  it  was  told  him  by  certain  which  said,  Thy  mother  and 
lli  v  brethren  staud  without,  desiring  to  see  thee. 

21  And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Mv  mother  and  mv 
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brethren  are  these  which  hear  the  word  of  God,  and  do  it. 
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22  IT  Now  it  came  to  pass  on  a  certain  day,  that  he  went  into  a  ship 
with  his  disciples :  and  he  said  unto  them,  Let  us  go  over  unto  the 
other  side  of  the  lake.  And  they  launched  forth. 

23  Hut  as  they  sailed,  lie  fell  asleep :  and  there  came  down  a  storm 
of  wind  on  the  lake ;  and  they  were  Jilted  with  water,  and  were  in 
jeopardy, . 

24  And  they  came  to  him,  and  awoke  him,  saying,  Master,  Master, 
we  perish.  Then  he  arose,  and  rebuked  the  wind  and  the  raging  of 
the  water :  and  they  ceased,  and  there  was  a  calm . 

25  And  he  said  unto  them,  Where  is  your  faith?  And  they  being 
afraid  wondered,  saying  one  to  another,  What  manner  of  man  is  this! 
for  he  commandeth  even  the  winds  amt  water,  and  they  obey  him. 

20  IT  And  they  arrived  at  the  country  of  the  Gadarenes,  which  is 
over  against  Galilee. 

27  And  when  lie  went  forth  to  land,  there  met  him  out  of  the  city 
a  certain  man,  which  had  devils  long  time,  and  ware  no  clothes,  neither 
abode  in  any  house,  hut  in  the  tombs. 

28  When  he  saw  Jesus,  he  cried  out,  and  fell  down  before  him,  and 
with  a  loud  voice  said,  What  have  I  to  do  with  thee,  Jesus,  thou  Son 
of  God  most  high  ?  I  beseech  thee,  torment  me  not. 

29  (For  he  had  commanded  the  unclean  spirit  to  come  out  of  the 
man.  For  oftentimes  it  had  caught  him :  and  he  was  kept  bound  with 
chains  and  in  fetters ;  and  he  brake  the  bands,  and  was  driven  of  tlie 
devil  into  the  wilderness.) 

30  And  Jesus  asked  him,  saying,  What  is  thy  name  ?  And  he  said, 
Legion:  because  many  devils  were  entered  into  him. 

31  And  they  besought  him  that  he  would  not  command  them  to 
go  out  into  the  deep. 

32  And  there  was  there  a  herd  of  many  swine  feeding  on  the 
mountain :  aud  they  besought  him  that  he  would  suffer  them  to 
enter  into  them.  And  he  suffered  them. 

33  Then  went  the  devils  out  of  the  man,  and  entered  into  the  swine : 
and  the  herd  ran  violently  down  a  steep  place  into  the  lake,  and  were 
choked. 

34  When  they  that  fed  them  saw  what  was  done,  they  fled,  and 
went  and  told  it  in  the  city  and  in  the  country. 

35  Then  they  went  out  to  see  what  was  done ;  and  came  to  Jesus, 
and  found  the  man,  out  of  whom  the  devils  were  departed,  sitting 
at  the  feet  of  J  esus,  clothed,  and  in  his  right  mind :  and  they  were 
afraid. 

30  They  also  which  saw  it  told  them  by  what  means  he  that  was 
possessed  of  the  devils  was  healed. 

37  If  Then  the  whole  multitude  of  the  country  of  the  Gadarenes 
round  about  besought  him  to  depart  from  them ;  for  they  were  taken 
with  great  fear :  and  he  went  up  into  the  ship,  and  returned  back  again. 

38  Now  the  man,  out  of  whom  the  devils  were  departed,  besought 
him  that  he  might  be  with  him:  but  Jesus  sent  Mm  away,  saying,

89  Return  to  thine  own  house,  and  shew  how  great  things  God 
hath  done  unto  thee.  And  he  went  his  way,  and  published  through¬ 
out  the  whole  city  how  great  things  Jesus  had  done  unto  him. 

40  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  when  Jesus  was  returned,  the  people 

gladly  received  him :  for  they  were  all  waiting  for  him. 

•II  II  And,  behold,  there  came  a  man  named  Jairus,  and  he  was 
u  ruler  of  the  synagogue;  and  he  fell  down  at  Jesus’  feet,  and 
besought  him  that  he  would  come  into  his  house: 

42  For  lie  had  one  only  daughter,  about  twelve  years  of  age,  and 
<ihe  lay  a  dying.  But  as  he  went  the  people  thronged  him. 

43  And  a  woman  having  an  issue  of  blood  twelve  years,  which  had 
spent  all  her  living  upon  physicians,  neither  could  be  healed  of  any, 

44  Came  behind  him,  and  touched  the  border  of  his  garment :  and 
immediately  her  issue  of  blood  stanched. 

15  And  Jesus  said,  Who  touched  ine  ?  When  all  denied,  Peter 
and  they  that  were  icUh  him  said,  Master,  the  multitude  throng  thee 
and  press  thee,  aud  sayest  thou.  Who  touched  me  ? 

4(5  And  Jesus  said,  Somebody  hath  touched  me:  for  I  perceive 
that  virtue  is  gone  out  of  me. 

47  And  when  the  woman  saw  that  she  was  not  hid,  she  came 
trembling,  and  falling  down  before  him,  she  declared  unto  him 
before  all  the  people  for  what  cause  she  had  touched  him,  and  how 
she  was  healed  immediately. 

48  And  he  said  unto  her,  Daughter,  be  of  good  comfort:  thy  faith 
hath  made  thee  whole;  go  in  peace. 

49  1i  While  lie  yet  spake,  there  eometh  one  from  the  ruler  of  the 
synagogue’s  house,  saying  to  him,  Thy  daughter  is  dead;  trouble 
not  the  Master. 

50  But  when  Jems  heard  it,  he  answered  him,  saying.  Fear  not: 
believe  only,  and  she  shall  be  made  whole. 

v  * 

51  And  when  he  came  into  the  house,  he  suffered  no  man  to  go  in, 
save  Peter,  and  James,  and  John ,  and  the  father  and  -mother  of  the 
maiden. 

52  And  all  wept,  and  bewailed  her:  but  he  said,  Weep  not;  she 
Is  not  dead,  but  aleepeth. 

58  And  they  laughed  him  to  scorn,  knonring  that  she  was  dead. 

54  And  lie  put  them  all  out,  and  took  her  by  the  hand,  and  called, 
saying,  Maul,  arise. 

55  And  her  spirit  came  again,  and  she  arose  straightway:  and  he 
commanded  to  give  her  meat. 

56  Ami  her  parents  were  astonished:  but  he  charged  them  that 
they  should  tell  no  man  what  was  done.

37  lie  health  the  lunatic :  43  arjain  forewarn*  th  Aw  disciples  of  his 
passion:  4f>  commendcth  humility;  51  bid  doth  them  to  sheic  viildtisn#  loiounh  all , 
ic  i  thou  t  desire  of  rercnyc.  37  Divers  would  follow  him ,  but  u}>on  conditions. 

rplIKN  he  culled  his  twelve  disciples  together,  and  gave  them 

1  power  and  authority  over  all  devils,  aud  to  cure  diseases. 

2  And  he  sent  them  to  preach  the  kingdom  of  (led,  and  to  heal 
the  sick. 

3  And  he  said  unto  them,  Take  nothing  for  your  journey,  neither 
staves,  nor  scrip,  neither  bread,  neither  money;  neither  have  two 
coats  apiece. 

4  And  whatsoever  house  ye  enter  into,  there  abide,  and  thence 
d  opart. 

5  And  whosoever  will  not  receive  you,  when  ye  go  out  of  that  city, 
shake  off  the  very  dust  from  your  feet  for  a  testimony  against,  them. 

<>  And  they  departed,  and  went  through  the  towns,  preaching  the 
gospel,  and  hewing  every  where. 

7  If  Now  Herod  the  tetrarch  heard  of  all  that  was  done  by  him: 
and  he  was  perplexed,  because  that  it  was  said  of  some ,  that  John 
was  risen  from  the  dead ; 

S  And  of  some,  that  Elias  had  appeared ;  and  of  others ,  that  one  of 
the  old  prophets  was  risen  again. 

9  Aud  Herod  said,  John  have  I  beheaded;  but  who  is  this,  of 
whom  T  hear  such  things ?  And  he  desired  to  eee  him. 

10  f\  And  the  apostles,  when  they  were  returned,  told  him  all 
that  they  had  done.  And  he  took  them,  and  went  aside  privately 
into  a  desert  place  belonging  to  the  city  called  Bethsaida. 

1 1  And  the  people,  when  they  knew  it,  followed  him:  and  he  re¬ 
ceived  them,  and  spake  unto  them  of  the  kingdom  of  Clod,  and  healed 
them  that  had  need  of  healing. 

.12  And  when  the  day  began  to  wear  away,  then  came  the  twelve, 
and  said  unto  him,  Send  the  multitude  away,  that  they  may  go  into 
the  towns  and  country  round  about,  and  Lodge,  aud  get  victuals :  for 
we  are  here  in  a  desert  place. 

13  But  he  said  unto  them,  Give  ye  them  to  eat.  And  they  said. 
We  have  no  more  hut  five  loaves  and  two  fishes ;  except  use  should 
go  and  buy  meat  for  all  this  people. 

14  For  they  were  about  five  thousand  men.  And  he  said  to  his 
disciples,  Make  them  sit  down  by  fifties  in  a  company. 

15  Aud  they  did  so,  and  made  them  all  sit  down. 

16  Then  he  took  the  five  loaves  and  the  two  fishes,  and  looking  up 
to  heaven,  he  blessed  them,  and  brake,  and  gave  to  the  disciples  to 
set  before  the  multitude. 

17  And  they  did  eat,  and  were  all  filled:  and  there  was  taken  up 
of  fragments  that  remained  to  them  twelve  baskets. 

18  IT  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  was  alone  praying,  his  disciples 
wore  with  him ;  aud  he  asked  them,  saying,  Whom  say  the  people 
that  I  am  ? 
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19  They  answering  said,  John  the  Baptist;  but  some  say,  Ellas; 
and  others  say,  that  one  of  the  old  prophets  is  risen  again. 

20  He  said  unto  them,  "But  whom  say  ye  that  I  am?  Peter 
answering  said,  The  Christ  of  God. 

21  And  he  etraitly  charged  them,  and  commanded  them  to  tell  no 
man  that  thing ; 

22  Saying,  The  Son  of  man  must  suffer  many  things,  and  be  rejected 
of  the  elders  and  chief  priests  and  scribes,  and  be  slain,  and  be  raised 
the  third  day. 

20  ^  And  he  said  to  them  all,  If  any  man  will  come  after  me,  let 
him  deny  himself,  and  take  up  his  cross  dally,  and  follow  me. 

24  For  whosoever  will  save  his  life  shall  lose  it:  but  whosoever 
will  lose  his  life  for  my  sake,  the  same  shall  save  it. 

2 5  For  what  is  a  man  advantaged,  if  he  gain  the  whole  world,  and 
lose  himself,  or  be  cast  away  ? 

2G  For  whosoever  shall  be  ashamed  of  me  and  of  my  words,  of 
him  shall  the  Son  of  man  be  ashamed,  when  he  shall  come  in  his  own 
glory,  and  in  his  Father’s,  and  of  the  holy  angels. 

27  But  I  tell  you  of  a  truth,  there  be.  some  standing  here,  which 
shall  not  taste  of  death,  till  they  see  the  kingdom  of  <3od. 

28  IT  And  it  came  to  pass  about  an  eight  days  after  these  sayings, 
he  took  Peter  and  John  and  James,  and  went  up  into  a  mountain 
to  pray. 

29  And  as  be  prayed,  the  fashion  of  his  countenance  was  altered, 
and  his  raiment  was  white  and  glistering. 

30  And,  behold,  there  talked  with  him  two  men,  which  were 
Moses  and  Ellas: 

31  Who  appeared  in  glory,  and  spake  of  his  decease  which  he 
should  accomplish  at  Jerusalem. 

32  But  Peter  and  they  that  were  with  him  were  heavy  with  sleep: 
and  when  they  wave  awake,  they  saw  his  glory,  and  the  two  men 
that  stood  with  him. 

33  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  departed  from  him,.  Peter  said 
unto  Jesus,  Master,  it  is  good  for  ns  to  be  here:  and  let  us  make 
three  tabernacles;  one  for  thee,  and  one  for  Moses,  and  one  for  Elias: 
not  knowing  what  ho  said. 

34  While  he  thus  spake,  there  came  a  cloud,  and  overshadowed 
them :  and  they  feared  as  they  entered  into  the  aloud. 

35  And  there  came  a  voice  out  of  the  cloud,  saying,  This  is  my 
beloved  Son  :  hear  him. 

33  And  when  the  voice  was  past,  Jesus  was  found  alone.  And 
they  kept  it  close,  and  told  no  man  in  those  days  any  of  those  things 
which  they  had  seen. 

37  1i  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  on  the  next  day,  when  they  were 
come  down  from  the  hill,  much  people  met  him. 

38  And,  behold,  a  man  of  the  company  cried  out,  saying,  Master,  I 
beseech  thee,  look  upon  my  bou;  for  he  is  mine  only  child. 
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39  And,  lo,  a  spirit  taketh  him,  and  lie  suddenly  crioth  out;  and  it 
teareth  him  that  he  foameth  again,  und  bruising  him,  hardly  deparlcth 
from  him. 

40  And  I  besought  thy  disciples  to  cast  him  out ;  and  they  could  not. 

41  And  Jesus  answering  said,  0  faithless  and  perverse  generation, 
how  long  shall  1  bo  with  you,  and  suffer  you  ?  Bring  thy  son  hither. 

42  And  as  he  was  yet  a  coming,  the  devil  threw  him  down,  and  tare 
him.  And  Jesus  rebuked  the  unclean  spirit,  and  healed  the  child, 
and  delivered  him  again  to  his  father. 

43  If  And  they  were  all  amazed  at  the  mighty  power  of  God.  But 
while  they  wondered  every  one  at  all  things  which  Jesus  did,  he  said 
unto  his  disciples , 

44  Let  these  sayings  sink  down  into  your  ears :  for  the  Son  of 
man  shall  be  delivered  into  the  hands  of  men. 

45  But  they  understood  not  this  saying,  and  it  was  hid  from  them, 
that  they  perceived  it  not :  and  they  feared  to  ask  him  of  that  saying. 

46  IT  Theu  there  arose  a  reasoning  among  them,  which  of  them 
should  be  greatest. 

47  And  Jesus,  perceiving  the  thought  of  their  heart,  took  a  child, 
and  set  him  by  him, 

4S  And  said  unto  them,  Whosoever  shall  receive  this  child  in  my 
name  receiveth  me;  and  whosoever  shall  receive  me,  roceiveth  him  that 
sent  me :  for  he  that  is  least  among  you  all,  the  same  shall  be  great. 

49  If  And  John  answered  and  said,  Master,  we  saw  one  casting 
out  devils  in  thy  name;  and  we  forbade  him,  because  he  followetii 
not  with  us. 

50  And  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Forbid  him  not:  for  he  that  is  not 
against  us  ib  for  us. 

51  IT  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  time  was  come  that  he  should 
be  received  up,  he  steadfastly  set  his  face  to  go  to  Jerusalem, 

52  And  sent  messengers  before  his  face:  and  they  went,  and 
entered  into  a  village  of  the  Samaritans,  to  make  ready  for  him. 

53  And  they  did  not  receive  hint,  because  bis  face  was  as  though 
he  would  go  to  Jerusalem. 

54  And  when  his  disciples  James  and  John  saw  this,  they  said, 
Lord,  wilt  thou  that  we  command  fire  to  come  down  from  heaven  and 
consume  them,  even  as  Elias  did  ? 

55  But  he  turned,  and  rebuked  them,  and  said,  Ye  know  not  what 
manner  of  spirit  ye  are  of. 

56  For  the  Son  of  man  is  not  come  to  destroy  men’s  lives,  hut  to 
save  them.  And  they  went  to  another  village. 

57  IT  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  they  went  in  the  way,  a  certain 
man  said  unto  him,  Lord,  I  will  follow  thee  whithersoever  thou  gocst. 

5$  And  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Foxes  have  holes,  and  birds  of  the  air 
have  nests ;  but  the  Son  of  man  hath  not  where  to  lay  his  head. 

59  And  he  said  unto  another,  Follow  me.  But  he  said.  Lord,  suffer 
me  first  to  go  and  bury  my  father. 
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(50  J csus  said  unto  Mm,  Let  the  dead  bury  their  dead :  but  go  thou 
and  preach  the  kingdom  of  God. 

(It  And  another  also  said,  Lord,  I  will  follow  thee;  but  let  me  first 
go  bid  (hem  farewell ,  which  are  at  home  at  my  house. 

02  And  Jesus  said  unto  him,  No  man,  having  put  his  hand  to  the 
plough,  and  looking  back,  is  fit  for  the  kingdom  of  God. 

CHAPTER  X. 

1  Christ  sendeth  out  at  once  seventy  disciples  to  work  miracles,  and  to  preach : 
17  admonisheth  them  to  be  humble,  and  wherein  to  rejoice :  21  thanbeth  his  Father 
for  his  grace  ;  23  magnifteth  the  happy  estate  of  his  church ;  25  teacheth  the  lawyer 
tio/r  to  attain  eternal  life,  and  to  take  every  one  for  his  neighbor  that  needeth  his 
mercy :  41  reprehendeth  Martha,  and  commendeth  Mary  her  sister, 

AFTER  these  things  the  Lord  appointed  other  seventy  also,  and 

sent  them  two  and  two  before  his  face  into  every  city  and 
place,  whither  he  himself  would  come. 

2  Therefore  said  he  unto  them,  The  harvest  truly  is  great,  but  the 
labourers  are  few :  pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that 
he  would  send  forth  labourers  into  his  harvest. 

Go  your  ways :  behold,  I  send  you  forth  as  lambs  among  wolves. 
4  Carry  neither  purse,  nor  scrip,  nor  shoes :  and  salute  no  man  by 

the  way. 

d  And  into  whatsoever  house  ye  enter,  first  say,  Peace  be  to  this 

house. 

<>  And  if  the  son  of  peace  be  there,  your  peace  shall  rest  upon  it: 
if  not,  it  shall  turn  to  you  again. 

7  And  in  the  same  house  remain,  eating  and  drinking  such  things 
as  they  give :  for  the  labourer  is  worthy  of  his  hire.  Go  not  from 
house  to  house. 

8  And  into  whatsoever  city  ye  enter,  and  they  receive  you,  eat 
such  things  as  are  set  before  you : 

9  And  heal  the  sick  that  are  therein,  and  say  unto  them.  The  king¬ 
dom  of  God  is  come  nigh  unto  you. 

10  Knl.  into  whatsoever  city  ye  enter,  and  they  receive  you  not, 
go  your  ways  out  into  the  streets  of  the  same,  and  say, 

11  Eveu  the  very  dust  of  your  city,  wliich  cleaveth  on  us,  we  do 
wipe  off  against  you:  notwithstanding,  be  ye  sure  of  this,  that  the 
kingdom  of  God  is  come  nigh  unto  you. 

12  But  I  say  unto  you,  that  it  shall  be  more  tolerable  in  that  day 
for  Sodom,  than  for  that  city. 

Id  W  be  unto  thee,  Chorazin !  woe  unto  thee,  Bethsaida !  for  if  the 
mighty  works  had  been,  done  in  Tyre  and  Sldon,  which  have  been 
done  in  you.  they  had  a  great  while  ago  repented,  sitting  in  sackcloth 
and  ashes. 

14  But  it  shall  be  more  tolerable  for  Tyre  and  Sidon  at  the  judg¬ 
ment.  than  for  you. 

Id  And  thou,  Capernaum,  wliich  art  exalted  to  heaven,  shalt  be 
thrust  down  to  hell. 
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16  He  that  hearetli  yon  hearetli  me;  and  he  that  despiseth  you 
despiseth  me;  and  he  that  despiseth  me  despise th  him  that  sent  me. 

17  II  And  the  seventy  returned  again  with  joy,  saying,  Lord,  even 
the  devils  are  subject  unto  us  through  thy  name. 

18  And  he  said  unto  them,  I  beheld  Satan  cm  lightning  fall  from 
heaven. 

19  Behold,  I  give  unto  yon  power  to  tread  on  serpents  and  scor¬ 
pions,  and  over  all  the  power  of  the  enemy ;  and  nothing  shall  by  any 
means  hurt  you. 

20  Notwithstanding,  in  this  rejoice  not,  that  the  spirits  are  subject 
unto  you;  but  rather  rejoice,  because  your  names  are  written  in 
heaven. 

21  If  In  that  hour  Jesus  rejoiced  in  spirit,  and  said,  I  thank  thee, 
O  Father,  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth,  that  thou  hast  hid  these  things 
from  the  wise  and  prudent,  and  hast  revealed  them  unto  babes:  even 
so,.  Father ;  for  so  it  seemed  good  in  thy  sight. 

22  All  things  are  delivered  to  me  of  my  Father:  and  no  man 
knoweth  who  the  Son  is,  but  the  Father;  and  who  the  Father  is, 
but  the  Son,  and  he  to  whom  the  Son  will  reveal  liim. 

23  If  And  he  turned  him  unto  his  dlsoiples,  and  said  privately. 
Blessed  are  the  eyes  which  see  the  things  that  ye  sec : 

24  For  I  tell  you,  that  many  prophets  and  kings  have  desired  to 
see  those  things  which  ye  see,  and  have  not  seen  them ;  and  to  hear 
those  things  which  ye  hear,  and  have  not  heard  them. 

25  IT  And,  behold,  a  certain  lawyer  stood  up,  and  tempted  him, 
saying,  Master,  what  shall  I  do  to  inherit  eternal  life  ? 

26  He  said  unto  liim,  What  is  written  In  the  law?  how  readesl, 
thou  ? 

27  And  he  answering  said,  Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with 
all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  strength,  and  with 
all  thy  mind;  and  thy  neighbour  as  thyself. 

28  And  he  said  unto  him,  Thou  hast  answered  right :  this  do,  ami 
thou  shalt  live. 

29  But  he,  willing  to  justify  himself,  said  unto  Jesus,  And  who 
is  my  neighbour? 

30  And  Jesus  answering  said,  A  certain  man  went  down  from 
Jerusalem  to  Jericho,  and  fell  among  thieves,  which  strip/ ted  him  of 
his  raiment,  and  wounded  him,  and  departed,  leaving  him  half  dead. 

31  And  by  chance  there  came  down  a  certain  priest  that  way :  ami 
when  he  saw  him,  he  passed  by  on  the  other  side. 

32  And  likewise  a  Levite,  when  he  was  at  the  place,  came  and 
looked  on  him,  and  passed  by  on  the  other  side. 

33  But  a  certain  Samaritan,  as  he  journeyed,  came  where  he  was ; 
and  when  he  saw  him,  he  had  compassion  on  him, 

34  And  went  to  him,  and  bound  up  his  wounds,  pouring  in  oil  and 
wine,  and  set  him  on  his  own  beast,  and  brought  liim  to  an  inn,  and 
took  oare  of  him. 
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80  And  on  the  morrow  when  he  departed,  he  took  out  two  pence, 
and  gave  them  to  the  host,  and  said  unto  him,  Take  care  of  him: 
and  whatsoever  thou  speudest  more,  when  1  eome  again,  I  will 
repay  lime. 

80  Which  now  of  these  three,  thinkest  thou,  was  neighbour  unto 
him  that  fell  among  the  thieves? 

87  And  lie.  said,  lie  that  shewed  mercy  on  him.  Then  said  Jesus 
unto  him.  Go,  and  do  thou  likewise.

.‘58  *T  .Now  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  weut,  that  he  entered  into  a 
certain  village:  and  a  certain  woman  named  Martha  received  him 
ink*  her  house.

‘J  And  he  said  unlo  them,  When  ye  pray,  say,  Our  Father  which 
art  in  heaven,  Hallowed  be  tliy  name.  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy 
will  be  done,  as  in  heaven,  so  in  earth.

18  If  Satan  also  be  divided  against  himself,  how  shall  his  kingdom 
stand?  because  ye  say  that  I  east  out  devils  through  Beelzebub. 

ID  And  if  I  by  Beelzebub  east  out  devils,  by  whom  do  your  sons 
cast  them  out?  therefore  shall  they  be  your  judges. 

20  But  if  I  with  the  fmger  of  God  cast  out  devils,  no  don  lit  the 
kingdom  of  God  is  come  upon  you. 

21  'When  a  strong  man  armed  keepeth  his  palace,  his  goods  are  in 
peace : 

22  But  when  a  stronger  than  he  shall  come  upon  him,  and  over¬ 
come  him,  he  taketh  from  him  all  his  armour  whcvciu  he  trusted,  ami 
divideth  his  spoils. 

23  lie  that  is  not  with  me  is  against  me;  and  he  that  gathereth 
not  with  me  scattered^ 

24  When  the  unclean  spirit  is  gone  out  of  a  man,  he  walkoth 
through  dry  places,  seeking  rest;  and  finding  none,  he  saith,  1  will 
return  unto  iny  house  whence  I  came  out. 

2o  And  when  he  cometh,  he  findeth  it  swept  and  garnished. 

26  Then  goeth  lie,  and  taketh  to  him  seven  other  spirits  more 
wicketl  than  himself;  and  they  enter  in,  and  dwell  there:  ami  the 
last  state  of  that  man  is  worse  than  the  first. 

27  H  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  spake  these  things,  a  certain 
woman  of  the  company  lifted  up  lier  voice,  and  said  unto  him. 
Blessed  is  the  womb  that  bare  thee,  and  the  paps  which  thou  hast 
sucked. 

28  But  he  said,  Yea,  rather,  blessed  are  they  that  hear  the  word 
of  God,  and  keep  it. 

29  IT  And  when  the  people  were  gathered  thick  together,  he  began

33  No  man,  when  he  hath  lighted  a  candle,  puttetli  it  in  a  secret 
plaee,  neither  under  a  bushel ,  but  on  a  candlestick,  that  they  which 
come  in  may  sec  the  light. 

.‘14  The  light  of  the  body  is  the  eye:  therefore  when  thine  eye  is 
single,  thy  whole  body  also  is  full  of  light ;  but  when  thine  eye  is 
evil,  thv  bodv  also  is  full  of  darkness. 

7  %f  v 

3o  Take  heed  therefore,  that  the  light  which  is  in  thee  be  not 


darkness. 

30  If  thy  whole  body  therefore  be  full  of  light,  having  no  part 
dark,  the  whole  shall  be  full  of  light,  as  when  the  bright  shining  of 
a  candle  doth  give  thee  light. 

37  II  And  as  he  spake,  a  certain  Pharisee  besought  him  to  dine 
with  him :  and  he  went  in,  and  sat  down  to  meat. 

38  And  when  the  Pharisee  saw  it,  lie  marvelled  that  he  had  not 
first  washed  before  dinner. 

39  And  the  Lord  said  unto  him,  Now  do  ye  Pharisees  make  clean 
the  outside  of  the  cup  and  the  platter ;  but  your  inward  part  is  full 
of  ravening  and  wickedness. 

40  Yo  fools,  did  not  he,  that  made  that  which  is  without,  make 
that  which  is  within  also  ? 

41  Put  rather  give  alms  of  such  things  as  ye  have;  and,  behold, 
all  things  are  clean  unto  vou. 

•12  But  woe  unto  you,  Pharisees !  for  ye  tithe  mint  and  rue  and 
all  manner  of  herbs,  and  pass  over  judgment  and  the  love  of  God : 
these  ought  ye  to  have  done,  and  not  to  leave  the  other  undone. 

43  Woe  unto  you,  Pharisees !  for  ye  love  the  uppermost  seats  in 
the  synagogues,  aud  greetings  in  the  markets. 

44  Woe  unto  you,  scribes  and  Phari  sees,  hypocrites !  for  ye  are  as 
graves  which  appear  not,  and  the  men  that  walk  over  them  arc  not 
aware  of  them. 

4o  *1  Then  answered  one  of  the  lawyers,  and  said  unto  him, 
Master,  thus  saving  then  reproaehest  us  also. 

43  And  he  said,  Woe  unto  you  also,  ye  lawyers  !  for  ye  lade  men 
with  burdens  grievous  to  be  borne,  and  ye  yourselves  touch  not  the 
burdens  with  one  of  your  fiugerB. 

17  Woe  unto  you!  for  ye  build  the  sepulchres  of  the  prophets, 

and  your  fathers  killed  them. 
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48  Truly  ye  hear  witness  that  ye  allow  the  deeds  of  your  fathers: 
for  they  i  ml  cod  killed  them,  and  ye  build  their  sepulchres. 

40  Therefore  also  said  the  wisdom  of  God,  I  will  scud  them  proph¬ 
ets  and  apostles,  and  some  of  thorn  “they”  shall  Blay  and  persecute: 

50  That  the  blood  of  all  the  prophets,  which  was  abed  from  the 
foundation  of  the  world,  may  he  required  of  this  generation  : 

51  From  the  blood  of  Abel  unto  the  blood  of  Zacharias,  which

perished  between  the  altar  and  the  temple:  verily  I  say  unto  you.  It 
shall  l>e  required  of  this  generation. 

52  Woe  unto  you,  lawyers !  for  ye  have  taken  away  (he  key  of 
knowledge :  ye  entered  not  in  yourselves,  and  them  that  were  entering 
in  ve  hindered. 

t/ 

53  And  as  he  said  these  things  unto  them,  the  .scribes  and  tin* 
Pharisees  began  to  urge  him  vehemently,  and  to  provoke  him  to 
speak  of  many  things : 

54  Laying  wait  for  him,  and  seeking  to  catch  something  out  of  his 
mouth,  that  they  might  accuse  him. 

CHAPTER  XTT. 

1  Christ  preae.heth  to  his  disciples  to  avoid  hypocrisy ,  and  fearful-nets  in-  pu Id i sit¬ 
ing  his  doctrine :  13  warne.th  the,  people  to  beware,  of  covetous  ness,  by  the  parable  of 
the  rich  man  who  set  up  ft  renter  barns .  32  IVe,  must  n»t  be.  over  careful  of  earthly 
things,  31  but  seek  the  kingdom  of  Hod,  .’43  give  alms,  !4S  he.  ready  at  a  knock  to  open 
to  our  Lortl  whensoever  he.  conicth.  -11  Christ's  ministers  are  to  tee  to  their  charge, 
45)  cm*!  look  for  persecution.  .r>4  The  people  must  take,  this  time  of  grace,  58  because 
it  is  a  fearful  thing  to  die  without  reconciliation. 

IN  the  mean  time,  when  there  were  gathered  together  an  innumera¬ 
ble  multitude  of  people,  insomuch  that  they  trode  one  upon 
another,  be  began  to  say  unto  bis  disciples  first  of  all,  Beware  ye  of 
the  leaven  of  the  Pharisees,  which  is  hypocrisy. 

2  For  there  is  nothing  envererl,  that  shall  not  be  revealed;  neither 
hid ,  that  shall  not  be  known. 

3  Therefore,  whatsoever  ye  have  spoken  in  darkness  shall  be  beard 
in  the  light ;  and  that  which  ye  have  spoken  in  the  ear  in  closets  shall 
he  proclaimed  upon  the  housetops. 

4  And  I  say  unto  yon  my  friends ,  l?e  not  afraid  of  them  that  kill 
the  body,  and  oiler  that  have  no  more  that  they  can  do. 

5  But  1  will  forewarn  yon  whom  ye  shall  fear:  Fear  him,  which 
after  he  hath  killed  hath  power  to  cast  into  bell;  yea,  I  say  unto  you. 
Fear  him. 

G  Are  not  five  sparrows  sold  for  two  farthings,  and  not  one  of  them 
is  forgotten  before  God? 

7  But  even  the  very  hairs  of  your  head  are  all  numbered.  Fear 
not  therefore :  ye  are  of  more  value  than  many  sparrows. 

8  Also  I  say  unto  you,  Whosoever  shall  confess  me  before  men, 
him  shall  the  Son  of  man  also  confess  before  the  angels  of  God : 

1)  But  he  that  deuieth  me  before  men  shall  be  denied  before  the 
angels  of  God. 
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10  And  whosoever  shall  speak  a  word  against  the  Son  of  man,  it 
shall  be  forgiven  him ;  but  unto  him  that  blasphemeth  against  the 
Holy  Ghost  it  shall  not  be  forgiven. 

11  And  when  they  bring  you  unto  the  synagogues,  and  unto  magis¬ 
trates,  and  powers,  take  ye  no  thought,  liow  or  what  tiling  ye  shall 
answer,  or  what  ye  shall  say: 

12  For  the  Holy  Ghost  shall  teach  you  in  the  same  hour  what  ye 
ought  to  say. 

ill  And  one  of  the  company  said  unto  him,  Master,  speak  to  my 
brother,  that  he  divide  the  inheritance  with  mo. 

14  And  ho  said  unto  him,  Man,  who  made  me  a  judge  or  a  divider 
over  vou  ? 

lo  And  lie  said  unto  them,  Take  hood,  and  beware  of  covetous¬ 
ness  :  for  a  man’s  life  consisteth  not  in  the  abundance  of  the  things 
which  ho  possesseth. 

Id  And  he  spake  a  parable  unto  thorn,  saying,  The  ground  of  a 
certain  rich  man  brought  forth  plentifully : 

17  And  ho  thought  within  himself,  saying,  What  shall  I  do,  be¬ 
cause  1  have  no  room  whore  to  bestow  iny  fruits  ? 

18  And  he  said,  This  will  I  do:  I  will  pull  down  my  bams,  and 
build  greater:  and  there  will  I  bestow  all  my  fruits  and  my  goods. 

10  And  I  will  say  to  my  noul,  Soul,  thou  hast  much  goods  laid  up 
for  many  years:  take  thine  ease,  eat,  drink,  ami  be  merry. 

20  Hut  God  said  unto  him,  Thou  fool,  this  night  thy  soul  shall  be 
required  of  thee:  then  whose  shall  those  things  lie,  which  thou  hast 
provided  ? 

21  So  is  ho  that  layeth  up  treasure  for  himself,  and  is  not  rich 

toward  God. 

22  %  And  he  said  unto  his  disciples,  Therefore  I  say  unto  you, 
Take  no  thought  for  your  life,  what  ye  shall  eat;  neither  for  the 
body,  what  ye  shall  put  on. 

28  The  life  is  more  Lhan  moat,  and  the  body  is  more  than  raiment. 

24  Consider  the  ravens:  for  they  neither  sow  nor  reap;  which 

neither  have  storehouse  nor  barn :  and  God  feedeth  them  :  how  much

more  arc  ye  better  than  the  fowls? 

2d  And  which  of  you  with  taking  thought  can  add  to  his  stature 
one  cubit  ? 

26  Tf  ye  then  be  not  able  to  do  that  tiling  which  is  least,  why  take 
ye  thought,  for  the  rest  ? 

27  Consider  the  lilies  how  they  grow :  they  toil  not,  they  spin  not; 
and  yet  l  say  unto  you,  that  Solomon  in  all  his  glory  was  not  arrayed 
like  one  of  these. 

28  If  then  God  so  clothe  the  <7 mas,  which  is  to  day  in  the  field, 
and  to  morrow  is  cast,  into  the  oven ;  how  much  more  will  he  clothe 
you.  < )  ye  of  little  faith  ? 

2‘J  And  seek  not  ye  what  ye  shall  cat,  or  what  ye  shall  drink, 
neither  be  ye  of  doubtful  mind. 
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30  For  all  these  things  do  the  nations  of  the  -irorht  seek  after:  and 
your  Father  knoweth  that  ye  have  need  of  these  things. 

31  f  Hut  rather  seek  ye  the  kingdom  of  God ;  and  all  these  things 
shall  be  added  unto  you. 

.32  Fear  not,  little  flock ;  for  it  is  your  Father’s  good  pleasure  to 
give  you  the  kingdom. 

33  Sell  that  ye  have,  and  give  alms;  provide  yourselves  bags  which 
wax  not  old,  a  treasure  in  the  heavens  that  faileth  not,  where  no  thief 
approached),  neither  moth  corrupteth. 

34  For  where  your  treasure  is,  there  will  your  heart  be  also. 

35  Let  your  loins  be  glided  about,  and  your  lights  burning; 

36  And  ye  yourselves  like  unto  men  that  wait  for  their  lord,  when 
he  will  return  from  the  wedding;  that.,  when  ho  comcth  and  knock- 
eth,  they  may  open  unto  him  immediately. 

37  Blessed  are  those  servants,  whom  the  lord  when  he  cometh  shall 
find  watching:  verily  1  say  unto  you,  that  he  shall  gird  himself,  and 
make  them  to  sit  down  to  meat,  and  will  come  forth  and  serve 

them. 

38  And  if  he  shall  come  in  the  second  watch,  or  come  in  the  third 
watch,  and  find  them  so,  blessed  are  those  servants.

47  And  that  servant,  which  knew  his  lord’s  will,  and  prepared  not 
himself,  neither  did  according  to  his  will,  shall  l>e  beaten  with  many 
stripes. 

48  But  he  that  knew  not,  and  did  commit  things  worthy  of  stripes, 
shall  be  beaten  with  few  stripes.  For  unto  whomsoever  much  is 
given,  of  him  shall  lie  much  required ;  and  to  whom  men  have  com¬ 
mitted  much,  of  him  tliev  will  ask  the  more.

7  Then  said  he  unto  the  dresser  of  his  vineyard,  Behold,  these 
three  years  I  come  seeking  fruit  on  this  fig  tree,  and  find  none:  cut 
it  down;  why  cumbereth  it  the  ground  ?

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9  And  lie  lhat  bade  thee  and  him  come  and  say  to  thee,  (live  this 
man  place;  anil  thou  begin  with  shame  to  take  t.ho  lowest  room. 

10  Hut  when  thou  art  bidden,  go  and  sit  down  in  the  lowest 
room ;  that  when  lie  that  bade  thee  cometh.  lie  may  say  unto  tliee. 
Friend,  go  up  higher:  then  shall,  thou  have  worship  in  the  presence 
of  them  that  sit  at  meat,  with  thee,. 

11  Kor  whosoever  exalte th  himself  shall  be  abased;  and  lie  that

12  H  Then  said  he  also  to  him  that  bade  him,  When  thou  makest 
a  dinner  or  a  supper,  call  not  thy  friends,  nor  thy  brethren,  neither 
thy  kinsmen,  nor  t.hy  rich  neighbours;  lest  they  also  bid  thee  again, 
and  a  recompense  bo  made  thee. 

18  l»ut  when  thou  makest  a  feast,  call  the  poor,  the  maimed,  the 
lame,  the  blind : 

14  And  thou  slialt  be  blessed:  for  they  cannot  recompense  thee: 
for  thou  shalt  be  recompensed  at  the  resurrection  of  the  just. 

IB  IF  And  when  one  of  them  that  sat  at  meat  with  him  hoard 
those  things,  ho  said  unto  him,  Blessed  is  he  that  shall  eat  bread  in 
the  kingdom  of  God. 

1G  Then  said  ho  unto  him,  A  certain  man  made  a  great  supper,  and 
bade  many. 

17  And  sent  his  servant  at  supper  time  to  say  to  them  that  were 
bidden,  Come ;  for  all  things  are  now  ready. 

18  And  they  all  with  one  consent  began  to  make  excuse.  The 
first  said  unto  him,  1  have  bought  a  piece  of  ground,  and  1  must  needs 
go  and  see  it :  I  pray  thee  have  me  excused.

20  Lest  Imply,  after  he  hath  laid  the  foundation,  and  is  not  able  to 
finish  it,  all  that  behold  it  begin  to  mock  him, 

80  Saying,  This  man  began  to  build,  and  was  not  able  to  finish. 

81  Or  what  king,  •going  to  make  war  against  another  king,  sitteth 
not  down  first,  and  eonsulteth  whether  he  lie  able  with  ten  thousand 
to  meet  him  that  cometli  against  him  with  twenty  thousand? 

82  Or  else,  while  the  other  is  yet  a  great  way  off,  he  seudeth  an 
embassage,  and  desiretlx  conditions  of  peace. 

88  So  likewise,  whosoever  he  be  of  you  that  forsaketh  not  all  that 
he  hath,  he  cannot  be  my  disciple. 

84  fT  Salt  is  good:  but  if  the  salt  have  lost  his  savour,  wherewith 
shall  it  be  seasoned  ?

0  And  when  he  cometh  home,  he  calleth  together  his  friends  and 
neighbours,  saving  unto  them,  Rejoice  with  me;  for  I  have  found  my 

sheep  which  was  lost. 

7  I  say  unto  you,  that  likewise  joy  shall  be  in  heaven  over  one  sin¬ 
ner  that  repenteth,  more  than  over  ninety  and.  nine  juat  persons,  which 
need  no  repentance. 

<S  %  Either  what  woman  having  ten  pieces  of  silver,  if  she  lose 
one  piece,  doth  not  light  a  candle,  and  sweep  the  house,  and  seek 
diligeutly  till  she  find  it  ? 

9  And  when  she  hath  found  it.,  she  calleth  her  friends  and  her 
neighbours  together,  saying,  Rejoice  with  me;  for  I  have  found  the 
piece  which  T  had  lost. 

10  Likewise,  I  say  unto  you,  there  is  jov  in  the  presence  of  the 
angels  of  God  over  one  sinner  that  repenteth. 

1 1  IT  And  he  said,  A  certain  man  had  two  sons : 

12  And  the  younger  of  them  said  to  his  father,  Father,  give  me 
the  portion  of  goods  that  falleth  to  mo.  Aiy.1  he  divided  unto  them 
his  living. 
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13  Anil  not  many  days  after  the  younger  son  gathered  all  together. 
and  took  his  journey  into  a  far  country,  and  there  wasted  his  sub¬ 
stance  with  riotous  living. 

M  And  when  he  had  spent  all,  there  arose  a  mighty  famine  in  that 
land ;  and  he  began  to  he  in  want. 

15  And  lie  went  anrl  joined  himself  to  a  citizen  of  that  country ; 
and  he  sent  him  into  his  Helds  to  feed  swine. 

1(5  And  he  would  fain  have  filled  his  belly  with  the  husks  that

the  swine  did  eat :  and  no  man  gave  unto  him. 

17  And  when  lie  came  to  himself,  he  said,  How  many  hired  servants 
of  my  father’s  have  bread  enough  and  to  spare,  and  I  perish  with 
hunger! 

18  I  will  arise  and  go  to  my  father,  and  will  say  unto  him,  Father, 
1  have  sinned  against  heaven,  and  before  thee, 

10  And  am  no  more  worthy  to  be  called  thy  son:  make  me  as  one 
of  thy  hired  servants. 

20  A  tul  he  arose,  and  came  to  his  father.  But  when  he  was  vet 
a  great  way  off,  his  father  saw  him,  and  had  compassion ,  and  ran,  and 
fell  on  his  neck,  and  kissed  him. 

2.1  And  the  son  said  unto  him.  Father,  I  have  sinned  against, 
heaven,  and  in  thy  sight,  and  am  no .  more  worthy  to  be  called  thy 
son. 

22  But  the  father  said  to  his  servants,  Bring  forth  the  best  rolx*.

28  And  lie  was  angry,  and  would  not  go  in:  therefore  came  liis 
father  out,  and  entreated  him.

31  Anil  lie  said  unto  him,  Son,  thou  art  ever  with  me,  and  all  that 
I  have  is  thine. 

32  It  was  meet  that  wo  should  make  merry,  and  lie  glad:  for  this 
thy  brother  was  dead,  and  is  alive  again;  and  was  lost,  and  is  found. 
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1  The  parable  of  the  unjust  steward.  14  Christ  reprove th  the  hypocrisy  of  the 
covetous  rhnrisves*  19  The  rich  glutton ,  and  Lazarus  the  beggar* 


A  XD  he  said  also  unto  his  disciples.  There  was  a  certain  rich  man, 
ljL  which  had  a  steward:  and  the  same  was  accused  unto  him 
that  he  had  wasted  his  goods. 

2  And  lie  called  him,  and  said  unto  him.  How  is  it  that  T  hear  this 

*  * 

nt  thee  ?  give  an  account  of  thy  stewardship;  for  thou  mayest  be  no 
longer  steward. 

.  Thou  the  steward  said  within  himself,  What  shall  T  do?  for  my 
lord  taketh  away  from  me  the  stewardship :  I  cannot  dig;  to  her/  I  am 
ashamed. 

-4  1.  am  resolved  what  to  do,  that.,  when  T  am  put  out  of  the  stew¬ 
ardship,  they  may  receive  me  into  their  houses. 

So  he  called  every  one  of‘  his  lord’s  debtors  unto  him,  and  said 
unto  the  first,  How  much  owest  thou  unto  my  lord? 

45  And  ho  said,  a  hundred  measures  of  oil.  And  he  said  unto  him, 
Take  thy  bill,  and  sit  down  quickly,  and  write  fifty. 

7  Then  said  he  to  another,  And  how  much  owest  thou?  And  ho 
said,  A  hundred  measures  of  wheat.  And  he  said  unto  him,  Take 
t  hv  bill,  and  write  fourscore. 

8  And  the  lord  commended  the  unjust  steward,  because  lie  hail 
done  wisely :  for  the  children  of  this  world  are  in  their  generation 
wiser  than  the  chi  Id  von  of  light. 

h  And  I  say  unto  you,  Make  to  yourselves  friends  of  the  mammon 
of  unrighteousness;  that,  when  yo  fail,  they  may  receive  you  into 
everlasting  habitations. 

10  He  that  is  faithful  in  that  which  is  least  is  faithful  also  in 
much:  and  lie  that  is  unjust  in  the  least  is  unjust  also  in  much. 

11  If  therefore  ye  have  not  been  faithful  in  the  unrighteous  mam¬ 
mon.  who  will  commit  to  vour  trust  the  true  riches  ? 


12  And  if  ye  have  not  been  faithful  in  that  which  is  another 
man’s,  who  shall  give  you  that  which  is  your  owu  ? 

l;>  No  servant  can  servo  two  masters:  for  either  he  will  hate 
the  one,  and  love  the  other;  or  else  he  will  hold  to  the  one,  and 
despise  the  other.  Ye  cannot  serve  God  and  mammon. 

14  And  the  Pharisees  also,  who  were  covetous,  heard  all  these 
things :  and  they  derided  him. 

Ir 

15  And  ho  said  unto  them,  Te  are  they  which  justify  yourselves 
before  men ;  hut  God  knoweth  your  hearts :  for  that  which  is  highly 
esteemed  among  men  is  abomination  in  the  sight  of  God. 

16  The  loir  and  the.  prophets  wore  until  John:  since  that  time  the 
kingdom  of  God  is  preached,  and  every  man  presseth  into  it. 

17  And  it  is  easier  for  heavon  and  earth  to  pass,  than  one  tittle  of 
the  law  to  fail. 

IS  Whosoever  putteth  away  his  wife,  and  marrieth  another,  com- 
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mitteth  adultery :  and  whosoever  marrieth  her  that  is  put  away  from 
her  husband  cominitteth  adultery. 

19  If  Thorn  was  a  certain  rich  man,  which  was  clothed  in  purple 

and  fine  linen,  and  fared  sumptuously  every  day  : 

20  And  there  was  a  certain  beggar  named  Lazarus,  which  was  laid 
at  his  gate,  full  of  sores, 

21  And  desiring  to  be  fed  with  the  crumbs  which  fell  from  the 
rieh  man’s  table :  moreover  the  dogs  came  and  licked  his  sores. 

22  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  the  hoggar  died,  and  was  carried  by 
the  angels  into  Abraham’s  bosom :  the  rich  man  also  died,  and  was 
buried ; 

23  And  in  hell  he  lifted  up  his  eyes,  being  in  torments,  and  seeth 
Abraham  afar  oif.  and  Lazarus  in  his  bosom. 

9 

24  And  he  cried  and  said,  Father  Abraham,  have  mercy  on  me,  and 
send  Lazarus,  that  ho  may  dip  the  tip  of  his  finger  in  water,  and  cool 
my  tongue ;  for  I  am  tormented  in  this  fiame. 

25  But  Abraham  said,  Son,  remember  that  thou  in  thy  lifetime  re¬ 
ceived  at  thy  good  tilings,  and  likewise  Lazarus  evil  things:  but  now 
he  is  comforted,  and  thou  art  tormented. 

26  And  beside  all  this,  between  us  and  you  there  is  a  great  gulf 
fixed :  so  that  they  which  would  pass  from  hence  to  you  cannot ; 
neither  can  they  pass  to  ns,  that  would  come  from  thence. 

27  Then  he  said,  I  pray  thee  therefore,  father,  that  thou  wouldest 
send  him  to  my  father’s  house : 

28  For  I  have  five  brethren ;  that  he  may  testify  unto  them,  lest 
they  also  come  into  this  place  of  torment. 

29  Abraham  saith  unto  him,  They  have  Moses  and  the  prophets ; 
let  them  hear  them. 

30  And  he  said,  Nay,  father  Ahraham :  but  if  one  wont  unto  them 
from  the  dead,  they  will  repent. 

31  And  he  said  unto  him,  If  they  hear  not  Moses  and  the  prophets, 
neither  will  they  be  persuaded,  though  one  rose  from  the  dead.

AND  he  spake  a  parable  onto  them  to  this  end,  that  men  ought

2  Saying,  There  was  in  a  city  a  judge,  which  feared  not  God, 
neither  regarded  man : 

3  And  there  was  a  widow  in  that  city  ;  and  she  oame  unto  him, 
saying,  Avenge  me  of  mine  adversary.

0  And  lie  spake  this  parable.  unto  certain  which  trusted  in  them¬ 
selves  that  they  were  righteous,  and  despised  others; 

10  Two  men  went  up  into  the  temple  to  pray  :  the  one  a  Pharisee, 
and  the  other  a  publican. 

11  The  Pharisee  stood  and  prayed  thus  with  himself s  (led,  1  thank 
thee,  that  i  am  not.  as  other  men  are,  extortioners,  unjust,  adulterers, 
or  even  as  this  publican. 

12  I  fast  twice  in  the  week,  I  give  tithes  of  all  that  T  possess. 

I  ft  And  the  publican,  standing  afar  off,  would  not  lift  np  so  much 
as  his  eyes  unto  heaven,  but  smote  upon  his  breast,  saying,  God  be 
merciful  to  me  a  sinner. 


14  1  tell  von,  this  man  went  down  to  liis  house  justified  rather 
than  the  other;  for  every  one  that  exalteth  himself  shall  be  abased; 
and  he  that  hiunbleth  himself  shall  he  exalted. 

la  And  they  brought  unto  him  also  infants,  that  he  would  touch 
them :  but  when  his  disciples  saw  it,  they  rebuked  them. 

Id  Hut  Jesus  called  them  unto  him,  and  said,  Suffer  little  children  to

2(.i  And  ho  said  unto  them,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  There  is  no 
man  that  hath  left  house,  or  parents,  or  brethren,  or  wife,  or  children, 
for  the  kingdom  of  God’s  sake, 
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3( l  Who  shall  not  receive  manifold  more  in  this  present  time,  and 
in  the  world  to  come  life  everlasting. 

31  II  Then  ho  took  unto  him  the  twelve,  and  said  unto  them.  Be¬ 
hold,  we  (jo  up  to  Jerusalem,  and  all  things  that  are  written  by  the 
prophets  concerning  the  Son  of  man  Bhall  be  accomplished.

2(>  For  T  say  unto  you,  That  unto  every  one  which  hath  shall  ho 
given;  and  from  him  that  hath  not,  even  lliat  ho  hath  shall  be  taken 
away  from  him. 

27  But  those  mine  enemies,  which  -would  not  that  I  should  reign 
over  them,  bring  hither,  and  slay  them  before  mo. 

2.S  If  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  he  wont  before,  ascending  up 
to  Jerusalem. 

29  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he  was  come  nigh  to  Both  phage  and

disciples,

A  NT)  it.  came  to  pass,  that  cm  one  of  those  (lays,  as  lie  taught 
i\  the  people  in  the  temple,  and  preached  the  gospel,  the  chief 
priests  and  the  scribes  came  upon  him  with  the  elders, 

2  Ami  spake  unto  him,  saying,  Tell  us,  by  what  authority  doest 
thou  these  things  ?  ov  who  is  he  that  gave,  thee  this  authority  ? 

3  And  lie  answered  and  said  unto  them,  I  will  also  ask  "you  one 

thing?  and  answer  mo ; 

4  The  baptism  of  John,  was  it  from  heaven,  or  of  men  ? 

5  And  they  reasoned  with  themselves,  saying.  Tf  we  shall  say, 
From  heaven;  he  will  say,  Whv  then  believed  ye  him  not  ? 

G  Hut  and  if  we  say,  Of  men ;  all  the  people  will  stone  us :  for  they 
be  persuaded  that  John  was  a  prophet. 

7  And  they  answered,  that  they  could  not  tell  whence  it  was. 

8  And  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Neither  tell  1  you  by  what  authority

9  Then  began  he  to  speak  to  the  people  this  parable;  A.  certain  man 
planted  a  vineyard,  and  let  it  forth  to  husbandmen,  and  went  into  a 
fax  country  for  a  long  time.

They  answered  and  said,  Ceesars. 

25  And  he  said  unto  them,  Render  therefore  unto  Chasar  tho  things 
which  be  Caesar’s,  and  unto  God  the  things  which  be  God's. 

26  And  they  could  not  take  hold  of  his  words  before  the  people : 
and  they  marvelled  at  his  answer,  and  held  their  pence. 

27  11  Then  came  to  him  certain  oF  the  Sadducees,  which  deny  that

36  Neither  caw  they  die  any  more:  for  they  are  equal  unto  the 
angels;  and  are  the  children  of  God,  being  the  children  of  the 
resurrection. 

37  Now  that  the  dead  are  raised,  even  Moses  showed  at  the  bush, 
when  lie  calletli  the  Lord  the  God  of  Abraham,  and  the  God  of 
Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob. 

38  For  he  is  not  a  Gocl  of  the  dead,  but  of  the  living:  for  all  live 
unto  him. 

39  If  Then  certain  of  the  scribes  answering  said,  Master,  thou 
hast  well  said. 

40  And  after  that  they  durst  not  ask  him  any  question  at  all. 

41  And  he  said  unto  them,  How  say  they  that  Christ  is  David’s 

son  ? 

42  And  David  himself  saitli  in  the  book  of  Psalms,  The.  Tiord  said 
uuto  my  Lord,  Sit  thou  on  my  right  hand. 
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43  Till  T  make  thine  enemies  thy  footstool. 

•14.  David  therefore  ealleth  him  Lord,  how  is  he  then  his  son  ? 

4;1  If  Then  in  the  audience  of  all  the  people  he  said  unto  his 
disciples, 

4(5  Beware  of  the  scribes,  which  desire  to  walk  in  long  robes,  and 
love  greetings  in  the  markets,  and  the  highest  seats  in  the  synagogues, 
and  the  chief  rooms  at  feasts ; 

47  Which  devour  widows’  houses,  and  for  a  shew  make  long 
prayers :  the  same  shall  receive  greater  damnation. 

CHAPTER  XXI. 

1  Christ  eommendetk  the  poor  widow.  5  He  foretelleth  the  destruction  of  the 
(em pie,  and  of  the  city  Jerusalem:  25  the  signs  also  ’which  shall  he  before  the  last 
day.  34  He  exhorlclh  them  to  be  watchful. 

AN  I)  ho  looked  up,  and  saw  the  rich  men  casting  their  gifts  into 
the  treasury. 

2  And  he  saw  also  a  certain  poor  widow  casting  in  thither  two 
mites. 

3  And  he  said,  Of  a  truth  I  say  unto  you,  that  this  poor  widow 
hath  cast  i  n  more  than  they  all : 

4  Por  all  these  have  of  their  abundance  cast  in  unto  the  offerings 
of  God :  but  she  of  her  penury  hath  cast  in  all  the  Jiving  that  she  had. 

5  H  And  as  some  spake  of  the  temple,  how  it  was  adorned  with 
goodly  stones  and  gifts,  he  said, 

(»  As  for  these  things  which  ye  behold,  the  clays  will  came,  in  the 
which  there  shall  not  be  left  one  stone  upon  another,  that  shall  not 
be  thrown  down. 

7  And  they  asked  him,  saying,  Master,  but  when  shall  these  things 
be  ?  and  what  sign  will  there  be  when  these  things  shall  coino  to  pass  ? 

8  And  he  said,  Take  heed  that  ye  be  not  deceived :  for  many  shall 
conic  in  my  name ,  saying,  I  am  Christ;  and  the  time  draweth  near: 
go  ye  not  therefore  after  them. 

0  But  when  ve  shall  hear  of  wars  and  commotions,  be  not  terri- 
lied :  for  these  things  must  first  come  to  pass ;  but  the  end  is  not 
by  and  by. 

10  Then  said  lie  unto  them,  Nation  Bhall  rise  against  nation,  and 
kingdom  against  kingdom: 

1 1  And  great  earthquakes  shall  be  in  divers  places,  and  famines, 
and  pestilences;  aud  fearful  sights  and  great  signs  shall  there  be 
from  heaven. 

12  But  before  all  these,  they  shall  lay  their  hands  on  you,  and 
persecute  you,  delivering  you  up  to  the  synagogues,  and  into  prisons, 
being  brought  before  kings  and  rulers  for  my  name’s  sake. 

13  And  it  shall  turn  to  you  for  a  testimony. 

14  Settle  it  therefore  in  your  hearts,  not  to  meditate  before  what 
ve  shall  answer: 
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15  lor  I  will  give  you  a  mouth  and  wisdom,  which  all  your  ad¬ 
versaries  shall  not  be  able  to  gainsay  nor  resist. 

10  And  ye  shall  be  betrayed  both  by  parents,  and  brethren,  and 
kinsfolks,  and  friends ;  and  some  of  you  shall  they  cause  to  be  put 

to  death. 

17  And  yc  shall  be  hated  of  all  men  for  my  name's  sake. 

18  Hut  there  shall  not  a  hair  of  your  head  perish. 

19  In  your  patience  possess  ye  your  souls. 

20  And  when  yc  shall  see  Jerusalem  compassed  with  armies,  then 
know  that  the  desolation  thereof  is  nigh. 

21  Then  let  them  which  are  in  Judaea  flee  to  the  mountains ;  and 
let  them  which  are  in  the  midst  of  it  depart  out;  and  let  not  them 
that  are  in  the  countries  enter  thereinto. 


22  For  these  be  the  days  of  vengeance,  that  all  tilings  which  are 
written  may  be  fulfilled. 

23  Hut  woe  unto  them  that  arc  with  child,  and  to  them  Unit  give 
suck,  in  those  days!  for  there  shall  be  great  distress  in  the  land,  and 
wrath  upon  this  people. 

24  And  they  shall  fall  by  the  edge  of  the  sword,  and  shall  be  led 
away  captive  into  all  nations:  and  Jerusalem  shall  be  trodden  down 
of  the  Gentiles,  until  the  times  of  the  Gentiles  be  fulfilled. 


25  IT  And  there  shall  be  signs  in  the  sun,  and  in  the  moon,  and  in 
the  stars;  and  upon  the  earth  distress  of  nations,  with  perplexity; 
the  sea  and  the  waves  roaring : 


26  Men’s  hearts  failing  them  for  fear,  and  for  looking  after  those 
things  which  are  coming  on  the  earth :  for  the  powers  of  lieaveu 


shall  be  shaken. 


27  And  then  shall  they  see  the  Son  of  man  coming  in  a  cloud  with 
power  and  great  glory. 

28  And  when  these  things  begin  to  come  to  pass,  then  look  up, 
and  lift  up  your  heads;  for  your  redemption  draweth  nigh. 

29  And  he  spake  to  them  a  parable;  Behold  the.  fig  tree,  and  all 
the  trees ; 

30  When  they  now  shoot  forth,  ye  see  and  know  of  your  own 
selves  that  summer  is  now  nigh  at  hand. 

31  So  likewise  ye,  when  ye  see  these  things  come  to  pass,  know 
ye  that  the  kingdom  of  God  is  vitjh  at  hand. 

32  Verily  I  say  unto  you ,  This  generation  shall  not  pass  away,  till 
all  bo  fulfilled. 


33  Heaven  and  earth  shall  pass  away;  but  my  words  shall  not 
pass  away. 

34  IT  And  take  heed  to  yourselves,  lest  at  any  time  your  hearts  be 
overcharged  with  surfeiting,  and  drunkenness,  and  cares  of  this  life, 
and  so  that  dav  come  upon  vou  unawares.

35  For  as  a  snare  shall  it  come  on  all  them  that  dwell  on  the  face 
of  the  whole  earth. 

36  Watoh  ye  therefore,  and  pray  always,  that  ye  may  be  accounted

3  If  Then  entered  Satan  into  Judas  sumamed  Iscariot,  being  of  the 
number  of  the  twelve. 

4  And  he  went  his  way,  and  communed  with  the  chief  priests  and 
captains,  how  he  might  betray  him  unto  them. 

5  And  they  were  glad,  and  covenanted  to  give  him  money. 

(5  And  lie  promised,  and  sought  opportunity  to  betray  him  unto 
them  in  the  absence  of  the-  multitude. 

T  If  Then  came  tho  day  of  unleavened  bread,  when  the  passover 
must  be  killed. 

8  And  he  sent  Peter  and  John,  saying,  (Jo  and  prepare  us  the  pass- 
over,  that  we  may  eat. 

9  And  they  said  unto  him,  Where  wilt  thou  that  we  prepare  ? 

10  And  he  said  unto  them,  Behold,  when  ye  arc  entered  into  the 
city,  there  shall  a  man  meet  you,  bearing  a  pitcher  of  water;  follow 
him  into  the  house  where  he  entereth  in. 

1 1  A  nd  ye  shall  say  unto  the  good  man  of  the  house,  The 
saith  unto  thee,  Where  is  the  guestchamber,  where  I  shall  eat  the 
passover  with  my  disciples  ? 

12  And  he  shall  shew'  you  a  large  upper  room  furnished :  there 
make  ready. 

13  And  they  went,  and  found  as  he  had  said  unto  them:  and  they 
made  ready  the  passover. 

14  And  when  the  hour  was  come,  he  sat  down,  and  the  twelve, 
apostles  with  him.

22  And  truly  the  Son  of  man  goeth,  as  it  ivas  determined :  but  woe 
unto  that  man  by  whom  he  is  betrayed  ! 

23  And  they  began  to  inquire  among  themselves,  which  of  them  it 
was  that  should  do  this  thing. 

24  IF  And  there  was  also  a  strife  among  them,  which  of  them 
should  be  accounted  the  greatest. 

25  And  he  said  unto  them,  The  kings  of  the  Gentiles  exercise  lord¬ 
ship  over  them;  and  they  that  exercise  authority  upon  them  are 
called  benefactors. 

26  But  ye  shall  not  be  so :  but  he  that  is  greatest  among  you,  let 
him  be  as  the  younger;  and  he  that  is  chief,  as  he  that  doth  serve.

30  That  ye  may  eat  and  drink  at  my  table  in  my  kingdom,  and  sit 
on  thrones  judging  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel. 

31  IT  And  the  Lord  said,  Simon,  Simon,  behold,  Satan  hath  desired 
to  have  you,  that  he  may  sift  you  as  wheat: 

32  But  I  have  prayed  for  thee,  that  thy  faith  fail  not ;  and  when 
thou  art  converted,  strengthen,  thy  brethren. 

33  And  he  said  unto  him,  Lord,  1  am  ready  to  go  with  thee,  both 
into  prison,  and  to  death. 

34  And  he  said,  I  tell  thee ,  Peter ,  the  cock  shall  not  evow  this  day, 
before  that  thou  shalt  thrice  deny  that  thou  knoweat  me. 

35  And  he  said  unto  them,  When  I  sent  you.  without  purse,  and 
serip,  and  shoes,  lacked  ye  any  thing  ?  And  they  said,  Nothing. 

36  Then  said  he  unto  them,  But  now,  he  that  hath  a  purse,  let 
him  take  it,  and  likewise  his  scrip :  and  he  that  hath  no  sword,  let 
him  sell  his  garment,  and  buy  one.

And  he 
said  uuto  them,  It  is  enough. 
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.*$})  1i  Aud  lie  came  out,  and  went,  as  he  was  wont,  to  the  mount 
of  Olives;  and  liis  disciples  also  followed  him. 

10  And  when  lie  was  at  the  place,  he  said  unto  them,  Pray  that 
ye  enter  not  into  temptation. 

41  And  he  was  withdrawn  from  them  about  a  stone’s  cast,  and 
kneeled  down,  and  prayed, 

42  Saying,  Father,  if  thou  be  willing,  remove  this  cup  from  me: 
nevertheless,  not  my  will,  but  thine,  be  done. 

4:5  And  there  appeared  an  angel  unto  him  from  heaven ,  strengthen¬ 
ing  him, 

44  And  being  in  an  agony  lie  prayed  more  earnestly :  and  his 
sweat  was  as  it  were  great  drops  of  blood  falling  down  to  the  ground. 

45  And  when  he  rose  up  from  prayer,  and  was  come  to  his  dis¬ 
ciples,  he  found  them  sleeping  for  sorrow, 

40  And  said  unto  them,  Why  sleep  ye?  rise  and  pray,  lest  ye 
enter  into  temptation. 

47  t  And  while  he  yet  spake,  behold,  a  multitude,  and  he  that 
was  rolled  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve,  went  before  them,  and  drew  near 
unto  Jesus  to  kiss  him. 

48  Put  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Judas,  betrayest  thou  the  Son  of 
man  with  a  kiss? 

49  When  they  which  were  about  him  sate  what  would  follow,  they 
said  unto  him,  Lord,  shall  we  smite  with  the  sword  ? 

50  If  And  one  of  them  smote  the  servant  of  the  high  priest,  and 
cut  off  hi.s  right  ear. 

51  And  Jesus  answered  and  said.  Suffer  ye  thus  far .  And  he 
touched  his  ear,  and  healed  him. 

52  Then  Jesus  said  unto  the  chief  priests,  and  captains  of  the 
temple,  and  the  elders,  which  were  eome  to  him,  lie  ye  come  out,  as 
against  a  thief,  with  swords  and  staves  ? 

55  When  1  was  daily  with  you  in  the  temple,  ye  stretched  forth 
no  hands  against  me :  but  this  is  your  hour,  and  the  power  of  dark - 

54  ?  Then  took  they  him,  and  led  him,  and  brought  him  into  the 
high  priest’s  house.  And  Peter  followed  afar  off. 

55  And  when  they  had  kindled  a  fire  in  the  midst  of  the  hall,  and 
were  set  down  together,  Peter  sat  down  among  them. 

50  But  a  certain  maid  beheld  him  as  he  sat  bv  the  fire,  and

earnestly  lookeil  upon  him,  and  said.  This  man  was  also  with  him. 

57  And  lie  denied  him,  saying,  Woman,  1  know  him  not. 

58  And  after  a  little  while  another  saw  him,  and  said,  Thou  art 
also  of  them.  And  l’eter  said,  Man,  I  am  not. 

59  And  about  the  space  of  one  hour  after  another  confidently 
affirmed,  saying,  Of  a  truth  this  fellow  also  was  with  him ;  for  he  is 

a  Galilean. 

GO  And  Peter  said,  Man,  1  know  not  what  thou  Bayest.  And 
immediately,  while  he  yet  spake,  the  cock  crew. 
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61  And  the  Lord  turned,  and  looked  upon  Peter.  And  Peter 
remembered  the  word  of  the  Lord,  how  he  had  said  unto  him.  Before 
the  cock  crow,  thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice. 

62  And  Peter  went  out,  and  wept  bitterly. 

63  II  And  the  men  that  held  Jesus  mocked  him,  and  smote  him. 

64  And  when  they  had  blindfolded  him,  they  struck  him  on  the 
face,  and  asked  him,  saying,  Prophesy,  who  is  it  that,  smote  thee ? 

65  And  many  other  things  bhixphvoimtshi  spake  they  against  him. 

66  IT  And  as  soon  us  it  was  day,  the  elders  of  the  people  and  the 
chief  priests  and  the  scribes  came,  together,  and  led  him  into  their

351  Two  crU 
doers  are  crucified  with  him .  40  Ills  death.  50  fils  burial* 


AND  the  whole  multitude  of  them  arose,  and  led  him  unto  Pilate. 
Xjl  2  And  they  began  to  accuse  him,  saying.  We  found  this  fellow 
perverting  the  nation,  and  forbidding  to  give  tribute  to  Caesar,  saying 
that,  he  himself  is  Christ  a  king. 

3  And  Pilate  asked  him,  saying.  Art  thou  the  King  of  the  Jews? 
And  he  answered  him  and  said,  Thou  sayest  it. 

•I  Then  said  Pilate  to  the  chief  priests  and  to  the  people,  1  find  no 


fault  in  this  man. 

5  And  they  were  the  more  fierce,  saying.  He  stirreth  up  the  people, 
teaching  throughout  all  Jewrv,.l>ogmning  from  Galilee  to  this  place. 

6  When  Pilate  heard  of  Galilee,  he  asked  whether  tin*  man  were  a 

Galilaean 

7  And  as  soon  as  he  knew  that  lie  belonged  unto  Herod's  jurisdic¬ 
tion,  he  sent  him  to  Herod,  who  himself  also  was  at  Jerusalem  at 


that  time. 

8  If  And  when  Herod  saw  Jesus,  he  was  exceeding  glad:  for  he 
was  desirous  to  see  him  of  a  long  season,  because  he  had  heard  many 
things  of  him  ;  and  he  hoped  to  have  seen  some  miracle  done  by  him. 

9  Then  lie  questioned  with  him  in  many  words:  hut  he  answered 

him  nothing. 
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10  And  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  stood  and  vehemently  accused 
him. 

J 1  And  Herod  with  his  men  of  war  set  him  at  nought,  and  mooked 
him,  and  arrayed  him  in  a  gorgeous  robe,  and  sent  him  again  to 

i’ilate. 

12  %  And  the  same  day  Pilate  and  Herod  were  made  friends  to¬ 
gether;  for  before  they  were  at  enmity  between  themselves. 

13  If  And  Pilate,  when  he  had  called  together  the  chief  priests 
and  the  riders  and  the  people, 

It  Said  unto  them,  Ye  have  brought  this  man  unto  me,  as  one 
that  perverteth  the  people;  and,  behold,  I,  having  examined  him 
before  you,  have  found  no  fault  in  this  man  touching  those  things 
u hereof  ve  accuse  him: 

To  No,  nor  yet  Herod:  for  T  sent  you  to  him;  and,  lo,  nothing 
worthy  of  death  is  done  unto  him. 

Ill  1  will  therefore  chastise  him,  and  release  him, 

17  (For  of  necessity  he  must  release  one  unto  them  at  the  feast.) 

IK  And  they  cried  out  all  at  once,  saying,  Away  with  this  man, 
and  release  unto  us  Barabbas: 

19  (Who  fora  certain  sedition  made  in  the  city,  and  for  murder, 
was  cast*  into  prison.) 

20  Pilate  therefore,  willing  to  release  Jesus,  spake  again  to  them, 

21  Hut  they  cried,  saying,  Crucify  him,  crucify  him. 

22  And  he  said  unto  them  the  third  time,  Why,  what  evil  hath  he 
done?  I  have  found  nc  cause  of  death  in  him:  I  will  therefore 
chastise  him,  and  let  him  <jo. 

23  And  they  were  instant  with  loud  voices,  requiring  that  he 
might,  be  crucified :  and  the  voices  of  them  and  of  the  chief  priests 
prevailed. 

24  And  Pilate  gave  sentence  that  it  should  be  as  they  required- 

2o  And  he  released  unto  them  him  that  for  sedition  and  murder 
was  oast  into  prison,  whom  they  had  desired  ;  but  he  delivered  Jesus 
to  their  will. 

2(5  And  as  they  led  him  away,  they  laid  hold  upon  one  Simon ,  a 
Cyreuian,  coming  out  of  the  country,  and  on  him  they  laid  the  cross, 
that  lie  might  bear  it  after  Jesus. 

27  •"  Aiid  there  followed  him  a  great  company  of  people,  and  of 
women,  which  also  bewailed  and  lamented  him. 

2K  Hut  Jesus  turning  unto  them  said,  Daughters  of  Jerusalem, 
weep  not  for  me,  but  weep  for  yourselves,  and  for  your  children. 

21)  For,  behold,  the  days  are  coming,  in  the  which  they  shall  say, 
Blessed  arc  the  barren,  and  the  wombs  that  never  bare,  and  the  paps 
which  never  gave  suck. 

30  Then  shall  they  begin  to  say  to  the  mountains,  Pall  on  us ;  and 
to  the  hills,  Cover  us. 

31  For  if  they  do  those  things  in  a  green  tree,  what  shall  be 
done  in  the  dry? 
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32  Ami  there  were  also  two  others,  malefactors,  led  with  him  to 
be  put  to  death. 

33  And  when  thoy  were  come  to  the  place,  which  is  called  Calvary, 
there  they  crucified  him,  and  the  malefactors,  one  on  the  right  hand, 
and  the  other  on  the  left. 

34  IT  Then  said  Jesus,  Father,  forgive  them;  for  they  know'  not 
what  they  do.  And  they  parted  his  raiment,  and  cast  lots. 

35  And  the  people  stood  beholding.  And  the  rulers  also  with  them 
derided  him,  saying,  lie  saved  others ;  let  him  save  himself,  if  he  be 
Christ,  the  chosen  of  God, 

36  And  the  soldiers  also  mocked  him,  coming  to  him,  and  offering 
him  vinegar, 

37  And  saying,  If  thou  be  the  King  of  the  Jews,  save  thyself. 

38  And  a  superscription  also  was  written  over  him  in  letters  of 
Greek,  and  Latin,  and  Hebrew,  THIS  TS  THE  KINO  or  THE 
JEWS. 

39  If  And  one  qf  the  malefactors  which  were  hanged  railed  on 
him,  saying,  If  thou  be  Christ,  save  thyself  and  us. 

40  But  the  other  answering  rebuked  him,  saying,  Dost  not  thou 
fear  God,  seeing  then  art  ill  the  Bame  condemnation  ? 

41  And  we  indeed  Justly ;  for  we  receive  the  due  reward  of  our 
deeds :  but  this  man  hath  done  nothing  amiss. 

42  And  he  said  unto  Jesus,  Lord,  remember  me  when  thou  comest 
into  thy  kingdom. 

43  And  J esus  said  unto  him,  Verily  I  say  unto  thee.  To  day  shalt- 
thou  be  with  me  in  paradise. 

44  And  it  was  about  the  sixth  hour,  and  there  was  a  darkness  over 
all  the  earth  until  the  ninth  hour. 

45  And  the  sun  was  darkened,  and  the  vail  of  the  temple  was  rent. 

in  the  midst. 

46  *F  And  when  Jesus  had  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  he  said,  Father, 
into  thy  hands  I  commend  my  spirit:  and  having  said  thus,  lie.  gave. 

up  the  ghost. 

47  Now  when  the  centurion  saw  what  was  done,  he  glorified  God, 
saying,  Certainly  this  was  a  righteous  man. 

48  And  all  the  people  that  came  together  to  that  sight,  beholding 
the  things  which  were  done,  smote  their  breasts,  and  returned. 

49  And  all  his  acquaintance,  and  the  women  that  followed  him 
from  Galilee,  stood  afar  off,  beholding  these  things. 

50  IT  And,  behold,  there  was  a  man  named  Joseph ,  a  counsellor; 
and  he  was  a  good  man,  and  a  just: 

51  (The  same  had  not  consented  to  the  eounsel  and  deed  of 
them:)  he  was  of  Arimathma,  a  city  of  the  Jews;  who  also  himself 
waited  for  the  kingdom  of  God. 

52  This  man  went  unto  Pilate,  and  begged  the  body  of  Jesus. 

53  And  he  took  it  down,  and  wrapped  it  in  linen,  and  laid  it  in  a 
sepulchre  that  was  hewn  in  stone,  wherein  never  man  be  fore,  was  laid. 
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54  And  that  day  was  the  preparation,  and  the  sabbath  drew  on. 

f>d  And  the  women  also,  which  came  with  him  from  Galilee,  fol¬ 
lowed  after,  and  beheld  the  sepulchre,  and  how  his  body  "was  laid. 

50  And  they  returned,  and  prepared  spices  and  ointments;  and 
rested  the  sabbath  day  according  to  the  commandment. 

CHAPTER  XXIV. 

1  Christ's  resurrection  is  declared  by  two  angels  to  the  women  that  come  to  the 
sepulchre.  i>  These  report  it  to  others.  13  Christ  himself  appeareth  to  the  two  disci - 
pics  that  went  to  Emmatis :  3ti  afterwards  he  appeareth  to  the  apostles,  and  reproveth 
their  unbelief:  47  give.tk  them  a  charge :  49  promiseth  the  Holy  Ghost ;  51  and  so 
tuicendetk  into  heaven. 

'’VJ" OW  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week,  very  early  in  the  morning, 
J.\|  they  came  unto  the  sepulchre,  bringing  the  spices  which  they 
had  prepared,  and  certain  others  with  them. 

2  And.  they  found  the  stone,  rolled  away  from  the  sepulchre. 

8  And  they  entered  in,  and  found  not  the  body  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

4  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  were  much  perplexed  thereabout, 
behold,  two  men  stood  by  them  in  nMning  garments; 

5  And  as  they  were  afraid,  and  bowed  down  their  faces  to  the 
earth,  they  said  unto  them,  Why  seek  ye  the  living  among  the  dead? 

0  He  is  not  here,  but  is  risen:  remember  how  he  spake  unto  you 
when  he  was  yet  in  Galilee, 

7  Saying,  The  Son  of  man  must  be  delivered  into  the  hands  of 
sinful  men,  and  be  crucified,  and  the  third  day  rise  again. 

8  And  they  remembered  his  words, 

9  And  returned  from  the  sepulchre,  and  told  all  these  things  unto 

the  eleven,  and  to  all  the  rest. 

10  It  was  Mary  Magdalene,  and  Joanna,  and  Mary  the  mother  of 
James,  and  other  women  that  were  with  them,  which  told  these 
tilings  unto  the  apostles. 

11  And  their  words  seemed  to  them  as  idle  taleB,  and  they  believed 
them  not. 

1.2  Then  arose  Peter,  and  ran  unto  the  sepulchre;  and  stooping 
down,  he  beheld  the  linen  clothes  laid  by  themselves,  and  departed, 
teonderintf  hi  himself  at.  that  which  was  come  to  pass. 

18  IT  And,  behold,  two  of  them  went  that  same  day  to  a  village 
called  Emmaus,  which  was  from  Jerusalem  about  threescore  fur¬ 
longs. 

14  And  they  talked  together  of  all  these  things  which  had  hap¬ 
pened. 

13  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  while  they  communed  together  and 
reasoned,  Jesus  himself  drew  near,  and  went  with  them. 

10  But  their  eyes  were  holden  that  they  should  not  know  him. 

17  A  nd  he  said  unto  them,  What  manner  of  communications  are 
these  that  ye  have  one  to  another,  as  ye  walk,  and  are  sad  ? 

18  And  the  one  of  them,  whose  name  was  Cleopas,  answering  said 
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unto  him,  Art  thou  only  a  stranger  in  Jerusalem,  anti  hast  not  known 
the  things  which  are  come  to  pass  there  in  these  days  ? 

19  Ami  he  said  unto  them,  What  things?  And  they  said  unto 
him.  Concerning  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  which  was  a  prophet  mighty  in 
deed  and  word  t>cfore  God  and  all  the  people : 

20  And  how  the  chief  priests  and  our  rulers  delivered  him  to  he 
condemned  to  death,  and  have  crucified  him. 

21  But  we  trusted  that  it  had  been  lie  which  should  have  redeemed 
Israel ;  and  beside  all  this,  to  day  is  the  third  day  since  these  things 
were  done. 

22  Yea,  and  certain  women  also  of  our  company  made  us  astonished, 
which  were  early  at  the  sepulchre ; 

23  And  when  they  found  not  his  body,  they  came,  saying,  that, 
they  had  also  seen  a  vision  of  angels,  which  said  that  he  was  alive. 

24  And  certain  of  them  which  were  with  us  went  to  the  sepulchre, 
and  found  it.  even  so  as  the  women  had  said:  but  him  they  saw  not. 

25  Then  he  said  unto  them,  0  fools,  and  slow  of  heart  to  believe 
all  that  the  prophets  have  spoken : 

26  Ought  not  Christ  to  have  suffered  these  things,  and  to  enter 

Into  his  glory  ? 

27  And  beginning  at  Moses  and  all  the  prophets,  he  expounded 
unto  them  in  all  the  Scriptures  the  things  concerning  himself. 

28  And  they  drew  nigh  unto  the  village-,  whither  they  went :  and 
he  made  as  though  he  would  have  gone  further. 

29  But  they  constrained  him,  saying,  Abide  with  us;  for  it-  is 
toward  evening,  and  the  day  is  far  spent.  And  he  went  in  to  tarry 
with  them. 

30  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  sat  at  meat  with  them,  he  took 
bread,  and  blessed  it,  and  brake,  and  gave  to  them. 

31  And  their  eyes  were  opened,  and  they  knew  him ;  ami  he  van¬ 
ished  out  of  their  sight. 

32  And  they  said  one  to  another,  Did  not  our  heart  burn  within 
us,  while  lie  talked  with  us  by  the  way  and  ■while  he  opened  to  us 
the  Scriptures  ? 

33  And  they  rose  up  the  same  hour,  and  returned  to  Jerusalem, 
and  found  the  eleven  gathered  together,  and  them  that  were  with  them, 

34  Saying,  The  Lord  is  risen  indeed,  and  hath  appeared  to  Simon. 

35  And  they  told  what  things  were  done  in  the  way,  and  how  lie 
was  known  of  them  in  breaking  of  bread. 

36  If  And  as  they  thus  spake.  Jesus  himself  stood  in  the  midst  of 
them,  and  saith  unto  them,  Peace  be  unto  you. 

37  But  they  were  terrified  and  affrighted,  and  supposed  that  they 
had  seen  a  spirit. 

38  And  he  said  unto  them,  Why  are  ye  troubled  ?  and  why  do 
thoughts  arise  in  your  hearts  ? 

39  Behold  my  hands  and  my  fret,  that  it  is  I  myself:  handle  me, 
and  see;  for  a  spirit  hath  not  flesh  and  boues,  as  ye  see  me  have.

•10  Ami  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  he  shewed  them  his  hands  and 
his  feet. 

41  And  while  they  yet  believed  not  for  joy,  and  wondered,  he  said 
unto  them.  Have  ye  here  any  meat  ? 

42  And  they  gave  him  a  piece  of  a  broiled  fish,  and  of  a  honey¬ 
comb. 

43  And  he  took  it,  and  did  eat  before  them. 

•14  And  he  said  unto  them,  These  are  the  words  which  I  spake 
unto  you,  while  I  was  yet  with  you,  that  ail  things  must  be  fulfilled, 
which  were  written  in  the  law  of  Moses,  and  in  the  prophets,  and  in 
the  psalms,  concerning  me. 

45  Then  opened  he  their  understanding,  that  they  might  under¬ 
stand  the  Scriptures.

47  And  that  l’epenlance  and  remission  of  sins  should  be  preached 
in  his  name  among  all  nations,  beginning  at  Jerusalem. 

4,S  Ami  ye  arc  witnesses  of  these  things. 

4U  *  And,  behold,  I  send  the  promise  of  my  Father  upon  you :  hut 
tarry  ve  in  the.  city  of  Jerusalem,  until  ye  be  endued  with  power 

from  oil  high. 

50  If  A  ml  lie  1  ed  them  out  as  far  as  to  Bethany,  and  he  lifted  up 
his  hands,  and  blessed  them. 

51  Ami  it.  came  to  pass,  while  he  blessed  them,  he  was  parted  from 
them,  and  carried  up  into  heaven. 

52  And  they  worshipped  him,  and  returned  to  Jerusalem  with 

great  joy : 

53  And  were  continually  in  Ike  temple,  praising  and  blessing  God. 
Amen.

CHAPTER  I. 

1  The  divinity ,  humanity,  nnd  qlfice  of  Jesus  Christ.  15  The  testimony  of  John . 
39  The  calling  of  Andrew,  Peter,  etc. 

IN  the  beginning  was  the  Word,  and  the  Word  was  with  God,  and 
the  Word  was  God. 

2  The  same  was  in  the  beginning  with  God. 

3  All  things  were  made  by  him;  and  without  him  was  not  any 
thing  made  that  was  made. 

4  hi  him  was  life;  and  the  life  was  the  light  of  men. 
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5  An<l  the  light  shineth  in  darkness ;  and  the  darkness  compre¬ 
hended  it  not. 

(»  *i\  There  was  a  man  sent  from  God,  whose  name  was  John. 

7  The  same  came  for  a  witness,  to  bear  witness  of  the  Light,  that 
all  men  through  him  might  believe. 

8  He  was  not  that  Light.,  but  was  sent  to  bear  witness  of  that  Light. 

9  That  was  the  true  Light,  which  lighteth  every  man  that  comotli 
into  the  world. 

10  lie  was  in  the  world,  and  the  world  was  made  by  him,  and  the 

world  knew  him  not. 

11  lie  came  unto  his  own,  and  hts  own  received  him  not. 

12  Hut  a3  many  as  received  him,  to  them  gave  he  power  to  become 
the  sons  of  God,  even  to  them  that  believe  on  his  name : 

18  Which  were  born,  not  of  blood,  nor  of  the  will  of  the  flesh, 
nor  of  the  will  of  man,  but  of  God. 

14  And  the  Word  was  made  Jtesk,  and  dwelt  among  us,  (and  we 
beheld  his  glory,  the  glory  ns  of  the  only  begotten  of  the  Father,)  full 
of  grave  ami  truth. 

15  *T  John  bare  witness  of  him,  and  cried,  saying,  This  was  he  of 
whom  I  spake,  He  that  eometh  after  me  is  preferred  before  me ;  for 

he  was  before  me. 

16  And  of  his  fulness  have  all  we  received,  and  grace  for  grace. 

17  For  the  law  was  given  by  Moses,  but  grace  and  truth  came  by 
Jesus  Christ. 

18  No  man  hath  seen  God  at  any  time ;  the  only  begotten  Son, 
which  is  in  the  bosom  of  the  Father,  he  hath  declared  him. 

19  And  this  is  the  record  of  John,  when  the  Jews  sent  priests 
and  Levltes  from  Jerusalem  to  ask  him,  Who  art  thou  ? 

20  And  he  confessed,  and  denied  not;  but  confessed,  I  am  not  the 
Christ. 

21  And  they  asked  him,  What  then  ?  Art  thou  Elias  ?  And  lie 
saith,  1  am  not.  Art  thou  that  Prophet?  And  he  answered,  No. 

22  Then  said  they  unto  him,  Who  art  thou  ?  that  we  may  give  an 
answer  to  them  that  sent  us.  What  say est  thou  of  thyself  ? 

28  He  said,  I  am  the  voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness,  Make 
straight  the  way  of  the  Lord,  as  said  the  prophet  Esaias. 

24  And  they  which  were  sent  were  of  the  Pharisees. 

25  And  they  asked  him,  and  said  unto  him,  Why  baptize&t  thou 
then,  if  thou  be  not  that  Christ,  nor  Elias,  neither  that  Prophet? 

20  John  answered  them,  saying,  1  baptize  with  water :  but  there 
standeth  one  among  you,  whom  ye  know*  not ; 

27  He  it  is,  who  coming  after  me  is  preferred  before  me,  whose 
shoe’s  latchet  I  am  not  worthv  to  unloose. 

4/ 

28  These  things  were  done  in  Bethabara  beyond  Jordan,  where 
John  was  baptising. 

29  «.f  The  next  day  John  seet.li  Jesus  coming  unto  him,  and  saith. 
Behold,  the  Lamb  of  God,  which  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world ! 
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30  This  is  ho  of  whom.  I  said,  After  me  cometh  a  man  which  is 
preferred  before  mo ;  for  he  waB  before  me. 

31  And  I  knew  him  not:  but  that  he  should  be  made  manifest  to 
Israel,  therefore  am  I  come  baptizing  with  water. 

32  And  John  bare  record,  saying,  T  saw  the  Spirit  descending 
from  heaven  like  a  dove,  and  it  abode  upon  him. 

33  And  I  know  him  not:  but  he  that  sent  me  to  baptize  with 
water,  the  same  said  unto  me,  Upon  whom  thou  shalt  see  the  Spirit 
descending,  and  remaining  on  him,  the  same  is  he  which  baptizclh 
with  the  Holy  Ghost. 

34  And  I  saw,  and  bare  record  that  this  is  the  Son  of  God. 

33  IT  Again  the  next  day  after,  John  stood,  and  two  of  his  disciples; 

3t>  And  looking  upon  Jesus  as  he  walked,  he  saitli,  Behold,  the 

Lamb  of  God ! 

37  And  the  two  disciples  heard  him  speak,  and  thoy  followed 
Jesus. 

38  Then  Jesus  turned,  and  saw  them  following,  and  saith  unto 
them,  What  seek  ye  ?  They  said  unto  him,  Rabbi ,  (which  is  to  say, 
being  interpreted,  Master,)  where  dwell est  thou  ? 

39  He  saitli  unto  them,  Come  and  see.  They  came  and  saw 
where  he  dwelt,  and  abode  with  him  that  day  :  for  it  was  about  the 
tenth  hour. 

40  One  of  the  two  which  heard  John  speak,  and  followed  him, 
was  Andrew,  Simon  l’etcr’s  brother. 

41  He  first  findeth  his  own  brother  Simon,  and  saith  unto  him, 
We  have  found  the  Messias,  (which  is,  being  interpreted,  the  Christ) 

42  Ami  he  brought  him  to  Jesus.  And  when  Jesus  beheld  him, 
he  said,  Thou  art  Simon  the  son  of  Jona :  thou  shalt  be  called  Cephas, 
(which  is  by  interpretation,  A  stone.) 

43  11  The  day  following  Jesus  would  go  forth  into  Galilee,  and 
tindeth  Philip,  and  saitli  unto  him,  Follow  me. 

44  Now  Philip  was  of  Bethsaida,  the  city  of  Andrew  and  Peter. 

43  Philip  fiudeth  Nathanael,  and  saith  unto  him,  We  have  found 

him,  of  whom  Moses  in  the  law.  and  the  prophets,  did  write,  Jesus 
of  Nazareth,  the  soil  of  Joseph. 

46  And  Nathanael  said  unto  him,  Can  there  any  good  thing  come 
out  of  Nazareth  V  Philip  saith  unto  him,  Come  and  see. 

47  J  esus  saw  Nathanael  coming  to  him,  and  saith  of  him,  Behold, 
an  Israelite  indeed,  in  whom  is  no  guile  I 

48  Nathanael  saith  unto  him,  Whence  knowest  thou  me  ?  Jesus 
answered  and  said  unto  him,  Before  that  Philip  called  thee,  when 
thou  wast  under  the  fig  tree,  T  saw  thee. 

49  Nathanael  answered  and  saith  unto  him,  Ilabbi,  thou  art  the 
Son  of  God :  thou  art  the  King  of  Israel. 

50  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Because  1  said  unto  tliee, 
I  saw  thee  under  the  fig  tree,  believest  thou  ?  thou  shalt  see  greater 
things  than  these. 
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51.  And  lie  saith  unto  him,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  Here- 
after  yc  shall  see  heaven  open,  and  the  angels  of  God  ascending  and 
descending  upon  the  Son  of  man. 


CHAPTER  IT. 

1  Christ  turneth  water  into  wine,  12  depurteth  into  Capernaum ,  and  to  Jerusalem, 
14  where  he,  pwye.th  the.  temple  of  buyers  and  sellers.  10  He/oretetleth  his  death  and 
resurrection.  25  Many  believed  because  of  his  miracles,  but  he  would  not  trust  h  imsetf 
with  them. 

AND  the  third  day  there  was  a  marriage  in  Cana  of  Galilee;  and 
the  mother  of  Jesus  was  there : 

2  And  both  Jesus  was  called,  an<l  his  disciples,  t.o  the  marriage. 

3  And  when  they  wanted  wine,  the  mother  of  Jesus  saith  unto 
him,  They  have  no  wine. 

4  Jesus  saith  unto  her.  Woman,  what  have  I  to  do  with  thee? 
mine  hour  is  not  yet  come. 

5  His  mother  saith  unto  the  servants,  Whatsoever  lie  saith  unto 
you,  do  it. 

6  And  there  were  set  there  six  waterpots  of  stone,  after  the  manner 
of  the  purifying  of  the  Jews,  containing  two  or  three  firkins  apiece, 
7  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  Fill  the  waterpots  with  water.  And 
they  filled  them  up  to  the  brim. 

8  And  he  saith  unto  them,  Draw  out  now,  and  bear  unto  the  gov¬ 
ernor  of  the  feast.  And  thev  bore  it. 

9  When  the  ruler  of  the  feast  had  tasted  the  water  that  was  made 
wine,  and  knew  not  whence  it  was,  (but  the  servants  which  drew  the 
water  knew,)  the  governor  of  the  feast  mUed  the  bridetjroont, 

10  And  saith  unto  him,  Every  man  at  the  beginning  doth  set  forth 
good  wine;  and  when  men  have  well  drunk,  theu  that  which  is 
worse :  but  thou  hast  kept  the  good  wine  until  now. 

11  This  beginning  of  miracles  did  Jesus  in  Cana  of  Galileo,  and 
manifested  forth  his  glory ;  and  his  disciples  believed  on  him. 

12  TT  After  this  he  wont  down  to  Capernaum,  he,  and  his  mother, 
and  his  brethren,  and  his  disciples;  and  they  continued  (here  not 
many  days. 

13  If  And  the  Jews’  passover  was  at  hand,  and  Jesus  went  up  to 
Jerusalem, 

14  And  found  in  the  temple  those  that  sold  oxen  and  sheep  and 

doves,  and  the  changers  of  money  sitting : 

15  And  when  he  had  made  a  scourge  of  small  cords,  he  drove  them 

all  out  of  the  temple,  and  the  sheep,  and  the  oxen ;  and  poured  out 
the  changers’  money,  and  overthrew  the  tables; 

16  And  said  unt-o  them  that  sold  doves,  Take  these  things  hence; 
make  uot  my  Father’s  house  a  house  of  merchandise. 

17  And  his  disciples  remembered  that  it  was  written,  The  zeal  of 
thine  house  hath  eaten  me  up. 
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IS  IT  Then  answered  the  Jews  and  said  nnto  him,  What  sign 
she  west,  thou  unto  us,  seeing  that  thou  doest  these  things? 

19  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Destroy  Hii»  temple,  and 
in  three  days  T  will  raise  it  up. 

20  Then  said  the  Jews,  Eorty  and  six  years  was  this  temple  in 
building,  ami  wilt  thou  rear  it  up  in  three  days  ? 

2 1  Hut  he  spake  of  the  temple  of  his  body. 

22  When  therefore  he  was  risen  from  the  dead,  his  disciples  re¬ 
membered  that  ho  had  said  this  unto  them ;  and  they  believed  the 
Scripture,  and  the  word  which  J  esus  had  said, 

2d  Mow  when  he  was  in  Jerusalem  at  the  passover,  in  the  feast 
day,  many  believed  in  his  name,  when  they  saw  the  miracles  which 
he  did. 

21  Hut  Jesus  did  not  commit  himself  nnto  them,  because  he  knew 
all  men, 

25  And  needed  not  that  any  should  testify  of  man;  for  he  knew 
what,  was  in  man. 


CHAPTER  III. 

1  Christ-  teacheth  Nie.odemus  the  necessity  of  regeneration.  14  Of  faith  in  his 
death.  10  The  great  love  of  God  towards  the  world.  IS  Condemnation  for  unbelief. 
23  The.  baptism,  witness  and  doctrine  of  John  concerning  Christ. 

r INHERE  was  a  man  of  the  Pharisees,  named  Nicodemus,  a  ruler  of 

1_  the  Jews: 

2  The  same  eame  to  Jesus  by  night,  and  said  unto  him,  Rabbi,  we 
know  that  tliou  art  a  teacher  come  from  God :  for  no  man  can  do 
these  miracles  that  thou  doest,  except  God  be  with  him. 

d  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
thee.  Except  a  man  be  born  again,  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of 
God. 

4  Nicodemus  saitli  unto  him,  How  can  a  man  be  born  when  he  is 
old  ?  can  he  enter  the  second  time  into  liis  mother’s  womb,  and  be 
born  ? 

5  Jesus  answered,  Verily,  verily ,  I  say  unto  thee,  Except  a  man  be 
bom  of  water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
God. 

t)  That  which  is  born  of  the  flesh  is  flesh ;  and  that  which  is  born 
of  tile  Spirit  is  spirit. 

7  Marvel  not  that  I  said  unto  thee,  Ye  must  be  bom  again. 

S  The  v'ind  bloweth  where  it  listeth,  and  thou  hearest  the  sound 
I  hereof,  but  oanst  not  tell  whence  it  cometh,  and  whither  it  goeth : 
so  is  every  one  that  is  born  of  the  Spirit. 

9  N icodemus  answered  and  said  unto  hi  m,  How  can  these  things  be  ? 

10  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Art  thou  a  master  of  Israel, 
and  knmvost  not  these  things? 

11  V  drily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  We  speak  that  we  do  know,  and 
testify  that,  we  have  seen,  and  ye  receive  not  our  witness. 
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12  If  I  have  told  you  earthly  things,  and  ye  believe  not,  how  shall 
ye.  believe,  if  I  tell  you  of  heavenly  things  ? 

"  '  13  Aiul  no  man  hath  ascended  up  to  heaven,  but  he  that  came 
down  from  heaven,  even  the  Son  of  man  which  is  in  heaven. 

11  ■;  And  as  Moses  lifted  up  the  serpent  in  the  wilderness,  even  so 
must  the  Son  of  man  be  lifted  up: 

15  That  whosoever  believeth  in  him  should  not  perish,  but  have 

eternal  life. 

Id  U  Kor  God  so  loved  the  world,  that  lie  gave  his  only  begotten 
Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  iu  him  should  not  perish,  but  have 
everlasting  life. 

17  For  God  sent  not  his  Son  into  the  world  to  condemn  the  world ; 
but  that  the  world  through  him,  might  be  saved. 

18  11  He  that  believeth  on  him  is  not  condemned:  but  he  that 
believeth  not  is  condemned  already,  because  he  hath  not  believed  in 
the  name  of  the  only  begotten  Son  of  trod. 

19  And  this  is  the  condemnation,  that  light  is  come  into  the  world, 
and  men  loved  darkness  rather  than  light,  because  their  deeds  were 

evil. 

20  For  every  one  that  doeth  evil  hateth  the  light,  neither  comelh 
to  the  light,  lest  his  deeds  should  be  reproved. 

21  Hut  he  that  doeth  truth  cometh  to  the  light,  that  his  deeds 
may  be  made  manifest,  that  they  are  wrought  in  God. 

22  IT  After  these  things  came  Jesus  and  his  disciples  into  the  land 
of  Jndsea;  and  there  lie  tarried  with  them,  and  baptized. 

23  IT  And  John  also  was  baptising  in  Huon  near  to  Salim,  because 
there  was  much  water  there :  anrl  they  came,  and  were  baptized. 

24  For  John  was  not  yet  cast  into  prison. 

25  Then  there  arose  a  question  between  some  of  John's  disciples 
and  the  Jews  about  purifying. 

26  And  they  came  unto  John,  and  said  unto  him,  Rabbi,  he  tlial 
was  with  thee  beyond  Jordan,  to  whom  thou  fxtrest  witness,  behold, 
the  same  baptizeth,  and  all  men  come  to  him. 

27  John  answered  and  said,  A  man  can  receive  nothing,  except  it 
be  given  him  from  heaven. 

28  Ye  yourselves  boar  me  witness,  that  I  said,  I  am  not  the  Christ, 
but  that.  I  am  sent  before  him. 

29  lie  that  hath  the  bride  is  the  bridegroom :  but  the  friend  of  the 
bridegroom,  which  slandefh  and  hoaroth  him,  rejoiocth  greatly  be¬ 
cause  of  the  bridegroom's  voice:  this  my  joy  therefore  is  fulfilled. 

30  He  must  increase,  hut  I  must  decrease. 

31  He  that  cometh  from  above  is  above  all:  he  that  is  of  the  earth 
is  earthly,  and  speaketh  of  the  earth:  he  that  cometh  from  heaven  is 
above  all. 


32  And  what  he  hath  seen  and  heard,  that  he  testiiieth 

* 

man  receiveth  his  testimony. 

ft* 

33  He  that  hath  received  his  testimony  hath  set  to  his 

God  is  true. 
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34  For  ho  whom  God  hath  sent  speaket.h  the  words  of  God :  for 
God  giveth  not  the  Spirit  by  measure  unto  him. 

35  The  Father  loveth  the  Son,  and  hath  given  all  things  into 
liis  hand. 

30  lie  that  bdieveth  on  the  Son  hath  everlasting  life;  and  he 
that  believetli  not  the  Son  shall  not  see  life;  but  the  wrath  of  God 
abideth  on  him. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  Christ  talketh  with  a  woman  of  Samaria,  and  revealelh  himse{f  unto  her. 
27  Iltts  disciples  marvel.  31  He  declareth  to  them  his  teal  to  God's  glory.  39  if  any 
Samaritans  believe  on  him.  43  He  departeth  into  Galilee,  c md  healeih  the  ruler’s  sou 
that  lay  sick  at  Capernaum. 

WHEN  therefore  the  Lord  knew  how  the  Pharisees  had  heard 

that  Jesus  made  and  baptized  more  disciples  than  John , 

2  (Though  Jesus  himself  baptized  not,  but  his  disciples,) 

3  He  left  Judaea,  and  departed  again  into  Galilee. 

4  And  he  must  needs  go  through  Samaria. 

5  Then  cometh  he  to  a  cUy  of  Samaria,  which  is  called  Sychar, 
near  to  the  parcel  of  ground  that  Jacob  gave  to  his  son  Joseph. 

6  Now  Jacob’s  well  was  there.  Jesus  therefore,  being  wearied  with 
his  journey,  sat  thus  on  the  well :  and  it  was  about  the  sixth  hour. 

7  There  cometh  a  woman  of  Samaria  to  draw  water :  Jesus  saith 
unto  her,  Give  me  to  drink. 

8  (For  his  disciples  were  gone  aveay  unto  the  city  to  buy  meat.) 

9  Then  saith  the  woman  of  Samaria  unto  him,  liow  is  it  that  thou, 
being  a  Jew,  askest  drink  of  me,  which  am  a  woman  of  Samaria  V  (for 
the  Jews  have  no  dealings  with  the  Samaritans.) 

10  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  hex',  Tf  thou  knewest  the  gift  of  God , 
and  who  it  is  that  saith  to  thee,  Give  mo  to  drink;  thou  wouldest 
have  asked  of  him,  and  lie  would  have  given  thee  living  water. 

11  The  woman  saith  unto  him,  Sir,  thou  hast  nothing  to  draw  with, 
and  the  well  is  deep  :  from  whence  then  hast  thou  that  living  water  ? 

L2  Art  thou  greater  than  our  father  Jacob,  which  gave  us  the  well, 
and  drank  thereof  himself,  and  his  children,  and  liis  cattle  7 

13  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  her,  Whosoever  drinketh  of  this 
water  shall  thirst  again : 

14-  But  whosoever  drinke.th  of  the  water  that  I  shall  give  him 
shall  never  thirst;  but  the  water  that  I  shall  give  him  shall  be  iu 
him  a  well  of  water  springing  up  into  everlasting  life. 

15  The  woman  saith  unto  him,  Sir,  give  me  this  water,  that  I  thirst 
not,  neither  come  hither  to  draw. 

tG  Jesus  saith  unto  her,  Go,  call  thy  husband,  and  come  hither. 

17  The  woman  answered  and  said,  I  have  no  husband.  Jesus  said 
unto  her.  Thou  hast  well  said,  I  have  no  husband : 

18  For  thou  hast  had  five  husbands ;  and  lie  whom  thou  now  hast 
is  not  thy  husband :  in  that  saidst  thou  truly. 

19  The  woman  saith  unto  him,  Sir,  I  perceive  that  thou  art  a 
prophet 
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20  Our  fathers  worshipped  in  this  mountain;  and  ye  say,  that  in 
Jerusalem  is  the  place  where  men  ought  to  worship. 

21  Jesus  saitli  unto  her,  Woman,  believe  me,  the  hour  comet  h, 
when  ye  shall  neither  in  this  mountain,  uor  yet  at  Jerusalem,  worship 
the  Father. 

22  Ye  worship  ye  know  not  what:  we  know  what  we  worship; 
for  salvation  is  of  the  Jews. 

23  Hut  the  hour  conutlh ,  and  now  is,  when  the  true  worshippers 
shall  worship  the  Father  in  spirit  and  in  truth .  for  the  Father  seckcth 
such  to  worship  him. 

24  God  is  u  Spirit:  and  they  that  worship  him  must  worship  him 
In  spirit  and  in  truth. 

25  The  woman  saitli  unto  him,  I  know  that  Measias  eometli,  (which 
is  called  ChriBt:')  when  he  is  come,  he  will  tell  us  all  things. 

26  Jesus  sait.n  unto  her,  I  that  speak  unto  thee  cm-  he. 

27  If  And  upon  this  came  his  disciples,  and  marvelled  that  lie 
talked  with  the  woman :  yet  no  man  said,  What  seekest  tlum  ?  or, 
Why  tal  kest  thou  with  her  ? 

28  The  woman  then  left  her  waterpot,  and  went  her  way  into  the 
city,  and  saith  to  the  men, 

29  Come,  see  a  man,  which  told  me  all  things  that  ever  1  did :  is 
not  this  the  Christ.  '? 

30  Then  they  went  out  of  the  city,  and  came  unto  him. 

31  IT  In  the  mean  while  his  disciples  prayed  him,  saying,  Mas¬ 
ter,  eat. 

32  Hut  he  said  unto  them,  I  have  meat  to  cat  that  ye  know  not  of. 

33  Therefore  said  the  disciples  one  to  another,  Hath  any  man 
brought  him  aught  to  eat  ? 

34  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  My  meat  is  to  do  the  will  of  him  that 
sent  me,  and  to  finish  his  work. 

35  Say  not  ye,  There  are  yet  four  months,  and  then  comoth  harvest? 
behold,  I  say  unto  you,  Lift  up  your  eyes,  and  look  on  the  Holds; 
for  they  are  white  already  to  harvest. 

36  And  lie  that  reapeth  receiveth  wageB,  aud  gatliOrcth  fruit  unto 
life  eternal:  that  both  ho  that  soweth  and  he  that  reapeth  may 
rejoice  together. 

37  And  herein  is  that  saying  true,  One  soweth,  and  another  reapeth. 

38  I  sent  you  to  reap  that  whereon  ye  bestowed  no  labour :  other 
men  laboured,  and  ye  are  entered  into  their  labours. 

39  1|  And  many  of  the  Samaritans  of  that  city  believed  on  him 
for  the  saying  of  the  woman,  which  testified,  lie  told  me  all  that 
ever  I  did. 


40  So  when  the  Samaritans  were  come  unto  him.  they  besought 
^  /  •»  " 

him  that  he  would  tarry  with  them :  and  he  abode  there  two  days. 

41  And  many  more  believed  because  of  his  own  word ; 

42  And  said  uuto  the  woman,  Now  we  believe,  not  because  of  thy 


saying:  for  we  have  heard  biin  ourselves,  and 
indeed  the  Christ,  the  Saviour  of  the.  world. 


know  that  this  is 
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43  1[  Now  after  two  days  lie  departed  thence,  and  went  into  Galilee. 

44  For  Jesus  himself  testified,  that  a  prophet  hath  no  honour  in 
bis  own  country. 

45  Then  when  he  was  come  into  Galilee,  the  Galiheans  received 
hint,  having  seen  all  the  things  that  he  did  at  Jerusalem  at  the  feast : 
for  they  also  went  unto  the  feast. 

46  So  Jesus  came  again  into  Cana  of  Galilee,  where  he  made  the 
water  wine.  And  there  was  a  certain  nobleman,  whose  son  was  sick 

at  Capernaum. 

47  When  he  heard  that  Jesus  was  come  out  of  Judaea  into  Galilee, 
he  went  unto  him,  and  besought  him  that  lie  would  come  down,  and 
heal  his  sou :  for  he  was  at  the  point  of  death. 

4<S  Then  said  Jesus  unto  him,  Except  ye  see  signs  and  wonders, 
ye  will  not  believe. 

r 

49  The  nobleman  saith  unto  him,  Sir,  come  down  ere  my  child  die. 

50  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Go  thy  way;  thy  sou  liveth.  And  the 
man  believed  the  word  that  Jesus  had  spoken  unto  him,  and  he  went 
his  •wav. 

51  And  as  he  was  now  going  down,  his  servants  met  him,  and  told 
him,  saying,  Thy  son  liveth. 

52  Then  inquired  he  of  them  the  hour  when  lie  began  to  amend. 
And  they  said  unto  him,  Yesterday  at  the  seventh  hour  the  fever 
left  him. 

53  So  the  father  knew  that  it  was  at  the  same  hour,  in  the  which 
Jesus  said  unto  him,  Thy  sou  liveth :  and  himself  believed,  and  his 
whole  house. 

54  This  is  again  tlie  second  miracle  that  Jesus  did,  when  he  was 
come  out  of  Judina  into  Galilee. 


CHAPTER  V. 


1  Jeftus  ot)  the  sabbath  day  c nreth  him  that  was  diseased  eight  and  thirty  years* 
10  The  dews  then3 fare  card,  and  persecute  him  for  it .  17  He  aimeereth  for  himself, 
and  repnweth  them,  shewing  by  the  testimony  of  his  Father,  32  of  John,  30  of  his 
works %  39  and  of  the  Script  ares,  who  he  is. 


AFTER  this  there  was  a  feast  of  the  Jews;  and  Jesus  went  up  to 
J  ernsalem. 

2  Now  there  is  at  Jerusalem  by  the  sheep  market  a  pool,  which  is 
called  in  the  Hebrew  tongue  Bethesda,  having  five  porches. 

3  Tn  these  lay  a  great  multitude  of  impotent  folk,  of  blind,  halt, 
withered,  waiting  for  the  moving  of  the  water. 

4  For  an  angel  went  down  at  a  certain  season  into  the  pool,  and 
troubled  tlie  water :  whosoever  then  first  after  the  troubling  of  the 
water  step/wl  in  was  made  whole  of  whatsoever  disease  lie  had. 

5  And  a  certain  man  was  there,  which  had  an  infirmity  thirty  and 
eight  years. 

6  When  Jesus  saw  him  lie,  and  knew  that  he  had  been  now  a  long 
time  in  that  case,  ho  saith  unto  him,  Wilt  thou  be  made  whole? 
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7  The  impotent  man  answered  him,  Sir,  1  have  no  man,  when  the 
water  is  troubled,  to  put  me  into  the  pool :  but  while  I  am  coming, 
another  steppeth  down  before  me. 

8  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Rise,  take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk. 

9  And  immediately  the  man  was  made  whole,  and  took  up  his  bed, 
and  walked:  and  on  the  same  day  was  the  sabbath. 

10  IT  The  Jews  therefore  said  unto  him  that  was  cured,  It  is  the 
sabbath  day :  it  is  not  lawful  for  thee  to  carry  thy  bed. 

11  He  answered  them,  He  that  made  me  whole,  the  same  said 
unto  me,  Take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk. 

12  Then  asked  they  him,  What  man  is  that  which  said  unto  thee, 
Take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk  ? 

13  And  he  that  was  healed  wist  not  who  it  was:  for  Jesus  had 
conveyed  himself  away,  a  multitude  being  in  that  place. 

14  A per  ward  Jesus  findeth  him  in  the  temple,  and  said  unto  him. 
Behold,  thou  art  made  whole:  sin  no  more,  lest  a  worse  idling  come 
unto  thee. 

lo  The  man  departed,  and  told  the  Jews  that  it  was  Jesus,  which 
had  made  him  whole. 

16  And  therefore  did  the  Jews  persecute  Jesus,  and  sought  to  day 
him,  because  he  had  done  these  things  on  the  sabbath  day. 

17  IT  But  Jesus  answered  them,  My  Father  worketh  hitherto,  and 
I  work. 

18  Therefore  the  Jews  sought  the  more  to  kill  him,  beeansc  he 
not  only  had  broken  the  sabbath,  but  said  also  that  God  was  his 
Father,  making  himself  equal  with  God. 

19  Then  answered  Jesus  and  said  unto  them,  Verily,  verily,  1  say 
unto  you ,  The  Son  can  do  nothing  of  himself  but  what  he  seetli  the 
lather  do :  for  what  things  soever  he  doeth,  these  also  doeth  the  £>au 
likewise. 

20  For  the  Father  loveth  the  Son,  and  sheweth  him  all  tilings  that 
himself  doeth:  and  he  will  shew  him  greater  works  than  these,  that 
ye  may  marvel. 

21  For  as  the  Father  raiseth  up  the  dead,  and  yuickenelh  them ; 
even  so  the  Son  quiokoneth  whom,  he  will. 

22  For  the  Father  judgeth  no  man,  but  hath  committed  all  judg¬ 
ment  unto  the  Son: 

23  That,  all  men  should  honour  the  Son,  even  as  they  honour  the 
Father.  He  that  honoureth  not  the  Son.  honoureth  not  the  Father 
which  hath  sent  him. 

24  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  He  that  hearelh  my  word,  and 
believelh  on  him  that  sent  me,  hath  everlasting  life,  and  shall  not  come 
into  condemnation  5  but  is  passed  from  death  unto  life. 

25  Verily,  verily,  1  say  unto  you,  The  hour  is  cominy,  and  now  is, 
when  the  dead  shall  hear  the  voice  of  the  Son  of  God  :  and  they  that 
hear  shall  live. 

26  For  as  the  Father  hath  life  in  himself ;  so  hath  he  given  lo  the 
Son  to  have  life  in  himself ; 
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27  And  hath  givc'n  him  authority  to  execute  judgment  also,  because 
he  is  the  Son  of  man. 

28  Marvel  not  at  this :  for  the  hour  is  coming,  in  the  which  all 
that  are  in  the  graves  shall  hear  his  voice, 

2D  And  shall  come  forth;  they  that  have  done  good,  unto  the 
resurrection  of  life;  and  they  that  have  done  evil,  unto  the  resur¬ 
rection  of  damnation. 

30  I  can  of  mine  own  self  do  nothing:  as  I  hear,  1  judge :  and  my 
judgment  is  just;  because  I  seek  not  mine  own  will,  but  the  will  of 
the  Father  which  hath  sent  me. 

SI  If  I  bear  witness  of  myself,  my  witness  is  not  true. 

32  There  is  another  that  beareth  witness  of  me;  and  I  know 
that  the  witness  which  he  witnesseth  of  me  is  true. 

33  Te  sent  unto  John,  and  he  bare  witness  unto  the  truth. 

•34  But  I  receive  not  testimony  from  man :  but  these  things  I  say, 
that  ye  might  he  saved. 

33  He  was  a  burning  and  a  shining  light :  and  ye  were  willing  for 
a  season  to  rejoice  in  his  light. 

3(>  But  I  have  greater  witness  than  that  of  John :  for  the  works 
whieli  the  Father  hath  given  me  to  finish,  the  same  works  that  I  do, 
licar  witness  of  me,  that  the  Father  hath  sent  me. 

37  And  the  Father  himself,  which  hath  sent  me,  hath  borne  witness 
of  me.  Y e  have  neither  heard  his  voice  at  any  time,  nor  seen  his  shape. 

38  And  ye  have  not  his  word  abiding  in  you:  for  whom  he  hath 
sent,  him  ye  believe  not. 

30  1|  Search  the  Scriptures ;  for  is  them  ye  think  ye  have  eternal 
life :  and  they  are  they  which  testify  of  me. 

40  A  ml  ye  will  not  come  to  me,  that  ye  might  have  life. 

41  1  receive  not  honour  from  men. 

42  But  T  know  you,  that  ye  have  not  the  love  of  God  in  you. 

43  I  am  come  in  my  Father’s  name,  and  ye  receive  me  not:  if 
another  shall  come  in  his  own  name,  him  ye  will  receive. 

44  How  can  ye  believe,  which  receive  honour  one  of  another,  and 
seek  not  the  honour  that  cometh  from  God  only  ? 

■15  T)o  not  think  that  I  will  accuse  you  to  the  Father :  there  is  one 
that  accuscth  you,  even  MoBes,  in  whom  ye  trust. 

1(5  For  had  ye  believed  Moses,  ye  would  have  believed  me:  for 
he  wrote  of  me. 

47  But  if  ye  believe  not  his  writings ,  how  shall  ye  believe  my 
words ? 

CHAPTER  YJ. 

]  Chri&t  fe.ecleth  jive  thousand  men  with  Jive  loaves  and  two  fyhes.  15  Thereupon 
the  people  would  have  made  him  king.  10  But  withdrawing  himself,  he  waUceth  on 
the  w i  to  his  ilisciptr.fi :  20  ixpwvc.th  the.  people  flocking  after  him ,  <m<Z  all  the  fleshly 
hearers  of  his  word :  32  declareth  himself  to  be  the  bread  of  life  to  believers,  tfli  Many 
disciples  depart  from  him .  08  Betzr  confesseth  him .  70  Judas  it  a  devil. 

AFTER  these  things  Jesus  went  over  the  sea  of  Galilee,  which  is 
the  sea  of  Tiberias. 
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2  And  si  great  multitude  followed  him,  because  they  saw  his  mira¬ 
cles  which  he  did  on  them  that  were  diseased. 

3  And  Jesus  went  up  into  a  mountain,  and  there  he  ml  with  his 
disciples. 

4  And  the  passover,  a  feast  of  the  Jews,  was  nigh. 

5  When  Jesus  then  lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  saw  a  great  company 
eome  unto  him,  he  saith  unto  Philip ,  Whence  shall  we  buy  bread, 
that  these  may  eat  Y 

0  And  this  he  said  to  prove  him:  for  he  himself  knew  what  he 
would  do. 

7  Philip  answered  him,  Two  hundred  pennyworth  of  bread  is  not 
sufficient  for  them,  that  every  one  of  them  may  take  a  little. 

8  One  of  his  disciples,  Andrew,  Simon  Peter’s  brother,  saith  unto 
him, 

9  There  is  a  lad  here,  which  hath  five  barley  loaves,  and  two  small 
fishes ;  but  what  are  they  among  so  many  ? 

10  And  Jesus  said,  Make  the  men  sit  down.  Now  there  was  much 
grass  in  the  place.  So  the  men  sat  down,  in  number  about  five 
thousand. 

11'  And  Jesus  took  the  loaves;  and  when  he  liatl  given  thanks, 
be  distributed  to  the  disciples,  and  the  disciples  to  them  that  were 
set  down;  and  likewise  of  the  fishes  as  much  as  they  would. 

12  When  they  were  filled,  he  said  unto  his  disciples,  Gather  v.p 
the  fragments  that  remain,  that  nothing  be  lost. 

13  Therefore  they  gathered  them  together,  and  filled  twelve  bas¬ 
kets  with  the  fragments  of  the  five  barley  loaves,  which  remained 
over  and  above  unto  them  that  had  eaten. 

14  Then  those  men,  when  they  had  seen  the  miracle  that  Jcsns 
did,  said,  This  is  of  u  truth  that  Prophet  that  should  come  into  the 
world. 

15  IT  When  Jesus  therefore  perceived  that  they  would  come  and 
take  him  by  force,  to  make  him  a  king,  he  departed  again  into  a 
mountain  liimself  alone. 

16  And  when  even  was  now  come,  his  disciples  went  down  unto 
the  sea, 

17  And  entered  into  a  ship,  and  went  over  the  sea  toward  Caper¬ 
naum.  And  it  was  now  dark,  aud  Jesus  was  not  come  lo  them. 

18  And  the  sea  arose  by  reason  of  a  great  wind  that  blew. 

19  So  when  they  had  rowed  about  five  and  twenty  or  thirty  fur¬ 
longs,  they  see  Jesus  walking  on  the  sea,  and  drawing  nigh  unto  the 
ship :  and  they  were  afraid. 

20  But  he  saith  unto  them,  It  is  I;  be  not  afraid. 

21  Then  they  willingly  received  him  into  the  ship :  and  immediately 
the  ship  was  at  the  land  whither  they  went. 

22  IT  The  day  following,  when  the  people,  which  stood  on  the 
other  side  of  the  sea,  saw  that  there  was  none  other  boat  there,  save 

•  w 

that  one  whereinto  his  disciples  were  entered,  and  that-  Jesus  went 
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not  with  his  disciples  into  the  boat,  but  that  his  disciples  were  gone 
away  alone ; 

23  (llowbeit  there  came  other  boats  from  Tiberias  nigh  unto  the 
place  where  they  did  eat  bread,  after  that  the  Lord  had  given 
thanks : ) 

24  When  the  people  therefore  saw  that  Jesus  was  not.  there, 
neither  his  disciples,  they  also  took  shipping,  and  came  to  Caper¬ 
naum,  socking  for  Jesus. 

25  And  when  they  had  found  him  on  the  other  side  of  the  sea, 
t  hey  said  unto  him,  Rabbi,  when  earnest  thou  hither  ? 

20  Jesus  answered  them  and  said,  Verily,  verity,  T  my  onto  yon. 
Vo  seek  me.  not  because  ye  saw  the  miracles,  but  because  ye  did  eat 
of  the  loaves,  and  wore  filled. 

27  Labour  not  for  the  meat  which  perishetb,  but  for  that  meat 
which  e.iidtiretk  unto  everlasting  life,  which  the  Son  of  man  shall  give 
unto  you  :  for  him  hath  God.  the.  Father  sealed. 

28  Then  said  they  uuto  him,  What  shall  we  do,  that  we  might 
work  the  works  of  God  ? 

29  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  This  is  the  work  of  God, 
that  ve  believe  on  him  whom  he  hath  sent. 

V 

.‘JO  They  said  therefore  unto  him,  What  sign  shewest  thou  then, 
that  we  may  sec,  and  believe  thee  ?  what  dost  thou  work  ? 

31  Our  fathers  did  eat  manna  in  the  desert ;  as  it  is  written,  He 
gave  them  bread  from  heaven  to  cat. 

32  Then  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you, 
Moses  gave  you  not  that  bread  from  heaven ;  but  my  Father  giveth 
vou  the  true  bread  from  heaven. 

m* 

33  For  the  bread  of  God  is  he  which  cometli  dowu  from  heaven, 
ami  giveth  life  unto  the  world. 

34  Thou  said  they  unto  him,  Lord,  evermore  give  us  this  bread. 

35  And  Jesus  said  unto  them,  I  am  the  bread  of  life :  he  that 
cometli  to  me  shall  never  hunger;  and  he  that  lmlieveth  on  me  shall 
nerer  (hirst. 

3(j  15 ut  I  said  unto  yon,  That  ye  also  have  seen  me,  and  believe 
not. 

37  All  that  the  Father  giveth  me  shall  conic  to  me;  and  him  that 
cometli  to  me  I  will  in  no  wise  cast  out. 

38  For  1  came  down  from  heaven,  not  to  do  mine  own  will,  but 
the  will  of  him  that  Bent  me. 

39  And  this  is  the  Father’s  will  which  hath  sent  me,  that  of  all 
which  he  hath  given  me  I  should  lose  nothing,  but  should  raise  it  up 
again  at  the  last  day. 

40  And  this  is  the  will  of  him  that  sent  me,  that  every  one  which 
see th  the  Son,  and  believeth  on  him,  may  have  everlasting  life:  and 

I  will  raise  him  up  at  the  last  day. 

11  The,  Jews  then  murmured  at  him,  because  he  said, lam  the 
bread  which  came  down  from  heaven. 
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42  And  they  said,  Ts  not  thin  Jesus,  the  son  of  Joseph,  whose  father 
and  mother  we  know  ?  how  is  it  then  that  he  saith,  1  came  down 

from  heaven? 

43  Jesus  therefore  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Murmur  not 
among  yourselves. 

44  No  man  can  come  to  me,  except  the  Father  which  hath  sent  me 
draw  him :  and  I  will  raise  him  up  at  the  last  day. 

45  It  is  written  in  the  prophets,  And  they  shall  be  all  taught  of 
God.  Every  man  therefore  that  hath  heard,  and  hath  learned  of  the 

Father,  cometh  unto  me. 

» 

46  Not  that  any  man  hath  seen  the  Father,  save  he  which  is  of 
God,  he  hath  seen  the  Father. 

47  Verily,  verily ,  1  say  unto  you ,  He  that  bclieveth  on  me  hath 
everlasting  life. 

48  I  am  that  bread  of  life. 

49  Your  fathers  did  eat  manna  in  the  wilderness,  and  air.  dead. 

60  This  is  the  bread  which  cometh  down  from ,  heaven,  that  a  man 

may  oat  thereof,  and  not  die. 

51  lam  the  living  bread  which  came  down  from  heaven:  if  any 
man  eat  of  this  bread,  he  shall  live  forever:  and  the  bread  that.  I  will 
give  is  my  flesh,  whieh  I  will  give  for  the  life  of  the  world. 

52  The  Jews  therefore  strove  among  themselves,  saying,  How  can 
this  man  give  ns  his  flesh  to  eat? 

53  Then  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Verily,  verily,  1  say  unto  you,  Ex¬ 
cept  ye  eat  the  flesh  of  tho  Son  of  man,  and  drink  liis  blood,  ye  have 
no  life  in  you.

AFTER  these  things  Jesus  walked  in  Galilee:  for  he  would  not 
walk  in  Jewry,  because  the  Jews  sought  to  kill  him. 

2  Now  the  Jews’  feast  of  tabernacles  was  at  liaud. 

3  His  brethren  therefore  said  unto  him,  Depart  hence,  and  go  into 
Jtidsea,  that  tliy  disciples  also  may  see  the  works  that  thou  doest. 

1  For  there  is  no  man  that  doeth  any  thing  in  secret,  and  lie  himself 
seeketh  to  be  known  openly.  If  thou  do  these  things,  shew  thyself 
to  the  n'orhl. 

;>  For  neither  did  his  brethren  believe  in  him. 

G  Then  Jesus  said  unto  them,  My  time  is  not  yet  come :  but  your 
time  is  always  ready. 

7  The  world  cannot  hate  you ;  but  me  it  hateth,  because  I  testify  of 
it,  that  the  works  thereof  am  evil. 

8  Go  ye  up  unto  this  feast:  I  go  not  up  yet  unto  this  feast ;  for 
my  time  is  not  yet  full  come. 

1)  When  he  had  said  these  words  unto  them,  he  abode  still  in

10  IT  But  when  his  brethren  were  gone  up,  then  went  he  also  np 
unto  the  feast,  not.  openly,  but.  as  it  were  in  secret. 

1 1  Then  the  Jews  sought  him  at  the  feast,  and  said,  Where  is  he  ? 
12  And  there  was  much  murmuring  among  the  people  concerning 
him :  for  some  said,  He  is  a  good  man :  others  said,  Nay ;  but  he 
deceiveth  the  people.

.19  Did  not  Moses  give  you  the  law,  and  yet  none  of  you  keepeth 
the  law  ?  Why  go  vc  about  to  kill  me  7 

20  The  people  answered  and  said,  Thou  hast  a  devil :  who  gocth 
about  to  kill  thee  ? 

21  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  I  have  done  one  work,  and 

ye  all  marvel. 

22  Moses  therefore  gave  unto  you  circumcision;  (not  because  it  is 
of  Moses,  but  of  the  fathers;)  and  ye  on  the  sabbath  day  circumcise 
a  man. 

23  If  a  man  on  the  sabbath  day  receive  circumcision,  that  the  law 
of  Moses  should  not  lie  broken;  are  ye  angry  at  me,  because  I  have 
made  a  man  every  whit  whole  oil  the  sabbath  day  ? 

24  Judge  not  according  to  the  appearance,  but  judge  righteous 
judgment. 

25  Then  said  some  of  them  of  Jerusalem,  Is  not  this  he,  whom  they 
seek  to  kill  ? 

26  But,  lo,  he  speaketh  boldly,  and  they  say  nothing  unto  him. 
l)o  the  rulers  know  indeed  that  this  is  the  very  Christ  ? 

27  Howbeit  we  know  this  man  whence  he  is:  hut  when  Christ 
comelh,  no  man  knowetli  whence  he  is. 

28  Then  cried  Jesus  in  the  temple  as  he  taught,  saying.  Ye  both 
know  me,  and  ye  know  whence  I  am :  and  I  am  not  coiue  of  myself, 
but  he  that  sent  me  is  true,  whom  ye  know  not. 

29  But  I  know'  him ;  for  T  am  from  him,  and  he  hath  sent  me. 

30  Then  they  sought  to  take  him :  but  no  man  laid  hands  on  him, 
because  his  hour  was  not  yet  come. 

31  And  many  of  the  people  believed  on  him,  and  said,  "When 
Christ  comoth,  will  he  do  more  miracles  than  these  which  this  man 
hath  done  ? 

32  IF  The  Pharisees  heard  that  the  people  murmured  such  things 
concerning  him  ;  anil  the  Pharisees  and  the  chief  priests  sent  officers 
to  take  him. 

33  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them,  Yet  a  little  while  am  1  with  you, 
and  then  1  go  unto  him  that  sent  me. 

34  Ye  shall  seek  me,  and  shall  not  find  me :  and  where  I  am, 
thither  ye  cannot  come. 

35  Then  said  the  Jews  among  themselves.  Whither  will  he  go, 
that  we  shall  not  find  him  ?  will  ho  go  unto  the  dispersed  among 
the  Gentiles,  and  teach  the  Gentiles

.‘>7  In  the  last  day,  that  great  day  of  the  feast,  Jesus  stood  and 
cried,  saying,  If  any  man  thirst,  let  him  come  unto  me,  and  drink. 

08  He  that  believeth  on  me,  as  the  Scripture  hath  said,  out  of  his 
belly  shall  flow  rivers  of  living  water. 

MO  (Hut  this  spake  he  of  the  Spirit,  which  they  that  believe  on 
him  should  receive:  for  the  Holy  Ghost  was  not  yet  given  ;  because 
that  Jesus  was  not  yet  glorified.) 

40  IT  Many  of  the  people  therefore,  when  they  heard  this  saying, 
said,  Of  a  truth  this  is  the  Prophet. 

41  Others  said,  This  is  the  Christ.  But  some  said,  Shall  Christ 
eoiue  out  of  Galilee  ? 

42  Hath  not  the  Scripture  said,  That  Christ  conicth  of  the  seed  of 
David,  and  out  of  the  town  of  Bethlehem,  where  David  teas  ? 

4.4  So  them  was  a  division  among  the  people  because  of  him. 

44  And  some  of  them  would  have  taken  him;  but  no  man  laid 
hands  on  him.

1  Christ,  defivereth  the  loonutu  taken  in  adultery.  12  He  jneachefh  himself  the 
lif/ht  of  the  world,  ami  justi/ieth  his  doctrine:  33  answer  eth  the  Jews  that  boasted 
of  Abraham,  50  and  convcyilh  himself  front  their  cruelty. 


JESUS  went  unto  the  mount  of  Olives. 

2  And  early  in  the  morning  he  came  again  into  the  temple,  and 
all  the. people  came  unto  him:  and  he  sat  down,  and  taught  them. 

M  And  the  scribes  and  Pharisees  brought  unto  him  a  woman  taken 
in  adultery ;  and  when  they  had  set  her  in  the  midst, 

■I  They  say  unto  him,  Master,  this  woman  was  taken  in  adultery, 
in  the  very  act. 

5  Now  Afoses  in  the  law  commanded  ns,  that  such  should  be  stoned : 
but  what  sayost  thou? 

<>  'I’li is  they  said,  tempting  him,  that  they  might  have,  to  accuse 
lii in.  Hut  Jesus  stooped  down,  and  with  his  finger  wrote  on  the 
ground,  as  though  he  heard  them  not. 
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7  So  when  they  continued  asking  him,  he  lifted  up  himself,  ami 
said  unto  them,  He  that  is  without  sin  among  you,  let  him  first  cast 
a  stone  at  her. 

8  And  again  he  stooped  down,  and  wrote  on  the  ground, 

0  And  they  which  heard  it.  being  convicted  by  their  own  con- 
science,  went  out  one  by  one,  beginning  at  the  eldest ,  even  unto  the 
last;  and  Jesus  was  left  alone,  and  the  woman  standing  in  the 
midst. 

10  When  Jesus  had  lifted  up  himself,  and  saw  none  but  the 
woman,  he  said  unto  her,  Woman,  where  are  those  thine  accusers  ? 
hath  no  man  condemned  thee  ? 

11  She  said.  No  man,  Lord.  And  Jesus  said  unto  her,  Neither 
do  I  condemn  thee :  go,  and  sin  no  more. 

1 2  IT  Then  spake  Jesus  again  unto  them,  saying,  i  am  the  light  of 
the  world:  he  that  followeth  me  shall  not  walk  in  darkness,  but 
shall  have  the  light  of  life. 

18  The  Pharisees  therefore  said  unto  him.  Thou  bearost  record

of  thyself ;  thy  record  is  not  true. 

14  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Though  I  ljear  record  of 
myself,  yet  my  record  is  true:  for  l  know  whence  T  came,  and 
whither  I  go ;  but  ye  cannot  tell  whence  I  come,  and  whither  I  go. 

15  Ye  judge  after  Die  flesh;  I  judge  no  man. 

1C  And  yet  if  I  judge,  my  judgment  is  true:  for  I  am  not  alone, 
but  I  and  the  Father  that  sent  me. 

17  It  is  also  written  in  your  law,  that  the  testimony  of  two  men 

is  true. 

18  I  am  one  that  bear  witness  of  myself,  and  the  Father  that  sent 
me  beareth  witness  of  me. 

19  Then  said  they  unto  him,  Where  is  thy  Father?  Jesus  an¬ 
swered,  Ye  neither  know  me,  nor  my  Father:  if  yc  had  known  me, 
ye  should  have  known  my  Father  also. 

20  These  words  spake  Jesus  in  the  treasury,  as  he  taught  in  the 
temple :  and  no  mau  laid  hands  on  him ;  for  his  hour  was  not  yet 
come. 

21  Then  said  Jesus  again  unto  them,  I  go  my  way,  and  ye  shall 
seek  me.  and  shall  die  in  your  sins:  whither  I  go,  ye  cannot  come. 

22  Then  said  the  Jews,  Will  he  kill  himself?  because  he  saitli, 
Whither  I  go,  ye  cannot  come. 

28  And  he  said  unto  them,  Ye  are  from  beneath ;  I  am  from  above : 
ye  are  of  this  world ;  I  am  not  of  this  world. 

24  I  said  therefore  unto  you,  that  ye  shall  die  in  your  sins :  for  if 
ye  believe  not  that  I  am  he,  ye  shall  die  in  your  sins. 

25  Then  said  they  uuto  him.  Who  art  thou?  And  Jesus  saitli 
unto  them,  Kven  the  same  that  1  said  unto  you  from  the  beginning. 

26  I  have  many  things  to  say  and  to  judge  off  you:  hut  he  that 

sent  me  is  true:  and  T  speak  to  tbe  world  those  things  which  I  hare, 
heard  of  hint. 
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27  They  understood  not  that  he  spake  to  them  of  the  Father. 

28  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them,  When  ye  have  lifted  up  the  Son 
of  man,  then  shall  ye  know  that  I  am  he,  and  that  I  do  nothing  of 
myself ;  hut  as  my  Father  hath  taught  me,  I  speak  these  things. 

29  And  he  that  sent  me  is  with  me:  the  Father  hath  not  left  me 
alone ;  for  Ido  always  those  things  that  please  him. 

80  As  he  spake  these  words,  many  believed  on  him. 

31  Then  said  Jesus  to  those  Jews  which  believed  on  him,  If  ye 
continue  in  my  word,  then  are  ye  my  disciples  indeed; 

32  And  ye  shall  know  the  truth,  aud  the  truth  shall  make  you  free. 

33  *j  They  answered  him,  We  be  Abraham’s  seed,  and  were  never 
in  bondage  to  any  man :  how  sayest  thou.  Ye  shall  be  made  free  ? 

34  Jesus  answered  them.  Verily,  verily ,  /  say  unto  you,  Whosoever 

committeth  sin  is  the  servant  of  sin. 

35  And  the  servant  abidetli  not  in  the  house  for  ever :  but  the  Son 
abidetli  ever. 

3(5  If  the  Son  therefore  shall  make  you  free,  ye  shall  be  free 

indeed. 

37  I  know  that  ye  are  Abraham’s  seed ;  but  ye  seek  to  ran  me, 
because  my  word  hath  no  place  in  you. 

38  T  speak  that  which  I  have  seen  with  my  Father :  and  ye  do 
lliat  which  ye  have  seen  with  your  father. 

39  They  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Abraham  is  our  father. 
Jesus  saith  unto  them,  If  ye  were  Abraham’s  children,  ye  would  do 
the  works  of  Abraham. 

40  But  uow  ye  seek  to  kill  me,  a  man  that  hath  told  you  the  truth, 
which  T  have  heard  of  God :  this  did  not  Abraham. 

41  Te  do  the  deeds  of  your  father.  Then  said  they  to  him,  We 
be  not  born  of  fornication;  we  have  one  Father,  even  God. 

42  Jesus  said  unto  them,  If  God  were  your  Father,  ye  would  love 
me:  fori  proceeded  forth  and  came  from  God;  neither  came  I  of 
myself,  but.  he  sent  me. 

13  Why  do  ye  not  understand  my  speech  ?  even  because  ye  cannot 
hear  my  word. 

44  Ye  are  of  your  father  the  devil,  and  the  lusts  of  your  father  ye 
will  do :  he  was  a  murderer  from  Ike  beginning,  and  abode  not  in  the 
truth,  because  there  is  no  truth  in  him.  When  he  spoaketh  a  lie,  he 
speaketh  of  his  own:  for  lie  is  a  liar,  and  the  father  of  it. 

45  And  1  lecauae  I  tell  you  the  truth,  ye  believe  me  not. 

46  Which  of  you  convinceth  me  of  sin?  And  if  1  say  the  truth, 
whv  do  vc  not  believe  me  ?

47  He  that  is  of  God  heareth  God’s  words :  ye  therefore  hear  them 
not,  because  ye  are  not  of  God. 

48  Then  answered  the  Jews,  and  said  unto  him,  Say  we  not  well 
that  thou  art  a  Samaritan,  aud  hast  a  devil  ? 

49  Jesus  answered,  I  have  not  a  devil :  but  I  honour  my  Father, 
and  ye  do  dishonour  me. 
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50  And  I  seek  not  mine  own  glory:  there  is  one  that  aeeketh  and 
judge  th. 

51  Verily,  verily,  J  say  unto  you ,  if  a  man  keep  my  saying,  lie 
shall  never  see  death. 


52  Then  said  the  Jews  unto  him,  Now  we  know  that  thou  hast  a 
devil.  Abraham  is  doad,  and  the  prophets;  and  thou  gayest-,  If  a 
man  keep  my  saying,  ho  shall  never  taste  of  death. 

53  Art  thou  greater  than  our  father  Abraham,  which  is  dead  ?  and 
the  prophets  are  dead :  whom  niakesl  thou  thyself  ? 

54  Jesus  answered,  If  I  honour  myself  \  my  honour  is  nothing  ;  it  is 
my  Pather  that  hononreth  me ;  of  whom  ye  say,  that  he  is  your  Clod : 

55  Yet  ye  have  not  known  him  ;  but  I  know  him  :  and  if  1  should 
say,  L  know  him  not,  1  shall  be  a  liar  like  unto  you:  but  I  know  him, 
and  keep  his  saying.

3  Jesus  answered,  Neither  hath  this  man  sinned,  nor  his  parents ; 
but  that  the  works  of  God  should  be  made  mauifest  in  him. 

*1  I  must  work  the  works  of  him  that,  sent,  me,  while  it  is  day: 
the  night  cometh,  when  no  man  can  work. 

5  Ah  long  as  I  am  in  the  world,  T  am  the  light  of  the  world. 

6  When  he  had  thus  spoken,  he  spat  on  the  ground,  and  made 
day  of  the  spittle,  and  he.  anointed  the  eyes  of  the  blind  man  with 
the  clav, 

7  And  said  unto  him,  Go,  wash  in  tlio  pool  of  Siloam,  (which  is 
by  interpretation,  Sent.)  He  went  his  way  therefore,  and  washed,  and 

oame  seeing. 

8  It  The  neighbours  therefore,  and  they  which  before  had  seen  him 
that  he  was  blind,  said,  Is  not  this  he  that  sat  and  begged  ? 

9  Some  said,  This  is  he:  others  said,  He  is  like  him :  but  he  said, 
I  am  ho. 

10  Therefore  said  they  unto  him.  How  were  thine  eyes  opened  ? 
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11  ilt*  answered  and  said,  A  man  that  is  catted  Jesus  made  clay, 
ami  anointed  mine  eyes,  and  said  unto  me,  Go  to  the  pool  of  Siloam, 
and  wash:  and  L  went  and  washed,  and  1  received  sight. 

12  Then  said  they  unto  him,  Where  is  he?  He  said,  1  know  not. 

13  1|  They  brought  to  the  Pharisees  him  that  aforetime  was  blind. 

I  t  And  it  was  the  sabbath  day  when  Jesus  made  the  clay,  and 

opened  his  eyes. 

In  Then  again  the  Pharisees  also  asked  him  how  lie  harl  received 
liis  sight,  lie  said  unto  them,  He  put  clay  upon  mine  eyes,  and  1 
washed,  and  do  see.

opened  liis  eyes,  we  know  not :  he  is  of  age ;  ask  him :  he  shall  speak

22  These  words  spake  his  parents,  because  they  feared  the  Jews: 
for  the  Jews  had  agreed  already,  that  if  any  man  did  confess  that 
he  was  Christ,  lie  should  be  put  out  of  the  synagogue. 

23  Therefore  said  his  parents,  He  is  of  age;  ask  him. 

2-1  Then  again  called  they  the  man  that  was  blind,  and  said  unto 
him.  Give  God  the  praise:  we  know  that  this  man  is  a  sinner. 

2d  He  answered  and  said,  Whether  he  be  a  sinner  or  no,  I  know 
not:  one  thing  I  know,  that,  whereas  T  was  blind,  now  I  see.

27  He  answered  them,  I  have  told  you  already,  and  ye  did  not 
hear:  wherefore  would  ye  hear  it  again?  will  ye  also  be  his  disciples? 

28  Then  they  reviled  him,  and  said.  Thou  art  kis  disciple ;  but  we 
are  Moses1  disciples. 


20  We  know  that  God  spake  unto  Moses :  as  for  this  fellow,  wo 
know  not.  from  whence  ho  is. 


30  The  man  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Why,  herein  is  a  mar- 
vellous  thing,  that  ye  know  not  from  whence  he  is,  and  yet  ho  hath 
opened  mine  eyes. 

31  Now  we  know  that  God  heareth  not.  sinners:  but  if  any  man 
lx;  a  worshipper  of  (Jod,  and  doetli  his  will,  him  he  heareth.

33  If  this  man  were  not  of  God,  he  could  do  nothing. 

34  They  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Thou  wast  altogether  born 
in  sins,  and  dost  thou  teaeli  ua  ?  A  nd  they  cast  him  out. 

33  Jesus  heard  that,  they  had  cast  him  out;  and  when  he  had 
found  him,  he  said  unto  him,  Dost  thou  believe  on  the  Son  of  Clod  ? 

36  He  answered  and  said,  Who  is  he,  Lord,  that  I  might  believe 
on  him  ? 

37  And  Jesns  said  unto  him,  Thou  hast  both  seen  him,  and  it  is 
he  that  talketh  with  thee. 

38  And  he  said,  Lord,  I  believe.  And  he  worshipped  him. 

39  IT  And  Jesus  said,  For  judgment  I  am  come  into  this  world, 
that  they  which  see  not  might  see ;  and  that  they  which  see  might 
be  made  blind. 

40  And  some  of  the  Pharisees  which  were  with  him  heard  these 
words,  and  said  unto  him,  Are  we  blind  also  ? 

41  Jesus  said  unto  them,  If  ye  were  blind,  ye  should  have  no 
sin :  but  now  ye  say,  We  see ;  therefore  your  sin  remaineth. 

CHAPTER  X. 

1  Christ  is  the  door,  and  the  good  shepherd.  19  Divers  opinions  of  him,  24  lie 
proveth  by  his  works  that  he  is  Christ  the  Son  of  God :  31)  escapeth  the  Jews,  40  and 
went  again  beyond  Jordan,  where  many  beUeved  on  him. 

YERILY,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  He  that  entereth  not  by  the 
door  into  the  sbeepfold,  but  climbeth  np  some  other  way,  the 
same  is  a  thief  and  a  robber. 

2  But  he  that  entereth  in  by  the  door  is  the  shepherd  of  the  sheep. 
3  To  him  the  porter  opeueth ;  and  the  sheep  hear  his  voice:  and 
he  calleth  his  own  sheep  by  name,  and  leadeth  them  out. 

4  And  when  lus  putle.th  forth  his  own  sheep,  he  goeth  before  them, 
and  the  sheep  follow  him :  for  they  know  his  voice. 

5  And  a  stranger  will  they  not  follow,  but  will  flee  from  him  ;  for 
they  know  not  the  voice  of  strangers. 

6  This  parable  spake  Jesus  unto  them;  but  they  understood  not 
what  things  they  were  which  ho  spake  unto  them. 

7  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them  again,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you, 
I  am  the  door  of  the  sheep. 

8  All  that  ever  came  before  me  are  thieves  and  robbers :  but  the 
sheep  did  not  hear  them. 

9  T  am  the  door :  by  me  if  any  man  enter  in,  he  shall  be  saved, 
and  shall  go  in  and  out,  and  find  pasture. 

10  The  thief  coineth  not,  but  for  to  steal,  and  to  kill,  and  to  de¬ 
stroy  :  I  am  conic  that  they  might  have  life,  and  that  they  might 
have  it  more  abundantly. 

11  I  am  the  good  shepherd :  the  good  shepherd  giveth  hia  life  for 
the  sheep. 
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12  But  he  that  is  a  hireling,  and  not  the  shepherd,  whose  own  the 
sheep  are  not,  seetli  the  wolf  coining,  mid  lea  ret h  the  sheep,  and 
fleeth ;  and  the  wolf  ccUchelh  them,  and  Bcattereth  the  sheep. 

1 3  The  hireling  fleeth,  because  he  la  a  hireling,  and  careth  not  for 
the  sheep. 

14  I  am  the  good  shepherd,  and  know  my  sheep,  ami  ani  known  of 
mine. 

1 5  As  the  Father  krnweth  me,  even  so  know  I  the  Father :  and  I 
lay  down  my  life  for  the  sheep. 

16  And  other  sheep  T  have,  which  are  not  of  this  fold:  them  also 
1  must  bring,  and  they  shall  hear  my  voice ;  and  there  shall  be  one 
fold,  and  one  shepherd. 

17  Therefore  doth  my  Father  love  me,  because  I  lay  down  my  life, 
that  I  might,  take  it  again. 

18  No  man  takei.h  it  from  me,  but  T  lay  it  down  of  myself.  T  have 
power  to  lay  it  down,  and  I  have  power  to  take  it  again.  This  com¬ 
mandment.  have  I  received  of  my  Father. 

19  1i  There  was  a  division  therefore  again  among  the  .Jews  for 
these  sayings. 

20  And  many  of  them  said,  He  hath  a  devil,  and  is  mad;  why 
hear  ye  him  ? 

21  Others  said,  These  are  not  the  words  of  him  that  hath  a  devil. 
Can  a  devil  open  the  eyes  of  the  blind  ? 

22  IF  And  it  was  at  Jerusalem  the  feast  of  the  dedication,  and  it 
was  whiter. 

23  And  Jesus  walked  in  the  temple  in  Solomon's  porch. 

24  Then  came  the  Jews  round  about  him,  and  said  unto  him,  How 
long  dost  thou  make  us  to  doubt?  If  thou  bo  the  Christ,  tell  us 

plainly. 

25  Jesus  answered  them,  T  told  you,  and  ye  believed  not:  the  works 
that  1  do  in  my  1'athers  name,  they  bear  witness  of  me. 

26  But  ye  believe  not,  because  ye  are  not  or  my  sheep ,  as  J  said 
unto  you. 

I1 

27  My  sheep  hear  mv  voice,  and  I  know  them,  and  they’  follow  me: 

28  And  I  give  unto  them  eternal  life :  and  they  shall  never  perish, 
neither  shall  any  man  pluck  them  out  of  my  hand. 

29  My  Father,  which  gave  them  me,  is  greater  than  all;  and  no 
man  is  able  to  pluck  them  out  of  my  Father’s  hand. 

.‘10  I  and  my  Father  are  one. 

31  Then  the  Jews  took  up  stones  again  to  stone  him. 

32  Jesus  answered  them,  Many  good  works  have  T  shewed  you 
from  mv  Father;  for  which  of  those  works  do  ve  stone  me? 

««  '  v 

33  The  Jews  answered  him,  saying,  lor  a  good  work  we  stone  thee 
not;  but  for  blasphemy ;  and  because  that  thou,  being  a  man,  makest 
thvsrlf  God. 

34  Jesus  answered  them,  Is  it  not  written  in  your  law.  I  said,  Ye 
are  gods  ? 
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35  Tf  ho  called  them  gods,  unto  whom  the  word  of  C4od  came,  and 
the  Scripture  cannot  be  broken ; 

3(j  Say  ye  of  him,  whom  the  Father  hath  sanctified,  and  sent,  into 
the  world,  Thou  blasphemest;  because  1  said,  I  am  the  Son  of  God 

37  If  J  do  not  the.  works  of  my  Father,  believe  me  not. 

38  But  if  I  do,  though  ye  believe  not  me,  believe  the  works ;  that, 
ye  may  know,  and  believe,  that  the  Father  is  in  me  and  I  in  him. 

39  Therefore  they  sought  again  to  take  him ;  but  lie  escaped  out 
of  their  hand, 

40  And  went  away  again  beyond  Jordan  into  the  place  where 
John  at  first  baptized ;  and  there  he  abode. 

41  And  many  resorted  unto  him,  and  said,  John  did  no  miracle; 
but  all  things  that  John  spake  of  this  man  were  true. 

42  And  many  believed  on  him  there. 


CHAPTER  XI. 


1  Christ  raiseth  Lazarus*  four  days  hurfciL  -15  Many  M.s  heUvrv.  47  The  high 
priests  and  Pharisee#  gather  a  council  against  Christ.  49  Vaiaphns  im>phe*U'th. 
54  Jesus  hid  himself.  55  At  the  passover  they  inquire  after  him,  ami  lay  wait 

for  him -

1  v  town  of  Mary  and  her  sister  Martha. 

2  (ft  was  that  Mary  which  anointed  the  Lord  with  ointment,  and 
wiped  his  feet  with  her  hair,  whose  brother  Lazarus  was  sick.) 

3  Therefore  his  sisters  sent  unto  him,  saying,  Lord,  behold,  lie. 
whom  thou  Invest  is  sick. 


4  When  Jesus  heard  that,  he  said,  This  sickness  is  not  unto  death, 
but  for  the  glory  of  God,  that  the  Son  of  Cod  might  be  glorified 

thereby. 

5  Now  Jesus  loved  Martha,  and  her  sister,  and  Lazarus. 

6  When  he  had  hoard  therefore  that  he  was  sick,  he  abode  two 
days  still  in  the.  same  place  where  ho  was. 

7  Then  after  that  saith  he  to  his  disciples,  Let.  ns  go  into  Jmhea 

again. 

8  His  disciples  say  unto  him,  Master,  the  Jews  of  late  sought  to 
stone  thee;  and  goest  thou  thither  again  ? 

9  Jesus  answered,  Are  there  not  twelve  hours  in  the  day  ?  If  any 
man  walk  in  the  day,  he  stumblcth  not,  because  lie  see  lb  the  light  of 
this  world. 


10  But  if  a  man  walk  In  the  night,  he  stumbleth,  because  there  is 
no  light  in  him. 

1 1  Those  things  said  he:  and  after  that  lie  saith  unto  them.  Our 
friend  liazarua  sleepeth;  but  i  go,  that  I  may  awake  him  out  of  sleep. 

12  Then  said  his  diseiples,  Lord,  if  he  sleep,  he  shall  do  well. 

13  Howbeit  Jesus  spake  of  his  death:  but  they  thought  that  lie 
had  spoken  of  taking  of  rest  in  sloop. 

14  Then  Jesus  said  unto  them  plainly,  Lazarus  is  dead.

15  A  nd  I  am  yhul  for  your  sa.k os  that  I  was  not  there,  to  the  intent 
ye  may  believe;  nevertheless  let  us  go  unto  him. 

1f>  Then  said  Thomas,  which  is  called  Didymus,  unto  his  fellow 
disciples,  Let  us  also  go,  that  we  may  die  with  him. 

17  Then  when  Jesus  came,  he  found  that  he  had  lain  in  the  grave 
four  days  already, 

IS  Now  Bethany  was  nigh  unto  Jerusalem,  about  fifteen  furlongs 
off: 

19  And  many  of  the  Jews  came  to  Martha  and  Mary,  to  comfort 
them  concerning  their  brother. 

20  Then  Martha,  as  soon  as  she  heard  that  Jesus  was  coming,  went 
and  met  him :  but  Mary  sat  still  in  the  house. 

21  Then  said  Martha  unto  Jesus,  Lord,  if  thou  hadst  been  here, 
my  brother  had  not  died. 

22  But  J.  know,  that  eveu  now,  whatsoever  thou  wilt  ask  of  God, 
God  will  give  it  thee. 

2d  Jesus  saith  unto  her,  Thy  brother  shall  rise  again. 

24  Martha  saith  unto  him,  1  know  that  he  shall  rise  again  in  the 
resurrection  at  the  last  day. 

25  Jesus  said  unto  her,  I  am  the  resurrection,  and  the  life:  he  that 
believeth  in  me,  though  lie  were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live  : 

2b  And  whosoever  liveth  and  believeth  in  me  shall  .never  die. 
Believest  thou  this  ? 

27  Site  saith  unto  him,  Yea,  Lord:  I  believe  that  thou  art  the 
Christ,  the  Son  of  God.  which  should  come  into  the  world. 

m  ^ 

28  And  when  she  had  so  said,  she  went  her  way,  and  called  Mary 
her  sister  secretly,  saying,  The  Master  is  come,  and  calleth  for  thee. 

29  As  soon  as  she  heard  that,  she  arose  quickly,  and  came  unto  him. 

30  Now  Jesus  was  not  yet  come  into  the  town,  but  was  in  that 
place  where  Martha  met  him. 

31  The  Jews  then  which  were  with  her  in  the  house,  and  com- 

r 

forted  her,  when  they  saw  Mary,  that  she  rose  up  hastily  and  went 
out,  followed  her,  saying,  She  goeth  unto  the  grave  to  weep  there. 

32  Then  when  Mary  was  come  where  Jesus  was.  and  saw  him, 
she  fell  down  at  his  feet,  saying  unto  him,  Lord,  if  thou  hadst  been 
here,  my  brother  had  not  died. 

33  When  Jesus  therefore  saw  her  weeping,  and  the  Jews  also 
weeping  which  eame  with  her,  he  groaned  in  the  spirit,  and  was 

troubled, 

34  And  said,  Where  have  ye  laid  him  ?  They  say  unto  him,  Lord, 
come  and  see. 

35  Jesus  wept 

36  Then  said  the  Jews,  Behold  how  he  loved  him  ! 

37  And  Borne  of  them  said,  Could  not  this  man,  which  opened  the 
eyes  of  the  blind,  have  caused  that  e  ven  this  man  should  not  ha  ve  died  ? 

38  Jesus  therefore  again  groaning  in  himself  cometh  to  the  grave. 
Tl.  was  a  cave,  and  a  stone  lay  upon  it. 
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.30  Jesus  said,  Take  ye  away  the  stone.  Martha,  the  sister  of  him 
that  was  dead,  saith  unto  him,  Lord,  by  this  time  he  stinketh :  for  lie 
hath  been  dead  four  davs. 

40  Jesus  saith  unto  her,  Said  I  not  unto  thee,  that,  if  thou  wouldeat 
believe,  thou  shonldost  see  the  glory  of  God? 

41  Then  they  took  away  the  stone  from  the  place,  where  the  dead 
was  laid.  And  Jesus  lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  said,  Father,  1  thank 
thee  that  thou  hast  heard  me. 

42  And  I  knew  that  thou  hearest  me  always:  but  because  of  the 
people  which,  stand  by  1  said  it,  that  they  may  believe  that  thou  hast 
sent  me. 

43  And  when  he  thus  had  spoken,  lie  cried  with  a  loud  voice, 
Lazarus,  come  forth. 

44  And  he  that  was  dead  oame  forth,  bound  hand  and  foot  with 
graveclothes ;  and  his  face  was  bound  about  with  a  napkin.  Jesus 
saith  unto  them,  Loose  him,  and  lot  him  go. 

45  Then  many  of  the  Jews  whieh  came  to  Mary,  and  had  seen  the 
things  which  Jesus  did,  believed  on  him. 

40  But  some  of  them  went  their  ways  to  the  Pharisees  and  told 
them  what  things  Jesus  hail  done. 

47  IT  Then  gathered  the  chief  priests  and  the  Pharisees  a  council, 
and  said,  What  do  we  ?  for  this  man  doeth  many  miracles. 

48  If  we  let.  him  thus  alone,  all  men  will  believe  on  him;  and  the 
Homans  shall  come  and  take  away  both  our  place  and  nation. 

49  And  one  of  them,  named  Caiaphas,  being  the  high  priest  that 
same  year,  said  unto  them,  Te  know  nothing  at  all, 

50  iNor  consider  that  it  is  expedient  for  us,  that  one  man  should 
die  for  the  people,  and  that  the  whole  nation  perish  not. 

51  And  this  spake  he  not  of  himself :  but  being  high  priest  that 
year,  he  prophesied  that  Jesus  should  die  for  that,  nat  ion  ; 

52  And  not  for  that  nation  only,  but  that  also  he  should  gather 
together  in  one  the  children  of  God  that  were  scattered  abroad. 

53  Then  from  that  day  forth  they  took  council  together  for  to  put 

him  to  death. 

54  Jesus  therefore  walked  no  more  openly  among  the  Jews;  but 
went  thence  into  a  country  near  to  the  wilderness ,  into  a  city  called 
Ephraim,  and  there,  continued  with  his  disciples. 

55  IT  And  the  Jews’  passover  was  nigh  at  hand:  and  many  went 
out  of  the  country  up  to  Jerusalem  before  the  passover,  to  purify 
themselves. 

50  Then  sought  they  for  Jems,  and  spake  among  themselves,  ns 
they  stood  in  the  temple,  What  think  vc,  that  he  will  not  come  to 
the  feast? 

57  Now  both  the  chief  priests  and  the  Pharisees  had  given  a 
commandment,  that,  if  any  man  knew  where  ho  were,  he  should 
shew  it,  that  they  might  take  him.

42  yet  many  elite/  rulers  btlieec,  but  Jo  not  confess  him ;  4-1  therefore  Jesus  calleth 
earnestly  for  tvufession  nf faith. 

TIIKN  .Jesus,  six  days  before  tho  passover  c-anic  to  Bethany,  where 
Lazarus  was  which  had  been  dead,  whom  he  raised  from  the 

dead. 

2  There  they  made  him  a  supper;  and  Martha  served;  but  Lazarus 
was  one  of  them  that  sat  at  the  tabic  with  him. 

3  Then  took  Mary  a  pound  of  ointment  of  spikenard,  very  costly, 
and  anointed  the  feet  of  Jesus,  and  wiped  his  feet  with  her  hair: 
and  the  house  was  filled  with  the  odour  of  the  ointment. 

4  Then  saith  one  of  his  disciples,  Judas  Iscariot.  Simon’s  son,  ' 
which  should  betray  him, 

d  Why  was  not  this  ointment  sold  for  three  hundred  ponce,  and 
given  to  the  poor  ? 

0  This  he  said,  not  that  he  cared  for  the  poor ;  but  because  he  was 
a  thief,  and  had  the  bag,  and  bare  what  was  put  therein. 

7  Then  said  Jesus.  Let  her  alone :  against  the  day  of  my  burying 
hath  she  kept  this. 

8  For  the  poor  always  ye  have  with  you  j  but  me  ye  have  not 

always. 

«- 

5)  Much  people  of  the  Jews  therefore  knew  that  he  was  there: 
and  they  came  not  for  Jesus’  sake  only,  but  that  they  might  see 
Lazarus  also,  whom  he  had  raised  from  the  dead. 

10  ■[  Rut  the  chief  priests  consulted  that  they  might  put  Lazarus 

also  to  death ; 

1 1  because  that  by  reason  of  him  many  of  the  Jews  went  away, 
and  believed  on  Jesus. 

12  II  On  the  next  day  much  people  that  were  come  to  the  feast, 
when  they  heard  that  Jesus  teas  coming  to  Jerusalem, 

18  Took  branches  of  palm  trees,  and  went  forth  to  meet  him,  ami 
cried.  Hosanna :  Blessed  is  the  Bang  of  Israel  that  cometh  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord. 

14  And  Jesus,  when  he  had  found  a  young  ass,  sat  thereon ;  as  it 

is  written. 

15  Fear  not,  daughter  of  Sion :  behold,  thy  King  cometh,  sitting 
on  an  ass’s  colt. 

10  These  things  understood  not  his  disciples  at  the  first:  but  when 
Jesus  was  glorified,  then  remembered  they  that  these  things  were 
written  of  him,  and  that  they  had  done  these  things  unto  him. 

17  The  people  therefore  that  was  with  him  when  he  called  Lazarus 
out  of  his  <» rave,  and  raised  him  from  the  dead,  bare  record. 

*  7  e  w 

18  For  this  cause  the  j>eople  also  met  him,  for  that  they  heard 
that  lie  had  done  tills  miracle. 
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19  The  Pharisees  therefore  said  among  themselves.  "Perceive  vo 

<_*  f  n  * 

how  ye  prevail  nothing?  behold,  the  world  is  gone  after  him. 

-0  11  And  there  were  certain  Greeks  among  them  that,  came  up 
to  worship  at  the  feast. : 

21  The  same  came  therefore  to  Philip,  which  was  of  Jielhmtidn  of 
Galilee,  ami  desired  him,  saying,  Sir,  we  would  see  Jobus. 

22  Philip  cometh  and  tolleth  Andrew:  and  again  Andrew  and 
Philip  tell  Jesus. 

23  1j  And  Jesus  answered  them,  saying,  The  hour  is  come,  that 
the  Son  of  man  should  be  glorified. 

2d  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  yon,  Except  a  corn  of  wheat  fall  into 
the  ground  and  die,  it  abidcfcli  alone:  but  if  it  die,  it  bringeth  forth 
much  fruit. 

25  He  that  loveth  his  life  shall  lose  it;  and  he  that  hateth  his  life 

9 

in  this  world  shall  keep  it  unto  life  eternal. 

2<>  If  any  man  serve  me,  let  him  follow  me;  and  where  I  am, 
there  shall  also  my  servant  be:  if  any  man  serve  me,  him  will  my 
Father  honour. 

27  Now  is  my  soul  troubled;  and  what  shall  T  say?  Father, 
save  me  from  tins  hour :  but  for  this  cause  came  1  unto  this  hour. 

28  Father,  glorify  thy  name.  Then  came  there  a  voice  from 
heaven,  saying,  I  have  both  glorified  it,  and  will  glorify  it  again. 

29  The  people  therefore  that  stood  by,  and  heard  it,  said  that  it 
thundered:  others  said,  An  angel  spake  to  him. 

30  Jesus  auswered  and  said,  This  voice  came  not  because  of  me, 

but  for  your  sakes. 

31  Now  is  tb e  judgment  of  this  world :  now  shall  the  prince  of  this 
world  be  cast  out. 

32  And  I,  if  1  be  lifted  up  from  the  earth,  will  draw  all  men  unto 
me. 

33  This  he  said,  signifying  what  death  he  should  die. 

34  The  people  answered  him,  We  have  heard  out  of  the  law  that 
Christ  abideth  for  ever :  and  how  sayest  thou,  The  Sou  of  man  must 
be  lifted  up  ?  who  is  this  Son  of  man  ? 

35  Then  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Yet  a  little  while  is  the  light  with 
you.  Walk  while  ye  have  the  light,  lest  darkness  come  upon  you : 
for  he  that  walkoth  in  darkness  knoweth  not  whither  he  goetli. 

30  While  ye  hare  light,  believe  in  the  light,  that  ye  may  be  the 
children  of  light.  These  things  spake  Jesus,  and  departed,  auil  did 
hide  himself  from  them. 

37  IT  But  though  he  had  done  so  many  miracles  before  them,  yet 
they  believed  not  on  him : 

38  That  the  saying  of  Esaias  the  prophet  might  bo  fulfilled,  which 
he  spake,  Lord,  who  hath  believed  our  report  ?  and  to  whom  hath 
the  arm  of  the  Lord  boon  revealed. 

39  Therefore  they  could  not.  believe,  because  that.  Esaias  said  again, 

40  He  hath  blinded  their  eyes,  and  hardened  their  heart;  that 
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they  should  not.  see  with  their  eyes,  nor  understand  with  their  heart, 
and  be  converted,  and  I  should  keaJ.  them. 

•11  These  tilings  said  Esaias,  when  he  saw  his  glory,  and  spake 
of  him. 

42  •'  Nevertheless  among  the  chief  rulers  also  many  believed  on 
him ;  but  because  of  the  Pharisees  they  did  not  confess  him,  lest 
they  should  be  put  out  of  the  synagogue : 

43  For  they  loved  the  praise  of  men  more  than  the  praise  of  God. 

•14  41  J  esus  o' ted  and  said,  He.  that  believeth  on  me,  belie  voth  not 

on  me,  but  oil  him  that  sent  me.

•13  And  he  that  seeth  me  seetli  him  that  sent  me. 

46  I  am  come  a  light  into  the  world,  that  whosoever  believeth  on 
me  should  not  abide  in  darkness. 

47  And  il  any  man  hear  my  words,  and  believe  not,  1  judge  him 
not:  for  1  came  not  to  judge  the  world,  but  to  save  the  world. 

48  He  that  rejecteth  me,  and  rccoivcth  not  my  words,  hath  one 
that  judgeth  him:  the  word  that  I  have  spoken ,  the  same  shall  judge 
him  in  the  last  day. 

49  For  I  have  not  spoken  of  myself;  but  the  Father  which  sent 
mo,  he  gave  me  a  commandment,  what  I  should  say,  and  what  1 
should  speak. 

30  And  I  know  that  his  commandment  is  life  everlasting :  whatso¬ 
ever  I  speak  therefore,  even  as  the  Father  said  unto  me,  so  I  speak. 


CHAPTER  XTTT. 

1  Jesus  washoth  the  disciples’  feet:  cr.horteth  them  to  humility  and  charity. 
is  lie  foretcUeth ,  and  tUxonerelh  to  John  by  a  token,  (hut  Judas  should  betray  him: 
31  commomteth  them  to  love  one  another,  3tf  and  forewaraeth  Peter  of  his  denial. 

"VTOW  before  the  feast  of  the  passover,  when  Jesus  knew  that  his 
.M  hour  was  come  that  he  should  depart  out  of  this  world  unto 
the  Father,  having  loved  his  own  which  were  in  the  world,  he  loved 

them  unto  the  end. 

2  And  supper  being  ended,  the  devil  having  now  put  into  the 
heart  of  Judas  Iscariot.  Simon's  son,  to  betray  him  ; 

3  Jesus  knowing  that  the  Father  had  given  all  things  into  his 
lmuds,  and  that  he  was  come  from  God,  and  went  to  God; 

4  He  riaeth  from  supper,  and  laid  aside  liis  garments ;  and  took  a 
towel,  ami  girded  himself. 

3  After  that  he  pomet.h  water  into  a  basin,  and  began  to  wash 
the  disciples’  feet,  and  to  wipe  them  with  the  towel  wherewith  he 
was  girded. 

6  Then  coiueth  he  to  Simon  Peter:  and  Peter  sait.h  unto  him, 
Lord,  dost  thou  wash  my  feet  ? 

7  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  What  T  do  thou  k nowest  not. 

now;  but  thou  shall  kuow  hereafter. 

8  Peter  saitli  unto  him,  Thou  shalt  never  wash  my  feet.  Jesus 
answered  him,  If  I  wash  thee  not,  thou  hast  no  pari  with  me. 
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9  Simon  Peter  saith  unto  him,  Lord,  not  my  feet  only,  but  also 
my  hands  and  my  bead. 

10  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  He  that  is  washed  needeth  not  save  to 
wash  his  feet,  but  is  clean  every  whit :  and  ye  are  clean,  but  not  all. 

1 1  For  he  knew  who  should  betray  him ;  therefore  said  he,  i’e  are 
not  all  clean. 

12  So  after  he  had  washed  their  feet,  and  had  taken  his  garments, 
and  was  set  down  again,  he  said  unto  them,  Know  yc  what  I  have 
done  to  you  ? 

13  Ye  call  me  Master  and  Lord:  aud  yc  say  well;  for  so  1  am. 

14  If  I  then,  your  Lord  and  Master,  have  washed  your  feet ;  ye 
also  ought  to  wash  one  another's  feet. 

15  For  I  have  given  you  an  example,  that  ye  should  do  as  I  have 
done  to  you. 

1 6  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  yon,  The  servant  is  not  greater  than 
his  lard;  neither  he  that  is  sent  greater  thau  he  that  sent  him. 

17  If  ye  know  these  things,  happy  are  ve  if  yc  do  them. 

18  H  I  speak  not  of  you  all:  I  know  whom  I  have  chosen:  blit 
that  tiie  Scripture  may  be  fulfilled.  He  that  eateth  bread  with  me 
hath  lifted  up  his  heel  against  me. 

19  Now  I  tell  you  before  it  come,  that,  when  it  is  come  to  pass,  ye 
may  believe  that  I  am  he. 

20  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  He  that  rcceiveth  whomsoever  I 
send  reeeiveth  me;  and  he  that  receiveth  me  receiveih  him  that 
sent  me. 

21  When  Jesus  had  thus  said,  ho,  was  troubled  in  spirit,  and 
testified,  aud  said,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  that,  one  of  you 
shall  betray  me. 

22  Then  the  disciples  looked  one  on  auothcr,  doubting  of  whom 
he  spake. 

23  Now  there  was  leaning  on  Jesus’  bosom  one  of  his  disciples, 
whom  Jesus  loved. 

24  Simon  Peter  therefore  beckoned  to  him,  that  he  should  ask 
who  it  should  be  of  whom  he  spake. 

25  He  then  lying  on  Jesus’  breast  saith  unto  him,  Lord,  who  is  it? 

26  Jesus  answered,  He  it  is,  to  whom  I  shall  give  a  sop,  when  1 
have  dipped  it.  And  when  he  had  dipped  the  sop,  he  gave  it  to 
Judas  Iscariot,  the  son  of  Simon. 

27  And  after  the  sop  Satan  entered  into  him.  Then  said  Jesus 
unto  him,  That  thou  doest,  do  quickly. 

28  Now  no  man  at  the  tahle  knew  for  what  intent  he  spake  this 
unto  him. 

29  For  some  of  them  thought,  because  Judas  had  the  bag,  that 
Jesus  had  said  unto  him,  Buy  those  things  that  we  have  need  of 
against  the  feast;  or,  that  he  should  give  something  to  the  poor. 

30  He  then,  having  received  the  sop,  went  immediately  out ;  and 
i  t  was  night. 
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81  *'  Therefore,  when  he  was  gone  out,  Jesus  said,  Now  is  the 
Son  of  mini  glorified,  and  God  is  glorified  in  him. 

.*>2  If  God  he  glorified  in  him,  God  shall  also  glorify  him  in  him¬ 
self.  and  shall  straightway  glorify  him. 

33  Little  children ,  yeJ  a  little  while  I  am  with  you.  Ye  shall  seek 
mo;  and  as  1  said  unto  the  Jews,  Whither  I  go,  ye  cannot  conic.;  so 
now  1  say  to  you. 

34  A  new  commandment  I  give  unto  you,  That  ye  love  one  another; 
as  I  have  loved  you.  that  ye  also  love  one  another. 

3o  By  this  shall  all  men  know  that  ye  are  my  disciples,  if  ye  have 
love  one  to  another. 

,36  IT  Simon  Peter  said  unto  him,  Lord,  whither  goest  thou  ?  Jesus 
answered  him.  Whither  I  go,  thou  const  not  follow  me  now;  but 
thou  shalt  follow  me  afterwards. 

37  Peter  said  unto  him,  Lord,  why  eannot  I  follow  thee  now  ?  I 
will  lay  down  my  life  for  thy  sake. 

38  Jesus  answered  him,  Wilt  thou  lay  down  thy  life  for  my  sake  ? 
Verily,  verily,  /  say  unto  thee,  The  cock  shall  not  crow,  till  thou  hast 
denied  me  thrice. 


CHAPTER  XIV. 

1  Christ  comforteth  his  disciples  iclth  the  hope  of  heaven :  6  profesxeth  himself 
(he  teoy,  the  truth ,  and  the  life,  and  one  with  the  Father:  IS  assureth  their  prayers 
lit  his  name  to  be  effectual:  15  requesteth  love  ami  obedience :  1 H  promise th  the 
liohj  Ghost  the  Comforter :  27  and  leaveth  his  peace  with.  them. 

LET  not  your  heart  he  troubled  :  ye  believe  in  God ,  believe  also 
in  me. 

2  In  mv  Father’s  house  are  many  mansions :  if  it  were  not  so,  I 
would  have  told  you.  I  go  to  prepare  a  place  for  you. 

3  And  if  1  go  and  prepare  a  place  for  you,  I  will  come  again,  and 
receive  yon  unto  myself;  that  where  I  am,  there  ye  may  be  also. 

4  And  whither  1  go  ye  know,  and  the  way  ve  know, 
o  Thomas  saith  unto  him,  Lord,  wo.  know  not  whither  thou  goest; 
and  how  can  we  know  the  way? 

(5  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  I  am  the  way,  the  truth,  and  the  life:  no 
man  edmetli  unto  the  Father,  but  by  me. 

7  If  ye  had  known  me,  ye  should  have  known  my  Father  also: 
and  from  henceforth  yc  know  him,  and  have  seen  him. 

<S  Philip  saith  unto  him,  Lord,  shew  us  the.  Father,  and  it  aufficeth 

us. 

0  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Have  I  been  so  long  time  ■with  you,  and 
yet  hast  thou  not  known  me,  Philip  ?  he  that  hath  seen  me  hath 
seen  the  Father;  and  how  savest  thou  then,  Shew  us  the  Father? 

*  V  J 

10  Pel  fin  est  thou  not  that  I  am  in  the  Father,  and  the  Father  in 
me!  the  words  that  T  speak  unto  you  L  speak  not  of  myself:  but  the 
Father  that  dwolleth  in  me,  he  doeth  the  works. 
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11  Believe  me  that.  1  am  in  the  Father,  ami  the  Father  in  me:  or 
else  believe  mo  for  the  very  works*  sake. 

12  Verily,  verily,  1  say  unto  you.  He  that  believeth  on  me,  tin* 
works  that  I  do  shall  he  do  also ;  and  greater  works  than  these  shall 
he  do ;  because  I  go  unto  my  Father. 

13  And  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in  my  name,  that  will  I  do,  that 
the  Father  may  be  glorified  in  the  Son. 

14  If  vc  shall  :usk  any  thing  in  my  name,  I  will  do  it. 

l  r>  if  if  ve  love  me,  keep  my  commandments. 

16  A.ml  T  will  pray  the  Father,  and  ho  shall  give  you  another 
Comforter,  that  he  may  abide  with  you  for  ever; 

17  1C  von  the  Spirit  of  truth;  whom  the  world  cannot  receive,  be¬ 
cause  it  .teeth  him  not,  neither  knoweth  him:  but  ye  know'  him ;  for 
he  dwelleth  with  you,  ami  shall  be  in  you. 

18  I  will  not  leave  you  comfortless:  T  will  come  to  you. 

19  Vet,  a  little,  while,  and  the  world  see  til  me  no  more;  but  ye  see 
me:  bwau.se  I  live,  ye  shall  live  also. 

20  At  that  day  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  in  my  Father,  and  ye  in 
me,  and  I  in  you. 

21  lie  that  hath  my  commandments,  and  keepeth  them,  he  it  is 
that  loveth  me :  and  he  that  lovelh  me  shall  be  loved  of  my  Father, 
and  I  will  love  him,  and  will  manifest  myself  to  him. 

22  Judas  saith  unto  him,  aot  Ixcariot,  Lord,  how  is  it  that  thou 
wilt  manifest,  thyself  unto  ua,  and  not  unto  the  world  ? 

23  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  If  a  man  love  me.  he  will 
keep  my  words:  and  my  Father  will  love  him,  and  w'O  will  come  unto 
him,  and  make  our  abode  with  him. 

24  He  that  loveth  me  not  keepeth  not  my  sayings:  and  the  word 
which  ye  hear  is  not  mine,  but  the  Father’s  which  Bent  me. 

25  These  things  have  1  spoken  unto  you,  being  yet  present  with 
vou, 

U 

26  lhit  the  Comforter,  which  is  the  Holy  Ghost,  whom  the  Father 
will  send  in  my  name,  he  shall  teach  you  all  things,  and  bring  all 
things  to  your  remembrance,  whatsoever  1  have  said  unto  you. 

27  Peace  I  leave  with  you,  my  peace  I  give  unto  you :  not  as  the 
world  givetli,  give  I  unto  you.  Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled, 
neither  let  it  be  afraid, 

28  Ye  have  heard  how  T  said  unto  yon,  T  go  away,  and  come  again 
unto  you.  If  ye  loved  me,  ye  would  rejoice,  because  I  said,  1  go  unto 
the  Father:  for  my  Father  is  greater  than  1. 

29  And  now  1  have  told  you  before  it  come  to  pass,  that.,  when  it 
is  come  to  pass,  ye  might  believe. 

30  Hereafter  1  will  not  talk  much  with  you:  for  the  prince  of  this 
world  cometh,  ami  hath  nothing  in  me. 

31  But  that,  the  world  may  know  that  T  love  the  Father;  and  as 
the  Father  gave  me  commandment,  even  so  I  do.  Arise,  let  us  go 
hence. 
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CHAPTER  XV. 

I  The  consolation  and  mutual  love  Iwltveen  Christ  and  his  members,  under  the 
parable,  of  the  vine.  IK  A  comfort  In  the  hatred  und  persecution  of  the  world. 
a>  The  office  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  mid  of  the  apostles. 

[Air  the  true  vine,  and  my  Father  is  the  husbandman. 

2  livery  branch  in  me  that  beareth  not  fruit  he  taketh  away : 
and  every  branch  that  beareth  fruit,  he  purgeth  it,  that  it  may  bring 
forth  more  fruit. 

M  Now  ye  are  clean  through  the  word  which  I  have  spoken  unto 
you. 

-t  Abide  in  me,  and  I  in  you.  As  the  branch  cannot  bear  fruit  of 
itself,  except  it  abide  in  the  vine ;  no  more  can  ye,  except  yc  abide  in 
me. 

5  I  am  the  vine,  ye  arc  the  branches.  He  that  abideth  in  me,  and 
/  in  him,  the  same  bringeth  forth  much  fruit;  for  without  me  ye.  can 
do  nothing. 

(5  Tf  a  man  abide  not  in  me,  he  is  cast  forth  as  a  branch,  and  is 
withered ;  and  men  gather  them,  and  cast  them  into  tire  fire,  and 
they  arc  burned. 

7  If  ye  abide  in  me,  and  my  words  abide  in  you,  ye  shall  ask 
what  ye  will,  ami  it  shall  be  done  unto  you. 

S  Herein  is  my  Father  glorified,  that  ye  bear  much  fruit;  so  shall 
yc  lie  my  iliac  if  ties. 

9  As  the  Father  hath  loved  me,  so  have  I  loved  you:  continue  ye 

ill  -my  lore. 

In  if  ye  keep  my  commandments,  ye  shall  abide  in  my  love:  even 
as  I  have  kept  my  Father’s  commandments,  and  abide  in  his  love. 

LI  These  things  have  X  spoken  unto  you,  that  my  joy  might 
remain  in  you,  and  that  your  joy  might  be  full. 

12  This  is  my  commandment,  That  ye  love  one  another,  as  I  have 
loved  you. 

l'j  Greater  love  hath  no  man  than  this,  that  a  man  lay  down  his 
life  for  his  friends. 

14  Ye  are  my  friends,  If  ye  do  whatsoever  I  command  you. 

15  Henceforth  I  call  you  not  servants;  for  the  servant  knoweth  not 
what  his  lord  doeth:  but  I  have  called  you  friends;  for  all  things 
that  I  have  heard  of  my  Father  I  have  made  known  unto  you, 

1C  Ye  have  not  chosen  me,  but  I  have  chosen  you,  and  ordained 
you.  that  ye  .should  go  and  bring  forth  fruit,  and  that  your  fruit 
should  remain;  that  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  of  the  Father  in  my 
name,  he  may  give  it  yon. 

17  These  things  1  command  you,  that  ye  love  one  another. 

IS  If  tlic  world  hate,  you,  ye  know  that  it  hated  me  before  it 
listed  you. 

Hi  if  yc  were  of  llm  world,  the  world  would  love  his  own ;  but 
because  ye  are  not  oT  the  world,  but  I  have  chosen  you  out  of  the 
world,  therefore  the  world  hateth  you. 
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20  Remember  the  word  that  1  said  unto  you,  the  servant  is  not 
greater  than  his  lord,  if  they  have  persecuted  me,  they  will  also 
persecute  you;  if  they  have  kept  my  saying,  they  will  keep  yours 
also. 

21  But  all  these  things  will  they  do  unto  you  for  my  name’s  stake, 
because  they  know  not  him  that  sent  me. 

22  If  I  had  not  come  and  spoken  unto  them,  they  had  not  hail 
sin ;  but  note  they  have  no  cloak  for  their  sin. 

23  He  that  hatetli  me  hateth  my  Father  also. 

24  If  i  had  not  done  among  them  the  works  which  none  other 
man  did,  they  had  not  had  sin :  but  now  have  they  both  seen  and 
hated  both  me  aud  my  Father. 

25  But  this  cometh  to  pass,  that  the  word  might  be  fulfilled  that 
is  written  in  their  law,  They  hated  me  without  a  cause. 

26  But  when  the  Comforter  is  come,  whom  I  will  seud  unto  you 
from  the  Father,  even  the  Spirit  of  truth,  which  proocedeth  from  the 
Father,  he  shall  testify  of  me : 

27  And  ye  also  shall  bear  witness,  because  ye  have  been  with  me 

from  the  beginning. 

CHAPTER  XVI. 

1  Christ  comforteth  his  disciples  against  tribulation  by  the  promise  of  the  JMy 
Ghost,  and  by  his  resurrection  and  ascension  :  23  annureth  their  prayers  muds  in  his 
name  to  be  acceptable  to  his  Father.  33  Peace  in  Christ,  and  in  the  world  ujflic- 
tion. 

THESE  things  have  I  spoken  unto  you,  that  ye  should  not  be 
offended. 

2  They  shall  put  you  out  of  the  synagogues:  yea,  the  time  cometh , 
that  whosoever  kllleth  you  will  think  that  lie  doeth  Cod  service. 

3  And  these  things  will  they  do  unto  you,  because  they  have  not 
known  the  Father,  nor  me. 

4  But  these  things  have  I  told  you,  that  when  the  time  shall 
come,  ye  may  remember  that  I  told  you  of  them.  And  these  things 
1  said  not  uuto  you  at  the  beginning,  because  I  was  with  you. 

5  But  now  I  go  my  way  to  him  that  sent  me;  aud  none  of  you 
asketh  me,  Whither  goest  thou  ? 

6  But  because  1  have  said  these  things  unto  you,  sorrow  hath 
filled  vour  heart. 

M 

7  Nevertheless  I  toll  you  the  truth;  it  is  expedient  for  you  that  1 
go  away:  for  if  I  go  not  away,  the  Comforter  will  not  come  unto 
you;  but  if  I  depart,  T  will  send  him  unto  you. 

8  And  when  he  is  come,  he  will  reprove  the  world  of  sin,  and  of 
righteousness,  and  of  judgment: 

9  Of  sin,  because  they  beliem  not  on  me ; 

10  Of  righteousness,  because  I  go  to  my  Father,  and  ye  see  me 
no  more ; 

11  Of  judgment,  because  the  prince  of  this  world  is  judged. 
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1 2  T  have  yet  many  things  to  say  unto  you,  but  ye  cannot  bear 
them  now. 

13  llowbeit  when  he,  the  Spirit  of  truth,  is  come,  lie  will  guide  you 
into  all  truth :  for  he  shall  not  speak  of  himself ;  but  whatsoever  he 
shall  hear,  that  shall  he  speak  :  ancl  lie  will  shew  you  things  to 
come. 

14  He  shall  glorify  me:  for  he  shall  receive  of  mine,  and  shall 
shew  it.  unto  vou. 

to  All  things  that  the  Father  hath  are  mine :  therefore  said  I,  that 
he  shall  take  of  mine ,  and  shall  shew  it  unto  you. 

16  A  little  while,  and  ye  shall  not  sec  me :  and  again,  a  little  while, 
and  ye  shall  see  me,  because  I  go  to  the  Father. 

17  Then  sairl  some  of  his  disciples  among  themselves,  What  is 
this  that  he  sailh  unto  us,  A  little  while,  and  ye  shall  not  see  me : 
and  again,  a  little  while,  and  ye  shall  see  me :  and,  Because  I  go  to 
the  Father  ? 

18  They  said  therefore,  What  is  this  that  he  saith,  A  little  while  ? 
we  cannot  tell  what  he  saith. 

19  Now  Jesus  knew  that  they  were  desirous  to  ask  him,  and  said 
unto  them,  Do  ye  inquire  among  yourselves  of  that  I  said,  A  little 
while,  and  ye  shall  not  see  me :  and  again,  a  little  while,  and  ye  shall 
sec  me  ? 

20  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  That  ye  shall  weep  and  lament, 
but  the  world  shall  rejoice ;  and  ye  shall  be  sorrowful,  but  your  sorrow 
shall  he  turned  into  joy. 

21  A  woman  when  she  is  in  travail  hath  sorrow,  because  her  hour 
is  come:  but  as  soon  as  she  is  delivered  of  the  child,  she  remember- 
eth  no  more  the  anguish,  for  joy  that  a  man  is  bom  into  the  world. 

22  And  ye  now  therefore  have  sorrow :  but  I  will  see  you  again, 
and  your  heart  shall  rejoice,  and  your  joy  no  man  taketh  from  you. 

23  And  in  that  day  yc  shall  ask  rue.  nothing.  Verily,  verily,  I  say 
unto  you,  Whatsoever  yc  shall  ask  the  Father  in  my  name,  lie  will 
give  it  yon. 

21  Hitherto  have  ye  asked  nothing  in  my  name:  ask,  and  ye  shall 
receive,  that  your  joy  may  be  full. 

25  These  things  have  1  spoken  unto  you  in  proverbs :  but  the  time 
cometh,  when  I  shall  no  more  speak  unto  you  in  proverbs,  but  I  shall 
shew  you  plainly  of  the  Father. 

26  At  that  day  ye  shall  ask  in  my  name :  and  I  say  not  unto  you, 
that  I  will  pray  the  Father  for  you : 

27  For  the  Father  himself  lovet-h  you,  because  ye  have  loved  me, 
and  have  believed  that  1  came  out  from  G-od. 

28  I  came  forth  from  the  Father,  and  am  come  into  the  ivorld : 
again,  I  leave  the  world,  and  go  to  the  Father. 

29  His  disciples  said  unto  him,  Lo,  now  speak est  thou  plainly,  and 
speakest.  no  proverb. 

30  Now  are  we  sure  that  thou  knowest  all  things,  and  ncodest  not 
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that  any  man  should  ask  thee :  by  this  we  believe  that  thou  earnest 
forth  from  God. 

31  Jesus  answered  them,  Do  ye  now  believe  ? 

32  Behold,  the  hour  comcth,  yea,  is  now  come,  that  ye  shall  be  scat¬ 
tered,  every  man  to  his  own,  and  shall  leave  me  alone :  and  yet  1  am 
not  alone,  because  the  Father  is  with  me. 

33  These  things  T  have  spoken  unto  yon,  that  in  me  ye  might  have 
peace.  Tn  the  world  ye  shall  have  tribulation :  but  be  of  good  cheer ; 
I  have  overcome  the  world. 

CHAPTER  XVII. 

1  Christ  pruyeth  to  his  Fa  ther  to  glorify  him ,  fi  to  preserve  his  ajwst les,  \  t  in  unity, 
17  and  truih,  20  to  glorify  them,  and  all  other  believers  with  him  in  heaven. 

THESE  words  spake  Jesus,  and  lifted  up  his  eyes  In  heaven,  uud 
said,  Father,  the  hour  is  come ;  glorify  thv  Sou,  that  thy  Son 
also  may  glorify  thee : 

2  As  thou  hast  given  him  power  over  all  flesh,  that  lie  should  give 
eternal  life  to  as  many  as  thou  hast  given  him. 

3  And  this  is  life  eternal,  that  they  might  know  thee  the  only  true 
God,  and  Jesus  Christ,  whom  thou  hast  sent. 

4  I  have  glorified  thee  on  the  earth :  1  have  finished  the  work  which 
thou  gavest  me  to  do. 

5  And  now,  O  Father,  glorify  thou  me  with  thine  own  Belf  with 
the  glory  which  I  had  with  thee  before  the  world  was. 

6  I  have  manifested  thy  name  unto  the  men  which  thou  gavest. 
me  out  of  the  world:  thine  they  were,  and  thou  gavest  them  me;  ami 
they  have  kept  thy  word. 

7  Wow  they  have  known  that  all  thiugs  whatsoever  tliou  hast  given 
me  are  of  thee. 

8  For  I  have  given  unto  them  the  words  which  thou  gavest  me; 
and  they  have  received  them,  and  have  known  surely  that  T  came  out 
from  thee,  and  they  have  believed  that  thou  didst  semi  me. 

9  I  pray  for  them:  I  pray  not  for  the  world,  but  for  them  which 
thou  hast  given  me ;  for  they  are  thine. 

10  And  all  mine  arc  thine,  and  thine  are  mine ;  and  I  am  glorified 
in  them. 

11  And  now  1  am  no  more  in  the  world,  hut  these  are  in  the  world, 
and  I  come  to  thee.  Holy  Father,  keep  through  thine  own  name 
those  whom  thou  hast  given  me.  that  they  mav  he  one,  u„s  we  are. 

12  While.  I  was  with  them  in  the  world,  I  kept  them  in  thy  name : 
those  that  thou  gavest  me  I  have  kept,  and  none  of  them  is  lost,  but 
the  son  of  perdition ;  that,  the  Scripture  might  be  fulfilled. 

13  And  now  come  I  to  thee;  and  these  things  1  speak  in  the  world, 
that  they  might  have  my  joy  fulfilled  in  themselves. 

14  I  have  given  them  thy  word;  and  the  world  hath  hated  them, 
because  they  arc  not  of  the  world,  even  as  I  am  not  of  the  world. 
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15  1  pray  not  that  thon  shoulclest  take  them  out  of  the  world,  but 
that  thou  siiouldest  keep  them  from  the  evil. 

10  They  are  not  of  the  world,  even  as  I  am  not  of  the  world. 

.17  Sanctify  them  through  thy  truth:  thy  word  is  truth. 

IS  A  a  thou  hast  sent  me  into  the  world,  even  so  have  I  also  sent 
them  into  the  world. 

10  And  for  their  sakes  I  sanctify  myself,  that  they  also  might  be 
sanctified  through  the  truth. 

20  Neither  pray  I  Tor  these  alone,  but  for  them  also  which  shall 
believe  on  me  through  their  word; 

21  That  they  all  may  be  one;  as  thou,  Father,  art  in  me,  and  I  in 
thee,  that  they  also  may  be  one  in  ns:  that  the  world  may  believe 
that  thou  hast  sent  me. 

22  And  the  glory  which  thon  garment  me  I  have  given  them;  that  they 
may  be  one.  even  as  we  are  one: 

25  I  in  them,  and  thou  iu  me,  that  they  may  be  made  perfect  in 
one:  and  l  hat  the  world  may  know  that  thou  hast  sent  me,  and  hast 
loved  them,  as  thou  hast  loved  me. 

24  Father,  T  will  that  they  also,  whom  thon  hast  given  me,  be 
with  me  where  I  am;  that  they  may  behold  my  glory,  which  thou 
hast  given  me:  for  thou  lovedst  me  before  the  foundation  of  the 
world. 

25  (.)  righteous  Father,  the  world  hath  not  known  thee:  but  I 
have  known  thee,  and  these  have  known  that  thou  hast  sent  me. 

20  And  I  have  declared  unto  them  thy  name,  and  will  declare  it; 
that  the  love  wherewith  thou  hast  loved  me  may  be  in  them,  and  I 
in  them. 


CHAPTER  XVTIT. 

1  .Twins  betrayeth  Jesus.  6  The.  officers  Jail  to  the  ground.  10  Peter  smiteth  off 
Match its’  ear.  12  Jesus  is  taken,  and  led  unto  Annas  and  Caiuphus.  15  Peter’s 
denial.  19  Jesus  examined  before  Caiaphus.  28  Ills  arraignment  before  Pilate. 
Si!  His  kingdom.  40  The.  Jews  ask  itarubbas  to  be  let  loose. 

WHEN  .Tesus  had  spoken  these  words,  he  went  forth  with  his 

disciples  over  the  brook  Cedron,  where  was  a  garden,  into  the 
which  he  entered,  and  his  disciples. 

2  And  Judas  also,  which  betrayed  him,  knew  the  place :  for  Jesus 
ofttimes  resorted  thither  with  his  disciples. 

5  Judas  then,  having  received  a  band  of  men  and  officers  from 
the  chief  priests  and  Pharisees,  cometh  thither  with  lanterns  and 
torches  and  weapons. 

4  Jesus  therefore,  knowing  all  things  that  should  come  upon  him, 
went  forth,  and  said  unto  them,  Whom  seek  ye? 

5  They  answered  him,  Jesus  of  Nazareth.  Jesus  saith  unto  them, 
I  am  he.  And  Judas  also,  which  betrayed  him,  stood  with  them. 

(>  As  soon  then  as  he  had  said  unto  them,  I  am  he,  they  went 
backward,  and  fell  to  the  ground. 
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7  Then  asked  he  them  again,  Whom  seek  ye  ?  And  they  said, 
J  esus  of  Nazareth. 

8  Jesus  answered,  I  have  told  you  that  I  am  he:  if  therefore  ye 
seek  me,  let  these  go  their  way : 

9  That  the  saying  might  be  fulfilled,  which  he  spake,  Of  them 
which  thou  gavest  me  have  I  lost  none. 

10  Then  Simon  Peter  having  a  sword  drew  it,  and  smote  the  high 
priest’s  servant,  and  cut  off  his  right  ear.  The  servant’s  name  was 

Malchus. 

11  Then  said  Jesus  unto  Peter,  Put  up  thy  sword  into  the  sheath : 
the  cup  which  my  Father  hath  given  me,  shall  I  not  drink  it? 

12  Then  the  band  and  the  captain  and  officers  of  the  Jews  took 
Jesus,  and  bound  him, 

18  And  led  him  away  to  Annas  first ;  for  he  was  father  in  law  to 
Calaphas,  which  was  the  high  priest  that  same  year. 

14  Now  Caiaphas  was  he,  which  gave  counsel  to  the  Jews,  that 
it  was  expedient  that  one  man  should  die  for  the  people. 

15  1i  And  Simon  Peter  followed  Jesus,  and  so  did  smother  disciple : 
that  disciple  was  known  unto  the  high  priest,  and  went  in  with 
Jesus  into  the  palace  of  the  high  priest. 

16  Put  Peter  stood  at  the  door  without.  Then  went  out  that 
other  disciple,  which  was  known  unto  the  high  priest,  aud  spake 
unto  her  that  kept  the  door,  and  brought  In  Peter. 

17  Then  saith  the  damsel  that  kept  the  door  unto  Peter,  Art  not 
thou  also  one  of  this  man's  disciples  ?  He  saith,  I  am  not. 

18  And  the  servants  aud  officers  stood  there,  who  hail  made  a  fire 
of  coals ,  for  it  was  cold;  aud  they  warmed  themselves:  and  Peter 
stood  with  them,  and  warmed  himself. 

19  The  high  priest  then  asked  Jesus  of  his  disciples,  and  of  his 

doctrine. 

20  Jesus  answered  him,  1  spake  openly  to  the  world;  I  ever 
taught  in  the  synagogue,  and  in  the  temple,  whither  the  Jews 
always  resort ;  and  in  secret  have  1  said  nothing. 

21  Why  askest  thou  me  ?  ask  them  which  heard  ino,  what  1  have 
said  unto  them:  behold,  they  know  what  I  said. 

22  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  one  of  the  officers  which  stood 
by  struck  Jesus  with  the  palm  of  his  hand ,  saying,  Answerest  thou 
the  high  priest  so  ? 

28  Jesus  answered  him,  If  I  have  spoken  evil,  bear  witness  of  the 
evil :  but  if  well,  why  smitest  thou  me  ? 

24  Now  Annas  had  sent  him  bound  unto  Caiaphas  the  high  priest. 

25  And  Simon  Peter  stood  and  warmed  himself.  They  said 
therefore  unto  him,  Art  not  thou  also  one  of  his  disciples?  He 
denied  it,  and  said,  t  am  not. 

26  One  of  the  servants  of  the  high  priest,  being  his  kinsman 
whose  ear  Peter  cut  off,  saith.  Bid  not  I  see  thee  in  the  garden  with 
him? 
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27  Peter  then  denied  again ;  and  immediately  the  cock  crew. 

28  If  Then  led  they  Jesus  from  Caiaphas  unto  the  hall  of  judg¬ 
ment:  and  it  was  early;  and  they  themselves  went  not  into  the  judg¬ 
ment  hull,  lest  they  should  be  defiled ;  but  that  they  might  eat  the 
passover. 

29  Pilate  then  went  out  unto  them,  and  said,  What  accusation 
bring  ye  against  this  man?’ 

30  They  answered  and  said  unto  him,  If  he  were  not  a  malefactor, 
we  would  not  have  delivered  him  up  unto  thee. 

31  Then  said  Pilate  unto  them,  Take  ye  him,  and  judge  him  accord¬ 
ing  to  your  law.  The  Jews  therefore  said  unto  him,  Tt  is  not  lawful 
for  us  to  put  any  man  to  death: 

32  That  the  saying  of  Jesus  might  be  fulfilled,  which  he  spake, 
signifying  what  death  he  should  die. 

33  Then  Pilate  entered  into  the  judgment  hall  again,  and  called 
Jesus,  and  said  unto  him,  Art  thou  the  King  of  the  Jews  ? 

34  Jesus  answered  him,  Sayest  thou  this  thing  of  thyself,  or  did 
others  tell  it  thee  of  me? 

35  Pilate  answered,  Am  I  a  Jew?  Thine  own  nation  and  the  chief 
priests  have  delivered  thee  unto  me:  what  has  thou  done? 

36  Jesus  answered,  My  kingdom  is  not  of  this  world:  if  my  king¬ 
dom  were  of  this  world,  then  would  my  servants  fight,  that  I  should 
not  be  delivered  to  the  Jews :  but  now  is  my  kingdom  not  from  hence. 

37  Pilate,  therefore  said  unto  him,  Art  thou  a  king  then  ?  Jesus 
answered,  Thou  sayest  that  I  am  a  king.  To  this  end  was  I  born, 
and  for  this  canse  came  I  into  the  world,  that  I  should  bear  witness 
unto  the  truth.  Everv  one  that  is  of  the  truth  heaxeth  mv  voice. 

38  Pilate  saith  unto  him,  What  is  truth  ?  And  when  he  had  said 
this,  ho  went  out  again  unto  the  Jews,  and  saith  unto  them,  I  find  in 
him  no  fault  at  all. 

39  But  ye  have  a  custom,  that  I  should  release  unto  you  one  at 
the  passover:  will  ye  therefore  that  I  release  unto  you  the  King  of 
the  Jews  ? 

40  Then  cried  they  all  again  saying,  Not  this  man,  but  Barabbas. 
Now  Barabbas  was  a  robber. 


CHAPTER  XIX. 

1  Christ  is  scourged,  crowned  with  thorns,  and  beaten .  4  Pilate  is  desirous  to 
release  him,  but.  being  overcome  with  the  outrage  of  the  Jews,  he  delivered  him  to  be 
crucified.  23  They  cast  lots  for  his  garments.  26  He  commended  his  mother  to  John. 
28  He  dieth.  SI  His  side  is  pierced.  38  He  is  buried  by  Joseph  and  Nicodemus. 

THEN  Pilate  therefore  took  Jesus,  and  scourged  him. 

2  And  the  soldiers  platted  a  crown  of  thorns,  and  put  it  on 
his  head,  and  they  put  on  him  a  purple  robo, 

3  And  said,  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews !  and  they  smote  him  with  their 

hands. 

4  Pilate  therefore  went  forth  again,  and  eaith  unto  them,  Behold, 
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I  bring  him  forth  to  you,  that  ye  may  know  that  I  find  no  fault,  in 
him. 

5  Then  came  Jesus  forth,  wearing  the  crown  of  thorns,  aiul  the 
purple  robe.  A  nd  Pilate  saith  unto  them,  Behold,  the  man ! 

6  When  the  chief  priests  therefore  and  officers  saw  him,  they  cried 
out,  saying,  Crueify  him,  crucify  him.  Pilate  saith  unto  them,  Take 
ye  him,  and  crucify  him :  for  I  find  no  fault  in  him. 

7  The  Jews  answered  him,  We  have  a  law,  and  by  our  law  he 
ought  to  die,  because  he  made  himself  the  Son  of  God. 

8  11  When  Pilate  therefore  heard  that  saying,  he  was  the  more 
af rai  d ; 

9  And  went  again  into  the  judgment  hall,  and  saith  unto  Jesus, 
Whence  art  thou?  But  Jesus  gave  him  no  answer. 

10  Then  saith  Pilate  unto  him,  Speakest.  thou  not  unto  me? 
knowest  thou  not  that  I  have  power  to  crucify  thee,  and  have  power 
to  release  thee  ? 

11  Jesus  answered,  Thou  conldest  have  no  power  at  all  against 
me,  except  it  were  given  thee  from  above:  therefore  he  that  delivered 
me  unto  thee  hath  the  greater  sin. 

12  And  from  thenceforth  Pilate  sought  to  release  him:  hut  the 
Jews  cried  out,  saying,  Tf  thou  let  this  man  go,  thou  art  not  Caesar's 
friend :  whosoever  maketh  himself  a  king  speaketh  against  Caesar. 

13  IT  When  Pilate  therefore  heard  that  saying,  he  brought  Jesus 
forth,  ami  sat  down  in  the  judgment  seat  in  a  place  that  is  called  the 
Pavement,  but  in  the  Hebrew,  Gabbatha. 

14  And  it  was  the  preparation  of  the  passover,  and  about  the  sixth 
hour:  and  he  saith  unto  the  Jews,  Behold,  your  King! 

15  But  they  cried  out,  Away  with  him,  away  with  him,  crucify 
him.  Pilate  saith  unto  them,  Shall  T  crucify  your  King?  The  chief 
priests  answered,  Wo  have  no  king  hut  Caesar. 

16  Then  delivered  he  him  therefore  uuto  them  to  be  crucified. 
And  they  took  Jesus,  and  led  him  away. 

17  And  he  bearing  his  cross  went  forth  into  a  place  called  the 
place  of  a  skull,  which  is  called  in  the  Hebrew  Gohjolka : 

18  Where  they  crucified  him,  and  two  others  with  him,  on  either 
side  one,  and  Jesus  in  the  midst. 

19  IT  And  Pilate  wrote  a  title,  and  put  it  on  the  cross.  And  the 
writing  was,  JESUS  OF  NAZARETH  THE  KING  OP  THE  JEWS. 

20  This  title  then  read  many  of  the  Jews;  for  the  place  where 
Jesus  was  crucified  was  nigh  to  the  city:  and  it  was  written  in 
Hebrew,  and  Greek,  and  Latin. 

21  Then  said  the  chief  priests  of  the  Jews  to  Pilate,  Write  not. 
The  King  of  the  Jews;  but  that  he  said,  I  am  King  of  the  Jews. 

22  Pilate  answered,  What  I  have  written  1  have  written. 

23  Then  the  soldiers,  when  thev  had  crucified  Jesus,  took  liis 

'V  / 

garments,  and  made  four  parts,  to  every  soldier  a  part;  and  also  his 
coat:  now  the  coat  was  without  scam ,  woven  from  the  lop  throughout. 
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21  They  said  therefore  among  themselves,  Let  us  not  rend  it,  but 
cast  lots  for  it,  whose  it  shall  he:  tlmt  the  Scripture  might  be  ful¬ 
filled,  which  saith,  They  parted  my  raiment  among  them,  and  for  my 
venture  they  did  cast  lots.  These  things  therefore  the  soldiers  did. 

25  IT  Now  there  stood  by  the  cross  of  Jesus  his  mother,  and  his 
mother’s  ai3ter,  Mary  the  wife  of  Cleophas,  and  Mary  Magdalene. 

26  When  Jesus  therefore  saw  his  mother,  and  the  disciple  stand¬ 
ing  by,  whom  he  loved,  he  saith  unto  his  mother.  Woman,  behold, 

thy  son ! 

27  Then  saith  he  to  the  disciple,  Behold,  thy  mother!  And  from 
that  hour  that  disciple  took  her  unto  his  own  home. 

28  If  After  this,  Jesus  knowing  that,  all  things  were  now  accom¬ 
plished,  that  the  Scripture  might  be  fulfilled,  saith,  I  thirst. 

20  Now  there  was  set  a  vessel  full  of  vinegar:  and  they  filled  a 
sponge  with  vinegar,  and  put  it  upon  hyssop,  and  put  it  to  his 
mouth. 

30  When  Jesus  therefore  had  received  the  vinegar,  he  said.  It  is 
finished :  and  he  bowed  his  head,  and  gave  up  the  ghost. 

31  The  Jews  therefore,  because  it  was  the  preparation,  that  the 
bodies  should  not  remain  upon  the  cross  on  the  sabbath  day,  (for 
that  sabbath  day  was  a  high  day,)  besought  "Pilate  that  their  legs 
might  be  broken,  aud  that  they  might  be  taken  away. 

32  Then  came  the  soldiers,  and  brake  the  legs  of  the  first,  and  of 
the  other  which  was  crucified  with  him. 

33  But  when  they  came  to  Jesus,  and  saw  that  he  was  dead 

V  * 

already,  they  brake  not  hiB  legs : 

34  But  one  of  the  soldiers  with  a  spear  pierced  his  side,  and  forth¬ 
with  came-  there  out  blood  and  water. 

35  And  he  that  saw  it  bare  record,  and  his  record  is  true;  and  he 
knoweth  that  he  saith  true,  that  ye  might  believe. 

36  Bor  these  things  were  done,  that  the  Scripture  should  be  ful¬ 
filled,  A  bone  of  him  shall  not  be  broken. 

37  And  apt  tin  another  Scripture  saith,  They  shall  look  on  him 
whom  they  pierced. 

38  If  And  after  this  Joseph  of  Arimathaea,  being  a  disciple  of 
Jesus,  but  secretly  for  fear  of  the  Jews,  besought  Pilate  that  he 
might  take  away  the  body  of  Jesus:  aud  Pilate  gave  him  leave. 
He  came  therefore,  and  took  the  body  of  Jesus. 

80  And  there  came  also  Nicodemua,  (which  at  the  first  caine  to 
Jesus  by  night,)  and  brought  a  mixture  of  myrrh  and  aloes,  about  a 
hundred  pound  weight. 

40  Then  took  they  the  body  of  Jesus,  and  wound  it  in  linen  clothes 
with  the  spices,  as  the  manner  of  the  Jew's  is  to  bury. 

11  Now  in  the  place  where  he  was  crucified  there  was  a  garden; 
and  in  the  garden  a  new  sepulchre,  wherein  was  never  man  yet  laid. 

42  There  laid  they  Jesus  therefore  because  of  the  Jews’  prepara- 
tion  day ;  for  the  sepulchre  was  nigh  at  hand. 
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CHAPTER  XX. 


1  Mary  cometh  (o  the  sepulchre  :  3  so  do  Peter  and  John,  ignorant  of  the  resur¬ 
rection.  11  Jesus  appeareth  to  Mary  Magdalene,  19  and  to  hi*  disciples.  2\  The 
incredulity ,  and  confession  of  Thwnm.  3ft  The  Scripture  i*  sufficient  to  salvation. 


T1IE  first  day  of  the  week  comcth  Mary  Magdalene  early,  when  it 
was  yet  dark,  unto  the  sepulchre,  and  seeth  the  stone  taken 
away  from  the  sepulchre. 

2  Then  she  runneth,  and  cometh  to  Simon  Peter,  and  to  the  other 
disciple,  whom  Jesus  loved,  and  saith  unto  them,  They  have  taken 
away  the  Lord  out  of  the  sepulchre,  and  we  know  not  where  they 
have  laid  him. 

3  Peter  therefore  went  forth,  and  that  other  disciple,  and  came  to 
the  sepulchre. 

4  So  they  ran  both  together:  and  the  other  disciple  did  outrun 
Peter,  and  came  first  to  the  sepulehre. 

5  And  he  stooping  down,  and  looking  in,  saw  the  linen  clothes 
lying ;  yet  went  he  not  in. 

6  Then  cometh  Simon  Peter  following  him,  and  went  into  the 
sepulchre,  and  seeth  the  linen  elothes  lie, 

7  And  the  napkin,  that  was  about  his  head,  not  lying  with  the 
linen  clothes,  but  wrapped  together  in  a  place  by  itself. 

8  Then  went  in  also  that  other  disciple,  which  came  first  to  the 
sepulchre,  and  he  saw,  and  believed. 

9  For  as  yet  they  knew  not  the  Scripture,  that  he  must  rise  again 
from  the  dead. 

10  Then  the  disciples  went  away  again  unto  their  own  home. 

11  IT  But  Mazy  stood  without  at  the  sepulchre  weeping:  and  as 
she  wept,  she  stooped  down,  and  looked  in  to  the  sepulchre, 

12  And  seeth  two  angels  in  white  sitting,  the  one  at  the  head,  and 
the  other  at  the  feet,  where  the  body  of  Jesus  had  lain. 

13  And  they  say  unto  her,  Woman,  why  weepest  thou  ?  She  saith 
unto  them,  Because  they  have  taken  away  my  Lord ,  and  I  know  not 
where  they  have  laid  him. 

14  And  when  she  had  thus  said,  she  turned  herself  hack,  and  saw 
Jesus  standing,  and  knew  not  that  it  was  Jesus. 

15  Jesus  saith  unto  her,  Woman,  why  weepest  thon?  whom  sick¬ 
est  thou?  She,  supposing  him  to  be  the  gardener,  saith  unto  him, 
Sir,  if  thou  have  borne  him  hence,  tell  me  where  thou  hast  laid  him, 
and  I  will  take  him  away. 

16  Jesus  saith  unto  her,  Mary.  She  turned  herself,  and  saith 
unto  him,  Rabboni;  which  is  to  say,  Master. 

17  Jesus  saith  unto  her,  Touch  mo  not;  for  I  am  not  yet  ascended 
to  my  Father :  but  go  to  inv  brethren,  and  say  unto  them,  T  ascend 
unto  my  Father,  and  your  Father ;  and  to  my  God,  and  your  God. 

18  Mary  Magdalene  came  and  told  the  disciples  that  she  had  seen 
the  Lord,  and  that  he  had  spoken  these  things  unto  her. 

19  IT  Then  the  same  day  at  evening,  being  the  first  day  of  the 
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week,  when  tin*  doors  were  shut  where  the  disciples  were  assembled 
for  fear  of  the  Jews,  came  Jesus  and  stood  in  the  midst,  aud  saith 
unto  them,  Peace  be  unto  you. 

1*0  And  when  he  had  so  said,  he  shewed  unto  them  his  hands  and 
his  side.  Then  were  tlie  disciples  glad,  when  they  saw  the  Lord. 

21  Then  said  Jesus  to  them  again,  Peace  be  unto  you;  as  my 
Father  hath  sent  me,  even  so  send  I  you. 

22  And  when  he  had  said  this,  he  breathed  on  them,  and  saith 
unto  them,  Receive  ye  the  Holy  Ghost : 

23  Whosesoever  sins  ye  remit,  they  are  remitted  unto  them ;  and 
whosesoever  sins  ye  retain,  they  are  retained. 

24  11  Hut  Thomas,  one  of  the  twelve ,  ealled  Didymus,  was  not  with 
them  when  Jesus  came. 

25  The  other  disciples  therefore  said  unto  Mm,  We  hare  seen  the 
Lord.  But  he  said  unto  thorn,  Except  I  shall  see  in  his  hands  the 
print  of  the  nails,  and  put  my  finger  into  the  print  of  the  nails,  and 
thrust  my  hand  into  his  side,  L  will  not  believe. 

26  And  after  eight  days  again  his  disci plos  were  within,  and 
Thomas  with  them :  then  came  Jesus,  the  doors  being  shut,  and  stood 
in  the  midst,  and  said,  Peace  be  unto  you. 

27  Then  saith  he  to  Thomas,  Beach  hither  thy  linger,  and  behold 
my  hands ;  and  reach  hither  thy  hand,  and  thrust  it  iuto  my  side : 
and  be  not  faithless,  but  believing. 

28  Anti  Thomas  answered  and  said  unto  him,  My  Lord  and  myr 
God. 

29  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Thomas,  because  thou  hast  seen  me,  thou 
hast  believed:  blessed  are  they  that  have  not  seen,  and  yet  have 
believed. 

30  ^  And  many  other  signs  truly  did  Jesus  in  the  presence  of  his 
disciples,  which  are  not  written  in  this  book: 

31  But  these  are  written,  that  ye  might  believe  that  Jesus  is  the 
Christ,  the  Son  of  God ;  and  that  believing  ye  might  have  life  through 
his  name. 


CHAPTER  XXL 


1  Christ  appearing  again  to  his  disciple »  was  known  of  them  by  the  great  draught 
of  fishes.  12  He  dineth  with  them :  15  earnestly  commundeth  Peter  to  feed  hi*  lambs 
u  iit(  sheep :  18  foretelleth  him  of  his  death:  22  rebuketh  his  curiosity  touching  John. 
25  The  conclusion. 


AFTER  these  things  Jesus  shewed  himself  again  to  the  disciples  at 
the  sea  of  Tiberias ;  and  on  this  wise  shewed  he  himself. 

2  There  were  together  Simon  Peter,  and  Thomas  called  Didymus , 
and  Nathanael  of  Cana  in  Galilee ,  and  the  sous  of  Zebedee,  and  two 


other  of  his  disciples. 

3  Simon  Peter  saith  unto  them,  I  go  a  fishing.  They  say  unto 
him,  We  also  go  with  thee.  They  went  forth,  and  entered  into  a 
ship  immediately ;  aud  that  night  they  caught  nothing.

A  But  when  the  morning  was  now  come,  Jesus  stood  on  the  shore ; 
but  the  disciples  kno.w  not  that  it  was  Jesus. 

5  Then  Jesus  saitli  unto  them,  Children,  have  ye  any  meat? 
They  answered  him,  No. 

(>  And  ho  said  unto  them,  Cast  the.  net  on  the  right  side  of  the 
ship,  and  ye  shall  find.  They  cast  therefore,  and  now  they  were 
not  able  to  draw  it  for  the  multitude  of  fishes. 

7  Therefore  that  disciple  whom  Jesus  loved  saitli  unto  Peter,  It  is 
the  Lord.  Mow  when  Simon  Peter  heard  that  it  was  the  Lord,  he 
girt  his  fishers  coat  unto  him,  (for  he  was  naked,)  and  did  cast  him¬ 
self  into  the  sea, 

8  And  the  other  disciples  came  in  a  little  ship,  (for  they  were  not 
far  from  land,  but  as  it  were  two  hundred  cubits ,)  dragging  the  net 
with  fishes. 

9  As  soon  then  as  they  were  come  to  land,  they  saw  a  fire  of  coals 
there,  and  fish  laid  thereon,  and  bread. 

10  Jesus  saitli  unto  them,  Bring  of  the  fish  which  ye  have  now 
oaugh  t. 

11  Simon  Peter  went  up,  and  drew  the  net  to  land  full  of  great 
fishes,  a  hundred  and  fifty  and  three:  and  for  all  there  were  so  m  any, 
yet  was  not  the  net  broken. 

12  J  esus  saith  unto  them,  Come  and  dine.  And  none  of  the  dis¬ 
ciples  durst  ask  him,  Who  art  thou?  knowing  that,  it  was  the 

Lord. 

13  Jesus  then  cometh,  and  taketh  bread,  and  giveth  them,  and  fish 
likewise . 

14  This  is  now  the  third  time  that  Jesus  shewed  himself  to  his 
disciples,  after  that  he  was  risen  from  the  dead. 

15  r  So  when  they  had  dined,  Jesus  saitli  to  Simon  Peter,  Simon, 
son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou  me  more  than  these  ?  lie  saitli  unto  him, 
Tea,  Lord;  thou  knowest  that  I  love  thee.  He  saith  unto  him,  Peed 
my  lambs. 

.16  He  saith  to  him  again  the  second  time,  Simon,  son  of  Jonas, 
lovest  thou  mo ?  lie  saith  unto  him,  Tea,  Lord;  thou  knowest  that 
I  love  thee.  He  saitli  unto  him,  Feed  my  Bheep. 

17  He  saith  unto  him  the  third  time,  Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest 
thou  me  ?  Peter  was  grieved  because  he  said  unto  him  the  third 
time,  Lovest  thou  me  ?  And  he  said  unto  him,  Lord,  thou  knowest 
all  things;  thou  knowest  that  I  love  thee.  Jesus  saith  unto  him, 
Peed  my  sheep. 

18  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  When  thou  wast  young,  thou 
girdedst  thyself,  and  walkodst  whither  thou  wouldvd:  but  when  tlmu 
shalt  be  old,  thou  shalt  stretch  forth  thy  hands,  and  another  shall 
gird  thee,  and  carry  thee  whither  thou  wonldest  not. 

19  This  spake  he,  signifying  by  what  death  lie  should  glorify  God. 
And  when  he  had  spoken  this,  he  saith  unto  him,  Follow  me. 

20  Then  Peter,  turning  about,  seeth  the  disciple  whom  Jesus  loved 
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following ;  which  also  leaned  on  his  breast  at  supper,  and  said,  Lord, 
which  is  he  that  betrayeth  thee  ? 

21  Peter  seeing  him  saith  to  Jesus,  Lord,  and  what  shall  man 
do  ? 

22  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  If  I  will  that  he  tarry  till  I  come,  what 
is  that  to  thee  ?  follow  thou  me. 

23  Then  went  this  saying  abroad  among  the  brethren,  that  that 
disciple  should  not  die :  yet  Jesus  said  not  uuto  him,  He  shall  not 
die;  but.  If  I  will  that  he  tarry  till  1  come,  what  is  that  to  thee? 

21  This  is  the  disciple  which  testiheth  of  these  things,  and  wrote 
these  things :  and  we  know  that  his  testimony  is  true. 

25  And  there  are  also  many  other  things  which  Jesus  did,  the 
which,  it  they  should  be  written  every  one,  T  suppose  that  even  the 
world  itself  could  not  contain  the  books  that  should  be  written.

THE 

ACTS  OF  THE  APOSTLES* 


CHAPTER  I. 


1  Christ,  preparing  his  apostles  to  the  beholding  of  his  ascension,  gathcreth  them 
together  into  the  mount  Olivet ,  commandclh  them  to  expect  in  Jerusalem  the  sending 
down  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  promiseth  after  few  day  a  to  send  it :  by  virtue  whereof  they 
should  be  witnesses  unto  him ,  to  the  utmost  parts  of  the  earth,  i)  After  his 
ascension  they  are  teamed  by  two  angels  to  depart,  and  to  set  their  minds  upon  his 
second  coming.  12  They  accordingly  return ,  and,  giving  themselves  to  prayer , 
choose  Matthias  apostle  i?i  the  place  of  Judas, 


THE  former  treatise  have  I  made,  0  Tkeophilus,  of  all  that  Jesus 
began  both  to  do  and  teach, 

2  Until  the  day  in  which  he  was  taken  up,  after  that  he  through 
the  Holy  Ghost  had  given  commandments  unto  the  apostles  whom 
lie  had  chosen : 

3  To  whom  also  he  shewed  himself  alive  after  his  passion  by 
many  infallible  proofs,  lieing  seen  of  them  forty  days,  and  speaking 
of  the  things  pertaining  to  the  kingdom  of  God: 

4  And,  being  assembled  together  with  them,  commanded  them 
that,  they  should  not  depart  from  Jerusalem,  but  wait  for  the  promise 
of  the  Father,  which,  saith  he,  ye  have  heard  of  me. 

5  For  John  truly  baptized  with  water;  but  ye  shall  he  baptized 
with  the  Holy  Ghost  not  many  days  hence. 

<5  When  they  therefore  were  come  together,  they  asked  of  him, 
saying.  Lord,  wilt  thou  at  this  time  restore  again  the  kingdom  to 

Israel  ? 
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7  And  he  said  unto  them,  It  is  not  for  you  to  know  the  times  or 
the  seasons,  which  the  Father  hath  put  in  his  own  power. 

8  Hut  ye  shall  receive  power,  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come 
upon  you :  and  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem,  and 
iu  all  Judaea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the 
earth. 

9  And  when  he  had  spoken  these  things,  while  they  beheld,  he 
was  taken  up*,  and  a  cloud  received  him  out  of  their  sight. 

10  And  while  they  looked  steadfastly  toward  heaven  as  he  went 
up,  behold,  two  men  stood  by  them  in  white  apparel ; 

11  Which  also  said,  Ye  men  of  Galilee,  why  stand  ye  gazing  up 
into  heaven?  this  Bame  Jesus,  which  is  taken  up  from  you  into 
heaven,  shall  so  come  in  like  manner  as  ye  have  seen  him  go  into 
heaven. 

12  Then  returned  they  unto  Jerusalem  from  the  mount  called 
Olivet ,  which  is  from  .Jerusalem  a  sabbath  day’s  journey. 

13  And  when  they  were  come  in ,  they  went  up  into  an  upper 
room,  where  abode  both  Peter,  and  James,  and  John,  and  Andrew. 
Philip,  and  Thomas,  Bartholomew,  and  Matthew,  James  the  son  of 
Alphaais,  and  Simon  Zelotes,  and  Judas  the  brother  of  James. 

14  These  all  continued  with  one  accord  in  prayer  and  supplication, 
with  the  women,  and  Mary  the  mother  of  Jesus,  and  with  his 
brethren. 

15  If  And  in  those  days  Peter  stood  up  in  the  midst  of  the  dis¬ 
ciples,  and  said ,  (the  number  of  names  together  were  about  a  hun¬ 
dred  and  twenty t) 

16  Men  and  brethren,  this  Scripture  must  needs  have  been  fulfilled, 
which  the  Holy  Ghost  by  the  mouth  of  David  spake  before  concern¬ 
ing  Judas,  which  was  guide  to  them  that  took  Jesus. 

17  For  he  was  numbered  with  us,  and  had  obtained  part  of  this 
ministry. 

18  Now  this  man  purchased  a  field  with  the  reward  of  iniquity; 
and  falling  headlong,  he  burst  asunder  in  the  midst,  and  all  his 
bowels  gushed  out. 

19  And  it  was  known  unto  all  the  dwellers  at  Jerusalem :  inso¬ 
much  as  that  field  is  called,  in  their  proper  longue,  Aceldama,  that 
is  to  say,  The  field  of  blood. 

20  For  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  Psalms,  Let  his  habitation  be 
desolate,  and  let  no  man  dwell  therein:  and,  His  bishoprick  let 

another  take. 

21  Wherefore  of  these  men  which  have  oompanied  with  us  all  the 
time  that  the  Lord  Jesus  went  in  aud  out  among  us, 

22  Beginning  from  the  baptism  of  John,  unto  that  same  day  that, 
he  was  taken  up  from  us,  must  one  be  ordained  to  be  a  witness  with 
us  of  his  resurrection. 

23  And  they  apfiointed  two,  Joseph  called  Baraabas,  who  was 
surnamed  Justus,  and  Matthias. 
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24  And  they  prayed ,  and  said,  Thou,  Lord,  which  k newest  the 
hearts  of  all  men,  shew  whether  of  these  two  thou  hast  chosen, 

25  That  he  may  take  part  of  this  ministry  and  apostleship,  from 
which  Judas  by  transgression  fell,  that  he  might  go  to  his  own  place. 

2G  And  they  gave  forth  their  lots ;  and  the  lot  fell  upon  Matthias ; 
and  he  was  numbered  with  the  eleven  apostles* 

CHAPTER  II. 

1  The  apostles,  filled  vnth  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  speaking  divers  languages^  are 
admired  by  some,  and  derided  hy  others.  14  Whom  Peter  disproving,  and  shewing 
that  the  apostles  spake  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost ,  that  Jesus  was  risen  from  the 
drad,  ascended  into  heaven,  had  poured  down  the  same  Holy  Ghost 9  and  was  the 
MesMas,  «  man  known  to  them  to  be  approved  of  God  by  his  miracles,  wonders,  and 
signs,  and  not  crucified  without  his  determinate  counsel  and  foreknowledge:  37  he 
boptizeth  a  great  number  that  were  converted.  41  Who  afterwards  devoir Uy  and 
charitably  converse  together :  the  nestles  working  in  any  miracles ,  and  God  daily 
increasing  his  church* 

\  XI)  when  the  day  of  Pentecost  w'as  fully  oome,  they  "were  all 
M  with  one  accord  in  one  place. 

2  And  suddenly  there  came  a  sound  from  heaven  as  of  a  rushing 
mighty  find,  and  it  filled  all  the  house  whore  they  were  sitting. 

3  And  there  appeared  unto  them  cloven  tongues  like  as  of  fire,  and 
it  sat  upon  each  of  them. 

4  And  they  were  all  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  began  to 
speak  with  other  tongues,  as  the  Spirit  gave  them  utterance, 

»  And  there  were  dwelling  at  .Jerusalem  Jews,  devout  men,  out 
of  every  nation  under  heaven. 

f>  Now  when  this  was  noised  abroad,  the  multitude  came  together, 
and  were  confounded,  because  that  every  man  heard  them  speak  in 
his  own  language. 

7  And  they  wore  all  amazed  and  marvelled,  saying  one  to  another, 
llehold,  are  not  all  these  which  speak  Galilaeans? 

8  And  how  hear  we  every  man  in  our  own  tongue,  wherein  we 
were  born  ? 

9  Partitions,  and  Modes,  and  Elamites,  and  the  dwellers  in  Meso¬ 
potamia,  and  in  Judaea,  and  Cappadocia,  in  Pontus,  and  Asia, 

10  Phrygia,  and  Pamphylia,  in  Egypt,  and  in  the  parts  of  Libya 
about  (Jyrene,  and  strangers  of  Rome,  Jews  and  -proselytes , 

11  CTOtes  and  Arabians,  we  do  hear  them  speak  in  our  tongues 
the  n'onderfnl  works  of  God. 

12  And  they  were  all  amazed,  and  were  in  doubt ,  saying  one  to 

another,  What  meaneth  this? 

13  Others  mocking  said.  These  men  are  full  of  new  wine. 

14  If  Hut  Pot-or,  standing  up  with  the  eleven,  lifted  up  his  voice, 
and  said  unto  thorn,  Ye  men  of  Judaea,  and  all  ye  that  dwell  at 
Jerusalem,  be  this  known  unto  you,  and  hearken  to  my  words : 

15  For  those  are  not  drunken,  as  ye  suppose,  seeing  it  is  but  the 

third  hour  of  the  day. 
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:>7  IL  icing  land,  sold  it,  and  brought  the  money,  and  laid  it  at  the 
apostles’  foot. 

OllAPTEli  V. 

1  After  that  Ananias  and  Sapphira  his  wife,  for  their  hypocrisy  at  Peter’s  rebuke 
ha  A  fatten  (town  dead,  12  and  that  the  rest  of  the  apostles  had  wrought  many  miracle*. 
14  to  the.  increase  of  the  faith  :  17  the  apostles  are  again  imprisoned,  ID  hut  delivered 
hy  <i it  annul  h iddi it;/  than  to  preach  openly  to  all :  21  token,  after  their  teaching  a ce.ord- 
inglg  inlhe.  temple, '2D  and  be  foie  the  council,  33  they  are  in  danger  to  be  killed,  through 
the  advice  of  Gamaliel,  a  great  counsellor  among  the  dews,  they  be  kept  alive,  40  and 
are  but  beaten:  for  which  they  glorify  God,  and  cease  no  day  from  preaching. 

i)  UT  a  certain  man  named  Ananias,  with  Sapphira  his  wife,  sold  a 
)  possession, 

2  And  kept  back  part  of  the  price,  his  icife  also  being  privy  to  it, 
and  brought  a  certain  part,  and  laid  it  at  the  apostles’  feet. 

o  Hut  Peter  said,  Ananias,  why  hath  Satan  filled  thine  heart  to 
1  ie  to  the  I  loly  Ghost,  and  to  keep  back  part  of  the  price  of  the  land  ? 

4  While  it  remained,  was  it  not  thine  own  ?  and  after  it  was  sold , 
was  it  not  in  thine  own  power?  why  hast  thou  conceived  this  thing 
in  thine  heart?  thou  hast  not  lied  unto  men,  but  unto  God. 

5  And  Ananias  hearing  theso  words  fell  down,  and  gave  up  the 
ghost:  and  great  fear  came  on  all  them  that  heard  these  things. 

(j  And  the  young  men  arose,  wound  him  up,  and  carried  him  out, 
and  buried  him. 

7  And  it  was  about  the  space  of  three  hours  after,  when  his  wife, 
not  knotting  what  was  done,  came  in. 

8  And  Peter  answered  unto  her,  Tell  me  whether  ye  sold  the  land 
for  bo  much?  And  she  said,  Yea,  for  so  much. 

t)  Then  Peter  said  unto  her,  How  is  it  that  ye  have  agreed  together 
to  tempt  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  ?  behold,  the  feet  of  them  which  have 
buried  thy  husband  are  at  the  door,  and  shall  carry  thee  out. 

10  Then  fell  she  down  straightway  at  his  feet,  and  yielded  up  the 
ghost:  anil  the  young  men  came  in,  and  found  her  dead,  and,  carry¬ 
ing  her  forth,  buried  her  by  her  husband. 

11  And  great  fear  came  upon  all  the  church,  and  upon  as  many  as 
heard  these  tilings. 

12  And  by  the  hands  of  the  apostles  were  many  signs  and 
wonders  wrought  among  the  people;  (and  they  were  all  with  one 

accord  in  Solomon’s  porch. 

18  And  of  the  rest  durst  no  man  join  himself  to  them:  but  the 

people  magnified  them. 

1.4  A  tul  bel  ievers  wore  the  more  added  to  the  Lord,  multitudes  both 
of  men  and  women  f) 

15  Tnsomuch  that  they  brought  forth  the  sick  into  the  streets, 
and  laid  them  on  beds  and  couches,  that  at  the  least  the  shadow  of 
Peter  passing  by  might  overshadow  some  of  thorn. 

1(>  There  came  also  a  multitude  out  of  the  cities  round  about  unto 
.Jerusalem,  bringing  sick  folks,  and  them  which  were  vexed  with 
unclean  spirits :  and  they  were  healed  every  one. 
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.“>7  11  Now  when  they  heard  this,  they  were  pricked  in  their  heart, 
and  said  unto  Peter  and  to  the  rest  of  the  apostles,  Men  and  brethren, 

what  shall  we  do  ? 

38  Then  Peter  said  unto  them,  Repent,  and  be  baptized  every  (me  of 
you  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  for  the  remission  of  sins,  and  ye  shall 
receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

31)  For  the  promise  is  unto  yon,  and  to  your  children,  and  to  all 
that  are  afar  off,  even  as  mauy  as  the  Lord  our  God  shall  call. 

40  And  with  many  other  words  did  he  testify  and  exhort,  saying, 
Save  yourselves  from  this  untoward  generation. 

•11  Then  they  that,  gladly  received  his  word  were  baptized:  and 
the  same  day  there  were  added  unto  them  about  three  thousand  souls. 

fli  And  they  continued  steadfastly  in  the  apostles1  doctrine  and 
fellowship,  and  in  breaking  of  bread,  and  in  prayers. 

43  And  fear  came  upon  every  soul:  and  many  wonders  and  signs 
were  done  by  the  apostles. 

I  I  A  ml  all  that  believed  were  together,  and  had  all  things  common ; 

115  A  ml  sold  their  possessions  and  goods,  and  parted  them  to  all 
men,  as  every  man  had  need. 

10  And  they,  continuing  daily  with  one  accord  in  the  temple,  and 
breaking  bread  from  house  to  house ,  did  eat  their  meat  with  gladness 
ami  singleness  of  heart, 

47  Praising  God,  and  having  favour  with  all  the  people.  And  the 
Lord  added  to  the  church  daily  such  as  should  bo  saved. 

CHAPTER  III. 

1  Peter  preaching  to  the  people  that  came  to  see  a  lame  man  restored  to  his  feet,  12 
prn  fesseth  the  cure  not  to  have  been  wrought  by  his  or  John's  own  power,  or  holiness, 
but  by  (toil,  and  his  Hon  Jesus,  and  through  faith  in  his  name :  13  withal  reprehend¬ 
ing  //non  for  crucifying  Jesus.  17  Which  because  they  did  it  through  ignorance ,  aud 
that  thereby  were  fulfilled  God's  determinate  counsel,  and  the  Scriptures:  19  he  esc- 
hoHvth  them  by  repentance  and  faith  to  seek  remission  of  their  sins,  and  salvation  in 
the  same  Jesus. 

V  0 W  Peter  and  John  went  up  together  into  the  temple  at  the 
.  \  hour  of  prayer ,  hoing  the  ninth  hour. 

1 1  And  a  certain  man  lame  from  his  mother's  womb  uvts  carried, 
wliom  they  laid  daily  at  the  gate  of  the  temple  which  is  called  Beau¬ 
tiful,  to  ask  alms  of  them  that  entered  into  the  temple; 

3  Who,  seeing  Peter  and  John  about  to  go  into  the  temple,  asked 
an  alms. 

4  And  Peter,  fastening  his  eyes  upon  him  with  John,  said,  X«ook 
on  ns. 

f>  And  he  gave  heed  unto  them,  expecting  to  receive  something  of 
them. 

G  Then  Peter  said,  Silver  and  gold  have  I  none ;  but  such  as  I  have 
give  I  tli  oo :  In  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Nazareth  rise  up  and  walk. 

7  Ami  he  took  him  hv  the  right  hand,  and  lifted  him  up:  and 
immediately  his  feet  and  ankle  bones  received  strength. 
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8  And  ho,  leaping  np  stood,  and  walked,  and  entered  with  them 
into  the  temple,  walking,  and  leaping,  and  praising  God. 

9  And  all  the people  aaw  him  walking  and  praising  God: 

10  And  they  knew  that  it  was  lie  which  sat  for  alms  at  the 
Beautffnl  gate  of  the  temple :  and  they  were  filled  with  wonder  and 
amazement  at  that  which  had.  happened  unto  him. 

11  And  as  the  lame  man  which  was  healed  held  Veter  aval  John, 
all  the  people  ran  together  onto  them  in  the  porch  that  is  called 
Solomon's,  greatly  wondering. 

12  11  And  when  Peter  saw  it,  he  answered  unto  the  people,  Ye 
men  of  Israel,  why  marvel  ye  at  this?  or  why  look  ye  so  earnestly 
on  us,  as  though  by  our  own  power  or  holiness  we  had  made  this 
man  to  walk. 

13  The  God  of  Abraham,  and  of  Isaac,  and  of  Jacob,  the.  Gotl  of  our 
fathers ,  hath  glorified  his  Son  Jesus ;  whom  ye  delivered  up,  and  denied 
him  in  the  presence  of  Pilate,  when  he  was  determined  to  let  him  Oro- 

14  But  ye  denied  the  Holy  One  and  the  JuBt,  and  desired  a  mur¬ 
derer  to  be  granted  unto  you ; 

15  And  hilled  the  Prince  of  life,  whom  God  hath  raised  from  the 
dead ;  whereof  we  arc  witnesses. 

lfi  And  Ms  name ,  through  faith  in  his  name,  hath  made  this  man 
strong,  whom  ye  see  and  know :  yea,  the  faith  which  is  by  him  hath 
given  him  this  perfect  soundness  in  the  presence  of  you  all. 

17  And  now,  brethren,  I  wot  that  through  ignorance  ye  did  it,  as 
did  also  your  riders. 

18  But  those  tilings,  which  God  before  had  shewed  by  the  mouth 
of  all  his  prophets,  that  Christ  should  suffer,  he  hath  so  fulfilled. 

19  If  Repent  ye  therefore,  and  be  converted,  that  your  sins  may 
be  blotted  out,  when  the  times  of  refreshing  shall  come  from  the 
presence  of  the  Lord  j 

20  And  lie  shall  send  Jesus  Christ,  which  before  was  preached 
unto  jrou: 

21  Whom  the  heaven  most  rco,oive  until  the  times  of  restitution 
of  all  things,  which  God  hath  spoken  by  the  mouth  of  all  his  holy 
prophets  since  the  world  began. 

22  For  Moses  truly  said  unto  the  fathers,  A  Prophet  shall  the 
Lord  your  God  raise  up  unto  yon  of  your  brethren,  like  unto  me : 
him  shall  ye  hear  in  all  things  whatsoever  he  shall  say  unto  you. 

23  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  every  soul,  which  will  not  hear 
that  Prophet,  shall  be  destroyed  from  among  tlie  people. 

24  Yea,  and  all  tlie  prophets  from  Samuel  and  those  that  follow 
after,  as  many  as  have  spoken,  have  likewise  foretold  of  these  days. 

25  Ye  are  the  children  of  the  prophets,  and  of  the  covenant  which 
God  made  with  our  fathers,  saying  unto  Abraham,  And  in  thy  seed 
shall  all  the  kindreds  of  the  earth  be  blessed. 

20  Unto  you  first  God,  having  raised  up  his  Bon  Jesus,  sent  him 
to  bless  you,  in  turning  away  every  one  of  you  from  his  iniquities. 
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CHAPTlfilt  IV. 

1  The  riders  of  the  Jews  offended  with  Peter's  sermon,  4  {though  thousands  gf  the 
people  were  converted  that  heard  the  word,)  imprison  him  and  John,  b  After ,  upon 
examination  Peter  boldly  avouching  the  lame  man  to  be  healed  by  the  name  of  Jesus, 
and  that  by  the  same  Jesus  only  we  must  be  eternally  saved,  13  they  command  him 
and  John  to  ptvacU  no  more  in  that  name ,  adding  also  threatening ,  23  whereupon 
the  church  ftecth  to  prayer .  31  And  Oodf  by  moving  the  place  where  they  were 
assembled,  testified  that  he  hcwnl  their  prayer :  continuing  the  church  with  the  gift 
of  the  Jiofy  Ghost,  and  with  mutual  love  and  charily, 

AN 1)  as  they  spake  unto  the  people,  the  priests,  and  the  captain 
.  of  the  temple,  and  the  Saddncees,  came  upon  them, 

2  Being  grieved  that  they  taught  the  people,  and  preached  through 
J  rsus  the  resurrection  from  the  dead. 

8  And  they  laid  hands  on  them,  and  put  them  in  hold  unto  the 
next  dav :  for  it  was  now  eventide. 

V 

4  1  lowbeit  many  of  them  which  heard  the  word  believed ;  and  the 
number  of  the  men  was  about  five  thousand. 

f>  1|  Ami  it  came  to  pass  on  the  morrow y  that  their  rulers,  uud 
elders,  and  scribes, 

l>  And  Annas  the.  high  priest,  and  Caiaphas,  and  John,  and  Alex¬ 
ander,  and  as  many  as  were  of  the  kindred  of  the  high  priest,  were 
i fathered  toy  el  her  at  Jerusalem. 

7  And  when  they  had  set  them  in  the  midst,  they  asked,  By  what 
power,  or  by  what  name,  have  ye  done  this  ? 

8  Then  Peter,  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  said  unto  them,  Ye 
rulers  of  the  people,  and  elders  of  Tsracl, 

0  1  f  we  this  day  be  examined  of  the  good  deed  done  to  the  im¬ 
potent  man,  by  what  means  he  is  made  whole ; 

10  l>c  it  known  unto  you  all,  and  to  all  the  people  of  Israel,  that 
by  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Nazareth,  whom  ye  crucified,  whom 
God  raised  from  the  dead,  even  by  him  doth  this  man  stand  here 
before  vou  whole. 

11  This  is  the  stone  which  was  set  at  nought  of  you  builders,  which 
is  become  the  head  of  the  oomer. 

12  Neither  is  there  salvation  in  any  other:  for  there  is  none  other 
name  under  heaven  given  among  men,  whereby  we  must  be  saved. 

18  If  Now  when  they  saw  the  boldness  of  Peter  and  John,  and 
perceived  that  they  were  unlearned  and  vjnorant  men,  they  mar¬ 
velled  ;  and  they  took  knowledge  of  them,  that  they  had  been  with 

Jesus. 

I  I  And  beholding  the  man  which  was  healed  standing  with  them, 

1 1  icy  could  say  nothing  against  it. 

to  liut  when  they  had  commanded  them  to  go  aside  out  of  the 
•  on noil,  they  conferred  among  themselves, 

Hi  Haying,  What  shall  we  do  to  these  men?  for  that,  indeed  a 
notable  miracle  hath  been  done  by  them  is  manifest  to  all  them  that 
dwell  in  Jerusalem ;  and  we  cannot  deny  it. 

17  But  that  it  spread  no  further  among  the  people,  let  us  straitly 
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threaten  them,  that  they  speak  henceforth  to  no  man  in  this 
name. 

18  And  they  called  them,  and  commanded  them  not  to  speak  at  all 
nor  teach  in  the  name  of  Jeans. 

19  Hut  Peter  and  John  answered  and  said  unto  them.  Whether  it 
be  right  in  the  sight  of  God  to  hearken  unto  you  more  than  unto 
God,  judge  ye. 

20  For  we  cannot  but  speak  the  things  which  we  have  seen  and 
heard. 

21  So  when  they  had  further  threatened  them,  they  let  them  go, 
finding  nothing  how  they  might  punish  them,  because  of  the  people : 
for  all  men  glorified  God  for  that  which  was  done. 

22  For  the  man  was  above  forty  years  old,  on  whom  this  miracle 
of  healing  was  shewed. 

23  1!  And  being  let  go,  they  went  to  iheir  own  company,  ami 
reported  all  that  the  chief  priests  and  elders  had  said  unto  them. 

21  And  when  they  heard  that,  they  lifted  up  their  voice  to  God 
with  one  accord,  and  said,  Lord,  thou  art  God,  which  hast  made 
heaven,  and  earth,  and  the  sea,  and  all  that  in  them  is; 

25  Who  by  the  mouth  of  thy  servant  David  hast  said,  Why  did 
the  heathen  rage,  and  the  people  imagine  vain  things  ? 

2(>  The  kings  of  the  earth  stood  up,  and  the  rulers  were  gathered 
together  against  the  I»ord,  and  against  his  Christ. 

27  For  of  a  truth  against  thy  holy  child  Jesus,  whom  thou  hast 
anointed,  both  llerod,  and  Pontius  Pilate,  with  the  Gentiles,  and  the 
people  of  Israel,  were  gathered  together, 

28  For  to  do  whatsoever  thy  hand  and  thy  counsel  determined 
before  to  be  done. 

29  And  now,  Lord,  behold  their  tlireatcnings :  and  grant  unto  thy 
servants,  that  with  all  boldness  they  may  speak  thy  word, 

30  By  stretching  forth  thine  hand  to  heal  ,■  and  that  signs  and  won¬ 
ders  may  be  done  by  the  name  of  thy  holy  child  Jesus. 

31  If  And  when  they  had  prayed,  the  place  was  shaken  where 
they  were  assembled  together;  and  they  were  all  filled  with  the 
Holy  Ghost,  and  they  spake  the  word  of  God  with  boldness. 

32  And  the  multitude  of  them  that  believed  were  of  one  heart  and 
of  one  soul :  neither  said  any  of  them  that  aught  of  the  things  which 
he  possessed  was  his  own;  but  they  had  all  tilings  common. 

33  And  with  great  power  gave  the  apostles  witness  of  the  resun'ec- 
lion  of  the  Lord  Jesus :  and  great  grace  was  upon  them  all. 

34  Neither  was  there  any  among  them  that  lacked:  for  as  many 
as  were  possessors  of  lands  or  houses  sold  them,  and  brought  the 
prices  of  the  things  that  were  sold, 

35  And  laid  them  down  at  the  apostles’ feet:  and  distribution  was 
made  unto  every  man  according  as  he  had  need. 

30  And  Joses,  who  by  the  apostles  was  surnamod  Barnabas,  (which 
is,  being  interpreted,  The  son  of  consolation,)  a  I  Amite  aucl  of  the 
country  of  Cyprus, 
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:>7  IL  icing  land,  sold  it,  and  brought  the  money,  and  laid  it  at  the 
apostles’  foot. 

OllAPTEli  V. 

1  After  that  Ananias  and  Sapphira  his  wife,  for  their  hypocrisy  at  Peter’s  rebuke 
ha  A  fatten  (town  dead,  12  and  that  the  rest  of  the  apostles  had  wrought  many  miracle*. 
14  to  the.  increase  of  the  faith  :  17  the  apostles  are  again  imprisoned,  ID  hut  delivered 
hy  <i it  annul  h iddi it;/  than  to  preach  openly  to  all :  21  token,  after  their  teaching  a ce.ord- 
inglg  inlhe.  temple, '2D  and  be  foie  the  council,  33  they  are  in  danger  to  be  killed,  through 
the  advice  of  Gamaliel,  a  great  counsellor  among  the  dews,  they  be  kept  alive,  40  and 
are  but  beaten:  for  which  they  glorify  God,  and  cease  no  day  from  preaching. 

i)  UT  a  certain  man  named  Ananias,  with  Sapphira  his  wife,  sold  a 
)  possession, 

2  And  kept  back  part  of  the  price,  his  icife  also  being  privy  to  it, 
and  brought  a  certain  part,  and  laid  it  at  the  apostles’  feet. 

o  Hut  Peter  said,  Ananias,  why  hath  Satan  filled  thine  heart  to 
1  ie  to  the  I  loly  Ghost,  and  to  keep  back  part  of  the  price  of  the  land  ? 

4  While  it  remained,  was  it  not  thine  own  ?  and  after  it  was  sold , 
was  it  not  in  thine  own  power?  why  hast  thou  conceived  this  thing 
in  thine  heart?  thou  hast  not  lied  unto  men,  but  unto  God. 

5  And  Ananias  hearing  theso  words  fell  down,  and  gave  up  the 
ghost:  and  great  fear  came  on  all  them  that  heard  these  things. 

(j  And  the  young  men  arose,  wound  him  up,  and  carried  him  out, 
and  buried  him. 

7  And  it  was  about  the  space  of  three  hours  after,  when  his  wife, 
not  knotting  what  was  done,  came  in. 

8  And  Peter  answered  unto  her,  Tell  me  whether  ye  sold  the  land 
for  bo  much?  And  she  said,  Yea,  for  so  much. 

t)  Then  Peter  said  unto  her,  How  is  it  that  ye  have  agreed  together 
to  tempt  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  ?  behold,  the  feet  of  them  which  have 
buried  thy  husband  are  at  the  door,  and  shall  carry  thee  out. 

10  Then  fell  she  down  straightway  at  his  feet,  and  yielded  up  the 
ghost:  anil  the  young  men  came  in,  and  found  her  dead,  and,  carry¬ 
ing  her  forth,  buried  her  by  her  husband. 

11  And  great  fear  came  upon  all  the  church,  and  upon  as  many  as 
heard  these  tilings. 

12  And  by  the  hands  of  the  apostles  were  many  signs  and 
wonders  wrought  among  the  people;  (and  they  were  all  with  one 

accord  in  Solomon’s  porch. 

18  And  of  the  rest  durst  no  man  join  himself  to  them:  but  the 

people  magnified  them. 

1.4  A  tul  bel  ievers  wore  the  more  added  to  the  Lord,  multitudes  both 
of  men  and  women  f) 

15  Tnsomuch  that  they  brought  forth  the  sick  into  the  streets, 
and  laid  them  on  beds  and  couches,  that  at  the  least  the  shadow  of 
Peter  passing  by  might  overshadow  some  of  thorn. 

1(>  There  came  also  a  multitude  out  of  the  cities  round  about  unto 
.Jerusalem,  bringing  sick  folks,  and  them  which  were  vexed  with 
unclean  spirits :  and  they  were  healed  every  one. 
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17  IF  Then  the  high  priest  rose  up,  and  all  they  that  wore  with 
him,  (which  is  the  sect  of  the  Sadducees,)  and  were  filled  with  indig¬ 
nation, 

18  And  laid  their  hands  on  the  apostles,  and  put  them  in  the 

common  prison. 

10  But  the  angel  of  the  Lord  by  night  opened  the  prison  doors,  and 

brought  them  forth,  and  said, 

20  Go,  stand  and  speak  in  the  temple  to  the  people  all  the  wore  is 
of  this  life. 

21  And  when  they  heard  that,  they  entered  into  the  temple  early 
in  the  morning,  and  taught.  Bnt  the  high  priest  came,  and  they  that 
were  with  him,  and  called  the  council  together,  and  all  the  senate  of 
the  children  of  Israel,  and  sent  to  the  prison  to  have  them  brought. 

22  But  when  the  officers  came,  and  found  them  not  in  the  prison, 
they  returned,  and  told, 

23  Saying,  The  jmson  truly  found  we  shut  with  all  safety,  and  the 
keepers  standing  without  before  the  doors:  but  when  we  had  opened 
we  found  no  man  within. 

24  Now  when  the  high  priest  and  the  captain  of  the  temple  and 
the  chief  priests  heard  these  things,  they  doubted  of  them  whereui  do 
this  would  grow. 

25  Then  came  one  and  told  them,  saying,  Behold,  the  men  whom 
ye  put  in  prison  are  standing  in  the  temple,  and  teaching  the  people. 

26  Then  went,  the  captain  with  the  officers,  and  brought  them 
without  violence  for  they  feared  the  people,  lest  they  should  have 
been  stoned. 

27  And  when  they  had  brought  them,  they  set  them  before  the 
council :  and  the  high  priest  asked  them, 

28  Saying,  Did  not  we  straltly  command  you  that  ye  should  not 
teach  in  this  name?  and,  behold,  ye  have  filled  Jerusalem  with  your 
doctrine,  and  intend  to  bring  this  man’s  blood  upon  us. 

29  IF  Then  Peter  and  tbo  other  apostles  answered  and  said.  We 
ought  to  obey  God  rather  than  men. 

30  Tho  God  of  our  fathers  raised  up  Jesus,  whom  ye  slew  anil 
hanged  on  a  tree. 

31  Him  hath  God  exalted  with  his  right  hand  to  he  a  Prince  and 
a  Saviour,  for  to  gi  vc  repentance  to  Israel,  aiul  forgiveness  of  sins. 

32  And  we  are  his  witnesses  of  these  tilings ;  ami  so  is  also  the 
Holy  Ghost,  whom  God  hath  given  to  them  that  obey  hint. 

33  II  When  they  heard  that,  they  were  out  to  the  heart,  ami  took 
counsel  to  slay  them. 

3*1  Then  stood  there  up  one  in  the  eoune.il,  a  Pharisee,  named 
Gamaliel,  a  doctor  of  the  km,  had  in  reputation  among  all  the  people, 
and  commanded  to  put  the  apostles  forth  a  little  space; 

35  And  said  unto  them.  Ye  men  of  Israel,  take  heed  fo  yourselves 

w  % 

what  ye  intend  to  do  as  touching  these  men. 

30  For  before  these  daws  rose  ui>  Theudas,  boasting  himself  to  be 
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somebody;  to  whom  a  number  of  men,  about  four  hundred,  joined 
thorn  selves:  wlio  was  slain;  and  all,  as  many  as  obeyed  him,  were 
scattered,  and  brought  to  nought. 

87  After  this  man  rose  up  Judea  of  Galilee  in  the  flays  of  the 
taxing,  and  drew  away  much  people  after  him :  he  also  perished ;  and 
all,  even  as  many  as  obeyed  him,  were  dispersed. 

88  And  now  T  say  unto  you,  Refrain  from  these  men,  and  let  them 
alone:  for  if  this  counsel  or  this  work  be  of  men,  it  will  come  to 
nought : 


3‘J  Hut  if  it  be  of  God,  ye  cannot  overthrow  it ;  lest  haply  ye  be 
found  even  to  fight  against  God. 

40  And  to  him  they  agreed :  and  when  they  had  called  the  apos¬ 
tles,  and  beaten  them,  they  commanded  that  they  Bhould  not  speak 
in  the  name  of  Jesus,  and  let  them  go. 

41  1j  And  they  departed  from  the  presence  of  the  council,  rejoic¬ 
ing  that  they  were  counted  worthy  to  suffer  shame  few  his  name. 

42  And  daily  in  the  temple,  and  in  every  house,  they  ceased  not  to 
teach  aud  preach  Jesus  Christ. 


CHAPTER  VI. 

1  Tim  apostle.*,  desirous  to  have  the  poor  remarried  for  their  bodily  sustenance,  as 
also  careful  themselves  to  dispense  the  word  of  God,  the  food  of  the  soul,  3  appoint 
th".  office  of  dcacomhip  to  seven  chosen  men.  5  Of  whom  Stephen,  a  man  full  of  faith., 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  is  one.  12  Who  is  taken  of  those,  whom  he  confounded  in  dis¬ 
putin', ij,  13  after  falsely  accused  of  blasphemy  against  the  law  and  the  temple. 

ANT)  in  those  days,  when  the  number*  of  the  disciples  was  multi¬ 
plied,  there  arose  a  murmuring  of  the  Grecians  against  the 
Hebrews,  because  their  widow's  were  neglected  in  the  daily  minis¬ 
tration. 

2  Then  the  twelve  called  the  multitude  of  the  disciples  unto 
them,  and  said,  It  is  no<  reason  that  we  should  leave  the  w'ord  of 
God,  and  serve  tables. 

3  Wherefore,  brethren,  look  ye  out  among  you  seven  men  of  honest 
report,  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  wisdom,  whom  we  may  appoint 
over  this  business. 

4  But  we  will  give  ourselves  continually  to  prayer,  and  to  the 
ministry  of  the  word. 

5  If  And  the  saying  pleased  the  whole  multitude :  and  they  chose 
Stephen,  a  man  full  of  faith  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  Philip,  and 
I’roeliorus,  and  Nioanor,  and  Timon,  and  Parmenas,  and  Nicolas  a 
proselyte  of  Antioch; 

(j  Whom  they  set  before  the  apostles :  and  when  they  had  prayed, 
tliev  laid  their  hands  on  them. 

7  And  the  word  of  God  Increased;  and  the  number  of  the  disci¬ 
ples  multiplied  in  Jerusalem  greatly;  and  a  great  company  of  the 
priests  were  obedient  to  the  faith. 
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8  And  Stephen,  full  of  faith  and  power,  did  great  wonders  and 
miracles  among  the  people. 

9  IT  Then  there  arose  certain  of  the  synagogue,  which  is  called 
the  synagogue  of  the  Libertines,  and  Cyrcnians,  and  Alexandrians, 
and  of  them  of  Cilicia  and  of  Asia,  disputing  with  Stephen. 

10  And  they  were  not  able  to  resist  the  wisdom  and  the  spirit  by 
which  lie  spake. 

11  Then  they  suborned  men,  which  said,  We  have  heard  him 
speak  blasphemous  words  against  Moses,  and  against  God. 

12  And  they  stirred  up  the  people,  and  the  eiders,  and  the  scribes, 
and  came  upon  him,  and  caught  him,  and  brought  him  to  the  council, 

18  And  set  up  false  witnesses,  which  said,  This  man  eeaseth  not  to 
speak  blasphemous  words  against  this  holy  place,  ami  the  law : 

14  For  we  have  heard  him  say,  that  this  Jesus  of  Nazareth  shall 
destroy  this  place,  and  shall  change  the  customs  which  Mosea  de¬ 
livered  us. 

15  And  all  that  sat  in  the  council,  looking  steadfastly  oti  him,  saw 
his  face  as  it  had  been  the  face  of  an  angel. 


CHAPTER  YIX. 

1  Stephen,  permitted  to  answer  to  the  accusation  of  blasphemy,  2  sheweth  that 
Abraham  worshipped  God  rightly %  and  how  God  chose  the  fathers  20  before  Muses 
was  born,  and  before  the  tabernacle,  and  temple  were  built :  37  that  Moses  himself 
witnessed  of  Christ :  44  a  fid  that  all  outward  ceremonies  wore  ordained  according  to 
the  heavenly  patter to  last  but  for  a  time :  51  reprehending  their  rebellion,  and 
viurdering  of  Christ,  the  Just  (hie,  whom  the  pwphets  foretold  should  come  into  the 
world.  54  Whereupon  they  ston e  him  to  death,  who  commendeth  his  soul  to  Jesus, 
and  humbly  prayeth  f  or  them . 

THEK  said  the  high  priest,  Are  the.se  things  so  ? 

2  And  he  said,  Men,  brethren,  and  fathers,  hearken;  The 
Cod  of  glory  appeared  unto  onr  father  Abraham,  when  he  was  in 
Mesopotamia,  before  he  dwelt  in  Charran , 

3  And  said  unto  him,  Get  thee  out  of  thy  country,  and  from  thy 
kindred,  and  come  into  the.  land  which  I  shall  shew  tliec. 

4  Then  came  he  out  of  the  land  of  the  Chaldaeaus,  and  dwelt  in 
Charran :  and  from  thence,  when  his  father  was  dead,  he  removed 
him  into  this  land,  wherein  ye  now  dwell. 

5  And  he  gave  him  none  inheritance  in  it,  no,  not  so  much  as  to 
set  his  foot  on :  yet  lie  promised  that  he  would  give  it  to  him  for 
a  possession,  and  to  his  seed  after  him,  when  as  yet  he  had  no 

child. 

0  And  God  spake  on  this  wise,  That  his  seed  should  sojourn  in  a 
strange  land;  and  that  they  should  bring  them  into  bondage,  ami 
entreat  them  evil  four  hundred  years. 

7  And  the  nation  to  whom  they  shall  be  in  bondage  will  I  judge, 
said  God:  and  after  that  shall  they  come  forth,  and  serve  me  in  this 
place. 

8  And  he  gave  him  the  covenant  of  circumcision  •  and  so  Abraham 
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Ijegat  Isaac,  ami  circumcised  him  the  eighth  day;  and  Isaac  begat 
Jacob;  ami  Jacob  begat  the  twelve patriarchs. 

{)  And  the  patriarchs,  moved  with  envy,  sold  Joseph  into  Egypt: 
but  God  was  with  him, 

10  And  delivered  him  out  of  all  liis  afflictions,  and  gave  him  favour 
and  wisdom  in  the  sight  of  Phamoh  king  of  Egypt ;  and  he  made 
him  ijnvernor  over  Kgypt  and  all  his  house. 

11  Now  there  came  a  dearth  over  all  the  land  of  Egypt  and  Cha- 
naan,  and  great  affliction :  and  our  fathers  found  no  sustenance. 

12  Hut  when  Jacob  heard  that  there  was  com  in  Egypt,  he  sent 
out  our  fathers  Jirst. 

13  And  at  the  second  time  Joseph  was  made  known  to  his 
brethren:  and  Joseph's  kindred  was  made  known  unto  Pharaoh. 

14  Then  sent  Joseph,  and  called  his  father  Jacob  to  him,  and  all 
his  kindred,  threescore  and  fifteen  souls. 

15  So  Jacob  went  down  into  Egypt,  and  died,  he,  and  our 

fatherB, 

10  And  were  carried  over  into  Sychem,  and  laid  in  the  sepulchre 
that  Abraham  bought  for  a  sum  of  money  of  the  sons  of  Emmor,  the 
father  of  Sychem. 

17  But  when  the  time  of  the  promise  drew  nigh,  which  God  had 
sworn  to  Abraham,  the  people  grew  and  multiplied  in  Egypt, 

18  Till  another  king  arose,  which  knew  not  Joseph. 

10  The  same  dealt  subtilely  with  onr  kindred,  and  evil  entreated 
our  fathers,  so  (hat  they  cast  out  their  young  children,  to  the  end 
they  might  not  live. 

20  In  which  time  Moses  was  born,  and  was  exceeding  fair,  and 
nourished  up  in  his  father's  house  three  months : 

21  And  when  he  was  cast  out,  Pharaoh’s  daughter  took  him  up, 
and  nourished  him  for  her  own  son. 

22  And  Moses  was  learned  in  all  the  wisdom  of  the  Egyptians, 

and  was  mighty  in  words  ami  in  deeds. 

23  And  when  he  was  full  forty  years  old,  it  came  into  his  heart 
to  visit  his  brethren  the  children  of  Israel. 

24  And  seeing  one  of  them  suffer  wrong,  he  defended  him,  and 
avenged  him  that  was  oppressed,  and  smote  the  Egyptian : 

25  For  he  supposed  his  brethren  would  have  understood  how  that 
God  by  his  hand  would  deliver  them ;  but  they  understood  not. 

2(5  And  the  next  day  he  shewed  himself  unto  them  as  they  strove, 
and  would  have  set  them  at  one  again,  saying,  Sirs,  yc  are  brethren; 
why  do  ye  wrong  one  to  another  ? 

27  But  he  that  did  his  neighbour  wrong  thrust  him  away,  saying. 
Who  made  thee  a  ruler  and  a  judge  over  us  ? 

28  Wilt  thou  kill  me,  as  thou  didst  the  Egyptian  yesterday  ? 

29  Then  fled  Moses  at  this  saying,  and  was  a  stranger  in  the  laud 
of  Madian,  where  he  begat  two  sons. 

30  And  when  forty  years  were  expired,  there  appeared  to  him  iu 
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the  wilderness  of  mount  Sina  an  angel  of  the  Lord  in  a  Jlame  of  fire 
in  a  bnsh. 

31  When  Moses  saw  it,  he  wondered  at  the  sight:  and  as  lie  divw 
near  to  behold  it,  the  voice  of  the  Lord  came  unto  him, 

32  Saying,  I  am  the  God  of  thy  fathers,  the  God  of  jlfrndhmi,  and 
the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob.  Then  Moses  trembled,  aud 
durst  not  behold. 

33  Then  said  the  Lord  to  him.  Put  off  thy  shoes  from  thy  feet: 
for  the  place  where  thou  standest  is  holy  ground. 

34  1  have  seen,  I  have  seen  the  affliction  of  my  people  which  is  in 
Egypt,  and  I  have  heard  their  groaning,  and  am  come  down  to 

deliver  them.  And  now  come,  I  will  send  thee  into  Egypt. 

35  This  Moses  whom  they  refused,  saying,  Who  made  thee  a  r»ier 
and  a  judge  ?  the  same  did  God  send  to  be  a  ruler  and  a  deliverer  by 
the  hand  of  the  angel  which  appeared  to  him  in  the  bush. 

36  He  brought  them  out ,  after  that  he  had  shewed  wonders  and 
signs  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  in  the  Bed  sea,  and  in  the  wilderness 
forty  years. 

37  This  is  that  Moses,  which  said  unto  the  children  of  Israel, 
A  Prophet  shall  the  Lord  your  God  raise  up  unto  you.  of  your 
brethren,  like  unto  me ;  him  shall  ye  hear. 

38  This  is  he,  that  was  in  tho  church  in  the  wilderness  with  the 
angel  which  spake  to  him  in  the  mount  Sina,  and  with  our  fathers : 
who  received  the  lively  oracles  to  give  unto  us: 

39  To  whom  our  fathers  would  not  obey,  but  thrust  him  from 
them,  and  in  their  hearts  turned  back  again  into  Egypt, 

40  Saying  unto  Aaron,  Make  us  gods  to  go  before  us :  for  as  for 
this  Moses,  which  brought  us  out  of  tho  land  of  Egypt,  we  wot  not 

what  is  become  of  him. 

41  And  they  made  a  calf  in  those  days,  and  offered  sacrifice  unto 
the  idol,  and  rejoiced  in  the  works  of  tlieir  own  hands. 

42  Then  God  turned,  and  gave  them  up  to  worship  the  host  of 
heaven;  as  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  the  prophets,  0  ye  house 
of  Israel,  have  yo  offered  to  me  slain  beasts  and  sacrifices  bv  the 

*  If  4f 

space  of  forty  years  in  the  wilderness  ? 

43  Yea,  ye  took  up  the  tabernacle  of  Moloch,  and  the  star  of  your 
god  Rempha n,  figures  which  ye  made  to  worship  them:  and  I  will 
carry  you  away  beyond  Babylon. 

44  Our  fathers  had  the  tabernacle  of  witness  in  the  wilderness,  as 
he  had  appointed,  speaking  unto  Moses,  that  he  should  make  it  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  fashion  that  he  had  Been. 

45  Which  also  our  fathers  that  caine  after  brought  in  with  Jesus 
into  the  possession  of  the  Gentiles,  which  God  drove  out  before  the 
face  of  our  fathers,  unto  the  days  of  David ; 

46  Who  found  favour  before  God,  and  desired  to  find  a  tabernacle 
for  the  God  of  J  aeob. 

47  But  Solomon  built  him  a  house. 
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IS  Ilowboit  the  Most  High  (lwolleth  not  in  temples  made  with 
hands;  ;is  saitli  the  prophet, 

41)  Heaven  is  my  throne,  and  earth  is  my  footstool:  what  house 
will  ye  build  me?  saith  the  Lord:  or  wliat  is  the  place  of  my  rest? 

50  Hath  not  my  hand  made  all  these  things? 

51  1i  Ve  stiffnecked  and  uneiroumoised  in  heart  and  ears,  ye  do 
always  resist,  the  Holy  (iliost :  as  your  fathers  did,  so  do  ye. 

52  Which  of  the  prophets  have  not  your  fathers  persecuted?  and 
they  have  slain  them  which  shewed  before  of  the  coming  of  the  Just 
One;  of  whom  ye  have  been  now  the  betrayers  and  murderers: 

53  Who  have  received  the  law  by  the  disposition  of  angels,  and 
have  not  kept  it. 

M  11  When  they  heard  these  things,  they  were  cut  to  the  heart, 
and  they  gnashed  on  him  with  their  teeth. 

55  But  he,  being  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  looked  up  steadfastly 
into  heaven,  and  saw  the  glory  of  God,  and  Jesus  standing  on  the 
right  hand  of  God, 

50  And  said,  Behold,  T  sec  the  heavens  opened,  and  the  Son  of 
man  standing  on  the  right  hand  of  God. 

57  Then  they  cried  out  with  a  loud  voice,  and  stopped  their  eats, 
and  ran  upon  him  with  one  accord, 

53  And  east  him  out  of  the  city,  and  stoned  him:  and  the  wit- 
nesses  laid  down  their  clothes  at  a  young  man’s  feet,  whose  name 
was  Saul. 

59  And  they  stoned  Stephen,  calling  upon  God,  and  saying.  Lord 
Jesus,  receive  my  spirit. 

00  And  he  kneeled  down,  and  cried  with  a  loud  voice.  Lord,  lay 
not  this  sin  to  their  charge.  And  when  he  had  said  this,  he  fell 
asleep. 

CHAPTER  VTTI. 


I  By  occasion  of  the  persecution  in  Jerusalem,  the  church  being  planted  in 
Samaria,  it  by  Philip  the  deacon,  who  preached,  did  miracles,  and  baptized  many, 
among  the  rent  Simon  the  sorcovr,  a  great  seducer  of  the  people:  14  Peter  and  John 
rt, me  to  confirm  and  enlarge  the  church  :  where,  by  prayer  and  imposition  of  hands 
Hiring  //«<•  Italy  Ghost,  18  when  Simon  would  have  bought  the  like,  power  of  them, 
:3)  Peter  sharply  reproving  his  hypocrisy ,  awl  covetousness,  and  exhorting  him  to 
repentance,  together  icith  John,  preaching  the  word  of  the  Tsird,  return  to  Jerusalem, 
2i>  Hut.  the  angel  sendeth  Philip  to  teach  and  baptize  the  Ethiopian  eunuch. 


AND  Stud  was  consenting  unto  his  death.  And  at  that  time 
there  was  a  great  persecution  against  the  church  which  was  at 
Jerusalem ;  and  they  were  all  scattered  abroad  throughout  the  regions 
of  Judsea  and  Samaria,  except  the,  apostles. 

2  And  devout  men  carried  Stephen  to  his  burial,  and  made  great 

lamentation  over  him. 

%  As  for  if <ml,  he  made  havoc  of  the  chureli,  entering  into  every 
house,  and  haling  men  and  women  committed  them  to  prison, 

4  Therefore  they  that,  were  scattered  abroad  went  every  where 
preaching  the  word. 
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5  Then  Philip  went  dowu  to  the  city  of  Samaria,  and  preached 
Christ  nnto  them. 

6  And  the  people  with  one  accord  gave  heed  unto  those  things 
which  rhilip  spake,  hearing,  and  (teeing  the  m Wades  which  ho  did. 

7  For  uncle,  an  spirits,  crying  with  loud  voice,  came  out  of  many 
that  were  possessed  with  them:  and  many  taken  with  palsies,  and 
that  were  lame,  were  healed. 

8  And  there  was  great  joy  in  that  city. 

9  But  there  was  a  certain  man,  called  Simon,  which  beforetime  in 
the  same  city  used  sorcery,  and  bewitched  the  people  of  Samaria, 
giving  out  that  himself  was  some  great  one: 

10  To  whom  they  all  gave  heed,  from  the  least  to  the  greatest,  say¬ 
ing,  This  man  is  the  great  power  of  God. 

11  And  to  him  they  had  regard,  because  that  of  long  time  he  had 
bewitched  them  with  sorceries. 

12  But  when  they  believed  Philip  preaching  the  things  concerning 
the  kingdom  of  God,  and  the  name  of  Jesns  Christ,  they  were  bap¬ 
tized,  both  men  and  women. 

13  Then  Simon  himself  believed  also:  and  when  he  was  baptized, 
he  continued  with  Philip,  and  wondered,  beholding  the  miracles  and 

signs  which  were  done. 

14  Now  when  the  apostles  which  were  at  Jerusalem  heard  that 
Samaria  had  received  the  word  of  God,  they  sent  nnto  them  Peter 
and  John : 

lo  Who,  when  they  were  come  down,  prayed  for  them,  that,  they 
might  receive  the  Holy  Ghost : 

16  (For  as  yet  he  was  fallen  upon  none  of  them:  only  they  were 
baptized  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus.) 

17  Then  laid  they  their  hands  on  them,  and  they  received  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

18  And  when  Simon  saw  that  through  laying  on  of  the  apostles’ 
hands  the  Holy  Ghost  was  given,  he  offered  them  money, 

19  Saying,  Give  me  also  this  power,  that  on  whomsoever  T  lav 
hands,  lie  may  receive  the  Holy  Ghost, 

20  But  Peter  said  unto  him,  Thy  money  perish  with  thee,  because 
thou  hast  thought  that  the  gift  of  God  may  be  purchased  with  money. 

21  Thou  hast  neither  part  nor  lot  in  this  matter:  for  thy  heart  is 
not  right  in  the  sight  of  God. 

22  Repent  therefore  of  this  thy  wickedness,  and  pray  God,  if 
perhaps  the  thought  of  thine  heart  may  be  forgiven  thee. 

23  For  I  perceive  that  thou  art  in  the  gall  of  bitterness,  and  in  the 

bond  of  iniquity. 

24  Then  answered  Simon,  and  said,  Fray  ye  to  the  Lord  for  me, 
that  none  of  these  things  which  ye  have  spohen  come  upon  me. 

25  And  they,  when  they  had  testified  and  preached  the  word  of 
the  Lord,  returned  to  Jerusalem,  and  preached  the  gospel  in  many 
villages  of  the.  Samaritans. 
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20  Ami  the  angel  of  the  Lord  spake  unto  Philip,  saying,  A  rise,  and 
go  toward  the  south,  unto  the  way  that  goeth  down  from  J erusalem 
unto  Gaza,  which  is  desert. 

r 

27  Anti  he  arose  and  went :  and,  behold,  a  man  of  Ethiopia,  a 
eunuch  of  great  authority  under  Candace  queen  of  the  Ethiopians, 
who  had  the  charge  of  all  her  treasure,  and  had  come  to  Jerusalem 
for  to  worship, 

2 tS  Was  returning,  and  sitting  iu  his  chariot  read  Esaias  the 
prophet. 

20  Then  the  Spirit  said  unto  Philip,  Go  wear,  and  join  thyself  to 
this  chariot. 

JO  And  Philip  ran  thither  to  him,  and  heard  him  read,  the  prophet 
Esaias,  and  said,  Underetandest  thou  what  thou  readest  ? 

81  And  he  said,  How  can  T,  except  some  man  should  guide  me  ? 
And  he  desired  Philip  that  he  would  come  up  and  sit  with  him. 

32  The  place  of  the  Scripture  which  he  read  was  this,  He  was  led 
u.s  <t  sheep  to  the  slaughter ;  and  like  a  lamb  dumb  before  his  shearer, 
so  ojiencd  he  not  his  mouth : 

33  in  iiis  humiliation  hi*  judgment  was  taken  away :  and  who  shall 
declare  his  generation?  for  his  life  is  taken  from  the  earth, 

34  And  the  eunuch  answered  Philip,  and  said,  I  pray  thee,  of 
whom  speaketli  the  prophet  this?  of  himself,  or  of  some,  other  mati  ? 

33  Then  Philip  opened  his  mouth,  and  began  at  the  same  Script¬ 
ure,  and  preached  unto  him  Jesus. 

3(>  And  as  they  went  on  their  way,  they  came  nnto  a  certain  water: 
and  the  eunuch  said,  See,  here  is  water;  what  doth  hinder  me  to  be 
baptized  ? 

37  And  Philip  said,  If  thou  believest  with  all  thine  heart,  thou 
oiayest,  And  he  answered  and  said,  T  believe  that  Jesus  Christ  is 

the  Son  of  God. 

33  And  he  commanded  the  chariot  to  stand  still:  and  they  went 
down  both  into  the  water,  both  Philip  and  the  euuucli ;  and  he  bap¬ 
tized  him. 

30  And  when  they  were  come  up  out  of  the  water,  the  Spirit  of  the 
Lord  caught  away  Philip,  that  the  eunuch  saw  him  no  more :  and  he 
went  on  his  wav  rejoicing. 

40  Hut  Philip  was  found  at  Azotes:  and  passing  through  he 
preached  in  alt  the  cities ,  till  he  came  to  Caesarea. 


CHAPTER  IX. 

1  Set ul ,  govif/  towards  fhunuscus,  4  is  stricken  doum  to  the  earth,  10  is  called  to 
Ike  apnxtleship,  18  and  is  baptized  bp  Ananias*  20  lie  prcacheUi  Christ  boldly,  23 
The  Jetcs  lay  wait  t<>  hill  him  :  29  so  do  the  Grecians,  hot  he  escapeth  both *  31  The 
church  haring  rent,  Peler  hecleth  ASnvusof  the  palsy, 'MS  und  restoreth  Tubitha  to  life. 

AXD  SavJ.  yet  breathing  out  threatening*  and  slaughter  against 
the  disciples  of  the  Lord,  went  unto  the  high  priest, 

2  And  desired  of  him  letters  to  Damascus  to  the  synagogues,  that 
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if  lie  found  any  of  this  way,  whether  they  were  men  or  women,  lie 
might  bring  them  bound  unto  Jerusalem. 

3  And  as  he  journeyed,  he  came  near  Damascus :  and  suddenly 
there  shined  round  about  him  a  light  from  heaven: 

4  And  he  fell  to  the  earth,  and  heard  a  voice  saying  unto  him, 
Saul,  Saul,  why  perseeutest  tliou  me  ? 

5  And  he  said,  Who  art  thou,  Lord  ?  And  the  Lord  said,  1  am 
Jesus  whom  thou  ])ersecutest :  it  is  hard  for  thee  to  kick  against-  the 
pricks. 

0  And  he  trembling  and  astonished  said,  Lord,  what  wilt  thou 
have  me  to  do  ?  And  the  Lord  said  unto  him,  Arise,  and  go  into  the 
city,  and  it  shall  be  told  thee  what  thou  must  do. 

7  And  the  men  which  journeyed  with  him  stood  speechless:  bearing 
a  voice,  but  seeing  no  man. 

8  And  Saul  arose  from  the  earth ;  and  when  his  eyes  were  opened, 
he  saw  no  man :  but  they  led  him  by  the  hand,  aud  brought  him  into 
Damascus. 

9  And  ho  was  three  days  without  sight,  and  neither  did  eat  nor 

drink. 

10  11  And  there  was  a  certain  disciple  at  Damascus,  named  Ana¬ 
nias:  and  to  him  said  the  Lord  in  a  vision,  Ananias.  And  he  said, 
Behold,  I  am  here,  Lord. 

11  And  the  Lord  said  unto  him,  Arise,  and  go  into  the  street 
which  is  called  Straight,  and  inquire  in  the  house  of  Judas  for  one 
called  Saul,  of  TaiBus :  for,  behold,  he  pray eth, 

12  And  hath  seen  in  a  vision  a  man  named  Ananias  coming  in, 
and  putting  his  hand  on  him,  that  he  might  receive  his  sight. 

13  Then  Ananias  answered,  Lord,  I  have  heard  by  many  of  this 
man,  how  much  evil  he  hath  done  by  thy  saints  at  Jerusalem : 

14  And  here  he  hath  authority  from  the  chief  priests  to  bind  all 
that  call  on  thy  name. 

15  But  the  Lord  said  unto  him,  Go  thy  way:  for  lie  is  a  chosen 

vessel  unto  me,  to  bear  my  name  before  the  Gentiles,  and  kings,  and 
the  children  of  Israel :  • 

16  For  I  will  shew  him  how  great  things  he  must  suffer  for  my 
name’s  sake. 

17  And  Ananias  went  his  way,  and  entered  into  the  house;  and 
putting  liis  hands  on  him  said,  Brother  Saul,  the  Lord,  even  Jesus, 
that  appeared  unto  thee  in  the  way  as  tliou  earnest,  hath  sent  me, 
that  tliou  miglitost.  receive  thy  sight,  aud  be  filled  with  the  Holy 

Ghost. 


18  And  immediately  there  fell  from  his  eyes  as  it  had  been  scales: 
aud  ho  received  sight  forthwith,  and  arose, "and  was  baptized. 

19  And  when  he  had  received  meat,  he  was  strengthened.  Then 
was  Saul  certain  days  with  the  disciples  which  were  at  Damascus. 

20  And  straightway  he  preached  Christ  in  the  synagogues,  that  he 
is  the  Son  of  God. 
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21  Bid  all  that  heard  him  were  amazed,  and  said;  Is  not  tins  lie 
that  destroyed  them  which  called  on  this  name  in  Jerusalem,  and 
ciiute  hither  for  that  intent,  that  he  might  bring  them  bound  unto 
the  chief  priests  ? 

22  Hut  Saul  increased  the  more  in  strength,  and  confounded  the 
•Jews  which  dwelt  at  Damascus,  proving  that  this  is  very  Christ. 

23  II  And  after  that  many  days  were  fulfilled,  the  Jews  took 
counsel  to  kill  him: 

21  But  tlieir  laying  wait  was  known  of  Saul.  And  they  watched 
the  gates  day  and  night  to  kill  him. 

25  Then  the  disciples  took  him  by  night,  and  let  him  down  by  the 
wall  in  a  basket. 

20  And  when  Saul  was  come  to  Jerusalem,  he  assayed  to  join  him¬ 
self  to  the  disciples:  but  they  were  all  afraid  of  him,  and  believed 
not  that  he  was  a  disciple. 

27  But  Barnabaa  took  him,  and  brought,  him  to  the  apostles,  and 
declared  unto  them  liow  he  had  seen  the  Lord  in  the  way,  and  that 
lie  had  spoken  to  him,  and  how  he  had  preached  boldly  at  Damascus 
in  the  name  of  Jesus. 

28  And  he  was  with  them  coming  in  and  going  out  at  Jerusalem. 

20  And  he  spake  boldly  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  J  esus,  and  dis- 

pufced  against  the  Grecians :  but  they  went  about  to  slay  him. 

30  Which  when  the  brethren  knew,  they  brought  him  down  to 

Caesarea,  and  sent  him  forth  to  Tarsus. 

* 

81  Then  had  the  churches  rest  throughout  all  Judaea  and  Galilee 
and  Samaria,  and  were  edified;  and  walking  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord, 
and  in  the  comfort  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  were  multiplied. 

32  *T  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  Peter  passed  throughout  all  quarters, 
lie  came  down  also  to  the  saints  which  dwelt  at  Lydda. 

33  And  there  he  found  a  certain  man  named  .Slneas,  which  had 
kept  his  hod  eight  years,  and  was  sick  of  the  palsy. 

34  And  Peter  said  unto  him,  /Lneas,  Jesus  Christ  inaketh  thee 
whole :  arise,  and  make  thy  bed.  And  he  arose  immediately. 

85  And  all  that  dwelt  at  Lydda  and  Saron  saw  him,  and  turned  to 

the  Lord. 

80  V  Bow  there  was  at  Joppa  a  certain  disciple  named  .Tabltha, 
which  by  interpretation  is  called  Dorcas :  this  woman  was  full  of  good 
work  and  almsdecds  which  she  did. 

37  Ami  it  came  to  pass  in  those  days,  that  she  was  sick,  and  died: 
whom  when  they  had  washed,  they  bad  laid  her  iti  an  upper  chamber. 

88  And  forasmuch  as  Lydda  was  nigh  to  Joppa,  and  the  disciples 
hud  heard  that  Peter  was  there,  they  sent  unto  him  two  men,  desiring 
him  that  he  would  not  delay  to  come  to  them. 

89  Then  Peter  arose  and  went  with  them.  When  he  was  come, 
they  brought  him  into  the  upper  chamber:  and  all  the  widows  stood 
by  him  weeping,  and  shewing  the  coats  and  garments  which  Dorcas 
made,  while  she  was  with  them. 
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40  But  Peter  put  them  dll  forth,  and  kneeled  down,  and  prayed; 
and  turning  him  to  the  body  said,  Tatntha ,  arise.  And  she  opened 
her  eyes :  and  when  she  saw  Peter,  she  .sat  up. 

41  And  he  gave  her  his  hand,  and  lifted  her  up;  and  when  he  had 
called  the  saints  and  widows,  he  presented  her  alive. 

42  And  it  was  known  throughout  all  Joppa;  and  many  believed 
in  the  Lord. 

43  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  he  tarried  many  days  in  Joppa  with 
one  Simon  a  tanner. 

CHAPTER  X. 


1  Cornaliiis,  a  devout  man ,  5  being  commanded  by  an  angels  sendelh  for  Peter ; 
11  tcho  by  a  vision  ifl,  20  is  taught  not  to  despise  the  Gentiles.  $4  As  he  prcachcth 
Christ  to  Cornelius  and  his  company t  44  the  Holy  Ghost  falleth  on  them,  *18  and  they 
mHi  baptized. 

rnHERE  was  a  certain  man  in  Caesarea  called  Cornelius,  a  centurion 

1  of  the  hand  called  the  Italian  baud, 

2  A  devout  man,  and  one  that  feared  God  with  all  his  house,  which 
gave  much  alms  to  the  people,  and  prayed  to  God  always. 

3  lie  saw  in  a  vision  evidently,  about  the  ninth  hour  of  the  day, 
an  angel  of  God  coming  in  to  him,  and  saying  unto  him,  Cornelius. 

4  And  when  he  looked  on  him,  he  was  afraid,  and  said,  What  is  it, 
Lord  ?  And  lie  said  unto  him, 
up  for  a  memorial  before  God. 

5  And  now  send  men  to  Joppa,  and  call  for  one  Simon,  whose  sur¬ 
name  is  Peter : 

0  He  lodgeth  with  one  Simon  a  tanner,  whose  house  is  by  the  sea 
side :  he  shall  toll  thee  what  thou  oughtest  to  do. 

7  Aud  when  the  angel  which  spake  unto  Cornelius  was  de/tarled, 
he  called  two  of  his  household  servants,  and  a  devout  soldier'  of  them 
that  waited  on  him  continually ; 

8  Aud  when  he  had  declared  all  these  things  unto  them,  he  sent 
them  to  J  oppa. 

9  If  Oil  the  rnoirow ,  as  they  went  on  tlieir  journey,  and  drew  nigh 
unto  the  city,  Peter  went  up  upon  the  housetop  to  pray  about  the 
ninth  hour : 

10  And  he  became  very  hungry,  and  would  have  eaten:  but  while 
they  made  ready,  he  fell  into  a  trance, 

11  And  saw  heaven  opened,  and  a  certain  vessel  descending  unto 
him,  as  it  had  been  a  great  Bheet  knit  at  the  four  corners,  aud  let 
down  to  the  earth : 

12  Wherein  were  all  manner  of  fourfooted  beasts  of  the  earth,  anti 
wild  beasts,  and  creeping  things,  and  fowls  of  the  air. 

13  And  there  eame  a  voice  to  him.  Rise,  Peter;  kill,  anti  eat. 

14  But  Peter  said,  Not  so,  Lord;  for  I  have  never  eaten  any  thing 
that  is  common  or  unclean. 

15  And  the  voice  spake  unto  him  a  second  time,  What  God  hath 
cleansed,  that  call  not  thou  common. 


Thy  prayers  and  thine  alms  are  come 
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If)  This  was  ilono  thrice :  and  the  vessel  was  received  up  again 

into  litsivoih 

17  Now  while  Peter  doubted  in  himself  wlnit  this  vision  which  he 


had  seen  should  mean,  behold,  the  men  which  were  sent  from  Corne¬ 
lius  had  made  inquiry  for  Simon's  house,  and  stood  before  the  gate, 

tS  And  called,  and  asked  whether  Simon.,  which  was  surnained 
Peter*  were  lodged  there.

Li)  IT  While  Peter  thought  on  tlie  vision,  tlie  Spirit  said  unto  him, 
Behold,  three  men  seek  thee. 

2< )  Arise  therefore,  and  get  thee  down,  and  go  with  them,  doubt¬ 
ing  nothing :  for  I  have  sent  them. 

21  Then  Peter  went  down  to  the  men  which  were  sent  unto  him 
from  Cornelius;  and  said,  Behold,  I  am  he  whom  ye  seek:  what  is 
ihe  cause  wherefore  ye  arc  eomc? 

22  And  they  said,  Cornelius  the  centurion,  a  just  man,  and  one 
that  IVareth  God,  and  of  good  report  among  all  the  nation  of  the 
dews,  was  warned  from  God  by  a  holy  angel  to  send  for  thee  into 
his  house,  and  to  hear  words  of  thee. 

28  Then  called  he  them  in,  and  lodged  them.  And  on  the  morrow 
Peter  treat  away  with  them,  and  certain  brethren  from  Joppa  accom¬ 
panied  him. 

24  And  the  morrow  after  they  entered  into  Caesarea.  And  Corne¬ 
lius  waited  for  them,  and  had  called  together  his  kinsmen  and  near 
friends. 


25  And  as  Peter  was  coming  in,  Cornelius  met  him,  and  fell  down 
at  his  feet,  and  worshipped  him. 

2(>  But  Peter  took  him  up,  saying,  Stand  up;  I  myself  also  am  a 


man. 

27  And  as  he  talked  with  him,  he  went  in,  and  found  many  that 
were  come  together. 

28  And  he  said  unto  them,  Ye  know  how  that  it  is  an  unlawful 
thing  for  a  man  that  is  a  Jew  to  keep  company,  or  come  unto  one  of 
another  nation ;  but  God  hath  shewed  me  that  T  should  not  call  any 
man  common  or  uncleau. 

29  Therefore  came  I  unto  you  without  gainsaying,  as  soon  as  I  was 
sent  for :  1  ask  therefore  for  what  intent  ye  have  sent  for  me  ? 

80  And  Cornelius  said,  Four  days  ago  I  was  fasting  until  this 
hour ;  and  at  the  ninth  hour  I  prayed  in  my  house,  and,  behold,  a 
man  stood  before  me  in  bright  clothing, 

81  A  nd  said,  Cornelius,  thy  prayer  is  heard,  and  thine  alms  are 
laid  in  remembrance  in  the  sight  of  God. 

82  Send  therefore  to  Joppa,  and  call  hither  Simon,  whose  sur¬ 
name  is  Peter ;  lie  is  lodged  in  the  house  of  one  Simon  a  tanner  by 
tlie  sea  side :  who,  when  ho  cometh,  shall  speak  unto  thee. 

88  Immediately  therefore  T  sent  to  thee ;  ami  thou  hast  well  done 
that  thou  art  come.  Now  therefore  are  wo  all  here  present  before 
God,  to  hear  all  things  that  are  commanded  thee  of  God. 
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34  II  Then  Peter  opened  his  month,  and  said,  Of  a  truth ,  I  per¬ 
ceive  that  God  is  no  respecter  of  persons: 

35  But  in  every  nation  he  that  fcarcth  him,  and  worketli  right¬ 
eousness,  is  accepted  with  him. 

36  The  word  which  God  sent  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  preach¬ 
ing  peace  by  Jesus  Christ:  (he  is  Lord  of  all:) 

37  That  word,  I  say,  ye  know,  which  was  published  throughout 
all  Judaea,  and  began  from  Galilee,  after  the  baptism  which  John 
preached ; 

38  How  God  anointed  Jesus  of  Nazareth  with  the  Holy  Ghost  and 
with  power :  who  went  about  doing  good,  and  healing  all  that  were 
oppressed  of  the  devil ;  for  God  was  with  him. 

39  And  we  are  witnesses  of  all  things  which  lie  did  both  in  the 
land  of  the  Jews,  and  in  Jerusalem;  whom  they  slew  and  hanged  on 
a  tree: 

40  Him  God  raised  up  the  third  day,  and  shewed  liim  openly: 

41  Not  to  all  the  people,  but  unto  witnesses  chosen  before  cf  God, 
even  to  us,  who  did  eat  and  drink  with  him  after  he  rose  from  the 
dead. 

42  And  he  commanded  us  to  preach  unto  the  people,  and  to  testify 
that  it  is  he  which  was  ordained  of  God  to  be  the  Judge  of  quick  and 
dead. 

43  To  him  give  all  the  prophets  witness,  that  through  his  vame 
whosoever  belie veth  in  him  shall  receive  remission  of  sins. 

44  If  While  Peter  yet  spake  these  words,  the  Holy  Ghost  fell  on 
all  them  which  hoard  the  word. 

45  And  they  of  the  circumcision  which  believed  were  astonished, 
as  many  as  came  with  Peter,  because  that  on  the  Gentiles  also  was 
poured  out  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

40  For  they  heard  them  speak  with  tongues,  and  magnify  God. 
Then  answered  Peter, 

47  Can  any  man  forbid  water,  that  these  should  not  be  baptized, 
which  have  received  the  Holy  Ghost  as  well  as  we  ? 

4$  And  he  commanded  them  to  be  baptized  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord.  Then  prayed  they  him  to  tarry  certain  days. 


CHAPTER  XL 

1  Peter,  being  accused  for  going  in  to  the  Gentiles,  5  inaketh  hit t  defence,  18  which 
is  accepted.  1ft  The  gospel  being  spread  into  Phe.tnce,  and  Cyprus,  and  Antioch, 
Barnabas  is  sent  to  confirm  them.  The,  disciples  there  arc  first  vailed  Christians. 
27  They  send  relief  to  the  brethren  in  Ju'lwa  in  time,  of famine. 

AND  the  apostles  and  brethren  that  were  in  Judaea  heard  that  the 
Gentiles  had  also  received  the  word  of  God. 

2  And  when  Peter  was  come  up  to  Jerusalem,  they  that  were  of 
the  circumcision .  contended  with  him, 

3  Saying,  Thou  wen  lest  in  to  men  uucircumcised,  ami  didst  eat 
with  them. 
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4  But  1  *cter  rehearsed  the  matter  from  the  beginning,  and  ex¬ 
pounded  it  by  order  unto  them,  saying, 

f>  1  was  iu  the  city  of  Joppa  praying:  and  in  a  trance  I  saw  a 
vision,  A  certain  vessel  descend,  as  it  had  been  a  great  sheet,  let 
down  from  heaven  bv  four  corners :  and  it  came  even  to  me : 

4*  * 

6  Upon  the  which  when  I  had  fastened  mine  eyes,  I  considered, 
and  saw  fourfooted  beasts  of  the  earth,  and  wild  beasts,  and  creeping 
tilings,  and  fowls  of  the  air. 

7  And  I  heard  a  voice  saying  unto  me,  AxiBe,  Veter ;  slay  and  eat. 

8  But  I  said,  Not  so,  Lord :  for  nothing  common  or  andean  hath 
at  any  time  entered  into  my  mouth. 

9  But  the  voice  answered  me  again  from  heaven,  What  God  hath 
cleansed,  that  call  not  thou  common. 

10  And  this  was  done  three  times;  and  all  were  drawn  up  again 
into  heaven. 

11  And,  behold,  immediately  there  were  three  men  already  come 
unto  the  house  where  1  was,  sent  from  Ccesarea  unto  me. 

1 2  And  the  Spirit  bade  me  go  with  them,  nothing  doubting.  More¬ 
over  these  six  brethren  accompanied  me,  and  we  entered  into  the 
man’s  house : 

13  And  he  shewed  us  how  he  had  seen  an  angel  in  his  house, 
which  stood  and  said  unto  him,  Send  men  to  Joppa,  and  call  for 
Simon,  whose  surname  is  Peter ; 

14  Who  shall  tell  thee  words,  whereby  thou  and  all  thy  house  shall 
he  saved. 

If)  And  as  1  began  to  speak,  the  Holy  Ghost  fell  on  them,  as  on 

us  at  the  beginning. 

U>  Then  remembered  1  the  word  of  the  Lord,  how  that  he  said, 
John  indeed  baptized  with  water;  but  ye  shall  be  baptized  with  the 
Holy  Ghost. 

17  Forasmuch  then  as  God  gave  them  the  like  gift  as  he  did  unto 
us,  who  believed  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  what  was  I,  that  I  could 
withstand  God  V 

18  When  they  heard  these  things,  they  held  their  peace,  and 
glorified  God,  saying,  Then  hath  God  also  to  the  Gentiles  granted 
repentance  unto  life. 

19  II  Now  they  which  were  scattered  abroad  upon  the  persecution 
that  arose  about'  Stephen  travelled  as  far  as  Phenice,  and  Cyprus, 
and  Antioch,  preaching  the  word  to  none  but  unto  the  Jew's  only. 

20  And  some  of  them  were  men  of  Cyprus  and  Cyrene,  which, 
when  they  were  come  to  Antioch ,  spake  unto  the  Grecians,  preaching 
the  Lord  Jesus. 

21  And  the  hand  of  the  Lord  was  with  them :  and  a  great  number 
bel  ieved,  and  turned  unto  the  Lord. 

22  If  Then  tidings  of  these  things  came  unto  the  ears  of  the 
church  which  was  in  Jerusalem:  and  they  sent  forth  Barnabas,  that 
he  should  go  as  far  as  Antioch. 
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23  Who,  when  he  came,  and  had  seen  the  grace  of  God,  was  glad, 
and  exhorted  them  all,  that  with  purpose  of  heart  they  would  cleave 
unto  the  Lord. 

24  For  he  was  a  good  man,  and  full  of  the  Holy  Gbost  and  of 
faith:  and  much  people  was  added  unto  the  Lord. 

25  Then  departed  Barnabas  to  Tarsus,  for  to  seek  Saul : 

26  And  when  he  had  found  him,  lie  brought  him  unto  Antioch. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  that  a  whole  year  they  assembled  themselves 
with  the  church,  and  taught  much  people.  And  the  disciples  were 
called  Christians  first  ill  Antioch. 

27  If  And  in  these  days  came  prophets  from  Jerusalem  unto 
Antioch. 

28  And  there  stood  up  one  of  them  named  Agabus,  and  signified 
by  the  Spirit  that  there  should  be  great  dearth  throughout  all  the 
world:  which  came  to  pass  in  the  days  of  Claudius  (hesar. 

29  Then  the  disciples,  every  man  according  to  his  ability,  deter¬ 
mined  to  send  relief  unto  the  brethren  which  dwelt  in  Judaea : 

30  Which  also  they  did,  and  sent  it  to  the  elders  by  the  hands  of 

Barnabas  and  Saul. 

CH AFTER  XII. 


1  King  Ilerod  persec.uteth  the  Christians,  kUhth  James ,  and  ihiprisuncth  Peter; 
whom  an  angel  delivereth  upon  the  prayers  of  the  church „  20  hi  his  pride  taking  to 
himself  the  honour  due  to  God,  he  is  stricken  6 y  an  angelf  and  dicth  miserably, 
24  After  his  deaths  the  word  of  God  prospereth. 


OW  about  that  time  Herod  the  king  stretched  forth  his  hands 
to  vex  certain  of  the  church. 


2  And  he  killed  James  the  brother  of  John  with  the  sword. 


3  And  because  lie  saw  it  pleased  the  Jews,  he  proceeded  further 
to  take  Peter  also.  (Then  were  the  days  of  unleavened  bread.) 

4  And  when  he  had  apprehondo,d  him,  he  put  him  in  prison,  and 
delivered  him  to  four  quaternions  of  soldiers  to  keep  him;  intending 
after  Easter  to  bring  him  forth  to  tlie  people. 

5  Peter  therefore  was  kept  in  prison :  but  prayer  was  made  with¬ 
out  ceasing  of  the  church  unto  God  for  him. 


6  And  when  Herod  would  have  brought  him  forth,  the  night 
Peter  was  sleeping  between  two  soldiers,  bound  with  two  chains: 
and  the  keepers  before  the  door  kept  the  prison. 

7  And,  behold,  the  angel  of  the  Lord  came  upon  him,  am!  a  light 
shined  in  the  prison :  and  he  smote  Peter  on  the  side ,  and  raised  him 
up,  saying,  Arise  up  quickly.  And  his  eliains  fell  off  from  his  hands. 

8  And  the  angel  said  unto  him,  Gird  thyself,  and  hind  on  thy 
sandals:  and  so  he  did.  And  he  saith  unto  him,  Cast  thy  garment 
about  thee,  and  follow  me. 


9  And  he  went  out,  and  followed  him ;  and  wist  not  that  it  was 
true  which  was  done  by  the  angel;  but  thought  he  saw  a  vision. 

10  When  they  were  past  the  first  and  the  second  ward,  they  came 
unto  the  iron  gate  that  lcadcth  unto  the  city ;  which  opened  lo  them 
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of  his  own  accord :  and  they  went  out,  and  passed  on  through  one 
street;  and  forthwith  the  angel  departed  from  him. 

11  And  when  Tefcer  was  come  to  himself,  he  said,  Isow  I  know  of 
a  surety,  that  the  Lord  hath  sent  his  angel,  and  hath  delivered  me 
out  of  the  hand  of  Herod,  and  from  all  the  expectation  of  the  people 
of  the  dews. 

12  And  when  lie  had  considered  the  thing,  he  came  to  the  house 
of  Murv  the  mother  of  John,  whose  surname  was  Mark;  where  many 
were  gathered  together  praying. 

Id  And  as  Peter  k.an:ke.d  at  the  door  of  the  gate,  a  damsel  came  to 
hearken,  named  Rhoda. 

4 

14  And  when  she  knew  Peter’s  voice,  she  opened  not  the  gate  for 
gladness,  but  rail  in',  and  told  how  Peter  stood  before  the  gate. 

to  And  they  said  unto  her,  Thou  art  mad.  But  she  constantly 
aitirmed  that  it  was  even  so.  Then  said  they,  it  is  his  angeL 

10  But  Peter  continued  knocking:  and  when  they  had  opened  the 
dour,  and  saw  him,  they  were  astonished. 

1 7  But  he,  beckoning  unto  them  with  the  hand  to  hold  their  peace, 
declared  unto  them  how  the  Lord  had  brought  him  out  of  the  prison. 
And  ho  said,  (Jo  shew  these  things  unto  James,  and  to  the  brethren. 
And  he  departed,  and  went  into  another  place. 

15  2s ow  as  soon  as  it  was  day,  there  was  no  small  stir  among  the 
soldiers,  what  was  become  of  Peter. 

11)  And  when  Herod  had  sought  for  him,  and  found  him  not,  he 
examined  the  keepers,  and  commanded  that  they  should  he  pat  to 
death.  And  lie  went  down  from  Judaea  to  Caesarea,  and  there 
abode. 

20  If  And  Herod  was  highly  displeased  with  them  of  Tyre  and 
Sidon:  but  they  came  with  one  accord  to  him,  and,  having  made 
Blastus  the  king’s  chamberlain  their  friend,  desired  peace ;  because 
their  country  was  nourished  by  the  king’s  country. 

21  And  upon  a  set  day  llerod,  arrayed  in  royal  apparel,  sat  upon 
his  throne,  and  made  an  oration  unto  them. 

22  And  the  jieople  gave  a  shout,  saying,  Tt  is  the  voice  of  a  god, 
and  not  of  a  man. 

2d  And  immediately  the  angel  of  the  Lord  smote  him,  because,  he 
gave  not  God  the  glory :  and  he  was  eaten  of  worms,  and  gave  up 
the  ghost. 

24  II  l>ut  the  word  of  God  grew  and  multiplied. 

2 d  And  Barnabas  and  Saul  returned  from  Jerusalem,  when  they 
had  nd filled  their  ministry,  and  took  ir.ilh  them  John,  whose  surname 
was  Mark. 

CHAPTER  XTTT. 

I  Pant  and  Jiurnabax  arc  chosen  to  </o  to  the  Gentiles.  7  Of  Sergius  Paulvs,  and 
Elninax  the  sorcerer.  14  Paul  preacheth  at  Antioch,  that  Jesus r  is  Christ.  42  TAe 
Gentile *  hclhitsi :  4.r>  hut  the  Joes  gainsay  and  blaspheme :  4ii  i o hereupon  they  turn 
to  the  Gentiles.  4K  ,-l.v  many  as  tcere  ordained  to  life  believed. 
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VTOW  there  were  in  the  church  that  was  at  Antioch  certain 
1\  prophets  and  teachers;  as  Barnabas,  and  Simeon  that  was 
called  A Tiger,  and  Lucius  of  Cyrene,  and  Manaen,  wliieh  had  been 
brought  up  with  Herod  the  tctrarcJi,  and  Saul. 

2  As  they  ministered  to  the  Lord,  and  fasted,  the  Holy  Ghost 
said.  Separate  me  Barnabas  and  Saul  for  the  work  whercunto  1  have 
called  them. 

3  And  when  they  had  fasted  mid  praj'ed,  and  hud  their  hands  on 
them,  they  sent  them  away. 

4  IT  So  they,  being  sent  forth  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  departed  unto 
Seleuda ;  and  from  thence  they  sailed  to  Cyprus. 

5  And  when  they  were  at  Balamis,  they  preached  the  word  of  God 
in  the  synagogues  of  the  Jews:  and  they  had  also  John  to  tlieir 
minister. 

0  And  when  they  had  gone  th rough  the  isle  unto  Paphos,  they 
found  a  certain  sorcerer,  a  false  prophet,  a  Jew,  whose  name  was 
Bar- j  esus : 

7  Which  was  with  the  deputy  of  the  country,  Sergius  Paulas,  a 
prudent  man;  who  called  for  Barnabas  and  Saul,  and  desired  to  bear 
the  word  of  God. 

8  But  Ely  mas  the  sorcerer  (for  so  is  his  name  hy  interpretation) 
withstood  them,  seeking  to  turn  away  the  deputy  from  the  faith. 

0  Then  Saul,  f\vho  also  is  called  Paul,)  tilled  with  the  Iloly  Ghost, 

set  his  eyes  on  him, 

10  And  said,  0  full  of  all  subtil ty  and  all  mischief,  thou  child  of 
the  devil,  thou  enemy  of  all  righteousness,  wilt  thou  not  cease  to 
pervert  the  right  ways  of  the  Lord  '{ 

11  And  now,  behold,  the  hand  of  the  Lord  is  upon  thee,  and  thou 
shalt  be  blind,  not  seeing  the  sun  for  a  season.  Anti  immediately 
there  fell  on  him  a  mist  aud  a  darkness;  and  lie  went  about,  seeking 
some  to  lead  him  by  the  hand. 

12  Then  the  deputy,  when  he  saw  what  was  done,  believed,  being 
astonished  at  the  doctrine  of  the  Lord. 

13  Now  when  Paul  and  his  company  loosed  from  Paphos,  they 
came  to  Perga  in  Pamphylia:  and  John  departing  from  them  returned 

to  Jerusalem. 

14  11  But  when  they  departed  from  Perga,  they  came  to  Antioch 
in  Fiaidia,  and  went  into  the  synagogue  on  the  sabbath  day,  and  sat 
down. 

16  And  after  the  reading  of  the  law  and  the  prophets,  the  rulers 
of  the  synagogue  sent  unto  them,  saying,  Ye  men  and  brethren,  if 
ye  have  any  word  of  exhortation  for  the  people,  say  on. 

1C  Then  Paul  stood  up,  and  beckoning  with  his  hand  said,  Men 
of  Israel,  and  ye  that  fear  God,  give  audience. 

17  The  God  of  this  people  of  Israel  chose  our  fathers,  and  exalted 
the  people  when  they  dwelt  as  strangers  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and 
with  a  high  arm  brought  he  them  out  of  it. 
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IS  Ami  about  the  time  of  forty  years  suffered  he  their  manners 
in  the  wilderness. 

Iff  Ami  when  he  hail  destroyed  seven  nations  in  the  land  of  Cha- 
naan,  he  divided  their  land  to  them  by  lot. 

20  And  after  that  he  gave  unto  them  judges  about  the  space  of 
four  hundred  ami  fifty  years,  until  Samuel  the  prophet. 

21  And  afterward  they  desired  a  king :  and  God  gave  unto  them 
Saul  the  son  of  Cis,  a  man  of  the  tribe  of  Benjamin,  by  the  space 
of  forty  years. 

22  And  when  he  had  removed  him,  he  raised  up  unto  them  David 
to  be  their  king ;  to  whom  also  he  gave  testimony,  and  said,  I  have 
found  David  the  son  of  Jesse,  a  man  after  mine  own  heart,  which 
shall  fulfil  all  my  will. 

23  Of  this  man's  seed  hath  God,  according  to  his  promise,  raised 
unto  Israel  a  X  art  our,  Jesus: 

21  When  J  ohn  had  first  preached  before  his  coming  the  baptism 
of  repentance  to  all  the  people  of  Israel. 

23  And  as  John  fulfilled  his  course,  he  said,  Whom  think  ye  that 
I  am  ?  I  am  not  ho.  Hut,  behold,  there  cometh  one  after  me,  whose 
shoes  of  his  feet  I  am  not  worthy  to  loose. 

20  Men  and  brethren,  children  of  the  stock  of  Abraham,  and  who¬ 
soever  among  yon  feareth  God ,  to  you  is  the  word  of  this  salvation 
seut. 

27  "For  they  that  dwell  at  Jerusalem,  and  their  rulers,  because 
they  knew  him  not,  nov  yet  the  voices  of  the  prophets  which  are 
read  every  sabhatli  day,  they  have  fulfilled  them  in  condemning  him. 

23  And  though  they  found  no  cause  of  death  in  him,  yet  desired 
they  I’ilate  that  he  should  be  slain. 

2i)  And  when  they  had  fulfilled  all  that  was  written  of  him,  they 
took  him  down  from  tire  tree,  and  laid  him  in  a  sepulchre. 

30  Hut  God  raised  liiiu  from  the  dead; 

31  A  ud  he  was  seen  many  days  of  them  which  caiue  up  with  him 
from  Galilee  to  J  erusalem,  who  are  his  witnesses  unto  the  people. 

32  And  we  declare  unto  you  glad  tidings,  how  that  the  promise 
which  was  made  unto  the  fathers, 

33  God  hath  fulfilled  the  same  unto  us  tlieir  children,  in  that  he 
hath  raised  up  Jesus  again;  as  it  is  also  written  in  the  second  psalm, 
Thou  art  my  Son,  this  day  have  I  begotten  thee. 

3-1  And  as  concerning  that  he  raised  him  up  from  the  dead,  now 
no  more  to  return  to  corruption,  he  said  on  this  wise,  1  will  give  you 
the  sure  mercies  of  David. 

35  Wherefore  ho  saith  also  in  another  psalm,  Thou  shalt  not  suffer 
thine  Holy  One  to  see  corruption. 

3d  For  David,  after  he  had  served  Ids  own  generation  by  the 
will  of  God,  fell  on  sleep,  and  was  laid  unto  lus  fathers,  and  saw 
corruption : 

37  J>ut.  he,  whom  God  raised  wjain ,  saw  no  corruption. 
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38  Be  it  known  unto  you  therefore,  men  and  brethren,  that 
through  thig  man  is  preached  unto  you  the  forgiveness  of  sms: 

39  And  by  him  all  that  believe  are  justified  from  all  things,  from 
which  ye  could  not  be  justified  by  t.he  law  of  Moses. 

40  Beware  therefore,  lest  that  come  upon  you,  which  is  spoken  of 
in  the  prophets; 

41  Behold,  ye  despisers,  and  wonder,  and  perish:  for  I  work  a 
work  in  your  days,  a  work  which  ye  shall  in  no  wise  believe,  though 
a  man  declare  it  unto  you. 

42  And  when  the  Jews  were  gone  out  of  the  synagogue,  the  Gen¬ 
tiles  besought  that  these  words  might  be  preached  to  them  the  next 
sabbath. 

43  Mow  when  the  congregation  was  broken  up,  many  of  the  Jews 
and  religious  proselytes  followed  Paul  and  Barnabas;  who,  speak¬ 
ing  to  them,  persuaded  them  to  continue  in  the  grace  of  God. 

44  IT  And  the  next  sabbath  day  came  almost  the  whole  city  Uc 
gether  to  hear  the  word  of  God. 

43  But  when  the  Jews  saw  the  multitudes,  they  were  filled  with 
envy,  and  spake  against  those  tilings  which  were  spoken  by  Paul, 
contradicting  and  blaspheming. 

46  Then  Paul  and  Barnabas  waxed  bold,  and  said,  Tt-  was  neces¬ 
sary  that  the  word  of  God  should  first  have  been  spoken  to  you : 
but  seeing  ye  put  it  from  you,  and  judge  yourselves  mi  worthy  of 
everlasting  life,  lo,  we  turn  to  the  Gentiles. 

47  Pur  so  hath  the  Lord  commanded  us,  saying,  1  have  set  thee 
to  be  a  light  of  the  Gentiles,  that  thou  shouldcst  he  for  salvation 
unto  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

48  And  when  the  Gentiles  heard  this,  they  were  glad,  and  glori¬ 
fied  the  word  of  the  Lord :  and  as  many  as  were  ordained  to  eternal 
life  believed. 

49  And  the  word  of  the  Lord  ivas  published  throughout  all  the 
region. 

50  But  the  Jews  stirred  up  the  devout  and  kononraMe  women,  and 
the  chief  men  of  the  city,  and  raised  persecution  against  Paul  and 
Barnabas,  and  expelled  them  out  of  their  coasts. 

51  But  they  shook  off  the  dust  of  their  feet  against  them,  and 
came  unto  Iconium. 

52  And  the  disciples  were  filled  with  joy,  and  with  the  Holy  Ghost. 

CHAPTER  XIV. 

1  Paul  and  Barnabas  are  persecMted  f rom  Iconium.  8  At  I*y*tra  Paul  hvufrth  tt 
cripple ,  vihcrenjxm  they  are  imputed  as  gods.  Paul  is  stoned.  4J1  They  puss 
through  divers  c/mrcAca,  confirming  the  died  pics  in  faith  and  patience,  2l>  ihdum- 
iuy  to  Antioch ,  they  report  ichut  God  had  done  with  them, 

AND  it  came  to  pass  in  Iconium,  that  they  went  both  together 

into  the  synagogue  of  the  Jews,  and  so  spake,  that  a.  great 
multitude  both  of  the  Jews  and  also  of  the  Greeks  believed. 
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2  But  the  unbelieving  Jews  stirred  up  the  Gentiles,  and  made 
their  minds  evil  affected  against  the  brethren. 

3  Long  time  therefore  abode  they  speaking  boldly  in  the  Lord, 
which  gave  testimony  uuto  the  word  of  his  grace,  and  granted  signs 
and  wonders  to  be  done  bv  their  hands. 

4  But  the  multitude  of  the  city  was  divided:  and  part  held  with 
the  Jews,  and  part  with  the  apostles. 

5  And  when  there  was  an  assault  made  both  of  the  Gentiles ,  and 
also  of  the  Jews  with  their  nders,  to  use  them  despitefully,  and  to 
stone  them, 

(5  Thev  were  ware  of  it.  and  fled  unto  Lvstra  and  Derbe,  cities  of 

«*  /  V  / 

Lycaonia,  and  uuto  the  region  that  lieth  round  about: 

7  And  there  they  preached  the  gospel. 

8  And  there  sat  a  certain  man  at  Lystra,  impotent  in  his  feet, 
being  a  cripple  from  his  mother’s  womb,  who  never  had  walked : 

9  The  same  heard  Paul  speak :  who  steadfastly  beholding  him, 
and  perceiving  that  he  had  faith  to  be  healed, 

10  Said  with  a  loud  voice,  Stand  upright  on  thy  feet.  And  he 

leaped  and  walked. 

1 1  And  when  the  people  saw  what  Paul  had  done,  they  lifted  up 
their  voices,  saying  in  the  speech  of  Lycaonia,  The  gods  are  come 
down  to  us  in  the  likeness  of  men. 

12  And  they  called  Barnabas,  Jupiter;  ami  Paul,  Mercurlus,  be¬ 
cause  he  was  the  chief  speaker. 

J.’i  Then  the.  priest  of  Jupiter ,  which  was  before,  their  city,  brought 
oxen  and  garlands  unto  the  gates,  and  would  have  done  sacrifice  with 
the  peo/tle. 

14  Which  when  the  apostles,  Barnabas  and  Paul,  heard  of,  they 
rent  their  clothes,  and  ran  in  among  the  people,  crying  out , 

15  And  saying,  Sirs,  why  do  ye  these  things  ?  We  also  are  men 
of  like  passions  with  you,  and  preach  unto  you  that  ye  should  turn 
from  these  vanities  unto  the  living  God,  which  made  heaven,  and 
earth,  and  the  sea,  and  all  things  that  are  therein : 

10  Who  in  times  past  suffered  all  nations  to  walk  in  their  own 
ways. 

17  .Nevertheless  he  left  not  himself  without  witness,  in  that  he  did 

*  w 

good,  ami  gave  us  rain  from  heaven,  and  fruitful  seasons,  filling  our 
hearts  with  food  and  gladness. 

18  And  with  these  sayings  scarce  restrained  they  the  people,  that 
they  had  not  done  sacrifice  unto  them. 

19  11  And  there  came  thither  certain  Jews  from  Antioch  and  Icon- 
ium,  who  persuaded  the-  people,  and,  having  stoned  Paul,  drew  him 
out  of  the  city,  supposing  he  had  been  dead. 

20  Howbeit,  as  the  disciples  stood  round  about  him,  he  rose  up, 
and  came  into  the  city :  and  the  next  day  be  departed  with  Barnabas 
to  Derbe. 

21  And  when  they  had  preached  the  gospel  to  that  city,  ami  had 
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taught  many,  they  returned  again  to  Lystra,  and  to  Tconium,  and 
Antioch, 

22  Confirming  the  souls  of  the  disciples,  and  exhorting  them  to 
continue  in  the  faith,  and  that  we  must  through  much  tribulation 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God. 

23  And  when  they  had  ordained  them  elders  in  every  church,  and 
had  prayed  with  fasting,  they  commended  them  to  the  Lord,  on 
whom  they  believed. 

24  And  after  they  had  passed  throughout.  Pisidia,  they  came  to 

Pamphylla. 

25  And  when  they  had  preached  the  word  in  Perga,  they  went 
down  into  Attalia: 

20  And  thence  sailed  to  Antioch,  from  whence  they  had  been 
recommended  to  the  grace  of  God  for  the  work  which  they  fulfilled. 

27  And  when  they  were  come,  and  had  gathered  the  church  to¬ 
gether,  they  rehearsed  all  that  God  had  done  with  them,  and  how  he 
had  opened  the  door  of  faith  unto  the  Gentiles. 

28  And  there  they  abode  long  time  with  the  disciples. 


CHAPTER  XV. 


1  Groat  dissension  arise th  touching  circumcision.  (5  The  apostles  consult  ah'* at 
it,  22  and  send  their  do termi nation  by  letters  to  the  churches .  36  Patti  and  liaruabos, 
thinking  to  visit  the  brethren  together,  fall  t it  strife,  and  depart  asunder. 


AND  certain  men  which  came  down  from  Judaea  taught,  the 

brethren,  and  said,  Except  ye  be  circumcised  after  the  man¬ 
ner  of  Moses,  ye  cannot  be  saved. 

2  When  therefore  Paul  and  Barnabas  had  no  small  dissension  and 
disputation  with  them,  they  determined  that  Paul  and  Barnabas,  and 
certain  other  of  them,  should  go  np  to  Jerusalem  unto  the  apostles 
and  elders  about  this  question. 

3  And  being  brought  on  their  way  by  the  church,  they  passed 
through  Phcnioo  and  Samaria,  declaring  the  conversion  of  the  Gen  ¬ 
tiles  :  and  they  caused  great  joy  unto  all  the  brethren. 

4  And  when  they  wore  come  to  Jerusalem,  they  were  received  of 
the  church,  and  of  the  apostles  and  elders,  and  they  declared  all 
things  that  God  had  done  with  them. 

5  But  there  rose  up  certain  of  the  sect  of  the  Pharisees  which 
believed,  saying.  That  it  was  needful  to  circumcise  them,  and  to  com¬ 
mand  them  to  keep  the  law  of  Moses. 

6  IT  And  the  apostles  and  elders  came  together  for  to  consider  of 
this  matter. 

7  And  when  there  had  been  much  disputing,  Peter  rose  up,  ami 
said  unto  them,  Men  and  brethren,  ye  know  how  that  a  good  while 
ago  God  made  choice  among  ns,  that  the  Gentiles  by  my  mouth 
should  hear  the  word  of  the  gospel,  and  believe. 

8  And  God,  which  kuowctli  the  hearts,  hare,  them  witness^  giving 
them  the  Holy  Ghost,  even  as  he  did  unto  us : 
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9  And  put  no  difference  between  us  and  them,  purifying  their 
hearts  by  faith. 

10  therefore  why  tempt  ye  God,  to  put  a  yoke  upon  the  neck 
id'  the  disciples,  which  neither  our  fathers  nor  we  were  able  to 
bear  ? 


11  Hut  we  believe  that  through  the  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
we  shall  l>e  saved,  even  as  they. 

L2  1i  Then  all  the  multitude  kept,  silence,  and  gave  audience  to 
Barnabas  and  Paul,  declaring  what  miracles  and  wonders  God  had 
wrought  among  the  Gentiles  by  them. 

13  If  And  after  they  had  held  their  peace,  Janies  answered,  saying, 
Men  and  brethren,  hearken  unto  me : 

14  Simeon  hath  declared  how  God  at  the  first  did  visit  the  Gen¬ 


tiles,  to  take  out  of  them  a  people  for  his  name. 

15  And  to  this  agree  the  words  of  the  prophets ;  as  it  is  written, 

10  After  this  1  will  return,  and  will  build  again  the  tabernacle  of 
David,  which  is  fallen  down ;  and  1  will  build  again  the  ruins  thereof, 
and  l  will  set  it  up  : 

17  That  the  residue  of  men  might  seek  after  the  Lord,  and  all  the 
Gentiles ,  upon  whom  my  name  is  ealled,  saitli  the  Lord ,  who  doeth  all 
these  things. 

IS  Known  unto  God  are  all  his  works  from  the  beginning  of  the 
world. 


19  Wherefore  my  sentence  is,  that,  we  trouble  not  them,  which  from 
among  the  Gentiles  are  turned  to  God: 

20  But  that  we  write  unto  them,  that  they  abstain  from  pollutions 
of  idols,  and  from  fornication,  and  from  things  strangled,  and  from 

blood. 

21  For  Moses  of  old  time  hath  in  every  city  them  that  preach  him, 
being  read  in  the  synagogues  every  sabbath  day. 

22  Then  pleased  it  the  apostles  and  elders,  with  the  whole  church, 
to  send  chosen  men  of  their  own  company  to  Antioch  with  Paul  and 
Barnabas ;  namely,  Judas  sumamed  Barsabas,  and  Silas,  chief  men 
among  the  brethren : 

23  And  they  wrote  letters  by  them  after  this  manner ;  The  apos¬ 
tles  and  elders  and  brethren  send  greeting  unto  the  brethren  which 
arc  of  the  Gentiles  in  Antioch  and  Syria  and  Cilicia : 

21  Forasmuch  as  we  have  heard,  that  certain  which  went  out  from 
us  have  troubled  you  with  words,  subverting  your  souls,  saying,  Ye 
must  be  circumcised,  and  keep  the  law;  to  whom  we  gave  no  such 
commandment : 

25  It  seemed  good  unto  us,  being  assembled  with  one  accord,  to 
send  chosen  men  unto  you  with  our  beloved  Barnabas  and  Paul, 

2G  Aren  that  have  hazarded  their  lives  for  the  name  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

27  We  have  sent  therefore  Judas  and  Silas,  who  shall  also  tell  you 
the  same  things  by  mouth. 
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28  For  it  seemed  good  to  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  to  us.  to  lay  upon 
you  no  greater  burden  than  these  necessary  things  ; 

29  That  ye  abstain  from  meats  offered  to  idols,  and  from  blood, 
and  from  things  strangled,  and  from  fornication:  from  which  if  ye 
keep  yourselves,  ye  shall  do  well.  Fare  ye  well 

30  So  when  they  were  dismissed,  they  came  to  Antioch  :  and  when 
they  had  gathered  the  multitude  together,  they  delivered  the  epistle: 

31  Which  when  they  had  read,  they  rejoiced  for  the  consolation. 

32  And  Judas  and  Silas,  being  prophets  also  themselves,  exhorted 
the  brethren  with  many  words,  ami  confirmed  them. 

33  And  after  they  hail  tarried  there  a  space,  they  were  let  go  in 
peace  from  the  brethren  unto  the  apostles. 

34  Notwithstanding  it  pleased  Silas  to  abide  there  still. 

35  Paul  also  and  Barnabas  continued  in  Antioch,  teaching  and 
preaching  the  word  of  the  Lord,  with  many  others  also. 

30  IF  And  some  days  after,  Paul  said  unto  Barnabas,  Let  us  go 
again  and  visit  our  brethren  in  every  city  where  we  have  preached 
the  word  of  the  Lord,  and  see  how  they  do. 

37  And  Barnabas  determined  to  take  with  them  John,  whose  sur¬ 
name  was  Mark. 

38  But  Paid  thought  not  good  to  take  him  with  them,  who  departed 
from  them  from  Pamphylia,  and  went  not  with  them  to  the  work. 

39  And  the  contention  was  so  sharp  between  them,  that  they 
departed  asunder  one  from  the  other :  and  so  Barnabas  took  Mark, 
and  sailed  unto  Cyprus ; 

40  And  Paul  chose  Silas,  and  departed,  being  recommended  by  the 
brethren  unto  the  grace  of  God. 

41  And  he  went  through  Syria  and  Cilicia,  confirming  the  churches. 


CHAPTER  XVI. 


1  Patti  having  circumcised  Timothy,  7  and  being  called  by  the  Spirit  from  one 
country  to  another,  14  converteth  Lydia ,  16  caste  th  out  a  spirit  of  divination. 
IS*  For  which  cause  he  and  Silas  are  whipped  and  imprisoned,  ‘i(>  The  prison  doors 
are  opened.  31  The  jailer  is  converted,  37  omrf  they  are  delivered. 


f'l'lHEN  came  he  to  Derbe  and  Lystra:  and,  behold,  a  certain  dis- 
1_  ciple  was  there,  named  Timotheua,  the  son  of  a  certain  woman, 
which  was  a  Jewess,  and  believed;  but  his  father  was  a  GTeek: 

2  Which  was  well  reported  of  by  the  brethren  that  were  at  Lystra 
and  Iconium. 


3  Him  would  Paul  have  to  go  forth  with  him ;  and  took  and  cir¬ 
cumcised  him  because  of  the  Jews  which  were  in  those  quarters:  for 
they  knew  all  that  his  father  was  a  (3 reek. 

4  And  as  they  went  through  the  cities,  they  delivered  them  the 
decrees  for  to  keep,  that  were  ordained  of  the  apostles  and  ciders 
which  were  at  Jerusalem. 

u  And  so  were  the  churches  established  in  the  faitli,  and  increased 
in  number  dally. 
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ft  Xow  when  they  had  gone  throughout  Phrygia  and  the  region  of 
Galatia,  and  were  forbidden  of  the  Holy  Ghost  to  preach  the  word 
in  Asia, 

7  After  they  were  come  to  Mysia,  they  assayed  to  go  iuto  Bi- 
thynia :  but  the  Spirit  suffered  them  not. 

8  And  they  jtassiMf  by  My  si  a  came  down  to  Troas. 

(.)  And  a  vision  appeared  to  Paul  in  the  night;  There  stood  a  man 
of  Macedonia,  and  prayed  him,  saying,  Come  over  into  Macedonia, 
and  help  us. 

JO  And  after  he  had  seen  the  vision,  immediately  we  endeavoured 
to  go  into  Macedonia,  assuredly  gathering  that  the  Lord  had  called 
us  for  to  preach  the  gospel  unto  them. 

1 1  Therefore  loosing  from  Troas,  wc  came  with  a  straight  course 
to  Samothracia,  and  the  next  day  to  Neapolia ; 

12  And  from  tlicnoo  to  Philippi,  which  is  the  chief  city  of  that 
part  of  Macedonia,  and  a  colony;  and  we  were  in  that  city  abiding 
certain  days. 

18  And  on  the  sabbath  we  went  out.  of  the  city  by  a  river  side, 
where  prayer  was  wont  to  be  made ;  and  we  sat  down,  ;uid  spake 
unto  the.  women  which  resorted  thither* 

I  I  1i  And  a  certain  woman  named  Lydia,  a  seller  of  purple,  of 
the  city  of  Thyatira,  which  worshipped  God,  heard  us;  whose  heart 
the  Lord  opened,  that  she  attended  unto  the  things  which  were 
spoken  of  Paid. 

13  And  when  she  was  baptized,  and  her  household ,  she  besought 
us,  saying,  Tf  yc  have  judged  me  to  be  faithful  to  the  Lord,  come 
into  my  house,  and  abide  there.  And  she  constrained  us. 

lft  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  we  went  to  prayer,  a  certain  damsel 
possessed  with  a  spirit  of  divination  met  ns,  which  brought  her 
masters  much  gain  by  soothsaying : 

17  The  same  followed  Paul  and  us,  and  cried,  saying,  These  men 
are  the  servants  of  the  most  high  God,  which  shew  unto  us  the  way 
of  salvation. 

18  And  this  did  she  many  days.  Put  Paul,  being  grieved,  turned 
and  said  to  the  spirit,  I  command  thee  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ 
to  come  out  of  her.  And  lie  came  out  the  same  hour. 

IP  «|  And  when  her  masters  saw  that  the  hope  of  their  gains  was 
gone,  they  caught  Paul  and  Silas,  and  drew  them  into  the  market¬ 
place  unto  the  rulers. 

20  And  brought  them  to  the.  magistrates,  saying,  These  men, 
being  Jews,  do  exceedingly  trouble  our  city, 

21  And  leach  customs,  which  are  not  lawful  for  us  to  receive, 
neither  to  observe,  being  Romans. 

22  And  the  multitude  rose  up  together  against  them;  and  the 
magistrates  rent  off  their  clothes,  and  commanded  to  beat  them. 

23  And  when  they  had  laid  many  stripes  upon  them,  they  cast 
them  into  prison,  charging  the  jailer  to  keep  them  safely : 
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24  Who,  having  received  such  a  charge,  thrust  thorn  into  the 
Inner  prison,  arid  made  their  feet  fast  in  the  stocks. 

2«>  IT  And  at  midnight  Paul  and  Silas  prayed ,  and  Bang  praises 
nnto  God :  and  the  prisoners  heard  thorn. 

26  And  suddenly  there  was  a  groat  earthquake,  so  that  the  foun¬ 
dations  of  the  prison  were  shaken:  and  immediately  all  the  doors 
were  opened,  and  every  one’s  bands  wore  loosed. 

27  And  the  keeper  of  the  prison  awaking  out  of  his  sleep,  and 
seeing  the  prison  doors  open,  he  drew  out  his  sword,  and  would 
have  killed  himself,  supposing  that  the  pri  soner s  liad  boon  fled. 

28  Hut  Paul  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  Do  thyself  no  harm : 
for  we  are  all  here. 

29  Then  he  called  for  a  light,  and  sprang  in,  and  came  trembling, 
and  fell  down  before  Paul  and  Silas, 

30  And  brought  them  out,  and  said,  Sirs,  what  must  1  do  to  he 
saved  ? 

31  And  they  said,  Believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  thou  shall 
be  saved,  and  thy  house. 

32  And  they  spake  nnto  him  the  word  of  the  Lord,  and  to  all 
that  were  in  his  house. 

33  And  he  took  them  the  same  hour  of  the  night,  and  washed 
their  stripes ;  and  was  baptized,  he  and  all  his,  straightway. 

34  And.  when  he  had  brought  them  into  his  house,  he  set'  meat 
before  them,  and  xejoioed,  believing  in  God  with  all  his  house. 

35  And  when  it  was  day,  the  magistrates  sent  the  serjeauts,  say¬ 
ing,  Let  those  men  go. 

36  And  the  keeper  of  the  prison  told  this  saying  to  Paul,  The 
magistrates  have  sent  to  let  you  go :  now  therefore  depart,  and  go 
in  peace. 

37  But  Paul  said  unto  them.  They  have  beate.n  us  openly  uncon¬ 
demned,  being  Romans,  and  have  cast  us  into  prison;  and  note  do 
they  thrust  us  out  privily?  nay  verily;  but  let  them  come  themselves 
and  fetch  us  out. 

38  And  the  serjeants  told  these  words  unto  the  magistrates :  and 
thoy  feared,  when  they  heard  that  they  were  Romans. 

39  And  they  came  and  besought  them,  and  brought  them  out,  and 
desired  them  to  depart  out  of  the  city. 

40  And  they  went  out  of  the  prison,  and  entered  into  the  house  of 
Lydia:  and  when  they  had  seen  the  brethren,  they  comforted  them, 
and  departed. 

CHAPTER  XVII. 

1  Paul  preached  at  Thcssafanica,  4  where  some  believe,  and  others  /wm uite  him. 
10  lit  is  sent  to  Bertr.a,  and  preavheth  (here.*  13  Being  persecuted  at  Thornton icu, 
15  he  cameth  to  Athens,  and  dlsputeth,  and  prvucheth  the  living  God  to  them  unknown, 
34  whereby  many  are  converted  nnto  Chri&L 

NOW  when  they  had  passed  through  Aiuphipolis  and  Apollouia. 

they  came  to  Thessalonica,  where  was  a  synagogue  of  the  Jew's: 


CHAP.  XVII, 


TJIE  ACTS. 


231 


2  Anti  Paul,  as  his  manner  was.  went  in  unto  them,  and  three 
sabbath  days  reasoned  with  them  out.  of  the  Scriptures, 

8  ( )  polling  and  alleging,  that  Christ  must  needs  have  suffered,  and 
risen  again  from  the  dead ;  and  that  this  Jesus,  whom  I  preach  unto 
von,  is  Christ. 

V  ' 

4  And  some  of  them  believed ,  and  consorted  with  Paul  and  Silas ; 
and  of  the  devout  Greeks  a  great  multitude ,  and  of  the  chief  women 
not  a  few. 

5  If  But  the  Jews  which  believed  not,  moved  with  envy,  took  unto 
them  certain  lewd  fellows  of  the  baser  sort,  and  gathered  a  company, 
and  set  all  the  city  on  an  uproar,  aud  assaulted  the  house  of  Jason, 
and  sought  to  bring  them  out  to  the  people. 

G  And  when  they  found  them  not,  they  drew  Jason  and  certain 
brethren  unto  the  rulers  of  the  city,  crying,  These  that  have  turned 
the  world  upside  down  are  come  hither  also ; 

7  Whom  Jason  hath  received:  and  these  all  do  contrary  to  the 
decrees  of  Utesar,  saying  that  there  is  another  king,  one  Jesus. 

8  Aud  they  troubled  the  people  and  the  rulers  of  the  city,  when 
they  heard  these  things. 

9  And  when  they  had  taken  security  of  Jason,  and  of  the  others, 
they  let  them  go. 

10  *"  And  the  brethren  immediately  sent  away  Paul  and  Silas  by 
night  unto  Bercea :  who  coming  thither  went  into  the  synagogue  of 
tin'  .low's. 

11  These  were  more  noble  than  those  in  Thessalonica,  in  that  they 
received  the  word  with  all  readiness  of  mind,  and  searched  the 
Scriptures  daily,  whether  those  things  were  so. 

12  Therefore  many  of  them  believed ;  also  of  honourable  women 
which  were  Greeks,  and  of  men,  not  a  few. 

1*>  But  when  the  Jew's  of  Thessalonica  had  knowledge  that  the  word 
of  God  was  preached  of  Paul  at  Heroea,  they  came  thither  also,  and 
stirred  up  the  people. 

11  Aud  then  immediately  the  brethren  sent  away  Paul  to  go  as  it 
were  to  the  sea  ;  but  Silas  and  Timotheus  abode  there  still. 

15  And  they  that  conducted  Paul  brought  him  unto  Athens :  and 
receiving  a  commandment  unto  Silas  and  Timotheus  for  to  come 
to  him  with  all  speed,  they  departed. 

1G  1|  Now  while  Paul  waited  for  them  at  Athens,  his  spirit  was 
stirred  in  him,  when  he  saw  the  city  wholly  given  to  idolatry. 

17  Therefore  disputed  he  in  the  synagogue  with  the  Jews,  and 
with  the  devout  persons,  and  in  the  market  daily  with  them  that 
met  with  him. 

18  Then  certain  philosophers  of  the  Epicureans,  and  of  the  Stoics, 
encountered  him.  Ami  some  said,  What  will  tins  babbler  say ?  other 
some,  He  seeineth  to  be  a  setter  forth  of  strange  gods:  because  he 
preached  unto  them  Jesus,  and  the  resurrection. 

19  And  they  took  him,  ami  brought  him  unto  Areopagus,  saying, 
May  we  know  what  this  new  doctrine,  whereof  thou  speakest,  is? 
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20  For  thou  hr  ingest  certain  strange  things  to  our  ears:  we  would 
know  therefore  what  these  things  mean. 

21  (For  all  the  Athenians,  and  strangers  which  were  there,  spent 
their  time  in  nothing  else,  but  either  to  tell  or  to  hear  some  new 
thing.) 

22  If  Then  Paul  stood  in  the  midst  of  Mars’  hill,  and  said,  Ye 
men  of  Athens,  T  perceive  that  in  all  things  ye  are  too  superstitions. 

23  For  as  1  passed  by,  and  beheld  your  devotions,  1  found  an  altar 
with  this  inscription,  TO  THE  UNKNOWN  GOD.  Whom  therefore 
yc  ignorantly  worship,  him  deolare  I  unto  you. 

24  God  that  made  the  world  and  all  things  therein,  seeing  that  lie 
is  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth,  dwelleth  not  in  temples  made  with  hands ; 

25  Neither  is  worshipped  with  men’s  hands,  as  though  he  needed 
any  thing,  seeing  he  giveth  to  all  life,  and  breath,  and  sill  things  : 

20  And  hath  made  of  one  blood  all  nations  of  men  for  to  dwell 
on  all  the  face  of  the  earth,  and  hath  determined  the  thnen  before 
appointed,  and  the  bounds  of  their  habitation; 

27  That  they  yliould  seek  the  Lord,  if  haply  they  might,  feel  after 

him,  and  find  him,  though  he  bo  not  far  from  every  one  of  ns: 

28  For  in  him  we  live,  and  mom,  and  have  our  being;  as  certain 
also  of  your  own  poets  have  said,  For  wo  are  also  his  offspring. 

29  Forasmuch  then  as  we  are  the  offspring  of  God,  we  ought  not 
.to  think  that  the  Godhead  is  like  unto  gold,  or  silver,  or  stone,  graven 
by  art  and  man’s  device. 

30  Ami  the  times  of  this  ignorance  God  winked  at;  but  noweoiu- 
mandeth  all  men  every  where  to  repent ; 

31  Because  lie  hath  appointed  a  (lay,  in  the  which  lie  will  judge 
the  world  in  righteousness  by  that  man  whom  he  hath  ordained: 
whereof  he  hath  given  assurance  unto  all  men,  in  that  he  hath  raised 
him  from  the  dead. 

32  And  when  they  heard  of  the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  some 
mocked:  and  others  said.  We  will  hoar  thcc  again  of  this  matter. 

33  So  Paul  departed  from  among  them. 

34  Howboit  certain  men  clave  unto  him,  and  believed:  among  the 
which  was  Dionysius  the  Areopagite,  and  a  woman  named  Damarls, 
and  others  with  them. 


CHAPTER  XVIII. 

3  Paul  laboureth  with  hi s  hands,  and  preacheth  at  Corinth  to  the.  (lentil**.  9  The 
Lordencouruyeth  him  in  a  vision.  12  tie  is  accused  before  Uallio  the  deputy,  but  is 
dismissed.  18  Aftencards  passing  fr<jm  city  to  city  he  slrenylhcnrt  h.  the.  disciples, 
24  Apollos,  beiny  more  perfectly  instructed  by  Ayuiln  and  Priscilla,  28  preuchelh 
Christ  with  yreat  efficacy. 

AFTER  these  things  Paul  departed  from  Athens,  and  came  to 

Corinth ; 

2  And  found  a  certain  Jew  named  Aqulla,  born  in  Pont  ns,  lately 
come  from  Italy,  with  his  wife  Priscilla,  (because  that  (JhimVns  had 
commanded  all  Jews  to  depart  from  Rome,)  and  came  unto  them. 
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o  Ami  Iwcause  ho  was  of  the  same  craft,  he  abode  with  them,  and 
wrought :  (for  i>y  their  occupation  they  were  tent-makers.) 

4  Ami  lie  reasoned  in  the  synagogue  every  sabbath,  and  persuaded 
the  Jews  and  the  Greeks. 

5  And  when  Silas  and  Timothens  were  come  from  Macedonia, 
raid  was  pressed  in  the  spirit,  and  testified  to  the  Jews  that  Jesus 
was  Christ. 

G  And  wlieu  they  opposed  the m selves,  and  blasphemed,  he  shook 
his  raiment,  and  said  unto  them,  Your  blood  be  upon  your  own 
heads ;  I  am  clean :  from  henceforth  1  will  go  unto  the  Gentiles. 

7  1[  And  lie  departed  thence,  and  entered  into  a  certain  man’s 
house,  named  Justus,  one  that  worshipped  God,  whose  house  joined 
hard  to  the  synagogue. 

8  And  Crispns,  the  chief  ml  or  of  the  synagogue,  believed  on  the 
Lord  with  all  his  house;  and  many  of  the  Corinthians  hearing 
believed,  and  were  baptized. 

h  Then  spake  the  Lord  to  Paul  in  the  night  by  a  vision,  Be  not 
afraid,  but  speak,  and  hold  not  thy  peace : 

10  For  I  am  with  thee,  and  no  man  shall  set  on  thee  to  hurt  thee: 
for  f  have  much  people  in  this  city. 

11  And  he  continued  there  a  year  and  six  months,  teaching  the 
word  of  God  among  them. 

12  1j  And  when  Gallio  was  the  deputy  of  Achaia,  the  Jews  made 
insurrection  with  one  accord  against  Paul,  and  brought  him  to  the 
judgment  seat, 

13  Saying,  This  fellow  persuadeUt  men  to  worship  God  contrary  to 

the  law. 

14  And  when  Paul  was  now  about  to  open  his  mouth,  Gallio  said 
unto  the  Jews,  if  it  were  a  matter  of  wrong  or  wicked  lewdnesa,  O 
ye  Jews,  reason  would  that  I  should  bear  with  you: 

15  l>ut  if  it  be  a  question  of  words  and  names,  and  of  your  law, 
look  ye  to  it;  for  I  will  be  no  judge  of  such  matters. 

lG  And  he  drave  them  from  the  judgment  seat. 

17  Then  alt  the  Greeks  took  Sosthencs,  the  chief  ruler  of  the 
synagogue,  ami  beat  him  before  the  judgment  seat.  And  Gallio 
caved  for  none  of  those  things. 

1.8  *!  And  Paul  after  this  tarried  there  yet  a  good  while,  and  then 
took  his  leave  of  the  brethren,  and  sailed  thence  into  Syria,  and  with 
him  Priscilla  and  Aquila;  having  shorn  his  head  in  Cenchrea:  for 
lie  had  a  vow. 

1  i)  And  lie  came  to  Ephesus,  and  left  them  there :  but  he  himself 
entered  into  the  synagogue,  and  reasoned  with  the  Jews. 

20  When  they  desired  him  to  tarry  longer  time  with  them,  lie 
consented  not; 

21.  lint  bade  them  farewell,  saving,  T  must  by  all  means  keep  this 
feast  that  eonioth  in  Jerusalem  :  but  1  will  return  again  unto  you,  if 
(J oil  will.  And  lie  sailed  from  Ephesus. 
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22  And  when  lie  hail  landed  at  Caesarea,  aiul  gone  up,  ami  sainted 
the.  church,  he  went  down  to  Antioch. 

23  And  after  he  had  spent  sonic  time  there,  he  departed,  ami  went 
over  all  the  country  of  Galatia  and  Phrygia  in  order,  strengthening 
all  the  disciples. 

24  H  And  a  certain  Jew  named  Apollos,  born  at  Alexandria,  an 
eloquent  man,  and  mighty  in  the  Scriptures,  came  to  Ephesus. 

25  This  man  was  instructed  in  the  way  of  the  Lord ;  and  being 
fervent  in  the  spirit,  he  spake  and  taught  diligently  the  things  of  the 
Lord,  knowing  only  the  baptism  of  John. 

2t)  And  he  began  to  speak  boldly  in  the  synagogue:  whom  when 
Aquila  and  Priscilla  had  heard,  they  took  him  unto  them,  and  ex¬ 
pounded  unto  him  the  way  of  God  more  perfectly. 

27  And  when  he  was  disposed  to  pass  into  Achaia.  the  brethren 
wrote,  exhorting  the  disciples  to  receive  him :  who,  when  he  was 
come,  helped  them  much  which  had  believed  through  grace: 

28  For  he.  mightily  convinced  the  Jews,  and  that  publicly,  shew¬ 
ing  by  the  Scriptures  that  Jesus  w as  Christ. 

CHAPTER  XIX. 

6  The  Holy  Ghost  is  given  by  Paul's  binds.  9  The  Jews  blaspheme  his  doctrine, 
which  is  confirmed  by  miracles,  IS  The  Jewish  exorcists  16  arc  beaten  by  the  devil. 
19  Conjuring  books  are  burnt.  21  Demetrius,  for  love  of  gain,  raiseth  an  uproar 
against  Paul,  which  is  appeased  by  the  townclerlc. 

AND  it  came  to  pass,  that,  while  Apollos  was  at  Corinth.  Paul 
having  passed  through  the  upper  coasts  came  to  Ephesus;  and 
finding  certain  disciples, 

2  He  said  unto  them,  Have  ye  received  the  Holy  Ghost  since  ye 
believed  ?  And  they  said  unto  him,  We  have  not  so  much  as  heard 
whether  there  be  any  Holy  Ghost. 

3  And  he  said  unto  them,  Unto  what  then  were  ye  baptized? 
And  they  said,  Unto  John’s  baptism. 

4  Then  said  Paul,  »)olm  verily  baptized  with  the  baptism  of  re¬ 
pentance,  saying  unto  the  people,  that  they  should  believe  on  him 
which  should  come  after  him,  that  is,  on  Christ  Jesus. 

5  When  they  heard  this,  they  were  baptized  in  the.  name  of  the 
Lord  Jesus. 

6  And  when  Paul  had  laid  his  hands  upon  them,  the  Holy  Ghost 
came  on  them ;  and  they  spake  with  tongues,  and  prophesied. 

7  And  nil  the  men  were  about  twelve. 

8  And  he  went  into  the  synagogue,  and  spake  boldly  for  the  space 
of  three  mouths,  disputing  and  persuading  the  things  concerning  the 
kingdom  of  God. 

9  Put  when  divers  were  hardened,  and  believed  not,  hut  spake 
evil  of  that  way  before  the  multitude,  he  departed  from  them,  and 
separated  the  disciples,  disputing  daily  in  the  school  of  one 

Tyr annus. 
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10  And  this  continued  by  the  space  of  two  years;  so  that  all  they 
>rf,  Mt  diu'U  in  Asm  heard  the  word  of  the  Lord  J  esus,  both  Jews 
ami  Greeks. 

f  1  And  God  wrought  special  miraeles  by  the  hands  of  Paul : 

12  So  that  from  Ills  body  were  brought  unto  the  sick  handker¬ 
chiefs  or  aprons,  and  the  diseases  departed  from  them,  and  the  evil 
spirits  went  out  of  them. 

Id  IF  Then  certain  of  the  vagabond  Jews,  exorcists,  took  upon 
them  to  call  over  them  which  had  evil  spirits  the  name  of  the  Lord 
Jesus,  saying,  We  adjure  you  by  Jesus  whom  Paul  preach etli. 

14  And  there,  were  seven  sons  of  one  Sceva,  a  Jew,  and  chief  of 
the  priests,  which  did  so. 

15  And  the  evil  spirit  answered  and  said,  Jesus  I  know,  and  Paul 
1  know ;  but  who  are  ye  ? 

10  And  the  man  in  whom  the  evil  spirit  was  leaped  on  them,  and 
overcame  them,  and  prevailed  against  them,  so  that  they  fled  out  of 
that  house  naked  and  wounded. 

17  And  this  was  kuown  to  all  the  Jews  and  Greeks  also  dwelling- 
at  Ephesus;  and  fear  fell  oil  them  all,  and  the  name  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  was  magnified. 

IS  And  many  that  believed  came,  and  confessed,  and  shewed  their 
deeds. 

H)  Many  of  them  also  which  used  curious  arts  brought  their  books 
together,  and  burned  them  before  all  men :  and  they  counted  the 

»  /  V 

price  of  them,  and  found  it  fifty  thousand  pieces  of  silver. 

20  So  mightily  grew  the  word  of  God  and  prevailed. 

21  IT  After  these  things  were  ended,  Paul  purposed  in  the  spirit, 
when  lie  had  passed  through  Macedonia  and  Achaia,  to  go  to  Jeru¬ 
salem,  saying,  After  1  have  been  there,  I  must  also  see  Rome. 

22  So  he  sent  into  Macedonia  two  of  them  that  ministered  unto 
him,  Timotheus  and  Erastus ;  but.  he  himself  stayed  in  Asia  for  a 
season. 

23  And  the  same  time  there  arose  no  small  stir  about  that  way. 

24  For  a  certain  man  named  Demetrius,  a  silversmith,  which  made 
silver  shrines  for  Diana,  brought  no  small  gain  unto  the  craftsmen  ; 

25  Whom  he  called  together  with  the  workmen  of  like  occupation, 

and  said.  Sirs,  ve  know  that  by  this  craft,  we  have  our  wealth. 

/  1/ 

20  Moreover  yc  see  and  hear,  that  not  alone  at  Ephesus,  but  al¬ 
most  throughout  all  Asia,  this  Paul  hath  persuaded  and  turned  away 
much  people,  saying  that  they  be  no  gods,  which  are  made  with 

hands : 

27  So  that  not  only  this  our  craft  is  in  danger  to  be  set  at  nought ; 
hut  also  that  the  temple  of  the  great  goddess  Diana  should  be  de¬ 
spised,  and  her  magnificence  should  be  destroyed,  whom  all  Asia  and 
the  world  worshippeth. 

28  And  when  they  heard  these  sayings,  they  were  full  of  wrath, 
and  cried  out,  saying,  Great  is  Diana  of  the.  Ephesians. 
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29  And  the  whole  city  was  filled  with  confusion :  ami  having 
caught  Gains  and  Aristarchus,  men  of  Macedonia,  Paul’s  companions 
in  travel,  they  rushed  with  one  accord  into  the  theatre. 

30  And  when  Paul  would  have  entered  in  unto  the  people,  the 
disciples  suffered  him  not. 

31  And  certain  of  the  chief  of  Asia,  which  were  his  friends,  sent 
unto  him,  desiring  him  that  he  would  not  adventure  himself  into  the 
theatre. 

32  Some  therefore  cried  one  tiling,  and  some  another:  for  the 
assembly  was  confused ;  and  the  more  part  knew  not  wherefore  they 
were  come  together. 

33  And  they  drew  Alexander  out  of  the  multitude,  the  Jews  put¬ 
ting  him  forward.  And  Alexander  beckoned  with  the  hand,  and 
would  have  made  his  defence  unto  the  people. 

34  But  when  they  knew  that  he  was  a  Jew,  all  with  one  voice 
about  the  space  of  two  hours  cried  out,  Great  is  I) kina  of  the 
Ephesians. 

35  And  when  the  town  clerk  had  appeased  the  people,  he  said,  Ye 
men  of  Ephesus,  what  man  is  there  that  knoweth  not  that  the  city 
of  the  Ephesians  is  a  worshipper  of  the  great  goddess  Diana,  and  of 
the  image  which  fell  down  from  Jupiter  ? 

36  Seeing  then  that  these  things  cannot  be  spoken  against,  ye 
ought  to  be  quiet,  and  to  do  notliing  rashly. 

37  For  ye  have  brought  hither  these  men,  which  are  neither 

robbers  of  churches,  nor  yet  blasphemen  of  your  goddess. 

38  Wherefore  if  Demetrius,  and  the  craftsmen  which  are  with  him, 
have  a  matter  against  any  man,  the  law  is  open,  and  there  are  depu¬ 
ties  :  let  them  implead  one  another. 

39  Bnt  if  ye  inquire  any  thing  concerning  other  matters,  it  shall 
be  determined  in  a  lawful  assembly. 

V 

40  For  we  are  in  danger  to  be  called  in  question  for  this  day’s 
uproar,  there  being  no  cause  whereby  we  may  give  an  account  of  tins 
concourse. 

41  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  he  dismissed  the  assembly. 

CHAPTER  XX. 

1  Paul  yoi'lh  to  Macedonia*  7  Tie  celebruleth  the  Lord's  supper,  and  prvacho.th. 
9  Eutychm  having  fallen  down  de<ul>  10  is  raised  to  life .  17  At  Mile  turn  he  eulHh 
the  tldcrs  together^  tellvlh  them  ichat  shall  befall  lo  himsdj\  28  cummittclh  Go't's 
flock  to  them ,  29  ivwneth  them  of  false  teachers ,  32  comine  mleth  them  to  (tod  f  30  pray- 
eth  with  them ,  and  goet/i  his  way  * 

AND  after  the  uproar  was  ceaBed,  Paid  called  unto  hint  the  dis¬ 
ciples,  and  embraced  them,  and  departed  for  to  go  into 

Macedonia. 

2  And  when  he  had  gone  over  those  parts,  and  had  given  them 
much  exhortation,  he  came  into  Greeoe, 

3  And  there  abode  three  months.  And  when  the  Jews  laid  wait 
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for  him,  os  he  was  about  to  sail  into  Syria ,  be  purposed  to  return 

through  Macedonia. 

4  And  there  accompanied  him  into  Asia  Sopater  of  BercBa ;  and 
of  the  Thessaiouiaus,  Aristarchus  and  Secundus ;  and  (xitiusof  Derbe, 
and  Timnthen.s ;  and  of  Asia,  Tychieus  and  Trophimus, 
o  These,  tjoimj  before  tarried  for  us  at  Troas. 


0  And  we  sailed  away  from  Philippi  after  the  days  of  unleavened 
bread,  ami  eauie  unto  them  to  Troas  in  five  days;  where  we  abode 
seven  days. 

7  Ami  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week,  when  the  disciples  came 
together  to  break  bread,  Paid  preached  unto  them,  ready  to  depart 
on  the  morrow ;  and  continued  his  speech  until  midnight. 

<3  A  ml  there  were  many  lights  in  the  upper  chamber,  where  they 
were  gathered  together. 

9  Anil  there  sat  in  a  window  a  certain  young  man  named  Euty- 
chus,  being  fallen  into  a  deep  sleep :  and  as  Paul  was  long  preaching, 
he  sunk  down  with  sleep,  and  fell  down  from  the  third  loft,  and  was 
taken  up  dead. 

10  And  Paul  went  down,  and  fell  on  1dm,  and  embracing  him  said, 
Trouble  not  yourselves;  for  his  life  is  in  him. 

I*  / 

1 1  When  he  therefore  was  come  up  again,  and  had  broken  bread, 
and  eaten,  and  talked  a  long  while,  even  till  break  of  day,  so  he 

departed. 

12  And  they  brought  the  young  man  alive,  and  were  not  a  little 


comforted. 

13  1|  And  we  went  before  to  ship,  and.  sailed  unto  Assos,  there 
intending  to  lake  in  Paul :  for  so  had  he  appointed,  minding  himself 


to  go  afoot. 

M  And  when  he  met  with  us  at  Assos,  we  took  him  in,  and  came 

to  Mitylene. 

1A  And  we  sailed  thence,  and  came  the  next  day  over  against 
Chios ;  and  the  next  day  wc  arrived  at  Samos,  and  tarried  at  Trogyl- 
lium;  and  the  next  day  wc  came  to  Miletus. 

10  For  Paul  had  determined  to  sail  by  Ephesus,  because  he  would 
not  spend  the  time  in  Asia :  for  he  hasted,  if  it  were  possible  for 
him.  to  be  at  .Jerusalem  the  day  of  Pentecost. 

17  *  And  from  Miletus  he  sent  to  Ephesus,  and  called  the  elders 
of  the  church. 


l.S  And  when  they  were  come  to  him,  he  said  unto  them,  Ye 
know,  from  the  first  day  that  1  came  into  Asia,  after  what  manner  I 
have  boon  with  you  at  all  seasons, 

19  Serving  the  Lord  with  all  humility  of  mind,  and  with  many 
tears,  and  temptations,  which  befell  me  by  the  lying  in  wait  of  the 
.T  rws : 

20  And  how  1  kept  hack  nothing  that  was  profitable  unto  you,  but 
have  shewed  you,  and  have  taught  you  publicly,  and  from  house  to 

house, 
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21  Testifying  twth  to  the  Jews,  and  also  to  the  Greeks,  rcpcnlwuce 
toward  God,  and  faith  toward  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

22  And  now,  behold,  I  go  bound  in  the  spirit  unto  Jerusalem,  not 
knowing  the  things  that  shall  befall  me  there : 

22  Save  that  the  Holy  Ghost  witnessed*  in  every  city,  saying  that. 

bonds  and  afflictions  abide  me. 

21  But  none  of  those  things  move  me,  neither  count  I  my  life  dear 
unto  myself,  so  that  I  might  finish  my  course  with  Joy,  and  the  minis¬ 
try,  which  1  have  received  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  to  testify  tlie  gospel 
of  the  grace  of  God. 

25  And  now,  behold,  1  know  that  ye  an,  among  whom  I  have  gone 
preaching  the  kingdom  of  God,  shall  see  iny  face  no  more. 

26  Wherefore  T  take  you  to  record  this  day,  that  1  am  pure  from 
the  blood  of  all  men. 

27  Bor  1  have  not  shunned  to  declare  nnto  you  all  the  counsel  of 

God. 

28  IT  Take  heed  therefore  unto  yourselves,  and  to  all  the  flock, 
over  the  which  the  Holy  Ghost  hath  made  you  overseers,  to  feed  the 
church  of  God,  which  lie  hath  purchased  with  his  own  blood. 

29  For  I  know  this,  that  after  my  departing  shall  grievous  wolves 
enter  in  among  you,  not  sparing  the  flock. 

30  Also  of  your  own  selves  shall  men  arise,  speaking  perverse 
things,  to  draw  away  disciples  after  them. 

31  Therefore  watch,  ami  remember,  that  by  the  space  of  three 
years  I  ceased  not  to  warn  every  one  night  and  day  with  tears. 

32  And  now,  brethren,  1  commend  you  to  God,  and  to  the  word  of 
Ms  grace,  which  is  able  to  build  you  up,  and  to  give  you  an  inherit¬ 
ance  among  all  them  which  are  sanctified. 

33  I  have  coveted  no  man’s  silver,  or  gold,  or  apparel. 

34  Yea,  ye  yourselves  know,  that  these  hands  have  ministered 
unto  my  necessities,  and  to  them  that  were  with  me. 

35  I  have  shewed  you  all  things,  how  that  so  labouring  ye  ought 
to  support  the  weak,  and  to  remember  the  words  of  the  Lord  Jcsos, 
how  ho  said,  It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive. 

36  H  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  he  kneeled  down,  and  prayed 
with  them  all. 

37  And  they  all  wept  sore,  and  fell  on  Paul’s  neck,  and  kissed

him, 

38  Sorrowing  most  of  all  for  the  words  which  ho  spake,  that  they 
should  see  his  face  no  more.  And  they  accompanied  him  unto  the 
ship. 

CHAPTER  XXL 

1  PauJ  will  not  by  an p  mean*  be  dissuaded  from  going  to  Jerusalem.  0  Philip*  t 
daughters  prophetesses.  17  .Paul  comelh  la  Jerusalem :  27  where  he  is  apprehended  < 
and  in  great  danger,  31  but  by  the  chief  captain  is  rescued ,  and  permitted  to 
to  the  people. 
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AND  it  came  to  pass,  that  after  we  were  gotten  from  them,  and 
had  launched,  we  came  with  a  slrak/hl  course  unto  Coos,  and 
the  day  following  unto  Rhodes,  and  from  thence  unto  Patara: 

2  And  finding  a  ship  sailing  over  unto  Phoenicia,  we  went  aboard, 
and  set  forth. 

3  Now  when  we  had  discovered  Cyprus,  we  left  it  on  the  left 
hand,  and  sailed  into  Syria,  and  landed  at  Tyre:  for  there  the,  ship 
was  to  unlade  her  burden. 

4  And  linding  disciples,  wo  tarried  there  seven  days:  who  said  to 
Paul  through  the  Spirit,  that  he  should  not  go  up  to  Jerusalem. 

5  And  when  we  had  accomplished  tlio.se  days,  we  departed  and 
went  our  way ;  and  they  all  brought  us  on  our  way,  with  wives  and 
children,  till  we  were  out  of  the  city  :  and  we  kneeled  down  on  the 
shore,  and  prayed. 

0  And  when  wc  had  taken  our  leave  one  of  another,  we  took  ship; 
and  they  returned  home  again. 

7  And  when  wc  had  finished  onr  course  from  Tv  re,  we  came  to 

If  / 

PtolemaiB,  ;uid  saluted  the  brethren ,  and  abode  with  them  one  day. 

8  And  the  next  day  wo  that  were  of!  Paula  company  departed,  and 
came  unto  Caesarea;  and  wc  entered  into  the  house  of  Philip  the 
evangelist,  which  was  one  of  the  seven;  and  alxxle  with  him. 

0  And  the  same  man  had  four  daughters,  virgins,  which  did 

prophesy. 

10  And  as  we  tarried  there  many  days,  there  came  down  from 
J  udusa  a  certain  prophet,  named  AgabuB. 

11  And  when  he  was  come  unto  us,  he  took  PauPs  girdle,  and 
bound  Ms  own  hands  and  feet,  and  said,  Thus  saith  the  Holy  Ghost, 
So  shall  the  Jews  at  Jerusalem  bind  the  man  that,  owneth  this 
girdle,  and  shall  deliver  him  into  the  hands  of  the  Gentiles. 

12  And  when  we  heard  these  things,  both  we,  and  they  of  that 
place,  besought  him  not  to  go  up  to  Jerusalem. 

13  Then  Paul  answered,  What  mean  ye  to  weep  and  to  break  mine 
heart:'  for  I  am  ready  not  to  be  bound  only,  but  also  to  die  at  Jeru¬ 
salem  for  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

11  And  when  he  would  not  be  persuaded,  we  ceased,  saying,  The 
will  of  the  Lord  be  done. 

15  And  aEter  those  days  wc  took  up  our  carriages,  and  went  up 
to  Jerusalem. 

10  There  went  with  us  also  certain  of  the  disciples  of  Csesarea, 
and  brought  with  them  one  Mnason  of  Cyprus,  an  old  disciple,  with 
whom  we  should  lodge. 

17  And  when  we  wore  come  to  Jerusalem,  the  brethren  received 
us  gladly. 

18  And  the  day  following  Paul  went  in  with  us  unto  James ;  and 
all  the  elders  were  present. 

1‘.)  And  when  lie  had  saluted  them,  he  declared  particularly  wliat 
things  God  had  wrought  among  the  Gentiles  by  his  ministry. 
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20  And  when  they  heard  it,  they  glorified  the  Lord,  and  said  unto 
him,  Thou  seest,  brother,  how  many  thousands  of  Jews  there  are 
which  believe;  and  they  are  all  zealous  of  the  law: 

21  And  they  are  informed  of  thee,  that  thou  teaehest  all  the  Jews 

%/  * 

which  are  among  the  Gentiles  to  forsake  Moses,  saying  that  they 
ought  not  to  circumcise  their  children,  neither  to  walk  after  (he 
customs. 

22  What  is  it  therefore  ?  the  multitude  must  needs  come  together : 
for  they  will  hear  that  thou  art  come. 

23  l)o  therefore  this  that  we  say  to  thee:  Wo  have  four  men 
which  have  a  vow  on  them  ; 

c 

24  Them  take,  and  purify  thyself  with  them,  and  be  at  rhary* 
with  them,  that  they  may  shave  their  heads :  and  all  may  know  that 
those  things,  whereof  they  were  informed  concerning  thee,  are  noth¬ 
ing;  but  that  thou  thyself  also  walkest  orderly,  and  keepest.  the  law. 

25  As  touching  the  Gentiles  which  believe,  we  have  written  and 
concluded  that  they  observe  no  such  thing,  save  only  that  they  keep 
themselves  from  things  offered  to  MoIb,  and  from  blood,  and  IVom 

strangled,  and  from  fornication. 

26  Then  Paul  took  the  men,  and  the  next  day  purifying  himself 
with  them  entered  into  the  temple,  to  signify  the  accomplishment  of 
the  days  of  purification,  until  that  an  offering  should  be  offered  for 
every  one  of  them. 

27  And  when  the  seven  days  were  almost  ended,  the  .Jews  which 
were  of  Asia,  when  they  saw  him  in  tlie  temple,  stirred  up  all  the 
people,  and  laid  hands  on  him, 

28  Crying  out,  Men  of  Israel,  help:  This  is  the  man,  that,  tenehetli 
all  men  every  where  against  the  people,  and  the  law,  and  this  place : 
and  further  brought  Greeks  also  into  the  temple,  ami  hath  polluted 
this  holy  place.. 

29  (For  they  had  seen  before  with  him  in  the  city  Trophimus  an 
Bpheslan,  whom  they  supposed  that  Paul  had  brought  into  the 
temple. ) 

30  And  all  the  city  was  moved,  and  the  people  van  together:  and 
they  took  Paul,  and  drew  him  out  of  the  temple:  and  forthwith  the 
doors  were  shut. 

31  And  as  they  went  about  to  kill  him,  tidings  came  unto  the  chief 
captain ‘of  the  band,  that  all  Jerusalem  was  in  an  uproar: 

32  Who  immediately  took  soldiers  and  centurions,  and  ran  down 
unto  them :  and  when  they  saw  the  chief  captain  and  the  soldiers, 
they  left  beating  of  Paul. 

33  Then  the  chief  captain  came  near,  and  took  him.  and  com¬ 
manded  him  to  be  bound  with  two  chains:  and  demanded  who  lie 
was,  and  what  he  had  done. 

34  And  some  cried  one  thing,  some  another,  among  the  multitude: 
aud  when  he  could  not  know  the  certainty  for  the  tumult,  ho  com¬ 
manded  him  to  be  carried  into  the  castle. 
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•>5  Ami  when  lie  came  upon  the  stairs,  so  it  was,  that  he-  was  borne 
of  the  soldiers  for  the  violence  of  the  people. 

For  the  multitude  of  the  people  followed  after,  crying,  Away 

with  liim. 

.'57  And  as  Paul  was  to  be  led  into  the  castle,  he  said  unto  the 
chief  captain,  May  I  speak  unto  thee  ?  Who  said,  Canst  thou  speak 

Greek '! 

3.8  Art  not  thou  that  Egyptian,  which  before  these  days  madest  an 
uproar,  and  ledilest  out  into  the  wilderness  four  thousand  men  that 

were  murderers V 

.’ill  But  Paul  said,  I  am  a  man  which  am  a  Jew  of  Tarsus,  a  city  in 
Cilicia,  a  citizen  of  no  mean  city  :  and,  I  beseech  thee,  suffer  me  to 
speak  unto  the  people. 

10  And  when  he  had  given  him  license,  Paul  stood  on  the  stairs, 
and  beckoned  with  the  hand  unto  the  people.  And  when  there  was 
marie  a  great  silence,  he  spake  unto  them  in  the  Hebrew  tongue, 
saying, 

CHAPTER  XXTT. 

1  Paid  dedoreih  at  large  f  how  he  was  converted  to  the  faith ,  17  a?i<J  called  to  hi* 
apaetleahip.  22  Al  the  very  mentioning  of  the  Gentiles,  the  people  exclaim  on  him, 
21  He  should  have  been  scourged,  25  but  claiming  the  privilege  of  a  Roman ,  he 
escape  Ih. 

MEjS,  brethren,  and  fathers,  hear  ye  my  defence  which  I  make 

now  unto  you. 

2  (And  when  they  heard  that  he  spake  in  the  Hebrew  tongue  to 
thorn,  they  kept  the  more  sileuee:  and  he  saitli,) 

3  I  am  verily  a  man  which  am  a  Jew,  bom  in  Tarsus,  a  eity  in 
Cilicia,  yet  brought  up  in  this  city  at  the  feet  Of  Gamaliel,  and  taught 
according  to  the  perfect  manner  of  the  law  of  the  fathers,  and  was 
zealous  toward  God,  as  ye  all  are  this  day. 

4  And  T  persecuted  this  way  unto  the  death,  binding  and  deliver¬ 
ing  into  prisons  both  men  and  women. 

5  As  also  the  high  priest  doth  bear  me  witness,  and  all  the  estate 
of  the  elders :  from  whom  also  T  received  letters  unto  the  brethren, 
and  went  to  Damascus,  to  bring  them  which  were  there  bound  unto 
Jerusalem,  for  to  be  punished. 

(j  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  I  made  my  journey,  ami  was  conic 
nigh  unto  Damascus  about  noon,  suddenly  there  shone  from  heaven 
a  great  light  round  about  me. 

7  And  T  fell  unto  the  ground,  and  heard  a  voice  saying  unto  me, 
Saul,  Saul,  why  persecutes!  thou  me  ? 

8  And  I  answered,  "Who  art  thou,  Lord  ?  And  he  said  unto  me,  I 
am  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  whom  thou  persecutes*. 

9  And  they  that  were  with  me  saw  indeed  the  light,  and  were 
afraid;  but  they  heard  not  the  voice  of  him  that  spake  to  me. 

10  And  1  said.  What  shall  1  do,  Lord  ?  And  the  Lord  said  nnto 
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me,  Arise,  and  go  into  Damascus;  and  there  it  shall  be  told  thee  of 
all  things  which  are  appointed  for  thee  to  do. 

1 1  And  when  I  could  not  see  for  the  glory  of  that,  light,  being  led 
by  ike  hand  of  them  that  were  with  me,  I  came  into  Damascus. 

12  And  one  Ananias,  a  devout  man  according  to  the  law,  having  a 
good  report  of  all  the  Jews  which  dwelt  there, 

13  Came  unto  me,  and  stood,  and  said  unto  me,  Brother  Saul, 
receive  thy  sight.  And  the  same  hour  I  looked  up  upon  him. 

14  And  he  said,  The  God  of  our  fathers  hath  chosen  thee,  that 
thou  shouldest  know  liis  will,  and  Bee  that  Just  Cue,  and  shouldcst 
hear  the  voice  of  his  mouth. 

15  For  thou  shalt  be  his  witness  unto  all  men  of  what  thou  hast 
seen  and  heard. 

16  And  now  why  tamest  thou?  arise,  and  be  baptized,  and  wash 
away  thy  sins,  culling  on  the.  name  of  the  Lard. 

17  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  when  I  was  come  again  to  Jerusalem, 
even  while  I  prayed  in  the  temple,  1  was  in  a  trance; 

18  And  saw  him  saying  unto  me,  Make  haste,  and  get  thee  quickly 
out  of  Jerusalem:  for  they  will  not  receive  tliy  testimony  concerning 
me. 

15)  And  I  said,  Lord,  they  know  that  I  imprisoned  and  boat  in 
every  synagogue  them  that  believed  on  thee : 

20  And  when  the  blood  of  thy  martyr  Stephen  was  shed,  I  also 
was  standing  by,  and  consenting  unto  his  death,  and  kept  the  raiment 
of  them  that  slew  him. 

21  And  he  said  unto  me,  Depart:  for  I  will  send  thee  far  hence 
unto  the  Gentiles. 

22  And  they  gave  him  audience  unto  this  word,  and  then  lifted  up 
their  voices,  and  said,  Away  with  such  a  fellow  from  the  earth :  for  it 
is  not  lit  that  he  should  live. 

23  And  as  they  cried  out,  and  cast  off  their  clothes,  and  threw  dust 
into  the  air, 

24  The  chief  captain  commanded  him  to  be  brought  into  the  castle, 
and  bade  that  he  should  be  examined  by  scourging;  that  he  might 
know  wherefore  they  cried  so  against  him. 

25  And  as  they  bound  him  with  thongs,  Paul  said  unto  the  centu¬ 
rion  that  stood  by,  Is  it  lawful  for  you  to  scourge  a  man  that  is  a 
Roman,  and  uncondemned? 

26  When  the  centurion  heard  that,  he  went  awl  told  the  chief 
eaptain,  saying,  Take  heed  what  thou  doest;  for  this  man  is  a 

Roman. 

27  Then  the  chief  captain  came,  and  said  unto  him,  Tell  me,  art. 
thou  a  Roman?  He  said,  Yea. 

28  And  the  chief  captain  answered,  With  a  great  sum  obtained  I 
this  freedom.  And  Paul  said,  But  1  was  free  bom. 

29  Then  straightway  they  departed  from  him  which  should  have 
examined  him:  and  tho  ehiof  captain  also  was  afraid,  after  he  know 
that  he  was  a  Roman,  and  because  he  had  bound  him. 
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•>0  On  the  morrow,  because  lie  would  have  known  the  oertainty 
wherefore  lie  was  accused  of  the  Jews,  lie  loosed  him  from  his 
bands,  and  commanded  the  chief  priests  and  all  their  council  to 
appear,  anti  brought  Paul  down,  and  set  him  before  them. 

CHAPTER  XXIII. 

1  .'Is  I'anl  pteuileth  his  cause,  2  Ananias  commanded  them  to  smite  him.  7  Di#~ 
sritxiwi.  f>nitivfj  bis  f(veii$nrs.  'll  (foil  envouriif/eth  him.  14  The  Jews' laying  wait  for 
Paul  20  is  flee lured  unto  the  ch Uf  captain.  'SI  He  sendeth  kirn  to  Felix  the  governor. 

AM  1 )  Paul,  earnestly  beholding  the  council,  said,  Men  and  brethren, 

I  have  lived  in  all  good  conscience  before  G-od  until  this  day. 
2  And  the  high.  priest  Ananias  commanded  them  that  stood  by 

him  to  smite  him  on  the  mouth. 

3  Then  said  Paul  unto  him,  God  shall  smite  thee,  thou  whited 
wall:  for  siltest  thou  to  judge  me  after  the  law,  and  commandest 
my  to  be  smitten  contrary  to  the  law? 

4  And  they  that  stood  by  said,  Revilest  thou  God’s  high  priest  ? 

5  Then  said  Paul,  I  wist  not,  brethren,  that  he  was  the  high  priest : 
for  it  is  written,  Tlion  shalt  not  speak  evil  of  the  ruler  of  thy  people. 

(>  But  when  Paul  perceived  that  the  one  part  were  S adduce ea,  and 
the  other  Pharisees,  he  cried  out  in  the  council,  Men  and  brethren, 
l  am  a  Pharisee,  the  scut  of  a  Pharisee :  of  the  hope  and  resurrection 
of  the  dead  I  am  called  in  question. 

7  Ami  when  he  had  so  said,  there  arose  a  dissension  between  the 
Pharisees  and  the  Sadducees:  and  the  multitude  was  divided. 

8  Por  the  Sadducees  say  that  there  is  no  resurrection,  neither 
angel,  nor  spirit :  but  the  Pharisees  confess  both. 

0  And  there  arose  a  great  cry :  and  the  scribes  that  were  of  the 
Pharisees’  part  arose,  and  strove,  saying,  We  find  no  evil  in  this 
man:  but  if  a  spirit  or  an  angel  hath  spoken  to  him,  let  us  not 
light,  against  God. 

.1.0  And  when  there  arose  a  great  dissension,  the  chief  captain, 
fearing  lest  Paul  should  have  boon  pulled  in  pieoes  of  them,  com¬ 
manded  the  soldiers  to  go  down,  and  to  take  him  by  force  from 
among  them,  and  to  briug  him  into  the  castle. 

1 1  And  the  night  following  the  Lend  stood  by  him,  and  said,  Be 
of  good  cheer,  Paul:  for  as  thou  hast  testified  of  me  in  Jerusalem, 
so  must,  thou  bear  witness  also  at  Rome. 

12  And  when  it  was  day ,  certain  of  the  Jews  banded  together,  and 
bound  themselves  under  a  curse,  saying  that  they  would  neither  eat 
nor  drink  till  they  had  killed  Paul. 

13  And  they  were  more  tliau  forty  which  had  made  this  conspiracy. 
14  And  they  caxue  to  the  chief  priests  and  elders,  and  said,  We 
have  bound  ourselves  under  a  great  curse,  that  we  will  eat  nothing 
until  we  have  slain  Paul  <  . 

15  Now  therefore  ye  with  the  council  signify  to  the  chief  captain 
that  he  bring  hint  down  unto  you  to  morrow,  as  though  ye  would

inquire  somethin};  more  perfectly  concerning  him:  ami  we,  or  ever 
lie  come  near,  arc  ready  to  kill  him. 

10  And  when  Paul’s  sister’s  son  heard  of  their  lying  in  wait,  lie 
went  and  entered  into  the  castle,  and  told  Paul. 

17  Then  Paul  called  one  of  the  centurions  unto  him.  and  said. 

■ 

Wring  this  young  man  unto  the  chief  captain:  for  he  hath  a  certain 
thing  to  tell  him. 

18  So  lie  took  him,  and  brought  him  to  the  chief  captain,  and  said. 
Paul  the  -prisoner  called  mo  unto  him,  and  prayed  mo  to  bring  this 
young  man  unto  thee,  who  hath  something  to  say  unto  thee. 

L9  Then  the  chief  captain  took  him  by  the  hand,  ami  went  with 
him  aside  privately,  and  asked  him,  What  is  that  thou  hast  to  tell  me.  7 

20  And  he  said,  The  Jews  have  agreed  to  desire  thee  that  thou 
wouldest  bring  down  Paul  to  morrow  into  the  council,  as  though  they 
would  inquire  somewhat  of  him  more  perfectly. 

21  Hut  do  not  thou  yield  unto  them:  for  there  lie  in  wait  for  him 


of  them  more  than  forty  men,  which  have  bound  themselves  with  an 
oath,  that  they  will  neither  eat  nor  drink  till  they  have,  killed  him : 
and  now  are  they  ready,  looking  for  sc  promise  from  thee. 

22  So  the  chief  captain  then  let  the  young  man  depart,  and  charged 
him,  See  thou  tell  no  man  that  thou  hast  showed  these  things  to  me. 

23  And  he  called  unto  him  two  centurions,  saying,  Make  ready 

two  hundred  soldiers  to  go  to  Ceesarea,  and  horsemen  threescore  and 
ten,  and  spearmen  two  hundred,  at  the  third  hour  of  the  night ; 

21  And  provide  thorn  beasts,  that  they  may  set  Paul  on,  and  bring 
him  safe  unto  Felix  the  governor. 

2:1  And  he  wrote  a  letter  after  this  manner : 


20  Claudius  Lysias  unto  the  most  excellent  yore  rear  Felix  sendeth 
greeting. 

27  This  man  was  taken  of  the  Jews,  and  should  have  been  killed 
of  them :  then  came  L  with  (in  army,  and  rescued  him,  having  under¬ 
stood  that  he  was  a  Homan. 

28  And  when  1  would  have  known  the  cause  wherefore  they 
accused  him,  I  brought  him  forth  into  their  council: 

29  Whom  I  perceived  to  lie  accused  of  questions  of  their  law,  but 
to  liavo  nothing  laid  to  liis  charge  worthy  of  death  or  of  hands. 

30  And  when  it  was  told  me  how  that  the  Jews  laid  wait  for 
the  man,  I  sent  si rahjfit  way  to  thee,  and  gave  commandment  to  his 
accusers  also  to  say  before  thee  what  they  had  against  him.  Fare¬ 
well. 

31  Then  the  soldiers,  as  it  was  commanded  them,  took  Paul,  and 
brought  him  by  night  to  A ntipatris. 

32  On  the  morrow  they  loft  the  horsemen  to  go  with  him,  and 
returned  to  the  castle: 

33  Who,  when  they  came  to  Csesarea,  and  delivered  the  epistle  to 
the  governor,  presented  Paul  also  before  him. 

34  And  when  the  governor  had  read  the  letter,  ho  asked  of  what 
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province  he  was.  And  when  he  understood  that  lie  was  of 

Cilicia ; 

* 

>.i«j  I  will  hear  thcc,  said  he,  when  thine  accusers  are,  also  come. 
Aiul  he  commanded  him  to  be  kept  in  Herod’s  judgment  hall. 

C II  APT  Eli  XXIV. 

1  Paul  being  accused  by  TertuIIus  the- orator,  10  ajurwereth  for  his  life  and 
trine.  24  lie  preach eth  Christ  to  the  governor  and  his  to  i/e.  The  governor  hopeth 
for  a  bribe y  but  in  win.  27  At  last ,  going  out  of  his  office,  he  leaveth  Paul  in  prison. 

A  XT)  after  five  days  Ananias  the  high  priest  descended  with 

the  ehlers,  and  with  a  certain  orator  named  TertuIIus,  who 
informed  the  governor  against  Paul. 

2  And  when  he  was  called  forth,  TertuIIus  began  to  aceuse  him, 
saying,  Seeing  that  by  thee  we  enjoy  great  quietness,  and  that  very 
worthy  deeds  arc  done  unto  this  nation  by  thy  providence, 

A  Wo  accept  it  always,  and  in  all  places,  most  noble  helix,  with 
all  thankfulness. 

4  Notwithstanding,  that  I  be  not  further  tedious  unto  tliee,  i  pray 
thee  that  thou  worthiest  hoar  us  of  thv  olonicnov  a  few  words* 

f>  For  wo  have  found  this  man  a  pestilent  fellow,  and  a  mover  of 
s edition  among  all  the  Jewrs  throughout  the  world,  and  a  ringleader 
of  the  sect  of  the  Nazarenes: 

f>  Who  also  hath  gone  about  to  profane  the  temple :  whom  we  took, 
and  would  have  judged  according  to  our  law'. 

7  Hut  the  chief  captain  Lysias  came  upon  us,  and  with  great 
violence  took  him  away  out  of  our  hands, 

8  Commanding  his  accusers  to  come  unto  thee :  by  examining  of 
whom  thyself  inayost  take  knowledge  of  all  these  things,  whereof 
we  accuse  him. 

9  And  the  Jews  also  assented,  saying  that  these  things  were  so. 

10  Then  Paul,  after  that  the  governor  had  beckoned  unto  him  to 
speak,  answered,  Forasmuch  ns  1  know  that  thou  hast  been  of  many 
years  a  judge  unto  this  nation,  I  do  the  more  cheerfully  answer  for 
myself: 

II  Because,  that  thou  mavest  understand,  that  there  arc  yet  but 
twelve  days  since.  T  went  up  to  Jerusalem  for  to  worship. 

12  And  they  neither  found  me  in  the  temple  disputing  with  any 
man,  neither  raising  up  the  people,  neither  in  the  synagogues,  nor 
in  the  city : 

U  Neither  can.  they  prove  the  tliiugs  whereof  they  now  accuse  me. 
14  But  tliis  I  confess  unto  thee,  that  after  the  way  which  they 
-•/,//  heresy,  so  worship  I  the  Cod  of  my  fa  there,  believing  all  things 
which  are  written  in  the  law  and  in  the  /trojthels  : 

15  And  have  hope  toward  God,  which  they  themselves  also  allow, 
that  there  shall  be  a  resurrection  of  the  dead,  both  of  the  just  and 
unjust. 
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16  And  herein  do  1  exercise  myself,  to  have  always  a  conscience 
void  of  offence  tow  a  ill  God ,  and  toward  men. 

17  Now  after  many  years  1  came  to  bring  alms  to  my  nation,  and 
offerings. 

18  Whereupon  certain  Jews  from  Asia  found  me  purified  in  the 
temple,  neither  with  multitude,  nor  with  tumult. 

151  Who  ought  to  have  been  here  before  thee,  and  object,  if  they 
had  aught  against  me. 

20  Or  else  let  those  same  here  say,  if  they  have  found  any  evil 
doing  in  me,  while  I  stood  before  the  council, 

21  Except  it  be  for  this  one  voice,  that  I  cried  standing  among 
them,  Touching  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  J  am  called  in  question 
by  you  this  day. 

22  And  when  Felix  heard  these  things,  having  more  perfect  know¬ 
ledge  of  that  way,  he  deferred  them,  and  said,  When  Lysias  the  chief 
captain  shall  come  down,  I  will  know  the  uttermost  of  your  matter. 

23  And  he  commanded  a  centurion  to  keep  Haul,  and  to  let  him 
have  liberty,  and  that  he  should  forbid  none  of  his  acquaintance  to 
minister  or  come  unto  him. 

24  And  after  certain  days,  when  Felix  came  with  his  wife  Dm- 

* 

si  11a,  which  was  a  Jewess,  he  sent  for  Paul,  and  heard  him  concern¬ 
ing  the  faith  in  Christ. 

2o  And  as  lie  reasoned  of  righteousness,  temperance,  and  judgment 
to  oome,  Felix  trembled,  and  answered,  Co  thy  way  for  this  time: 
when  I  have  a  convenient  season.  1  will  call  for  thee. 

26  He  hoped  also  that  money  should  have  been  given  him  of 
Paul,  that  he  might,  loose  him  :  wherefore  he  sent  for  him  the  oftener, 
and  communed  with  him. 

27  Bnt  after  two  years  Porcius  Festua  came  into  Felix1  room: 
and  Felix,  williug  to  shew  the  Jews  a  pleasure,  left  Paul  bound. 
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NOW  when  Festus  was  come  into  the  province,  after  three  days 
he  ascended  from  Ca?sarea  to  Jerusalem. 

2  Then  the  high  priest  and  the  chief  of  the  Jews  informed  him 
against  Paul,  and  besought  him, 

3  And  desired  favour  against  him,  that  he  would  send  for  him  to 
Jerusalem,  laying  wait  in  the  veay  to  kill  him. 

4  But  Festus  answered,  that  Paul  should  be  kept  at  Otesarea,  and 
that  he  himself  would  depart  shortly  thither. 

5  Let  them  therefore,  said  he,  which  among  you  are  able,  go  down 
with  me,  and  accuse  this  man.  if  there  be  any  wickedness  in  him. 

6  And  when  he  had  tarried  among  them  more  than  ten  days,  lie 
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weut  down  unto  Caesarea;  and  the  next  day  sitting  on  the  judgment 
seat  commanded  Paul  to  be  brought. 

7  And  when  he-  was  come,  the  Jews  which  came  down  from 
Jerusalem  stood  round  about,  and  laid  many  and  grievous  complaints 
against  Paul,  which  they  could  not  prove. 

8  While  he  answered  for  himself,  Neither  against  the  law  of  the 
dews,  neither  against  the  temple,  nor  vet  against  Caesar,  have  I 
offended  any  thing  at  all. 

9  Hut.  Festus,  willing  to  do  the  Jews  a  pleasure,  answered  Paul, 

and  said,  Wilt  thou  go  up  to  Jerusalem,  and  there  be  judged  of  these 
things  before  me  7 

10  Then  said  Paid,  T  stand  at  Caesar’s  judgment  seat,  where  I 
ought  to  be  judged:  to  the  Jews  have  I  done  no  wrong,  as  thou  very 
well  knowest. 

1 1  For  if  I  be  an  offender,  or  have  committed  any  thing  worthy  of 
death.  I  refuse  not  to  die:  but  if  there  he  none  of  these  things 
whereof  these  accuse  me,  no  man  may  deliver  me  unto  them.  I 
appeal  unto  Caesar. 

12  Then  Kestus,  when  he  had  conferred  with  the  council,  answered, 
Hast  thou  appealed  unto  Ccesar ?  unto  Caesar  shalt  thou  go. 

18  And  after  certain  days  king  Agrippa  and  Bernice  came  unto 
Cm saie a  to  salute  Festus. 

14  And  when  they  had  been  there  many  days,  Festus  declared 
Paul's  cause  unto  the  king,  saying,  There  is  a  certain  man  left  in 

bonds  by  Felix: 

i  # 

IA  About  whom,  when  I  was  at  Jerusalem,  the  rhief  priests  and 
the  elders  of  1:he  Jews  informed  me,  desiring  to  have  judgment  against 
him. 

10  To  whom  T  answered,  It  is  not  the  manner  of  the  Homans  to 
deliver  any  man  to  die,  before  that  he  which  is  accused  have  the 
accusers  face  to  face,  and  have  license  to  answer  for  himself  concern¬ 
ing  the  crime  laid  against  him. 

^  a  * 

IT  Therefore,  when  they  w'erc  come  hither,  without  any  delay  on 
the  morrow  T  sat  on  the  judgment  seat,  and  commanded  the  man  to 
be  brought  forth. 

15  Against  whom  when  the  accusers  stood  up,  they  brought  none 
accusation  of  such  things  as  1  supposed  : 

19  Hut  had  certain  questions  against  him  of  their  own  supersti¬ 
tion,  and  of  one  Jesus,  which  was  dead,  whom  Paul  affirmed  to  be 
alive. 

20  And  because  I  doubted  of  such  maimer  of  questions,  T  asked, 
him  whether  he  would  go  to  Jerusalem,  and  there  be  judged  of  these 
matters. 

21  Hut  when  Paul  had  appealed  to  be  reserved  unto  the  hearing 
of  Augustus,  I  commanded  him  to  lie  kept  till  I  might  send  him  to 
4  ’jesar. 

22  Then  Agrippa  said  unto  Festus,  1  would  also  hear  the  man 
myself.  To  morrow,  said  lie,  thou  shalt  hear  him. 
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23  And  on  the  morrow,  when  Agrippa  was  come,  ami  llerniee, 
with  great  pomp,  ami  was  entered  into  the  place  of  bearing,  will*  the 
o/oV?/ captains,  and  principal  men  of  the  city,  at  Kcstus’  command  owut 
Paul  teas  brought  forth. 

24  And  Festus  said,  Bang  Agrippa,  and  all  men  which  are  here 
present  with  us,  ye  see  this  man,  about  whom  all  the  multitude  of 
the  Jews  have  dealt  with  me,  both  at  Jerusalem,  and  also  here,  cry¬ 
ing  that  he  ought  not  to  live  any  longer. 

25  But  when  T  found  that  he  had  committed  nothing  worthy  of 
death,  and  that  he  himself  hath  appealed  to  Augustus,  I  have  deter¬ 
mined  to  send  him. 

20  Of  whom  1  have  no  certain  tiling  to  write  unto  mv  lord. 
Wherefore  T  have  brought  him  forth  before  you,  and  specially  before 
thee,  O  king  Agrippa,  that,  after  examination  had,  J  might  have  some¬ 
what  to  write. 

27  For  it  scemeth  to  me  unreasonable  to  send  a  prisoner,  and  not 
withal  to  signify  the  crimes  laid  against  him. 


C II A  FT  Ell  XXVI. 

2  Paul,  in  the  presence  of  Agrippa  *  decloreth  his  life  front  his  childhood,  12  and 
how  miraculously  he  was  convcrtat,  ami  called  In  his  apostle  ship.  24  us  <*h  aryeth 
him  to  be  madf  whereunto  he  anmvereth  modestly*  28  Agrippa  is  almost  persuaded 
to  be  a  Christian*  31  The  zv hole  company  pronounce  him  innocent. 

TIIEX  Agrippa  said  unto  Paul,  Thou  art  permitted  to  speak  for 
thyself.  Then  Paul  stretched  forth  the  hand,  and  answered  for 
himself : 

2  X  think  myself  happy,  king  Agrippa,  because  1  shall  answer  for 
myself  this  day  before  thee  touching  all  the  things  w hereof  1  am  ac¬ 
cused  of  the.  Jews  : 

3  Especially  because  I  know  thee  to  be  expert  in  all  customs  and 
questions  which  are  among  the  Jews:  wherefore  1  beseech  thee  t<> 
hear  me  patiently. 

4  My  manner  of  life  from  my  youth,  which  was  at  the  first,  among 
mine  own  nation  at  Jerusalem,  know  all  the  Jews; 

5  Which  knew  me  from  the  beginning,  if  they  would  testify,  that 
after  the  most  straitest  sect  of  our  religion  I  lived,  a  Pharisee. 

6  And  now  1  stand  and  am  judged  for  the  hope  of  the  promise 
made  of  God  unto  our  fathers : 

7  Unto  which  promise  our  twelve  tribes,  instantly  serving  God  day 
and  night,  hope  to  come.  For  which  hope's  sake,  king  Agrippa,  1  am 
acoused  of  the  Jews. 

8  Why  should  it  he  thought  a  thing  incredible  with  you,  that  God 
should  raise  the  dead  ? 

9  I  verily  thought  with  myself  that  I  ought  to  do  many  things 
contrary  to  the  name  of  Jesus  of  Nazareth. 

10  Which,  thing  1  also  did  in  Jerusalem:  and  many  of  the  saints 
did  l  shut  up  in  prison,  having  received  authority  from  the.  chief 
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priests ;  ami  when  they  were  put  to  death,  I  gave  my  voice  against 
them. 

11  And  1  punished  them  oft  in  every  synagogue,  and  compelled 
!  hem  to  blaspheme ;  and  being  exceedingly  mad  against  them,  1  per- 
see.nt.od  them  even  unto  strange  cities. 

12  Whereupon  as  T  went  to  Damascus  with  authority  and  com¬ 
mission  from  the  chief  priests, 

l:>  At  midday,  0  king,  I  saw  in  the  way  a  light  from  heaven, 
above  the  brightness  of  the  sun,  shining  round  about  me  and  them 
which  journeyed  with  me. 

14  And  when  we  were  all  fallen  to  the  earth,  I  heard  a  voice 
speaking  unto  me,  and  saying  in  the  Hebrew  tongue,  Saul,  Saul,  why 
perseeutest  thou  me  ?  it  is  hard  for  thee  to  kick  against  the  pricks. 

to  And  I  said,  Who  art  thou,  Lord?  And  he  said,  I  am  Jesus 
whom  thou  persecuted. 

Id  But  rise,  and  stand  upon  thy  feet:  for  T  have  appeared  unto 
thee  for  this  purpose,  to  make,  thee  a  minister  and  a  witness  both  of 
these  things  which  thou  hast  seen,  and  of  those  things  in  the  which 
1  will  ii p pear  unto  thee; 

17  Delivering  thee  from  the  people,  and  from  the  Gentiles,  unto 
whom  now  I  send  thee. 

18  To  open  their  eyes,  and  to  turn  them  from  darkness  to  light, 
and  from  the  power  of  Satan  unto  God,  that  they  may  receive  for¬ 
giveness  of  sins,  and  inheritance  among  them  which  are  sanctified,  by 
lailh.  that  is  in  me. 

10  Whereupon,  O  king  Agrippa,  I  was  not  disobedient  unto  the 
heavenly  vision : 

20  But  shewed  first  unto  them  of  Damascus,  and  at  Jerusalem., 
and  throughout  all  the  coasts  of  Judaea,  and  then  to  the  Gentiles, 
that  they  should  repent  and  turn  to  God,  and  do  icorlcs  meet  for 
repentance. 

21.  For  these  causes  the  Jews  caught  me  in  the  temple,  and  went 
about  to  kill  me. 

22  Having  therefore  obtained  help  of  God,  I  continue  unto  this 
day,  witnessing  both  to  the  small  and  great,  saying  none  other  tilings 
than  those  which  the  prophets  and  Moses  did  say  should  come  : 

28  That  Christ  should  suffer,  and  that  he  should  he  the  first  that 
should  vise  from  the  dead,  and  should  shew  light  unto  the  people, 

and  in  the  Gentiles. 

21  And  as  he  thus  spake  for  himself,  Festus  said  with  a  loud 
voice,  1’  aid,  thou  art  beside  thyself ;  much  learning  doth  make  thee 

mad. 

U5  lint  he  said,  I  am  not  mad,  most  noble  Festus  ;  but  speak  forth 
tin*  words  of  truth  and  soberness. 

LM5  For  the  king  knowethof  these  things,  before  whom  also  T  speak 
freely:  for  T  am  persuaded  that  none  of  these  things  are  hidden 
from  him  ;  for  this  thing  was  not  done  in  a  corner* 
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27  King  Agrippa,  believest  thou  the  prophets  ?  1  know  Unit,  tin  hi 

believest. 

2<S  Then  Agrippa  said  unto  Paul,  Almost  thou  persuadest  me  to 
Ijo  a  Christian. 

20  And  Paul  said,  I  would  to  God,  that  not  only  thou,  hut  also  all 
that  hoar  me  this  day,  were  both  almost,  and  altogether  such  as  I  am, 
except  these  bonds. 

30  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  tho  king  rose  up.  and  the  gov¬ 
ernor,  and  Bernice,  and  they  that  sat  with  them  : 

31  And  when  they  were  gone  aside,  they  talked  between  them¬ 
selves,  saying,  This  man  doeth  nothing  worthy  of  death  or  of  bonds. 

32  Then  said  Agrippa  unto  Pest  us,  This  man  might  have  been 
set  at  liberty,  if  he  had  uot  appealed  unto  Caesar. 


CHAPTER  XXVii. 


1  Paul  shipping  toward  Hume-,  10  fore.te.Ueth  of  the  danger  of  the  voyage,  1 1  but  is 
not  believed.  14  They  are  tossed  to  and  fro  with  tempest,  41  and  saf  er  shipwreck, 
22,  04, 44,  yet  all  come  safe  to  land. 


AND  when  it  was  determined  that  we  should  sail  into  Italy,  they 
delivered  Paul  and  certain  other  prisoners  unto  one  named 
Julius,  a  centurion  of  Augustus’  band. 

2  And  entering  into  a  ship  of  Adramyttium,  we  launched,  meaning 
to  sail  by  tho  coasts  of  Asia ;  one  Aristarchus,  a  Macedonian  of  Thes- 
salonica,  being  with  us. 

3  And  the  next  day  we  touched  at  Sidou.  And  Julius  court¬ 
eously  entreated  Paul,  and  gave  him  liberty  to  go  unto  his  friends 
to  refresh  himself* 

4  And  when  we  had  launched  from  thence,  we  sailed  under  Cyprus, 
because  the  winds  were  contrary. 

5  And  when  we  had  sailed  over  the  sea  of  Cilicia  and  Pomphylia, 
we  came  to  Myra,  a  city  of"  Lycia. 

0  And  there  the  centurion  found  a  ship  of  Alexandria  sailing  into 
Italy  ;  and  he  put  us  therein. 

7  And  when  we  had  sailed  slowly  many  days,  and  scarce  were 
come  over  against  Cnidus,  the  wind  not  suffering  us,  we  sailed  under 
Crete,  over  against  Salmone; 

8  And,  hardly  passiug  it,  came  unto  a  place  which  is  called  the 
Pair  Havens;  nigh  whereunto  was  the  city  of  I*asea. 

U  Now  when  much  time  was  spent,  and  when  sailing  was  now 
dangerous,  because  the  fast  was  now  already  past,  Paul  admonished 
them, 

10  And  said  unto  them,  Sirs,  I  perceive  that  this  voyage  will  he 
with  hurt  and  much  damage,  not  only  of  the  lading  and  Bhip,  but 
also  of  our  lives. 

11  Nevertheless  the  centurion  believed  the  master  and  the  owner 
of  the  ship,  more  than  those  things  which  were  spoken  hy  Paul. 

12  And  because  the  haven  was  not  commodious  to  winter  in,  the 
more  part  advised  to  depart  thence  also,  if  by  any  means  they  might 
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attain  to  Fheuice,  and  there  to  winter :  which  is  a  haven  of  Crete, 
ami  lieth  toward  the  southwest  and  northwest.. 

1  3  And  when  the  south  wind  bleir,  softly,  supposing  that  they  had 
obtained  their  purpose,  loosing  thence,  they  sailed  close  by  Crete. 

14  Hut  not  long  after  there  arose  against  it  a  tempestuous  wind, 
called  Euroclydon. 

15  And  when  the  ship  was  caught,  and  could  not  bear  up  into  the 
wind,  we  let  her  drive. 

Hi  And  running  under  a  certain  island  which  is  called  Clauda,  we 
had  much  work  to  come  by  the  boat : 

17  "Which  when  they  had  taken  up,  they  used  helps ,  undergirding 
the  ship }  and,  fearing  lest  they  should  fall  into  the  quicksands, 
strake  sail,  and  so  were  driven. 

IS  And  we  being  exceedingly  tossed  with  a  tempest,  the  next  day 
they  lightened  the  ship ; 

10  And  the  third  day  we  cast  out  with  our  own  hands  the  tackling 
of  the  ship, 

20  And  when  neither  sun  nor  stars  in  many  days  appeared,  and 
no  small  tempest  lay  on  us,  all  hope  that  we  should  be  saved  was 

then  taken  away. 

21  Hut  after  long  abstinence,  Paul  stood  forth  in  the  midst  of 
them,  and  said,  Sirs,  ye  should  have  hearkened  unto  me,  and  not 
have  loosed  from  Crete,  and  to  have  gained  this  harm  and  loss. 

22  And  now  I  exhort  you  to  be  of  good  cheer ;  for  there  shall  be 
no  loss  of  any  man’s  life  among  you,  but  of  the  ship. 

23  For  there  stood  by  me  this  night  the  angel  of  God,  whoso  I 
am,  and  whom  I  serve, 

24  Haying,  Fear  not,  Paul ;  thou  must  bo  brought  before  CcDBar : 
ami,  lo,  God  hath  given  thee  all  them  that  sail  with  thee. 

25  Wherefore,  sirs,  bo  of  good  cheer:  for  1  believe  God,  that  it 
shall  be  even  as  it  was  told  me. 

20  Howbcit  we  must  be  cast  upon  a  certain  island. 

27  Hut  when  the  fourteenth  night  was  come,  as  we  were  driven  up 
and  down  in  Adria ,  about  midnight  the  shipmeii  deemed  that  they 
drew  near  to  some  country : 

28  And  sounded,  and  found  it  twenty  fathoms:  and  when  they 
had  gone  a  little  further,  they  sounded  again,  and  found  it  fifteen 
fathoms. 

211  Then  fearing  lest  we  should  have  fallen  upon  rocks,  they  cast 

four  anchors  out  of  the  stem,  and  wished  for  the  day. 

*  %* 

30  Ami  as  the  shiftmen  were  about  to  flee  out  of  the  ship,  when 
they  had  let  down  the  boat  into  the  sea.  under  colour  as  though 
they  would  have  cast  anchors  out  of  the  foreship, 

31  Paul  said  to  the  centurion  and  to  the  soldiers,  Except  these 
abide  in  the  ship,  ye  cannot  be  saved. 

32  Then  the  soldiers  cut  off  the  ropes  of  the  boat,  and  let  her 
fall  off. 
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33  And  while  the  day  was  coming  on,  Paul  besought  them  all  to 
take  meat,  saying,  This  day  is  the  fourteenth  day  that  ye  have  tar¬ 
ried  and  continued  fasting,  having  taken  nothing. 

34  Wherefore  I  pray  you  to  take  some  moat;  for  this  is  for  your 
health:  for  there  shall  not  a  hair  fall  from  the  head  of  any  of  you. 

3a  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  ho  took  bread,  and  gave  thanks 
to  God  in  presence  of  them  all  ;  and  when  lie  had  broken  it,  lie  begun 
to  eat. 

36  Then  were  they  all  of  good  cheer,  and  they  also  took  some  meat. 

3T  And  we  were  in  all  in  the 
teen  souls. 

38  And  when  they  had  eaten  enough ,  they  lightened  the  ship,  and 
cast  out  the  wheat  into  the  sea. 

39  And  when  it  was  day,  they  knew  not  the  land:  but  they  dis¬ 
covered  a  certain  creek  with  ashore,  into  the  which  they  were  minded, 
if  it  were  possible,  to  thrust  in  the  ship. 

40  And  when  they  had  taken  up  the  anchors,  they  committed  them¬ 
selves  unto  the  sea,  and  loosed  the  rudder  hands,  aud  hoisod  up  the 
mainsail  to  the  wind,  and  made  toward  shore. 

41  And  falling  into  a  place  where  two  seas  met,  they  ran  the  ship 
aground;  and  the  forepart  stuck  fast,  and  remained  immoveable,  hut 
the  hinder  part  w;is  broken  with  the  violence  of  the  waves. 

42  And  the  soldier s’  counsel  was  to  tnu  the  prisoners,  lest  any  of 
them  should  swiiu  out,  and  escape. 

43  But  the  centurion,  willing  to  save  Paul,  kept  them  from  their 
purpose;  and  commanded  that  they  which  could  swim  should  east 
themselves  first  into  the  sea,  and  get  to  land: 

44  And  the  rest  some  on  boards,  and  some  on  broken  pieces  of 
the  ship.  And  so  it  came  to  pass,  that  they  escaped  all  safe  to  land

1  Paul  after  hi i  shipweek  is  kindbj  entertained  of  the  barbarians.  A  The  i dp'r 
on  his  kanu  hurieth  him  not •  8  He  healeth  nut  tiff  diseases  in  the  MamL  11  77**7/ 
depart  towards  Rome.  17  lie  declare! h  to  the  Jews  the  ca  use  of  his  com  inf/.  '24 
After  his  pi* a  china  some  were  persuaded ,  some  belie  red  not .  *  30  Vit  he  preach  - 
eth  there  two  i/ears. 

AND  when  they  were  escaped,  then  they  knew  that  the  island 
was  called  Melita. 

2  And  the  barbarous  people  shewed  us  no  little  kindness:  for 
they  kindled  a  fire,  and  received  us  every  one,  because  of  the  present 
rain,  and  because  of  the  cold. 

3  And  when  Paul  had  gathered  a  bundle  of  sticks,  and  laid  them 
on  the  fire,  there  came  a  viper  out  of  the  heat,  and  fastened  on  his 
hand. 

4  And  when  the  barbarians  saw  the  venomous  beast  hang  on  his 
liaud,  they  said  among  themselves,  No  doubt  this  man  is  a  murderer, 
whom,  though  he  hath  escaped  the  sea,  yet  vengeance  sidTureth  not 
to  live. 
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r>  And  he  shook  off  the  beast  into  the  tire,  and  felt  no  harm. 

(>  Howbeit  they  looked  when  he  should  have  swollen,  or  fallen 
down  dead  suddenly :  hut  after  they  had  looked  a  great  while,  and 
saw  no  harm  come  to  him,  they  changed  l heir  minds,  and  said  that 
he  was  a  god. 

7  In  (  lie  same  quarters  were  possessions  of  the  chief  man  of  the 
island,  whose  name  was  Publius;  who  received  us,  mad  lodged  us 
three  days  courteously. 

8  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  the  father  of  Publius  lay  sick  of  a 
fever  and  of  a  bloody  Jhtx :  to  whom  Paul  entered  in,  and  prayed, 
and  laid  his  hands  on  him.  and  healed  him. 

m 

1)  So  when  this  was  done,  others  also,  which  had  diseases  in  the 
island,  came,  and  were  healed: 

10  Who  also  honoured  ns  with  many  honours;  and  when  we  de¬ 
parted,  they  laded  us  with  such  things  as  were  necessary. 

1 1  And  after  three  mouths  we  departed  in  a  ship  of  .Alexandria, 
which  had  wintered  in  the  isle,  whose  sign  was  Castor  and  Pollux. 

12  And  landing  at  Syracuse,  we  tarried  there  three  days. 

18  And  from  thence  we  fetched  a  compass,  and  came  to  Rhegium: 
ami  after  one  day  the  south  wind  blew,  and  we  came  the  next  day 
lo  Puteoli : 

11  Where  we  found  brethren,  and  were  desired  to  tarry  with  them 
seven  days:  and  so  wo  went  toward  Rome. 

lo  And  from  thence,  when  the  brethren  heard  of  us,  they  came 
to  meet  us  as  far  as  Appii  .Forum,  and  the  Three  Taverns ;  whom 
when  Paul  saw,  he  thanked  God,  and  took  courage. 

10  And  when  we  came  to  Rome,  the  centurion  delivered  the  pris¬ 
oners  lo  the  captain  of  the  guard:  hut  Paul  was  suffered  to  dwell  by 
himself  with  a  soldier  that  kept  him. 

17  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  after  three  days  Paul  called  the  chief 
<>f  the  Jews  together:  and  when  they  were  come  together,  ho  said 
unto  them,  Men  and  brethren,  though  I  have  committed  nothing 
against  the  people,  or  customs  of  our  fathers,  yet  was  I  delivered 
prisoner  from  Jerusalem  into  the  hands  of  the  Romans: 

IS  Who,  when  they  had  examined  me,  would  have  let  me  go, 
because  there  was  no  cause  of  death  in  me. 

15)  But  when  t.he  Jews  spake  against  it,  1  was  constrained  to  appeal 
mi  to  Caesar;  not  that  T  had  aught  to  accuse  my  nation  of. 

20  For  this  cause  therefore  have  T  called  for  you,  to  see  you,  and 
to  speak  with  you :  because  that  for  the  hope  of  Israel  I  am  bound 
with  this  chain. 

21  And  they  said  unto  him,  Wo  neither  received  letters  out  of 
Judina  concerning  thee,  neither  any  of  the  brethren  t.li  at  came  shewed 
or  spake  any  harm  of  thee. 

22  But  wo  desire  to  hear  of  thee  what  thou  thinkesl:  for  as  con¬ 
cerning  this  sect,  we  know  that  every  where  it  is  spoken  against. 

28  And  when  they  had  appointed  him  a  day,  there  came  many  to 
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him  into  his  lodging;  to  whom  lie  expounded  and  testified  tin*  king¬ 
dom  of  God,  persuading  them  concerning  Justus,  both  out  of  tlie  law 
of  Moses,  and  out  of  the  prophets,  from.  'morning  till  evening. 

24  And  some  believed  the  things  which  were  spoken,  and  some 
believed  not. 

25  And  when  they  agreed  not  among  themselves,  they  departed, 
after  that  Pau  1  had  s]x>ken  one  word,  Well  spake  the  Holy  Ghost  by 
Beaias  the  prophet  unto  our  fathers, 

25  Saying,  Go  unto  this  people,  and  say,  Hearing  ye  shall  hear, 
and  shall  not  understand;  and  seeing  vo  shall  see,  and  not  perceive: 

27  For  the  heart  of  this  people  is  waxed  gross,  and  their  ears  are 
dull  of  hearing,  and  their  eyes  have  they  closed;  lest  they  should 
see  with  their  eyes,  and  hear  with  their  ears,  and  understand  with 
their  heart,  ami  should  be  converted,  and  1  should  heal  them. 

28  Be  it  known  therefore  unto  yon,  that  the  salvation  of  God  is 
sent  unto  the  Gentiles,  and  that  they  will  hear  it. 

21)  Anil  when  he  had  said  these  words,  the  Jews  departed,  and 
liad  great  reasoning  among  themselves. 

30  And  Paul  dwelt  two  whole  years  in  his  own  hired  house,  and 
received  all  that-  cauie  in  unto  him, 

31  Preaching  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  teaching  those  things 
which  concern  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,-  with  all  confidence,  no  man 
forbidding  him. 


THE  ETISTLE  OF  PAUL  THE  APOSTLE  TO  THE 

ROMANS. 


CHAPTER  I. 

1  Paul  eomraendeth  his  calling  to  the  Romans,  and  his  desire  to  come  to  them. 
16  What  his  gospel  is,  anti  the  righteousness  which  it  sheweth,  18  Got l  is  angty  frith 
all  manner  of  sin .  21  What  were  the  sins  of  the  GentUcs. 

PAUL,  a  servant  of  Jesus  Christ,  called  to  be  an  apostle,  separated 
unto  the  gospel  of  God, 

2  (Which  he  had  promised  afore  by  his  prophets  in  the  holy  .Scrip¬ 
tures,) 

3  Concerning  his  Son  Jems  ( 'Thrust  our  Lord ,  which  was  made  of 
the  seed  of  David  accord  ing  to  the  flesh ; 

4  And  declared  to  be  the  .Son  of  God  with  power,  according  to  the 
spirit  of  holiness ,  by  the  resurrection  from  the  dead : 

5  By  whom  wo  have  received  grace  and  apostleship.  for  obedience 
to  the  faith  among  all  nations,  for  his  name : 

G  Among  whom  art?  ye  also  the  called  of  Jesus  Christ: 
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7  To  all  that  be  in  Rome,  beloved  of  God,  called  to  be  saints :  Grace 

to  you,  and  pmw,  from  God  our  Father  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

«  *"■«',  I  thank  my  God  through  Jesus  Christ  for  you  all,  that 
your  faith  is  spoken  of  throughout  the  whole  world. 

9  For  God  is  my  witness,  whom  I  serve  with  my  spirit  in  the 
gospel  of  his  Son,  that  without  ceasing:  I  make  mention  of  you  always 
in  my  prayers: 

10  Making  request,  if  by  any  means  now  at  length  I  might  have 
a  prosperous  journey  by  the  will  of  God  to  come  unto  you. 

11  For  1  Jong  to  see  you,  that  1  may  impart  unto  you  some  spiritual 
gift,  to  the  end  ye  may  be  established ; 

12  That  is,  that  I  may  be  comforted  together  with  you  by  the 
mutual  faith  both  of  you  and  me. 

I  d  Now  T  would  not  have  yon  ignorant,  brethren,  that  oftentimes 
I  purposed  to  come  unto  you,  (but  was  let  hitherto ,)  that  I  might 
have  some  fruit  among  you  also,  even  as  among  other  Gentiles. 

14  I  am  debtor  both  to  the  Greeks,  and  to  the  Barbarians ;  both  to 
the  wise,  and  to  the  unwise. 

15  So,  as  much  as  in  me  is,  I  am  ready  to  preach  the  gospel  to 
yon  that,  are  at.  Rome  also. 

10  For  I  am  not  ashamed  of  the  gospel  of  Christ:  for  it  is  the 
ftoner  of  God  unto  salvation  to  every  one  that  believeth;  to  the  Jew 
first,  and  also  to  the  Greek. 

17  For  therein  is  the  righteousness  of  God  revealed  from  faith  to 
faith :  as  it  is  written,  The  just  shall  live  by  faith. 

18  For  the  wrath  of  God  is  revealed  from  heaven  against  all 
ungodliness  and  unrighteousness  of  men,  who  hold  the  truth  in 
unrighteousness ; 

19  Because  that  which  may  be  known  of  God  is  manifest  in 
them ;  for  God  hath  shewed  it  unto  them. 

20  For  the  invisible  things  of  him  from  the  creation  of  the  world 
are  clearly  seen,  being  understood  by  the  things  that  arc  made,  even 
his  eternal  power  and  Godhead ;  so  that  they  are  without  excuse : 

21  Because  that,  when  they  knew  God,  they  glorified  him  not  as 
God,  neither  were  thankful;  but  became  vain  in  their  imaginations, 
and  their  foolish  heart  was  darkened. 

22  Professing  themselves  to  be  wise,  they  became  fools, 

23  And  changed  the  glory  of  the  uncorruptible  God  into  an  image 
made  like  to  corruptible  man ,  and  to  birds,  and  fourfooted  beasts, 
and  creeping  things. 

24  Wherefore  God  also  gave  them  up  to  uncleanness,  through  the 
lusts  of  their  own  hearts,  to  dishonour  their  own  bodies  between 
themselves: 

25  Who  changed  the  truth  of  God  into  a  lie,  and  worshipped  and 
served  the  creature  more  than  the  Creator,  who  is  blessed  for  ever. 
Amen. 

26  For  this  cause  God  gave,  them  up  unto  vile  affections :  for  even 
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their  women  did  change  the  natural  use  into  that  which  is  against 
nature : 

27  And  likewise  also  the  men,  leaving  the  natural  use  of  the 
woman,  burned  in  their  lust  one  toward  another;  men  with  men 
working  that  which  is  unseemly,  and  receiving  in  themselves  that 
recompense  of  their  error  which  was  meet. 

28  And  even  as  the}'  did  not  like  to  retain  God  in  their  know¬ 
ledge,  God  gave  them  over  to  a  reprobate  mind,  to  do  those  things 
which  are  not  convenient; 

29  Being  filled  with  all  unrighteousness,  fornication,  wickedness, 
covetousness,  maliciousness;  full  of  envy,  murder,  debate,  deceit, 
malignity;  whisperers, 

30  Backbiters,  haters  of  God,  despiteful,  proud,  boasters,  invent¬ 
ors  of  evil  things,  disobedient  to  parents, 

31  Without  understanding,  covenant-breakers,  without  natural 
affection,  implacable,  unmerciful: 

32  Who,  knowing  the  judgment  of  God,  that  they  which  commit 
such  things  are  worthy  of  death,  not  only  do  the  same,  but  have 
pleasure  in  them  that  do  them. 

CHAPTER  II. 

1  77iey  that  sin,  though  they  comlemn  it  in  others,  cannot  excuse  ihcmsetres, 
6  and  milch,  less  escape  the  judgment  of  God,  O  whether  they  he  Jews  or  t  (entiles, 
14  The,  Gentile*  e.annot  escape,  17  nor  yet  the  Jews,  25  whom  their  circumcision  shall 
notproJU ,  if  they  keep  not  the  law, 

THEREFORE  thou  art  inexcusable,  0  man,  whosoever  thou  art 
that  judgest:  for  wherein  thou  judgest  another,  thou  condemn- 
est  thyself ;  for  thou  that  judgest  doest  the  same  tilings. 

2  But  we  are.  sure  that  the  judgment  of  God  is  according  to  truth 
against  them  which  commit  such  things. 

3  And  thinkest  thou  this,  0  man,  that  judgest  them  which  do 
such  things,  and  doest  the  same,  that  thou  shalt  escape  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  God? 

4  Or  despisest  thou  the  riches  of  his  goodness  and  forbearance  and 
longsufferiug ;  not  knowing  that  the  goodness  of  God  leadetli  thee  to 
repentance  ? 

5  But,  after  thy  hardness  and  impenitent  heart,  tronsurest  up 
unto  thyself  wrath  against  the  day  of  wrath  and  revelation  of  the 
righteous  judgment  of  God; 

6  Who  will  render  to  every  man  according  to  his  deeds: 

7  To  them  who  by  patient  continuance  in  well  doing  seek  for 
glory  and  honour  and'  immortality,  eternal  life : 

8  But  unto  them  that  are  contentious,  and  do  not  obey  the  truth, 
but  obey  unrighteousness,  indignation  and  wrath, 

9  Tribulation  and  anguish,  upon  every  soul  of  man  that  dneth 
evil ;  of  the  Jew  first,  and  also  of  the  Gentile; 
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10  But  glory,  honour,  and  peace,  to  every  man  that  worketh  good; 
to  the  dew  firBt,  and  also  to  the  Gentile: 

1 1  For  there  is  no  respect  of  persons  with  God. 

12  For  as  many  as  have  sinned  without  law  shall  also  perish  with* 
out  law;  and  as  many  as  have  sinned  in  the  law  shall  be  judged  by 
th  c  1  aw ; 

13  (For  not  the  hearers  of  the  law  are  just  before  God,  hut  the 
doers  of  the  law  shall  be  justified. 

14  For  when  the  Gentiles,  whieh  have  not  the  law,  do  by  nature 
the  things  contained  in  the  law,  these,  having  not  tlio  law,  are  a  law 
unto  themselves : 

15  Which  shew  the  work  of  the  law  written  in  their  hearts,  their 
conscience  also  bearing  witness,  and  their  thoughts  the  mean  while 
accusing  or  else  excusing  one  another;) 

1(»  In  the  day  when  God  shall  judge  the  secrets  of  men  by  Jesus 
Christ  according  to  my  gospel. 

17  Behold,  thou  art  called  a  Jew,  and  re, stent  in  the  law,  and 
mnkest  thy  lextst  of  God, 

18  And  knowest  his  will,  and  approvest  the  things  that  arc  more 
excellent,  being  instructed  out  of  the  law  ; 

11)  And  art  confident  that  tliou  thyself  art  a  guide  of  the  blind,  a 

Hold  of  them  which  are  in  darkness, 

#■  ✓ 

20  An  instructor  of  the  foolish ,  a  teacher  of  babes,  which  hast  the 
form  of  knowledge  and  of  the  truth  in  the  law. 

21  Thou  therefore  which  teac-liest  another,  teaehest  tliou  not  thy¬ 
self?  thou  that  preachest  a  man  should  not  steal,  dost  thou 
steal  ? 

22  Thou  that  sayest  a  man  should  not  commit  adultery,  dost  thou 
commit  adultery?  thou  that  abhorrest  idols,  dost  thou  commit 
sacrilege  ? 

23  Thou  that  makest  thy  boast  of  the  law,  through,  breaking  the 
law  d  islionourest  tliou  God? 

24  For  the  name  of  God  is  blasphemed  among  the  Gentiles  through 
you,  as  it  is  written. 

25  For  circumcision  verily  profiteth,  if  thou  keep  the  law:  but  if 
thou  be  a  breaker  of  the  law,  thy  circumcision  is  made  uncircuui- 
cision. 

2f>  Therefore,  if  the  uncircumeisiou  keep  the  righteousness  of  the 
law,  shall  not  his  uneireumcision  he  counted  for  circumcision  ? 

27  And  shall  not  uneireumcision  whieh  is  by  nature,  if  it  fulfil 
the  law,  judge  thee,  who  by  the  letter  and  circumcision  dost  trans¬ 
gress  the  laiv  ? 

28  For  he  is  not  a  Jew',  which  is  one  outwardly;  neither  is  that 
circumcision,  which  is  outward  in  the  flesh: 

29  But  he  is  a  Jew,  which  is  one  inwardly;  and  eirenmoision  is 
that  of  the  heart,  in  the  spirit,  and  not  in  the  letter;  whose  praise  is 
not  of  men,  but  of  God. 
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CHAPTER  III. 


1  The  Jew prerogative :  3  which  they  have  not  ht&t :  0  ho wbcit  the  law  convince  th 
them  also  of  sin:  20  therefore  no  fesh  is  j ns t [tied  by  the  luv.\  28  hat.  all,  without  dif¬ 
ference,  by  faith  only  :  31  and  yei  the  law  not  tdh>U$hcd. 


WHAT  advantage  then  hath  the  Jew?  or  what  profit  is  fclieve  of' 

circumcision? 

2  Much  every  way:  chiefly,  because  that  unto  thorn  wore  com¬ 
mitted  the  oracles  of  God. 

3  For  what  if  some  did  not  believe  ?  shall  their  unbelief  make  the 
faith  of  God  without  effect  ? 

4  Cod  forbid:  yea,  let  God  be  true,  but  every  man  a  liar;  sis  it  is 
written,  That  thou  mightest  be  justified  in  thy  sayings,  and  mightest 
overcome  when  thou  art  judged. 

.*>  But  if  our  •«« righteousness  commend  the  righteousness  of  God, 
what  shall  we  say  ?  Is  God  unrighteous  who  taketh  vengeance  V 
(1  speak  as  a  man ) 

6  God  forbid:  for  then  how  shall  God  jwVje  the  world? 

7  For  if  the  truth  of  God  hath  more  abounded  through  my  lie  unto 
his  glory  ;  why  yet  am  I  also  judged  as  a  sinner  ? 

8  And  not  rather,  (us  we  he  slanderously  reported,  and  as  some 
affirm  that  wo  say,)  Let  us  do  evil,  that  good  may  come?  whose 
damnation  is  just. 

9  What  then  ?  are  tee  better  than  they  ?  No,  in  no  wise :  for  we 
have  before  proved  both  Jews  and  Gentiles,  that  they  are  all  under 
sin ; 

10  As  it  is  written,  There  is  none  righteous,  no,  not  one : 

11  There  is  none  that  understandeth,  there  is  none  that  seeketh 
after  God. 


12  They  are  all  gone  out  of  the  way,  they  are  together  become 
unprofitable ;  there  is  none  that  doetli  good,  no,  not  one. 

13  Their  throat  is  an  open  sepulchre;  with  their  tongues  they 
have  used  deceit ;  the  poison  of  asps  is  under  theiT  lips : 

14  Whose  month  is  full  of  cursing  and  bitterness : 

1 5  Their  feet  are  swift  to  shed  blood : 

16  Destruction  and  misery  are  in  their  ways : 

17  And  the  way  of  peace  have  they  not  known : 

18  There  is  no  fear  of  God  before  their  eyes. 

19  Now  we  know  that  what  things  soever  the  law  saitli,  it  sait-h 
to  them  who  are  under  the  law:  that  every  mouth  inav  lie  stopped, 
and  all  the  world  may  become  guilty  before  God. 

20  Therefore  by  the  deeds  of  the  law  there  shall  no  flesh  be  justi¬ 
fied  in  his  sight :  for  by  the  law  is  the  knowledge  of  sin. 

21  But  now  the  righteousness  of  God  without  the  law  is  mani¬ 
fested,  being  witnessed  by  the  law  and  the  prophets; 

22  Even  the  righteousness  of  God  which  is  by  faith  of  Jesus  Christ 
unto  all  and  upon  all  them  that  believe;  for  there  is  no  difference: 

23  For  all  have  sinned,  and  come  short  of  the  glory  of  God ; 
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24  1  Icing  justified  freely  by  his  grace  through  the  redemption  that 
is  in  Christ  Jesus ; 

2“>  Whom  God  hath  set.  forth  to  be  a  propitiation  through  faith  in 
his  blood,  to  declare,  his  righteousness  for  the  remission  of  sins  that 
are  past,  tli rough  the  forbearance  of  God; 

20  To  declare,  I  say,  at  this  time  bis  righteousness:  that  he  might 
be  just,  and  the  jnstifier  of  him  which  ball  teeth  in  Jesus, 

27  Where  is  boasting  then?  It  is  excluded.  By  what  law  ?  of 
works  ?  Nav  ;  but  bv  the  law  of  faith. 

^  ■  4/ 

2.S  Therefore  we  conclude  that  a  man  is  justified  by  faith  without 
the  deeds  of  the  law. 

21)  Is  lie  the  God  of  the  Jews  only?  is  he  not  also  of  the  Gentiles  ? 
Yes,  of  the  Gentiles  also: 

30  Seeing  it.  is  one  God,  which  shall  justify  the  circumcision  by 
faith,  and  unci rcu incision  through  faith. 

31  Do  we  then  make,  void  the  law  through  faith?  God  forbid: 
yea,  we  establish  the  law. 


CHAPTER  IV. 

!  Abraham's  faith  was  imputed  to  him  for  vighteo  n$ncs$>  10  before  he  was  circum - 
ciwh  1H  fig  f tilth  only  he  and  his  seed  received  the  promise.  16  Abraham  in  the 
fifth**)'  oh  that  believe,  24  Our  faith  also  shall  be  imputed  to  ns  for  righteousness. 

WIIAT  shall  we  say  then  that  Abraham  our  father,  as  pertain¬ 
ing  to  the  flesh  hath  found? 

2  For  if  Abraham  were  justified  by  works,  he  hath  whereof  to 
glory ;  but  not  before  God.  • 

3  For  what  smith  lha  Scripnre '?  Abraham  believed  God,  and  it 
was  counted  unto  him  for  righteousness. 

4  Now  lo  him  that  worketh  is  the  reward  not  reckoned  of  grace, 
but  of  debt. 

5  But  to  him  that  worketh  not,  but  believeth  on  him  that  justi- 
fieth  the  ungodly  ,  his  faith  is  counted  for  ritjlUeov.sness, 

(>  Even  as  David  also  describeth  the  blessedness  of  the  man,  unto 
whom  God  imputelh  righteousness  without  works, 

7  Saying,  Blessed  are  they  whose  iniquities  are  forgiven,  and 
whose  sins  arc  covered. 

S  Blessed  is  the  man  to  whom  the  Lord  will  not  impute  sin. 

0  Cometh  this  blessedness  then  upon  the  circumcision  only,  or 
upon  the  unci  mi  incision  also?  for  we  say  that  faith  was  reckoned  to 

Abraham  for  righteousness. 

\  • 

10  How  was  it  then  reckoned?  when  he  was  in  circumcision,  or 
in  uneireumoisiou  ?  Not  in  circumcision,  but  in  uncircumoision. 

11  And  he  received  the  sign  of  circumcision,  a  seal  of  the  right¬ 
eousness  of  the  faith  which  he  had  yet  being  uncircumcised :  that  he 
might  be  the  father  of  all  them  that  believe,  though  they  be  not  cir¬ 
cumcised  ;  that  righteousness  might  be  imputed  unto  them  also: 

12  And  the  father  of  circumcision  to  them  who  are  not  of  the  cir- 
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oumcision  only,  but  who  also  walk  in  the  steps  of  that  faith  of  our 
father  Abraham,  which  he  had  being  yet  uncircumeised. 

18  For  the  promise,  that  he  should  bo  the  heir  of  the  world,  was 
noL  to  Abraham,  or  to  his  seed,  through  the  law,  but  through  the 
righteousness  of  faith. 

14  For  if  they  which  arc  of  the  law  be  heirs,  faitli  is  made  void, 
and  the  promise  made  of  none  effect: 

lo  Because  the  law  worketh  wrath:  for  where  no  law  is,  there  is 


no  transgression. 

IF*  Therefore  it  is  of  faith,  that  it  might  be  by  grace ;  to  the  end 
the  promise  might  be  sure  to  all  the  seed ;  not  to  that  only  which  is 
of  the  law,  but  to  that  also  which,  is  of  the  faith  of  Abruham ;  who 
is  the  father  of  ns  all, 

17  (As  it  is  written,  T  have  made  thee  a  father  of  many  nations,) 
before  him  whom  he  believed,  oven  God,  who  quickenetb  the  dead, 
and  calleth  those  things  which  be  not  as  though  they  were: 

18  Who  against  hope  believed  in  hope,  that  ho  might,  become  the 
father  of  many  nations,  according  to  that  which  was  spoken,  So 
shall  thy  seed  be. 

Id  And  being  not  weak  in.  faith,  he  considered  not  liis  own  body 
now  dead,  when  he  was  about  a  hundred  years  old,  neither  yet  the 
deadness  of  Sarah’s  womb : 

20  He  staggered  not  at  the  promise  of  God  through  unbelief :  but 
was  strong  in  faith,  giving  glory  to  God  ; 

21  And  being  fully  persuaded,  that  what  he  had  promised,  lie  was 
able  also  to  perform. 

22  And  therefore  it  was  imputed  to  him  for  righteousness. 

23  Now  it  was  not  written  for  bis  sake  alone,  that  it  was  imputed 
to  him ; 

24  But  for  us  also,  to  whom  it  shall  be  imputed,  if  we  believe  on 
him  that  raised  up  J  esus  our  Lord  from  the  dead ; 

25  Who  was  delivered  for  our  offences,  and  was  raised  again  for 

our  justification. 


CHAPTER  V. 

1  Being  justified  by  faith,  tee  have  peace  Kith  Gad,  2  and  joy  in  our  hope,  H  that 
since  we  were  reconciled  by  his  blood,  when  toe  were  enemies,  10  ice  shall  much  more 
be  saved  being  reconciled.  12  As  sin  and  death  came  by  Adam,  17  so  much  more 
righteousness  and  life  by  Jesus  Christ.  20  'Where  sin  abounded,  grace,  did  super- 
abound. 

THEREFORE  being  justified  by  faith,  we  have  peace  with  God 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ : 

2  By  whom  also  we  have  access  by  faith  into  this  grace  wherein 
we  stand,  and  rejoice  in  hope  of  the  glory  of  God. 

3  And  not  only  so,  but  we  glory  in  tribulations  also ;  knowing  that 
tribulation  worketh  patience ; 

4  And  patience,  experience;  and  experience,  hope: 
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r>  And  hope  maketh  not  ashamed;  because  the  love  of  God  is  shed 
abroad  in  our  hearts  by  the  Holy  Ohont  which  is  given  unto  us. 

(j  For  when  we  were  yet  without  strength,  in  due  time  Christ  died 
for  the  ungodly. 

7  For  scarcely  for  a  righteous  man  will  one  die :  yet  peradventnro 
for  a  good  man  so-me  would  even  dare  to  die. 

8  But  God  commondoth  his  love  toward  us,  in  that,  while  wo  were 
yet  sinners  Christ  died  for  us. 

0  Much  more  then,  being  now  justified  by  his  blood,  wc  shall  be 

saved  from  wrath  through  him. 

10  For  if,  when  we  were  enemies,  we  wore  reconciled  to  God  by 
the  death  of  his  Son;  much  more,  being  reconciled,  we  shall  be 
saved  by  his  life. 

11  And  not  only  so,  but  wc  also  joy  in  God  through  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  by  whom  we  have  now  received  the  atonement. 

12  Wherefore,  as  by  one  man  sin  entered  into  the  world,  and 
death  by  sin ;  and  so  death  passed  upon  all  men,  for  that  all  have 
sinned : 

18  (For  until  the  law  sin  was  in  the  world:  but  sin  is  not  imputed 
when  there  is  no  law. 

14  Nevertheless  death  reigned  from  Adam  to  Moses,  even  over 
them  that  had  not  sinned  after  the  similitude  of  Adam's  transgres¬ 
sion,  who  is  the  figure  of  him  that  was  to  eome. 

Jo  Bill;  not  as  the.  offence,  so  also  is  the  free  gift:  for  if  through 
the  offence  of  one  many  be  dead,  much  more  the  grace  of  God,  and 
the  gift  hy  grace,  which  is  by  one  man,  Jesus  Christ,  hath  abounded 
unto  many. 

lb  And  not  as  it  was  by  one  that  sinned,  so  is  the  gift :  for  the 
judgment  was  by  one  to  condemnation,  but  the  free  gift  is  of  many 
offences  unto  justification. 

17  For  if  by  one  man’s  offence  death  reigned  by  one ;  much  more 
they  which  receive  abundance  of  grace  and  of  the  gift  of  righteous¬ 
ness  shall  reign  in  life  hy  one,  JesuB  Christ.) 

18  Therefore,  as  by  the  offence  of  one  judgment  came  upon  all 
men  to  condemnation;  even  so  by  the  righteousness  of  one  the  free 
gift  came  upon  all  meu  unto  justification  of  life. 

19  For  as  by  one  man’s  disobedience  many  were  made  sinners,  so 
by  the  obedience  of  one  shall  many  be  made  righteous. 

V  4/  v 

20  'Moreover  the  law  entered,  that  the  offence  might  abound.  But 
where  ain  abounded,  grace  dirl  much  more  abound : 

21  That  a-s  sin  hath  roignod  unto  death,  even  so  might  grace  reign 
through  righteousness  unto  eternal  life  by  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

1  We  m ay  not  live  in  am,  2  for  we  are  dead  unto  it,  3  as  appe/trejh  hy  our  baptism. 
12  Let  not  sin  reign  any  more ,  18  because  ice  have  yielded  ourselves  to  the  service  of 
righteousness ,  23  and/or  (hat  death  is  the  wages  of  sin. 
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WHAT  shall  we  say  then  ?  Shall  we  continue  in  sin,  that  grace 

may  abound? 

2  God  forbid.  How  shall  we,  that  are  dead  to  sin,  live  any  longer 
therein  ? 

3  Know  ye  not,  that  so  many  of  us  as  were  baptized  into  Jesus 
Christ  were  baptized  into  his  death  ? 

4  Therefore  we  are  burled  with  hint  by  baptism  into  death :  that 
like  as  Christ  was  raised  up  from  the  dead  by  the  glory  of  the 
Father,  even  so  we  also  should  walk  in  newness  of  life. 

5  For  if  wo  have  been  planted  together  in  the  likeness  of  his 
death,  wc  shall  be  also  in  the  likeness  of  his  resurrection : 

6  Knowing  this,  that  our  old  uian  is  crucified  with  him,  that  the 
body  of  sin  might  be  destroyed,  that  henceforth  we  should  not  serve 
situ 

7  For  he  that  is  dead  is  freed  from  sin. 

8  Now  if  we  be  dead  with  Christ,  we  believe  that  we  shall  also 
live  with  him : 

9  Knowing  that  Christ  being  raised  from  the  dead  dielh  no  more; 
death  hath  so  more  dominion  over  him. 

19  For  in.  that  ho  died,  he  died  unto  sin  once:  but  in  that  he 
liveth,  he  liveth  unto  God. 

11  Likewise  reckon  ye  also  yourselves  to  be  dead  indeed  unto  sin, 
but  alive  unto  God  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

12  Let  not  sin  therefore  reign  in  your  mortal  body,  that  vc  should 
obey  it  in  the  lusts  thereof. 

13  Neither  yield  ye  your  members  as  instruments  of  unrighteous¬ 
ness  unto  sin:  but  yield  yourselves  unto  God,  ns  those  that  arc 
alive  from  the  dead,  and  your  members  as  instruments  of  righteous¬ 
ness  unto  God. 

14  For  sin  shall  not  have  dominion  over  yon :  for  ve  arc  not  under 
the  law,  but  under  graoe. 

15  What  then  ?  shall  wc  sin,  because  we  are  not  under  the  law, 
but  under  grace  ?  God  forbid. 

16  Know  ye  not,  that  lo  whom  ye  yield  yourselves  servants  to 
obey,  his  servants  ye  ait1,  to  whom  ye  obey;  whether  of  sin  unto 
death,  or  of  obedience  unto  righteousness  ? 

17  But  Cod  be  thanked,  that  ye  were  the  servants  of  sin,  hut  ye 
have  obeyed  from  the  heart  that  form  of  doctrine  which  was 
delivered  you. 

18  Being  then  made  free  from  sin,  ye  became  the  servants  of 

righteousness. 

19  T  speak  after  the  manner  of  men  because  of  the  infirmity  of 
your  flesh:  for  as  ye  have  yielded  your  members  servants  to  unelean- 
ness  and  to  iniquity  unto  iniquity;  even  so  now  yield  your  members 
servants  to  righteousness  unto  holiness. 

20  For  when  ye  were  the  servants  of  sin,  ye  were  free  from  right- 
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21  What  fruit  had  ye  then  in  those  things  whereof  vc  arc  now 
ashamed  /  for  the  end  of  those  things  is  death. 

22  Hut  now  being  made  free  from  sin,  and  become  servants  to 
God,  ye  have  your  fruit  onto  holiness,  and  the  end  everlasting  life. 

23  For  the  wages  of  sin  is  death;  but  the  gift  of  God  is  eternal  life 
through.  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 


CHAPTER  V1L 

1  No  law  hath  power  over  a  man  longer  than  he  liveth.  4  Hut  we  arc  dead  to  the 
laic .  7  Yet  is  not  the  law  sin ,  13  but  holy,  just,  good}  16  as  I  acknowledge,  who  am 
grieved  because  1  cannot  keep  it* 

KNOW  ye  not,  brethren,  (for  T  speak  to  them  that  know  the 
law,)  how  that  the  law  hath  dominion,  over  a  man  as  long  as 
he  liveth '/ 

2  For  the  woman  which  hath  a  husband  is  bound  by  the  law  to 
her  husband  so  long  as  he  liveth ;  but  if  the  husband  be  dead,  she 
is  loosed  from  the  law  of  her  husband. 

3  So  then  iT,  while  her  husband  liveth,  she  be  married  to  another 
man,  she  shall  be  called  an  adulteress :  but  if  her  husband  be  dead, 
she  is  free  from  that  law;  so  that  she  is  no  adulteress,  though  she 
be  married  to  another  man. 

4  Wherefore,  my  brethren,  ye  also  are  become  dead  to  the  law  by 
the  body  of  Christ;  that  ye  should  be  married  to  another,  even  to 
him  who  is  raised  from  the  dead,  that  we  should  bring  forth  fruit 
unto  God. 

f>  For  when  we  were  in  the  flesh,  the  motions  of  sins,  which  were 
by  the  law,  did  work  in  our  members  to  bring  forth  fruit  unto  death. 
v  (i  But  now  we  are  delivered  from  the  law,  that  being  dead  wherein 
we  were  held ;  that  we  should  serve  in  newness  of  spirit,  and  not  in 
the  oldness  of  the  letter. 

7  What  shall  we  say  then?  Is  the  law  sin?  God  forbid.  Nay, 
I  had  not  known  sin,  bnt  by  the  law :  for  I  had  not  known  lust, 
except  the  law  had  said,  Thou  shalt  not  covet. 

8  But  siu,  taking  occasion  by  the  commandment,  wrought  in  me 
all  manner  of  concupiscence.  For  without  the  law  sin  was  dead. 

For  I  was  alive  without  tho  law  once:  but  when  the  command¬ 
ment  came,  sin  revived,  and  I  died. 

10  And  the  commandment,  which  was  ordained  to  life,  1  found  to 
be  unto  death. 

11  For  sin,  taking  occasion  by  the  commandment,  deceived  me,  and 

by  it  slew  me. 

12  Wherefore  the  law  is  holy,  and  the  commandment  holy,  and  just, 
and  good. 

13  Was  then  that  which  is  good  made  death  rnit-o  me  ?  God  forbid. 
But  ain.  that  it  might  appear  sin,  working  death  in  me  by  that  which 
is  good:  that  sin  by  the  command  went  might  become  exceeding  sinful. 
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14  For  we  know'  tliut  the  law  is  spiritual:  but  I  am  carnal,  sold 

uudo.  r  sin. 

15  For  that  which  I  do,  I  allow  not:  for  what  I  would,  that  do  I 
not ;  but  what  t  hate,  that  do  I. 

1(5  If  then  I  do  that  which  I  would  not,  I  consent  unto  the  law 
that  it  is  good. 

17  Now  then  it  is  no  more  I  (hat  do  it,  but  sin  that  dwelleth  in  me. 

IS  For  1  know  that  in  me  (that  is,  in  my  flesh,)  dwelleth  no  good 
thing:  for  to  will  is  present  with  me;  but  how*  to  perform  that  which 
is  good  1  find  not. 

19  For  the  good  that  I  would,  I  do  not:  but  the  evil  which  T 
would  not,  that  T  do. 

20  Now  i  f I  do  that  I  would  not,  it  is  no  more  I  that  do  it,  but  sin 
that  dwelleth  in  me. 

21  1  find  then  a  law,  that,  when  T  would  do  good,  evil  is  present 
with  me. 


22  For  I  delight  in  the  law  of  God  after  the  inward  man : 

23  But  I  see  {mother  law  in  my  members,  warring  against  the  law 
of  my  mind,  and  bringing  me  into  captivity  to  the  law  of  sin  which 
is  in  my  membera. 

24  ()  wretched  man  that  I  am!  who  shall  deliver  me  from  the  body 
of  thin  death  ? 

25  T  thank  God  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  So  then  with  the 
mind  I  myself  serve  the  law  of  God;  but  with  the  flesh  the  law 
of  sin. 


CHAPTER  VIII. 

1  They  that  are  in  Christ ,  awl  live  according  to  the  Spirit ,  are.  free  f  rom  condem¬ 
nation.  6, 13  What  harm  comefh  of  the  Jlrxh ,  14  and  what  good  of  the  Spirit :  17 

and  what  of  being  Owl’s  child,  11)  tvhose  glorious  deliverance  all  things  long  for,  2JI 
wax  beforehand  decreet!  from  Cod.  38  What  can  sever  us  from  his  love? 

f'T'IHERK  is  therefore  now  no  condemnation  to  them  which  are  in 
L  Christ  Jesus,  who  walk  not  after  the  flesh,  but  after  the  Spirit. 

2  For  the  law  of  the  Spirit  of  life  in  Christ  Jesus  hath  made  me 
free  from  the  law  of  .sin  and  death. 

3  For  what  the  law  could  not  do,  in  that  it  was  weak  through  the 
flesh,  God  sending  his  own  Son  in  the  likeness  of  sinful  flesh,  and 
for  sin,  condemned  sill  in  the  flesh: 

4  That  the  righteousness  of  the  law  might  be  fulfilled  in  us,  who 
walk  not  after  the  flesh,  but  after  the  Spirit. 

5  For  they  that  are  after  the  flesh  do  mind  the  things  of  the  flesh: 
but  they  that  are  after  the  Spirit,  the  tilings  of  the  Spirit. 

<>  For  to  lie  carnally  minded  is  death;  but  to  be  spiritually  minded 
is  life  and  peace. 

i  Recause  the  carnal  mind  is  enmity  against  God :  for  it  is  not 
subjeot  to  the  law  of  God,  neither  indeed  can  be. 

<S  So  then  they  that  arc  in  the  flesh  cannot  please  God. 
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9  Rut  ye  are  not  in  the  flesh,  but  in  the  Spirit,  if  so  be  that  the 
Spirit  of  (.toil  dwell  in  you.  Now  if  any  man  have  not  the  Spirit  of 
Christ,  he  is  none  of  his. 

10  A  ml  i  f  Christ  be  in  you,  the  body  is  dead  because  of  sin ;  but 
the  Spirit  is  life  because  of  righteousness. 

11  Hut  if  the  Spirit  of  him  that  raised  up  Jesus  from  the  dead 
dwell  in  you,  he  that  raised  up  Christ  from  the  dead  shall  also 
quicken  your  mortal  bodies  by  his  Spirit  that  dwell eth  in  you. 

12  Therefore,  brethren,  wo  arc  debtors,  not  to  the  flesh,  to  live 
after  the  flesh. 

13  For  if  ye  live  after  the  flesh,  ye  shall  die:  but  if  ye  through, 
the  Spirit  do  mortify  the  deeds  of  the  body,  ye  shall  live. 

14  For  as  many  as  are  led  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  they  are  the  sons 
of  God. 

15  For  ye  have  not  received  the  spirit  of  bondage  again  to  fear; 
lmt  ye  have  received  the  Spirit  of  adoption,  whereby  we  cry,  Abba, 
Father. 

10  The  Spirit  itself  beareth  witness  with  our  spirit,  that  we  are  the 
children  of  God : 

IT  A ud  if  children,  then  heirs;  heirs  of  God,  and  joint  heirs  with 
Christ ;  if  so  be  that  we  suffer  with  him,  that  we  may  be  also  glorified 
together. 

13  For  1  reckon  that  the  sufferings  of  this  present  time  are 
not  worthy  to  be  compared  with,  the  glory  which  shall  be  revealed 
in  us. 

19  For  the  earnest  expectation  of  the  creature  walteth  for  the 
manifestation  of  the  sons  of  God. 

20  For  the  creature  was  made  subject  to  vanity,  not  willingly,  but 
by  reason  of  him  who  hath  subjected  the  same  in  hope; 

21  Jtecause  the  creature  Itself  also  shall  bo  delivered  from  the 
lxnulage  of  corruption  into  the  ylorious  liberty  of  the  children  of 
God. 

22  For  wo  know  that  the  whole  creation  groaneth  and  travaileth 
in  pain  together  until  now. 

23  And  not  only  they,  but  ourselves  also,  which  have  the  firstfruits 
of  the  Spirit,  even  we  ourselves  groan  within  ourselves,  waiting  for 
the  adoption,  to  wit,  the  redemption  of  our  body. 

24  For  we  are  saved  by  hope:  but  hope  that  is  seen  is  not  hope: 
for  what  a  man  seeth,  why  doth  he  yet  hope  for  ? 

25  Hut  if  we  hope  for  that  we  see  not,  then  do  we  with  patience 
wait  for  it. 

2G  Likewise  the  Spirit  also  helpeth  our  infirmities :  for  we  know 
not  what  we  should  pray  for  as  wc  ought :  but  the  Spirit  itself  mak- 
eth  intercession  for  us  with  groan ings  which  cannot  be  uttered. 

27  And  he  that  searchetli  the  hearts  knoweth  what  is  the  mind  of 
the  Spirit,  because  he  niaketh  intercession  for  the  saints  according 

to  the  will  of  God.

28  Ami  we  know  that  all  tilings  work  together  for  good  to  them 
that  love  God,  to  them  who  are.  the  called  according  to  his  purpose. 

21)  For  whom  he  did  foreknow,  he  also  did  predestinate  lo  be  con¬ 
formed  to  the  image  of  his  Son,  that  lie  might  be  the  firstborn 
among  many  brethren. 

30  Moreover,  whom  he  did  predestinate,  them  he  also  called:  and 
whom  he  called,  them  he  also  justified :  and  whom  he  justified,  them 
he  also  glorified. 

31  What  shall  we  then  say  to  these  tilings  ?  If  God  ho  for  us, 
who  can  he  against  us  ? 

32  He  that  spared  not  his  own  Son,  but  delivered  him  up  for  us 
all,  how  shall  he  not  with  him  also  freely  give  us  all  things  ? 

33  Who  shall  lay  any  thing  to  the  charge  of  God's  elect  ?  It  is 
God  that  justifieth. 

34  Who  is  lie  that  condemneth  ?  It.  is  Christ  that  died,  yea  rather, 
that  is  risen  again,  who  is  even  at  the  right  hand  of  God,  who  also 
maketh  intercession  for  its. 

3/5  Who  shall  separate  us  from  the  love  of  Christ  ?  shall  tribula¬ 
tion,  or  distress,  or  persecution,  or  famine,  or  nakedness,  or  peril,  or 

sword  ? 

30  As  it  is  written,  For  thy  sake  we  are  killed  all  the  daylong; 
we  are  accounted  as  sheep  for  the  slaughter. 

37  Nay,  in  all  these  things  we  are  more  than  conquerors  through 
him  that  loved  us. 

38  For  1  am  persuaded,  that  neither  death,  nor  life,  nor  angels, 
nor  principalities,  nor  powers,  nor  things  present,  nor  things  to 
com  e, 

39  Nor  height,  nor  depth,  nor  any  other  creature,  shall  he  able  to 
separate  us  from  the  love  of  God,  which  is  ill  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord. 


CH AVTEli  IX. 

1  Paul  is  sorry  for  the.  Jews.  7  All  the  seed  of  Abraham  were  nut  the  children  of 
the  promise.  18  God  hath,  mercy  upon  whom  he  will.  21  The  palter  man  <U>  with  hi* 
clay  what  he  list.  25  The  culling  of  the  Gentile *  tout  rejecting  of  the  Jews  tc^re  f <</"■- 
told.  32  The.  cause  why  so  few  Jews  embraced  the  righteousness  of  faith. 

ISAY  the  truth  in  Christ,  T  lie  not,  iny  conscience  also  bearing  me 
witness  in  the  lioly  Ghost, 

2  That  I  have  great  heaviness  and  continual  sorrow  in  my  heart. 

3  For  I  could  wish  that  myself  were  accursed  from  Christ  for  my 
brethren,  my  kin  sm  en  according  to  th  e  flesh : 

4.  Who  are  Israelites;  to  whom  pertaineth  the  adoption,  and  the 
glory ,  and  the  covenants ,  and  the  giving  of  the  late,  ami  the  m-rrir.e  o  f 
God ,  and  the  promises ; 

«>  Whose  are  the  fathers,  and  of  whom  as  concerning  the  flesh 

/  w  V 

Christ  came,  who  is  over  all,  God  blessed  for  ever.  Amen. 

G  Not  as  though  the  word  of  God  ha  th  taken  none  effect*  For 
they  are  not  all  Israel,  which  arc  of  Israel : 
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7  Neither,  because  they  are  the  seed  of  Abraham,  are  they  all 
children :  but,  In  Isaac  shall  tliy  seed  be  called, 

S  That  is,  They  which  are  the  children  of  the  Jiesh,  these  arc  not 
the  children  of  God:  but  the  children  of  the  promise  are  counted  for 
the  seed. 

0  For  this  is  the  word  of  promise,  At  this  time  will  T  come,  and 
Sarah  shall  have  a  son. 

10  And  not  only  this ;  but  when  Rebecca  also  had  conceived  by 
one,  even  by  our  father  Isaac, 

1 1  (For  the  children  being  not  yet  born,  neither  having  done  any 
good  or  evil,  that  the  purpose  of  God  according  to  election  might 
stand,  not  of  works,  but  of  him  that  calleth ;) 

111  it  was  said  unto  her,  The  elder  shall  serve  the  younger. 

13  As  it  is  written,  Jacob  have  I  loved,  but  Esau  have  T  hated. 

14  What  shall  we  say  then  7  Is  there  unrighteousness  with  God? 
God  forbid. 

ir>  For  he  saith  to  Moses,  I  will  have  mercy  on  whom  I  will  have 
mercy,  and  1  will  have  compassion  on  whom  1  will  have  compas¬ 
sion. 

1(3  So  then  it  is  not  of  him  that  willeth ,  nor  of  him  that  runneth, 
but  of  God  that  sheweth  mercy. 

17  F or  the  Scripture  saith  unto  Pharaoh,  Even  for  this  same  pur¬ 
pose  have  I  raised  thee  up,  that  I  might  shew  my  power  in  thee,  and 
that  my  name. might  bo  declared  throughout  all  the  earth. 

15  Therefore  hath  he  mercy  on  whom  he  will  have  mercy,  and 
whom  he  will  he  hardeneth. 

19  Thou  wilt  say  then  unto  me,  Why  doth  he  yet  find  fault  ?  For 
who  hath  resisted  his  will  ? 

20  Xay  but,  0  man,  who  art  thou  that  repliest  against  God? 
Shall  the  thing  formed  say  to  him  that  formed  it,  Why  hast  thou 
made  me  thus  ? 

21  Hath  not  the  potter  power  over  the  clay,  of  the  same  lump  to 
make  one  vessel  unto  honour,  and  another  unto  dishonour? 

22  What  if  God,  willing  to  shew  his  wrath,  and  to  make  his  power 
known,  endured  with  much  longsuffering  the  vessels  of  wrath  fitted 
to  destruction : 

23  And  that  he,  might  make  known  the  riches  of  his  glory  on  the 
vessels  of  mercy,  which  he  had  afore  prepared  unto  glory, 

24  Even  us,  whom  he  hath  called,  not  of  tlic  Jews  only,  but  also 
of  the  Gentiles? 

25  As  lxo  saith  also  in  Osee,  I  will  call  them  my  people,  which 
were  not  my  people;  and  her  beloved,  which  was  not  beloved. 

20  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  in  the  place  where  it  was  said 
unto  them,  Ye  are  not  my  people;  there  shall  they  be  called  the 
children  of  the  living  God. 

27  Esaias  also  crieth  concerning  Israel,  Though  the  number  of  tlie 
children  of  Israel  be  as  the  sand  of  the  sea,  a  remnant  shall  be  saved: 
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28  For  he  will  finish  the  work,  and  cut  it  short  in  righteousness: 
because  a  short  work  will  the  Lord  make  upon  the  earth. 

29  And  as  Esaias  said  before,  Except  the  Lord  of  Sabaoth  hud 
left  us  a  seed,  we  had  been  as  Sodoma,  and  boon  made  like  unto 

Gomorrah. 

30  What  shall  we  say  then  ?  That  the  Gentiles,  which  followed 
not  after  righteousness,  have  attained  to  righteousness,  even  Lite 
righteousness  which  is  of  faith. 

31  But  Israel,  which  followed  after  the  law  of  righteousness,  hath 
not  attained  to  the  law  of  righteousness. 

32  Wherefore?  Because  they  sought  it  not  by  faith,  but  as  it 
were  by  the  works  of  the  law.  For  they  stumbled  at  that  stumbling- 
stone  ; 

33  As  it  is  written,  Behold,  T  lay  in  Sion  a  stumblingstone  and 
rock  of  offence:  and  whosoever  believeth  on  him  shall  not  be 
ashamed. 


CHAPTER  X. 

5  The  Scripture  ahetoeth  the  difference  betwixt  the  righteousness  of  the  laic ,  a*ic< 
this  of  faith,  11  and  that  all ,  both  Jew  and  Gentile,  that  believe,  shall  not  be  con¬ 
founded,  18  and  that  the  Gentiles  shall  receive  the  word  and  believe ,  J9  Israel  kus 
not  ignorant  of  these  things . 

T>11ETHREN,  my  heart’s  desire  and  prayer  to  God  for  Israel  is, 

that  they  might  be  saved. 

2  For  I  bear  them  record  that  they  have  a  zeal  of  Gocl,  but  not 
according  to  knowledge. 

3  For  they,  being  ignorant  of  God’s  righteousness,  and  going  about 
to  establish  their  own  righteousness,  have  not  submitted  themselves 
unto  the  righteousness  of  God. 

4  For  Christ  is  the  end  of  the  lav v  for  righteousuess  to  every  one 

that  believeth. 

5  For  Moses  describeth  the  righteousness  which  is  of  the  laiv, 
That  the  man  which  doeth  those  things  shall  live  by  them. 

6  But  the  righteousness  which  is  of  faith  speaketli  on  this  wise, 
Say  not  in  thine  heart,  Who  shall  ascend  Into  heaven  ?  (that  is,  to 
bring  Christ  down  from  above :) 

7  Or,  Who  shall  descend  into  the  deep?  (that  is,  to  bring  up 
Christ  again  from  the  dead.) 

8  But  what  saith  it  ?  The  word  is  nigh  thee,  even  in  thy  mouth, 
and  in  thy  heart:  that  is,  the  word  of  faith,  which  we  preach; 

9  That  if  thou  shalt  confess  with  thy  mouth  the  Lord  Jesus,  and 
shalt  believe  in  thine  heart  that  God  hath  raised  him  from  the  dead, 
thou  Bhalt  be  saved. 

10  For  with  the  heart  man  believeth  unto  righteousness:  and  with 
the  mouth  confession  is  made  unto  salvation. 

11  For  the  Scripture  saith.  Whosoever  believeth  on.  him  shall  not 
be  ashamed. 
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12  For  there  is  uo  difference  between  the  Jew  and  the  Greek:  for 
the  same  Lord  over  all  is  rich  unto  all  that  call  upon  him. 

13  For  whosoever  shall  call  upon  the  name  of  the  Lord  shall  be 
saved. 

14  How  then  shall  they  eall  on  him  in  whom  they  have  not  be¬ 
lieved  V  and  how  shall  they  believe  in  him  of  whom  they  have  not 
heard  ?  and  how  shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher  ? 

ir>  And  how'  shall  they  preach,  except  they  be  sent?  as  it  is 
written,  How  beautiful  are  the  feet  of  them  that  preach  the  gospel  of 
peace,  and  bring  glad  tidings  of  good  things ! 

Id  Bui  they  have  not  all  obeyed  the  gospel.  For  Tkaian  saith, 
Lord,  who  hath  believed  our  report  ? 

17  9o  then  faith  cometh  by  hearing,  and  hearing  by  the  word  erf 
God. 

18  But  I  say,  Have  they  not  heard  ?  Tea  verily,  their  sound  went 
into  all  the  earth,  and  their  words  unto  the  ends  of  the  world. 

v  19  But  T  say,  Did  not  Israel  k  now  ?  First  Moses  saith,  I  will  pro¬ 
voke  you  to  jealousy  by  them  that  arc  no  people,  and  by  a  foolish 
nation  I  will  anger  you. 

20  But  Esaias  is  very  bold,  and  saith,  I  was  found  of  them  that 
sought  me  not:  I  was  made  manifest  unto  them  that  aBked  not  after 
me. 

21  But  to  Israel  he  saith,  All  day  long  I  have  stretched  forth  my 
hands  unto  a  disobedient  and  gainsaying  people. 

CHAPTER  XT. 

1  God  hath  not  cast  off  all  Israel.  7  Sonic  ware  elected,  though  the  rest  were  hard¬ 
ened.

For  I 
nlso  am  an  Israelite,  of  the. seed  of  Abraham,  of  the  tribe  of 

Benjamin. 

2  God  hath  not  east  away  his  people  which  he  foreknew.  W ot  ye 
not  what  the  Scripture  saith  of  Elias  ?  how  he  maketh  intercession 
to  God  against  Israel,  saying, 

3  Lord,  they  have  killed  thy  prophets,  and  digged  down  thine  altars ; 
and  I  am  left  alone,  and  they  seek  my  life. 

4  But  what  saith  the  answer  of  God  unto  him  ?  I  have  reserved 
to  mvsel  f  seven  thousand  men,  who  have  not  bowed  the  knee  to  the

image  of  Baal. 

o  Even  so  then  at  this  present  time  also  there  is  a  remnant  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  election  of  grace. 

(>  A  » d  if  by  grace,  then  is  it  no  more  of  workB :  otherwise  grace  is 
no  more  grace.  But  if  it  be  of  workB,  then  it  is  no  more  grace ;  other¬ 
wise  work  is  no  more  work. 
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7  What  then?  Israel  hath  not  obtained  that  which  he  seeketh 
for;  but  the  election  hath  obtained  it,  and  the  rest  were  blinded 

8  (According  as  it  is  written,  God  hath  given  them  the  spirit  of 
slumber,  eyes  that  they  should  not  see,  and  ears  that  they  should 
not  hear;)  unto  this  day. 

9  And  David  saith,  Let.  their  table  be  made  a  snare,  and  a  <m/», 
and  a  stmnbUngblock,  and  a  recompense  unto  them : 

10  Let  their  eyes  be  darkened,  that  they  may  not  see,  and  bow 
down  their  back  alway. 

11  T  say  then,  Have  they  stumbled  that  they  should  fall?  God 
forbid:  but  rather  through  their  fall  salvation  is  come  unto  the  Gen¬ 
tiles,  for  to  provoke  them  to  jealousy. 

12  Now  if  the  fall  of  them  be  the  riches  of  the  world,  and  the 
diminishing  of  them  the  riches  of  the  Gentiles ;  how  much  more  their 

fulness  ? 

18  For  I  speak  to  you  Gentiles,  inasmuch  as  I  am  the  apostle  of 
the  Gentiles,  l  magnify  mine  office : 

14  If  by  any  means  I  may  provoke  to  emulation  them  which  are 
my  flesh ;  and  might  save  some  of  them. 

15  For  if  the  casting  away  of  them  be  the  reconciling  of  the  world, 
what  shall  the  receiving  of  them  be,  but  life  from  the  dead  ? 

16  For  if  the  firstfruit  be  holy,  the  lump  is  also  holy:  and  if  the 
root  be  holy,  so  are  the  branches. 

17  And  if  some  of  the  branches  be  broken  off,  and  thou,  being  a 
wild  olive  tree,  wert  graffed  in  among  them,  and  with  them  partakest 
of  the  root  and  fatnesB  of  the  olive  tree; 

18  Boast  not  against  the  branches.  Rut  if  thou  boast,  thou  beams t 
not  the  root,  but  the  wot  thee. 

19  Thou  wilt  say  then,  The  branches  were  broken  off,  that  I  might 
be  gralfed  in. 

20  Well;  because  of  unbelief  they  were  broken  off,  and  thou  stand- 
est  by  faith.  Be  not  high  minded,  but  fear: 

21  For  if  God  spared  not  the  natural  branches,  take  heed  lest  he 
also  spare  not  thee. 

22  Behold  therefore  the  goodness  and  severity  of  God:  on  them 
which  fell,  severity ;  but  toward  thee,  goodness,  if  thou  continue  in 
his  goodness :  otherwise  thou  also  shalt  be  cut  off. 

28  And  they  also,  if  they  abide  not  still  in  unbelief,  shall  be  graffed 
in  :  for  God  is  able  to  graff  them  in  again. 

24  For  if  thou  wert.  cut.  out  oF  the  olive  tree  which  is  wild  by 

hr 

nature,  and  wert  graffed  contrary  to  nature  into  a  good  olive  tree : 
how  much  more  shall  these,  which  be  the  natural  branches,  he  grafted 
into  their  own  olive  tree  ? 

25  For  I  would  not,  brethren,  that  ye  should  be  ignorant  of  this 
mystery,  lest  ye  should  be  wise  in  your  own  conceits,  that  blindness 
in  part  is  happened  to  Israel,  until  the  fulness  of  the  Gentiles  lie 
come  in. 
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20  A  ml  so  all  Israel  shall  be  saved.:  as  it  is  written,  There  shall 
come  out  of  Sion  the  Deliverer,  and  shall  tarn  away  ungodliness  from 
J  acob : 

27  For  this  is  my  covenant  unto  them,  when  I  shall  take  away 
their  sins. 

28  As  concerning  the  gospel,  they  are  enemies  for  your  sakes :  but 
as  touching  the  election,  they  are  beloved  for  the  fathers'  sakes. 

29  For  the  gifts  and  calling  of  God  are  without  repentance. 

80  For  as  yo  in  times  past  have  not  believed  God,  yet  have  now 
obtained  mercy  through  their  unbelief : 

31  Even  so  have  these  also  now  not  believed,  that  through  your 
mercy  they  also  may  obtain  mercy. 

32  For  God  hath  concluded  them  all  in  unbelief,  that  he  might 
have  mercy  upon  all. 

33  O  the  depth  of  the  riches  both  of  the  wisdom  and  knowledge 
of  God !  how  unsearchable  arc  his  judgments,  and  his  ways  past 
finding  oat! 

31  For  who  hath  known  the  mind  of  the  Lord?  or  who  hath  been 

his  counsellor  t 

35  Or  who  hath  first  given  to  him,  and  it  shall  be  recompensed 
unto  him  again  ? 

36  For  of  him,  and  through  him,  and  to  him,  are  all  things:  to 
whom  be  glory  for  ever.  Amen.

3  No  man  must  think  too  well  of 
himself,  i>  but  attend  every  one  on  that  mHing  wherein  he.  is  placed.  9  Love,  and 
many  other  duties,  are  required  of  its.  YJ  lievenge  is  specialty  forbidden. 

I  BESEECH  you  therefore,  brethren,  by  the  mercies  of  God,  that 
ye  present  your  bodies  a  living  sacrifice,  holy,  acceptable  unto  God., 
which  is  vour  reasonable  service.

2  And  be  not  conformed  to  this  world:  but  be  ye  transformed  by 
the  renewing  of  your  mind,  that  ye  may  prove  what  is  that  good, 
and  acceptable,  and  perfect  will  of  God. 

3  For  T  say,  through  the  grace  given  unto  me,  to  every  man  that 
is  among  you,  not  (o  think  of  himself  more  highly  than  he  ought  to 
think ;  but  to  think  soberly,  according  as  God  hath  dealt  to  every 
man  the  measure  of  faith. 

4  For  as  we  have  many  members  in  one  body,  and  all  members 
have  not  the  same  office : 

5  So  wo,  being  many,  are  one  body  in  Christ,  and  every  one  mem¬ 
bers  one  of  another. 

(»  Having  then  gifts  differing  according  to  the  grace  that  is  given 
to  us,  whether  prophecy,  let  us  prophesy  according  to  the  proportion 
of  faith; 

7  Or  ministry,  let  us  wait  on  our  ministering:  or  he  that  teacheth, 
on  teaching; 
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8  Or  lie  that  oxhorteth,  on  exhortation:  he  that  giveth,  let  him 
do  it  with  simplicity;  he  that  ruleth,  with  diligence;  he  that  shew- 
et.h  mercy,  with  cheerfulness. 

0  Let  love  be  without  dissimulation.  Abhor  that  which  is  evil  ; 
cleave  to  that  which  is  good. 

10  Be  kindly  aft'ectioned  one  to  another  with  brotherly  love ;  in 
honour  preferring  one  another; 

11  Hot  slothful  in  business;  fervent  in  spirit;  serving  the  Lord; 

12  Rejoicing  in  hope;  patient  in  tribulation;  continuing  instant  in 
prayer ; 

13  Distributing  to  the  necessity  of  saints;  given  to  hospitality. 

14  BIobb  them  which  persecute  you :  bless,  and  curse  not. 

15  Rejoice  with  them  that  do  rejoice,  and  weep  with  them  that 
weep. 

16  lie  of  the  same  mind  one  toward  another.  Mind  not  high 
things,  but  condescend  to  men  of  low  estate.  Be  not  wise  in  your 

own  conceits. 

17  Recompense  to  no  man  evil  tor  evil.  Provide  things  honest  in 
the  sight  of  all  men. 

18  If  it  be  possible,  as  much  as  lieth  in  you,  live  peaceably  with 
all  men. 

19  Dearly  beloved,  avenge  not  yourselves,  but  rather  give  place 
unto  wrath :  for  it  is  written,  Vengeance  is  mine ;  I  will  repay,  saith 
the  Lord. 

20  Therefore  if  thine  enemy  hunger,  feed  him ;  if  lie  thirst,  give 
him  drink :  for  in  so  doing  thou  shalt  heap  coals  of  fire  on  his  head. 

21  Be  not  overcome  of  evil,  hut  overcome  evil  with  good. 


CHAPTER  XIII. 


1  Subjection,  and  many  other  duties,  tee  otee  to  the  magistrates.  8  Love  is  the 
fulfilling  of  the  law.  11  Gluttony  und  drunkenness,  and  the  works  of  darkness,  an: 
out  of  season  in  the  time  of  the  gospel. 


LET  every  sonl  be  subject,  unto  the  higher  powers.  For  there  is 
no  power  but  of  God:  the  powers  that  be  are  ordained  of  God. 
2  Whosoever  therefore  resisteth  the  power,  resistoth  the  ordinance 
of  God:  and  they  that  resist  shall  receive  to  themselves  damnation. 

3  For  rulers  are  not  a  terror  to  good  works,  but  to  the  evil.  Wilt 
thou  then  not  be  afraid  of  the  power  ?  do  that  which  is  good,  and 
thou  shalt  have  praise  of  the  same: 

4  For  he  is  the  minister  of  God  to  thee  for  good.  But  if  thou  do 
that  which  is  evil,  be  afraid;  for  he  bearoth  not  the  sword  in  vain: 
for  he  is  the  minister  of  God,  a  revenger  to  execute  wrath  upon  him 
that  doeth  evil. 

5  Wherefore  ye  must  needs  be  subject,  not  only  for  wrath,  but  also 
for  conscience’  sake. 

6  For,  for  this  cause  pay  ye  tribute  also :  for  they  are  God’s  miu 
inters,  attending  continually  upon  this  very  thing. 
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7  Render  therefore  to  all  their  dues:  tribute  to  whom  tribute  is 
due ;  custom  to  whom  custom ;  fear  to  whom  fear ;  honour  to  whom 
honour. 

8  Owe  no  man  any  thing,  but  to  love  one  another:  for  he  that 
loveth  another  hath  fulfilled  the  law. 

9  For  this,  Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery,  Thou  shalt  not  kill, 
Thou  shalt  not  steal,  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness,  Thou  shalt 
not  covet;  and  if  there  be  any  other  commandment,  it  is  briefly 
comprehended  in  this  saying,  namely,  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour 

m i  thyself. 

10  Love  worketli  no  ill  to  his  neighbour :  therefore  love  is  the  ful¬ 
filling  of  the  law. 

11  And  that,  knowing  the  time,  that  now  it  is  high  time  to  awake 
out  of  sleep :  for  now  is  our  salvation  nearer  than  when  we  believed. 

12  The.  night  is  far  spent,  the  day  is  at  hand:  let  us  therefore  cast 
off  the  works  of  darkness,  and  let  us  put  on  the  armour  of  light. 

18  Lot  ns  walk  honestly,  as  in  the  day;  not  in  rioting  and  drunk¬ 
enness,  not  in  chambering  and  wantonness,  not  in  strife  and  envying: 

1 1  lint  put  ye  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  make  not  provision  for 
the  flesh,  to  fulfil  the  lusts  thereof. 

CHAPTER  XIV. 

3  Men  nmy  not  contemn  nor  condemn  one  the  other  for  things  indifferent :  13  fcuf 
take  heed  that  they  give  no  offence  in  them  ;  15 for  that  the  apostle  proveth  tmiaicf i si 
by  mu ny  reasons. 

HIM  that  is  weak  in  the  faith  receive  ye,  but  not  to  doubtful 

disputations. 

2  For  one  beiieveth  that  he  may  eat  all  things :  another,  who  is 
weak)  eateth  herbs. 

8  Let  not  him  that  eateth  despise  him  that  eateth  not;  and  let  not 
him  which  eateth  not  judge  him  that  eateth:  for  God  hath  received 
him. 

4  Who  art  thou  that  judgest  another  man’s  servant  ?  to  his  own 
master  he  standeth  or  falleth ;  yea,  he  shall  be  holden  up :  for  God 
is  able  to  make  him  stand. 

o  One  man  esteemeth  one  day  above  another:  another  estccmeth 
every  day  alike.  Let  every  man  be  fully  persuaded  in  his  own  mind. 

(i  He  that,  regardeth  the  day,  Tcgardcth  it.  unto  the  Lord:  and  he 
that  regardeth  not  the  day,  to  the  Lord  he  doth  not  regard  it.  He 
that  eateth,  eateth  to  the  Lord,  for  he  giveth  God  thanks;  and  he  that 
eateth  not,  to  the  Lord  he  eateth  not,  and  giveth  God  thanks. 

7  For  none  of  us  liveth  to  himself,  and  no  man  dicth  to  himself. 

8  For  whether  we  live,  we  live  unto  the  Lord;  and 'whether  we 
die.  wo  die  unto  the  Lord  :  whether  we  live  therefore,  or  die,  we  are 

the  Lord’s. 

!)  For  to  this  end  Christ  both  died,  and  rose,  and  revived,  that  he 
might  lie  Lord  both  of  the  dead  and  living. 
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1 0  But  why  dost  thou  judge  thy  brother  ?  or  why  dost  thou  set  at 
nought  thy  brother  ?  for  we  shall  all  stand  before  the  judgment  seat 

of  Christ. 

11  For  it  is  written.  As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord,  every  knee  shall  Ikjw 
to  me,  and  every  tongue  shall  confess  to  God. 

12  So  then  every  one  of  us  shall  give  account  of  himself  to  (lud. 

13  Let  us  not  therefore  judge  one  another  any  more :  but  judge 
tfifa  rather,  that  no  man  put  a  stumblingblock  or  an  occasiou  to  fall  in 
his  brother’s  way7. 

14  I  know,  and  am  persuaded  by  the  Lord  Jesus,  that  there  is 
nothing  unclean  of  itself :  but  to  him  that  esteemeth  any  tiling  to  be 

unclean,  to  him  it  is  unclean. 

» 

15  But  if  thy7  brother  be  grieved  with  thy  meat,  now  walkost  thou 
not  oharitably.  Destroy7  not  him  with  ihy  meat,  for  whom  Christ,  died. 

16  Let  not  then  your  good  be  evil  spoken  of : 

17  For  the  kingdom  of  God  is  not  meat  and  drink;  blit  righteous¬ 
ness,  and  peace,  and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost 

18  For  he  that  in  these  tilings  serveth  Christ  is  acceptable  to  God, 
and  approved  of  men. 

19  Let  us  therefore  follow  after  the  things  which  make  for  peace, 
and  things  wherewith  one  may  edify  another. 

20  Por  meat  destroy  not  the  work  of  God.  All  things  indeed  nre 
pure ;  but  it  is  evil  for  that  man  who  catetli  with  offence. 

21  It  is  good  neither  to  eat  Besh,  nor  to  drink  wine,  nor  any  Ihing 
whereby  thy  brother  stumbleth,  or  is  offended,  or  is  made  weak. 

22  Hast  thou  faith  ?  have  it  to  thyself  before  God.  Happy  is  lie 
that  condemneth  not  himself  in  that  thing  which  he  allowoth. 

23  And  he  that  doubteth  is  damned  if  lie  eat,  because  he  eatetli 
not  of  faith :  for  whatsoe  ver  is  not  of  faith  is  sin. 


CHAPTER  XV.

and  not  to  please  ourselves. 

2  Let  every  one  of  us  please  his  neighbour  for  his  good  to  edifi¬ 
cation. 


3  For  even  Christ  pleased  not  himself ;  but,  as  it  is  written,  The 
reproaches  of  them  that  reproached  thee  fell  on  me. 

4  For  whatsoever  things  were  written  aforetime  were  written  for 
our  learning,  that  we  through  patience  and  comfort  of  the  Scriptures 
might  have  hope. 

5  Now  the  God  of  patience  and  consolation  grant,  you  to  be  like- 
minded  one  toward  another  according  to  Christ  Jesus : 
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0  That  ye  may  with  one  mind  and  one  mouth  glorify  God,  even  the 
Father  of  our  Lord  .Jesus  Christ. 


7  Wherefore  receive  ye  (me  ano (her,  as  Christ  also  received  its,  to 

the  glory  of  God. 

S  Now  I  say  that  Jesus  Christ  was  a  minister  of  the  circumcision 


for  the  truth  of  Cod,  to  confirm  the  promises  made  unto  the  fathers:

word  and  deed, 

It)  Through  mighty  signs  and  wonders,  by  the  power  of  the  Spirit 
of  God;  so  (.lull  from  Jerusalem,  and  round  about  unto  Illyrlcum,  I 
have  fully  preached  the  gospel  of  Christ. 

20  Vea,  so  have  I  strived  to  preach  the  gospel,  not  where  Christ 
was  named,  lest  1  should  build  upon  another  mail’s  foundation : 

21  But  as  it  is  written,  To  whom  he  was  not  spoken  of,  they  shall 
see;  and  they  that,  have  not  heard  shall  understand. 

22  For  which  cause  also  1  have  been  much  hindered  from  coming 


to  vou. 

22  But  now  having  no  more  place  in  these  parts,  and  having  a 
great  desire  these  many  years  to  come  unto  you ; 

24  Whensoever  1  take  my  journey  into  Spain,  T  will  come  to  you : 
for  T  trust  to  see  you  in  my  journey,  and  to  be  brought  on  my  way 
thitherward  by  you.  if  first  L  be  somewhat  filled  with  your  company. 

25  But  now  I  go  unto  Jerusalem  to  minister  unto  the  saints. 


27a 
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26  For  it  hath  pleased,  them  of  Macedonia  and  Achata  to  make  a 
certain  contribution  for  the  poor  saints  which  are  at  Jerusalem. 

27  It  hath  pleased  them  verily ;  and  their  debtors  they  are.  For 
if  the  Gentiles  have  been  made  partakers  of  their  spiritual  things, 
their  duty  is  also  to  minister  unto  them  in  carnal  things. 

28  When  therefore  I  have  performed  this,  and  have  sealed  to 
them  this  fruit,  1  will  come  by  you  into  Spain.

31  That  I  may  be  delivered  from  them  that  do  not  believe  in 
Judaea ;  and  that  my  service  which  I  have  for  Jerusalem  may  be 
accepted  of  the  saints ;

5  Likewise  greet  the  church  that  is  in  their  house.  Salute  my 
well  beloved  Epenaetus,  who  is  the  flrstfruits  of  Achaia  unto  Christ. 

6  Greet  Mary,  who  bestowed  much  labour  oil  us. 

7  Salute  Andronicus  and  Junia,  my  kinsmen,  and  my  fellow  pris¬ 
oners,  who  aro  of  note  among  the  apostles,  who  also  wore  in  Christ 
before  me. 

8  Greet  Ampliaa,  iny  beloved  in  the  Lord. 

9  Salute  Urbane,  onr  helper  in  Christ,  and  Stachys  my  beloved. 

10  Salute  Apelles  approved  in  Christ.  Salute  them  which  arc  of 
Ariatobulus’  household. 

11  Salute  Herodion  my  kinsman.  Greet  them  that  lie  of  the  house¬ 
hold  of  Narcissus,  which  are  in  t-lie  Lord. 

12  Salute  Triphona  and  Tryphoaa,  who  labour  in  the  Lord.  Salute 
the  beloved  Persia,  which  laboured  much  in  the  Lord.

13  Salute  Rufus  chosen  in  the  Lord,  and  his  mother  and  mine. 
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14  Salute  Aayncritus,  Phlegon,  Hennas,  Patrobas,  Hermes,  and 
the  brethren  which  are  with  them. 

15  Salute  Philologns,  and  Julia,  Nereus,  and  his  sister,  and  Olym- 
pas,  and  all  the  saints  which  are  with.  them. 

10  Salute  one  another  with  a  holy  kiss.  The  churches  of  Christ 
salute  you. 

17  Now  I  beseech  you,  brethren,  mark  them  which  cause  divisions 
and  offences  contrary  to  the  doctrine  which  ye  have  learned ;  and 

avoid  them. 

1$  For  they  that  arc  such  serve  not  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  but  their 
own  belly ;  and  by  good  words  and  fair  speeches  deceive  the  hearts 
of  the  simple. 

19  For  your  obedience  is  come  abroad  unto  all  men.  I  am  glad 
therefore  on  your  behalf :  but  yet  I  would  have  you  wise  unto  that 
which  is  good,  and  simple  concerning  eviL 

20  And  the  God  of  peace  shall  bruise  Satan  under  pour  feel  shortly. 
The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  you.  Amen. 

21  Thnotkeus  my  workfellow,  and  Lucius,  and  Jason,  and  Sosi- 
pater,  my  kinsmen,  salute  you. 

22  I  Tertius,  who  wrote  this  epistle,  salute  you  in  the  Lord. 

2b  Gains  mine  host,  and  of  the  whole  church,  salute th  you.  Erastus 
the  chamberlain  of  the  city  salutetli  you,  aud  Quartus  a  brother. 

24  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  vou  all.  Amen.

25  Now  to  him  that  is  of  power  to  stablish  you  according  to  my 
gospel,  and  the  preaching  of  Jesus  Christ,  according  to  the  revelation 
of  the  mystery,  which  was  kept,  secret  since  the  world  began, 

20  But  now  is  made  manifest,  and  by  the  Scriptures  of  the 
prophets,  according  to  the  commandment  of  the  everlasting  God, 
made  known  to  all  nations  for  the  obedience  of  faith: 

27  To  God  only  wise,  be  glory  through  Jesus  Christ  for  ever.

Written  to  the  Romans  from  Corinthus,  and  sent  by  Phoebe  servant  of  the  church 
at  Cenchrna. 
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12  As  touching  our  brother  Apollos,  J  greatly  desired  him  to  come 
unto  you  with  the  brethren :  but  his  will  was  not  at  all  to  come  at 
this  time ;  but  he  will  come  when  he  shall  have  convenient  time.  . 

13  Wat  oh  ye,  stand  fast  in  the  faith,  quit  you  like  men.  be  strong. 

14  Let  all  your  things  be  done  with  charity. 

15  I  beseech  you,  brethren,  (ye  know  the  house  of  Stephanas,  that, 
it  is  the  fintfruits  of  Aehaia,  aud  that  they  have  addicted  themselves 


to  the  ministry  of  the  saints,) 

16  That  ye  submit  yourselves  unto  such,  and  to  every  oue  that 
helpeth  with  us,  aud  labourcth. 

17  I  am  glad  of  the  coming  of  Stephanas  and  Fortunatus  and 
Achaicus:  for  that  which  was  lacking  on  your  part  they  have 
supplied. 

18  For  they  have  refreshed  my  spirit  and  yours :  therefore  acknowl¬ 
edge  ye  them  that  are  such. 

19  The  churches  of  Asia  salute  you.  Aquila  and  Priscilla  salute 
yon  much  in  the  Lord,  with  the  church  that  is  in  their  house. 

20  All  the  brethren  greet  you.  Greet  ye  one  another  with  a  holy 

kiss. 


21  The  salutation  of  me  Paul  with  mine  own  hand. 

22  If  uny  man  love  not  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  let  him  be  Ana¬ 
thema,  Mar  an  atha. 

23  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  you. 

24  My  love  be  with  you  all  in  Christ  Jesus.  Amen. 


%  The  first  epistle,  to  the  Corinthians  was  written  from  Philippi  by  Stephanas, 
and  Fortunatus,  and  Achaicus,  and  Timotheus. 


THE  SECOND  EPISTLE  OP  PACE  THE  APOSTLE  TO  THE 

CORINTHIANS. 

CHAPTER  I. 

3  The  apostle,  encouragclh  them  against  troubles,  by  the  comforts  and  (Mirertnue* 
which  Gw  hait  given  him,  as  in  all  his  afflictions,  8  so  particularly  in  his  lute  dtnig/r 
in  Asia.  12  And  calliny  both  his  own  conscience  and  theirs  to  witness  of  his  sinr-n 
manner  of  preaching  the.  immutable  truth  of  the  gospel,  Hi  he  exeuwth  his  not  coming 
to  them,  as  proceeding  not  of  tightness,  but  of  his  lenity  towards  them. 

'HAUL,  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ  by  the  will  of  God,  and  Timothy 
A  our  brother,  unto  the  ohure.li  of  God  which  is  at  Corinth,  with 
all  the  saints  which  arc  in  all  Aehaia : 

2  Grace  be  to  you,  and  peace,  from  God  our  Father,  and  from  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
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I  5  Best,  any  should  say  that  I  had  baptized  in  mine  own  name. 

l(>  And  I  baptized  also  the  household  of  Stephanas  :  besides,  I 
know  not  whether  I  baptized  any  other. 

17  For  Christ  sent  me.  not  to  baptize,  but  to  preach  the  gospel: 
not  with  wisdom  of  words,  lest  the  cross  of  Christ  should  be  made 

of  none  effect. 

18  For  the  preaching  of  the  cross  is  to  them  that  perish ,  foolish¬ 
ness  ;  but  unto  ns  which  are  saved,  it  is  the  power  of  Ood. 

19  For  it  is  written,  I  will  destroy  the  wisdom  of  the  wise,  and 
will  bring  to  nothing  the  understanding  of  the  prudent. 

20  Where  is  the  wise  ?  where  is  the  scribe  ?  where  is  the  dlspntar 
of  this  world  ?  hath  not  God  made  foolish  the  wisdom  of  this  world  ? 

21  For  after  that  in  the  wisdom  of  God  the  world  by  wisdom  knew 
not  God,  it  pleased  God  by  the  foolishness  of  preaching  to  save  them 
that  believe. 

22  Fur  the  Jews  require  a  sign,  and  the  Greeks  seek  after  wisdom : 

28  Hut  we  preach  Christ  crucified,  unto  the  fetes  a  stumbling- 

block,  and  unto  the  Greeks  foolishness j 

2d  Hut  unto  them  which  are  called  both  Jews  and  Greeks,  Christ 
the  power  of  Cod,  and  the  wisdom  of  God. 

25  Because  the  foolishness  of  God  is  wiser  than  men ;  and  the 
weakness  of  (iod  is  stronger  than  men. 

20  For  ye  see  your  calling,  brethren,  how  that  not  many  wise  men 
after  the  flesh,  not  many  mighty,  not  many  noble,  are  called : 

27  Hut  God  hath  chosen  the  foolish  tilings  of  the  world  to  con¬ 
found  the  wise :  and  God  hath  chosen  the  weak  things  of  the  world 
to  confound  the  things  which  are  mighty; 

28  And  base  things  of  the  world,  and  things  which  are  despised, 
hath  God  chosen,  yea,  and  things  which  are  not,  to  bring  to  nought 
things  that  are : 

29  That  no  flesh  should  glory  in  his  presence. 

80  But  of  him  are  ye  in  Christ  Jesus,  who  of  God  is  made  unto 
us  wisdom,  and  righteousness,  and  sanctification,  and  redemption : 

81  That,  according  as  it  is  written.  He  that  glorieth,  let  him 
glory  in  the  Lord. 

CHAPTER  II. 


He  declnrHh  that  his  preaching,  1  though  it  bring  not  excellency  of  speech,  or 
of  4  human  wisdom:  yet  consisteth  in  the  4,5  power  qf  God:  and  so  far  excelleth 
G  the  tcixdmt  of  this  world,  and  y  human  sense,  as  that  14  the  natural  man  cannot 
understand  it. 

A  XT)  I,  brethren,  when  T  came  to  you,  came  not  with  excellency 
of  speech  or  of  wisdom,  declaring  unto  you  the  testimony  of 

God. 

2  For  I  determined  not  to  know  any  thing  among  you,  save  Jobub 
Christ,  and  him  crucified. 

8  And  I  was  with  you  in  tveakness,  and  in  fear,  and  in  much 
trembling. 
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4  And  my  speech  and  my  preaching  was  not  with  enticing  words 
of  man’s  wisdom,  but  in  demonstration  of  the  Spirit  and  of  power : 

5  That  your  faith  should  not  stand  in  the  window  of  men,  but  in 
the  power  of  God. 

0  llowbeit  we  speak  wisdom  among  them  that  are  perfect:  yet 
not  the  wisdom  of  this  world,  nor  of  the  princea  of  this  world,  that 
come  to  nought : 

7  But  we  speak  the  wisdom  of  God  in  a  mystery,  even  the  hidden 
wisdom,  which  God  ordained  before  the  world  xrnto  our  glory ; 

8  Which  none  of  the  princes  of  this  world  knew :  for  had  they 
known  it,  they  would  not  have  crucified  the  liord  of  glory. 

9  But  as  it' is  written,  Bye  hath  not  seen,  nor  ear  heard,  neither 
have  entered  into  the  heart  of  man,  the  things  which  God  hath  pre¬ 
pared  for  them  that  love  him. 

10  But  God  hath  revealed  them  unto  us  by  his  spirit:  for  the 
Spirit  searchetli  all  things,  yea,  the  deep  things  of  God. 

11  V  or  what  man  knoweth  the  things  of  a  man,  save  the  spirit  of 
man  which  is  in  him?  even  so  the  things  of  God  knoweth  no  man, 
but  the  Spirit  of  God. 

12  Now  we  have  received,  not  the  spirit  of  the  world,  but  the 
Spirit  which  is  of  God ;  that  wo  might  know  the  things  that  are 
freely  givon  to  us  of  God. 

18  Which  things  also  wo  speak,  not  in  the  words  which  man’s 
wisdom  teacheth,  but  which  the  Holy  GhoBt  teaeheth;  comparing 
spiritual  things  with  spiritual. 

14  But  the  natural  man  receiveth  not  the  things  of  the  Spirit 
of  God :  for  they  are  foolishness  unto  him  5  neither  can  lie  know 
them,  because  they  are  spiiitually  discerned. 

15  But  he  that  is  spiritual  judgeth  all  things,  yet  he  himself  is 
judged  of  no  man. 

16  For  who  hath  known  the  mind  of  the  Lord,  tlmt  he  may  in¬ 
struct  him  ?  But  we  have  the  mind  of  Christ. 


CHAPTER  in.

7  He  that  planteth,  and  he  that  watewth,  i >  nothin#.  9  The  minister  sore  God's  fel¬ 
low  workmen ♦  11  Christ  the  only  foundation,  lfi  Men  the  temples  of  God,  which  17 
must  be  kept  holy .  19  The  wisdom  of  this  world  is  foolishness  with  God. 

AND  I,  brethren,  could  not  speak  unto  you  as  unto  spiritual,  but 
as  unto  carnal,  even  as  unto  babes  in  Christ, 

2  I  have  fed  vou.  with  milk,  and  not  with  meat:  for  hitherto  vc* 

_  **  +  K* 

were  not  able  to  bear  it,  neither  yet  now  are  yc  able. 

3  For  ye  are  yet  carnal:  for  whereas  there  is  among  you  envying, 
and  strife,  and  divisions,  are  ye  not  carnal,  and  walk  as  men  ? 

4  For  while  one  saitli,  I  am  of  Paul;  and  another,  I  am  of  Apollos: 
are  ye  not  carnal  ? 
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7*  Who  then  in  1’a.ul,  and  who  is  Apollos,  but  ministers  by  whom 
ye  believed,  even  as  the  Lord  gave  to  every  man  ? 

fi  I  have  planted,  Apollos  watered ;  but  God  gave  the  increase. 

7  So  then  neither  is  be  that  planteth  any  thing,  neither  he  that 
watereth;  but  God  that  giveth  the  increase. 

<S  Now  he  that  planteth  and  lie  that  watereth  are  one:  and  every 
man  shall  receive  his  own  reward  according  to  his  own  labour. 

5)  Lor  we  are  labourers  together  with  God:  ye  are  God’s  hus¬ 
band  ry,  ye  arc  God’s  building. 

10  According  to  the  grace  of  God  which  is  given  unto  me,  as  a 
wise  liiasterbuikler,  I  liave  laid  the  foundation,  and  another  buildeth 
thereon.  Jiut  let  every  man  take  heed  how  he  buildeth  thereupon. 

11  For  other  foundation  can  no  man  lay  than  that  is  laid,  which 
is  Jesus  Christ. 

12  Now  if  any  man  build  npon  this  foundation  gold,  silver,  pre¬ 
cious  stones,  wood,  bay,  stubble ; 

Id  Every  man’s  work  shall  bn  made  manifest:  for  the  day  shall 
declare  it,  because  it  shall  lie  revealed  by  fire;  and  the  fire  shall  try 

every  man’s  work  of  what  sort  it  is. 

1-1  If  any  man’s  work  abide  which  ho  hath  built  thereupon,  he 
shall  receive  a  reward. 


io  If  any  man’s  work  shall  be  burned,  he  shall  suffer  loss :  but 
he  himself  shall  be  saved  ;  yet  so  as  by  fixe. 

It!  Know  ye  not  that  ye  are  the  temple  of  God,  and  that  the  Spirit 
of  God  clwcllct.li  in  you  ? 

17  Tf  any  man  defile  th  e  temple  of  God,  him  shall  God  destroy; 
for  the  temple  of  God  is  holy,  which  temple  ye  are. 

18  Let  no  man  deceive  himself.  If  any  man  among  you  seemeth 
to  be  wise  in  this  world,  let  biin  become  a  fool,  that  he  may  be  wise. 

U)  For  the  wisdom  of  this  world  is  foolishness  with  God :  for  it  is 

* 

written.  He  taketb  the  wise  in  their  own  craftiness. 

20  And  again,  The  Lord  knoweth  the  thoughts  of  the  wise,  that 


they  arc  vain. 

21  Therefore  let  no  man  glory  in  men :  for  all  tilings  are  yours ; 

22  Whether  Paul,  or  Apollos,  or  Cephas,  or  the  world,  or  life,  or 
death,  or  things  present,  or  things  to  come;  all  are  yours; 

2d  And  ye  are  Christ’s ;  and  Christ  is  God’s.

l  Jit  what  account  the  min  inter  ft  ought  to  be  had .  7  We  have  nothing  which  we 
hare  not  received,  1)  7Vic  apostles  spectacles  to  the  world ,  angels,  and  men,  the 
tilth  tind  ojl'scourhiff  of  the.  world:  15  yet  our  fathers  in  Christ  f  1G  whom  we  ought  to 
fallow, 

IET  a  man  so  account  of  vs,  as  of  the  ministers  of  Christ,  and 
J  stewards  of  the  mysteries  of  God. 

2  Moreover  it  is  required  in  stewards,  that  a  man  be  found 

faithful. 
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3  But  with  me  it  is  a  very  small  thing  that.  I  should  be  judged  of 
you,  or  of  man’s  judgment:  yea,  1  judge  not  mine  own  self. 

4  For  1  know  nothing  by  myself;  yet  am  T  not  hereby  justified : 
but  he  that  j  udgeth  me  is  the  Lord. 

5  Therefore  judge  nothing  before  the  time,  until  the  Lord  come, 
who  both  will  bring  to  light  the  hidden  things  of  darkness,  and  will 
make  manifest  the  counsels  of  the  hearts:  and  then  shall  every  man 
have  praise  of  God. 

6  And  these  things,  brethren,  I  have  in  a  figure  transferred  to 
myself  and  to  Apollos  for  your  sakos ;  that  ye  might  learn  in  us  not 
to  think  of  men  above  that  which  is  written,  that  no  one  of  you  be 
puffed  up  for  one  against  another. 

7  For  who  maketh  thee  to  differ  from  another  ?  and  what  hast 
thou  that  thou  didst  not  receive  ?  no\v  if  thou  didst  receire  it,  why 
dost  thou  glory,  as  if  thou  badst  not  received  it? 

8  Now  ye  are  full,  now  ye  are  rich,  ye  have  reigned  as  kings  with¬ 
out  us:  and  I  would  to  God  ye  did  reign,  that  we  also  might  reign 
with  you. 

9  For  I  think  that  God.  hath  set  forth  us  the  apostles  last,  as  it 
were  appointed  to  death:  for  we  are  made  a  spectacle  unto  the 
world,  and  to  any  els,  and  to  men. 

10  We  are  fools  for  Christ’s  sake,  but  ye  are  wise  in  Christ :  we 
are  weak,  but  ye  are  strong;  ye  are  honourable,  but  we  arc  despised.

12  And  labour,  working  with  our  own  hands :  being  reviled,  wo 
bless ;  being  persecuted,  we  suffer  it : 

13  Being  defamed,  we  entreat :  we  are  made  as  the  filth  of  the 
world,  and  are  the  offseouring  of  all  things  unto  this  day. 

14  1  write  not  these  things  to  shame  you,  but.  as  my  beloved  sons 
I  warn  you. 

15  For  though  ye  have  ten  thousand  instructors  in  Christ,  yet  ha  ve 
ye  not  many  fathers  :  for  in  Christ  Jesns  I  have  begotten  you  through 

the  gospel. 

1 6  Wherefore  I  beseech  you,  be  ye  followers  of  me. 

17  For  this  cause  have  I  sent  unto  you  Timotheus,  who  is  my 
beloved  son,  and  faithful  in  the  Lord,  who  shall  bring  you  into  re¬ 
membrance  of  my  ways  which  be  in  Christ,  as  1  teach  every  where 
in  every  church. 

18  Now  some  are  puffed  up,  as  though  I  would  not  come  to  you. 

19  But  I  will  come  to  you  shortlv,  if  the  Lord  will,  and  will  know, 
not  the  speech  of  them  which  are  pulled  up,  but  the  power. 

20  For  the  kingdom  of  God  is  not  in  word,  but  iu  power. 

21  What  will  ye  ?  shall  1  come  unto  you  with  a  rod,  or  in  love, 
and  in  the  spirit  of  meekness  f 
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CHAPTER  V. 

1  The  incestuous  person  6  is  cause  rather  of  shame  unto  them,  than  of  rcjoiciny. 
7  The  old  leaven  is  to  be  purged  out.  10  Heinous  offenders  are  to  be  shunned  and 
avoided. 

TT  is  reported  commonly  that  there  is  fornication  among  you,  and 
Buch  fornication  as  is  not  so  much  as  named  among  the  Gentiles, 
that  one  should  have  his  fathers  wife. 

2  And  ye  are  puffed  up,  and  have  not  rather  mourned,  that  he  that 
hath  done  this  deed  might  he  taken  away  from  among  you. 

.'}  F or  I  verily,  as  absent  in  bod>/,  but  present  in  spirit,  have  judged 
already,  as  though  1  were  present,  concerning  him  that  hath  so  done 

this  deed, 

I  In  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  when  ye  are  gathered 
together,  and  my  spirit,  with  the  power  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ., 
f>  To  deliver  such  a  one  unto  Satan  for  the  destruction  of  the  flesh, 
that  the  spirit  may  be  saved  in  the  day  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

6  Your  glorying  is  not  good.  Know  ye  not  that  a  little  leaven 

leaveneth  the  whole  lump  ? 

7  Purge  out  therefore  the  old  leaven,  that  ye  may  be  a  new  lump, 
as  ye  are  unleavened.  For  even  Christ  our  paasover  is  sacrificed 

for  us : 

<S  Therefore  let  us  keep  the  feast,  not  with  old  leaven,  neither 
with  the  leaven  of  malice  and  wickedness;  but  with  the  unleavened 
bread  of  sincerity  and  truth. 

9  I  wrote  unto  you  in  an  epistle  not  to  company  with  fornicators : 
10  Yet  not  altogether  with  the  fornicators  of  this  world,  or  with 
the  covetous,  or  extortioners,  or  with  idolaters;  for  then  must  ye 
needs  go  out  of  the  world. 

1.1  Tint  now  I  have  written  unto  you  not  to  keep  company,  if  any 
man  that  is  culled  a  brother  be  a  fornicator,  or  covetous,  or  an 
idolater,  or  a  vailer,  or  a  drunkard,  or  an  extortioner ;  with  such  a 
one  no  not  to  eat. 

12  For  what  have  I  to  do  to  judge  them  also  that  are  without?  do 
not  ye  judge  them  that  are  within? 

13  But  them  that  arc  without  God  judgeth.  Therefore  put  away 
from  among  yourselves  that  wicked  person. 


CHAPTER  VI. 

1  The  Corinthians  must  not  vex  their  brethren,  in  going  to  law  with  them :  6  espe- 
<-i u tin  uniter  injklels.  0  The  unrighteous  shall  not  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God. 
1.1  Our  bodies  urc  (he  members  of  Christ ,  19  and  temples  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  16,17  They 
muM  not  therefore  be  tlefi led. 

DARE  any  of  you,  having  a  matter  against  another,  go  to  law 
be  fore/ the  unjust,  and  not  before  the  saints? 

2  Do  ye  not  know  that  the  saints  shall  judge  the  world?  and  if 
the  world  shall  lie  judged  by  you,  arc  ye  unworthy  to  judge  the 
smallest  matters  ? 
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3  Know  ye  not  that  we  sliall  judge  angels  ?  how  much  more  thin  Ss 
that  pertain  to  this  life  ? 

4  If  then  ye  have  judgments  of  things  pertaining  to  this  life,  set 
them  to  judge  who  are  least  esteemed  in  the  church. 

o  1  speak  to  your  shame.  Is  it  so,  that  there  is  not  a  wise  man 
among  you?  no,  not  one  that,  shall  he  able  to  judge  between  his 
brethren  ? 

(>  But  brother  goctli  to  law'  with  brother,  and  that  before  the-  unbe¬ 
lievers, 

7  Now  therefore  there  is  utterly  a  fault  among  you,  because  ye  go 
to  lawr  one  with  another.  Whv  do  ve  not  rather  take  wrong  ?  Why 
do  ye  not  rather  suffer  yourselves  to  be  defrauded  ? 

8  Nay,  ye  do  wrong,  and  defraud,  and  that  your  brethren. 

9  Know  ye  not  that  the  unrighteous  shall  not  inherit  the  kingdom 
of  God?  Be  not  deceived:  neither  fornicators,  nor  idolaters,  nor 
adulterers,  nor  effeminate,  nor  abusers  of  themselves  with  mankind, 

10  Nor  thieves,  nor  covetous,  nor  drunkards,  nor  revilers,  nor  ex¬ 
tortioners,  shall  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God. 

11  And  such  were,  some  of  you:  but  ye  are  washed ,  but  ye  are 
sanctified;  but  ye  are  justified  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  by 
the  Spirit  of  our  God. 

12  All  things  are  lawful  unto  me,  but  all  things  are  not  expedient : 
all  things  are  lawful  for  me,  but  I  will  not  be  brought  under  the 
power  of  any. 

13  Meats  for  the  belly,  anrl  the  belly  for  meats:  but  God  shall 
destroy  both  it  and  them.  Now  the  body  is  not  for  fornication,  but 
for  the  Iiord ;  and  tlie  Lord  for  the  body. 

14  And  God  hath  both  raised  up  the  Lord,  and  will  also  raise  up 
us  by  liis  own  power. 

lo  Know  ye  not  that  your  bodies  arc  the  members  of  Christ  ?  shall 
I  then  take  the  members  of  Christ,  and  make  them  the  members  of 
a  harlot?  God  forbid. 

16  What!  know'  ye  not  that  he  which  is  joined  to  a  harlot  is  one 
body  ?  for  two,  saith  lie,  shall  bo  one  flesh. 

17  But  he  that  is  joined  unto  the  Lord  is  one  spirit. 

18  Flee  fornication.  Every  sin  that  a  man  doetli  is  without  the 
body;  but  lie  that  commit, tctli  fornication  sinnoth  against  his  own 

body.

d  Let  the  husband  render  unto  the  wife  due  benevolence:  and 
likewise  also  the  wife  unto  the  husband. 

■1  The  wife  hath  not  power  of  her  own  body,  but  the  husband :  and 
likewise  also  the  husband  hath  not  power  of  his  own  body,  but  the 
wife. 

a  Defraud  ye  not  one  the  other,  except  it  be  with  consent  for  a 
time ,  that  ye  may  give  yourselves  to  fasting  and  prayer;  and  come 
together  again,  that  Satan  tempt  you  not  for  your  incontinency.

7  For  1  would  that  all  men  were  even  as  I  myself.  But  every  man

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20  Let  every  man  abide  in  the  Bame  calling  wherein  lie  was  called. 

21  Art  thou  called  being  a  servant?  cant  not  for  it:  but  if  thou 
mayest  be  made  free,  use  it  rather. 

22  For  he  that  is  called  in  the  Lord ,  being  a  servant,  is  the  Lord’s 
freeman :  likewise  also  he  that  is  called,  being  free,  is  Christ’s  ser¬ 
vant. 

23  Ye  are  bought  with  a  price ;  be  not  yo  the  servants  of  men. 

24  Brethren,  let  every  man,  wherein  he  is  called,  therein  abide 
with  God. 

25  Now  concerning  virgins  I  have  no  commandment  of  the  Lord : 
yet  T  give  my  judgment ,  as  one  that  hath  obtained  mercy  of  the  Lord 

to  be  faithful. 

26  I  suppose  therefore  that  this  is  good  for  the  present  distress, 
I  say,  that  it  is  good  for  a  man  so  to  be. 

27  Art  thon  bound  unto  a  wife  ?  seek  not.  to  be  loosed.  Art  thou 
loosed  from  a  wife?  Beek  not  a  wife. 

28  But  and  i  f  thou  marry,  thou  hast  not  sinned ;  and  if  a  virgin 
marry,  she  hath  not  sinned.  Nevertheless  such  shall  have  trouble  in 
the  flesh :  but  I  spare  you. 

29  But  this  I  sag,  brethren,  the  .time  is  short:  it  remaineth,  that 
both  they  that  have  wives  be  as  though  they  had  none ; 

30  And  they  that  weep,  as  though  they  wept  not ;  and  they  that 
rejoice,  as  though  they  rejoiced  not ;  and  they  that  buy,  as  though 
they  possessed  not ; 

31  But  they  that  use  this  world,  as  not  abusing  it :  for  the  fash¬ 
ion  of  this  world  passeth  away. 

32  But  I  would  have  you  without  carefulness.  He  that  is  unmar¬ 
ried  careth  for  the  things  that  belong  to  the  Lord,  how  he  may  please 

the  Lord : 

33  But  he  that  is  married  careth  for  the  things  that  are  of  the 
world,  how  he  may  please  his  wife. 

.‘14  There  is  difference  also  between  a  wife  and  a  virgin.  The  un¬ 
married  woman  eai*eth  for  the  things  of  the  Lord,  that  she  may  bo 
holy  both  in  body  and  in  spirit:  but  she  that  is  married  careth  for 
the  things  of  the  world,  how  she  may  please  her  husband. 

35  And  this  1  speak  for  your  own  profit;  not  that  1  may  east 
a  snare  upon  you,  but  for  that  which  is  comely,  a-nd  that  ye  may 
attend  upon  the  Lord  without  distraction. 

36  But  if  any  man  think  that  he  beliaveth  himself  uncomely 
toward  his  virgin,  if  she  pass  the  flower  of  her  age,  and  need  so 
require,  let  him  do  what  he  will,  lie  sinneth  not:  let  them  marry. 

37  Nevertheless  he  that  staudetli  steadfast  in  his  heart,  having  no 
necessity,  but  hath  power  over  his  own  will,  and  hath  so  decreed  in 
his  heart  that  he  will  keep  his  virgin,  doeth  well. 

38  So  then  he,  that  giveth  her  in  marriage  doeth  well;  but  he 
that  giveth  her  not  in  marriage  doeth  better. 

31)  The  wife  is  bound  by  the  law  as  long  as  her  husband  liveth: 
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but  if  her  husband  be  dead,  she  is  at  liberty  to  be  married  to  whom 

she  will :  i»ihl  in  the  I<ord.

40  Hut  site  is  happier  if  she  so  abide,  after  my  judgment :  and  I 
think  also  that  I  have  the  Spirit  of  God. 


CHAPTER  VIII. 

1  To  abstain  from  meats  offered  to  idols.  8,  We  must  not  abuse  our  Christian 
liberty,  to  the  offence  of  our  brethren  :  11  but  must  bridle  our  knowledge  with  charily. 

VT 0  W  as  touching  things  offered  unto  idols,  we  know  that  we  all 
1  \  have  knowledge.  (Knowledge  puffeth  up,  but  charity  edifleth. 

2  And  if  any  man  think  that  he  knoweth  any  thing,  ho  knoweth 

nothing  yet  as  ho  ought  to  know. 

3  But  if  any  man  love  God,  the  same  Ib  known  of  him.) 

•1  As  concerning  therefore  the  eating  of  those  things  that  are 
offered  in  sacrifice  unto  idols,  we  know  that  an  idol  is  nothing  in  the 
world,  and  that  there  is  none  other  God  but  one. 

5  For  though  there  be  that  are  called  gods,  whether  in  heaven  or 
in  earth,  (as  there  be  gods  many,  and  lords  many,) 

<>  But  to  us  there  is  but  one  God,  the  Father,  of  whom  are  all 
things,  and  we  in  him;  and  one  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by  whom  are  all 
things,  and  we  by  him. 

7  Howhoit  there  is  not  in  every  man  that  knowledge:  for  some 
with  conscience  of  the  idol  unto  thin  hour  eat  it  os  a  thing  offered 
unto  an  idol;  and  their  conscience  being  weak  is  defiled. 

8  But  meat  comiuendetli  us  not  to  God:  for  neither,  if  we  eat,  are 
wc  the  better ;  neither,  if  we  eat  not,  are  we  the  worse. 

0  But  take  heed  lest  by  any  means  this  liberty  of  yours  become  a 
stumblingblock  to  them  that  are  weak. 

10  For  if  any  man  see  thee  which  hast  knowledge  sit  at  meat  in 
the  idol’s  temple,  shall  not  the  conscience  of  him  which  is  weak  be 
emboldened  to  eat  those  things  which  are  offered  to  idols ; 

11.  And  through  thy  knowledge  sliall  the  weak  brother  perish,  for 
whom  Christ  died  ? 

12  But  when  ye  sin  so  against  the  brethren,  and  wound  their 
weak  conscience,  ye  sin  against  Christ. 

13  Wherefore,  if  meat  make  my  brother  to  offend,  I  will  eat  no 
flesh  while  the  world  standeth,  least  I  make  my  brother  to  offend. 


CHAPTER  IX. 


1  Hesheweth  his  liberty ,7  and  that  the  minister  ought  to  live  by  the  gospel :  15 
yet  that  himself  hath  of  his  own  accord  abstained ,  IS  to  be  either  chargeable  unto 
them,  22  or  ot Tensive  unto  any,  in  matters  indiff  erent.  24  Our  life,  is  like  unto  a  race . 


AM  I  not  an  apostiB?  am  I  not  free?  have  I  not  seen  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lonl  ?  are  not  ye  my  work  in  the  Lord  ? 

2  If  T  be  not  an  apostle  unto  others,  yet  doubtless  I  am  to  you: 
for  the  seal  of  mine  apostleship  are  ye  iu  the  Lord.

CHAT.  IX. 


3  Mine  answer  to  them  that  (lo  examine  me  is  this ; 

A  Have  we  not  power  to  eat  and  to  drink? 

5  Have  we  not  power  to  lead  about  a  sister,  a  wife,  as  well  as 
other  apostles,  and  as  the  brethren  of  the  Lord,  and  Cephas  ? 

6  Or  I  only  and  Barnabas,  have  not  we  power  to  forbear  working? 

7  Who  goeth  a  warfare,  any  time  at  his  own  charges?  who  plant* 
eth  a  vineyard,  and  eatetli  not  of  the  fruit  thereof?  or  who  feedeth 
a  flock,  and  eateth  not  of  the  milk  of  the  flock  ? 

8  Say  I  these  things  as  a  man?  or  saith  not  the  law  Ihe  same  also. 

0  For  it  is  written  in  the  law  of  Moses,  Thou  shalt  not  muzzle  the 

mouth  of  the  ox  that  treadeth  out  the  corn.  Doth  God  take  care  for 
oxen? 

10  Or  saith  he  it  altoyether  for  our  sakes?  For  our  sakos,  no 
doubt,  this  is  written:  that  he  that  plougbeth  should  plough  in 
hope;  and  that  he  that  thresheth  in  hope  should  be  partaker  of  Ids 
hope. 

11  If  we  have  sown  unto  you  spiritual  things,  is  it  a  great  thing  if 
we  shall  reap  your  carnal  things? 

12  if  others  be  partakers  of  this  power  over  you,  are  not  we  rather? 
Nevertheless  we  have  not  used  this  power;  but  suffer  all  things,  lest 
we  should  hinder  the  gospel  of  Christ 

13  Do  ye  not  kno\v  that  they  which  minister  alxmt  holy  things 
live  of  the  things  of  the  temple  ?  and  they  which  wait  at  the  altar 
arc  partakers  with  the  altar? 

14  Even  so  hath  the  Lord  ordained  that  they  which  preach  flu* 
gospel  should  live  of  the  gospel. 

15  But  I  have  used  none  of  these  things:  neither  have  1  written 
these  things,  that  it  should  be  so  done  unto  me:  for  it  were  better 
for  me  to  die,  than  that  any  man  should  make  my  glorying  void. 

1G  For  though  I  preach  the  gospel,  I  have  nothing  to  glory  of: 
for  necessity  is  laid  upon  me ;  yea,  woe  is  unto  me,  if  1  preach  not 
the  gospel ! 

17  For  if  I  do  this  thing  willingly,  1  have  a  reward :  but  if  against 
my  will,  a  dispensation  of  the  gospel  is  committed  unto  me. 

18  What  is  iny  reward  then?  Verily  that,  when  F  preach  the 
gospel,  1  may  make  the  gospel  of  Christ  without  charge,  that  l  abuse 
not  my  power  in  the  gospel. 

19  For  though  I  be  free  from  all  men.  yet  have  1  made  myself 
servant  unto  all,  that  1  might  gain  the  more. 

20  And  unto  the  Jews  I  became  as  a  Jew,  that  T  might  gain  the 
Jews;  to  them  that  are  under  the  law,  as  under  the  law,  that  1 
might  gain  them  that  are  under  the  law ; 

21  To  them  that  are  without  law,  as  without  law,  (being  not  with¬ 
out  law  to  God,  but  under  the  law  to  Christ.)  that  1  might  gain  them 
that  aTe  without  law. 

22  To  the  weak  became  J  as  iceak,  that  T  might-  gain  the  weak : 
1  am  made  all  things  to  all  men,  that  1  might  by  all  means  save  some.

23  Ami  (Ms  I  do  for  the  gospels  sake,  that  1  might  he  partaker 
thereof  with  you. 

24  Know  ye  not  that  they  which  run  in  a  race  mu  all,  but  one 
receiveth  the  prize?

25  And  every  man  that  striveth  for  the  mastery  is  temperate  in 
all  things.  Now  they  do  it  to  obtain  a  corruptible  crown;  but  we 
an  incorruptible. 

20  I  therefore  so  run,  not  as  uncertainly ;  so  fight  I,  not  as  one 
that  beateth  the  air : 

27  Hut  I  keep  under  iny  body,  and  bring  it  into  subjection:  lest 
that,  by  any  means,  when  I  have  preached  to  others,  I  myself  should 

be  a  castaway. 

CHAPTER  X. 

1  The  sacrament*  of  the  Jews  6  ore  tjrpes  of  ours,  7  and  their  punishments,  11  ex- 
itniples  fur  us.  14  We  must  Jty  from  idolatry.  21  We  must  not  make  the  Lord’s 
table  ttie  table  of  devils :  24  and  in  things  indifferent  toe  must  have  regard  of  our 
brethren. 

MOREOVER,  brethren,  I  would  not  that  ye  should  be  ignorant, 
how  that  all  our  fathers  were  under  the  cloud,  and  all  passed 
through  the  sea  ; 

2  And  were  all  baptized  unto  Moses  in  the  cloud  and  in  the  sea; 
3  And  did  all  eat  the  same  spiritual  meat; 

4  And  did  all  drink  the  same  spiritual  drink;  for  they  drank  of 
that  spiritual  Rook  that  followed  them :  and  that  Rock  was  Christ. 

5  But  with  many  of  them  God  was  not  well  pleased:  for  they 
wove  overthrown  in  the  wilderness. 

b  Now  these  things  were  our  examples,  to  the  intent  we  should 
not.  hist  after  evil  things,  as  they  also  lusted. 

7  Neither  he  ye  Idolaters,  as  were  some  of  them ;  as  it  is  written , 
The  people  sat  down  to  eat  and  drink,  and  rose  up  to  play. 

8  Neither  let  us  commit  fornication,  as  some  of  them  committed, 
and  fell  in  one  day  three  and  twenty  thousand. 

0  Neither  let  11s  tempt  Christ,  as  some  of  them  also  tempted,  and 
wore  destroyed  of  serpents. 

ID  Neither  murmur  ye,  as  some  of  them  also  murmured,  and  were 
destroyed  of  the  destroyer. 

11  Now  all  these  things  happened  unto  them  for  ensamples:  and 
they  are.  written  for  our  admonition,  upon  whom  the  ends  of  the 
world  are  come. 

12  Wherefore  let  him  that  thinketh  he  standetli  take  heed  lest  he 
fall. 

Id  There  hath  no  temptation  taken  you  but  such  as  is  common  to 
man :  but  God  is  faithful,  who  will  not  suffer  you  to  be  tempted 
above  that  ye  are  able ;  but  will  with  the  temptation  also  make  a 
way  to  escape,  that  ye  may  be  able  to  bear  it. 

14  Wherefore,  my  dearly  beloved,  flee  from  idolatry. 

15  T  speak  as  to  wise  men;  judge  ye  what  1  say. 
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10  The  cup  of  blessing  which  wo  bless,  is  it  not  the  communion  of 
the  blood  of  Christ?  The  bread  which  we  break,  is  it  not  the  com¬ 
munion  of  the  body  of  Christ-  ? 

17  For  we  beiug  many  arc  one  bread,  and  one  body:  for  wo  are 
all  partakers  of  that  one  bread. 

18  Behold  Israel  after  the  flesh:  are  not  they  which  eat  of  the 
sacrifices  partakers  of  the  altar  ? 

19  What  say  I  then  ?  that  the  idol  is  any  thing,  or  that  which  is 
offered  In  sacrifice  to  idols  is  any  thing  ? 

20  But  1  say,  that  the  things  which  the  Gentiles  sacrifice,  they 
sacrifice  to  devils,  ami  not  to  God:  and  1  would  not  that  ye  should 
have  fellowship  with  devils. 

21  Ye  cannot  drink  the  cup  of  the  Lord,  and  the  cup  of  devils: 
ye  cannot  be  partakers  of  the  Lord's  table,  and  of  the  table  of  devils. 

22  Do  we  provoke  the  Lord  to  jealousy  ?  arc  we  stronger  than  Ins  ? 

28  All  things  are  lawful  for  me,  but  all  tilings  arc  not.  expedient: 

all  things  are  lawful  for  me,  but  all  things  edify  not. 

24  Let  no  man  sock  his  own,  but  every  man  another's  wealth. 

25  Whatsoever  is  sold  in  the  shambles,  that  eat,  asking  no  question 
for  conscience’  sake : 

26  For  the  earth  is  the  Lord’s,  and  the  fulness  thereof. 

27  Tf  any  of  them  that  believe  not  bid  you  to  a  feast,  and  ye  be 
disposed  to  go  j  whatsoever  is  set  before  you,  eat,  asking  no  question 
for  conscience'  sake. 

28  But  if  any  man  say  unto  you,  This  is  offered  in  sacrifice  unto 
idols,  eat  not  for  his  sake  that  shewed  it,  and  for  conscience’  sake: 
for  the  earth  is  the  Lord’s,  and  the  fulness  thereof : 

29  Conscience,  I  say,  not  thine  own,  but  of  the  other :  for  why  is 
my  liberty  judged  of  another  man’s  conscience? 

30  For  if  I  by  grace  he  a  partaker,  why  am  I  evil  spoken  of  for 
that  which  1  give  thanks  ? 

31  Whether  therefore  ye  eat,  or  drink,  or  whatsoever  ye  do,  do 
all  to  the  glory  of  God . 

32  Give  none  offence,  neither  to  the  Jews,  nor  to  the  Gentiles,  nor 
to  the  church  of  God : 

33  liven  as  I  please  all  men  in  all  things,  not  seeking  mine  own 
profit,  but  the  profit  of  many,  that  they  may  be  saved. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

1  He  reproveth  them,  because  in  holy  assemblies  4  their  men  prayed  with  their 
heads  covered,  and  0  women  with  their  heads  uncovered,  17  and  (njciww  genera  fly 
their  meetings  were  not  for  the  better  but  for  the  worse,  as  21  nantofy  in  p^ftming 
with  their  own  feasts  the  Lord's  supper ,  23  Lastly,  he  calleth  them  to  the  first  insti¬ 
tution  thereof 

EE  ye  followers  of  me,  even  as  I  also  am  of  Chii9t. 

2  Now  I  praise  you,  brethren,  that  ye  remember  me  in  all 
things,  and  keep  the  ordinances,  as  I  delivered  them  to  you. 
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.4  Jinl  I  would  have  you  know,  that  the.  head  of  every  man  is 
Christ;  and  the  head  of  the  woman  is  the  man;  and  the  head  of 

(■fount  is  God. 

4  Every  man  praying  or  prophesying,  having  his  head  covered, 

dishonoureth  his  head. 

ii  Hut.  every  woman  that  prayeth  or  prophesieth  with  her  head 
uncovered  dishonoureth  her  head;  for  that  is  even  all  one  as  if 
she  were  shaven. 

<»  For  if  the  woman  be  not  covered,  let  her  also  be  shorn :  but  if  it 
he  a  shame  for  a  woman  to  be  shorn  or  shaven,  let  her  be  covered. 

7  For  a  man  indeed  ought  not  to  cover  his  head,  forasmuch  as  he 
is  the  image  and  glory  of  God :  but  the  woman  is  the  glory  of  the 
man. 

<S  For  the  man  is  not  of  the  woman;  but  the  woman  of  the  man. 

5)  Neither  was  the  man  created  for  the  woman ;  but  the  woman 
for  the  znau. 

10  K  or  this  cause  ought  the  woman  to  have  power  on  her  head 

because,  of  the  angels. 

11  Nevertheless  neither  jb  the  man  without  the  woman,  neither 
the  woman  without  the  man,  in  the  Lord. 

1 2  For  as  the.  woman  is  of  the  man,  even  so  is  the  man  also  by  the 
woman ;  but  all  things  of  God. 

1.4  Judge  in  yourselves:  is  it  comely  that  a  woman  pray  unto  God 
uncovered  ? 

14  Doth  not  even  nature  itself  teach  you,  that,  if  a  man  have  long 
hair,  it  is  a  shame  unto  him  ? 

J ij  lint  if  a  woman  have  long  hair,  it  is  a  glory  to  her:  for  her 
hair  is  given  her  for  a  covering. 

10  Hut  if  any  man  seem  to  be  contentious,  we  have  no  such 
custom,  neither  the  churches  of  God. 

17  Now  in  this  that  I  declare  unto  you  I  praise  you  not,  that  ye 
come  together  not  for  the  better,  but  for  the  worse. 

15  For  first  <>E  all,  when  ye  come  together  iu  the  cliurch,  I  hea» 
that  there  he  divisions  among  you ;  and  I  partly  believe  it. 

H>  For  there  must  be  also  heresies  among  you,  that  they  wliick 
arc  approved  may  be  made  manifest  among  you. 

20  When  ve  come  together  therefore  into  one  place,  this  is  not  t» 
cat  the  Lord?s  supper. 

21  For  in  eating  every  one  taketli  before  other  his  own  supper  •. 
and  one  is  hungry,  and  another  is  drunken. 

22  What !  have  ye  not.  houses  to  eat  and  drink  in  ?  or  despise  ye 

the  church  of  God.  and  shame  them  that  have  not?  What  shall  1 

0 

say  to  you  V  shall  i  praise  you  in  this  ?  I  praise  you  not. 

24  For  T  have  received  of  the  Lord  that  which  also  I  delivered 
unto  yon,  That  the  T/ord  Jesus,  the  same  night  in  whieh  he  was 
betrayed,  look  bread : 

24  And  when  be  hail  given  thanks,  he  brake  it,  and  said,  Take , 
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'■at ;  this  is  my  body,  which  is  broken  for  you:  this  do  in  remem¬ 
brance  of  me. 

25  After  the  same  maimer  also  he  took  the  cup,  when  he  had 
supped,  saying.  This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in  my  blood:  this  <t" 
ye,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in  remembrance  of  me. 

26  For  as  often  as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup.  ye  do 
shew  the.  Lord's  death  till  he  come. 

27  Wherefore  whosoever  shall  eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup 
of  the  Lord,  unworthily,  shall  be  guilty  of  the  l)ody  and  blood  of  tin* 

Lord. 

28  But  let  a  man  examine  himself,  and  so  let  him  eat  of  that 
bread,  and  drink  of  that  cup. 

29  For  he  that  eatetli  and  drinketh  unworthily,  ealeth  and  drinketh 
damnation  to  himself,  not  discerning  the  Lord’s  body. 

86  For  this  cause  many  are  weak  and  sickly  among  you,  and  many 

sleep. 

31  For  if  we  would  judge  ourselves,  we  should  not  be  judged. 

32  But  when,  we  are  judged,  wo  are  o hastened  of  the  Lord,  that 
we  should  not  be  condemned  with  the  world. 

33  Wherefore,  my  brethren,  when  ye  come  together  to  eat,  tarry 
one  for  another. 

34  And  if  any  man  hunger,  let  him  eat  at  home;  that  ye  come 
not  together  into  condemnation .  And  the  rest  will  I  set  in  order 

when  I  come. 


CHAPTER  Xli. 


1  Spiritual  gifts  4  are  divers,  1  yet  all  to  profit  withal.  8  And  to  that  end  we 
diversely  hestmned ;  12  that  by  l he  like  proportion y  as  the  members  of  a  natural  body 
tend  all  to  the  16  mutual  decency >  22  service,  and  26  succour  of  the  same  body ;  27  so 
we  should  do  one  for  another ,  to  make  vp  the  mystical  Inkty  of  Christ. 


"VjT OW  concerning  spiritual  gifts,  brethren,  1  would  not  have  you 
_LN  ignorant. 

2  Ye  know  that  ye  were  Gentiles,  carried  away  unto  these  dumb 
idols,  even  as  yc  wore  led. 

3  Wherefore  T  give  you  to  understand,  that  no  man  speaking  by 
the  Spirit  of  God  ealletli  Jesus  accursed:  and  that  no  man  can  say 
that  Jesus  is  the  Lord,  but  by  the  Holy  (3  host. 

4  Now  there  are  diversities  of  gifts,  but  the  same  Spirit. 

5  And  there  are  differences  of  administrations,  but  the  same  Lord. 

6  And  there  are  diversities  of  operations,  but  it  is  the  same  God 
which  workoth  nil  in  all. 


7  But  the  nutmfestution  of  the  Spirit  is  given  to  every  man  to 
profit  withal. 

8  For  to  one  is  given  by  the  Spirit  the  word  of  wisdom ;  to  another 
the  word  of  knowledge  by  the  same  Spirit; 

9  To  another  faith  by  the  same  Spirit;  to  another  the  gifts  of  heal¬ 
ing  by  the  same  Spirit ; 
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10  To  another  the  working  of  miracles;  to  another  prophecy ;  to 
another  discerning  of  spirits;  to  another  divers  kinds  of  tongues;  to 
another  the  interpretation  of  tongues  : 

11  Hut  all  these  worketh  that  one  and  the  selfsame  Spirit,  dividing 
to  every  man  severally  as  he  will. 

12  For  as  the  body  is  one,  and  hath  many  members,  and  all  the 
members  of  that  one  body,  being  many,  are  one  body:  so  also  is 
Christ. 

12  For  by  one  Spirit  are  we  all  baptized  into  one  body,  whether  we 
be  Jews  or  Gentiles,  whether  we  he  bond  or  free;  and  have  been  all 
made  to  drink  into  one  Spirit. 

14  For  the  body  is  not  one  member,  but  many. 

15  If  the  foot  shall  say,  Because  1  am  not  the  hand,  I  am  not  of 
the  IhxIv  :  is  it  therefore  not  of  the  body? 

*  m  4  V 

10  And  if  the  ear  shall  say,  Because  1  am  not  the  eye,  I  am  not 
of  the  body;  is  il  therefore  not  of  the  body  ? 

17  If  tlio  whole  body  were  an  eye,  where  were  the  hearing  ?  If  the 
whole  were  hearing,  where  were  the  smelling? 

IS  But  now  hath  God  set  the  members  every  one  of  them  in  the 
body,  as  it  hath  pleased  him. 

11)  And  if  they  were  all  one  member,  where  were  the  body? 

20  But  now  are  they  many  members,  yet  but  one  body. 

21  And  the  eye  cannot  say  unto  the  hand,  I  have  no  need  of  thee : 
nor  again  the  head  to  the  feet,  I  have  no  need  of  you. 

22  Nnv.  much  more  those  members  of  the  body,  which  seem  to  be 
more  feeble,  are  necessary : 

22  And  those  members  of  the  body,  which  we  think  to  be  less 
honourable,  upon  these  we  bestow'  more  abundant  honour;  and  our 
uncomely  parts  have  more  abundant  comeliness. 

24  For  our  comely  parts  have  no  need:  hut  God  hath  tempered 
the  lx>dv  together,  having  given  more  abundant  honour  to  that  part 
which  lacked: 

25  That  there  should  be  no  schism  in  the  body;  but  that  the 
members  should  have  the  same  care  one  for  another. 

2(>  And  whether  one  member  suffer,  all  the  members  suffer  with  it; 
ur  out*,  member  be  honoured,  all  the  members  rejoice  with  It, 

27  Now  ye  are  the  body  of  Christ,  and  members  in  /mrticular. 

28  And  God  hath  set  some  in  the  elmreh,  first  apostles,  secondarily 
prophets,  thirdly  teachers,  after  that  miracles,  then  gifts  of  healings, 
helps,  governments,  diversities  of  tongues. 

20  Arc  all  apostles  ?  arc  all  prophets '!  are  all  teachers  ?  are  all 

workers  of  miracles  ? 

* 

20  Have  all  the  gifts  of  healing  ?  do  all  speak  with  tongues  ?  do 
all  interpret? 

21  But  covet  earnestly  the  best  gifts :  and  yet  shew  I  unto  you  a 
more  excellent  way. 
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1  All  gifts,  2, 3  hmr,  excellent  soever,  are  nothing  worth  without  charity.  -1  The 
praises  thereof,  and  13  prelation  before  hope  and  faith. 


THOUGH  1  speak  with  the  tongues  of  men  and  of  angels,  and 
have  not  charity,  I  am  become  as  sounding  brass,  or  a  tinkling 
cymbal. 

2  And  though  I  have  the  gift  of  prophecy,  and  ttnderslawl  all  mys¬ 
teries,  and  all  knowledge ;  and  though  1  have  all  faith,  so  that  1  could 
remove  mountains,  and  have  not  charity,  I  am  nothing. 

3  And  though  I  bestow  all  my  goods  to  feed  the  poor,  and  though 
I  give  my  body  to  be  burned,  and  have  not  charity,  it  profitetli  me 
nothing. 

4  Charity  suffereth  long,  and  is  kind;  charity  envleth  not  ;  charity 
vauuteth  not  itself,  is  not  puffed  up, 

5  Doth  not  behave  itself  unseemly,  scekctli  not  her  own,  is  not 
easily  provoked,  thinketh  no  evil  ; 

G  Rojoieeth  not  in  iniquity,  but  rejoiceth  in  the  truth ; 

7  Rearcth  all  things,  believcth  all  things,  hopellt  all  things,  en- 
dureth  all  things. 

3  Charity  never  faileth:  but  whether  there  be  prophecies,  they 
shall  fail ;  whether  there  be  tongues,  they  shall  cease  ;  whether  there 
be  knowledge,  it  shall  vanish  away. 

9  Tor  we  know  in  part,  and  we  prophesy  in  part. 

10  But  when  that  which  is  perfect  is  come,  then  that  which  is  in 
part  shall  be  done  away. 

11  When  1  was  a  child,  I  spake  as  a  child,  T  understood  as  a  child. 
T  thought  as  a  child  :  but  when  I  became  a  man,  I  put  away  childish 
things. 

12  For  now  we  see  through  a  glass,  darkly;  but  then  face  to  face : 
now  I  know  In  part;  but  then  shall  I  know  even  as  also  I  am  known. 

13  And  now  abideth  faith,  hope,  chatity,  these  three;  but  the 
greatest  of  these  is  charity. 


CHATTER  XIV. 


1  Propheet/  is  commended,  2,  3,  4  and  preferred  before  speakln ;/  with  longues,  fi  by 
a  comparison  demon  from  musical  ihstiitmcnts.

"OOLLOW  after  charity,  and  desire  spiritual  gifts,  but  rather  that  ye 
-1-  may  prophesy. 

2  For  he  that  speaketh  in  an  unknown  tongue  speaketh  not.  unto 
men,  but  unto  God;  for  no  man  understandeth  him;  hatched  in  tin: 
spirit  he  speaketh  mysteries. 

3  But  he  that  prophesieth  speaketh  unto  men  to  edification,  and 
exhortation,  and  comfort. 

4  He  that  speaketh  in  an  unknown  tongue  edifieth  himself;  hut  he 
that  prophesieth  edifieth  the.  church. 
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n  1  would  that  ye  all  spake  with  tongues,  but  rather  that  yc  proph¬ 
esied:  lor  greater  is  he  that  prophcaieth  than  he  that  speaketh  with 
tongues,  except  he  interpret,  that  the  church  may  receive  edifying. 

<>  Now,  brethren,  if  I  come  unto  you  speaking  with  tongues,  what 
shall  1  profit  you,  except  I  shall  speak  to  you  either  by  revelation, 
or  by  knowledge,  or  by  prophesying,  or  by  doctrine? 

7  And  even  things  without  life  giving  sound,  whether  pipe  or 
harp,  except  they  give  a  distinction  in  the  sounds,  how  shall  it  be 
known  what  is  piped  or  harped  ? 

8  For  if  the  trumpet  give  an  uncertain  sound,  who  shall  prepare 
himself  to  the  battle  ? 

i)  So  likewise  ye,  except  ye  utter  by  the  tongue  words  easy  to  be 
understood,  how  shall  it  bo  known  what  is  spoken?  for  ye  shall 
speak  into  the  air. 

10  There  are,  it  may  bo,  so  many  kinds  of  voices  in  the  world, 
and  none  of  them  is  without  signification. 

11  Therefore  if  I  know  not  the  meaning  of  the  voice,  I  shall  be 
until  him  that  speaketh  a  barbarian,  and  he  that  speaketh  shall  he  a 
barbarian  unto  me. 

12  Even  so  ye,  forasmuch  as  ye  are  zealous  of  spiritual  gifts,  seek 
that  ye  may  excel  to  the  edifying  of  the  church. 

1.V Wherefore  let  him  that  speaketh  in  an  unknown  tongue  pray 
that  he  may  interpret 

14  For  if  I  pray  in  an  unknown  tongue,  my  spirit  prayeth,  but  my 
understanding  is  unfruitful. 

Id  What  is  it  then?  1  will  pray  with  the  spirit,  and  I  will  pray 
with  the  understanding  also:  I  will  sing  with  the  spirit,  and  T  will 
sing  with  the.  understanding  also. 

It!  Else,  when  thou  shalt  bless  with  the  spirit,  how  shall  he  that 
oeeupieth  the  room  of  the  unlearned  say  Amen  at  thy  giving  of 
thanks,  seeing  he  nnderstandeth  not  what  thou  sayest? 

17  For  thou  verily  givest  thanks  well,  but  the  other  is  -not  edified. 

15  I  thank  my  God,  I  speak  with  tongues  more  than  ye  all: 

It)  Yet  in  the  church  I  had  rather  speak  five  words  with  my  under¬ 
standing,  that  by  my  voice  1  might  teach  others  also,  than  ten  thou¬ 
sand  words  in  an  unknown  tongue. 

2<>  Mrelhren,  be  not  children  in  understanding:  howbeit in  malice 
bo  ye  children,  hut  in  understanding  be  men. 

21  In  the  law  it  is  written,  With  men  of  other  tongues  and  other 
lips  will  I  speak  unto  this  people;  and  yet  for  all  that  will  they  not 
hear  mo,  saith  the  Lord. 

22  Wherefore  tongues  are  for  a  sign,  not  to  them  that  believe,  but 
to  them  that  believe  not:  but  prophesying  serveth  not  for  them  that 
believe  not.  but  for  them  which  believe. 

2!>  If  therefore  the  whole  church  he  come  together  into  one  place, 
and  all  speak  with  tongues,  ami  there  come  in  those  that  are  unlearned, 
or  unbelievers,  will  they  not  say  that  ye  are  mad? 
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24  But  if  all  prophesy,  and  there  come  in  one  that  believeth  iml, 
or  one  unlearned,  he  is  conduced  of  all,  he  is  judged  of  all : 

25  And  thus  are  the  secrets  of  his  heart  made  manifest;  and  so  fall¬ 
ing  down  on  liis  face  he.  will  worship  God,  and  report  that  God  is  in 


you  of  a  truth. 

26  How  is  it  then,  brethren  ?  when  ye  come  together,  every  one 
of  you  hath  a  psalm,  hath  a  doctrine,  hath  a  tongue,  hath  a  revela¬ 
tion,  hath  an  interpretation.  Let-  all  things  be  done  unto  edifying. 

27  If  any  man  speak  in  an  unknown  tongue,  let  it  be  by  two,  or 
at  the  most  by  three,  and  that  by  course ;  and  lot  one  interpret. 

28  But  if  there  be  no  interpreter,  let  him  keep  silence  in  the 
church ;  and  let  h  i  m  speak  to  himself,  and  to  God. 

29  Let  the  prophets  speak  two  or  three,  and  let  the  other  judge. 

30  If  iuiv  thing  be  revealed  to  another  that  sitteth  by,  let  the  first

hold  his  peace. 

31  For  ye  may  all  prophesy  one  by  one,  that  all  may  learn,  and  all 
may  be  comforted. 

32  And  the  spirits  of  the  prophets  are  subject  to  t  he  prophets. 

33  For  God  is  not  the  author  of  confusion,  but  of  peace,  as  in  all 
churches  of  the  saints. 


34  Let  your  women  keep  silence  in  the  churches :  for  it  is  not  per¬ 
mitted  unto  them  to  speak ;  but  they  are  commanded  to  be  under 
obedience,  as  also  saith  the  law. 

35  And  if  the)'  will  learn  any  thing,  let  them  ask  their  husbands 

at  home :  for  it  is  a  shame  for  women  to  speak  in  the  church. 

36  What  !  came  the  word  of  God  out  from  you?  or  came  it  unto 
you  ouly  ? 

37  If  any  man  think  himself  to  be  a  prophet,  or  spiritual,  let  him 
acknowledge  that  the  things  that  1  write  unto  you  are  the  command¬ 
ments  of  the  Lord. 


38  But  if  any  man  be  ignorant,  let  him  be  ignorant. 

39  Wherefore,  brethren,  covet  to  prophesy,  and  forbid  not  to  speak 

with  tongues. 

40  Lei  all  things  be  done  decently  and  in  order. 


CHAPTER  XV. 

3  By  Christ's  resurrection,  12  he  proveth  the  necessity  of  our  resurrection,  ayainst 
all  such  ns  deny  the  resurrection  of  the  body.  21  The  fruit,  35  anti  manner  thereof, 
51  and  of  the  changing  of  them,  that  shall  be  found  alive  at  the  fast  <lay.

3  For  I  delivered  unto  you  first  of  all  that  which  I  also  received.

how  that  Christ  died  for  our  sins  according  to  the  Scriptures ; 
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4  And  that  lie  was  buried,  and  that  he  rose  again  the  third  day 
according  u»  the  Scriptures: 

5  Ami  that  he  was  seen  of  Cephas,  then  of  the  twelve: 

(>  After  that,  he  was  .seen  of  above  five  hundred  brethren  at  onoe; 
of  whom  the  greater  part  remain  unto  this  present,  but  some  are 
fallen  asleep. 

7  After  that,  he  was  seen  of  James;  then  of  all  the  apostles. 

8  And  last  of  all  he  was  seen  of  me  also,  as  of  one  bom  out  of 

due  time. 

1)  For  I  am  the  least  of  the  apostles,  that  am  not  meet  to  be  called 
au  apostle,  because  I  persecuted  the  church  of  God. 

10  I  Jut  by  the  grace  of  God  I  am  what  I  am :  and  his  grace  which 
was  bestowed  upon  me  was  not  in  vain  ;  but  I  laboured  more  abun¬ 
dantly  than  they  all:  yet  not  I,  but  the  grace  of  God  which  was  with 
me. 

1 1  Therefore  whether  it  were  I  or  they,  so  we  preach,  and  so  ye 
helietwl. 


1  If  Now  if  Christ  be  preached  that  he  rose  from,  the  dead,  how  say 
some  among  you  that  there  Is  no  resurrection  of  the  dead  ? 

Id  Bui  if  there  be  no  resurrection  of  the  dead,  then  is  Christ  not 


risen : 


11  And  if  Christ  be  not  risen,  then  is  our  preaching  vain,  and  your 
faith  is  also  vain. 


1.1  Yea,  and  wo  are  found  false  witnesses  of  God;  because  we 
have  testified  of  God  that  ho  raised  up  Christ:  whom  he  raised  not 
up,  if  so  he  that  the  dead  rise  not. 

1(5  For  if  the  dead  rise  not,  then  is  not  Christ  raised: 

17  And  if  Christ  be  not  raised,  your  faith  is  vain;  ye  are  yet  in 


your  sms. 

IS  Then  they  also  which  are  fallen  asleep  in  Christ  are  perished, 
lb  If  in  this  life  only  we  have  hope  in  Christ,  we  are  of  all  men 
most  miserable. 


20  But  now  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead,  and  become  the  first- 
fruits  of  them  that  slept. 

21  For  since  by  man  came  death,  by  man  came  also  the  resurrec¬ 
tion  of  the  dead. 


22  For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  be  made  alive. 

28  But  every  man  in  his  own  order :  Christ  the  firetfruits ;  after¬ 
ward  they  that  are  Christ’s  at  his  coming. 

24  Then  cometh  the  end,  when  he  shall  have  delivered  up  the 
kingdom  to  God,  even  the  Father;  when  he  shall  have  put  down  all 
rule,  and  all  authority  and  power. 

2 n  For  he  must  reign,  till  he  hath  put  all  enemies  under  his  feel. 

2<i  The.  last  enemy  that  shall  be  destroyed  is  death. 

27  For  he  hath  put  all  things  under  his  feet.  But  when  lie  saith, 
Alt  things  are  put  under  him,  it  is  manifest  that  he  is  excepted, 
which  did  put  nil  things  under  him. 
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2<S  And  token  all  tilings  shall  be  subdued  unto  him,  then  shall  tin* 
Son  also  himself  be  subject  unto  him  that  put  all  things  under  him, 
that  God  mav  be  all  in  all. 

4* 

29  “Rise  what  shall  they  do  which  are  baptized  for  the  dead,  if  the 
dead  ri  se  not  at  all  ?  why  are  they  then  baptized  for  the  dead  9 

30  And  why  stand  we  in  jeopardy  every  hour  9 

31  I  protest  by  your  rejoicing  which  I  have  in  Christ  Jesus  our 
Lord,  I  die  daily. 

32  If  after  the  manner  of  men  I  have  fought  with  beasts  at  Epbc- 
sus,  what  advautageth  it  me,  if  the  dead  rise  not  ?  let  us  eat  and 
drink;  for  to  morrow  we  die. 

33  Be  not  deceived:  evil  communications  corrupt  good  manners. 

34  Awake  to  righteousness,  and  sin  not;  for  some  have  not  the 
knowledge  of  God :  I  speak  this  to  your  shame. 

35  lint  some  mail  will  say,  How  are  the  dead  raised  up  ?  and  with 
what  body  do  they  come  ? 

36  Thou  fool,  that  which  thou  sowest  is  not  quickened ,  except  it 

die : 

3T  And  that  which  thou  sowest,  thou  sowest  not  that  body  that 
shall  be,  but  bare  grain,  it  may  chance  of  wheat,  or  of  some  other 
grain : 

38  But  God  giveth  it  a  body  as  it  hath  pleased  him,  and  to  every 
seed  his  own  body. 

39  All  flesh  is  not  the  same  flesh :  but  there  is  one  kind  of  flesh 
of  men,  another  flesh  of  beasts,  another  of  fishes,  and  another  of 
birds. 

40  There  are  also  celestial  bodies,  and  bodies  terrestrial :  but  the 
glory  of  the  celestial  is  one,  and  the  glory  of  the  terrestrial  is  another. 

41  There  is  one  glory  of  the  sun,  and  another  glory  of  the  moon, 
and  another  glory  of  the  stars ;  for  one  star  dift'ereth  from  another 
star  in  glory. 

42  So  also  is  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  Tt  is  sown  in  corrup¬ 
tion,  it  is  raised  in  incomiption : 

43  It.  is  sown  in  dishonour,  it  is  raised  in  glory:  it  is  sown  in 
weakness,  it  is  raised  ill  power: 

44  Tt  is  sown  a  natural  body,  it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body.  There 
is  a  natural  body,  and  there  is  a  spiritual  body. 

45  And  so  it  is  written,  The  first  man  Adam  was  made  a  living 
soul;  the  last  Adam  was  made  a  quickening  spirit. 

46  Howbeit  that  was  not  first  which  is  spiritual,  but  that  winch 
is  natural ;  and  afterward  that  which  is  spiritual. 

47  The  first  man  is  of  the  earth,  earthy :  the  second  man  is  the 
Lord  from  heaven. 

48  As  is  the  earthy,  such  are  they  also  that,  are  earthy :  and  as  is 
the  heavenly,  such  are  they  also  that  are  heavenly. 

49  And  as  we  have  borne  the  image  of  the  earthy,  wc  shall  also 
bear  the  image  of  the  heavenly. 
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50  Now  this  I  say,  brethren,  that  flesh  ami  blood  cannot  inherit 
the  kingdom  of  God  ;  neither  doth  corruption  inherit  incorruption. 

51  Behold,  I  shew  you  a  mystery;  YVe  shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we 
shall  all  be  changed, 

52  Tti  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump: 
for  the  trumpet  shall  sound,  and  the  dead  shall  be  raised  incorrupti¬ 
ble,  and  we  shall  be  changed. 

53  For  this  corruptible  must  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal 
must  put  on  immortality. 

54  So  when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put  on  incorruption,  and 
this  mortal  shall  have  put  on  immortality,  then  shall  be  brought  to 
pass  the  saying  that  is  written,  Death  is  swallowed  up  in  victory. 

55  0  death,  where  is  thy  sting  ?  0  grave,  where  is  thy  victory  ? 

50  The  sting  of  death  is  sin;  and  the  strength  of  sin  is  the  law. 

57  But  thanks  he  to  God,  which  giveth  us  the  victory  through  our 
Lord  Jobub  Christ. 

58  Therefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  be  ye  steadfast,  unmoveable, 
always  abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  ye  know 
that  your  labour  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 


CHAPTER  XVI. 


1  He  exhorteth  them  to  relieve  the  tea nt  of  the  brethren  at  Jerusalem.  10  Com- 
memlelh  Timothy,  13  and  after  friendly  admonitions,  l(i  shutteth  tip  his  epistle  with 
divers  salutations. 


NOW  concerning  the  collection  for  the  saints,  ms  I  have  given 
order  to  the  churches  of  Galatia,  even  bo  do  ye. 

2  Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week  let  every  one  of  you  lay  by  him 
in  store,  as  Cod  hath  prospered  him,  that  there  be  no  gatherings 


when  I  come. 

3  And  when  I  eome,  whomsoever  ye  shall  approve  by  your  letters, 
them  will  T  send  to  bring  your  liberality  unto  Jerusalem. 

•1  And  if  it  be  meet  that  I  go  also,  they  shall  go  with  me. 

5  Now  I  will  come  unto  you,  when  I  shall  pass  through  Mace¬ 
donia  :  for  I  do  pass  through  Macedonia. 

0  And  it  may  be  that  I  will  abide,  yea,  and  winter  vnth  you,  that 
ye  may  bring  me  on  my  journey  whithersoever  I  go. 

7  For  I  will  not  see  you  now  by  the  way ;  but  I  trust  to  tarry  a 
while  with  you,  if  the  Lord  permit. 

8  But  T  will  tarry  at  Ephesus  until  Pentecost. 

0  For  a  great  door  and  effectual  is  opened  unto  me,  and  there  are 
many  adversaries. 

40  Now  if  Timotheus  come,  see  that  he  may  be  with  you  without 
fear :  for  he  worketh  the  work  of  the  Lord,  as  I  also  do. 

11  Let  no  man  therefore  despise  him :  but  conduct  him  forth  in 
peace,  that  he  may  come  unto  me :  for  I  look  for  him  with  the 
brethren. 
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12  As  touching  our  brother  Apollos,  I  greatly  ilesired  him  to  come 
unto  you  with  the  brethren :  but  his  will  whs  not  at  all  to  come  ut 
this  time;  but  he  will  come  when  he  shall  have  convenient  time. 

13  Watch  ye,  stand  fast  in  the  faith,  quit  you  like  men,  be  strong. 

14  Let  all  your  things  be  done  with  charity. 

15  I  beseech  you,  brethren,  (ye  know  the  house  of  StephanaB,  that 
it  is  the  firatfruits  of  Achaia,  and  that  they  have  addicted  themselves 
to  the  ministry  of  the  saints,) 

16  That  ye  submit  yourselves  unto  such,  and  to  every  one  that 
helpeth  with  us,  and  labouroth, 

17  I  am  glad  of  tho  coming  of  Stephanas  and  Fortunatus  and 
Achaicus:  for  that  which  was  lacking  on  your  part  they  have 
supplied. 

18  For  they  have  refreshed  my  spirit  and  yours :  therefore  acknowl¬ 
edge  yo  them  that  are  such. 

19  The  churches  of  Asia  salute  yon.  Aquila  and  Priscilla  salute 
you  much  in  the  Lord,  with  tho  church  that  is  in  their  house. 

20  All  the  brethren  greet  you.  Greet  ye  one  another  with  a  holy 

kiss. 


21  The  salutation  of  me  Paul  with  mine  own  baud. 

22  If  any  man  love  not  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  let  him  be  Ana¬ 
thema,  Mar  an  atha. 

23  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  you. 

24  My  love  be  with  you  all  in  Christ  Jesus.  Amen. 


If  The  first  epistle  to  the  Corinthians  was  written  from  Philippi  by  Stephanas, 
and  Fortunatus,  and  Achaicus,  and  Timotheus. 


THE  SECOND  EPISTLE  OF  PAUL  THE  APOSTLE  TO  THE 


CHAPTER  I. 

3  The  apostle  encourogeth  them  a gainst  tumbles,  by  the  coinj'vrls  </ ml  dedrertnues 
which  God  had  given  him,  as  in  all  his  afflictions,  8  so  particularly  in  his  late  ttauyrr 
in  Asia .  12  A  ml  calling  both  his  own  conscience  and  theirs  to  witness  of  his  shmn 
manner  of  preaching  the  immutable  truth  of  the  gospel,  1  S  he  cxcuseth  his  not  canting 
to  them,  as  proceeding  not  of  lightness,  but  of  his  lenity  towards  them. 

■HAUL,  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ  by  the  will  of  God,  and  Timothy 
A  our  brother,  unto  the  church  of  God  which  is  at  Corinth,  with 
all  the  saints  which  are  in  all  Achaia: 

2  Grace  be  to  you,  and  peace,  from  God  our  Father,  and  from  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
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.‘5  Blessed  be  {rod,  oven  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the 
Father  of  mercies,  and  the  God  of  all  comfort; 

4  Who  comLortet.ii  us  in  all  our  tribulation,  that  we  inav  be  able 
to  comfort  them  which  arc  in  any  trouble,  by  the  comfort  wherewith 
we  ourselves  are  comforted  of  God. 

o  For  as  the  sufferings  of  Christ  abound  in  us,  so  our  consolation 
also  aboundefh  hy  Christ. 

(i  And  whether  we  be  afflicted,  it  is  for  your  consolation  and 
salvation,  which  is  effectual  in  the  enduring  of  the  same  sufferings 
which  we  also  suffer:  or  whether  we  be  comforted,  it  is  for  your 
consolation  and  salvation. 

7  And  our  hope  of  you  is  steadfast,  knowing,  that  as  ye  are  par¬ 
takers  of  the  stij)eriiu/s,  so  shall  ye  lie  also  of  the  consolation. 

8  For  we  would  not,  brethren,  have  you  ignorant  of  our  trouble 
which  came  to  us  in  Asia,  that  we  were  pressed  out  of  measure,  above 
strength,  insomuch  that  we  despaired  even  of  life : 

i)  Rut  we  had  the  sentence  of  death  in  ourselves,  that  we  should 
not  trust  in  ourselves,  but  in  God  which  raiseth  the  dead  : 

30  Who  delivered  us  from  so  great  a  death,  and  doth  deliver :  in 
whom  we  trust  that  he  will  yet  deliver  us ; 

1 1  Ye  also  helping  together  by  prayer  for  ns,  that  for  the  <jift  be¬ 
stowed  upon  us  by  the  means  of  many  persons  thanks  may  be  given 
hy  mantf  on  our  behalf. 

12  For  our  rejoicing  is  this,  the  testimony  of  our  conscience,  that  in 
simplicity  and  godly  sincerity,  not,  with  fleshly  wisdom,  but  by  the 
grace  of  God,  we  have  had  our  conversation  in  the  world,  and  more 
abundantly  to  you-ward. 

13  For  wc  write  none  other  things  unto  you,  than  what  ye  road  or 
arknmderlfje  ;  and  1  trust  ve  shall  acknowledge  even  to  the  end ; 

14  As  also  ye  have  acknowledged  us  in  part,  that  we  are  your 
rejoicing,  even  as  ye  also  are  ours,  in  the  day  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

Id  And  in  this  confidence  I  was  minded  to  come  unto  you  before, 
that  ye  might  have  a  second  benefit; 

Id  And  to  pasB  by  you  into  Macedonia,  and  to  come  again  out  of 
Macedonia  unto  yon,  and  of  you  to  be  brought  ou  iny  way  toward 
Judaea. 

17  When  T  therefore  was  thus  minded,  did  1  use  lightness  ?  or 
the  things  that  I  purpose,  do  I  purpose  according  to  the  flesh,  that 
with  me  there  should  be  yea,  yea,  and  nay,  nay  ? 

18  Hut  as  God  is  true,  our  word  toward  you  was  not  yea  and  nay. 

H)  For  the  Son  of  God,  Jesus  Christ,  who  was  preached  among  you 

by  us,  even  by  me  and  Silvanus  and  Timothcus,  was  not  yea  and 
naif,  but  in  him  wns  yea. 

20  For  all  the  promises  of  God  in  him  are  yea,  and  In  him  Amen, 
unto  the  glory  of  God  by  us. 

2\  Now  he  which  stablisheth  uh  with  you  in  Christ,  and  hath 
anointed  us,  is  God;

22  Who  hath  also  sealed  us,  and  given  the  earnest  of  the  Spirit  in 
our  hearts. 

23  Moreover  I  call  God  for  a  record  upon  my  soul,  that  to  spare 
you  1  came  not  as  yet  unto  Corinth. 

24  Not  for  that  we  have  dominion  over  your  faith,  but  arc  helpers 
of  your  joy:  for  by  faith  ye  stand. 


CHAPTER  II. 


1  Having  shewed  the  reason  why  he  came  not  to  them,  6  he  reguireth  them  to  for¬ 
give  and  to  comfort  that  excommunicated  person,  10  wen  as  himself  ttfao  upi>n  his 
true  repentance  had  forgiven  him,  12  declaring  xoithal  why  he  departed  from  Troas 
to  Macedonia ,  14  anil  the  happy  success  which  God  gave  to  his  preaching  in  all 
places . 


BUT  I  determined  this  with  myself,  that  I  would  not  come  again 
to  you  in  heaviness. 

2  For  if  I  make  vou  sorry,  who  is  he  then  that  makoth  me  glad, 

I'  It  w 

but  the  same  which  is  made  Bony  by  me  ? 

3  And  1  wrote  this  same  unto  you,  lest,  when  I  came,  T  should 
have  sorrow  from  them  of  whom  I  ought  to  rejoice;  having  confi¬ 
dence  in  you  all,  that  my  joy  is  the  joy  of  you  aUL 
4  For  out  of  much  affliction  and  anguish  of  heart  I  wrote  unto 
you  with  many  team;  not  that  ye  should  bo  grieved,  but  that  ye. 
might  know  the  love  which  1  have  more  abundantly  unto  you. 

5  Rut  if  any  have  caused  grief,  he  hath  not  grieved  me,  but  in 
part:  that.  I  may  not  overcharge  you  all. 

tf  Sufficient  to  such  a  man  is  this  punishment,  which  was  inflicted 

of  many. 

7  So  that,  contrariwise  ye  ought  rather  to  forgive  him,  and  com¬ 
fort  him,  lest  perhaps  such  a  one  should  be  swallowed  up  with  over¬ 
much.  sorrow. 

8  Wherefore  I  beseech  you  that  ye  would  confirm  your  love 
toward  him. 

9  For  to  this  end  also  did  I  write,  that  I  might  know  the  proof 
of  you,  whether  ye  be  obedient  in  all  things. 

10  To  whom  ye  forgive  anything,  I  forgive  also :  for  if  I  forgave 
any  thing,  to  whom  I  forgave  it,  for  your  sakes  forgave  1  it  in  the 
person  of  Christ ; 

1 1  Lest  Satan  should  get  an  advantage  of  us :  for  we  are  not 
ignorant  of  his  devices. 

12  Furthermore,  when  I  came  to  Troas  to  preach  Christ’s  gospel, 
and  a  door  was  opened  unto  me  of  the  Lord, 

13  I  had  no  rest  in  my  spirit,  because  I  found  not  Titus  iny 
brother;  but  taking  my  leave  of  them,  T  went  from  tliencc  into 
Macedonia. 

14  Now  thanks  be  unto  God,  which  always  causelh  us  to  triumph 
in  Christ,  and  maketh  manifest  the  savour  of  his  knowledge  by  us 
in  every  place. 
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lv>  For  wo  afo  unto  God  a  sweet  savour  of  Christ,  in  them  that 
are  saved,  and  in  them  that  perish: 

1(5  To  the  one  we  are  the  savour  of  death  mUo  death;  and  to  the 
other  the  savour  of  life  unto  life.  And  who  is  sufficient  for  these 
things  ? 

17  For  we  are  not  as  many,  which  corrupt  the  word  of  God  :  but 
as  erf  sincerity,  but  as  of  God,  in  the  sight  of  God  speak  we  in  Christ. 


CHAPTER  TIT. 

1  Lest  their  false  teachers  should  charge  him  with  vainglory,  he  sheweth  the  faith 
aad  gnuxa  of  the  Corinthians  to  be  «  sujlicienl  co ? nmendut l o n  of  hi *  ministry. 
6  Whereupon  n uter Inf f  a  comparison  between  the  ministers  of  the  inw  ami  of  the  <yr>jt- 
pel,  12  he  proveth  that  hit  ministry  is  so  far  the  more  excellent,  as  (he  fftntpel  of  life 
ami  liberty  is  more  glorious  than  the  law  of  condemnation. 

DO  we  begin  again  to  coinmend  ourselves?  or  need  we,  as  some 
others,  epistles  of  commendation  to  you,  or  letters  of  commen¬ 
dation  from  vou  ? 

I  ^ 

2  Ye  are  our  epistle  written  in  our  hearts,  known  and  read  of  all' 
men : 

3  Forasmuch  as  ye  are  manifestly  declared  to  be  the  epistle  of 
Christ  ministered  by  us,  written  not  with  ink,  but  with  the  Spirit  of 
the  living  God;  not  in  tables  of  stone,  but  in  fleshly  tables  of  the 
heart. 

4  And  such  trust  have  we  through  Christ  to  God-ward  : 
o  Not  that  we  are  sufficient  of  ourselves  to  think  any  thing  as  of 
ourselves;  but  our  sufficiency  is  of  God; 

(I  Who  also  hath  made  us  able  ministers  of  the  new  testament ; 
not  of  the  letter,  but  of  the  spirit:  for  the  letter  killeth,  but  the 
spirit  giveth  life. 

7  Rut  if  the  ministration  of  death,  written  and  engraven  in  stones, 
was  glorious,  so  that  the  children  of  Israel  could  not  steadfastly 
behold  the  face  of  Moses  for  the  glory  of  Ids  countenance;  which  glory 
was  to  be  done  away ; 

8  How  shall  not  the  ministration  of  the  spirit  be  rather  glorious  ? 
0  For  if  the  ministration  of  condemnation  be  glory,  much  more 
doth  the  ministration  of  righteousness  exceed  in  glory. 

10  For  cycii  that  which  was  made  glorious  had  no  glory  in  this 
respect,  by  reason  of  the  glory  that  excelleth. 

1 1  For  if  that  which  is  done  away  was  glorious,  much  more  that 
which  remaineth  is  glorious. 

12  Seeing  then,  that  we  have  such  hope,  we  use  great  plainness  of 
speech : 

13  And  not  as  Moses,  which  put  a  vail  over  liis  face,  that  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel  could  not  steadfastly  look  to  the  end  of  that  which  is 
abolished : 

14  But  their  minds  were  blinded:  for  until  this  day  remaineth  the 
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same  vail  untaken  away  in  the  reading  of  l-lic  old  testament;  which 
vail  is  done  away  in  Christ. 

15  But  even  unto  this  day,  when  Moses  is  read,  the  vail  is  upon 
their  heart. 

10  Nevertheless,  when  it  shall  turn  to  the  Lord,  the  vail  shall  he 

taken  away. 

17  Now  the  Lord  is  that  Spirit:  and  where  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord 
is,  there  is  liberty. 

18  But  we  all,  with  open  face  beholding  as  in  a  glass  the  glory  of 
the  Lord,  are  changed  into  the  same  image  from  glory  lo  glory,  even 
as  by  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  He  declareth  how  he  hath  used  all  sincerity  and  faithful  diligence  in  preaching 
the  gospel ,  7  and  how  the  troubles  and  persecutions  which  he  daily  endured  for  the 
same  did  redound  to  the  praise  of  God's  power,  12  to  the  benejit  of  Ike  church,  16  and 
to  the  apostle's  ovm  eternal  ylory. 

THEREFORE,  seeing  we  have  this  ministry,  as  we  have  received 
mercy,  we  faint  not ; 

2  But  have  renounced  the  hidden  things  of  dishonesty,  not  walk¬ 
ing  in  craftiness,  nor  handling  the  word  of  God  deceitfully ;  but,  by 
manifestation  of  the  truth,  commending  ourselves  to  cocry  vuins 
conscience  in  the  sight  of  God. 

3  But  if  our  gospel  be  hid,  it  is  hid  to  them  that  are  lost : 

4  In  whom  the  god  of  this  world  hath  blinded  the  minds  of  them 
which  believe  not,  lest  the  light  of  the  glorious  gospel  of  Christ, 
who  is  the  image  of  God,  should  shine  unto  them. 

5  For  we  preach  not  ourselves,  but  Christ  Jesus  the  Lord;  and  our¬ 
selves  your  servants  for  Jesus’  sake. 

6  For  God,  who  commanded  the  light  to  shine  out  of  darkness,  bath 
shined  in  our  hearts ,  to  give  the  light  of  the  knowledge  or  the  glory 
of  God  in  the  face  of  Jesus  Christ. 

7  But  we  have  this  treasure  in  earthen  vessels,  that  the  excellency 

/  |f 

of  the  power  may  be  of  God,  and  not  of  us. 

8  YVe  are  troubled  on  every  side,  yet  not  distressed ;  we  are  per¬ 
plexed,  but  not  in  despair ; 

9  Persecuted,  but  not  forsaken ;  cast  down,  lint  not  destroyed ; 

10  Always  bearing  about  in  the  body  the  dying  of  the  Lord  Jesus, 
that  rile  life  ;ilso  of  Jesus  might  bo  made  manifest  in  our  hotly. 

11  For  ice  which  live  are  alway  delivered  unto  death  for  .Jesus’ 
sake,  that  the  life  also  of  Jesus  might  be  made  manifest  in  our 
mortal  flesh. 

12  So  then  death  worketh  in  us,  but  life  in  you. 

13  We  have  the  same  spirit  of  faith,  according  as  it  is  written,  I 
believed,  and  therefore  have  I  spoken;  we  also  believe,  and  therefore 

speak; 
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14  Knowing  that  ho  which  raised  up  the  I«ord  Jesus  shall  raise  up 
us  also  by  Jesus,  and  shall  present  us  with  you. 

15  For  all  tilings  are  for  your  sakcs,  that  the  abundant  grace 
might  through  the  thanksgiving  of  many  redound  to  the  glory  of 
God. 

10  For  which  cause  we  faint  not;  but  though  our  outward  man 
perish,  \jet  the  Inward  man  is  renewed  day  by  day. 

1 7  F or  our  light  affliction,  which  is  but  for  a  moment,  worketh  for 
us  a  far  more  exceeding  and  eternal  weight,  of  glory ; 

18  While  wc  look  not  at  the  things  which  are  seen,  but  at  the 
things  that  are  not  seen :  for  the  things  which  are  seen  are  temporal ; 
but  tlie  things  which  axe  not  seen  are  eternal. 


CHAPTER  V. 

1  That  in  h  is  assure  d  hojx*  of  immortal  glory,  9  and  in  expectance  of  it,  and  of  the 
general  judgment,  he  Utboureth  to  keep  a  good  conscience,  12  not  that  he  may  herein 
boast  of  himself,  VI  but  09  one  that,  having  received  life  from  Christ,  endeuvountth 
to  five  as  a  nab  creature  to  Christ  otiltt,  18  and  by  his  ministry  of  reconciliation  to 
reconcile  other*  also  in  Christ  to  God . 

FOli  we  know  that,  if  our  earthly  house  of  this  tabernacle  were 
dissolved,  we  have  a  building  of  God,  a  house  not  made  with 
hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens. 

2  For  in  this  we  groan,  earnestly  desiring  to  be  clothed  upon  with 
our  house  which  is  from  heaven: 

If  so  be  that  being  clothed  we  shall  not  be  found  naked. 

4  For  we  that  are  in  this  tabernacle  do  groan,  being  burdened:  not 
for  that  we  would  be  unclothed,  but  clothed  upon,  that  mortality 
might  be  swallowed  up  of  life. 

5  Now  he  that  hath  wrought  us  for  the  selfsame  thing  is  God, 
who  also  hath  given  unto  us  the  earnest  of  the.  Spirit. 

<>  Therefore  we  are  always  confident,  knowing  that,  whilst  we  are 
at  home  in  the  body,  tve  are  absent  from  the  Lard : 

7  (For  wc  walk  by  faith,  not  by  sight:) 

8  Wc  are  confident,  I  say,  and  willing  rather  to  be  absent  from  the 
body,  and  to  be  present  with  the  Lord. 

(J  Wherefore  we  labour,  that,  whether  present  or  absent,  wc  may 
be  accepted  of  him. 

10  For  wc  must  all  appear  before  the  judgment  scat  of  Christ; 
that,  every  one  may  receive  the  things  done  in  his  body,  according  to 
that  he  hath  done,  whether  it  be  good  or  bad. 

1 1  Knowing  therefore  the  terror  of  the  Lord,  we  persuade  men ;  but 
we  are  -matte  manifest  unto  God;  and  T  trust  also  are  made  manifest 
in  your  consciences. 

12  For  we  commend  not  ourselves  again  unto  you,  but  give  you 
occasion  to  glory  on  our  behalf,  that  ye  may  have  somewhat  to 
answer  them  which  glory  in  appearance,  and  not  in  heart.

13  For  whether  we  be  beside  ourselves,  it  is  to  God:  or  whether 
we  be  sober,  it  is  for  your  cause. 

14  For  tiie  love  of  Christ  conslruineth  us ;  because  we  thus  judge, 
that  if  one  died  for  all,  then  were  all  dead : 

15  And  that  he  died  for  all,  that  they  which  live  should  not  hence¬ 
forth  live  unto  themselves,  but  unto  him  which  died  for  them,  and 
rose  again. 

16  Wherefore  henceforth  know  we  no  man  after  the  flesh:  yea, 
though  we  have  known  Christ  after  the  flesh,  yet  now  henceforth 
know'  we  him  no  more. 

17  Therefore  if  any  man  be  in  Christ ,  he  is  a  new  creature:  old 
things  are  passed  away ;  behold,  all  things  are  become  new. 

18  And  all  things  are  of  God,  who  hath  reconciled  ns  to  himself 
by  Jesus  Christ,  and  hath  given  to  us  tile  ministry  of  reconciliation : 

10  To  wit,  that  God  was  in  Christ-,  reconciling  the  world  mito  him¬ 
self,  not  imputing  their  trespasses  unto  them;  and  hath  committed 
unto  us  the  word  of  reconciliation. 

20  Now  then  we  are  ambassadors  for  Christ,  as  though  God  did 
beseeeh  you  by  us :  we  pray  you  in  Christ’s  stead,  be  ye  reconciled 
to  God . 

21  For  he  hath  made  him  to  be  sin  for  us,  who  knew  no  sin ;  that 
we  might  be  made  the  righteousness  of  God  in  him. 


CHAPTER  VI. 

1  That  he  hath  approved  himself  a  faithful  minister  of  Christ,  both  by  his  exhor¬ 
tations,  3  and  by  integrity  of  life,  4  and  by  patient  eiuluriny  all  kinds  of  npHction  ond 
disgraces  for  the  gospel.  10  Of  which  he  spaaketh  the  more  boldly  amongst  thou, 
because  his  /wart  is  open  to  them,  Viand  he  expeclelh  the  like  affection  from  Hum 
again,  14  exhorting  to  fee  the  society  and  pollutions  of  idolaters,  as  being  themselves 
temples  of  the  living  (foci. 

u/u  then,  as  workers  together  with  him,  beseech  you  also  that  ye 
*Y  receive  not  the  grace  of  God  in  vain. 

2  (For  he  saith,  I  have  heard  thee  in  a  time  accepted,  and  in  the 
day  of  salvation  have  I  succoured  thee :  behold,  now  is  the  accepted 
time ;  behold,  now  is  the  day  of  salvation.) 

3  Giving  no  ollence  in  any  thing,  that  the  ministry  be  not  blamed : 

4  But  in  all  things  approving  ourselves  as  the  ministers  of  God, 
in  much  patience,  in  afflictions,  in  necessities,  in  distresses, 

5  In  stripes,  in  imprisonments,  in  tumults,  in  labours,  in  watch¬ 
ings,  in  fastings ; 

6  By  pureness,  by  knowledge,  by  longsuffering,  by  kindness,  by 
the  Holy  Ghost,  by  love  unfeigned, 

7  By  the  word  of  truth,  by  the  power  of  God,  by  the  armour  of 
righteousness  on  the  right  hand  and  on  the  left, 

8  By  honour  and  dishonour,  by  evil  report  and  good  report :  as 
deceivers,  and  vet  true ; 
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!)  As  unknown,  and  ynt  well  known;  as  dying,  and,  behold,  we 
live :  as  chastened,  and  not  killed; 

10  As  sorrowful,  yet  alway  rejoicing;  as  poor,  yet  making  many 
rich;  as  having  nothing,  and  yet  possessing  all  things. 

1 1  0  yc  Corinthians,  our  mouth  is  open  unto  you,  onr  heart  is 
'utlurgwl. 

12  ¥e  are  not  straitened  in  us,  but  ye  arc  straitened  in  your  own 
bowels. 

13  Now  for  a  recompense  in  the  same,  (1  speak  as  unto  my  chU- 
fire w.)  he  yo  also  enlarged. 

1-1  lie  yc  not  unequally  y oked  together  with  unbelievers:  for  what 
fellowship  hath  righteousness  with  unrighteousness  ?  and  what  com- 
mu  it  ion  hath  light  with  darkness  ? 

15  Aud  what  concord  hath  Christ  with  Belial?  or  what  port  hath 
lie  that  believeth  with  an  infidel? 

10  And  what  a/frmmut  hath  the  temple  of  God  with  idols?  for  ye 
are  the  temple  of  the  living  Uod ;  as  God  hath  said,  I  will  dwell  in 
them,  and  walk  in  them;  and  1  will  be  their  God,  and  they  shall  be 
my  people. 

17  Wherefore  come  out  from  among  them,  and  be  ye  separate, 
sailh  the  Cord,  aud  touch  not  the  unolean  thing;  and  I  will  receive 

you, 

18  And  will  be  a  Father  unto  you,  and  ye  shall  lie  my  Bona  and 
daughters,  saitli  the  Lord  Almighty. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

1  lie  proetedeth  in  exhorting  them  to  purity  of  life,  *2  and  to  bear  him  like  affec¬ 
tion  as  hr  doth  to  than.  3  Whereof  leal  he  might  seem  to  doubt,  he.  dec.lare.th  what 
•■»m/i>rt  he  took  in  hie  ajltictione ,  by  the  report  which  Titus  gave,  of  their  godly 
sorrow,  which  his  former  epistle  had  wrought  hi.  them,  13  and  of  their  loving  kindness 
and  obedience  toward *  Titus,  answerable  to  hie  former  boastings  of  them, 

HAVING  therefore  these  promises,  dearly  beloved,  let  us  cleanse 
ourselves  from  all  filthiness  of  the  flesh  and  spirit,  perfecting 
holiness  in  the  fear  of  God. 

2  Receive  us ;  wc  have  wronged  no  man,  we  have  corrupted  no  man, 
we  have  defrauded  no  man. 

3  T  speak  not.  this  to  condemn  yon:  for  I  have  said  before,  that  ye 
are  in  our  hearts  to  die  aud  live  with  you. 

4  Great  is  my  boldness  of  speech  toward  you,  great  is  my  glorying 
of  you:  l  am  filled  with  comfort,  1  am  exceeding  joyful  in  all  our 
tribulation. 

5  For,  when  we  were  come  into  Macedonia,  our  flesh  had  no  rest, 
but  we  were  troubled  on  every  side;  without  were  fightings,  within 
won*  fears. 

G  Nevertheless  God,  that  comforteth  those  that  are.  cast  down, 
comforted  us  by  the  coming  of  ’ Titus ; 

7  And  not  by  his  coming  only,  but  by  the  consolation  wherewith 
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he  was  comforted  in  you,  when  he  told  us  your  earnest  desire,  your 
mourning,  your  fervent  mind  toward  me ;  so  that  I  rejoiced  the  more. 

8  For  though  T  made  you  sorry  with  a  letter,  I  do  not  repent, 
though  I  did  repent:  for  I  perceive  that  the  same  epistle  hath  made 
you  sorry,  though  it  were  but  for  a  season. 

1)  Now  I  rejoice,  not  that  ye  were  made  sori'y.  but  that  ye  sorrowed 
to  repentahee:  for  ye  were  made  sorry  after  a  godly  manner,  that 
ve  might  receive  damage  by  us  in  nothing. 

1.0  For  godly  sorrow  worketh  repentance  to  salvation  not  to  be 
repented  of :  but  the  sorrow  of  the  world  worketh  death. 

11  For  behold  this  selfsame  thing,  that  ye  sorrowed  after  a 
sort,  what  carefulness  it  wrought  in  you,  yea,  wliat  clearing  of  your¬ 
selves,  yea,  what  indignation,  yea,  wliat  fear,  yea,  what  vehement 
desire,  vea,  what  zeal,  yea,  wliat  revenge!  In  all  things  ye  have 
approved  yourselves  to  be  clear  in  this  matter. 

12  Wherefore,  though  I  wrote  unto  you,  I  did  it  not  for  his  cause 
that  had  done  the  wrong,  nor  for  his  cause  that  suffered  wrong,  blit 
that  our  care  for  you  in  the  sight  of  (Jod  might  appear  unto  yoit. 

13  Therefore  we  were  comforted  in  your  comfort:  yea,  and  exceed¬ 
ingly  the  more  joyed  we  for  the  joy  of  Titus,  because  his  spirit  was 
refreshed  by  vou  all. 

V 

14  For  if  T  have  boasted  any  thing  to  him  of  you,  I  am  not 
ashamed;  but  as  we  spake  all  things  to  you  in  truth,  even  so  our 
boasting,  which  I  made  before  Til  us,  is  found  a  truth. 

15  And  his  inward  affection  is  more  abundant  toward  you,  whilst 
he  veinembereth  the  obedience  of  you  all,  how  with  fear  and  trem¬ 
bling  ye  received  him. 

16  I  rejoice  therefore  that  I  have  confidence  in  you  in  all  things. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

1  lie  i tfirreth  them  up  to  a  liberal  contribution  for  the  poor  taint#  at  Jerusalem , 
by  the  example  of  the.  Macedonians*  7  by  commendation  of  their  fo inner  fo nroncf  i/w, 
0  by  (he  example  of  Christ,  14  and  by  the  spiritual  profit.  that  shall  red  omul  to 
themselves  thereby ;  Irt  comm^ndltty  to  them  the.  integrity  and  willingness  of  Titus* 
and  those  other  brethren,  who  upon  his  request^  exhortation ,  and  rommendtUion,  ice  re 
purposely  come  to  (hem  tor  this  bittiness. 

MOREOVER,  brethren,  we  do  you  to  wit  of  the  grace  of  Cod 
bestowed  on  the  churches  of  Macedonia; 

2  How  that  in  a  great  trial  of  affliction,  the  abundance  of  their 
joy  and  their  deep  poverty  abounded  unto  the  riches  of  their  liberality. 

3  For  to  their  power,  I  bear  record,  yea.,  and  beyond  their  power 
they  were  willing  of  themselves ; 

4  Praying  ns  with  much  entreaty  that  we  would  receive  the  gift, 
and  take  upon  us  the  fellowship  of  the  ministering  to  the  saints. 

5  And  this  they  did,  not  as  we  hoped,  but  first  gave  their  own 
selves  to  the  Lord,  and  unto  us  by  the  will  of  God. 

6  Insomuch  that  we  desired  Titus,  that  as  he  had  begun,  so  he 
would  also  finish  in  you  the  same  grace  also. 
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7  Therefore,  as  ye  abound  in  every  tiling,  in  faith,  and  utterance, 
and  knowledge,  and  in  all  diligence,  and  in  your  love  to  ua,  see  that 
ve  abound  in  this  grace  also. 

8  T  $  | >eak  not  by  commandment,  but  by  occasion  of  the  forward¬ 
ness  of  others,  and  to  prove  the  sincerity  of  your  love. 

V)  For  ye  know  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that,  though  lie 
was  rich,  yet  for  your  sakes  he  became  poor,  that  ye  through  his 
poverty  might  1)0  rich. 

10  And  herein  l  give  my  advice:  for  this  is  expedient  for  yon,,  who 
have  begun  before,  not  only  to  do,  but  also  lo  be  forward  a  year  ago. 

11  Now  therefore  perform  the  doing  of  it;  that  as  there  was  a 
readiness  to  will,  so  there  may  be  a  performance  also  out  of  that  which 
ye  have, 

12  For  if  there  be  first  a  willing  mind,  it  is  accepted  according  to 
that  a  man  hath,  and  not  according  to  that  he  hath  not. 

1.8  For  T  mean  not  that  other  men  be  eased,  and  ye  burdened: 

14  But,  by  an  equality,  that  now  at  this  time  your  abundance  may 
ho  a  supply  for  their  want,  that  their  abundance  also  may  be  a  supply 
for  your  want- ;  that  there  may  be  equality : 

15  As  it  is  written,  Hn  that  had  gathered  much  had  nothing  over; 
and  he  that  had  gathered  little  had  no  lack. 

l(>  But  thanks  be  to  God,  which  pnt  the  same  earnest  care  into 
iIip  heart  of  Titus  for  you. 

17  For  indeed  he  accepted  the  exhortation;  but  being  more  for¬ 
ward,  of  his  own  accord  he  wont  unto  you. 

18  And  wo  have  sent  with  him  the  brother,  whose  praise  is  in  the 
gospel  throughout  all  the  churches ; 

IV)  And  not  that  only,  but  who  was  also  chosen  of  the  churches  to 
travel  with  us  with  this  grace,  which  is  administered  by  us  to  the 
glory  of  the  same  Lord,  and  declaration  of  your  ready  mind ; 

20  Avoiding  this,  that  no  man  should  blame  us  in  this  abundance 
which  is  administered  by  us: 

21  Providing  for  honest  things,  not  only  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord, 
but  also  in  the  sight  of  men. 

22  And  we  have  sent  with  them  our  brother ,  whom  we  have  often¬ 
times  proved  diligent  in  many  things,  but  now  much  more  diligeut, 
upon  the  great  confidence  which  I  have  In  you. 

23  Whether  any  do  inquire  of  TituB,  he  is  my  partner  and  fellow 
helper  concerning  you:  or  our  brethren  be  inquired  of,  they  are  toe 
messengers  of  the  churches,  and  the  glory  of  Christ. 

2 1  Wherefore  shew  ye  to  them,  and  before  the  churches ,  the  proof 
of  your  love,  and  of  our  boasting  on  your  behalf. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

1  He  yieldeth  the  reason  u>hy,  though  he  knew  their  foncardness,  yet  he  sent  Titus 
awl  his  brethren  beforehand.  G  And  he.  praceedeth  in  stirring  them  up  to  «  bounti¬ 
ful  of  ms,  us  being  but  <(  kind  »/  sowing  of  seed,  10  which  shall  return  a  great  increase 
to  than,  13  ami  occasion  «  great  sacrifice  of  thanksgivings  unto  (loci. 
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FOE.  as  touching  the  ministering  to  the  saints,  it  is  superfluous 
for  me  to  write  to  you : 

2  For  1  know  the  forwardness  of  your  mind,  for  which  T  boast  of 
you  to  them  of  Macedonia,  tiiat  Achaia  was  ready  a  year  ago ;  and 
your  zeal  hath  provoked  very  many. 

3  Yet  have  I  sent  the  brethren,  lest  our  boasting  of  you  should 
be  in  vain  in  this  behalf ;  that,  as  I  said,  ye  may  be  ready  : 

4  Lest  haply  if  thoy  of  Macedonia  come  with  mo,  and  find  you 
unprepaved,  we  (that  we  say  not,  ye)  should  be  ashamed  in  this  same 
confident  boasting. 

5  Therefore  I  thought  it  necessary  to  exhort  the  brethren,  that 
they  would  go  before  unto  you,  and  make  up  beforehand  your  bounty, 
whereof  ye  had  notice  before,  that  the  same  might  be  ready,  as  a 
matter  of  bounty,  and  not  as  of  covetousness. 

(>  But  this  1  say,  He  which  soweth  sparingly  shall  reap  also  spar¬ 
ingly  ;  and  he  which  soweth  bountifully  shall  reap  also  bountifully. 

7  Every  man  according  as  ho  purposeth  in  his  heart,  so  lot  him 
give ;  not  grudgingly,  or  of  necessity :  for  God  lovefch  a  cheerful  giver. 

8  And  God  is  able  to  make  all  grace  abound  toward  you ;  that  ye, 
ahvays  having  all  sufficiency  in  all  things,  may  abound  to  every  good 
work: 

9  (As  it  is  written,  He  hath  dispersed  abroad;  he  hath  given  to 
the  poor :  his  righteousness  remaiueth  for  ever. 

10  Now  he  that  mimstoreth  seed  to  the  sower  both  minister  bread 


for  your  food,  and  multiply  your  seed  sown,  and  increase  the  fruits 
of  your  righteousness :) 

11  Being  enriched  in  every  thing  to  all  bounti fulness,  which 
eauseth  through  us  thanksgiving  to  God. 


12  For  the  administration  of  this  service  not  only  supplieth  the 
want  of  the  saints,  but  is  abundant  also  by  many  ikiutkwji Kings  unto 
God ; 


13  "While  by  the  experiment  of  this  ministration  they  glorify  God 
for  your  professed  subjection  unto  the  gospel  of  Christ,  and  for  your 
liberal  distribution  unto  them,  and  unto  all  men ; 

14  And  by  their  prayer  for  yon,  which  long  after  you  for  the  ex¬ 
ceeding  grace  of  God  in  yon. 

15  Thanks  be  unto  God  for  his  unspeakable  gift. 


CHAPTER,  X. 

Against  the  false,  apostles,  who  disgraced  the  weakness  of  his  person  and  bool bj 
presence,  he  settethout  the  spiritual  might  and  authority,  with  which  h*>  is  anut  d 
against  all  adversary  potcers,  7  assuring  them  that  at  his  coming  he  will  he  found  ns 
mighty  in  word ,  as  he  is  now  in  writing  being  absent,  VZ  and  withal  taxing  them  for 
reaching  out  themselves  beyond  their  c ompass,  and  vaunting  themselves  into  other 
men's  labours . 

"^T- 0\V  I  Paul  myself  beseech  you  by  the  meekness  and  gentleness 
_LN  of  Christ,  who  in  presence  am  base  among  you,  but  being 
absent  am  bold  toward  you : 
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2  lint  I  beseech  yon,  that  T  may  not  be  bold  when  I  am  present 
with  that  confidence,  wherewith  I  think  to  be  bold  against  some, 
which  think  of  us  as  if  we  walked  according  to  the  flesh. 

3  For  though  we  walk  in  the  flesh,  we  do  not  war  after  the  flesh : 

4  (For  the  weapons  of  our  warfare  are  not  carnal,  but  mighty 
through  Cod  to  the  putting  down  of  strong  holds;) 

5  Casting  down  imaginations,  and  every  high  thing  that  exalte th 

itself  against  the  knowledge  of  God,  and  bringing  into  captivity 
every  thought  to  tho  obedience  of  Christ ; 

0  Aud  having  in  a  readiness  to  revenge  all  disobedience,  when 
your  obedience  is  fulfilled. 

7  Do  ye  look  on  things  after  the  outward  appearance?  If  any 
man  trust  to  himself  that  he  is  Christ’s,  let  him  of  himself  think 
rhi«  again,  that,  as  he  is  Christ’s,  even  so  are  we  Ch  rist’s. 

8  For  though  I  should  boast  somewhat  more  of  our  authority, 
(which  the  Lord  hath  given  us  for  edification,  and  not  for  your 
destruction,)  1  should  not  be  ashamed : 

9  That  I  may  not  seem  as  if  I  would  terrify  you  by  letters. 

10  For  his  letters,  say  they,  are  weighty  and  powerful;  but  his 
bodily  presence  is  weak,  and  his  speech  contemptible. 

11  Let  such  a  one  think  this,  that,  such  as  we  are  in  word  by  let¬ 
ters  when  wc  are  absent^  such  will  we  be  also  in  deed  when  we  are 
present. 

12  For  we  dare  not  make  ourselves  of  the  number,  or  compare 
ourselves  with  some  that  commend  themselves:  but  they,  measuring 
themselves  by  themselves,  aud  comparing  themselves  among  them¬ 
selves,  are  not  wise. 

13  But  we  will  not  boast  of  things  without  our  measure,  but  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  measure  of  the  rule  which  God  hath  distributed  to  us, 
a  measure  to  reach  even  unto  you. 

11  For  wc  stretch  not  ourselves  beyond  our  measure,  as  though 
wc  reached  not  unto  you;  for  we  are  come  as  far  as  to  you  also  in 

preaching  the  gospel  of  Christ : 

15  Not  boasting  of  things  without  our  measure,  that  is,  of  other 
men’s  labours ;  but  having  hope,  when  your  faith  is  increased,  that 
wc  shall  be  enlarged  by  you  according  to  our  rule  abundantly, 

.16  To  preach  the  gospel  in  the  regions  beyond  you,  and  not  to 
boast  in  another  man’s  lino  of  things  made  ready  to  our  hand. 

17  But  lie  tliaL  glorieth,  let  him  glory  in  the  Lord. 

18  For  not  he  that  commcndeth  himself  is  approved,  but  whom  the 
Lord  commcndeth. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

1  Out.  of  hi*  jealousy  over  the  Corinthians,  who  seemed  to  make  more  account  of 
the  false  apostles  than  of  him,  he  t mtereth  into  <t  forced  commendation  of  himself, 
0  of  hit  equality  with  the  chief  apostles,  7  of  his  preaching  the  yos}>el  to  them  freely , 
and  without  any  their  charge,  13  shewing  that  he  was  mt  inferior  to  those  deceitful 
workers  in  any  legal  prerogative ,  23  and  in  the  service  of  Christ,  and  in  all  kinds  of 
sufferings  for  his  ministry,  far  superior . 
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WOULD  to  God  ye  could  bear  with  me  a  little  in  my  folly :  ami 

indeed  boar  with  me. 

2  For  I  am  jealous  over  you  with  godly  jealousy :  for  L  haw 
espoused  you  to  one  husband,  that  1  may  present  you  as  a  chaste 
virgin  to  Christ. 

3  But  I  fear,  lest  by  any  means,  as  the  serpent  beguiled  Eve 
through  his  subtilty,  so  your  minds  should  be  corrupted  from  l lie 


simplicity  that  is  in  Christ. 

4  For  i  f  he  that  cometh  preaehelh  another  Jesus,  whom  we  have 
not  preached,  or  if  ve  receive  another  spirit,  which  ye  hare  not  re¬ 
ceived,  or  another  gos()el,  which  ve  have  not  accepted,  ve  might  well 
bear  with  him. 


5  For  I  suppose  I  was  not  a  whit  behind  the  very  chiefest  apostles. 

6  But  though  T  be  rude  in  speech,  yet  not  in  knowledge;  but  we 
have  been  thoroughly  made  manifest  among  yon  iu  all  things. 

7  Have  1  committed  an  offence  in  (them raj  myself  that  ye  might 
be  exalted,  because  I  have  preached  to  you  the  gospel  of  <iod  freely? 

8  I  robbed  other  churches,  taking  wages  of  them,  to  do  you  service. 

9  And  when  1  was  present  with  you,  and  wanted,  I  was  charge¬ 
able  to  no  man :  for  that  which  was  lacking  to  me  the  brethren 
which  came  f rom  Macedonia  supplied:  and  in  all  tilings  1  have  kept 
myself  from  being  burdensome  unto  you,  and  so  will  I  keep  myself. 

10  As  the  truth  of  Christ  is  in  me,  no  man  shall  stop  me  of  this 
boasting  in  the  regions  of  Achaia. 

11  Wherefore?  because  T  love  yon  not?  God  knoweth. 

12  But  what  I  do,  that  I  will  do,  that  T  may  cut  off  occasion  from 
them  which  desire  occasion ;  that  wherein  they  glory,  they  may  be 
found  even  as  we. 


13  For  such  arc  false  apostles,  deceitful  workers,  transforming 
themselves  into  the  u-itostles  of  Christ. 

14  And  no  marvel;  for  Satan  himself  is  transformed  into  an  angel 
of  light. 

Therefore  it  is  no  great  thing  if  his  ministers  also  be  trans¬ 
formed  as  the  ministers  of  righteousness;  whoso  end  shall  be  accord¬ 
ing  to  their  works. 

10  I  say  again.  Let  no  man  think  me  a  fool ;  if  otherwise ,  yet  as  a 
fool  receive  me,  that  I  may  boast  mvsel f  a  little. 

17  That  which  I  speak,  I  speak  it  not  after  the  Lord,  but  as  it. 
were  foolishly,  in  this  confidence-  of  boasting. 

t8  Seeing  that  many  glory  after  the  flesh,  I  will  glory  also. 

.19  For  ye  suffer  fools  gladly,  seeing  ye  yourselves  are  wise. 

20  For  ye  suffer,  if  a  man  bring  yon  into  bondage,  if  a  man  deconr 
you,  if  a  man  take  of  you,  if  a  man  exalt  himself  if  a  man  smite  you 
on  the  face. 

21  f  speak  as  concerning  reproach,  as  though  we  had  been  weak. 
Howbeit,  whereinsoever  any  is  bold,  (1  speak  foolishly ,)  I  am  bold 

also. 
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22  A vc  they  Hebrews ?  so  am  I.  Arc  they  Israelites?  so  am  I. 
A  re  they  tlie  seed  of  Abraham  ?  SO  am  I. 

2.'*  Are  they  ministers  of  Christ  ?  (I  speak  as  a  fool,)  I  am  more  ; 
in  labours  more  abundant,  in  stripes  above  measure,  iti  prisons  more 
frequent,  in  deaths  oft. 

24  Of  the  .1  cays  five  times  received  I  forty  stripes  save  one. 

2 ij  Thrice  was  I  beaten  with  rods,  once  was  I  stoned,  thrice  I  Buf¬ 
fered  shipwreck,  a  night  and  a  day  I  have  been  in  the  deep  ,* 

2(5  In  jonniegings  often,  in  perils  of  waters,  in  perils  of  robbers ,  in 
perils  by  mine  own  countrymen,  in  perils  by  the  heathen,  in  perils  in 
the  c it  if,  in  perils  in  the  ivildemess,  in  perils  in  the  sm,  in  perils 
among  false  brethren ; 

27  Tn  weariness  and  painfulness,  in  watchings  often,  in  hunger  and 
t  hirst,  in  fastings  often,  in  cold  and  nakedness. 

28  Besides  those  things  that  are  without,  that  which  cometli  upon 
me  daily,  the  rare  of  all  the  churches. 

29  Who  is  weak,  and  I  am  not  weak  ?  who  is  offended,  and  I  burn 
not? 

30  If  I  must  needs  glory,  I  will  glory  of  the  things  which  concern 
mine  infirmities. 

31  The  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  is 
blessed  for  evermore,  knoweth  that  I  lie  not. 

32  In  Damascus  the  governor  under  Aretas  the  king  kept  the  city 
of  (ho  Damascenes  with  a  garrison,  desirous  to  apprehend  me: 

33  And  through  a  window  in  a  basket  was  1  let  down  by  the  wall, 
and  escaped  his  hands. 


CHAPTER  XII. 

1  For  commending  of  his  apostlcship,  though  he  miff h  t  glory  of  his  wonderful 
revelations,  9  yet  he  rather  chooseth  to  glory  of  his  infirmi/ies,  11  blaming  them  for 
forcing  him  to  this  vain  boasting.  14  lie  prorniseth  to  come  to  them  again  :  but  yet 
altogether  in  the  affection  of  rt  father,  20  although  he  feareth  he  skull  to  his  grief 
many  offenders,  and  public  disorders  there. 

IT  is  not  expedient  for  me  doubtless  to  gloTy.  I  will  come  to 
visions  and  revelations  of  the  Lord. 

2  V  knew  a  man  in  Christ  above  fourteen  years  ago,  (whethor  in 
the  body,  1  cannot  tell:  or  whether  out  of  the  body,  I  cannot  tell: 
God  knoweth ;)  such  a  one  caught  up  to  the  third  heaven. 

3  And  I  knew-  such  a  man,  (whether  in  the  body,  or  out  of  the 
body,  l  cannot  tell :  God  knoweth ;) 

4  How  that  he  was  caught  up  into  paradise,  and  heard  unspeakable 
words,  which  it  is  not  lawful  for  a  man  to  utter. 

Of  such  a  one  will  I  glory:  yet  of  myself  T  will  not  glory,  but 
in  mine  infirmities. 

(i  For  though  1  would  desire  to  glory,  I  shall  not  be  a  fool;  for  T 
will  say  the  truth:  hut  vow  I  forbear,  lest  any  man  should  think  of 
me  above  that  which  he  seeth  me  to  be,  or  that  he  heareth  of  me. 
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7  Ami  lost,  I  should  be  exalted  above  measure  through  the  abun¬ 
dance  of  the  revolutions,  there  was  given  to  mo  a  thorn  in  the  flesh, 
the  messenger  of  Satan  to  buffet  me,  lest  I  should  be  exalted  above 
measure. 

8  For  this  thing  I  besought  the  Lord  thrioe,  that  it  might  depart 
from  me. 

9  And  he  said  unto  me,  My  grace  is  sufficient  for  thee :  for  my 
strength  is  made  perfect  in  weakness.  Most  gladly  therefore  will 
I  rather  glory  in  my  infirmities,  that  the  2>ower  of  Christ  may  rest 
upon  me. 

10  Therefore  I  take  pleasure  in  infirmities,  in  reproaches,  in 
necessities,  in  persecutions,  in  distresses  for  Christ’s  sake:  for  when 
1  am  freak,  then  am  X  strong. 

11  T  am  become  a  fool  in  glorying;  ye  have  compelled  me:  for 
1  ought  to  have  been  commended  of  you:  for  in  nothing  am  1  behind 
the  very  chiefest  apostles,  though  I  be  nothing. 

12  Truly  the  signs  of  an  apostle  were  wrought  among  you  in  all 
patience,  in  signs,  and  wonders,  and  mighty  deeds. 

13  For  what  is  it  wherein  ye  were  inferior  to  other  churches, 

except  it  lie  that  I  myself  was  not  burdensome  to  you  7  forgive  me 
this  wrong. 

14  Behold,  the  third  time  I  am  ready  to  come  to  you;  and  I  will 
not  be  burdensome  to  you:  for  I  seek  not  yours,  but  yon:  for  the 
children  ought  not  to  lay  up  for  the  parents,  but  the  parents  for  the 
children. 

15  And  I  will  very  gladly  spend  and  be  spent  for  you ;  though 
the  more  abundantly  1  love  you,  the  Icbs  1  be  loved, 

16  ltut  be  it  so,  T  did  uot  burden  you :  nevertheless,  being  crafty. 
I  caught,  you  with  guile. 

17  Did  I  make  a  gain  of  yon  by  any  of  them  whom  l  sent  unto 
you  ? 

18  I  desired  Titus,  and  with  him  T  sent  a  brother.  Did  Titus 
make  a  gain  of  you?  walked  we  not  in  the  same  spirit?  walked  we 

i  lot  in  the  same  steps  ? 

19  Again,  think  ye  that  we  excuse  ourselves  unto  you?  we  speak 
before  God  in  Christ:  but  we  do  all  things,  dearly  beloved,  for  your 
edifying. 

20  For  I  fear,  lest,  when  I  come,  I  shall  not  find  you  such  as  I 
would,  and  that  I  shall  be  found  unto  you  such  as  ye  would  not: 
lest  there  be  debates,  envyings,  wraths,  strifes,  backbitings,  whisper¬ 
ings,  swellings,  tumults : 

21  And  lest,  when  I  come  again,  my  Cod  will  humble  me  among 
you,  and  that  I  shall  bewail  many  which  have  sinned  already,  and 
have  not  repented  of  the  uncleanness  and  fornication  and  lascivious¬ 
ness  which  they  have  committed. 
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CHAPTER.  XIII. 

I  He  threatcneth  severity,  and  the  power  of  hie  apoxtlcship  against  obstinate  sin¬ 
ners-  5  And  advising  them  to  a  trial  of  their  faith,  7  and  to  a  reformation  of  their 
sins  before  his  coming ,  11  he  concludeth  his  epistle  with  a  general  exhortation  and  a 
prayer. 

rpiIIS  is  the  third  time  I  am  coming  to  you.  In  the  mouth  of  two 

1  or  three  witnesses  shall  every  word  be  established. 

2  I  told  you  before,  and  foretell  you,  as  if  I  were  present,  the 
second  time ;  and  being  absent  notv  1  write  to  them  which  heretofore 
have  sinned,  and  to  all  other,  that,  if  I  come  again,  I  will  not  spare: 

3  Since  ye  seek  a  proof  of  Christ  speaking  in  me,  which  to  you¬ 
ward  is  not  weak,  but  is  mighty  in  you. 

4  For  though  be  was  crucified  through  weakness,  yet  he  liveth  by 
the  power  of  God.  For  we  also  are  weak  in  him,  but  we  shall  live 
with  him  by  the  power  of  God  toward  you. 

5  Examine  yourselves,  whether  ye  be  in  the  faith ;  prove  your 
own  selves.  Know  ye  not  your  own  selves,  how  that  Jesus  Christ  is 
in  you,  except  ye  be  reprobates? 

6  Rut  I  trust  that  yo  shall  know  that  we  are  not  reprobates. 

7  Now  I  pray  to  God  that  ye  do  no  evil;  not  that  we  should 
appear  approved,  but  that  ye  should  do  that  which  is  honest,  though 
we  be  as  reprobates. 

8  For  wc  can  do  nothing  against  the  truth,  but  for  the  troth. 

<)  For  we  arc  glad,  when  tee  are  weak,  and  ye  are  strong :  and  this 
also  we  wish,  even  your  perfection. 

10  Therefore  T  write  these  things  being  absent,  lest  being  present 
I  should  use  sharpness,  according  to  the  power  which  the  Lord  hath 
gi  ven  me  to  edification,  and  not  to  destruction. 

II  Finally,  brethren,  farewell.  "Be  perfect,  be  of  good  comfort,  be 
of  one  mirnl,  live  in  peace ;  and  the  God  of  love  and  peace  shall  be 
with  you. 

12  Greet  one  another  with  a  holy  kiss. 

18  All  the  saints  salute  you. 

14  The  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  love  of  God,  and  the 
communion  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  with  you  all.  Amen. 

Thu  second  epistle  to  the  Corinthians  was  written  from  1’hilippi,  a  city  of  Mace¬ 
donia,  by  Titus  and  Lucas. 
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CHAPTER  L 

G  He  worulereth  that  they  have  so  won  Mt  him  and  the  yojtpd,  S  and  nccurwth 
those  that  preach  any  other  f/ospel  than  he  did .  11  He.  learned  the  gospel  not  of 
but  of  God:  14  and  shciceth  ichat  he  was  before  his  c ailing,  17  and  what  he  did 
presently  after  it . 

PAUL,  an  apostle,  (not  of  men,  neither  by  man,  but  by  Jesus  Christ, 
and  God  the  Father,  who  raised  him  from  the  dead ;) 

2  And  all  the  brethren  which  are  with  me,  unto  the  churches  of 

Galatia: 

3  Grace  be  to  you,  and  peace,  from  God  the  Father,  and  from  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ, 

4  Who  gave  himself  for  our  sins,  that  he  might  deliver  us  from 
this  present  evil  world,  according  to  the  will  of  God  and  our  Father: 
5  To  whom  be  glory  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 

G  I  marvel  that  ye  are  so  soon  removed  from  him  that  called  yon 
into  the  grace  of  Christ  unto  another  gospel : 

7  Which  is  not  another ;  but  there  be  some  that  trouble  von,  and 
would  pervert  the  gospel  of  Christ. 

8  But  though  we,  or  an  angel  from  heaven,  preach  any  other  gosjnd 
unto  you  than  that  which  we  have  preached  unto  you,  let  him  he 
accursed. 

9  As  we  said  before,  so  say  1  now  again,  If  any  man  preach  any 
other  gospel  unto  you  than  that  ye  have,  received,  let  him  be  accursed. 

10  Fordo  I  now  persuade  men,  or  God?  or  do  I  seek  to  please 
■men  ?  for  if  T  yet  pleased  men,  1  should  not  he  the  servant  of  Christ. 

11  But  I  certify  you,  brethren,  that  the  gospel  which  was  preached 
of  me  is  not  after  man. 

12  For  I  neither  received  it  of  man,  neither  was  I  taught  it,  but. 
by  the  revelation  of  J esus  Christ. 

13  For  ye  have  heard  of  my  conversation  in  time  past  in  the 
Jews’  religion,  how  that  beyond  measure  1  persecuted  the  church  at 
God,  and  wasted  it : 

14  And  profited  in  the  Jews’  religion  above  many  my  eqn< ilx  in 
mine  own  nation,  being  more  exceedingly  zealous  of  the  traditions  of 
iuv  fathers. 
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1.5  Hnl,  who n  it  pleased  God,  who  separated  me  from  my  mother’s 
womb,  and  called  me. by  his  grace, 

H>  To  reveal  his  Son  in  me,  that  I  might  preach  him  among  the 
hi-a/Ja-v, ;  immediately  I  conferred  not  with  flesh  and  blood: 

17  Neither  went  I  up  to  Jerusalem  to  them  which  were  apostles 
before  me;  but  1  went  into  Arabia,  and  returned  again  unto  Da¬ 
mascus. 

18  Then  after  three  years  I  went  up  to  Jerusalem  to  see  Peter, 
and  abode  with  him  fifteen  days. 

19  Hut  other  of  the  apostles  saw  I  none,  save  James  the  Lord’s 

brother. 

20  Now  the  things  which  I  write  unto  you,  behold,  before  God ,  I 

lie  not. 

21  Afterwards  I  came  into  the  regions  of  Syria  and  Cilicia; 

22  And  was  unknown  by  face  unto  the  churches  of  Judeea  which 
were  in  Christ : 

25  But  they  had  heard  only,  That  he  which  persecuted  us  in  times 
past  now  preacheth  the  faith  which  once  he  destroyed. 

24  And  they  glorified  God  in  me. 


CHAPTER  II. 


1  He  xhev-vth  when  he  went  up  again  to  Jerusalem,  and/or  what  purpose:  3  and 
that  Titus  was  not  circumcised:  11  and  that  he  resisted  Peter,  and  told  Aim  the 
reason,  14  why  ho  and  other,  being  Jews,  do  believe  in  Christ  to  be  justified  by  faith, 
and  not  by  works :  20  and  that  they  live  not  in  sin,  who  are  so  justified. 


THEN  fourteen  years  after  I  went  up  again  to  Jerusalem  with 
Barnabas,  and  took  Titus  with  me  also. 

2  Ami  T  went  up  by  revelation,  and  communicated  unto  them  that 
gospel  which  T  preach  among  the  Gen  tiles,  but  privately  to  them 
which  were  of  reputation,  lest  by  any  means  I  should  run,  or  had 
run,  in  vain. 

5  But  neither  Titus,  who  was  with  me,  being  a  Greek,  was  com¬ 
pelled  to  be  circumcised : 

4  And  that  because  of  false  brethren  unawares  brought  in,  who 
came  in  privily  to  spy  out  our  liberty  which  we  have  in  Christ  Jesus, 
that  they  might  bring  us  into  bondage.: 

5  To  whom  we  gave  place  by  subjection,  no,  not  for  an  hour;  that 
the  truth  of  the  gospel  might  continue  with  you. 

<>  But  of  those  who  seemed  to  be  somewhat  (whatsoever  they 
were,  it  maketh  no  matter  to  me ;  God  accepteth  no  man’s  person)  : 

for  they  who  seemed  to  be  somewhat  in  conference  added  nothing 

to  me: 

7  But  contrariwise,  when  they  saw  that  the  gospel  of  the  uncir- 
eiuncision  was  committed  unto  me,  as  the  gospel  of  the  circumcision 
was  unto  Peter. 

8  (For  lie  that  wrought  effectually  in  Pel-or  t.o  t.he  apostleship  of 
the  circumcision,  the  same  was  mighty  in  me  toward  t.he  Gentiles ;) 
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9  And  when  James,  Cephas,  and  John,  who  seemed  to  be  pillars, 
perceived  the  grace  that  was  given  unto  me,  they  gave  to  me  and 
Barnabas  the  right  hands  of  fellowship;  that  we  should  go  unto  the 
heathen,  and  they  unto  the  circumcision. 

10  Only  they  would  that  we  should  remember  the  poor ;  the  same 
which  I  also  was  forward  to  do. 

11  But  when  Peter  was  come  to  Antioch,  I  withstood  him  to  the 
face,  because  ho  was  to  be  blamed. 

12  For  before  that  certain  came  from  James,  he  did  eat  with  the 
Gentiles:  but  when  they  were  come,  lie  withdrew  and  separated 
himself,  fearing  them  which  were  of  the  circumcision. 

13  And  the  other  Jews  dissembled  likewise  with  him ;  insomuch 
that  Barnabas  also  was  carried  away  with  their  dissimulation. 

14  But  when  I  saw  that  they  walked  not  uprightly  according  to 
the  truth  of  the  gospel,  1  said  unto  Peter  before  them  all,  If  thou, 
being  a  Jew,  livest  after  the  manner  of  Gentiles,  and  not  as  do  the 
Jews,  why  compellest  thou  the  Gentiles  to  live  as  do  the.  Jews  ? 

15  Wo  who  arc  Jews  by  nature,  and  not  sinners  of  the  Gentiles, 

1(5  Knowing  that  a  man  is  not  justified  by  the  works  of  the  law, 

but  by  the  faith  of  Jesus  Christ,  even  we  have,  believed  in  Jesus 
Christ,  that  we  might  be  justified  by  the  faith  of  Christ,  and  not  by 
the  works  of  the  law:  for  by  the  works  of  the  law  shall  no  flesh  be 
justified. 

17  But  if,  while  we  seek  to  bo  justified  by  Christ,  we  ourselves 
also  are  found  sinners,  is  therefore  Christ  the  minister  of  sin  ?  God 
forbid. 

18  For  if  I  build  again  the  tilings  which  I  destroyed,  I  make 
myself  a  transgressor. 

19  For  I  through  the  law  am  dead  to  the  law,  that  I  might  live 
unto  God. 

20  T  am  crucified  with  Christ:  nevertheless  I  live;  vet  not  I,  hut 
Christ  liveth  in  me:  and  the  life  which  I  now  live  in  the  flesh  I  live 

by  the  faith  of  the  Son  of  God,  who  loved  me,  and  gave  himself  for 
me. 

21  I  do  not  frustrate  the  grace  of  God :  for  if  righteousness  come 
by  the  law,  then  Christ  is  dead  in  vain. 

CHAPTER  III. 

1  He  asketh  what  moved  them  to  leave  the.  faith ,  and  hang  upon  the  late  ?  0  They 
that  believe  are  justified,  9  and  blessed  with  Abraham.  10  And  this  he.  sheweth  by 
many  reasons. 

O  FOOLISH  Galatians,  who  hath  bewitched  you,  that  ye  should 
not  obey  the  truth,  before  whoso  eyes  Jesus  Christ  hath  been 
evidently  set  forth,  crucified  among  you  ? 

2  This  only  would  1  learn  of  you,  Received  ye  the  Spirit  by  the 
works  of  the  law,  or  by  the  hearing  of  faith  ? 
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3  Are  ye  bo  foolish  ?  having  begun  in  the  Spirit,  are  ye  now  made 
jwrfect  by  the  flesh  ? 

4-  Have  ye  Buffered  so  many  things  In  vain  ?  If  it  be  yet  in  vain. 

5  He  therefore  that  minister eth  to  you  the  Spirit,  and  tcorketh 
miracles  among  you,  doeth  he  it  by  the  works  of  the  law,  or  by  the 
hearing  of  faith  ? 

0  Even  as  Abraham  believed  God,  and  it  was  accounted  to  him  for 
righteousness. 

7  Enow  yc  therefore  that  they  which  are  of  faith ,  the  same  are 
the  children  of  Abraham. 

8  And  the  Scripture,  foreseeing  that  God  would  justify  the  hea¬ 
then  through  faith,  preached  before  the  gospel  unto  Abraham,  say¬ 
ing,  Tn  thee  shall  all  nations  be  blessed. 

i)  So  then  they  which  be  of  faith  are  blessed  with  faithful  Abraham. 

10  For  as  many  as  are  of  the  works  of  the  law  are  under  the 
curse:  for  it  is  written,  Cursed  is  every  one  that  eontinueth  not  in 
all  thiugs  which  are  written  in  the  book  of  the  law'  to  do  them. 

11  But  that  no  man  is  justified  by  the  law  in  the  sight  of  God,  it 
is  evident:  for,  The  just  shall  live  by  faith. 

12  And  the  law  is  not  of  faith:  but,  The  man  that  doeth  them 
shall  live  in  them. 

13  Christ  hath  redeemed  us  from  the  curse  of  the  law,  being  made 
a  curse  for  us:  for  it  is  written,  Cursed  is  every  one  that  hangeth  on 
a  tree : 

14  That  the  blessing  of  Abraham  might  come  on  the  Gentiles 
through  Jesus  Christ  j  that  we  might  receive  the  promise  of  the 
Spirit  through  faith. 

1 5  Brethren,  I  speak  af tm  the  manner  of  men ;  Though  it  be  but 
a  man’s  covenant,  yet  if  it  be  confirmed,  no  man  dia aim uUeth,  or 
addeth  thereto. 

16  Now  to  Abraham  and  his  seed  were  the  promises  made.  He 
saitli  not,  And  to  seeds,  as  of  many ;  but  as  of  one,  And  to  tby  seed, 
which  is  Christ. 

17  And  this  I  say,  that  the  covenant,  that  was  confirmed  before 
of  God  in  Christ,,  the  law,  which  was  four  hundred  and  thirty  years 
after,  cannot  disannul,  that  it  should  make  the  promise  of  none  effect. 

18  For  if  the  inheritance  be  of  the  law,  it  is  no  more  of  promise: 
but  God  gave  it  to  Abraham  by  promise. 

19  Wherefore  then  serveth  the  law?  It  was  added  because  of 
transgressions,  till  the  seed  should  come  to  whom  the  promise  was 
made ;  and  it  was  ordained  by  angels  in  the  hand  of  a  mediator. 

20  Now  a  mediator  is  not  a  mediator  of  one,  but  God  is  one. 

21  Is  the  law  then  against  the  promises  of  God  ?  God  forbid:  for 
if  there  had  been  a  law  given  which  could  have  given  life,  verily 
righteousness  should  have  been  by  the  law. 

22  But  the  Scripture  hath  concluded  all  under  sin,  that  the  prom¬ 
ise  by  faith  of  Jesus  Christ  might  be  given  to  them  that  believe. 
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23  But  before  faith  came,  we  were  kept  under  the  law,  shut  up 
unto  the  faith  which  should  afterwards  be  revealed. 

24  Wherefore  the  law  was  our  schoolmaster  to  bring  us  unto  Christ, 
that  we  might  be  justified  by  faith. 

25  But  after  that  faith  is  come,  we  are  no  longer  under  a  school¬ 
master. 

26  For  ye  are  ail  the  children  of  God  by  faith  in  Christ  .Jesus. 

27  For  as  many  of  you  as  have  been  baptized  into  Christ  have  put 

on  Christ. 

28  There  is  neither  Jew  nor  Greek,  there  is  neither  bond  n  or  free, 
there  is  neither  male  nor  female :  for  ye  are  all  one  in  Christ.  Jesus. 

29  And  if  ye  be  Christ’s,  then  are  ye  Abraham's  seed,  and  heirs 
according  to  the  promise. 


CHAPTER  IV. 


1  We  were  under  the  law  till  Christ  came,  as  the  heir  is  under  his  '/iiurdian  t-tl  he 
be  of  age.  5  But  Christ  freed  us  from  the  law :  7  therefore  ice  are  servants  no  loinjcr 
to  it.  14  He  remembereth  their  good  will  to  him,  and  his  to  them,  22  and  shcicelh 
that  we  are  the  sons  of  Abraham  by  the  free  woman. 


“VTOW  I  say,  That  the  heir,  as  long  as  lie  is  a  child,  diifereth  notli- 
_LM  ing  from  a  servant,  though  he  be  lord  of  all ; 

2  But  is  under  tutors  and  governors  until  the  time  appointed  of  the 
father. 

3  Even  so  we,  when  we  were  children,  were  in  bondage  under 
the  elements  of  the  world : 

4  But  when  the  fulness  of  the  time  was  come,  God  Beut  forth  his 
Bon,  made  of  a  woman,  made  under  the  law, 

5  To  redeem  them  tliat  were  under  the  law,  that  we  might  receive 
the  adoption  at  Bons. 

6  And  because  ye  are  sons,  God  hath  sent  forth  the  Spirit  of  bis 
Son  into  your  hearts,  crying,  Abba,  Father. 

7  Wherefore  thou  art  no  more  a  servant,  but  a  son;  and  if  a  son, 
then  an  heir  of  God  through  Christ. 

.8  Howbeit  then,  when  ye  knew  not  God,  ye  did  service  unto  them 
which  by  nature  are  no  gods. 

9  But  now,  after  that  ye  have  known  God,  or  rather  are  known  of 
God,  how  turn  ye  again  to  the  weak  and  beggarly  elements,  where- 
unto  ye  desire  again  to  be  in  bondage  ? 

1.0  Ye  observe  days,  and  months,  and  times,  and  years. 

11  I  am  afraid  of  you,  lest  I  have  bestowed  upon  you  labour  in 

vain. 


12  Brethren,  I  beseech  you,  be  as  I  am;  for  I  am  as  ye  are :  ye 
have  not  injured  me  at  all. 

13  Ye  know  how  through  infirmity  of  the  flesh  I  preached  the 
gospel  unto  you  at  the  first. 

14  A  ml  my  temptation  which  was  in  my  fiesli  yc  despised  not.  iu>r 
rejected;  but  received  me  as  an  angel  of  God,  even  as  Christ  Jesus. 
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15  Where  is  then  the  blessedness  ye  spake  of?  for  1  bear  you 
record,  that,  if  it  had  been  possible,  ye  would  have  plucked  out  your 
own  eyes,  and  have  given  them  to  mo. 

1(5  Am  I  therefore  become  your  enemy,  because  1  tell  you  the 

truth  ? 

1 7  They  zealously  affect  you,  but  not  well ;  yea,  they  would  exclude 
you,  that  ye  might  affect  them. 

18  But  it  is  good  to  be  zealously  affected  always  in  a  good  thing, 
and  not  only  when  I  am  present  with  you. 

19  My  little  children,  of  whom  I  travail  in  birth  again  until  Christ 
be  formed  in  you, 

20  1  desire  to  be  present  with  you  now,  and  to  ohange  my  voice; 
for  1  stand  in  doubt  of  you. 

21  Tell  me,  ye  that  desire,  to  be  under  the  law,  do  ye  not  hear  the 
law  ? 

22  For  it  is  written,  that  Abraham  had  two  sons,  the  one  by  a 
bondmaid,  the  other  by  a  free  woman. 

23  But  ho  who  was  of  the  bondwoman  was  born  after  the  flesh; 
but  he  of  the  free  woman  was  by  promise. 

24  Which  things  are  an  allegory :  for  these  are  the  two  covenants ; 
the  one  from  the  mount  Sinai,  which  gendereth  to  bondage,  which  is 

Agar.  . 

25  For  this  Agar  is  mount  Sinai  in  Arabia,  and  answereth  to 
Jerusalem  which  now  is,  and  is  in  bondage  with  her  children. 

20  But  Jerusalem  which  is  above  is  free,  which  is  the  mother  of 
us  all. 

27  For  it  is  written,  Rejoice,  thou  barren  that  bearcst  not;  break 
forth  and  cry,  thou  that  travailost  not!  for  the  desolate  hath  many 
more  children  than  she  which  hath  a  husband. 

28  Now  we,  brethren,  as  Isaac  was,  are  the  children  of  promise. 

20  But  as  then  he  that  was  born  after  the  tiesh  persecuted  him 

that  was  born  after  the  Spirit ,  even  so  it  is  now. 

30  Nevertheless  what  saith  the  Scripture  ?  Cast  out  the  bondwoman 
and  her  son :  for  the  son  of  the  bondivomau  shall  not  be  heir  wit  h  the 
son  of  the  free  woman. 

31  So  then,  brethren,  we  axe  not  children  of  the  bondwoman,  but 
of  the  free. 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  He  umieth  them  te  stand  in  their  liberty,  3  and  not  to  observe  circumcision :  13 
hut  rather  lave,  which  is  the  sum  of  the  hni;.  1ft  He  reckoneth  up  the  works  of  the 
flesh,  '*1 1  uni  the  .fruits  of  the  Spirit,  25  rind  ezhortelh  to  vntlk  in  the  Spirit. 

STAND  fast  therefore  in  the  liberty  wherewith  Christ  hath  made  us 
free,  and  be  not  entangled  again  with  the  yoke  of  bondage. 

2  Behold,  T  Paul  say  unto  you,  that  if  ye  be  circumcised,  Christ 
shall  protit  von  nothing. 

8  For  1  testily  again  to  every  man  that  is  circumcised,  that  lie  is 
a  debtor  to  do  the  whole  law. 
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4  Christ  is  become  of  no  eifect  unto  you,  whosoever  of  you  are 
justified  by  the  law ;  ye  are  fallen  from  grace. 

5  For  we  through  the  Spirit  wait  for  the  hope  of  righteousness  by 
faith. 

6  For  in  Jesus  Christ  neither  circumcision  availeth  any  thing,  nor 
uncireumeision ;  but  faith  which  worketh  by  love. 

7  lre  did  run  well:  who  did  hinder  you  that  ye  should  not  obey 

the  truth  ? 

8  This  persuasion  cometh  not  of  him  that  calleth  you. 

9  A  little  leaven  leaveneth  the  whole  lump. 

10  I  have  confidence  in  you  through  the  Lord,  that  ye  will  be 
none  otherwise  minded:  but  he  that  troubleth  you  shall  bear  his 
judgment,  whosoever  he  be. 

1 1  And  I,  brethren,  if  I  yet  preach  circumcision,  why  do  1  yet 
suffer  persecution  ?  then  is  the  offence  of  the  cross  ceased. 

12  I  would  they  were  even  cut  off  which  trouble  you. 

13  For,  brethren,  ye  have  been  called  unto  liberty;  only  use  not 
liberty  for  an  occasion  to  the  flesh,  but  by  love  serve  one  another. 

14.  For  all  the  law  is  fulfilled  in  one  word,  even  in  this;  Thou 
shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself. 

15  Hut  if  ye  bite  and  devour  one  another,  take  heed  that  ye  be 
not  consumed  of  one  another. 

16  This  1  say  then,  Walk  in  the  Spirit,  and  ye  shall  not  fulfil  the 

lust  of  the  flesh. 

17  For  the  flesh  lusteth  against  the  Spirit,  and  the  Spirit  against 
the  flesh:  and  these  are  contrary  the  oue  to  the  other;  so  that  ye 
cannot  do  the  things  that  ye  would. 

18  But  if  ye  be  led  of  the  Spirit,  ye  are  not  under  the  law. 

19  Now  the  works  of  the  flesh  are  manifest,  which  are  these,  Adul¬ 
tery,  fornication,  unoleanness,  lasciviousness, 

20  Idolatry,  witchcraft,  hatred,  variance,  emulations,  wrath,  strife, 
seditions,  heresies, 

21  Envy  mgs,  murders,  drunkenness,  revellings,  and  such  like :  of 
the  which  I  tell  you  before,  as  I  have  also  told  you  in  time  past,  that 
they  which  do  such  things  shall  not  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God. 

22  But  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy,  peace,  longsmffering, 
gentleness,  goodness,  faith, 

23  Meekness,  temperance :  against  such  there  is  no  law. 

24  And  they  that  are  Christ’s  have  crucified  the  flesh  with  the 
affections  and  lusts. 

25  If  we  live  in  the  Spirit,  let  us  also  walk  in  the  Spirit. 

26  Let  us  not  be  desirous  of  vainglory,  provoking  one  another, 
envying;  one  another. 

CHATTER  VI. 

1  He  moveth  them  to  deal  mildly  with  a  brother  that  hath,  slipped,  2  and  to  bear 
o)ip.  another’s  burden:  (5  to  be  liberal  to  their  teachers,  S  and  not  weary  of  weft  duiny, 
12  He  sheiceth  what  they  intend  that  preach  circumcision.  14  lie  ylorieth  in  nothin;), 
save,  in  the  cross  of  Christ. 
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BRETHTtEN,  if  a  man  be  overtaken  in  a  fault,  ye  which  are  spir¬ 
itual,  restore  such  a  one  in  the  spirit  of  meekness;  considering 
thyself,  lust  thou  also  be  tempted. 

2  I  Sear  y  e  one  another’s  burdens,  and  so  fulfil  the  law  of  Christ. 

3  For  if  a  man  think  himself  to  be  something,  when  he  is  nothing, 

he  deceiveth  himself. 

4  Hut  let  every  man  prove  his  own  work,  and  then  shall  he  have 
rejoicing  in  himself  alone,  and  not  in  another. 

5  For  every  man  shall  bear  his  own  burden. 

G  Let  him  that  Is  taught  in  the  word  communicate  unto  him  that 
teaclieth  in  all  good  things. 

7  Be  not  deceived ;  God  is  not  mocked :  for  whatsoever  a  man 
soweth,  that  shall  he  also  reap. 

8  For  lie  that  soweth  to  his  flesh  shall  of  the  flesh  reap  corruption; 
but  he  that  soweth  to  the  Spirit  shall  of  the  Spirit  reap  life  everlast- 

ing. 

0  And  let  ns  not  be  weary  in  well  doing:  for  in  due  season  we 
shall  reap,  if  we  faint  not, 

10  As  we  have  therefore  opportunity,  let  us  do  good  unto  all  men, 
especially  unto  them  who  are  of  the  household  of  faith. 

11  Ye  see  how  large  a  letter  I  have  written  unto  you  with  mine 
own  hand. 

12  As  many  as  desire  to  make  a  fair  shew  in  the  flesh,  they  con¬ 
strain  you  to  be  ciroumdaed ;  only  lest  they  should  suffer  persecution 

for  the  cross  of  Christ. 

1 3  For  neither  they  themselves  who  are  circumcised  keep  the  law; 
hut  desire  to  have  you  circumcised,  that  they  may  glory  in  your  flesh. 

14  Hut  God  forbid  that  I  should  glory,  save  in  the  cross  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ ,  by  whom  the  world  is  crucified  unto  me,  and  Z 

unto  the  world. 

15  For  in  Christ  Jesus  neither  circumcision  availeth  any  thing, 
nor  uncircumcision,  but  a  new  creature. 

16  And  as  many  as  walk  according  to  this  rule,  peace  be  on  them, 
and  mercy,  and  upon  the  Israel  of  God. 

17  From  henceforth  let  no  man  trouble  me:  for  Z  bear  in  my  body 
the  marks  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

18  Brethren,  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  your 

spirit.  Amen. 

T  Unto  the  Galatians  written  from  Rome. 


THE  EPISTLE  OF  PAUL  THE  APOSTLE  TO  THE 
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CHAPTER  L 

1  After  the  salutation ,  3  and  thanksgiving  for  the  Ephesians,  4  he  treateth  of  our 
election,  fi  and  adoption  by  grace,  11  which  is  the.  true  and  proper  fountain  of  man’s 
-salvation.  13  And  because,  the  height  of  this  mystery  cannot  easily  he  iiltahicd  unto , 
16  he  prayeth  that  they  may  come  IB  to  the  full  knowledge  and  20  possession  thereof 
in  Christ. 

PAUL,  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ  by  the  will  of  God,  to  the  saints 
which  arc  at  Ephesus,  and  to  the  faithful  in  Christ  Jesus: 

2  Grace  be  to  you,  and  peace,  from  God  our  Father,  and  from  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

3  Blessed  be  the  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who 
hath  blessed  us  with  all  spiritual  blessings  in  heavenly  places  in 
Christ : 

4  According  as  he  hath  chosen  ns  in  him  before  the.  foundation  of 
the  world,  that  we  should  be  holy  and  without  blame  before  him  in 

love: 

o  Having  predestinated  us  unto  the  adoption  of  children  by  Jesus 
Christ  to  himself,  according  to  the  good  pleasure  of  his  will, 

6  To  the  praise  of  the  glory  of  his  grace,  wherein  he  hath  made  us 
accepted  in.  the  beloved : 

7  III  whom  wc  have  redemption  through  Ms  blood,  the  forgiveness 
of  sins,  according  to  the  riches  of  his  grace; 

8  Wherein  he  hath  abounded  toward  us  in  all  wisdom  and  pru¬ 
dence  ; 

9  Having  made  known  unto  ns  tho  mystery  of  his  will,  according 
to  his  good  pleasure  which  he  hath  purposed  in  himself ; 

10  That  in  the  dispensation  of  the  fulness  of  limes  he  might 
gather  together  in  one  all  things  in  Christ,  both  which  are  in  heaven, 
and  which  are  on  earth;  even  in  him: 

11  In  whom  also  we  have  obtained  an  inheritance,  being  predes¬ 
tinated  according  to  the  purpose  of  him  who  worket-li  all  things  after 
the  counsel  of  his  own  will : 

12  That  we  should  be  to  the  praise  of  his  glory,  who  first  trusted 
in  Christ. 

13  Tn  whom  ye  also  trusted,  after  that  yc  heard  tlic  word  of  truth, 
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the  gospel  of  your  salvation:  in  whom  also,  after  that  ye  believed, 
ye  were  sealed  with  that  Holy  Spirit  of  promise, 

14  Which  is  the  earnest  of  our  inheritance  until  the  redemption 
of  the  purchased  possession,  unto  the  praise  of  his  glory . 

15  Wherefore  I  also,  after  I  heard  of  your  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus, 
and  love  unto  all  the  saints, 

1 0  Cease  not  to  give  thanks  for  you,  making  mention  of  you  in  my 
prayerB ; 

.17  That  the  God  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  l he  FcUhw  of  glory , 
may  give  unto  you  the  spirit  of  wisdom  and  revelation  in  the  knowl¬ 
edge  of  him : 

18  The  eyes  of  your  understanding  being  enlightened ;  that  ye 
may  know  ichol  is  the  hope  of  his  calling,  and  what  the  riches  of 
the* glory  of  his  inheritance  in  the  saints, 

tU  Ami  what  is  the  exceeding  greatness  of  his  power  to  us-ward 
who  believe,  according  to  the  working  of  his  mighty  power, 

20  W  hich  he  wrought  in  Christ ,  when  he  raised  Mm  from  the  dead, 
and  set  him  at-  It  is  own  right  hand  in  the  heavenly  places, 

21  Far  alum;  all  principality,  and  power,  and  might,  and  dominion, 
and  every  name  that  is  named,  not  only  in  this  world,  but  also  in 
that  which  is  to  come : 

22  And  hath  put  all  things  under  his  feet,  and  gave  him  to  be  the 
head  over  all  things  to  the  church, 

23  Which  is  his  body,  the  fulness  of  him  that  Jilleth  all  in  all. 


CHAPTER  II. 

I  By  comparing  what  we  were  by  3  nature,  with  what  wc  are  5  by  grave :  10  he 
declareth,  that  wc  are  made  far  good  works;  and  13  being  brought  nearby  Christ, 
should  not  live  as  11  (/entiles,  ami  12  foreigners  in  time  past,  but  as  1‘J  citizens  with 
the  saints,  and  the  family  of  God. 

AND  yon  hath  he  quickened,  who  were  dead  in  trespasses  and 
sins ; 

2  Wherein  in  time  past  ye  walked  according  to  the  course  of  this 
world,  according  to  the  prince  of  the  power  of  the  air,  the  spirit  that 
now  worketh  in  the  children  of  disobedience: 

3  Among  whom  also  we  all  had  onr  conversation  in  times  past  in 
the  lusts  of  our  flesh,  fulfilling  the  desires  of  the  flesh  and  of  the 
mind;  and  were  by  nature  the  children  of  wTath,  even  as  others. 

4  Rut  God,  who  is  rich  in  mercy,  for  his  great  love  wherewith  he 
loved  ns, 

5  Even  when  we  were  dead  in  sins,  hath  quickened  us  together 
with  Christ,  (by  grace  ye  are  saved.;) 

(i  And  hath  raised  us  up  together,  and  mado  ns  ait  together  in 
heavenly  places  in  Christ  Jesus: 

7  That  in  the  ages  to  come  he  might  shew  the  exceeding  riches  of 
his  grace,  in  his  kindness  toward  us,  through  Christ  Jesus. 
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8  For  by  grace  are  yc  saved  through  faith ;  and  that  not  of  your¬ 
selves  :  it  is  tlie  gift  of  God : 

9  Not  of  works,  lest  any  man  should  boast. 

1.0  For  we  are  his  workmanship,  created  in  Christ  Jesus  unto 
good  works ,  which  God  hath  before  ordained  that  we  should  walk 
in  them. 

11  Wherefore  remember,  that  ye  being  in  time  past  Gentiles  in 
the  flesh,  who  are  called  Unoircumeision  by  that  which  is  called  the 
Circumcision  in  the  flesh  made  by  hands ; 

12  That  at  that  time  yc  were  without  Christ,  being  aliens  from 
the  commonwealth  of  Israel,  and  strangers  from  the  covenants  of 
promise,  having  no  hope,  and  without  God  in  the  world : 

13  But.  now,  in  Christ  Jesus,  ye  who  sometime  were  far  off  are 
made  nigh  by  the  blood  of  Christ. 

14  For  he  is  our  peace,  who  hath  made  both  one,  and  hath  broken 
down  the  middle  wall  of  partition  between  us; 

16  Having  abolished  in  his  flesh  the  enmity,  even  the  law  of  com¬ 
mandments  contained  in  ordinances ;  for  to  make  in  himself  of  twain 
one  new  man,  so  making  peace ; 

16  And  that  he  might  reconcile  both  unto  God  in  one  body  by  the 
cross,  having  slain  the  enmity  thereby : 

17  And  came  and  preached  peace  to  you  which  were  afar  off,  and 
to  them  that  were  nigh. 

18  For  through  him  we  both  have  access  by  one  Spirit  unto  the 
Father. 

19  Now'  therefore  ye  are  no  more  strangers  and  foreigners,  but 

fellow  citizens  with  the  saints,  and  of  the  household  of  God; 

29  And  are  built  upon  the  foundation  of  the  apostles  and  prophets, 
Jesus  Christ  himself  being  the  chief  corner  stone; 

21  In  whom  all  t-lie  building  Fitly'  framed  together  groweth  unto  a 
holy  temple  in  the  Lord : 

22  In  whom  ye  also  are  builded  together  for  a  habitation  of  God 
through  the  Spirit . 


CHAPTER  III. 

5  The  hidden  mystery y  6  that  the  Gentiles  should  be  saved,  3  was  made  known  to 
Paul  by  revelation :  8  and  to  him  teas  that  grace  given,  that  U  he  should  preach  it . 
13  He  desireth  them  not  to  faint /or  Jiis  tribulation,  14  and  praycth  lit  that  they  may 
perceive  the  great  love  of  Christ  toward  them, 

FOlt  this  cause  X  Paul,  the  prisoner  of  Jesus  Christ  for  you  Gen¬ 
tiles, 

2  If  ye  have  heard  of  the  dispensation  of  the  grace  of  God  which 
is  given  me  to  you-ward : 

3  How  that  by  revelation  he  made  known  unto  me  the  mystery ; 
(as  I  wrote  afore  in  few  words ; 

4  Whereby,  when  ye  read,  ye  may  understand  my  knowledge  in 
the  mystery  of  Christ,) 
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5  Which  in  other  ages  was  not  made  known  unto  the  sons  of  men, 
as  it  is  now  revealed  unto  his  holy  apostles  and  prophets  by  the 
Spirit- ; 

5  That  the  Gentiles  should  be  fellow  heirs,  and  of  the  same  body, 
and  partakers  of  his  promise  in  Christ  by  the  gospel : 

7  Whereof  T  was  made  a  minister,  according  to  the  gift  of  the 
grace  of  God  given  unto  me  by  the  effectual  working  of  his  power. 

8  Unto  me,  who  am  less  than  the  least  of  all  saint3,  is  this  grace 
given,  that  T  should  preach  among  the  Gentiles  the  unsearchable 
riches  of  Christ ; 

0  And  to  make  all  men  see  what  is  the  fellowship  of  the  mystery, 
which  from  /he  beginning  of  the  world  hath  been  hid  in  God,  who 
created  all  things  by  Jesus  Christ : 

10  To  the  intent  that  now  unto  the  principalities  and  powers  in 
heavenly  places  might  be.  known  by  the  church  the  manifold  wisdom 
of  Cod, 

11  According  to  the  eternal  purpose  which  he  purposed  in  Christ 

Jesus  our  Lord ; 

12  In  whom  we  have  boldness  and  access  with  confidence  by  the 
faith  of  him. 

18  Wherefore  I  desire  that  ye  faint  not  at  my  tribulations  for  you, 
which  is  your  glory. 

14  For  this  cause  1  bow  my  knees  unto  the  Father  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ, 

15  Of  whom  the  whole  family  in  heaven  and  earth  is  named, 

16  That  he  would  grant  you,  according  to  the  riches  of  his  glory, 
to  be  strengthened  with  might  by  his  Spirit  in  the  inner  man ; 

1.7  That-  Christ  may  dwell  in  your  hearts  by  faith;  that  ye,  being 
rooted  and  grounded  in  love, 

18  May  lie  able  to  comprehend  with  all  saints  what  is  the  breadth, 
and  length,  and  depth,  and  height ; 

.19  And  to  know  the  love  of  Christ,  which  paaseth  knowledge,  that 
ye  might  be  filled  with  all.  the  fulness  of  God. 

20  Now  unto  him  that  is  able  to  do  exceeding  abundantly  above 
all  that  ice  ask  or  think ,  according  to  the  power  that  worketh  in  us, 

21  ITnto  him  ho  glory  in  the  church  by  Christ  Jesus  throughout 

all  ages,  world  without  end .  Amen. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  He  exhorteth  to  unity,  7  end  dcclureth  that  God  therefore  giveth  divers  11  gifts 
unto  men,  that  his  church  might  be  13  edified,  and  16  grown  up  in  Christ.  IS  He 
mlh'.Ut  them  from  the  impurity  of  the  Gentiles,  24  to  put  on  the  new  man,  25  to  cast 
ojf  lying,  and  29  corrupt  communication. 

I  THEREFORE,  the  prisoner  of  the  Lord ,  beseech  you  that  ye  walk 
worthy  of  the  vocation  wherewith  yc  are  called, 

2  With  all  lowliness  and  meekness,  with  longsufferhig ,  forbearing 
one  another  in  love ; 
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3  Endeavouring  to  keep  tlie  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of 
peace. 

4  There  is  one  body,  and  one  Spirit,  even  as  yc  are  called  in  one 
hope  of  your  calling ; 

f»  One  Lord,  one  faith,  one  baptism, 

6  One  God  and  "Father  of  all,  who  is  above  all,  and  through  all, 
and  In  you  all. 

7  But  nnto everyone  of  us  is  given  grace  according  to  the  measure 
of  the  gift  of  Christ. 

8  Wherefore  he  saith,  When  he  ascended  up  on  high,  he  led  cap¬ 
tivity  captive,  and  gave  gifts  unto  men. 

9  (Now  that  he  ascended,  what  is  it  but  that  ho  also  descended 
first  into  the  lower  parts  of  the  earth  ? 

10  He  that  descended  is  the  same  also  that  ascended  up  far  above 
all  heavens,  that  he  mighty  all  things.') 

t!  And  he  gave  some,  apostles;  ami  some,  prophets;  and  some, 
evangelists ;  and  some,  pastors  and  teachers ; 

12  For  the  perfecting  of  the  saints,  for  the  work  of  the  ministry, 
for  the  edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ: 

13  Till  wo  all  come  in  the  unity  of  the  faith,  and  of  the  knowl¬ 
edge  of  the  Son  of  God,  unto  a  perfect  man,  unto  the  measure  of  the 
stature  of  the  fulness  of  Christ : 

14  That  we  henceforth  be  no  more  children ,  tossed  to  and  fro,  and 
carried  about  with  every  wind  of  doctrine,  by  the  sleight  of  men, 
and  cunning  craftiness,  whereby  they  lie  in  wait  to  deceive; 

15  But  speaking  the  truth  in  love ,  may  grow  up  into  him  in  all 
things,  which  is  the  head,  even  Christ : 

16  From  whom  the  whole  body  fitly  joined  together  and  com¬ 
pacted  by  that  which  every  joint  supplieth,  according  to  the  effectual 
working  in  the  measure  of  every  part,  maketli  increase  of  the  body 
unto  the  edifying  of  itself  in  love. 

17  This  I  say  therefore,  and  testify  in  the  Lord,  that  ye  henceforth 
walk  not  as  other  Gentiles  w;dk,  in  the  vanity  of  their  mind, 

18  Having  the  understanding  darkened,  being  alienated  from  the 
life  of  God  through  the  ignorance  that  is  in  them,  because  of  the 
blindness  of  their  heart: 

19  Who  beiug  jxtsf  feeling  have  given  themselves  over  unto  las¬ 
civiousness,  to  work  all  uncleanness  with  greediness. 

20  But  ye  have  not  so  learned  Christ; 

21  If  so  be  that  ye  have  heard  him,  and  have  been  taught,  by  him. 
as  the  truth  is  in  Jesus: 

22  That  yc  put  off  concerning  the  former  conversation  the  old 
man,  which  is  corrupt  according  to  the  deceitful  lusts ; 

23  And  be  renewed  in  the  spirit  of  yonr  mind ; 

24  And  that  ye  put  on  the  new  man,  which  after  God  is  created 
in  righteousness  and  true  holiness. 

25  Wherefore  putting  away  lying,  speak  every  man  truth  with  his 
neighbour :  for  we  arc  members  one  of  another. 
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23  IU'  ye  angry,  and  sin  not;  let  not  the  sun  go  down  upon  your 
wrath : 

27  Neither  give  place  to  the  devil. 

28  Let  him  that  stole  steal  no  more:  but  rather  let  him  labour, 
working  with  his  hands  the  thing  which  is  goody  that  he  may  have 
to  give  to  him  that  needeth. 

29  Let  no  corrupt  communication  proceed  out  of  your  mouth,  but 
that  which  is  good  to  the  use  of  edifying,  that  it  may  minister  grace 
unto  the  hearers. 

30  And  grieve  not  the  Holy  Spirit  of  God,  whereby  ye  are  sealed 
unto  the  day  of  redemption. 

31  Let  all  bitterness,  and  wrath,  and  anger,  and  clamour,  and  evil 
speaking,  be  put  away  from  you,  with  all  malice: 

32  And  be  yc  kind  one  to  another,  tenderhearted,  forgiving  one 
another,  even  as  God  for  Christ’s  sake  hath  forgiven  you. 


CHAPTER  V. 

2  After  general  exhortations,  to  lore,  3  to  fly  fornication,  4  anti  alt  uncleannese, 
7  »ot  to  convene  with  the  wicked,  15  la  milk  icariiy,  and  to  be  Vi  filed  with  the  Spirit, 
22  he  dexcendelh  la  the  particular  duties,  how  wives  ought  to  obey  their  husbands, 
25  <'ni!  hwtbundx  ought  to  love  their  wives,  32  even  as  Christ  doth  his  church. 

BE  ye  therefore  followers  of  God,  as  dear  children  ; 

2  And  walk  in  love,  as  Christ  also  hath  loved  us,  and  hath 
given  himself  for  us  an  offering  and  a  sacrifice,  to  God  for  a  sweet- 
smelling  savour. 

3  Rut- iaifitm,  and  all  unclcanness,  or  covetousness,  let  it  not  be 
once  named  among  you,  as  becomelh  saints ; 

4  Neither  filthiness,  nor  foolish  talking,  nor  jesting,  which  are 
not  convenient :  hut  rather  giving  of  thanks. 

f)  For  this  yc  know,  that  no  whoremonger,  nor  unclean  person,  nor 
covetous  man,  who  is  an  idolater,  hath  any  inheritance  in  the  king¬ 
dom  of  Christ  and  of  God. 

(>  Let  no  man  deceive  you  with  vain  words:  for  because  of  these 
tilings  comctli  the  wrath  of  God  upon  the  children  of  disobedience. 

7  Be  not  ye  therefore  partakers  with  them. 

8  For  ye  were  sometime  darkness,  but  now  are  ye  light  in  the  Lord : 
walk  as  children  of  light; 

9  (For  the  fruit;  of  the  Spirit  is  in  all  goodness  and  righteousness 
and  truth ;) 

10  Proving  what  is  acceptable  unto  the  Lord. 

11  And  have  no  fellowship  with  the  unfruitful  works  of  darkness, 
but  rather  reprove  them. 

12  For  it  is  u  shame  even  to  speak  of  those  things  which  are  done 
of  them  in  secret. 

13  Hut  all  things  that  are  reproved  arc  made  manifest  by  the 
light:  for  whatsoever  doth  make  manifest-  is  light. 
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.14  Wherefore  he  saith,  Awake  thou  that  steepest,  and  arise  from 
the  dead,  and  Christ  shall  give  thee  light. 

15  See  then  that  ye  walk  circumspectly,  not  as  fools,  but  as  wise, 

16  Redeeming  the  time,  because  the  days  are  evil. 

17  Wherefore  be  ye  not  unwise,  but  understanding  what  the  will 
of  the  Lord  is. 

18  And  be  not  drunk  with  wine,  wherein  is  excess ;  but  be  filled 
with  the  Spirit; 

19  Speaking  to  yourselves  in  psalms  and  hymns  and  spiritual  songs, 
singing  and  making  melody  in  your  heart  to  the  Lord ; 

20  Giving  thanks  always  for  all  things  unto  God  and  the  Father 
in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ ; 

21  Submitting  yourselves  one  to  another  in  the  fear  of  God. 

22  Wives,  submit  yourselves  unto  your  own  husbands,  as  unto  the 
Laid, 

28  For  the  husband  is  the  head  of  the  wife,  even  as  Christ  is  the 
head  of  the  church :  and  he  is  the  Saviour  of  the  body. 

24  Therefore  as  the  eburob  is  subject  unto  Christ,  so  let  the  wives 
be  to  their  own  husbands  in  every  thing. 

25  Husbands ,  love  your  wives,  even  as  Christ  also  loved  the  church, 
and  gave  himself  for  it ; 

26  That  he  might  sanctify  and  cleanse  it  with  the  washing  of 
water  by  the  word, 

27  That  he  might  present,  it  to  himself  a  glorious  church,  not  hav¬ 
ing  spot,  or  wrinkle,  or  any  such  thing ;  but  that  it  should  be  holy 
and  without  blemish. 

28  So  ought  men  to  love  their  wives  as  their  own  bodies.  He  that 
lovoth  his  wife  loveth  himself. 

29  For  no  man  ever  yet  hated  his  own  flesh ;  but  nourisheth  and 
cherisheth  it,  even  as  the  Lord,  the  church: 

30  For  we  are  members  of  liis  body,  of  his  flesh,  and  of  his  hones. 

31  For  this  cause  shall  a  man  leave  his  father  and  mother,  and 
shall  be  joined  unto  his  wife,  and  they  two  shall  be  one  flesh. 

32  This  is  a  great  myBteiy :  but  I  speak  concerning  Christ  and  the 
church. 

33  Nevertheless,  lot  every  one  of  you  iu  particular  so  love  his  wife 
even  as  himself;  and  the  wife  see  that  she  reverence  her  husband. 


CHAPTER  VT. 


1  The.  duty  of  children  towards  their  parents,  5  of  servants  towards  their  masters. 
10  Our  life  is  a  war/are.,  12  not  only  against  flesh  and  blood,  but  also  spiritual  <"/),■- 
tnies.  I’ii  The  complete  armour  of  a  Christian,  18  and  how  it  ought  to  be  •«*<■>/. 
21  Tychicus  is  commended. 


(JHTLDREN,  obey  your  parents  in  the  Lord  :  for  this  is  right. 

2  Honour  thy  father  and  mother ;  which  is  the  lirsl  command¬ 
ment  with  promise ; 
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3  That  it  may  be  well  with  thee,  and  thou  mayest  live  long  on  the 
earth. 

4  And,  ye  fathers,  provoke  not  your  children  to  wrath :  but  bring 
them  up  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord. 

f)  h far  rants,  be  obedient  to  them  that  arc  your  masters  according 
to  the  flesh,  with  fear  and  trembling,  in  singleness  of  your  heart,  as 
unto  Christ; 

<>  Not  with  eyescrvice,  as  men-pleasers ;  but  as  the  servants  of 
Christ,  doing  the  will  of  God  from  the  heart: 

7  With  good  will  doing  service,  as  to  the  Lord,  and  not  to  men : 

8  Knowing  that  whatsoever  good  tiring  any  man  doeth,  the  same 
shall  he  receive  of  the  Lord,  whether  he  be  bond  or  free. 

ft  And,  ye  masters,  do  the  same  things  unto  them,  forbearing  threat¬ 
ening:  knowing  that  your  Master  also  is  in  heaven  ;  neither  is  there 
respect  of  pereons  with  him. 

10  Finally,  my  brethren,  be  strong  in  the  Lord,  and  in  the  power 
of  his  might. 

11  Pul;  on  the  whole  armour  of  God,  that  ye  may  be  able,  to  stand 
against  the  idles  of  the  devil. 

12  For  wo  wrestle  not  against  flesh  and  blood  but  against  princi¬ 
palities,  against  powers,  against  the  rulers  of  tho  darkness  of  this 
world,  against  spiritual  wickedness  in  high  places. 

13  Wherefore  take  unto  you  the  whole  armour  of  God,  that  ye  may 
be  able  to  withstand  in  the  evil  day,  and  having  done,  all,  to  stand. 

14  Stand  therefore,  having  your  loins  girt  about  with  truth,  and 
having  on  the  breastplate  of  righteousness ; 

to  And  your  feet  shod  with  the  preparation  of  the  gospel  of  peace; 

1(5  Above  all,  taking  tho  shield  of  faith,  wherewith  ye  shall  be  able 
to  <]uench  all  the  tiery  darts  of  the  wicked. 

17  And  take  the  helmet  of  salvation,  and  the  sword  of  the  Spirit, 
which  is  the  word  of  Qod : 

13  Praying  always  with  all  prayer  and  supplication  in  the  Spirit-, 
and  watching  thereunto  with  all  perseverance  and  supplication  for 

all  sainta ; 

1ft  And  for  me,  that  utterance  may  be  given  unto  me,  that  I  may 
open  my  month  boldly,  to  make  known  the  mystery  of  the  gospel, 

20  Fin*  which  l  am  an  ambassador  in  bonds ;  that  therein  I  may 
speak  boldly,  as  1  ought  to  speak. 

21  Put  that  ye  also  may  know  my  affairs,  arid  how  I  do,  Tychicus, 
a  beloved  brother  and  faithful  minister  in  tho  Lord,  shall  make  known 
to  you  all  things  : 

22  Whom  I  have  sent  unto  you  fortheBame  purpose,  that,  ye  might 
know  our  affairs,  and  that  he  might  comfort  your  hearts. 

23  Peace  be  to  the  brethren,  and  love  with  faith,  from  God  tlie 
Father  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

24  Grace  be  with  all  them  that  love  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  aln- 
cerity.  Amen.

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CHAPTER  L 

3  He  testifieth  Ids  thankfulness  to  God,  and  hi*  love  toward  them,  for  the  fruits  of 
their  faith,  and  fellowship  in  hi s  sufl'erings,  0  daily  praying  to  him  for  their  increase 
in  grace  :  12  he  shcweth  what  good  the  faith  of  Christ  had  received  by  his  troubles  at. 
Rome,  21  and  how  ready  he  is  to  glorify  Christ  either  by  his  life  or  'death,  27  exhort¬ 
ing  them  to  unity,  2H  and  to  fortitude  in  persecution. 

PAUXi  and  Timotheus,  the  servants  of  Jesus  (Jln-isl,  to  all  the  saints 
in  Christ  Jesus  which  are  at  Philippi,  with  the  bishops  ami  dea¬ 
cons  : 

2  Grace  be  unto  you,  and  peace,  from  God  our  Father  and  from 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

3  I  thank  my  God  upon  every  remembrance  of  you, 

4  Always  in  every  prayer  of  mine  for  you  all  making  request  with 

joy, 

o  For  your  fellowship  in  the  gospel  from  the  first  day  until  now  ; 

6  Being  confident  of  this  very  thing,  that  he  which  hath  begun  a 
good  work  in  you  will  perform  it  until  the  day  of  Jesus  Christ : 

7  Even  as  it  is  meet  for  me  to  think  this  of  you  all,  because  I 

V#  * 

have  you  in  my  heart;  inasmuch  as  both  in  my  bonds,  and  in  the 
defence  and  confirmation  of  the  gospel,  ye  all  are  partakers  of  my 
grace. 

8  For  God  is  my  record,  how  greatly  I  long  after  you  all  in  the 
bowels  of  Jesus  Christ. 

9  And  this  I  pray,  that  your  love  may  abound  yet  more  and  more 
in  knowledge  and  in  all  judgment; 

10  That  vc  may  approve  things  that  are  excellent;  that  ye  may  be 
sincere  and  without  offence  till  the  day  of  Christ; 

1 1  Being  filled  with  the  fruits  of  righteousness,  which  are  by  Jesus 
Christ,  unto  the  glory  and  praise  of  God. 

12  But,  I  would  ye  should  understand,  brethren,  that  the  things 
which  happened  unto  me  have  fallen  out  rather  unto  the  furtherance 
of  the  gospel ; 

13  So  that  my  bonds  in  Christ  are  manifest  in  all  the  palace,  and 
iu  all  other  places ; 
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14  And  many  of  the  brethren  in  the  Lorrl,  waxing  confident  by 
my  bunds,  ure  much  more  bold  to  speak  the  word  without  fear. 

II*  Home  indeed  preach  Christ  even  of  envy  and  strife:  and  some 
also  of  good  will : 

1<>  The  one  preach  Christ  of  contention,  not  sincerely ,  supposing  to 
add  affliction  to  my  bonds : 

17  1  >n t  the  other  of  love,  knowing  that  1  am  set  for  the  defence 
of  the  gospel. 

IK  What  then  ?  notwithstanding,  every  way,  whether  in  pretence, 
or  in  truth.  Christ  is  preached;  and  i  therein  do  rejoice,  yea,  and 
will  rejoice. 

19  For  I  know  that  this  shall  turn  to  my  salvation  through  your 
prayer,  and  the  supply  of  the  Spirit  of  J esus  Christ, 

1'0  According  to  my  earnest  expectation  and  my  hope,  that  in 
nothing  I  shall  be  ashamed,  but  that  with  all  boldness,  as  always,  so 
now  also  Christ  shall  be  magnified  in  my  body,  whether  it  be  by  life, 
or  by  death. 

21  For  to  me.  to  live  is  Christ,  to  die  is  gain. 

22  Hut  if  1  live  in  the  flesh,  this  is  the  fruit  of  my  labour:  yet 
what  1  shall  choose  I  wot  not. 

2d  For  1  am  in  a  straight  betwixt  two,  having  a  desire  to  depart, 
and  to  be  with  Christ;  which  is  far  better : 

24  Nevertheless  to  abide  in  ike  flesh  is  more  needful  for  you. 

25  And  having  this  confidence,  I  know  that  I  shall  abide  and  con¬ 
tinue  with  you  all  for  your  furtherance  and.  joy  of  faith ; 

20  That  vour  rejoicing  may  be  more  abundant  in  Jesus  Christ  for 
me  by  my  coming  to  you  again. 

27  Only  let  your  conversation  be  as  it  becometh  the  gospel  of 
Christ:  that  whether  I  come  and  see  you,  or  else  be  absent,  I  may 
hear  of  your  affairs,  that  ye  stand  fast  in  one  spirit,  with  one  mind 
striving  together  for  the  faith  of  the  gospel ; 

2S  And  in  nothing  terrified  by  your  adversaries:  which  is  to  them 
an  evident  token  of  perdition,  but  to  you  of  salvation,  and  that  of 
God. 

29  For  unto  you  it  is  given  in  the  behalf  of  Christ,  not  only  to 
believe  on  him,  but  also  to  suffer  for  his  sake; 

do  Having  the  same  conflict  which  yc  saw  in  me,  and  now  hear  to 
lie  in  me. 

CHAPTER  II. 

1  He  exhort eth  them  to  unity,  and  to  nil  humbleness  of  mind,  by  the  example  of 
Christ’*  humility  and  exaltation:  12  to  a  cartful  proceeding  in  the  may  of  salvation, 
that  they  be  as  lights  to  the  wicked  world,  10  and  comforts  to  him  their  apostle,  who 
is  now  ready  to  be  ojl'e.red  up  to  God.  19  Ife.  hopclh  to  send  Timothy  to  them,  whom 
hr  greatly  oomincndeth,2S  as  Jipaphroditus  also,  whom  he  presently  sendeth  to  them. 

IF  there  be  therefore  any  consolation  in  Christ,  if  any  comfort  of 
love,  if  any  fellowship" of  the  Spirit,  if  any  bowels  and  mercies, 
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2  Fulfil  ye  my  joy ,  that  ye  be  likeminded,  having  the  same  love, 
being  of  one  accord,  of  one  mind. 

3  Lei  nothing  be  done  through  strife  or  vainglory ;  but  in  lowliness 
of  mind  let  each  esteem  other  better  than  themselves. 

4  Look  not  every  man  on  his  own  things,  but  every  man  also  on 
the  things  of  others. 

5  Let  this  mind  be  in  yon,  which  was  also  in  Christ  Jesus : 

6  Who,  being  in  the  form  of  God,  thought  it  not  robbery  to  be  equal 
with  God: 

7  But  made  himself  of  no  reputation,  and  took  upon  him  the 
form  of  a  servant,  and  was  made  in  the  likeness  of  men : 

8  And  being  found  in  fashion  as  a  man,  he  humbled  himself,  and 
became  obedient  unto  death,  even  the  death  of  the  cross. 

9  Wherefore  God  also  hath  highly  exalted  him,  and  given  him  a 
name  which  is  above  every  name  : 

10  That  at  the  name  of  Jesus  every  knee  should  bow,  of  things  in 
heaven,  and  tilings  in  earth,  and  things  under  the  earth ; 

11  And  that  every  tongue  should  confess  that  Jesus  Christ  is  Lord, 
to  the  glory  of  God  the  Father. 

12  Wherefore,  my  beloved,  as  ye  have  always  obeyed,  not  as  in  my 
presenco  only,  but  now  much  more  in  my  absence,  work  out  your  own 
salvation  with  fear  and  trembling : 

13  For  it  is  God  which  worketh  in  you  both  to  will  and  to  do  of 
his  good  pleasure. 

14  Do  all  things  without  murmurings  and  disputing^ : 

15  That  vc  mav  he  blameless  and  harmless,  the  sons  of  God.  with- 

V  V  7  ' 

out  rebuke,  in  the  midst  of  a  crooked  and  perverse  nation,  among 
whom  ye  shine  as  lights  iu  the  world ; 

16  Holding  forth  the  word  of  life ;  that  I  may  rejoice  in  the  day 
of  Christ,  that  I  have  not  run  in  vain,  neither  laboured  in  vain. 

17  Yea,  and  if  T  be  offered  upon  the  sacrifice  and  service  of  your 
faith,  I  joy,  and.  rejoice  with  you  all. 

18  For  the  same  cause  also  do  ye  joy,  and  rejoice  with  me. 

1.9  But  I  trust  in  the  Lord  Jesus  to  send  Timotheus  shortly  unto 
you,  that  I  also  may  lie  of  good  comfort,  when  1  know  your  slate. 

20  For  I  have  no  man  likeminded,  who  will  naturally  care  for 
your  state. 

21  For  all  seek  their  own,  not  the  things  which  are  Jesus  Christ's. 

22  But  ye  know  the  proof  of  him,  that,  as  a  sun  with  the  father, 
he  hath  served  with  me  iu  the  gospel. 

23  Him  therefore  1  hope  to  send  presently,  so  soon  as  I  shall  see 
how  it  will  go  with  me. 

24  But  I  trust  in  the  Lord  that  T  also  myself  shall  come  shortly. 

25  Yet  T  supposed  it  necessary  to  send  to  you  Bpaphroditus,  my 
brother,  and  companion  in  labour,  and  fellow  soldier,  but  your  mes¬ 
senger,  and  he  that  ministered  to  my  wants. 

26  For  he  longed  after  you  all,  and  was  full  of  heaviness,  because 
that  ye  had  heard  tiiat  ho  had  been  sick. 
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27  For  i  ml  cod  he  was  sick  nigh  unto  death:  but  God  had  mercy  on 
him;  and  not  on  him  only,  but  on  me  also,  lest  I  should  have  sorrow 
upon  sorrow. 

28  I  sent  him  therefore  the  more  careful])',  that,  when  ye  see  him 
again,  ye  may  rejoice,  and  that  J  may  be  the  less  sorrowful. 

29  Receive  him  therefore  in  the  Lord  with  all  gladness;  and  hold 
such  in  reputation : 

80  .Because  for  the  work  of  Christ  lie  was  nigh  unto  death,  not 
regarding  his  life,  to  supply  your  lack  of  service  toward  me. 


CHAPTER  TII. 

1  H<  warneth  them  to  beware  of  the  false  teachers  of  the  circumcision,  4  shewing 
that  himself  hath  greater  cause  than  they  to  trust  in  the  righteousness  of  the  taro  : 
7  which  notwithstanding  he.  conntcth  us  dung  and  toss,  to  gain  Christ  and  his  right¬ 
eousness,  V-  therein  acknowledging  his  own  imperfection.  13  He  exkortelh  them  to 
he  thus  minded,  17  and  to  imitate  him,  18  and  to  decline  the  ways  of  carnal  Christians. 

FINALLY,  my  brethren,  rejoice  in  the  Lord.  To  write  the  same 
things  to  you,  to  me  indeed  is  not  grievous,  but  for  you  it  is  safe. 
2  Beware  of  dogs,  beware  of  evil  workers,  beware  of  the  concision. 
8  For  we  are  the  circumcision,  which  worship  Gorl  in  the  spirit, 
and  rejoice  in  Christ  Jesus,  and  have  no  confidence  in  the  flesh. 

4  Though  I  might  also  have  confidence  in  the  flesh,  if  any  other 
man  thinketh  that  he  hath  whereof  be  might  trust  in  the  iflesli,  1 

more : 

r>  Ci  rcumcised  the  eighth  day,  of  the  stock  of  Israel,  of  the  tribe 
of  Benjamin,  a  Hebrew  of  the  Hebrews;  as  touching  the  laic,  a 
Pharisee ; 

6  Concerning  zeal,  persecuting  the  church ;  touching  the  righteous¬ 
ness  which  is  in  the  law,  blameless. 

7  But  what  things  were  gain  to  me,  those  I  counted  loss  for  Christ. 
8  Yea  doubtless,  and  T  count  all  things  but  loss  for  the  excellency 
of  the  knowledge  of  Christ  Jesus  my  Lord:  for  whom  L  have,  suf¬ 
fered  the  loss  of  all  things,  and  do  count  them  but  dung,  that  I  may 

win  Christ. 

/ 

0  And  be  found  in  him,  not  having  mine  own  righteousness,  which 
is  of  the  late,  but  that  which  is  through  the  faith  of  Christ,  the  right¬ 
eousness  which  is  of  God  by  faith: 

10  That  I  may  know  him,  and  the  power  of  bis  resurrection,  and 
the  ft'Uo/rsfup  of  his  sufferings,  being  made  conformable  unto  his 
death ; 

S 

11  If  by  any  means  I  might  attain  unto  the  resurrection  of  the 
dead. 

12  Not  as  though  I  had  already  attained,  either  were  already  per - 
fi  rl :  but  I  follow  after,  if  that  I  may  apprehend  that-  for  which  also 
1  am  apprehended  of  Christ  Jesus. 

18  Brethren,  I  count  not  myself  to  have  apprehended  :  but  this  one 
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thing  I  do,  forgetting  those  things  which  are  behind,  and  reaching 
forth  unto  those  things  which  are  before, 

14  X  press  toward  the  mark  for  tlie  prize  of  the  high  calling  of  God 
in  Christ  Jesus. 

15  Let  us  therefore,  as  many  as  be  perfect,  be  thus  minded :  and  if 
in  any  tiling  ye  be  otherwise  minded,  God  shall  reveal  even  this  unto 
you. 

1G  Nevertheless,  whereto  we  have  already  attained,  let  us  walk  by 
the  same  rule,  let  us  mind  the  same  thing. 

IT  Brethren,  be  followers  together  of  me,  and  mark  them  which 
walk  so  as  ye  have  us  for  an  ensample. 

18  (For  many  walk,  of  whom  1  have  told  you  often,  and  now  loll 
you  even  weeping,  that  they  are  the  enemies  of  the  cross  of  Christ : 

10  Whose  end  is  destruction,  whose  God  is  their  belly,  and  whose 
glory  is  in  their  shame,  who  mind  earthly  things.) 

20  For  our  conversation  is  in  heaven  5  from  whence  also  we  look 
for  the  Saviour,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ : 

21  Who  shall  change  our  vile  body,  that  it  may  he  fashioned  like 
unto  his  glorious  body,  according  t.o  the  working  whereby  he  is  able 
even  to  subdue  all  things  unto  himself. 


CHAPTER  IV. 

1  From  particular  admonitions  4  he  proccedeth  to  general  exhortations,  10  skewing 
how  he  rejoiced  at  their  liberality  towards  him  tying  in  prison,  not  so  much  for  the 
supply  t\f  his  own  wants,  as  for  the  grace  of  God  in  them.  19  And  so  he  coucludeth 
with  prayer  and  salutations. 

THEREFORE,  my  brethren  dearly  beloved  and  longed  for,  my  joy 
and  crown,  so  stand  fast  in  the  Lord,  my  dearly  beloved. 

2  I  beseech  Euodias,  and  beseech  Syntyche,  that  they  be  of  the 
same  mind  in  the  Lord. 

3  And  I  entreat  thee  also,  true  yokefellow*,  help  those  women 
which  laboured  with  me  in  the  gospel,  with  Clement  also,  and  with 
other  my  fellow  labourers,  whose  names  are  in  the  book  of  life. 

4  Rejoice  in  the  Lord  always :  and  again  I  say,  Rejoice. 

5  Let  your  moderation  be  known  unto  all  men.  The  Lord  is  at 
hand. 

6  Be  careful  for  nothing;  but  in  every  thing  by  prayer  and  suppli¬ 
cation  with  thanksgiving  let  your  requests  be  made  known  unto  God. 

7  And  the  peace  of  God,  which  passeth  all  understanding,  shall 
keep  your  hearts  and  minds  through  Christ  J esus. 

8  Finally,  brethren,  wdiatsoever  things  are  true,  whatsoever  things 
are  honest,  whatsoever  things  are  just ,  whatsoever  things  are  pure, 
whatsoever  things  are  lovely ,  whatsoever  things  are  of  good  report ; 

if  there  be  any  virtue,  and  if  there  be  any  praise,  think  on  these 
things. 

9  Those  things,  which  yc  have  both  learned,  and  received,  and 
heard,  and  seen  in  me,  do:  and  the  God  of  peace  shall  be  with  you. 
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10  Hut  J  rejoiced  in  the  Lord  greatly,  that  now  at  the  last  your 
care  of  me  hath  flourished  again;  wherein  ye  were  also  careful,  but 
ye  lacked  opportunity. 

11  Not  that  f  speak  in  respect  of  want:  for  I  have  learned,  in 
whatsoever  state  1  sun,  therewith  to  be  content. 

12  1  know  both  how  to  be  abased,  and  I  know  how  to  abound: 
every  where  and  in  all  things  1  am  instructed  both  to  be  full  and  to 
be  hungry,  both  to  abound  and  to  suiter  need. 

13  I  can  do  all  things  through  Christ  which  slrengtheneth  me. 

14  Notwithstanding,  ye  have  well  done,  that  ye  did  communicate 
with  my  affliction. 

1.5  Now  ye  Pliilippiaus  know  also,  that  in  the  beginning  of  tho 
gospel,  when  I  departed  from  Macedonia,  no  church  communicated 
with  me  as  concerning  giving  and  receiving,  but  y©  only. 

10  For  even  in  Thesealonica  yc  sent  once  and  again  unto  my  neces¬ 
sity. 

17  Not  because  I  desire  a  gift:  but  I  dcsiro  fruit  that  may  abound 

to  your  account. 

18  But  I  have  all,  and  abound:  I  am  full,  having  received  of 
Epaphrodilus  the  tilings  which  Were  sent  from  you,  an  odour  of  a 
sweet  smell,  a  sacrifice  acceptable,  well  pleasing  to  God. 

19  But  my  Cod  shall  supply  all  your  need  according  to  his  riches 
iu  glory  by  Christ  J esus. 

90  Now  unto  God  and  our  Father  be  glory  for  ever  and  ever. 
Amen. 

91  Salute  every  saint  in  Christ  J  esus.  The  brethren  which  arc 
with  me  greet  you. 

22  All  th  e  saints  salute  you,  ehiejly  they  that  are  of  Caesar’a  house¬ 
hold. 

23  Idle  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  you  all.  Amen.

CHAPTER  I. 


1  After  salutation  he  thanketk  God  for  their  faith ,  7  confirmetk  the  doctrine  of 
Epaphras,  9  prayeth  further  for  their  increase,  in  grace,  14  rlcscribeth  the  true  Christ, 
21  encourageth  them  to  receive  Jesus  Christ,  and  comme mirth  his  own  ministry. 


PAUL,  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ  by  the  will  of  God,  ami  Time- 
theus  our  brother, 

2  To  the  saints  and  faithful  brethren  in  Christ  which  are  at 
Colossee:  Grace  be  unto  you,  and  peace,  from  God  our  Father  and 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

3  We  give  thanks  to  God  and  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 


praying  always  for  you, 

4  Since  we  heard  of  your  faith  in  Christ  Jesus,  and  of  the  love 
which  ye  have  to  all  the  saints, 

5  For  the  hope  which  is  laid  up  for  you  in  heaven,  whereof  ye 
heard  before  in  the  word  of  the  truth  of  the  gospel ; 

6  Which  is  come  unto  you,  as  it  is  in  all  the  world;  and  bringeth 
forth  fruit,  as  it  doth  also  in  you,  since  the  day  ye  heard  of  it,  and 
knew  the  grace  of  God  in  truth : 


7  As  ye  also  learned  of  Epaphras  our  dear  fellow  servant,  who  is 
for  yon  a  faithful  minister  of  Christ ; 

8  Who  also  declared  unto  us  your  love  in  the  Spirit. 

9  For  this  cause  we  also,  since  the  day  we  heard  it,  do  not  cease 
to  pray  for  you,  and  to  desire  that  ye  might  bo  filled  with  the  knowl¬ 
edge  of  his  will  in  all  wisdom  and  spiritual  understanding; 

10  That  ye  might  walk  worthy  of  the  Lord  unto  all  pleasing,  being 
fruitful  in  every  good  work,  and  increasing  in  the  knowledge  of 
God; 

11  Strengthened  with  all  might,  according  to  his  glorious  power, 
unto  all  patience  and  long  suffering  with  joyfulness; 

12  Giving  thanks  unto  the  Father,  which  hath  made  us  meet  to  be 
partakers  of  the  inheritance  of  the  saints  in  light ; 

13  Who  hath  delivered  us  from  the  power  of  darknesB,  and  bath 
translated  us  into  the  kingdom  of  his  dear  Son : 

14  In  whom  we  have  redemption  through  his  Wood,  even  the  for¬ 
giveness  of  sins: 
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15  Who  is  the  image  of  the  invisible  God ,  the  jSrsfborn  of  every 
creature : 

1(>  V  or  by  If  im  were  all  things  created,  that  are  in  heaven,  and 
that  are  in  earth,  visible  and  invisible,  whether  they  be  thrones,  or 
dominions,  or  principalities,  or  powers;  all  things  were  created  by 

him,  and  for  him  : 

17  And  he  is  before  all  things,  and  by  him  all  things  consist: 

IS  And  he  is  the  head  of  the  body,  the  church :  who  is  the  beginning, 
the  firstborn  from  the  dead ;  that  in  all  things  he  might  have  the 
preeminence. 

ID  E  or  it  pleased  the  Father  that  in  him  should  all  fulness  dwell; 

20  And,  having  made  peace  through  the  blood  of  his  cross,  by  him 
to  reconcile  all  things  unto  himself ;  by  him,  I  say,  whether  they  be 
things  in  earth,  or  tilings  in  heaven. 

21  And  you,  that  were  sometime  alienated  and  enemies  in  your 
mind  bv  wicked  works,  ycl  now  hath  he  reconciled 

*»  J  v 

22  lu  the  body  of  his  flesh  through  death,  to  present  you  holy 
and  unblameable  and  unreproveable  in  his  sight : 

25  If  ye  continue  in  the  faith  grounded  and  settled,  and  be  not 
moved  away  from  the  hope  of  the  gospel,  which  ye  have  heard,  and 
which  was  preached  to  every  creature  which  is  under  heaven;  where¬ 
of  I  Paul  am  made  a  minister; 

24  Who  now  rejoice  in  my  sufferings  for  yon,  and  fill  up  that 
which  is  behind  of  the  afflictions  of  Christ  in  my  flesh  for  his  body’s 
sake,  which  is  the  church : 

25  Whereof  I  am  made  a  minister,  according  to  the  dispensation . 
of  God  which  is  given  to  me  for  you,  to  fulfil  the  word  of  God; 

2C  Even  the  mystery  which  hath  been  hid  from  ages  and  from' 
generations,  but  now  is  made  manifest  to  his  saints: 

27  To  whom  God  would  make  known  what  is  the  riches  of  the 
glory  of  this  mystery  among  the  Gentiles;  which  is  Christ  in  you,  the 
hope  of  glory; 

28  Whom  we  preach,  warning  every  mau,  and  teaching  every  man 
in  all  wisdom;  that  we  may  present  every  man  perfect  in  Christ 
J  osus : 

29  Whereon  to  T  also  labour,  striving  according  to  his  working, 
which  worketh  in  me  mightily. 

CHAPTER  II. 

1  He  etiil  exhorlelh  them  to  be  constant  in  Christ ,  8  to  beware  of  philosophy,  and 
v< tin  traditions,  18  worshipping  of  ungels,  20  and  legal  ceremonies,  which  are  ended 
in  Christ, 

FOR  I  would  that  ye  knew  what  great  conflict  I  have  for  you, 
ami  for  them  at  Laodicea,  and  for  as  many  as  have  not  seen  my 
face  in  the  flesh  ; 

2  That  their  hearts  might  be  comforted,  being  knit  together  in 
love,  and  unto  all  rielies  of  the  full  assurance  of  understanding,  to 
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the  acknowledgment  of  the  mystery  of  God,  and  of  the  Father,  and 

of  Christ; 

3  In  whom  are  hid  all  the  treasures  of  wisdom  and  knowledge. 

4  And  this  I  say,  lest  any  man  should  beguile  you  with  enticing 
words. 

o  For  though  I  be  absent  in  the  flesh,  yet  am  I  with  you  in  the 
spirit,  joying  and  beholding  your  order,  and  the  steadfastness  of  your 
faith  in  Christ, 

6  As  ye  have  therefore  received  Christ  Jesus  the  Lord,  so  walk  ye 

in  him : 

7  Rooted  and  built  up  in  him,  and  slablished  in  the  faith ,  as  ye  have 
been  taught,  abounding  therein  with  thanksgiving. 

8  Beware  lest  any  man  spoil  you  through  philosophy  and  vain 
deceit,  after  the  tradition  of  men ,  after  the  rudiments  of  the  world, 
and  not  after  Christ. 

9  For  in  him  dwelleth  all  the  fulness  of  the  Godhead  bodily. 

10  And  ye  aro  complete  in  him,  which  is  the  head  of  all  principal¬ 
ity  and  power : 

11  In  whom  also  ye  are  circumcised  with  the  circumcision  made 
without  hands,  in  putting  off  the  body  of  the  sins  of  the  flesh  by  the 
circumcision  of  Christ : 

12  Buried  with  him  in  baptism,  wherein  also  yc  are  risen  with  him 
through  the  faith  of  the  operation  of  God,  who  hath  raised  him  from- 
the  dead. 

13  And  you,  being  dead  in  your  sins  and  .the  uncireumcision  of 
.  yonr  flesh,  hath  he  quickened  together  with  him ,  having  forgiven  you 

all  trespasses ; 

14  Blotting  out  the  handwriting  of  ordinances  that  was  againBt 
us,  which  was  contrary  to  us,  and  took  it  out  of  the  way,  nailing  it  to 
his  cross ; 

lo  And  having  spoiled  principalities  and  powers,  he  made  a  shew 
of  them  openly,  triumphing  over  them  in  it. 

16  Let  no  man  therefore  judge  you  in  meat,  or  in  drink,  or  in 
respect  of  a  /to /yd  ay,  or  of  the  new  moon,  or  of  the  sabbath  days : 

17  Which  are  a  shadow  of  things  to  come ;  but.  t:hc  body  is  of 
Christ. 


18  Let  no  man  beguile  you  of  your  reward  in  a  voluntary  humil¬ 
ity  and  worshipping  of  angels,  iutnuliug  into  those  things  which  he 
hath  not  seen,  vainly  puffed  up  by  his  fleshly  mind, 

19  And  not  holding  the  Head,  from  which  all  the  body  by  joints 
and  bands  having  nourishment  ministered,  and  knit  together,  increas- 
eth  with  the  increase  of  God. 

20  Wherefore  if  ye  be  dead  with  Christ  from  the  rudiments  of  the 
world,  why,  as  though  living  in  the  world,  aro  yc  subject  to  ordi¬ 


nances, 

2 1  (Touch  not :  taste  not ;  handle  not ; 

22  Which  all  are  to  perish  with  the  using;)  after  the  command¬ 
ments  and  doctrines  of  men  ? 
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23  Which  tilings  have  indeed,  a  shew  of  wisdom  in  will- worship, 
and  humility ,  and  neglecting  of  the  body;  not  in  any  honour  to  the 

satisfying  of  the  ilcsh. 

CHAPTER  III. 

1  He  ahewnh  where  we  should  seek  Christ.  5  He  exhorteth  to  mortification,  10  to 
put  of  the  old  man,  and  to  put  on  Christ,  12  exhorting  to  charity,  humility,  and 
other  several  dudes. 

IF  ye  then  be  risen  with  Christ,  seek  those  things  which  are  above, 
where  Christ  sitteth  on  the  right  han  d  of  God. 

2  Set  yonr  affection  on  things  above,  not  on  things  on  the  earth. 

3  For  ye  arc  dead,  and  your  life  is  hid  with  Christ  in  God. 

4  When  Christ,  who  is  our  life,  shall  appear,  then  shall  ye  also 
appear  with  him  in  glory.  •  • 

5  Mortify  therefore  your  members  which  are  upon  the  earth;  for¬ 
nication,  uncleanness,  inordinate  affection,  evil  concupiscence,  and 
covetousness,  which  is  idolatry: 

6  For  which  things’  sake  the  wrath  of  God  eonietli  on  the  children 
of  disobedience : 

7  In  the  which  ye  also  walked  sometime,  when  ye  lived  in  them. 

8  Hut  now  ye  also  put  of  all  these ;  anger,  wrath,  malice,  bias- ' 
pliomy,  filthy  communication  out  of  your  mouth. 

0  Lie  not  one  to  another,  seeing  that  yc  have  put  off  the  old  man 
with  his  deeds; 

10  Aud  have  put  on  the  new  man,  which  is  renewed  in  knowledge 
after  the  image  of  him  that  created  him : 

11  Where  there  is  neither  Greek  nor  Jew,  circumcision  nor  uncir- 
cmnoision,  Barbarian,  Soythlan,  bond  nor  free :  but  Christ-  is  all,  and 
in  all. 

12  Put  on  therefore,  as  the  elect  of  God,  holy  aud  beloved,  bowels 
of  mercies,  kindness,  humbleness  of  mind,  meekness,  longsuffering ; 

1 3  Forbearing  one  another,  and  forgiving  one  another,  if  any  man 
have  a  quarrel  against  any :  even  as  Christ  forgave  you,  so  also  do  ye. 

11  Aud  above  all  these  things  put  on  charity,  which  is  the  bond 
of  perfectness. 

15  Anti  let  the  peace  of  God  rule  in  your  hearts,  to  the  which  also 
ye  are  culled  in  one  body ;  aud  be  ye  thankfuL 

10  Let  the  word  of  Christ  dwell  in  you  richly  in  all  wisdom ;  teach¬ 
ing  and  admonishing  one  another  in  psalms  and  hymns  and  spiritual 
songs,  singing  with  grace  in  your  hearts  to  the  Lord. 

17  And  whatsoever  ye  do  in  word  or  deed,  do  all  in  the  name  of 
the  Lord  Jesus,  giving  thanks  to  God  and  the  Father  by  him. 

18  Wires,  submit  yourselves  unto  your  own  husbands,  as  it  is  fit 
in  the  Lord. 

1 0  Husbands,  love  your  wives,  and  be  not  bitter  against  them. 

20  Children,  obey  your  parents  in  all  things :  for  this  is  well  pleas¬ 
ing  unto  the  Lord. 
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21  Fathers,  provoke  not  your  children  to  anger,  lest  they  be  dis¬ 
couraged. 

22  Servants,  obey  in  all  things  your  masters  according  to  the  flesh; 
not  with  eyeservicc,  as  menpleasers:  but  in  singleness  of  heart,  fear¬ 
ing  Cod : 

23  And  whatsoever  ye  do,  do  it  heartily,  as  to  the  Lord,  and  not 
unto  men; 

24  Knowing  that  of  the  Lord  ye  shall  receive  the  reward  of  the 
inheritance ;  for  ve  serve  the  Lord  Christ. 

25  But  he  that  doeth  wrong  shall  receive  for  the  wrong  which  he 
hath  done :  and  there  is  no  respect  of  persons. 


CHAPTER  TV. 


1  Meexhorteth  them  to  be  fervent  in  prayer,  5  to  walk  wisely  toward  them  that  are 
not  yet  come  to  the  true  knowledge  of  Christ.  10  He  saluteth  them,  and  wishclh  them 
all  prosperity. 


MASTERS,  give  unto  your  servants  that  which  is  just  and  equal ; 

knowing  that  ye  also  have  a  Master  in  heaven. 

2  Continue  in  prayer,  and  watch  in  the  same  with  thanksgiving; 

3  Withal  praying  also  for  ub,  that  God  would  open  unto  us  a  door 
of  utterance,  to  speak  the  mystery  of  Christ,  for  which  I  am  also  in 
bonds : 

4  That  I  may  make  it  manifest,  as  I  ought  to  speak. 

5  Walk  in  wisdom  toward  them  that  are  without,  redeeming  (he 
time. 

G  Let  your  speech  bo  always  with  grace,  seasoned  with  salt,  that 
ye  may  know  how  ye  ought  to  answer  every  man. 

7  All  my  state  shall  Tychicus  declare  unto  you,  who  is  a  beloved 
brother,  and  a  faithful  minister  and  fellow  servant  in  the  Lord : 

8  Whom  1  have  sent  unto  you  for  the  same  purpose,  that  he  might, 
know  your  estate,  and  comfort  your  hearts; 

9  With  Onesimus,  a  faithful  and  beloved  brother,  who  is  one  of  you. 
They  shall  make  known  unto  you  all  things  which  arc  done  here. 

10  Aristarchus  my  fellow  prisoner  saluteth  you,  and  Marcus,  sis¬ 
ter's  son  to  Barnabas,  (touching  whom  ye  received  commandments : 
if  lie  come  unto  yon,  receive  him :) 

11  Aud  Jesus,  which  is  called  Justus,  who  are  of  the  circumcision. 
These  only  are  my  fellow  workers  unto  the  kingdom  of  Cod,  which 
have  been  a  comfort  unto  me. 

12  Epaphras,  who  is  one  of  you,  a  servant  of  Christ,  saluteth  you, 
always  labouring  fervently  for  you  in  prayers,  that  yc  may  stand 
perfect  and  complete  in  all  the  will  of  God. 

13  For  1  bear  him  record,  that  he  hath  a  great  zeal  for  yon,  and 
them  that  are  in  Laodicea,  and  them  in  Hiempolis. 

14  Luke,  the  beloved  physician,  and  Demaa,  greet  you. 

15  Salute  the  brethren  which  are  in  Laodicea,  ami  Nymphaa,  and 
the  church  which  is  in  his  house. 


CHAP.  t.

JO  Ami  when  iliis  epistle  is  read  among  you,  cause  that  it  be  read 
also  in  the  church  of  the  Laodicean# ;  and  that  ye  likewise  read  the 
epistle  from  Laodicea. 

17  And  say  to  Arehippus,  Take  heed  to  the  ministry  which  thou 
hast  received  in  the  Lord,  that  thou  fulfil  i  t. 

IS  The  salutation  by  the  hand  of  me  Paul.  Remember  my  bonds. 
Grace  be  with  you.  Amen. 

T  Written  from  Rome  to  the  Colossiaus  by  Tyohlcus  and  Onesimns. 
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CHAPTER  I. 

1  The  Thesmlonian*  are  given  to  understand  both  how  mindful  of  them  Saint  Paul 
teas  at  all  times  in  thanksgiving,  and  prayer :  6  and  also  how  well  he  was  persuaded 
nf  (he  truth  and  sincerity  of  their  faith,  and  conversion  to  Ood. 

7LI U L,  nn  d  Silvanus ,  and  Tlmotheus,  unto  the  church  of  the  Thes- 
1  salonians  which  is  in  God  the  Father,  and  in  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ:  Grace  be  unto  you,  and  peace,  from  God  our  Father,  and  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

2  We  give  thanks  to  God  always  for  you  all,  making  mention  of 
you  in  our  prayers; 

Remembering  without  ceasing  youT  work  of  faith,  and  labour  of 
love,  and  patience  of  hope  iu  our  Loi*d  Jesus  Christ,  in  the  sight  of 
God  ami  our  Father; 

*1  K  nowing,  brethren  beloved,  your  election  of  God. 

o  For  onr  gospel  came  not  unto  you  in  word  only,  but  also  in  power, 
and  in  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  in  much  assurance;  as  ye  know  what 
manner  of  men  we  were  among  you  for  your  sake. 

(5  And  ye  became  followers  of  us,  and  of  the  Lord,  having  received 
the  word  iu  much  affliction,  with  joy  of  the  Holy  Ghost: 

7  So  that  ye  were  enaamples  to  all  that  believe  in  Macedonia  and 

Achaia. 

8  For  from  you  sounded  out  the  word  of  the  Lord  not  only  in 
Macedonia  and  Achaia,  but  also  in  every  place  your  faith  to  God- 
ward  is  spread  abroad ;  so  that  we  need  not  to  speak  any  thing. 

0  For  they  themselves  shew  of  us  what  manner  of  entering  in  we 
had  unto  you,  and  how  yc  turned  to  God  from  idols  to  serve  the 
living  and  true  God ; 

10  And  to  wait  for  his  Son  from,  heaven,  whom  he  raised  from  the 
dead,  even  Jesus,  which  delivered  us  from  the  wrath  to  come. 
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1  T/i  what  manner  thz  gospel  was  brought  ami  preached  to  the  ThessalonianSy  and 
in  what  sort  also  they  received  it .  1H  A_  reason  is  rendewd  both  why  Strint  Paul  was 
so  long  absent  from  them ,  and  also  why 'he  was  so  desirous  to  see  them . 

FOR  youiBelves,  brethren,  know  our  entrance  in  unto  you,  that  it 
was  not  in  vain : 

2  But  oven  after  that  we  had  suffered  before ,  and  were  shame  folly 
entreated,  as  ye  know,  at  Philippi,  we  were  bold  in  our  God  to  speak 
unto  you  the  gospel  of  God  with  much  contention. 

3  For  our  exhortation  was  not  of  deceit,  nor  of  uneleauness,  nor 

in  guile: 

4  But  as  we  were  allowed  of  God  to  be  put  in  trust  with  the  gos¬ 
pel,  even  so  we  speak ;  not  as  pleasing  men,  but  God,  which  t riel h 
our  hearts. 

5  For  neither  at  any  time  used  we  flattering  words,  as  ye  know, 
nor  a  cloak  of  covetousness ;  God  is  witness : 

6  Kor  of  mem  sought  we  glory,  neither  of  you,  nor  yet  of  others, 
when  we  might  have  been  burdensome,  as  the  apostles  of  Christ. 

7  But  we  were  gentle  among  you,  even  as  a  nurse  cherisheth  her 
children : 

8  So  being  affectionately  desirous  of  you,  we  were  willing  to  have 
imparted  unto  you,  not  the  gospel  of  God  only,  but  also  our  own 
souls,  because  ye  were  dear  unto  us. 

9  For  ye  remember,  brethren,  our  labour  and  travail;  for  labour¬ 
ing  night  and  day,  because  we  would  not  be  chargeable  unto  any  of 
you,  wc  preached  unto  you  the  gospel  of  God. 

10  Ye  arc  witnesses,  and  God  also,  how  holily  and  justly  and  un- 
blameably  wo  behaved  ourselves  among  you  that  believe: 

11  As  ye  know  how  we  exhorted  and  comforted  and  charged  every 
one  of  you,  as  a  father  doth  his  children, 

12  That  ye  would  walk  worthy  of  God,  who  hath  called  you  unto 
his  kingdom  and  glory. 

13  For  this  cause  also  thank  we  God  without  ceasing ,  because, 
when  ye  received  the  word  of  God  which  ye  heard  of  us,  ye  received 
it  not  as  the  word  of  men,  but,  as  it  is  in  truth ,  the  word  of  God, 
which  effectually  worketh  also  in  you  that  believe. 

14  For  ye,  brethren,  became  followers  of  the  churches  of  God 
which  in  Judsea  arc  in  Christ  Jesus:  for  ye  also  have  suffered  like 
things  of  your  own  countrymen,  even  as  they  have  of  the  Jews : 

15  Who  both  killed  the  I<ord  Jesus,  and  their  own  prophets,  and 
have  persecuted  us;  and  they  please  not  God,  and  arc  contrary  to  all 
men ; 

16  Forbidding  us  to  speak  to  the  Gentiles  that  they  might  ho 
saved,  to  fill  up  their  sins  always :  for  the  wrath  is  come  upon  them 
to  the  uttermost. 

17  But  we,  brethren,  being  taken  front  you  for  a  short  time  in 
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presence,  not  in  heart,  endeavoured  the  more  abundantly  to  see  your 
face  with  great  desire. 

LS  Wherefore  we  would  have  come  unto  you,  even  I  Paul,  once 
and  again;  but  Satan  hindered  us. 

lit  Fur  what  is  our  hope,  or  joy,  or  crown  of  rejoicing  ?  Are  not 
even  ye  iu  the  presence  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  at  his  coming i 
-0  For  ye  are  our  glory  and  joy.

CHAPTER  III. 

1  Saint  Paul  tr  stifle  th  his  great  love  to  the  The8saloniansf partly  by  sending  Timo¬ 
thy  unto  (hem  to  strengthen  and  comfort  than :  partly  by  rejoicing  in  their  icell  doing : 
MUuuf  partly  by  pray ing  for  them ,  and  desiring  a  safe  coming  unto  tJiem. 

WHEREFORE  when  we  could  no  longer  forbear,  we  thought  it 

good  to  be  left  at  Athens  alone ; 

2  Aud  sent  Timotheus,  our  brother,  and  minister  of  God,  and  our 
fellow  labourer  in  the  gospel  of  Christ,  to  establish  you,  and  to  com¬ 
fort  von  concerning  your  faith : 

\  v  ^ 

3  That  no  man  should  be  moved  by  these  afflictions  :  for  yourselves 
know  that  we  are  appointed  thereunto. 

4  B'or  vorilv,  when  we  were  with  you,  wc  told  you  before  that  we. 
should  suffer  tribulation ;  even  as  it  came  to  pass,  and  ye  know. 

;“>  For  this  cause,  when  I  could  no  longer  forbear,  I  sent  to  know 
vour  faith,  lest  by  some  means  the  tempter  have  tempted  you,  and 
our  labour  be  in  vain. 

6  But  now  when  Timotheus  came  from  you  unto  us,  and  brought 
us  good  tidings  of  your  faith  and  charity,  and  that  ye  have  good  re¬ 
membrance  of  ms  always,  desiring  greatly  to  see  us,  as  we  also  to  see 
you : 

7  Therefore,  brethren,  we  were  comforted  over  yon  in  all  our  af¬ 
fliction  and  distress  by  your  faith: 

8  B'or  now  we  live,  if  ye  stand  fast  in  the  Lord. 

0  B'or  what  thanks  can  we  render  to  God  again  for  you,  for  all  the 
joy  wherewith  we  joy  for  your  sakes  before  our  God; 

10  Night  and  day  praying  exceedingly  that  we  might  see  your 
face,  and  might  perfect  that  which  is  lacking  in  your  faith  ? 

II  Now  God  himself  and  our  Father,  and  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
direct  our  way  unto  you. 

12  Aud  the  Lord  make  you  to  increase,  and  abound  in  love  one 
toward  another,  and  toward  all  men,  even  as  we  do  towards  you: 

13  To  the  end  he  may  stablish  your  hearts  unbl tuneable  in  holiness 
before  God,  even  our  F athor,  at  the  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
with  all  his  saints.

CHAPS.  IV.,  V. 


FURTHERMORE  then  wo  beseech  you,  brethren,  and  exhort  you  by 
the  Lord  Jems,  that  as  ye  have  received  of  us  how  ye  ought  to 
walk  and  to  please  God,  so  ye  would  abound  more  and  more.

Jesus. 

3  For  this  is  the  will  of  God,  even  your  sanctification,  that  ye 
should  abstain  from  fornication : 

4  That  every  one  of  you  should  know  how  to  possess  liis  vessel  in 
sanctification  and  honour; 

5  Not  in  the  lust  of  concupiscence,  even  as  the  Gentiles  which 
know  not  God : 

6  That  no  man  go  beyond  and  defraud  his  brother  in  any  matter ; 
because  that  the  Lord  is  the  avenger  of  all  such,  as  we  also  have 
forewarned  you  ami  testified. 

7  For  God  hath  not  called  us  unto  uncleaimesa,  but  unto  holiness. 

8  lie  therefore  that  despisetli,  despiseth  not  man,  but  God,  who 
hath  also  given  unto  us  his  Holy  Spirit. 

5)  But  as  touching  brotherly  love  ye  need  not  that  T  write  unto  you: 
for  ye  yourselves  are  taught  of  God  to  love  one  another. 

10  And  indeed  ye  do  it  toward  all  the  brethren  which  are  in  all 
Macedonia:  but  we  beseech  you,  brethren,  that  ye  increase  more 
and  more ; 

11  And  that  ye  study  to  ho  quiet ,  and  to  do  vour  own  business, 
and  to  work  with  your  own  hands,  as  we  commanded  you ; 

12  That  ye  may  walk  honestly  toward  them  that  are  without,  and 
that  ye  may  have  lack  of  nothing. 

13  But  T  would  not  have  you  to  be  ignorant,  brethren,  concerning 
them  which  are  asleep,  that  ye  sorrow  not ,  even  as  others  which  have 

no  hope. 

14  For  if  we.  lielieve  that  Jesus  died  and  rose  again,  even  so  them 
also  which  sleep  in  Jesus  will  God  bring  with  him. 

15  For  this  we  say  unto  you  bv  the  word  of  the  Lord,  that  we 
which  are  alive  and  remain  unto  the  coming  of  the  Lord  shall  not 
prevent  them  which  are  asleep. 

16  For  the  Lord  himself  shall  descend  from  heaven  with  a  shout, 
with  the  voice  of  the  archangel,  and  with  the  trump  of  God:  and 
the  dead  in  Christ  shall  rise  fust : 

17  Then  we  which  are  alive  and  remain  shall  he  caught  up 
together  with  them  In  the  clouds,  to  meet  the  Lord  in  the  air :  and 
.so  shall  we  ever  be  icith  tie  Lord. 

18  Wherefore  comfort  one  another  icith  these  words. 


CHAPTER  V. 

X  He  proceedcth  in  the  forimr  description  of  Christ*  h  cominy  to  judgment,  10  ami 
yiveth  diver*  precepts,  23  and  so  conchuleth  the  epistle, 

BUT  of  the  times  and  the  seasons,  brethren,  ye  have  no  need 
that  I  write  unto  you. 
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2  For  yourselves  know  perfectly  that  the  clay  of  the  Lord  so 
com (*tli  as  a  thief  in  the  night. 

3  For  when  they  shall  say,  Peace  and  safety;  then  sudden  de¬ 
struction  cometh  upon  them,  as  travail  upon  a  woman  with  child  ; 
and  they  shall  not  escape. 

i  Bui  ye,  brethren,  are  not  in  darkness,  that  that  day  should 
overtake  you  as  a-  thief. 

5  }”e  are  all  the  children  of  light,  and  the  children  of  the  day : 
we  are  not  of  the  night,  nor  of  darkness. 

6  Therefore  let  ns  not  sleep,  as  do  others ;  but  let  us  watch  and 
be  sober. 

7  For  they  that  sleep  sleep  in  the  night;  and  they  that  be 
drunken  are  clrunken  in  the  night. 

8  But  let  ux,  who  are  of  the  (lay,  be  sober,  putting  on  the  breast¬ 
plate  of  faith  and  love ;  and  for  a  helmet ,  the  hope  of  salvation. 

0  For  God  hath  not  appointed  ns  to  wrath,  but  to  obtain  salvation 
bv  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 

3.0  Who  died  for  us,  that,  whether  we  wake  or  sleep,  we  should 

live  together  with  him. 

31  Wherefore  comfort  yourselves  together,  and  edify  one  another, 
even  as  also  ye  do. 

12  And  wo  beseech  you,  brethren,  to  know  them  which  labour 
among  you,  and  are  over  you  in  t.ho  Lord,  and  admonish  you; 

13  And  to  esteem  them  very  highly  in  love  for  their  work's  sake. 
And  be  at  peace  among  yourselves. 

14  "Now  wo  exhort  you,  brethren,  wain  them  that  are  unruly, 
comfort  the  feebleminded,  support  the  weak,  be  patient  toward  all 
men. 

15  See  that  none  render  evil  for  evil  unto  any  man;  but  ever 
follow  that  which  is  good,  both  among  yourselves,  and  to  all  men. 

l(i  Rejoice,  evermore. 

17  Pray  without  ceasing. 

18  In  every  thing  give  thanks  :  for  this  is  the  will  of  G  od  in  Christ. 
Jesus  concerning  you. 

19  Quench  not  the  Spirit. 

20  Despise  not  prophesylngs. 

21  Prove  all  things:  hold  fast  that  which  is  good. 

22  Abstain  from  all  appearance  of  evil. 

23  And  the  very  God  of  peace  sanctify  you  wholly ;  and  I  pray 
God  your  whole  spirit  and  soul  and  body  bo  preserved  blameless 
unto  the  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

21  Faithful  is  lie  that  caUeth  yon,  who  also  will  do  it. 

25  Brethren,  pray  for  us. 

26  Greet  all  the  brethren  with  a  holy  kiss. 

27  I  charge  you  by  the  Lord,  that  this  epistle  be  read  unto  all 
the  holv  brethren.

2S  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  you.  Amen. 

5  The  first  cmstlc  unto  t he  Thcsssaloiiians  was  written  from  Athens, 
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1  Saint  Paul  certifhth  them  of  ike  good  opinion  t ohieh  he  hod  gf  their  faith  y  rtwvy 
and  patience :  11  and  therewithal  wteth  diver *  reason*  for  the  comforting  of  them  in 
persecution ,  whereof  the  ehirfesl  U  token  from  the  righteous  judgment  of 

PAUL,  ;uid  Silvanus,  anti  Timotheus,  unto  the  church  of  the 
Theaa alonians  in  God  our  Father  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ: 

2  Grace  unto  you,  and  peace,  from  God  our  Father  and  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

3  We  are  bound  to  thank  God  always  for  you,  brethren,  ns  it.  is 
meet,  because  that  your  faith  growetli  exceedingly,  and  the  charity  of 
every  one  of  you  all  toward  each  other  aboundeth.; 

4  So  that  we  ourselves  glory  in  you  in  the  churches  of  God,  for 
your  patience  and  faith  in  all  your  persecutions  and  tribulations  that, 
ye  endure : 

5  Which  is  a  manifest  token  of  the  righteous  judgment,  of  God. 
that  ye  may  be  counted  worthy  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  for  which  vc 
also  suffer :

11  Wherefore  also  we  pray  always  for  you,  that  our  God  would 
count  yon  worthy  of  this  calling,  and  fulfil  all  the  good  pleasure  of 
his  goodness,  and  the  work  of  f ai  th  w  ith  power :

‘J  That  ye  be  not  soon  shaken  in  mind,  or  be  troubled,  neither  by 
spirit,  nor  by  word,  nor  by  letter  as  from  us,  as  that  the  day  of  Christ 
is  at  hand. 

3  Lei  no  man  deceive  you  by  any  means:  for  that  day  shall  not 
come,  except  there  come  a  falling  away  first,  and  that  man  of  sin  be 
revealed,  the  son  of  perdition ; 

4  Who  oppuseth  and  exalteth  himself  above  all  that  is  called  God, 
or  that  is  worshipped ;  so  that  he  as  God  sitteth  in  the  temple  of  Cod, 
shewing  himself  that  he  is  God. 

r>  Remember  ye  not,  that,  when  I  was  yet  with  you,  I  told  you 
those  things

consume  with  the  spirit  of  his  mouth ,  and  shall  destroy  with  the 
brightness  of  his  coming: 

0  Even  him,  whose  coming  is  after  the  working  of  Satan  with  all 
power  and  signs  and  lying  wonders, 

ID  And  with  all  deceivablcness  of  unrighteousness  in  them  that 
perish;  because  they  received  not  the  love  of  the  truth,  that  they 
might  be  saved.

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1  He  cravvth  their  prayers  for  himself t 3  testifietk  i chat  confidence  he  hath  in  them, 
5  mitk  't  ’i  request  to  God  in  their  behnfj\  5  giveth  them  divers  precepts,  especially  fo 
shun  idleness,  and  ill  company*  Hi  and  last  of  all  condudeth  with  prayer  and  nuluUttivn. 


FINALLY,  brethren,  pray  for  us,  that  the  word  of  the  Lord  may 
have  free  course,  and  be  glorified,  even  as  it  is  with  you: 

2  And  that  we  may  bo  delivered  from  unreasonable  ami  wicked 
men:  for  all  men  have  not  faith. 

3  But  the  Lord  is  faithful,  who  shall  staHish  you,  and  Keep  you 


from  evil . 

4  And  we  have  confidence  in  the  Lord  touching  you,  that  ye  both 
do  and  will  do  the  things  which  we  command  you. 

o  Ami  the  Lord  direct  your  hearts  into  the  love  of  God,  and  into 
the  patient  waiting  for  Christ. 

6  Kow  we  command  you,  brethren,  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  that  yc  withdraw  yourselves  from  every  brother  that  walketh 
disorderly,  and  not  after  the  tradition  which  he  received  of  us. 

7  For  yourselves  know  how  ye  ought  to  follow  us :  for  wc  behaved 
not  ourselves  disorderly  among  you; 

8  Neither  did  we  eat  any  man’s  bread  for  nought ;  but  wrought 
with  labour  and  travail  night  and  day,  that  wc  might  not  be  charge¬ 
able  to  any  of  you : 

9  Not  because  we  have  not  power,  but  to  make  ourselves  an 
ensample  unto  you  to  follow  us. 

10  For  even  when  we  were  with  you,  this  we  commanded  you,  that 
if  any  would  not  work,  neither  should  he  eat. 

11  For  we  hear  t-hal  there  are  some  which  walk  among  you  dis¬ 
orderly,  working  not  at  all,  but  arc  busybodies. 

12  Now  them  that  are  such  wo  command  and  exhort  bv  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  that  with  quietness  they  work,  and  eat  their  own  bread. 

13  But  ye  brethren,  be  not  weary  in  well  doing. 

14  And  if  any  man  obey  not  our  word  by  this  epistle,  note  that 
man,  and  have  no  company  with  him,  that  he  may  he  ashamed. 

15  Yet  count  him  not  as  au  enemy,  hut  admonish  him  as  a  brother. 

1<>  Now  the  Lord  of  peace  himself  give  you  peace  always  by  all 

means.  The  Jjord  be  with  you  all. 

1 7  The  salutation  of  Paul  with  mine  own  hand,  which  is  the  token 
in  every  epistle:  so  T  write. 

13  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  you  all.  Amen. 


T  The  second  epistle  to  the  Tkussalouians  was  written  from  Alliens. 


THE  FIKST  EPISTLE  OF  PAUL  THE  APOSTLE  TO 


TIMOTHY. 


CHAPTER  I. 

1  Timothy  is  put  in  mind  of  the  charge  which  was  given  unto  him  by  Foul  at  his 
going  to  Macedonia.  5  Of  the  right  uxe  and  end  of  ttw  late.  11  Of  Sivinl  Foul's 
calling  to  bo  an  ajwstle,  20  and  of  Uymeneus  and  Alexander. 

PAUL,  an  apostle  of  Jcstis  Christ  by  the  commandment  of  God  our 
Saviour,  and  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  is  our  hope; 

2  Unto  Timothy,  my  own  sou  in  the  faith :  Grace,  mercy,  and 
peace,  from  God  our  Father,  and  Jcsns  Christ  our  Lord. 

3  As  I  besought  thee  to  abide  still  at  Ephesus,  when  I  went  into 
Macedonia,  that  thou  mightest  charge  soma  that  t-hev  teach  no  other 
doctrine, 

l  .Neither  give  heed  to  fables  and  endless  genealogies,  which  min¬ 
ister  questions,  rather  than  godly  edifying  which  is  in  faith:  so  do. 

o  Now  the  end  of  the  commandment  is  charity  out  of  a  pure  heart, 
and  of  a  good  conscience,  and  of  faith  unfeigned : 

0  From  which  sortie  having  swerved  have  turned  aside  unto  vain 

jangling ; 

7  Desiring  to  be  teachers  of  the  law;  understanding  neither  what 
thev  sav,  nor  whereof  they  affirm. 

^  *  4* 

8  Put  we  know  that  the  law  is  good,  if  a  man  use  it  lawfully; 

9  Knowing  this,  that  the  law  is  not  made  for  a  righteous  man,  but 
for  the  lawless  and  disobedient,  for  the  ungodly  and  for  sinners,  for 
unholy  and  profane,  for  murderers  of  fathers  and  murderers  of  mothers, 
for  man  slayers, 

10  For  whoremongers,  for  them  that  defile-  themselves  with  man¬ 
kind,  for  menstealers ,  for  liars,  for  perjured  persons,  and  if  there  be 
any  other  thing  that,  is  contrary  to  sound  doctrine; 

11  According  to  the  glorious  gospel  of  the  blessed  God ,  which  ivas 
Committed  to  my  trust. 

12  And  T  thank  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord,  nr  ho  hath  enabled  me,  for 
that  he  counted  me  faithful,  putting  me  into  the  ministry; 

1 3  Who  was  before  a  blasphemer,  and  a  persecutor,  and  injurious : 
hid  T  obtained  mercy,  because  I  did  it  ignorantly  in  unbelief. 

11  And  the  p  race  "of  our  Lord  was  exceeding  abundant  with  faith 
and  love  which  is  in  Christ  J  esus. 
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15  This  is  a  faithful  saying,  and  worthy  of  all  acceptation,  that 
Christ  Jesm  came  it  do  the  world  to  save  sinners ;  of  whom  I  am  chief. 

16  Ilowbeit  for  this  cause  I  obtained  mercy,  that  in  me  first  J  esus 
Christ  might  shew  forth  all  long  suffering,  for  a  pattern  to  them  which 
should  hereafter  believe  on  him  to  life  everlasting. 

IT  Now  unto  the  King  eternal,  immortal,  invisible,  the  only  wise 
Cod,  be  honour  and  glory  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 

18  This  charge  I  commit  unto  thee,  son  Timothy,  according  to  the 
prophecies  which  went  before  on  thee,  that  thou  by  them  miglitcsi 
war  a  good  warfare  ; 

19  Holding  faith,  and  a  good  conscience;  which  some  having  put 
away,  concerning  faitli  have  made  shipwreck : 

20  Of  whom  is  Hymeneus  and  Alexander;  whom  T  have  delivered 
unto  Satan,  that  thev  mav  learn  not  to  blaspheme. 


CHAPTER  TT. 

1  That  it  is  meet  to  pray  anil  give  thanks  fur  all  men,  and  the  reason  why.  !>  H»ut 
women  should  be  attired.  12  They  are  not  permitted  to  teach.  15  They  shall  be 
saved,  notwithstanding  the  testimonies  of  God's  wrath,  in  childbirth,  if  they  con¬ 
tinue  in  faith. 

I  EXHORT  therefore,  that,  first  of  all,  supplications,  prayers, 
intercessions,  and  giving  of  thanks,  be  made  for  all  men  ; 

2  For  kings,  and  for  all  that  are  in  authority ;  that  we  may  lead  a 
quiet  and  peaceable  life  in  all  godliness  and  honesty. 

3  For  this  is  good  and  acceptable  iu  the  sight  of  God  our  Saviour ; 
4  Who  will  have  all  men  to  be  saved,  and  to  come  unto  the  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  truth. 

5  For  there  is  one  God,  and  one  mediator  between  God  and  men, 

the  man  Christ  Jesus ; 

6  Who  gave  himself  a  ransom  for  all,  to  be  testified  in  due  time. 

7  Whereunto  I  am  ordained  a  preacher,  and  an  apostle,  (T  speak  the 
truth  in  Christ,  and  lie  wot,)  a  teacher  of  the  Gentiles  in  faith  and  verity. 

8  I  will  therefore  that  men  pray  every  whore,  lifting  up  holy 
hauds,  without  wrath  and  doubting. 

9  In  like  manner  also,  that  women  adorn  themselves  in  modest 
apparel,  with  shainefacedness  and  sobriety ;  not  with  braided  hair, 
or  gold,  or  pearls,  or  costly  array ; 

10  But  (which  becometh  women  professing  godliness)  with  good 

works. 

1 1  Let  the  woman  learn  in  silence  with  all  subjection. 

12  But  I  suffer  not  a  woman  to  teach,  nor  to  usurp  authority  over 
the  man,  but  to  be  in  silence. 

13  For  Adam  was  first  formed,  then  Eve. 

14  And  Adam  was  not  deceived,  but  the  woman  being  deceived 
was  iu  the  transgression. 

15  Notwithstanding  she  shall  be  saved  in  childbearing,  if  they 
continue  in  faith  and  charity  and  holiness  with  sobriety. 


CHAPS.  III.,  IV. 
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CHAPTER  III. 


2  Jim  bishops,  and  deacons,  and  their  wives  should  be  qualified,  14  and  to  what 
end  St.  Paul  wrote  to  Timothy  of  these  things.  15  Of  the  church,  and  the  blessed 
truth  therein  taught  and  professed. 


ri ’THIS  is  a  true  saving,  If  a  man  desire  the  office  of  a  bishop,  he 

1  desireth  a  good  work. 

2  A  bishop  then  must  bn  blameless,  the  husband  of  one  wife,  vigi¬ 
lant,  sober,  of  good  behaviour,  given  to  hospitality,  apt  to  teach ; 

3  Not  given  to  wine,  no  striker,  not  greedy  of  filthy  lucre ;  but 
patient,  j tol  a  brawler,  not  covetous; 

•  4  One  that  ruletli  well  his  own  house,  having  his  children  in  sub¬ 
jection  with  all  gravity ; 

5  (For  if  a  man  know  not  how  to  rule  his  oten  house,  how  shall 
he  take  care  of  the  ohorch  of  God  ?) 

6  Not  a  novice,  lest  being  lifted  up  with  pride  he  fall  into  the. 
condemnation  of  the  devil. 

7  Moreover  he  must  have  a  good  report  of  them  which  are  with¬ 
out  :  Jest  lu*  fall  into  reproach  aiul  the.  snare  of  the  devil. 

8  Likewise  must  the  deacons  lie  grave,  not  dowWe-tongued,  not 
given  to  much  wine,  not  greedy  of  filthy  lucre; 

0  Holding  the  mystery  of  the  faith  in  a  pore  conscience. 

10  And  let  these  also  first  be  proved ;  then  let  them  use  the  office 
of  a  deacon,  being  found  blameless. 

1 1  Even  so  must  their  wives  be  grave,  not  slanderers,  sober,  faith¬ 
ful  in  all  things. 

12  Let  the  deacons  be  the  husbands  of  one  wife,  ruling  their  chil¬ 
dren  and  their  own  houses  well. 

1.3  For  they  that  have  used  the  office  of  a  deacon  well  purchase  to 
themselves  a  good  degree,  and  great  boldness  in  the  faith  which  is 
in  Christ  Jesus. 


14  These  things  write  I  unto  thee,  hoping  to  coxne  unto  thee 

shortly: 

1.7  But  if  T  tarry  long,  that  thou  mayest  know  how  thou  ©lightest 
to  behave  thyself  in  the  house  of  God,  which  is  the  churoh  of  the  liv¬ 
ing  God,  the  pillar  and  ground  of  the  truth. 

16  And  without  controversy  great  is  the  mystery  of  godliness:  God 
was  manifest  in  the  flesh,  justified  in  the  Spirit ,  seen  of  angels,  preached 
unto  the  Gentiles,  believed  on  in  the  world,  received  up  into  glory. 


CHAPTER  TV. 

1  He  foretell?/ h  that  in  the  latter  times  there  shall  he  a  departure  from  the  faith. 
<;  .{ml  to  (he  end  that  Timothy  might  not  fait  in  doing  his  duty,  he  fumisheth  him 
f  preempt*  bn  I  o  tiff  i  tiff  thereto, 

"VTOW  the  Spirit  speaketh  expressly,  that  in  the  latter  times  some 
i_N  shall  depart  from  the  faith,  giving  heed  to  seducing  spirits, 
and  doctrines  of  devils; 
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2  Speaking  lies  in  hypocrisy ;  having  their  conscience  seared  with 
a  hot  iron; 

3  Forbidding  to  marry,  and  commanding  to  abstain  from  meats, 
which  God  hath  created  to  be  received  with  thanksgiving  of  them 
which  believe  and  know  the  truth. 

4  For  every  creature  of  God  is  good,  and  nothing  to  be  refused,  if 
it  be  received  with  thanksgiving : 

5  For  it  is  sanctified  by  the  word  of  God  and  prayer. 

6  If  thou  put  the  brethren  in  remembrance t  of  these  things,  thou 
slialt  be  a  good  minister  of  Jesus  Christ,  nourished  up  in  the  words 
of  faith  and  of  good  doctrine,  whoreunto  thou  hast  attained. 

7  But  refuse  profane  and  old  wives’  fables,  and  exercise  thyself 
rather  unto  godliness. 

8  For  bodily  exercise  profiteth  little:  but  godliness  is  profitable 
unto  all  things,  having  promise  of  the  life  that  now  is,  and  of  that 
which  is  to  come. 

9  This  is  a  faithful  saying,  and  worthy  of  all  acceptation. 

10  For  therefore  we  both  labour  and  suffer  reproach,  because  we 
trust  in  the  living  God,  who  is  the  Saviour  of  all  men,  specially  of 
those  that  believe. 

11  These  things  command  and  teach, 

12  Let.  no  man  despise  thy  youth;  hut  be  thou  an  example  of  the 
believers,  in  word,  in  conversation,  in  charity,  in  spirit,  in  faith,  in 
purity. 

13  Till  I  come,  give  attendance  to  reading,  to  exhortation,  to 
doctrine. 

14  Neglect  not  the  gift,  that  is  in  thee,  which  was  given  thee  by 
prophecy ,  with  the  laying  on  of  the  hands  of  the  presbytery. 

15  Meditate  upon  these  things ;  give  thysel  f  wholly  to  them ;  that. 
thy  profiting  may  appear  to  all. 

16  Take  lieed  unto  thyself  and  unto  the  doctrine  ;  continue  in  them : 
for  in  doing  this  thou  shalt  both  save  thyself,  and  them  that  hear 
thee. 

CHAPTER  V. 


1  Rules  to  be  observed  in  reproving,  3  Of  widows.  17  Of  elders,  23  -rl  precept  for 
Timothy's  health.  24  Some  men '&  si?is  go  before  unto  judgment,  and  some,  men's  do 
follow  after. 


REBUKE  not  an  elder,  bat  entreat  him  as  a  father;  ami  the 
younger  men  as  brethren; 

2  The  elder  women  as  mothers;  the  younger  as  sisters,  with  all 
purity. 

3  Honour  widows  that  axe  widows  indeed. 

4  But  if  any  widow  have  children  or  nephews,  let  them  learn  first 
to  shew  piety  at  home,  and  to  requite  their  parents:  for  that  is  good 
and  acceptable  before  God. 

5  Now  she  that  is  a  widow  indeed,  and  desolate,  trusteth  in  God. 
and  contiuuetli  in  supplications  and  prayers  night  aud  day. 
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<>  But  she  that  liveth  in  pleasure  is  dead  while  she  liveth. 

7  And  these  things  give  in  charge,  that  they  may  be  blameless. 

8  But  if  any  provide  not  for  his  own,  and  specially  for  those  of 
hi.s  own  house,  he  hath  denied  the  faith,  and  is  worse  than  an  infidel. 

1)  Let  not  a  widow  be  taken  into  the  number  under  threescore 
y«*ars  old,  having  been  the  wife  of  one  man, 

10  Well  reported  of  for  good  works;  if  she  have  brought  up 
children,  if  she  have  lodged  strangers,  if  she  have  washed  the  saints’ 
[Vet,  if  she  have  relieved  the  afflicted,  if  she  have  diligently  followed 
every  good  work. 

11  But  the  younger  widows  refuse:  for  when  they  have  begun  to 
wax  i canton  against  Christ,  they  will  many ; 

12  Having  damnation,  because  they  have  cast  off  their  first  faith. 

13  And  withal  they  loarn  to  bo  idle,  wandering  about  from  house 
to  house ;  and  not  only  idle,  but  tattlers  also  and  busy  bodies,  speak¬ 
ing  things  which  they  ought  not. 

14  I  will  therefore  that  the  younger  women  marry ,  bear  children, 
guide  the  house,  give  none  occasion  to  the  adversary  to  speak  re¬ 
proachfully. 

1 5  F or  some  are  already  turned  aside  after  Satan. 

1(>  Tf  any  man  or  woman  that  beQeveth  have  widows,  let  them 
relieve  them,  and  let  not  the  church  be  charged ;  that  it  may  relieve 
them  that  are  widows  indeed. 

17  Let  the  elders  that  rule  well  be  counted  worthy  of  double 
honour,  especially  they  who  labour  in  the  word  and  doctrine. 

18  For  the  Scripture  saith.  Thou  shalt  not  muzzle  the  ox  that 
treadeth  out  the  corn.  And,  The  labourer  is  worthy  of  his  reward. 

10  Against  an  elder  receive  not  an  accusation,  but  before  two  or 
three  witnesses. 

20  Them  that  sin  rebuke  before  all,  that  others  also  may  fear. 

21  T  charge  thee  before  God,  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the 
elect  angels,  that  thou  observe  these  things  without  preferring  one 
before  another,  doing  nothing  by  partiality. 

22  Lay  hands  suddenly  on  no  man,  neither  be  partaker  of  other 
men’s  sins  :  keep  thyself  pure. 

23  Drink  no  longer  water,  blit  use  a  little  wine  for  thy  stomach’s 
sake  aud  thine  often  infirmities. 

24  Some  men’s  sins  are  open  beforehand,  going  before  to  judgment; 
and  some  men  they  follow  after. 

25  Likewise  also  the  good  works  of  some  are  manifest  beforehand; 
aud  they  that  are  otherwise  cannot  he  hid. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

1  Of  the  duty  of  servants.  1)  jV ot  to  have  fellowship  with  newfangled  teachers. 
i>  tiodiiuess  is  great  gain,  10  ami  love  of  money  the  root  of  all  evil.  11  What  Tim- 
uf  hi/  is  la  fee,  and  it!  ho  t  to  follow,  17  (mil  whereof  to  admonish  the  rich.  20  To  keep 
the  purity  of  (nr  doctrine,  and  to  avoid  prof  unejanglings. 
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LET  as  mauy  servants  as  are  under  the  yoke  vomit  their  own 
masters  worthy  of  all  honour,  that  the  name  of  God  and  his 
doctrine  be  not  blasphemed. 

2  And  they  that  have  believing  masters,  lot  them  not  despise  them, 
because  they  are  brethren ;  but  rather  do  them  service,  because  they 
are  faithful  and  beloved,  partakers  of  the  benefit.  These  things  touch 
and  exhort. 

3  If  any  man  teach  otherwise,  and  consent  not  to  wholesome  words, 
even  the  words  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  to  the  doctrine  which 
is  according  to  godliness ; 

4  He  is  proud,  knowing  nothing,  but  doting  about  questions  and 
strifes  of  words,  whereof  cometh  envy,  strife,  Tailings,  evil  surmis- 
ings, 

5  Perverse  disputings  of  men  of  corrupt  minds,  and  destitute  of  the 
truth,  supposing  that  gain  is.  godliness :  from  such  withdraw  thyself. 
6  But  godliness  with  contentment  is  great  gain. 

7  For  we  brought  nothing  into  this  world,  and  it  is  certain  we  ran 
carry  nothing  out 

8  And  having  food  and  raiment,  let  us  be  therewith  content. 

9  But  they  that  will  be  rich  fall  into  temptation  and  a  snare,  and 
into  mauy  foolish  and  hurtful  lusts,  which  drown  men  in  destruction 
and  perdition. 

10  For  the  love  of  money  is  the  root  of  all  evil :  which  while  tame 
coveted  after,  they  have  erred  from  the  faith,  and  pierced  themselves 
through  with  many  sorrows. 

11  But  thou,  0  man  of  God,  flee  these  things ;  and  follow  after 
righteousness,  godliness,  faith,  love,  patience,  meekness. 

12  flight  the  good  fight  of  faith,  lay  hold  on  eternal  life,  who  Ve¬ 
nn  to  thou  art  also  called,  and  hast  professed  a  good  profession  before 
many  witnesses. 

13  I  give  thee  charge  in  the  sight  of  Clod,  who  quiekeneth  all 
things,  and  before  Christ  Jesus,  who  before  Pontius  Pilate  witnessed 
a  good  confession ; 

14  That  thou  keep  this  commandment-  without  spot,  unrebukeable, 
until  the  appearing  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ : 

15  Which  in  his  times  he  shall  shew,  who  is  the  blessed  and  only 
Potentate,  the  King  of  kings,  and  Lord  of  lords  ; 

lfi  Who  only  hath  immortality,  dwelling  in  the  light  which  no 
man  can  approach  unto;  whom  no  man  hath  seen,  nor  can  see:  to 
whom  be  honour  and  power  everlasting.  Amen. 

17  Charge  them  that  are  rich  in  this  world,  that  they  be  not  high- 
minded,  nor  trust  in  uncertain  riches,  but  in  the  living  God,  who 
giveth  us  richly  all  things  to  enjoy; 

18  That  they  do  good,  that  they  be  rich  in  good  works,  ready  to 
distribute,  willing  to  communicate ; 

19  Laying  np  in  store  for  themselves  a  good  foundation  against 
the  time  to  come,  that  they  may  lay  hold  on  eternal  life. 
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20  O  Timothy,  keep  that  which  is  committed  to  thy  trust,  avoiding 
profane  and  vain  babblings,  and  oppositions  of  menee  falsely  so 
called : 

21  Which  so  me  professing  have  erred  concerning  the  faith.  Grace 
be  with  thee.  Amen.

in  him,  s  to  be  steadfast,  and  patient  in  persceutton  9  I??  and  to  persist  in  the  form 
and  truth  of  that  doctrine  which  he  had  learned  of  him .  15  Phygeflu*  and  Mermog- 
<  nr*,  tf  nd-  such  like,  are  noted,  and  Oncsiphoru*  is  highly  commended, 

PAUL,  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ  by  the  will  of  God,  according  to 
the  promise  of  life  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus, 

2  To  Timothy,  my  dearly  beloved  son :  Grace,  mercy,  and  peace, 
from  God  the  Father  and  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord. 

«’•}  T  thank  God.  whom  I  serve  from  my  forefathers  with  pure  con¬ 
science,  that  without  ceasing  I  have  remembrance  of  thee  in  my 
prayers  night  and  day ; 

■I  Greatly  desiring  to  see  thee,  being  mindful  of  thy  tears,  that  T 
may  be  filled  with  joy  ; 

r>  When  I  call  to  remembrance  the  unfeigned  faith  that  is  in  tliee, 
which  dwelt  first  in  thy  grandmother  Lois,  and  thy  mother  Eunice ; 
and  I  am  persuaded  that  in  thee  also. 

f»  Wherefore  l  put  tliee  in  remembrance,  that  thou  stir  up  the  gift 
of  God.  which  is  in  thee  by  the  putting  on  of  my  hands. 

7  For  God  hath  not  given  11s  the  spirit  of  fear;  but  of  power,  and 
1  *f  love,  and  of  a  sound  mind. 

S  He  not  thou  therefore  ashamed  of  the  testimony  of  our  Lord, 
nor  of  in#  his  prisoner :  but  lie  thon  partaker  of  the  aiHictions  of  the 
u'ospel  according  to  the  power  of  God ; 

*.»  Who  hath  saved  us,  and  called  us  with  a  holy  calling,  not  accord¬ 
ing  to  our  works,  but  according  to  his  own  purpose  and  grace,  which 
was  yiren  us  in  Christ  Jesus  before  the  world  began: 

10  Hut.  is  non;  made  manifest  by  the  appearing  of  our  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ,  who  hath  abolished  death,  and  hath  brought  life  and  immor¬ 
tality  to  light  through  the  gospel:

CHAPS.  I.,  II. 


11  Whereunto  I  am  appointed  a  preacher,  and  an  apostle,  and  a 
teacher  of  the  Gentiles. 

12  For  the  which  cause  T  also  suffer  these  things;  nevertheless  T 
am  not  ashamed ;  for  I  know  whom  I  have  believed,  and  aiu  per* 
snaded  that  he  is  able  to  keep  that  which  I  have  committed  unto 
him  against  that  day. 

13  Hold  fast  the  form  of  sound  words,  which  thou  hast  heard  of 
me,  in  faith  and  love  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus. 

14  That  good  thing  which  was  committed  nnto  thee  keep  by  the 
Holy  Ghost  which  dwelleth  in  us. 

15  This  thou  knowest,  that  all  they  which  are  in  A sia  be  turned 
away  from  me ;  of  whom  arc  Fhygellua  and  Hermogenes. 

16  The  Lord  give  mercy  unto  the  house  of  Onesiphorus ;  for  he  oft 
refreshed  me,  and  was  not  ashamed  of  my  chain : 

17  But,  when  he  was  in  Home,  he  sought  me  out  very  diligently* 
and  found  me. 

18  The  Lord  grant  unto  him  that  he  may  find  mercy  of  the  Lord 
in  that  day;  and  in  how  many  things  he  ministered  unto  me  at. 
Ephesus,  thou  knowest  very  well. 

CHAPTER  II. 

1  is  exhorted  a gain  to  constancy  and  perseverance,  and  to  do  the  duly  of  ,i 
faithful  servant  of  the  Lord  in.  dividing,  the  word  aright  %  and  May  my  prof  one  and 
vain  babbling*.  17  Of  Hymemus  and  PhUetus.  19  The  foundation  of  the  Lord 
sure,  22  lie  is  taught  whereof  to  bew<tret  and  what  to  follow  after ,  and  in  what  sort 
the  servant  of  the  Lord  ought  to  behave  himself . 

Thou  therefore,  my  son,  he  strong  in  the  grace  that  is  in  Christ 
Jesus. 

2  And  the  things  that  thou  hast  heard  of  me  among  many  wit¬ 
nesses,  the  same  commit  thou  to  faithful  men,  who  shall  be  able  to 
teach  others  also. 

3  Thou  therefore  endure  hardness,  as  a  good  soldier  of  Jesus 
Christ. 

4  -Iso  man  that  warreth  entangleth  himself  with  the  affairs  of  this 
life;  that  he  may  please  him  who  hath  chosen  him  to  be  a  soldier. 

5  And  if  a  man  also  strive  for  masteries,  yet  is  he  not  c-rmcurd, 
except  he  strive  lawfully. 

6  The  husbandman  that  laboureth  must  be  first  partaker  of  the 
fruits. 

7  Consider  what  I  say ;  and  the  Lord  give  thee  understanding  in 
all  things. 

8  Remember  that  Jesus  Christ  of  the  seed  of  David  was  raised 
from  the  dead,  according  to  my  gospel : 

9  Wherein  I  suffer  trouble,  as  an  evil  doer,  even  unto  bonds :  but 
the  word  of  God  is  not  bouud. 

10  Therefore  I  endure  all  things  for  the  elect’s  sake,  that  they  may 
also  obtain  the  salvation  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus  with  eternal  glory 
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11  It  is  u  faitii/ui  saying:  For  if  we  foe  dead  with  hint,  \vFe  shall 

ii  Iso  live  with  him: 

12  If  we  suffer,  we  shall  also  reign  with  him;  if  we  deny  him,  he 
also  will  deny  us: 

l.‘i  If  we  believe  not ,  yet  he  abideth  faithful:  he  cannot  deny 
himself. 

14  Of  these  things  put  them  in  remembrance,  charging  them 
before  the  Lord  that  they  strive  not  about  words  to  no  profit,  but  to 
tin*  subverting  of  the  hearers. 

15  .Study  to  shew  thyself  approved  unto  God,  a  workman  that 
needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the  word  of  truth. 

lf>  But  shun  profane  and  vain  babblings:  for  they  will  increase 
unto  more  ungodliness. 

17  And  their  word  will  eat  as  doth  a  canker:  of  whom  is  Uymeneus 
and  IVtilelHs; 

IS  Who  concerning  the  truth  have  erred,  saying  that  the  resurrec¬ 
tion  is  past  already;  and  overthrow  the  falt-li  of  some. 

I'd  Nevertheless  the  foundation  of  God  standeth  sore,  having  this 
seal.  Tin*  Lord  knoweth  them  that  are  his.  And,  Let  every  one  that 
namelh  the  name  of  Christ  depart  from  iniquity. 

20  But  in  a  great  house  there  are  not  only  vessels  of  gold  and  of 
tii'hvr,  but  also  of  wood  and  of  earth;  and  some  to  honour,  and  some 

to  dishonour. 

21  If  a  man  therefore  purge  himself  from  these,  ho  shall  be  a 
vessel  unto  honour,  sanctified,  and  meet  for  the  master’s  use,  and 
prepared  unto  every  good  work. 

22  Klee  also  youthful  lusts :  but  follow'  righteousness,  faith,  cliarity, 
peace,  with  them  that  call  on  the  Lord  out  of  a  pure  heart 

2.4  But  foolish  and  unlearned  questions  avoid,  knowiug  that  they 
d<>  gemlor  strifes. 

24  And  the  servant  of  the  Lord  must  not  strive;  but  be  gentle  unto 
all  men,  apt  to  teach,  patient; 

25  In  meekness  instructing  those  that  oppose  themselves;  if  God 
I H  rad  venture  will  give  them  repentance  to  the  acknowledging  of  the 
i  mch : 

m 

2d  And  that  they  may  recover  themselves  out  of  the  snare  of  the 
devil,  who  are  taken  captive  by  him  at  his  will. 

CHAPTER  111. 

1  He  advert  ixeth  him  of  the  times  to  comefC  describeth  the  enemies  of  the  truth , 

10  pruponndeth  unto  him  his  own  example,  10  mid  eonumndet/i  the  holy  Scripture*, 

THIS  know  also,  that  in  the  last  days  perilous  times  shall  come. 

2  For  men  shall  be  lovers  of  their  ovra  selves ,  covetous,  boasters, 
proud,  blasphemers,  disobedient  to  parents,  unthankful,  unholy, 

Without  natural  affection,  trueebreakers,  false  accusers,  incon¬ 
tinent,  fierce,  despisers  of  those  that  are  good, 
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'1  Traitors,  heady,  high  minded,  lovers  of  pleasures  more  than  lovers 
of  God ; 

5  Having  a  form  of  godliness,  but  denying  the  power  thereof: 
from  such  turn  anuvf. 

0  For  of  this  sort  are  they  which  creep  into  houses,  and  lead  cap¬ 
tive  silly  women  laden  with  sins,  led  away  with  divers  lusts, 

7  Ever  learning,  and  never  able  to  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
truth. 

8  Now  as  Jaimes  and  Jambres  withstood  Moses,  so  do  these  also 
resist  the  truth;  men  of  corrupt  minds,  reprobate  concerning  the 
faith. 

9  But  they  shall  proceed,  no  further :  for  their  folly  shall  he  mani¬ 
fest  unto  all  men,  as  theirs  also  was. 

10  But  thou  bast  fully  known  my  doctrine,  manner  of  life,  pur¬ 
pose,  faith,  longsulTering,  charity,  patience, 

1 1  Persecutions,  affl  ictions,  which  came  unto  me  at  Antioch,  at 
Iconium,  at  Lvstra ;  what  persecutions  1  endured:  but  out  of  them 
all  the  Lord  delivered  mo. 

12  Yea,  and  all  that  will  live  godly  in  Christ  Jesus  shall  suffer 
persecution. 

1 8  But  evil  men  and  seducers  shall  wax  worse  and  worse,  derei  v  i  ng. 

*  \ 

and  being  deceived. 

14  But  continue  thou  in  the  things  which  thou  hast  learned  and 
hast  been  assured  of,  kttowiug  of  whom  thou  hast  learned  them  ; 

15  And  that  from  a  child  thou  hast  known  the  h  of  if  Scriptures, 
which  are  able  to  make  thee  wise  unto  salvation  through  faith  which 
is  in  Christ  Jesus. 


10  All  Scripture  is  given  by  inspiration  of  God,  and  is  profitable 
for  doctrine,  for  reproof,  for  correction,  for  instruction  in  righteouxitexx : 

17  That  the  man  of  God  may  be  perfect,  thoroughly  furnished 
unto  all  good  works.

17  Notwithstanding  the  Lord  stood  with  me,  and  strengthened  me; 
that  by  me  the  preaching  might  be  fully  known,  and  that  all  the 
Gentiles  might  hear:  and  I  was  delivered  out  of  the  mouth  of  the 
lion. 

18  And  the  Lord  shall  deliver  me  from  every  evil  work,  and  will 
preserve  me  unto  his  heavenly  kingdom:  to  whom  be  glory  for  ever 
and  ever.  Amen.

TITUS. 


CHAPTER  I. 

1  For  what  end  Titus  was  left  in  Crete >  6  ifow  they  that  are  to  be  chosen  minis¬ 
ter*  ought  to  be  qualified*  11  The  mouths  of  evU  teachers  to  be  slopped :  12  and  what 
manner  of  men  they  be. 

■HAUL,  a  servant,  of  God,  and  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ,  according 
-L  to  the  faitli  of  God’s  elect,  and  the  acknowledging  of  the  truth 
which  is  after  godliness; 

2  In  hope  of  eternal  life ,  which  God,  that  cannot  lie,  promised 
before  the  world  began ; 

3  But  hath  in  due  times  manifested  his  word  through  preaching, 
which  is  committed  unto  me  according  to  the  commandment  of  God 
our  Saviour ; 

4  To  Titus,  mine  own  son  after  the  common  faith :  Grace,  mercy, 

+  _  *  •*  * 

and  peace,  from  God  the  Father  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  our 
Saviour. 

5  For  this  cause  left  I  thee  in  Crete,  that  thou  shouldest  set  in 
order  the  things  that  are  wanting,  and  ordain  elders  in  every  city,  as 
I  had  appointed  thee : 

6  If  any  bn  blameless,  the  husband  of  one  wife,  having  faithful 
children  not  accused  of  riot  or  unruly. 

7  For  a  bishop  must  be  blameless,  as  the  steward  of  God;  not  self- 
willed,  not  soon  angry,  not  given  to  wine,  no  striker,  not  given  to 
filthy  lucre ; 

8  But  a  lover  of  hospitality,  a  lover  of  good  men,  sober,  just,  holy, 
temperate ; 

9  Holding  fast  the  faithful  word  as  he  hath  been  taught,  that  he 
may  be  able  by  sound  doctrine  both  to  exhort  and  to  convince  the 
gainsay  ers. 

10  For  there  arc  many  unruly  and  vain  talkers  and  deceivers, 
specially  they  of  the  circumcision: 

11  Whose  mouths  must  be  slopjml,  who  subvert  whole  houses, 
teaching  things  which  they  ought  not,  for  filthy  lucre’s  sake. 

12  One,  of  themselves,  even  a  prophet  of  their  own,  said,  The  (’re* 
tians  fire  always  liars,  evil  beasts,  slow  bellies. 

13  This  witness  is  true.  Wherefore  rebuke  them  sharply,  that 
they  may  be  sound  in  the  faith  ; 
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J 4  Not  giving'  heed  to  Jewish  fable#,  and  commandments  of  men, 
I  hat  turn  from  the  truth. 

15  Unto  tlie  pure  all  things  are  pure:  but  unto  them  that  are  de¬ 
filed  and  unbelieving  is  nothing  pure ;  but  even  their  mind  ami  con¬ 
science  is  cletiled. 

1<>  They  profess  that  they  know  God ;  but  in  works  they  deny  him, 
being  aboi ii i liable,  and  disobedient,  and  unto  every  good  work  repro¬ 
bate. 

CHAPTER  11. 

1  Directions  given  unto  Titus  both  j or  his  doctrine  and  life.  9  Of  the  duty  of 
sercunts,  and  in  general  of  alt  Christians. 

If  UT  speak  thou  the  things  which  become  sound  doctrine : 

_)  2  Thai  the  aged  men  be  sober,  grave,  temperate,  sound  in  faith, 

in  charity ,  in  patience. 

;>  The  aged  women  likewise,  that  they  lie  in  behaviour  as  becometh 
holiness,  not  false  accusers,  not  given  to  much  wine,  teachers  of  good 
things ; 

•1  That  they  may  teach  the  young  women  to  be  sober,  to  love  their 
husbands,  to  love  their  children, 

o  To  be  disereet,  chaste,  keepers  at  home,  good,  obedient  to  their 
own  husbands,  that  the  word  of  God  be  not  blasphemed. 

(i  Young  men  likewise  exhort  to  be  soberminded. 

7  In  all  things  shewing  thyself  a  pattern  of  good  works :  in  doctrine 
shewing  tmeorruptness,  gravity,  sincerity, 

8  > Sound  speech,  that  cannot  he  condemned;  that  he  that  is  of 
the  contrary  part,  may  be  ashamed,  having  no  evil  thing  to  say  of  you. 

9  Exhort  servants  t,o  be  obedient  unto  their  own  masters,  and  to 
please  them  well  in  all  things;  not  answering  again; 

10  Not  purloining,  but  shewing  all  good  fidelity;  that  they  may 
adorn  the  doctrine  of  God  our  Saviour  in  all  things. 

11  For  the  grace  of  God  that  biingeth  salvation  hath  appeared 
lo  all  men, 

12  Teaching  us  that,  denying  ungodliness  and  worldly  lusts,  wo 
should  live  soberly,  righteously,  and  godly,  in  this  present  world ; 

1.3  Looking  for  that  blessed  hope,  and  the  glorious  appearing  of 
the  great  God  and  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ; 

14  Who  gave  himself  for  ns,  that  he  might  redeem  us  from  all 
iniquity,  and  purify  unto  himself  a  peculiar  people,  zealous  of  good 
works. 

1">  These  things  speak,  and  exhort,  and  rebuke  with  all  authority. 
I.et  no  man  despise  thee. 


CHAPTER  lit. 

I  Titu*  is  yet  further  directed  by  raul,  both  concerning  the  things  Ac  should  teach, 
tin.  I  not  teach.  10  JJe  is  willed  also  to  reject  obstinate  heretics:  12  which  done,  lie. 
a/.} <t» nleth  him  both  time  and  place ,  wherein  he  should  come  unto  him,  and  so  con¬ 
clude/ h. 
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PUT  them  in  mind  to  be  subject,  to  principalities  and  powers,  to 
obey  magistrates,  to  be  ready  to  every  good  work, 

2  To  speak  evil  of  no  man,  to  be  no  braiders,  but  gentle,  shewing 
all  meekness  unto  all  men. 

3  For  wc  ourselves  also  were  sometime  foolish,  disobedient,  de¬ 
ceived,  serving  divers  lusts  and  pleasures,  living  In  malice  and  envy, 
hateful,  and  hating  one  another. 

4  But  after  that  the  kindness  and  love  of  God  our  Saviour  toward 
mau  appeared, 

o  Hot  by  works  of  righteousness  which  we  have  done,  but  accord¬ 
ing  to  his  mercy  lie  saved  us,  by  the  washing  of  regeneration,  and 
renewing  of  the  Holy  Gliost ; 

6  Which  he  shed  on  us  abundantly  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Saviour ; 

7  That  being  justified  by  his  grace,  we  should  be  made  heirs 
according  to  the  hope  of  eternal  life. 

8  This  is  a  faithful  saying,  and  these  things  I  will  that  thou  affirm 
constantly,  that  they  which  have  believed  in  God  might  be  eu  refill 
to  maintain  good  works.  These  things  are  good  and  profitable  unto 
men. 

9  Out  avoid  foolish  questions,  and  genealogies,  and  contentions, 
and  strivings  about  the  law;  for  they  are  unprofitable  and  vain. 

10  A  man  that  is  a  heretic,  after  the  first  and  second  admonition, 
reject; 

1 1  Knowing  that  he  that  is  such  is  subverted,  and  sinneth,  being 
condemned  of  himself. 

12  When  I  shall  send  Artemas  unto  thco,  or  Tyducus,  be  diligent 
to  come  unto  me  to  Nicopolls :  for  T  have  determined  there  to  winter. 

13  Bring  Zen  as  the  lawyer  and  AjmUos  on  their  journey  diligently, 
that  nothing  be  wanting  unto  l-bem. 

14  And  let  ours  also  learn  to  maintain  good  works  for  necessary 
uses,  that  they  be  not  unfruitful. 

15  All  that  are  with  me  salute  thee.  Greet  them  that  lore  on  in 
the  faith.  Grace  be  with  you  all.  Amen. 

If  It  was  written  to  Titus,  ordained  the  first  bishop  of  the  rlmri-h  of  Hie  Cretians. 
from  Kicopolis  of  Macedonia.

Id  Whom  I  would  have  retained  with  me,  that,  in  thy  stead  he 
might  have  ministered  unto  me  in  the  bouds  of  the  gospel : 

14  lhit  without  thy  mind  would  1  do  nothing ;  that  thy  benefit 
should  not  boas  il.  were  of  necessity,  but  willingly. 

15  For  perhaps  he  therefore  departed  for  a  season,  that  thou 
shonhlest  receive  him  for  ever; 

lb  Not  now  as  a  servant,  but  above  a  servant,  a  brother  beloved, 
specially  to  me,  but  how  much  more  unto  thee,  both  in  the  flesh,  ami 
in  the  Lord  V 

17  J.f  thou  count  me  therefore  a  partner,  receive  him  as  myself.

self  besides. 

20  Yea,  brother,  let  me  have  joy  of  thee  in  the  Lord :  refresh  my 
bowels  in  the  Lord.

THE  EPISTLE  OF  PAUL  THE  APOSTLE  TO  THE 

HEBREWS. 

CHAPTE1S  I. 

1  Christ  in  these  last  times  coming  to  us  from  the  Father ,  4  is  preferred  above  the 
angels ,  both  in  person  and  ojfice. 

GOD,  who  at  sundry  times  and  in  divers  manners  spake  in  time 
past  unto  the  fathers  by  the  prophets, 

2  Hath  in  these  last  days  spoken  unto  us  by  his  Son,  whom  lie 
hath  appointed  heir  of  all  things,  by  whom  also  he  made  the  worlds ; 

3  Who  being  the  brightness  of  his  glory,  and  the  express  image 
of  his  person,  and  upholding  all  things  by  the  word  of  Ins  power, 
when  he  bad  by  himself  purged  our  sins,  sat  down  on  the  right  hand 
of  the  Majesty  on  high ; 

4  Being  made  so  much  better  than  the  angels,  as  he  hath  by  in¬ 
heritance  obtained  a  more  excellent  name  than  they. 

5  For  unto  which  of  the  angels  said  lie  at  any  time,  Thou  art  my 
Son,  this  day  have  I  begotten  thee?  And  again,  1  will  be  to  him  a. 
Father,  and  he  shall  he  to  me  a  Son  ? 

6  And  again,  when  he  bringeth  in  the  first  begotten  into  the  world, 
he  saith,  And  let  all  the  angels  of  God  worship  Mm. 

7  And  of  the  angels  he  saith,  Who  maketh  his  angels  Bplrits,  and 
his  ministers  a  flame  of  fire. 
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8  But  unto  the  Son  he  saith,  Thy  throne,  0  God,  is  for  ever  and 
ever:  a  sceptre  of  righteousness  is  the  sceptre  of  thy  kingdom. 

<)  Thoti  hast  loved  righteousness,  ami  hated  iniquity ;  therefore 
God,  even  thy  God,  hath  anointed  thee  with  the  oil  of  gladness 
above  thy  fellows. 

10  A  mi,  Thou,  Lord,  in  the  beginning  hast  laid  the  foundation  of 
the  earth ;  and  the  heavens  are  the  works  of  thine  hands. 

1 1  They  shall  perish,  but  thou  remainest :  and  they  all  shall  wax 
old  as  doth  a  garment ; 

12  And  as  a  vesture  shalt  thou  fold  them  up,  and  they  rfiaii  be 
changed:  but  thou  art  the  same,  and  thy  years  shall  not  fail. 

13  But  to  which  of  the  angels  said  ho  at  any  time,  Sit  on  my  right 
hand,  until  I  make  thine  enemies  thy  footstool  ? 

14  Are  they  not  all  ministering  spirits,  sent  forth  to  minister  for 
them  who  shall  be  heirs  of  salvation  ? 

CHAPTER  IT. 

▼ 

1  H  e  ouylu  to  be  obedient  to  Christ  Jems,  5  and  that  because  he  vouchsafed  to 
take  our  nature,  itjron  him,  14  as  it  teas  necessary. 

THEREFORE  we  ought  to  give  the  more  earnest  lieed  to  the 
things  which  we  have  heard,  lest  at  any  time  we  should  let 

them  slip. 

2  For  if  the  word  spoken  by  angels  was  steadfast,  and  every  trans¬ 
gression  and  disobedience  received  a  just  recompense  of  reward; 

3  How  shall  we  escape,  if  we  neglect  so  great  salvation ;  which  at 
the  first  began  to  be  spoken  by  the  Lord,  and  was  confirmed  unto  us 
by  them  that  heard  him ; 

4  God  also  bearing  them  witness,  both  with  signs  and  wonders, 
and  with  divers  miracles,  and  gifts  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  according  to 
his  own  will? 

5  For  unto  the  angels  hath  ho  not  put  in  subjection  the  world  to 
come,  whereof  we  speak. 

G  But  one  in  a  certain  place  testified,  saying,  What  is  man,  that 
thou  art  mindful  of  him  ?  or  the  son  of  man,  that  thou  visitest  him  ? 

7  Thou  madest  him  a  little  lower  thau  the  angels ;  thou  erownedst 
him  with  glory  and  honour,  and  didst  set  him  over  the  works  of  thy 
hands : 

<S  Thou  hast,  put  all  things  in  subjection  under  his  feet.  Eor  in 
that  he  put  all  in  subjection  under  him,  he  left  nothing  that  is  not 
put  under  him.  But  now  we  see  not  yet  all  things  put  under  him. 

!)  But  we  see  Jesus,  who  was  made  a  little  lower  than  the  angels 
for  the  suffering  of  death,  crowned  with  glory  and  honour ;  that  he 
by  the  grace  of  God  should  taste  death  for  every  man. 

1<>  For  it  became  him,  for  whom  are  all  things,  and  by  whom  are 
all  things,  in  bringing  many  sons  unto  glory,  to  make  the  captain  of 
their  salvation  perfect  through  sufferings. 
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11  For  both  lie  that  sanctifieth  and  thev  who  are  sauctified  are  all 
of  one :  for  which  cause  he  is  not  ashamed  to  call  them  brethren, 

12  Saying,  1  will  declare  thy  name  unto  my  brethren,  in  the  midst 
of  the  church  will  1  sing  praise  unto  thee. 

13  And  again,  1  will  put  my  trust  in  him.  And  again,  behold  I 
and  the  children  which  Cod  hath  given  me. 

14  Forasmuch  then  as  the  children  arc  partakers  of  flesh  and 
blood,  he  also  himself  likewise  took  part  of  the  same:  that  through 
death  he  might  destroy  him  that  had  the  power  of  death,  that  is,  the 

devil; 

15  And  deliver  them,  who  through  fear  of  death  were  all  their 
lifetime  subject  to  bondage. 

10  For  verily  he  took  not  on  him  the  nature  of  angels;  but  he 
took  on  him  the  seed  of  Abraham. 

17  Wherefore  in  all  things  it  behooved  him  to  be  made  like  unto 
his  brethren,  that  lie  might  be  a  merciful  and  faithful  high  priest  in 
things  pertaining  to  God,  to  make  reconciliation  for  the  sins  of  the 
people. 

18  For  in  that  he  himself  hath  suffered  being  tempted,  he  is  able 
to  succour  them  that  are  tempted. 

CHAPTER  ill. 

1  Christ  is  more  worthy  than  Moses,  7  therefore  if  toe  believe  not  in  him,  ice  shall 
be  ?norp  worthy  punishment  than  hardhearted  Israel. 

TTTHHREFORE,  holy  brethren,  partakers  of  the  heavenly  calling, 
VV  consider  the  Apostle  and  High  Priest  of  onr  profession,  Christ 
Jesus; 

2  Who  was  faithful  to  him  that  appointed  him,  as  also  Moses  was 
faithful  in  all  bis  house. 

3  For  this  man  was  counted  worthy  of  more  glory  than  Moses, 
inasmuch  as  he  who  hath  builded  the  house  hath  more  honour  then 
the  house. 

4  For  every  house  is  builded  by  some  man ;  hut  he  that  built,  all 
things  is  God. 

5  And  Moses  verily  was  faithful  in  all  his  house  as  a  servant,  for 
a  testimony  of  those  things  which  were  to  be.  spoken  after : 

6  Tint  Christ  as  a  son  over  his  own  house ;  whose  house  arc  we,  if 
we  hold  fast  the  confidence  and  the  rejoicing  of  the  hope  firm  unto 
the  end. 

7  Wherefore  as  the  Holy  Ghost  saith,  To  day  if  ye  will  hear  his 
voice, 

8  Harden  not  your  hearts,  as  in  the  provocation,  in  the  dn.y  of 
temptation  in  the  wilderness: 

0  When  yonr  fathers  tempted  me,  proved  me,  and  saw  my  works 
forty  years. 

10  Wherefore  T  was  grieved  with  that  generation,  and  said.  They 
do  always  err  in  their  heart;  and  they  have  not  known  my  ways. 
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11  So  1  .ware  in  mv  wrath,  They  shall  not  enter  into  my  rest. 

12  Take  heed,  brethren,  lest  there  be  in  any  of  you  an  evil  heart 
of  unbelief,  in  departing  from  the  living  God.. 

12  Hut  exhort  one,  another  daily,  while  it  is  called  To  day;  lest 
any  of  yon  be  hardened  through  the  deceitfulness  of  sin. 

14  Tor  we  are  made  partakers  of  Christ,  if  we  hold  the  beginning 
of  mu*  confidence  steadfast  unto  the  end ; 

15  While  it  is  said,  To  day  if  ye  will  hear  his  voice,  harden  not 
your  hearts,  as  in  the  provocation. 

LG  For  some,  when  they  had  heard,  did  provoke:  liowbeit  not  all 
that  came  out,  of  Egypt  by  Moses. 

17  Hut  with  whom  was  ho  grieved  forty  years  ?  was  it  not  with 
them  that  had  sinned,  whose  carcasses  fell  in  the  wilderness  ? 

18  And  to  whom  sware  be  that  they  should  not  enter  into  his 
rest,  blit  to  them  that  believed  not  ? 

19  So  we  see  that  they  could  not  enter  in  because  of  unbelief. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

1  The  refit  of  (Christians  is  attained  by  faith*  12  The  power  of  God's  word .  14  By 
ovr  high  priest  Jesus  the  Son  of  (fod>  subject  to  infirmities,  but  not  am,  10  we  must 
and  may  go  boldly  to  the  throne  of  fpvice. 

LET  us  therefore  fear,  lest,  a  promise  being  left  us  of  entering 
into  his  rest,  any  of  you  should  seem  to  come  short  of  it. 

2  For  unto  us  was  the  gospel  preached,  as  well  as  unto  them:  but 
the  word  preached  did  not  profit  them,  not  being  mixed  with  faith 
in  them  that  heard  it. 

2  For  we  which  have  believed  do  enter  into  rest,  as  he  said,  As  I 
have  sworn  in  my  wrath,  If  they  shall  enter  into  my  rest :  although 
the  works  were  finished  from  the  foundation  of  the  tear  Id. 

4  For  he  spake  in  a  certain  place  of  the  seventh  day  on  this  wise. 
And  God  did  rest  the  seventh  day  from  all  his  works. 

5  And  in  thi*  place  again,  If  they  shall  enter  into  my  rest. 

(>  Seeing  therefore  it  remaineth  that  some  must  enter  therein,  and 
they  to  whom  it  was  first  preached  entered  not  in  because  of  unbe¬ 
lief  : 

7  Again,  he  limiteth  a  certain  day,  saying  in  David,  To  day,  after 
so  long  a  time;  as  it  is  said,  To  day  if  ye  will  hear  his  voice,  harden 
not  your  hearts. 

8  For  if  Jesus  had  given  them  rest,  then  would  he  not  afterward 
have  spoken  of  another  day. 

9  There  remaineth  therefore  a  rest  to  the  people  of  God. 

10  For  he  that  is  entered  into  his  Test,  he  also  hath  ceased  from 
his  own  works,  as  God  did  from  his. 

11.  Let  us  labour  therefore  to  enter  into  that  rest,  lest  any  man 
fall  after  the  same  example  of  unbelief. 

12  For  the  word  of  God  is  quick,  and  powerful,  and  sharper  than 
any  twoedged  sword,  piercing  even  to  the  dividing  asunder  of  soul 
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and  spirit,  and  of  the  joints  and  marrow,  and  is  a  diseerner  of  the 
thoughts  and  intents  of  the  heart. 

13  Neither  is  there  any  creature  that  is  not  manifest  in  his  sight: 
but  all  things  are  naked  and  opened  unto  the  eyes  of  him  with  whom 
we  have  to  do. 

14  Seeing  then  that  we  have  a  great  high  priest,  that  is  passed 
into  the  heavens,  Jesus  the  Son  of  God,  let  us  hold  fast  our  profes¬ 
sion. 

lo  For  we  have  not  a  high  priest  which  cannot  be  touched  with 
the  feeling  of  our  infirmities;  bat  was  in  all  points  tempted  like  as 
we  are,  yet  without  sin. 

16  Let  us  therefore  come  boldly  unto  the  throne  of  grace,  that  we 
may  obtain  mercy,  and  find  grace  to  help  in  tame  of  need. 


CHAPTER  V. 

1  The  authority  and  honour  of  our  Saviour's  priesthood*  11  JfegUgence  in  the 
knowledge  thereof  is  reproved. 

FOR  every  high  priest  taken  from  among  men  is  ordained  for 
men  in  things  pertaining  to  God,  that  he  may  offer  both  gifts 
and  sacrifices  for  sins : 

2  Who  can  have  compassion  on  the  ignorant,  and  on  them  that  are 
out  of  the  way ;  for  that  he  himself  also  is  compassed  with  infirmity. 

3  And  by  reason  hereof  lie  ought,  as  for  the  people,  so  also  for 
himself,  to  offer  for  sins. 

4  And  no  man  taketh  this  honour  unto  himself,  but  he  that  is 

called  of  Q-od,  as  was  Aaron. 

5  So  also  Christ  glorified  not  himself  to  be  made  a  high  priest; 
but  he  that  said  unto  him,  Thou  art  my  Son,  to  day  have  i  begotten 
thee. 

6  As  he  saith  also  in  another  place,  Thou  art  a  priest  for  ever 
after  the  order  of  Melchlsedec. 

7  "Who  In  the  days  of  his  flesh,  when  he  had  offered  up  prayers 
and  supplications  with  strong  crying  and  tears  unto  him  that  was 
able  to  save  him  from  death,  and  was  heard  in  that  he  feared; 

8  Though  he  were  a  Son,  yet  learned  he  obedience  by  the  tilings 
which  he  suffered ; 

J 

9  And  being  made  perfect,  lie  became  the  author  of  eternal  salva¬ 
tion  unto  all  them  that  obey  him ; 

10  Called  of  God  a  high  priest  after  the  order  of  Melchisedec. 

11  Of  whom  we  have  many  things  to  say,  and  hard  to  be  uttered, 
seeing  ye  are  dull  of  hearing. 

12  For  when  for  the  time  ye  ought  to  be  teachers,  ye  have  need 
that  one  teach  you  again  which  be  the  first  principles  of  the  oracles 

of  God;  and  are  become  such  as  have  need  of  milk,  and  not  of  strong 
meat. 
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13  For  every  one  that  nseth  milk  is  unskilful  in  tlie  word  of 

(4 

righteousness :  for  he  is  a  babe. 

14  But  strong  meat  belongetli  to  them  that,  are  of  full  age,  even 
those  who  by  reason  of  use  have  their  senses  exercised  to  discern 
both  good  and  evil. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

1  lb  rxh'jrlelh  not  to  fall  back  from  the  faith,  11  but  to  be  steadfast,  12  diligent, 
and  patient  to  wait  upon  God,  13  because  God  is  most  sure  in  his  promise, 

THEREFORE  leaving  the  principles  of  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  let  us 
go  on  unto  perfection;  not  laying  again  the  foundation  of  repent¬ 
ance  from  dead  works,  and  of  faith  toward  God, 

2  Of  the  doctrine  of  baptisms,  and  of  laying  on  of  hands,  and  of 
resurrection  of  the  dead,  and  of  eternal  judgment. 

3  Ami  this  will  we  do,  if  God  permit. 

4  For  it  is  impossible  for  those  who  were  once  enlightened,  and 
have  tasted  of  the  heavenly  gift,  and  were  made  partakers  of  the 
Holy  Ghost, 

5  And  have  tasted  the  good  word  of  God,  and  the  powers  of  the 
world  to  come, 

0  Tf  they  shall  fall  away,  to  renew  them  again  unto  repentance; 
seeing  they  erucify  to  themselves  the  Son  of  God  afresh,  and  put. 
him  to  an  open  shame. 

T  For  the  earth  which  drinketh  in  the  rain  that  cometh  oft  upon 
it,  and  bringetli  forth  herbs  meet  for  them  by  whom  it  is  dretjsed, 
receiveth  blessing  from  God: 

8  But  that  which  beareth  thorns  and  briers  is  rejected,  and  is  nigh 
unto  cursing ;  whose  end  is  to  be  burned. 

0  But,  beloved,  we  are  persuaded  better  things  of  you,  and  things 
that  accompany  salvation,  though  we  thus  speak. 

10  For  God  is  not  unrighteous  to  forget  your  work  and  labour  of 
love,  which  ye  have  shewed  toward  his  name,  in  that  ye  have  minis¬ 
tered  to  the  saints,  and  do  minister. 

11  And  we  desire  that  every  one  of  you  do  shew  the  same  dili¬ 
gence  to  the  full  assurance  of  hope  unto  the  end : 

12  That  ye  be  not  slothful,  but  followers  of  them  who  through 
faith  and  patience  inherit  the  promises. 

13  For  when  God  made  promise  to  Abraham,  because  he  could 
swear  by  no  greater,  he  aware  by  himself, 

14  Saying,  Surely  blessing  I  will  bless  thee,  and  multiplying  I 
will  multiply  thee. 

lij  And  so,  after  he  had  patiently  endured,  he  obtained  the 
promise. 

16  For  men  verily  swear  by  the  greater :  and  an  oath  for  confir¬ 
mation  is  to  them  an  end  of  all  strife. 

17  Wherein  God,  willing  more  abundantly  to  shew  unto  the  heirs 
of  promise  the  immutability  of  his  counsel,  confirmed  it  by  an  oath: 
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18  That  by  two  immutable  things,  in  which  it  was  impossible  for 
God  to  lie,  we  might  have  a  strong  consolation,  who  have  tied  for 
refuge  to  lay  hold  upon  the  hope  sot  before  us : 

10  Which  hope  we  have  as  an  anchor  of  the  soul,  both  sure  and 
steadfast,  and  which  entereth  into  that  within  the  vail ; 

20  Whither  the  forerunner  is  for  us  entered,  even  Jesus,  made  a 
high  priest  for  ever  after  the  order  of  Melchisedec. 


CHAPTER  VII. 

1  Christ  Jesus  is  a  priest  after  the  order  of  Melchisedec,  11  and  so,  far  more  excel¬ 
lent  than  the  priests  of  Aaron9#  order. 

FOlt  this  Melchisedec,  king  of  Salem,  priest  of  the  most  high  God, 

who  met  Abraham  returning  from  the  slaughter  of  the  kings, 
and  blessed  him ; 

r 

2  To  whom  also  Abraham  gave  a  tenth  part  of  all ;  fit's t  being  by 
interpretation  King  of  righteousness,  and  after  that  also  King  of 
Salem,  which  is,  King  of  jteace; 

3  Without  father,  vulhout  mother,  without  descent,  having  neither 
beginning  of  days,  nor  end  of  life  ;  but  made  like  unto  the  Son  of  God ; 
abideth  a  priest  continually. 

4  .Now  consider  how  great  this  man  was,  unto  whom  even  the 
patriarch  Abraham  gave  the  tenth  of  the  spoils. 

5  And  verily  they  that  are  of  the  sons  of  Levi,  who  receive  the 
office  of  the  priesthood,  have  a  commandment  to  take  tithes  of 
the  people  according  lo  the  law,  that  is,  of  tlieir  brethren,  though 
they  come  out  of  the  loins  of  Abraham: 

6  But  he  whose  descent,  is  not  counted  from  them  received  tithes 
of  Abraham ,  and  blessed  him  that  had  the  promises. 

7  And  without  all  contradiction  the  less  is  blessed  of  the  better. 

8  And  here  men  that  die  receive  tithes;  hut  there  he  reccivcth 
them,  of  whom  it  is  witnessed  that  he  hveth. 

9  And  as  I  may  so  say,  Levi  also,  who  receiveth  tithes,  paid  tithes 
in  Abraham. 

10  For  lie  was  yet  in  the  loins  of  his  father,  when  Melchisedec 
met  him. 

11  If  therefore  perfection  were  by  the  Levltical  priesthood,  (for 
under  it  the  people  received  the  law,)  what  further  need  was  there 
that  smother  priest  should  rise  after  the  order  of  Melchisedec,  and 
not  be  called  after  the  order  of  Aaron? 

12  For  the  priesthood  being  changed,  there  is  made  of  necessity  a 
change  also  of  the  law. 

13  For  he  of  whom  these  things  are  spoken  pertaineth  to  another 
tribe,  of  which  no  man  gave  attendance  at  the  altar. 

14  For  it  is  evident  that  our  Lord  sprang  out  of  Juda;  of  which 
tribe  Moses  spake  nothing  concerning  priesthood. 

15  And  it  is  yet  far  more  evident:  for  that  after  the  similitude  of 
Melchisedec  there  ariseth  another  priest, 
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1G  Who  is  made,  not  after  the  law  of  a  carnal  commandment,  but 
after  the  power  of  au  endless  life. 

17  For  he  tcslifieth,  Thou  art  a  priest  for  ever  after  the  order  of 
Melchisedcc. 

18  For  there  is  verily  a  disannulling  of  the  commandment  going 
before  for  the  weakness  and  unprofitableness  thereof. 

19  For  the  law  made  nothing  perfect,  but  the  bringing  in  of  a 
better  hope  did;  by  the  which  we  draw  nigh  unto  God. 

110  And  inasm  uch  as  not  without  an  oath  he  was  made  priest : 

21  (For  those  priests  were  made  without  an  oath;  but  this  with 
an  oath  by  him  that  said  unto  him,  The  Lord  aware  and  will  not 
repent,  Thou  art  a  priest  for  ever  after  the  order  of  Mclchisedec .-) 

22  By  so  much  was  Jesus  made  a  surety  of  a  better  testament. 

23  And  they  truly  were  many  priests,  because  they  were  not  suf¬ 
fered  to  continue  by  reason  of  death : 

24  But  this  man,  because  he  continueth  ewer,  hath  an  unchangeable 
priesthood. 

‘Jo  Wherefore,  he  is  able  also  to  save  them  to  the  uttermost  that 

4* 

come  unto  God  by  him,  seeing  he  ever  liveth  to  make  intercession 
for  them. 

20  For  such  a  high  priest  became  us,  who  is  holy ,  harmless,  unde- 
filed ,  separate  from  sinners  and  made  higher  than  the  heavens ; 

27  Who  needeth  not  daily,  as  those  high  priests,  to  offer  up  sacri¬ 
fice,  first  for  his  own  sins,  and  then  for  the  people’s :  for  this  he  did 
once,  when  ho  offered  up  himself. 

28  For  the  law  maketh  men  high  priests  wdiich  have  infirmity ; 
but  the  word  of  the  oath,  which  was  since  the  law,  maketh  the  Son, 
who  is  consecrated  for  evermore. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

1  lift  the  eternal  priesthood  of  Christ  the  Leeitical  priesthood  of  Aaron  »  abolished. 
7  And  the.  temporal  covenant  with  the  fathers,  by  the  eternal  cove  nunt  of  the  yos/jcl. 

"V7"()W  of  the  things  which  we  have  spoken  this  is  the  sum:  We 
_i_>  have  such  a  high  priest,  who  is  set  on  the  right  hand  of  the 
throne  of  the  Majesty  ill  the  heavens ; 

2  A  minister  of  the  sanctuary,  and  of  the  true  tabernacle,  whieli 
the  Lord  pitched,  and  not  man. 

3  For  every  high  priest  is  ordained  to  offer  gifts  and  sacrifices: 
wherefore  it  is  of  necessity  that  this  man  have  somewhat  also  to  offer. 

4  For  if  he  were  on  earth,  he  should  not  bo  a  priest,  seeing  that 
there  are  priests  that  offer  gifts  according  to  the  law: 

.7  Who  serve  uuto  the  example  and  shadow  of  heavenly  things,  as 
Moses  was  admonished  of  God  when  lie  was  about  to  make  the  taber¬ 
nacle:  for,  See,  saith  he,  that  thou  make  all  things  according  to  the 

pattern  shewed  to  thee,  in  the  mount. 

G  But  now  hath  he  obtained  a  more  excellent  ministry,  by  bow

chaps.  vnr.,  ix. 


much  also  ho  iB  the  mediator  of  a  better  covenant,  which  was  estali- 
lishcd  upon  better  promises. 

7  For  if  that  first  covenant  had  been  faultless,  then  should  no  place 
have  been  sought  for  the  second. 

8  For  finding  fault  with  them,  he  saith,  Behold,  the  days  come, 
saith  the  Lord,  when  I  will  make  a  new  covenant  with  the  house  of 
Israel  and  with  the  house  of  Judah : 

9  Nat  according  to  the  covenant  that  I  made  with  their  fathers,  in 
the  day  when  I  took  them  by  the  hand  to  lead  them  out  of  Ihc  land 
of  Egypt;  because  they  continued  not  in  my  covenant,  and  I  regarded 
them  not,  saith  the  Lord. 

10  For  this  is  the  covenant  that  I  will  make  with  the  house  of 
Israel  after  those  days,  saith  the  Lord;  I  will  put  my  laws  into  their 
mind,  and  write  them  in  their  hearts:  and  I  will  be  to  them  a  God, 
and  they  shall  be  to  me  a  people : 

11  Arid  they  shall  not  teach  every  man  his  neighbour,  and  every 
man  his  brother,  saying,  Know  the  Lord:  for  all  shall  know  me,  from 
the  least  to  the  greatest. 

12  For  I  will  be  merciful  to  their  unrighteousness,  and  their  sins 
and  their  iniquities  will  I  remember  no  more. 

18  In  that  he  saith,  A  new  covenant,  he  hath  made  the  first  old. 
Now  that  which  decayeth  and  waxeth  old  is  ready  to  vanish  away. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

1  The  description  of  the  rites  and  bloody  sacrifices  of  the  law,  ll  far  inferior  to  the 
dignity  and  perfection  of  the  blood  and  sacrifice  of  Christ. 

f'l'lHEN  verily  the  firet  covenant  had  also  ordinances  of  divine  ser- 
_1_  vice,  and  a  worldly  sanctuary. 

2  For  there  was  a  tabernacle  made ;  the  first ,  wherein  was  the 
candlestick,  aud  the  table,  and  the  shewbread;  which  is  called  the 

sanctuary. 

3  And  after  the  second  vail,  the  tabernacle  which  is  called  the 

holiest  of  all ; 

4  Which  had  the  golden  censer,  aud  the  ark  of  the  covenant  overlaid 
round  about  with  gold ,  wherein  was  the  golden  pot  that  had  manna. 
and  Aaron’s  rod  that  budded ,  and  the  tables  of  the  covenant; 

f>  And  over  it  the  ohembim  of  glory  shadowing  the  mercy  seat. ;  of 
which  we  cannot  now  Bpeak  particularly. 

0  Now  when  these  things  were  thus  ordained,  the  priests  went 
always  into  the  first  tabernacle,  accomplishing  the  service  of  God. 

7  But  into  the  second  went  the  high  priest  alone  once  every  year, 
not  without  blood,  which  he  offered  for  himself,  aud  for  the  errors  of 
the  people ; 

8  The  Holy  Ghost  this  signifying,  that  the  way  into  the  holiest  of 
all  was  not  yet  made  manifest,  while  as  the  first  tabernacle,  was  yet 
standing : 
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9  Which  was  a  figure  for  the  time  then  present,  in  which  were 
offered  both  gifts  and  sacrifices,  that  could  not  make  him  that  did 
the  service  perfect,  as  pertaining  to  the  conscience ; 

1 0  Which  stood  only  in  meats  and  drinks,  and  divers  washings,  and 
carnal  ordinances,  imposed  on  them  until  the  time  of  reformation. 

It  Jhit  Christ  being  come  a  high  priest  of  good  things  to  come,  by  a 
greater  and  more  perfect  tabernacle,  not  made  with  kands,  that  is  to 
say,  not  of  this  building ; 

12  Neither  by  the  blood  of  goats  and  oalves,  but  by  his  own  blood 
he  entered  in  once  into  the  holy  place,  having  obtained  eternal 
redemption  for  us. 

13  For  if  the  blood  of  bulls  and  of  goats,  and  the  ashes  of  a  heifer 
sprinkling  the  unclean,  sanctifictli  to  the  purifying  of  the  flesh; 

14  How  much  more  shall  the  blood  of  Christ,  who  through  the 
eternal  Spirit  offered  himself  without  spot  to  God,  purge  your  con¬ 
science  from  dead  works  to  serve  the  living  God? 

1 5  And  for  this  cause  he  is  the  mediator  of  the  new  testament,  that 
by  means  of  death,  for  the  redemption  of  the  transgressions  that  were 
under  the  first  testament,  they  which  are  called  might  receive  the 
promise  of  eternal  inheritance. 

10  For  where  a  testament  is,  there  must-  also  of  necessity  be  the 
death  of  the  testator. 

17  For  a  testament  is  of  force  after  men  are  dead:  otherwise  it  is 
of  no  strength  at  all  while  the  testator  liveth. 

18  Whereupon  neither  the  first  testament  was  dedicated  without 
blood. 

19  For  when  Moses  had  spoken  every  precept  to  all  the  people 
according  to  the  law,  he  took  the  blood  of  calves  and  of  goats,  with 
water,  and  scarlet  wool,  and  hyssop,  and  sprinkled  both  the  book  and 
all  the  people, 

20  Saying,  This  is  the  blood  of  the  testament  which  God  hath  en¬ 
joined  unto  you. 

21  Moreover  he  sprinkled  likewise  with  blood  both  the  tabernacle, 
and  all  the  vessels  of  the  ministry. 

22  And  almost  all  things  are  by  the  law  purged  with  blood;  and 
without  shedding  of  blood  is  no  remission. 

23  It  was  therefore  necessary  that  the  patterns  of  things  in  the 
heavens  should  bo  purified  with  these;  but  the  heavenly  things 
themselves  with  better  sacrifices  than  these. 

24  For  Christ  is  not  entered  into  the  holy  places  made  with  hands, 
which  are  the  figures  of  the  true ;  but  into  heaven  itself,  now  to  apjyear 
in  the  presence  of  God  for  us : 

25  Nor  yet  that  lie  should  offer  himself  often,  as  the  high  priest 
entercth  into  the  holy  place  every  year  with  blood  of  others ; 

26  For  then  must  he  often  have  suffered  since  the  foundation  of  the 
world:  but  now  once  in  the  end  of  the  world  hath  he  appeared  to 
put  away  sin  by  the  sacrifice  of  himself. 
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27  And  as  it  is  appointed  unto  men  once  to  die,  but  after  this  tin* 

judgment: 

28  So  Christ  was  once  offered  to  bear  the  sins  of  many:  and  unto 
them  that  look  for  him  shall  he  appear  the  second  time,  without  Bin 
unto  salvat  ion. 


CHAPTER  X. 

1  Thu  weakness  of  the  law  sacrifices.  10  The  sacrifice  of  Christ’s  body  once  offered. 
14  for  ever  luith  taken  away  sins.  19  An  exhortation  to  hold  fast  the  failli,  with 
patience  and  thanksgiving. 


F 


he  law  having  a  shadow 
very  Image  of  the  things 


which  they  offered  year  by  year  continually,  make  the  comers  there¬ 
unto  perfect. 

2  For  then  would  they  not  have  ceased  to  be  offered  ?  because 
that  the  worshippers  once  purged  should  have  had  no  more  coliseu  m 
of  sins. 

3  But  in  those  sacrifices  there  is  a  remembrance  again  made  i*f 
sins  every  year. 

4  For  it  is  not  possible  that  the  blood  of  bulls  and  of  goats  should 
take  awav  sins. 

5  Wherefore,  when  he  coineth  into  the  world,  he  saith.  Sacrifice 
and  offering  thou  wonkiest  not,  but  a  body  hast  thou  prepared  me : 

C  in  burnt  offerings  and  sacrifices  for  sin  thou  hast  had  no 
pleasure. 

7  Then  said  I,  Lo,  I  come  (in  the  volume  of  the  book  it  is  written 
of  me)  to  do  thy  will,  O  (» od. 

8  Above  when  he  said,  Sacrifice  and  offering  and  burnt  offerings 
and  offering  for  sin  thou  wouldest  not,  neither  hadst  pleasure  therein : 
which  are  offered  by  the  law; 

U  Then  said  he,  Lo,  1  come  to  do  thy  will,  0  God.  He  taketh  away 
the  first,  that  he  may  establish  the  second. 

10  By  the  which  will  we  are  sanctified  through  the  offering  of  the 
body  of  ,J  esus  Christ  once  for  alL 

11  And  every  priest  standeth  daily  ministering  and  offering  often¬ 
times  the  same  sacrifices,  which  can  never  take  awav  sins: 

12  But  this  man,  after  lie  had  offered  one  sacrifice  for  sins  for  w, 
sat  down  on  the  tight  hand  of  God ; 

13  From  henceforth  expecting  till  his  enemies  he  made  his  footstool. 

14  For  by  one  offering  he  hath  perfected  for  ever  them  that  a  tv 
sanctified. 

15  Whereof  the  Holy  Ghost  also  is  a  witness  to  us:  for  after  that 
he  had  said  before, 

lfi  This  is  the  covenant  that  I  will  make  with  them  after  those 
days,  saith  the  Lord;  1  will  put  my  laws  into  their  hearts,  and  in 
tlieir  minds  will  I  write  them  : 

1.7  And  their  sins  ami  iniipiilics  will  L  remember  no  more. 
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18  Now  where  remission  of  these  is,  there  is  no  more  offering  for  sin. 

19  Having  therefore,  brethren,  boldness  to  enter  into  the  holiest 
by  the  blood  of  «J  esus, 

V  7 

-0  Jly  a  new  and  living  way,  which  he  hath,  consecrated  for  us, 
through  Hie  rail ,  that  is  to  say,  kin  flesh; 

-1  And  having  a  high  priest  over  the  house  of  God ; 

22  Let  us  draw  near  with  a  true  heart  in  full  assurance  of  faith, 
having  our  hearts  sprinkled  from  an  evil  conscience,  and  our  bodies 
washed  with  pure  water. 

28  Let  us  hold  fast  the  profession  of  our  faith  without  icavering ; 
for  he  is  faithful  that  promised ; 

24  And  let  us  consider  one  another  to  provoke  unto  love  and  to  good 

works. 

2d  Not  forsaking  the  assembling  of  ourselves  together,  as  the 
manner  of  some  is;  but  exhorting  one  another:  and  so  much  the 
more,  as  vc  see  the  day  approaching. 

20  For  i  f  we  sin  wilfully  after  that  wo  have  received  the  knowledge 
of  the  truth,  there  vemaineth  uo  more  sacrifice  for  sins, 

27  But  a  certain  fearful  looking  for  of  judgment  and  fiery  indigna¬ 
tion.  which  shall  devour  the  adversaries. 

28  He  that  despised  Moses’  law  died  without  mercy  under  two  or 
three  witnesses: 

29  Of  how  much  sorer  punishment,  suppose  ye,  shall  he  be  thought 
worthy,  who  hath  trodden  underfoot  the  Son  of  God,  and  hath  counted 
the  blood  of  the  covenant,  wherewith  he  teas  sanctified,  an  unholy 
thing,  and  hath  done  despite  unto  the  Spirit  of  grace  ? 

80  For  we  know  him  that  hath  said,  Vengeance  belongeth  unto 
me.  I  will  recompense,  saith  the  Lord.  And  again,  The  Lord  shall 
judge  his  people. 

81  It  is  a  fearful  tiling  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  living  God. 

32  But  call  to  remembrance  the  former  days,  in  which,  after  ye 
were  illuminated,  ye  endured  a  great  fight  of  afflictions ; 

33  Partly ,  whilst  ye  were  made  a  gaziugstock  both  by  reproaches 
and  afflictions;  and  partly,  whilst  ye  became  companions  of  them 
t  hat  were  so  used. 

34  For  ye  had  compassion  of  me  in  my  bonds,  and  took  joyfully 
the  spoiling  of  your  goods,  knowing  in  yourselves  that  ye  have  in 
heaven  a  better  and  an  enduring  substance. 

85  Cast  not  away  therefore  your  confidence,  which  hath  great 
recompense  of  reward. 

3f>  For  ye  have  need  of  patience,  that,  after  ye  have  done  the  will 
of  God,  ve  might  receive  the  promise. 

37  For  vet  a  little  while,  and  ho  that  shall  come  will  come,  and 
will  not  tarry. 

38  Now'  the  just  shall  live  by  faith:  but  if  any  man  drawback,  ray 
soul  shall  have  uo  pleasure  in  him. 

39  But  we  are  not  of  them  who  draw  back  unto  perdition ;  but  of 
them  that  twl  in  re  to  the  saving  of  the  soul. 
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CHAPTER  XL 

1  IFAat  faith  is.  6  Without  faith  we  cannot  please  God.  7  The  worthy  fruits 
thereof  in  the  fathers  of  old  time . 

~~VT  0  W  faith  is  the  substance  of  things  hoped  for,  the  evidence  o  f 
_L_\|  tilings  not  seen. 

2  For  by  it  the  elders  obtained  a  good  report. 

3  ThrouLgh  faith  we  understand  that  the  worlds  were  framed  by 
the  word  of  Ood,  so  that  things  which  are  seen  were  not  made  of 
things  which  do  appear. 

4  By  faith  Abel  offered  unto  God  a  more  excellent  sacrifice  than 
Cain,  by  which  he  obtained  witness  that  he  was  righteous,  God  testi¬ 
fying  of  his  gifts :  and  by  it  he  being  dead  yet  speaketh. 

5  By  faith  Enoch  was  translated  that  he  should  not  see  death ;  and 

was  not  found,  because  God  had  translated  him:  for  before  Ids  trails-

lation  he  had  this  testimony,  that  he  pleased  God. 

G  But  without  faith  it  is  impossible  to  please  him :  for  lie  that 
cometh  to  God  must  believe  that  he  is,  and  that  ho  is  a  rewarder  of 
them  that  diligently  seek  him. 

1  z  If 

7  By  faith  Noah,  being  warned  of  God  of  things  not  seen  as  yet, 
moved  with  fear,  prepared  an  ark  to  the  saving  of  his  house;  by  the 
whieh  he  condemned  the  world,  and  became  heir  of  the  righteousness 
ichich  is  by  faith. 

8  By  faith  Abraham,  wheu  he  was  called  to  go  out  into  a  place 
which  he  should  after  receive  for  an  inheritance,  obeyed;  and  he 
went  out,  not  knowing  whither  he  went. 

9  By  faith  he  sojourned  in  the  laud  of  promise,  as  in  a  strange 
country,  dwelling  in  tabernacles  with  Isaac  and  Jacob,  the  heirs  with 
him  of  the  same  promise  : 

10  For  he  looked  for  a  city  which  hath  foundations,  whose  builder 
and  maker  is  God. 

1 1  Through  faith  also  Sarah  hemelf  received  strength  to  conceive 
seed,  and  was  delivered  of  a  child  when  she  was  past  age,  because 
she  judged  him  faithful  who  had  promised. 

12  Therefore  sprang  there  even  of  one,  and  him  as  good  as  dead. 
so  many  as  the  stars  of  the  sky  iu  multitude,  and  as  the  sand  which 
is  by  the  sea  shore  innumerable. 

13  These  all  died  in  faith ,  not  having  received  the  promises,  but 
having  seen  them  afar  off,  and  were  persuaded  of  them,  and  embraced 
them,  and  confessed  that  they  were  strangers  and  pilgrims  on  the 
earth. 

14  For  they  that  say  such  things  declare  plainly  that  they  seek  a 
country. 

15  And  truly,  if  they  had  been  mindful  of  that  country  from 
whence  they  came  out,  they  might  have  had  opportunity  to  have 

returned. 

16  But  now  thev  desire  a  better  country,  that  is,  a  heavenly :

wherefore  God  is  not  ashamed  to  he  called  their  God:  for  he  hath 
prepared  for  them  a  city. 

17  By  faith  Abraham,  when  he  was  tried,  offered  up  Isaac:  and  he 
that  had  received  the  promises  offered  up  his  only  begotten  son, 

18  Of  whom  it  was  3aid,  That  in  Isaac  shall  thy  seed  be  called : 

19  Accounting  that  God  was  able  to  raise  him  up,  even  from  the 
dead ;  from  whence  also  he  received  him  in  a  figure, 

20  By  faith  Isaac  blessed  Jacob  and  Esau  concerning  things  to 
come. 

21  By  faith  Jacob,  when  he  was  a  dying,  blessed  both  the  sons  of 
Joseph ;  and  worshipped,  leaning  upon  the  top  of  his  staff. 

22  By  faith  Joseph,  when  he  died,  made  mention  of  the  departing 
of  the  children  of  Israel j  and  gave  commandment  concerning  his 
hones. 

23  By  faith  Moses,  when  he  was  bom,  was  hid  three  months  of 
his  parents,  because  they  saw  he  was  a  proper  child ;  and  they  were 
not  afraid  of  the  king’s  commandment. 

21  By  faith  Moses,  when  he  was  come  to  years ,  refused  to  be 
called  the  son  of  Pharaoh’s  daughter; 

25  Choosing  rather  to  Buffer  affliction  with  the  people  of  God ,  than 
to  enjoy  the  pleasures  of  sin  for  a  season ; 

26  Esteeming  the  reproach  of  Christ  greater  riches  than  the 
treasures  in  Egypt :  for  he  had  respect  unto  the  recompense  of  the 

reward. 

27  By  faith  he  forsook  Egypt,  not  fearing  the  wrath  of  the  king : 
for  he  endured,  as  seeing  him  who  is  invisible. 

28  Through  faith  he  kept  the  pasBOver,  and  the  sprinkling  of 
blood,  lest  he  that  destroyed  the  firstborn  should  touch  them. 

29  By  faith  they  passed  through  the  Red  sea  as  by  dry  land: 
which  the  Egyptians  assaying  to  do  were  drowned. 

30  By  faith  the  walls  of  Jericho  fell  down ,  after  they  were  com¬ 
passed  about  seven  days. 

31  By  faith  the  harlot  Rahab  perished  not  with  them  that  believed 
not,  when  she  had  received  the  spies  with  peace. 

32  And  what  shall  I  more  say  ?  for  the  time  would  fall  me  to  toll 
of  Gideon,  and  of  Barak,  and  of  Samson,  and  of  Jeplitkah ;  of  David 
also,  and  Samuel,  and  of  the  prophets: 

33  Who  through  faith  subdned  kingdoms,  wrought  righteousness, 
obtained  promises,  stopped  the  mouths  of  lions, 

3 1  Quenched  the  violence  of  fire,  escaped  the  edge  of  the  sword, 
out  of  weakness  were  made  strong,  waxed  valiant  in  fight,  turned  to 
flight  the  armies  of  the  aliens. 

35  Women  received  their  dead  raised  to  life  again :  and  others  were 
tortured,  not  accepting  deliverance ;  that  they  might  obtain  a  better 
resurrection : 

36  And  others  had  trial  of  cruel  mockings  and  sconrgings ,  yea 
moreover  of  bonds  aud  imprisonment : 
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37  They  were  stoned,  they  were  sawn  asunder,  were  tempted, 
were  slain  with  the  sword :  they  wandered  about  in  sheepskins  and 
goatskins ;  being  destitute,  afflicted,  tormented ; 

33  Of  whom  the  world  was  not  worthy :  they  wandered  in  desert*, 
and  in  mountains ,  and  in  dew  and  caves  of  the  earth. 

30  And  these  all,  having  obtained  a  good  report  through  faith, 
received  not  the  promise: 

40  God  having  provided  some  better  thing  for  us,  that  they  without 
ns  should  not  be  made  perfect. 


CHAPTER  XII. 

1  An  exhortation  to  constant  faith,  pa  Hence,  and  godliness.  22  A  commendation 
of  the  new  testament  over  the  old. 

TTfllEREFORE,  seeing  we  also  arc  compassed  about  with  so  great 
'  ’  a  cloud  of  witnesses,  let  us  lay  aside  every  weight,  and  the  sin 
which  doth  so  easily  beset  us,  and  let  us  run  with  patience  the  race 
that  is  set  before  us, 

2  Looking  unto  Jesus  the  author  and  finisher  of  our  faith  :  who  for 
the  joy  that  was  set  before  him  endured  the  cross,  despising  the 
shame,  and  is  set  down  at  the  right  hand  of  the  throne  of  God. 

3  For  consider  him  that  endured  snch  contradiction  of  sinners 
against  himself,  lest  ye.  be  wearied ,  and  faint  in  your  minds. 

4  Ye  have  not  yet  resisted  unto  blood,  striving  against  sin. 

5  And  ye  lmve  forgotten  the  exhortation  which  speaketh  unto  you 
as  unto  children,  My  son,  despise  not  tliou  the  chastening  of  the  Lord, 
nor  faint  when  thou  art.  rebuked  of  him  : 

6  For  whom  the  Lord  loveth  he  ehastenet.h,  and  scourgeth  every 
son  whom  he  reoeiveth. 

7  If  ye  endure  chastening,  God  dealeth  with  you  as  with  sons; 
for  what  son  is  he  whom  the  father  chasten eth  not  V 

8  But  if  ye  be  without  chastisement,  whereof  all  are  partakers, 
then  are  ve  bastards,  and  not  sons. 

_  V  / 

9  Furthermore,  wc  have  had  fathers  of  our  flesh,  which  corrected 
us,  and  we  gave  them  reverence:  shall  we  not  much  rather  lie  in 
subjection  unto  the  Father  of  spirits,  and  live  ? 

10  For  they  verily  for  a  few  days  chastened  us  after  their  own 
pleasure ;  but  he  for  our  profit,  that  we  might  be  partakers  of  his 
holiness. 

1 1  Now  no  chastening  for  the  present  seemeth  to  be  joyous,  but 
grievous :  nevertheless,  afterward  it  yieldeth  the  pteacecible  frail  of 
righteousness  unto  them  which  are  exercised  thereby. 

12  Wherefore  lift  up  the  hands  which  hang  down,  and  the  feeble 
knees ; 

13  And  make  straight  paths  for  your  feet.,  lest  that  which  is  lame 
be  turned  out  of  the  way ;  but  let  it  rather  be  healed. 

14  Follow  peace  with  all  men,  and  holiness,  without  which  no  man 
shall  see  the.  Lord : 
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Id  Looking  diligently  lest  any  man  fail  of  the  grace  of  God;  lest 
any  root  of  bitterness  springing  up  trouble  you,  and  thereby  many  be 

drilled ;

1(>  Lest  there  be  any  fornicator,  or  profane  person,  as  Esau,  who 
for  one  morsel  of  meat  sold  hitt  birthright . 

17  hor  ye  know  how  that  afterward,  when  he  would  have  inherited 
the  blessing,  ho  was  rejected:  for  he  found  no  place  of  repentance, 
though  lie  sought  it  carefully  with  tears. 

18  l' or  ye  are  not  come  unto  the  mount  that  might  be  touched, 
and  that  burned  with  lire,  nor  unto  blackness,  and  darkness,  and 
tern  pest, 

li>  And  the  sound  of  a  trumpet,  and  the  voice  of  words;  which 
voice  they  that  heard  entreated  that  the  word  should  not  be  spoken 
to  them  any  more : 

20  (For  they  could  not  endure  that,  which  was  commanded,  And 
if  so  much  as  a  beast  touch  the  mountain,  it  shall  be  stoned,  or  thrust 
through  with  a  dart: 

21  And  so  terrible  was  the  sight,  that  Moses  said,  1  exceedingly 
fear  ami  quake :) 

22  Rut  ye  are  conic  unto  mount  Sion,  and  unto  the  city  of  the 
firing  God,  the  heavenly  Jerusalem,  and  to  an  innumerable  company 
of  angels, 

23  To  the  general  assembly  and  church  of  the  firstborn,  which  are 
written  in  heaven,  and  to  God  the  Judge  of  all,  and  to  the  spirits  of 
just  men  made  perfect, 

2-1  And  to  Jesus  the  mediator  of  the  new  covenant,  and  to  tho 
blood  of  sprinkling,  that  speaketh  belter  things  than  that  of  AbeL 

2d  iSee  that  ye  refuse  not  him  that  speaketh :  for  if  they  escaped 
not  who  refused  him  that  spake  on  earth,  much  more  shall  not  we 
escape,  if  we  turn  away  from  him  that  speaketh  from  heaven : 

20  Whose  voice  then  shook  the  earth :  but  now  he  hath  promised, 
saying.  Yet  once  more  1  shake  not  the  earth  only,  but  also  heaven. 

27  A  ml  this  icon!.  Yet  once  more ,  signifieth  the  removing  of  those 
things  that  are  shaken,  as  of  things  that  are  made,  that  those  things 
which  cannot  be  shaken  may  remain. 

28  Wherefore  wo  receiving  a  kingdom  which  cannot  be  moved,  let 
wt  have  grace,  whereby  we  may  serve  God  acceptably  with  reverent# 
and  godly  fear: 

29  For  our  God  is  a  consuming  fire. 

CHAPTER  XIII. 

1  Diver s  admonition*,  as  to  charity,  4  to  honest  life ,  5  to  avoid  covetousness, 
1  to  regard  God's  preavJuirs,  tl  to  take  heed  of  strange  doctrines,  10  to  confess  Christ, 
lfj  to  give  alms,  17  to  obey  governors,  18  to  pray  for  the  apostle.  HO  The.  conclusion. 

LET  brotherly  love  continue. 

2  Re  not  forgetful  to  entertain  strangers:  for  thereby  some 

have  entertained  angels  unawares.  - 
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3  Remember  them  that  arc  in  bonds,  as  boimd  with  them ;  and 
them  which  suffer  adversity,  as  being  yourselves  also  in  the  body. 

4  Marriage  is  honourable  in  all ,  and  the  bed  un defiled :  but  whore- 
mongers  and  adulterers  God  will  judge. 

5  Let  your  conversation  be  without  covetousness ;  and  be  content 
with  such  things  as  ye  have :  for  he  hath  said,  I  will  never  leave 
thee,  nor  forsake  thee. 

(5  So  that  wc  may  boldly  say,  The  Lord  is  my  helper,  and  I  will 
not  tear  what  man  shall  do  unto  me. 

7  Remember  them  which  have  the  rule  over  you,  who  have  spoken 
unto  you  the  word  of  God :  whose  faith  follow,  considering  the  end 
of  their  conversation. 

8  Jesus  Christ  the  same  yesterday,  and  to  day,  and  for  ever. 

9  Be  not  cavricd  about  with  divers  and  strange  doctrines :  for  it  is 
a  good  thing  that  the  heart  be  established,  with  grace ;  not  with  meats, 
which  have  not  profited  them  that  have  been  occupied  therein. 

10  We  have  an  altar,  whereof  they  have  no  right  to  eat  which 
serve  the  tabernacle. 

11  For  the  bodies  of  those  beasts,  whose  blood  is  brought  into  the 
'  sanctuary  by  the  high  priest  for  sin,  arc  burned  without  the  camp. 

12  Wherefore  Jesus  also,  that  he  might  sanctify  the  people  with 
his  own  blood,  suffered  without  the  gate. 

13  Lotus  go  forth  therefore  unto  him  without  the  camp,  bearing 

his  reproach. 

14  For  here  have  we  no  continuing  dty,  but  we  seek  one  to  come. 

15  By  him  therefore  let  us  offer  the  sacrifice  of  praise  to  God  con¬ 
tinually,  that  is,  the  fruit  of  our  lips,  giving  thanks  to  his  name. 

16  But  to  do  good  and  to  communicate  forget  not:  for  with  such 
sacrifices  God  is  well  pleased. 

17  Obey  them  that  have  the  rule  over  you,  and  submit  yourselves : 
for  they  watch  for  your  souls,  as  they  that  must  give  account,  that 
they  may  do  it  with  joy,  and  not  with  grief:  for  that  is  unprofitable 
for  you. 

18  Pray  for  us:  for  we  trust  we  have  a  good  conscience,  in  all 
things  willing  to  live  honestly. 

19  But  I  beseech  you  the  rather  to  do  this,  that  I  may  be  restored 

to  YOU  the  sooner. 

20  Now  the  God  of  peace,  that  brought  again  from  the  dead  our 
Lord  Jesus,  that  great  Shepherd  of  the  sheep,  through  the  blood  of  the 
everlasting  covenant, 

21  Make  you  perfect  in  every  good  work  to  do  his  will,  working 
in  you  that  which  is  well  pleasing  in  his  sight,  through  Jesus  Christ; 
to  whom  be  glory  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen 

22  And  I  beseech  you,  brethren,  suffer  the  word  of  exhortation : 
for  I  have  written  a  letter  unto  you  in  few  words. 

23  Know  ye  that  our  brother  Timothy  is  set  at  liberty:  with 
whom,  if  he  come  shortly,  I  will  Bee  you. 
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24  Salute  all  them  that  have  the  rule  over  you,  and  all  the  saints. 
They  of  Italy  salute  you. 

25  Grace  be  with  you  all.  Amen.

JAMES. 


CHAPTER  I. 

1  We  are  to  rejoice  under  the  cross,  5  to  ask  patience  of  God,  13  and  in  our  trials 
not  to  impute  our  weakness,  or  sins,  unto  him,  1!)  but  rather  to  hearken  to  the  wont, 
to  meditate  in  it,  and  to  ito  thereafter.  26  Otherwise  men  may  seem,  but  never  6e 
truly  religious. 

JAMES,  a  servant  of  God  and  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  to  the 
twelve  tribes  which  are  scattered  abroad,  greeting. 

2  My  brethren,  count  it  all  joy  when  ye  fall  into  divers  tempta¬ 
tions  ; 

3  Knowing  this,  that  the  trying  of  your  faith  worlteth  patience. 

4  But  let  patience  have  her  perfect  work,  that  ye  may  be  perfect 
and  entire,  wanting  nothing. 

5  If  any  of  you  lack  wisdom,  let  him  ash  of  God,  that  giveth  to 
all  men  liberally,  and  upbraideth  not ;  and  it  shall  be  given  Mm. 

6  Hut  let  him  ask  in  faith,  nothing  wavering :  for  he  that  wavereth 
is  like  a  wave  of  the  sea  driven  with  the  wind  and  tossed. 

7  For  let  not  that  man  think  that  he  shall  receive  any  thing  of 
the  Lord. 

8  A  doubieminded  man  is  unstable  in  all  his  ways. 

0  Let  the  brother  of  low  degree  rejoice  in  that  he  is  exalted: 

10  But  the  rioh,  iu  that  he  is  made  low:  because  as  the  flower  of 
the  grass  he  shall  pass  away. 

1 1  For  the  sun  is  no  sooner  risen  with  a  burning  heat,  but  it  with¬ 
ered!  the  grass,  and  the  flower  thereof  falleth,  and  the  grace  of  the 
fashion  of  it  perisheth :  so  also  shall  the  rich  man  fade  away  in  his 
ways. 

12  Blessed  is  the  man  that  endureth  temptation:  for  when  he  is 
tried,  lie  shall  receive  the  crown  of  life,  which  the  Lord  hath  prom - 

ised  to  them  that  love  him. 

13  Let  no  man  say  when  he  is  tempted,  I  am  tempted  of  God: 
for  God  cannot  be  tempted  with  evil,  neither  tempteth  he  any  niau : 
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14  But  every  man  is  tempted,  when  he  is  drawn  away  of  Ins  own 
lust,  and  enticed. 

15  Then  when  lust  hath  conceived,  it  br  in  goth  forth  sin;  and  sin, 
when  it  is  finished,  bringoth  forth  death. 

1 6  Do  not  err,  my  beloved  brethren. 

17  Every  good  gift  and  every  peifeot  gift  is  from  above,  and 
Cometh  down  from  the  Father  of  lights,  with  whom  is  no  variable¬ 
ness,  neither  shadow  of  turning. 

18  Of  his  own  will  begat  he  us  with  the  word  of  truth,  that  we 
should  be  a  kind  of  firstfruits  of  hut  creatures. 

19  Wherefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  let  every  man  be  swift  to 
hear,  slow  to  speak,  slow  to  wrath: 

20  For  the  wrath  of  man  workofh  not  the  righteousness  of  God. 

21  Wherefore  lay  apart  all  filthiness  and  superfluity  of  naughtiness, 
and  receive  with  meekness  the  engrafted  word,  which  is  able  to  save 
your  souls. 

22  But  be  ye  doers  of  the  word,  and  not  hearers  only,  deceirimj 
your  own  selves. 

23  For  if  any  he  a  hearer  of  the  word,  and  not.  a  doer  he  is  like 
unto  a  man  beholdin  g  his  natural  face  in  a  glass : 

24  For  he  beholdeth  himself,  and  goeth  his  way,  and  straightway 
forgetteth  what  manner  of  man  he  was. 

25  But  whoso  lookoth  into  the  perfect  law  of  liberty,  and  con- 
tdnueth  therein,  he  being  not  a  forgetful  hearer,  but  a  doer  of  the 
work,  this  man  shall  be  blessed  in  his  deed. 

26  If  any  man  among  you  seem  to  be  religious,  and  bridleth  not 
his  tongue ,  but  decciveth  his  own  heart,  man’s  religion  is  vain. 

27  Pure  religion  and  undefiled  before  God  and  the  Father  is  this. 
To  visit  the  fatherless  and  widows  in.  their  affliction,  and  to  keep 
himself  unspotted  from  the  world. 


CHAPTER  XI. 

1  It  is  not  agreeable  to  Christian  profession  to  regard  the  rich,  and  to  despise  the 
poor  brethren :  Vi  rather  tee  are  to  be  loving,  and  merciful:  14  and  not  to  boast  “f 
faith  where  no  deeds  are,  17  which  is  but  a  dead  faith,  U)  the  faith  of  devils,  *21  //<•/ 
of  Abraham,  25  and  Ilahab. 

MY  brethren,  have  not  the  faith  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the 

Lord  of  glory,  with  respect  of  persons. 

2  For  if  there  come  unto  your  assembly  a  man  with  a  gold  ring, 
in  goodly  apparel,  and  there  come  in  also  a  poor  man  in  vile  raiment; 

3  And  ye  have  respect  to  him  that  weareth  the  gay  clothing,  and 
say  unto  him,  Sit  thou  here  in  a  good  place ;  and  say  to  the  poor. 
Stand  thou  there,  or  sit  here  under  my  footstool : 

4  Are  ye  not  then  partial  in  yourselves,  and  are  become  judges  of 
evil  thoughts? 

5  Hearken,  my  beloved  brethren,  Hath  not  God  chosen  the  poor  of 
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tlii.s  world  rich  in  faith,  aud  hairs  of  the  kingdom  which  he  hath 
promised  to  them  that  love  him? 

0  Hut  ye  have  despised  the  poor.  J)o  not  rich  men  oppress  you, 
and  draw  you  before  the  judgment  seats  ? 

7  l)o  not  they  blaspheme  that  worthy  name  by  the  which  ye  are 
called  ? 

8  If  ye  fulfil  the  royal  law  according  to  the  Scripture,  Thou  shalt 
love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself,  ye  do  well : 

0  But  if  ye  have  respect  to  persons,  ye  commit  sin,  and  arc  con¬ 
vinced  of  the  law  as  transgressors. 

10  For  whosoever  shall  keep  the  whole  law,  and  yet  offend  in  one 
point,  he  is  guilty  of  all. 

1 1  For  lie  that  said,  Do  not  commit  adultery,  said  also.  Do  not  kill. 
Mow  if  thou  commit  no  adultery,  yet  if  thou  kill,  tliou  art  become 
a  Iransffi'Msor  of  the  taw. 

12  So  speak  ye,  and  so  do,  as  they  that  shall  be  judged  by  the 

law  of  liberty. 

18  For  he  shall  have  judgment  without  mercy,  that  hath  shewed 
no  mercy  ;  and  mercy  roioiceth  against  judgment. 

14  Wluit  doth  it  profit,  my  brethren,  though  a  man  say  he  hath 
faith,  and  have  not  workB?  can  faith  save  him  ? 

Id  if  a  brother  or  sister  be  naked,  and  destitute  of  daily  food , 

1 0  And  oue  of  you  say  unto  them,  Depart  in  peace,  he  ye  warmed 
and  filled;  notwithstanding  ye  give  them  not  those  things  which  arc 
needful  to  the  body ;  what  doth  it  profit  ? 

17  Even  so  faith,  if  it  hath  not  works,  is  dead,  being  alone. 

18  V ea.  a  man  may  say,  Thou  hast  faith,  and  I  have  works: 
shew  me  thy  faith  without  thy  works,  and  I  will  shew  thee  my  faith 
by  my  works. 

1',)  Thou  belicvest  that  there  is  one  God ;  thou  doest  well:  the 
devils  also  believe,  and  tremble. 

20  But  wilt  thon  know,  0  vain  man,  that  faith  without  works  is 
dead  ? 

21  Was  not  Abraham  our  father  justified  by  workB,  when  he  had 
offered  Isaac  his  son  upon  the  altar? 

22  Seest  thou  how  faith  wrought  with  his  works,  and  by  works 

was  faith  made  perfect?  • 

23  And  the  Scripture  was  fulfilled  which  saith,  Abraham  believed 
God,  and  it  was  imputed  unto  him  for  righteousness:  aud  he  was 
called  the  Friend  of  God. 

24  Ye  see  then  how  that  by  works  a  man  is  justified,  and  not  by 
faith  only. 

25  Likewise  also  was  not  Bah  ah  the  harlot  justified  by  works, 
when  she  had  received  the  messengers,  and  had  sent  them  out 

another  way  ? 

2(»  For  as  the  body  without  the  spirit  is  dead,  so  faith  without 
works  is  dead  also. 
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CHAPTER  III. 

1  We  are  not  rashly  or  arrogantly  to  reprove  others:  5  but  rather  to  bridle  the 
tongue*  a  little  member s  but  a  powerful  instrument  of  much  goodt  and  great  harm . 

13  They  who  be  truly  wise  be  mild ,  and  peaceable ,  without  envying ,  and  strife*

MY  brethren,  be  not  many  masters,  knowing  that  we  shall 

receive  the  greater  condemnation. 

2  For  in  many  things  we  offend  alL  If  any  man  offend  not  in 
word,  the  same  is  a  perfect  man,  and  able  also  to  bridle  the  whole 
body. 

3  Behold,  we  put  bits  in  the  horses'  mouths,  that  they  may  obey 
us ;  and  we  turn  about  their  whole  body. 

4  Behold,  also  the  ships,  which  though  they  be  so  great,  and  are 
driven  of  fierce  winds,  yet  are  they  turned  about  with  a  very  small 
helm,  whithersoever  the  governor  listeth. 

5  Even  so  the  tongue  is  a  little  member,  and  boasteth  great  things. 
Behold,  how  great  a  matter  a  little  fire  kindletli ! 

6  And  the  tongue  is  a  fire,  a  world  of  Iniquity:  so  is  the  tongue 
among  our  members,  that  it  defileth  the  whole  body,  aud  setteth  on 
fire  the  oouzse  of  nature ;  and  it  is  set  on  fire  of  hell. 

7  For  every  hind  of  beasts,  and  of  birds,  and  of  serpents,  and  of 
things  in  the  sea ,  la  tamed,  and  hath  been  tamed  of  mankind : 

8  But  the  tongue  can  no  man  tame ;  it  is  an  unruly  evil,  full  of 
deadly  poison. 

9  Therewith  bless  we  God,  even  the  Father;  and  therewith  curse 
we  men,  which  are  made  after  the  similitude  of  God. 

10  Out  of  the  same  mouth  proceedeth.  blessing  and  cursing.  My 
brethren,  these  things  ought  not  so  to  be. 

11  Doth  a  fountain  send  forth  at  the  same  place  sweet  water  and 
bitter? 

12  Can  the  fig  tree,  my  brethren,  boar  olive  berries  ?  either  a  vine, 
figs  ?  so  can  no  fountain  both  yield  salt  water  and  fresh. 

13  Who  is  a  wise  man  and  endued  with  knowledge  among  you? 
let  him  shew  out  of  a  good  conversation  his  works  with  meekness  of 
wisdom. 

14  But  if  ye  have  bitter  euvying  and  strife  in  your  hearts,  glory 
not,  and  lie  not  against  the  truth. 

15  This  wisdom  deseendeth  not  from  above,  but  is  earthly,  sensual, 
devilish. 

16  For  where  envying  and  strife  is,  there  is  confusion  and  every 
evil  work. 

17  But  the  wisdom  that  is  from  above  is  first  pure,  then  peaceable1, 
gentle,  and  easy  to  be  entreated,  full  of  mercy  and  good  fruits,  with¬ 
out  partiality,  and  without  hypocrisy. 

18  And  the  fruit  of  righteousness  is  sown  in  peace  of  them  that 
make  peace. 
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CHAPTER  IV. 

1  He  are  to  strive  against  covetousness,  4  intemperance,  5  pride,  11  detraction,  and 
rash  judgment  of  others  :  13  and  not  to  be  confident  in  the  good  success  of  worldly 
business,  but  mindful  ever  of  the  uncertainty  of  ' this  life,  to  commit  ourselves  and  all 
our  t  {fairs  to  God’s  providence. 

WHOM  whence  come  wars  and  fightings  among  you  ?  come  they 
not  hence,  even  of  your  lusts  that  war  in  your  members  ? 

2  Ye  lust,  and  have  not:  yc  kill,  and  desire  to  have,  and  cannot 
obtain  :  ye  tight  and  war,  yet  ye  have  not,  because  ye  ask  not. 

3  Ye  ask,  and  receive  not,  because  ye  ask  amiss,  that  ye  may  con¬ 
sume  it  upon  your  lusts. 

4  Ye  adulterers  and  adulteresses,  know  ye  not  that  the  friendship 
of  the  world  is  enmity  with  God?  whosoever  therefore  will  be  a 
friend  of  the  world  is  the  eueinv  of  God. 

5  Do  ye  think  that  the  Scripture  saith  in  vain,  The  spirit  that 
dwellelli  in  us  lustetli  to  envy? 

6  Hut  he  giveth  mare  grace.  Wherefore  he  saith,  God  resisteth  the 
proud,  but  giveth  grace  unto  the  humble. 

7  Submit  yourselves  therefore  to  God.  Resist  the  devil,  and  he 

_  V  * 

will  flee  from  you. 

8  Draw  nigh  to  God,  and  lie  will  draw  nigh  to  you.  Cleanse  your 
hands,  ye  sinners;  and  purify  your  hearts,  ye  doubleminded. 

be  afflicted,  and  mourn,  and  weep :  let  your  laughter  be  turned 
to  mourning,  and  your  joy  to  heaviness. 

20  Humble  yourselves  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord,  and  he  shall  lift 

yon  up. 

11  Speak  not  evil  oue  of  another,  brethren.  He  that  speaketh  evil 
of  his  brother,  and  judgeth  his  brother,  speaketh  evil  of  the  law,  and 
judgeth  the  law:  but  if  thou  judge  the  law,  thou  art  not  a  doer  of 
the  law,  but  a  judge. 

12  There  is  one  lawgiver,  who  is  able  to  save  and  to  destroy:  who 
an  thou  that  judgest  another? 

13  Go  to  now,  ye  that  say,  To  day  or  to  morrow  we  will  go  into 
such  a  city,  and  continue  there  a  year,  and  buy  and  sell,  and  get 
gain: 

14  Whereas  ye  know  not  what  shall  be  on  the  morrow.  For  what 
is  your  life  ?  It  is  even  a  vapour,  that  appeareth  for  a  little  time, 
and  then  vanishetk  away. 

15  For  that  ye  ought  to  say,  If  the  Lord  will,  we  shall  live,  and 
do  this,  or  that. 

10  Hut  now  ye  rejoice  in  your  boastings :  all  such  rejoicing  is  evil. 

1?  Therefore  to  him  that  knoweth  to  do  good,  and  doeth  it  not,  to 
him  it  is  sin. 

CHAPTER  V. 

1  IFj'etort  rich  men  are  to  fear  God’s  vengeance,  7  We  ought  to  be  patient  in 
affliction*,  after  the  example  of  the  prophets,  and  Job :  12  to  forbear  shearing,  13  to 
pray  in  adversity,  to  sing  t'»  prosperity ;  IS  to  acknowledge  mutually  our  several 
faults,  to  pray  one  for  another,  19  and  to  reduce  a  straying  brother  to  the  truth •

CHAP.  V. 


GO  to  now,  ye  rich  men,  weep  and  howl  foi*  your  miseries  that 
shall  come  upon  you. 

2  Your  riches  are  corrupted,  and  your  garments  are  moth  eaten. 

,’5  Your  gold  and  silver  is  cankered;  and  the  rust  of  them  shall  he 
a  witness  against  you,  and  shall  eat  your  flesh  as  it  were  fire.  Ye 
have  heaped  treasure  together  for  the  last  days. 

4  Behold,  the  hire  of  the  labourers  who  have  reaped  down  your 
fields,  which  is  of  you  kept  back  by  fraud,  crieth :  and  the  cries  of 
them  which  have  reaped  are  entered  into  the  ears  of  the.  Lonl  of 
Sabaoth. 

5  Yc  have  lived  in  pleasure  on  the  earth,  and  been  wanton;  ye 
have  nourished  your  hearts,  as  in  a  day  of  slaughter. 

6  Ye  have  condemned  and  killed  the  j ust ;  and  he  doth  not  resist 
you. 

7  Be  patient  therefore,  brethren,  unto  the  coming  of  the  Lord. 
Behold,  tiie  husbandman  wailelh  for  the  precious  fruit  of  the  earth, 
and  hath  long  patience  for  it,  until  he  receive  the  early  and  latter 
rai  n. 

8  Be  ye  also  patient;  stablish  your  hearts:  for  the  coming  of  the 
Lord  draweth  nigh. 

0  Grudge  not  one  against  another,  brethren,  lest  ye  be  condemned : 
behold,  the  judge  standeth  before  the  door. 

10  Take,  my’  brethren,  the  prophets,  who  have  spoken  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord,  for  an  example  of  suffering  affliction,  and  of 
patience. 

11  Behold,  we  count  them  happy  which  endure.  Ye  have  heard  of 
the  patience  of  Job,  and  have  seen  the  end  of  the  Lord ;  that  the 
Lord  is  very  pitiful,  and  of  tender  mercy. 

12  But  above  all  things,  mv  brethren,  swear  not-,  neither  by  heaven, 
neither  by  the  earth,  neither  by  any  other  oath:  but  let  your  yea  be 
yea;  and  your  nay,  nay;  lest  ye  fall  into  condemnation. 

13  Is  any  among  you  afflicted?  let  him  pray.  Is  any  merry?  let 
him  sing  psalms. 

14  Is  any  sick  among  you  ?  let  him  eall  for  the  elders  of  the 
church;  ami  let  them  pray  over  him,  anointing  him  with  oil  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord : 

15  And  the  prayer  of  faith  shall  save  the  sick,  and  the  Lord  shall 
raise  him  up;  and  if  he  have  committed  sins,  they'  shall  be  forgiven 
him. 

16  Confess  your  faults  one  to  another,  and  pray  one  for  another, 
that  ye  may’  be  healed.  The  effectual  fervent  prayer  of  a  righteous 
man  avail eth  much. 

17  Elias  was  a  man  subject  to  like  passions  as  we  are,  and  In* 
prayed  earnestly  that  it  might  not  rain:  and  it  rained  not  on  the 
earth  by  the  space  of  three  years  and  six  months. 

18  And  he  prayed  again,  and  the  heaven  gave  rain,  and  the  earth 
brought  forth  her  fruit. 
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19  Brethren,  if  any  of  you  do  err  from  the  truth,  and  one  convert 
him ; 

20  Let  him  know,  that  he  which  converteth  the  sinner  from  the 
error  of  his  way  shall  save  a  soul  from  death,  and  shall  hide  a  multi¬ 
tude  of  sins. 


THE  FIRST  EPISTLE  GENERAL  OF 

PETER. 

CHAFi'EU  I. 

1  He  biased  God  for  his  manifold  spiritual  graces:  10  shewing  that  the  salvation 
in  Christ  is  no  news,  but  a  thing  prophesied  of  old  :  10  and  exhorteth  Ihctn  accordingly 
to  a  godly  conversation,  forasmuch  as  they  are  now  horn  anew  bit  the  ivord  of  Gail. 

PETER,  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ,  to  the  strangers  scattered 
throughout  JL’outus,  Galatia,  Cappadocia,  Asia,  and  Bithynia. 

2  Elect  according  to  the  foreknowledge  of  God  the  Father,  through 
sanctification  of  the  Spirit,  unto  obedience  and  sprinkling  of  the 
blood  of  Jesus  Christ:  Grace  unto  you,  and  peace,  be  multiplied . 

.‘3  Blessed  be  the  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which 
according  to  his  abundant  mercy  hath  liegolteu  us  again  unto  a  lively 
hope  by  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ  from  the  dead, 

4  To  an  inheritance  Incorruptible,  and  undefiled,  and  that  fadeth 
not  away,  reserved  in  heaven  for  you, 
o  Who  are  kept  by  the  power  of  God  through  faith  j  unto  salva¬ 
tion  readv  to  be  revealed  in  the  last  time. 

(>  Wherein  ye  greatly  rejoice,  though  mom;  for  a  season,  if  need  be, 
ye  are  in  heaviness  through  manifold  temptations: 

7  That  the  trial  of  your  faith,  being  much  more  precious  than  of 
gold  that  perisheth,  though  it  be  tried  with  fire,  might  be  found  unto 
praise  and  honour  and  glory  at  the  appearing  of  Jesus  Christ: 

8  Whom  having  not  seen,  ye  love;  in  whom,  though  now  ye  see 
him  not,  yet  believing,  yc  rejoice  with  joy  unspeakable  and  full  of 

glory : 

9  Receiving  the  end  of  your  faith,  even  the  salvation  of  your  souls. 
10  Of  which  salvation  the  prophets  have  inquired  and  searched 
diligently,  who  prophesied  of  the  grace  that  should  come  unto  you : 

1 1  Searching  what,  or  what  manner  of  time  the  Spirit  of  Christ 
which  was  in  them  did  signify,  when  it.  testified  beforehand  the  suf¬ 
ferings  of  Christ,  and  the  glory  that,  should  foliate. 

12  Unto  whom  it  was  revealed,  that  not  unto  themselves,  but  unto 
us  they  did  minister  the  things,  which  are  now  reported  unto  you 
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by  them  that  have  preached  the  gospel  unto  you  with  the  Holv 
Ghost  sent  down  from  heaven;  which  things  the  angels  desire  to 
look  into. 

13  Wherefore  gird  up  the  loins  of  your  mind,  bo  sober,  and  hope 
to  the  end  for  the  grace  that  Is  to  be  brought  onto  you  at  the  revela¬ 
tion  of  Jesus  Christ; 

14  As  obedient  children,  not  fashioning  yourselves  according  to 
the  former  lusts  in  your  ignorance  .* 

15  But  as  he  which  hath  called  you  is  holy,  so  be  ye  boly  in  ad] 
manner  of  conversation ; 

16  Because  it  is  written,  Be  ye  holy;  for  I  am  holy. 

17  And  if  ye  call  on  the  Father,  who  without  respect  of  persons 
judgeth  according  to  every  man's  work,  pass  the  time  of  your 
sojourning  here  In  fear : 

18  Forasmuch  as  ye  know  that  ye  were  not  redeemed  with  cor¬ 
ruptible  things,  as  silver  and  gold,  from  your  vain  conversation  re¬ 
ceived  by  tradition  from  your  fathers; 

19  But  with  the  precious  blood  of  Christ,  as  of  a  lamb  without 
blemish  and  without  spot : 

20  Who  verily  was  foreordained  before  the  foundation  of  the 
world,  but  was  manifest  in  these  last  times  for  you, 

21  Who  by  him  do  believe  in  God,  that  raised  him  up  from  the 
dead,  and  gave  him  glory ;  that  your  faith  and  hope  might  be  in 

God. 

22  Seeing  ye  have  purified  your  souls  in  obeying  the  truth  through 
the  Spirit  unto  unfeigned  love  of  the.  brethren,  see  that  ye  love  one 

another  with  a  pure  heart  fervently : 

23  Being  born  again,  not  of  corruptible  seed,  but  of  incorruptible, 
by  the  word  of  God,  which  liveth  and  abideth  for  ever. 

24  For  all  flesh  is  as  grass,  and  all  the  glory  of  man  as  the  flower 
of  grass.  The  grass  withereth,  and  the  flower  thereof  falletk  away : 

25  But  the  word  of  the  Lord  endureth  for  ever.  And  this  is  the 
word  which  by  the  gospel  i9  preached  unto  you. 


CHAPTER  II. 


1  He  dehorteth  them  from  the  breach  of  charity :  4  shewing  that  Christ  is  the 
foundation  whereupon  they  are  built.  11  He  beseecheth  them  also  to  abstain  from 
fleshly  lusts,  13  to  be  obedient  to  magistrates,  18  and  teacheth  servants  how  to  obey 
their  masters,  20  patiently  suffering  for  well  doing,  after  the  example  of  Christ. 


WHEREFORE  laying  aside  all  malice ,  and  all  guile,  and  hypocri¬ 
sies,  and  envies ,  and  all  evil  speakings, 

2  As  newbom  babes,  desire  the  sincere  milk  of  the  word,  that  vo 
may  grow  thereby : 

3  If  so  be  ye  have  tasted  that  the  Lord  is  gracious. 

4  To  whom  coining,  as  unto  a  living  stone,  disallowed  indeed  of 
men,  but  chosen  of  God,  and  precious, 

5  Ye  also,  as  lively  stones,  are  built  up  a  spiritual  house,  a  holy 
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priesthood,  to  offer  up  spiritual  sacrifices,  acceptable  to  G-od  by  Jesus 
Christ. 

(5  Wherefore  also  it  is  contained  in  the  Scripture,  Behold,  I  lay  in 
Sion  a  chief  corner  stone,  elect ,  precious :  and  he  that  believe th  on  him 
shall  not  be  confounded. 

7  Unto  you  therefore  which  believe  he  is  precious :  but  unto  them 
which  be  disobedient,  tho  stone  which  the  builders  disallowed,  the 
same  is  made  the  head  of  the  comer, 

8  And  a  stone  of  stumbling,  and  a  rock  of  offence,  even  to  them 
which  stumble  at  the  word,  being  disobedient:  wliereunto  also  they 
were  appointed. 

9  But  ye  are  a  chosen  generation,  a  royal  priesthood,  a  holy  nation, 
a  peculiar  people ;  that  ye  should  shew  forth  the  praises  of  him  who 
hath  called  you  out  of  darkness  into  his  marvellous  light : 

10  Which  in  time  past  were  not  a  people,  but  are  now  the  people 
of  (rod :  which  had  not  obtained  mercy,  but  now  have  obtained 
mercy. 

11  Dearly  beloved,  I  beseech  you  as  strangers  and  pilgrims, 
abstain  from  fleshly  lusts,  which  war  against  the  soul ; 

12  Having  your  conversation  honest  among  the  Gentiles:  that, 
whereas  they  speak  against  you  as  evil  doers,  they  may  by  your 
good  works,  which  they  shall  behold,  glorify  God  in  the  day  of  visi¬ 
tation. 

13  Submit  yourselves  to  every  ordinance  of  man  for  the  Lord’s 
sake :  whether  it  be  to  the  king,  as  supreme ; 

11  Or  unto  governors,  as  unto  them  that  are  sent  by  him  for  the 
punishment  of  evil  doers,  and  for  the  praise  of  them  that  do  well. 

15  For  so  is  the  will  of  God,  that  with  well  doing  ye  may  put  to 
silence  the  ignorance  of  foolish  men: 

10  As  free,  and  not  using  your  liberty  for  a  cloak  of  maliciousness, 
but  as  the  servants  of  God. 

17  Honour  all  men.  Love  the  brotherhood.  Fear  God.  Honour 
tho  king. 

1 8  Servants,  be  subject  to  your  masters  with  all  fear ;  not  only  to 
the  good  and  gentle,  but  also  to  the  froward. 

19  For  this  is  thankworthy,  if  a  mau  for  conscience  toward  God 
endure  grief,  suffering  wrongfully. 

20  For  what  glory  is  it,  if,  when  ye  be  buffeted  for  your  faults,  ye 
shall  take  it  patiently?  but  if,  when  ye  do  well,  and  suffer  for  it,  ye 
take  it  patiently,  this  is  acceptable  with  God. 

21  For  even  hereunto  were  ye  called:  because  Christ  also  suffered 
for  us,  leaving  us  an  example,  that  ye  should  follow  his  steps : 

22  Who  did  no  sin,  neither  was  guile  found  in  his  mouth: 

28  Who,  when  he  was  reviled,  reviled  not  again ;  when  he  suffered, 
he  threatened  not;  but  committed  himself  to  him  that  judgeth  right¬ 
eously  : 

24  Who  his  own  self  bare  our  sins  in  his  own  body  on  the  tree,  that 
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we,  being  dead  to  sins,  should  live  unto  righteousness :  by  whose  strifes 
ye  were  healed. 

25  For  ye  were  as  sheep  going  astray;  but  are  now  returned  unto 
the  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  your  souls. 


CHATTER  III. 


1  He  teacheth  the  <htty  of  wives  and  husbands  to  each  other,  8  exhorting  alt  men 
to  unity  and  love,  14  and  to  suffer  persecution,  ill  He  declareth  also  the  be  lie  tits  •>/ 
Christ  toward  the  old  world. 


LIKEWISE,  ye  wives,bo  in  subjection  to  your  own  husbands; 

that,  if  any  obey  not  the  word,  they  also  may  without  the  word 
be  won  by  the  conversation  of  the  wives ; 

2  While  they  behold  your  chaste  conversation  coupled  with  fear. 

3  Whose  adorning,  let.  it  not  be  that  outward  adorning  of  plaiting 
the  hair,  and  of  wearing  of  gold,  or  of  putting  on  of  apparel ; 

4  But  let  it  be  the  bidden  man  of  the  heart,  in  that  which  is  not 
corruptible,  even  the  ornament  of  a  meek  and  quiet  spirit,  which  is 
in  the  sight  of  God  of  great  price. 

5  For  after  this  manner  in  the  old  time  the  holy  women  also,  who 
trusted  in  God,  adorned  themselves,  being  in  subjection  unto  their 
own  husbands : 

G  Even  as  Sarah  obeyed  Abraham,  calling  him  lord:  whose 
daughters  ye  are,  as  long  as  yo  do  well,  and  are  not  afraid  with 


any  amazement. 

7  Likewise,  ye  husbands,  dwell  with  them  according  to  knowledge, 
giving  honour  unto  the  wife,  as  unto  the  weaker  vessel,  and  as  being 
heirs  together  of  the  grace  of  life:  that  your  prayers  be  not  hindered. 

8  Finally,  be  ye  all  of  one  mind,  having  compassion  one  of  another : 
love  as  brethren,  be  pitiful,  be  courteous: 

9  Not  rendering  evil  for  evil,  or  ratling  for  railing:  but  contrari¬ 
wise  blessing;  knowing  that  ye  are  thereunto  called,  that  ye  should 
inherit  a  blessing. 

.10  For  he  that  will  love  life,  and  see  good  day's,  let  him  refrain  his 
tongue  from  evil,  and  his  lips  that  they  speak  no  guile: 

11  Let  him  eschew  evil,  and  do  good;  let  him  seek  peace,  ami 
ensue  it. 

12  For  the  eyes  of  the  Lord  are  over  the  righteous,  and  his  ears 
are  open  unto  their  prayers:  but  the  face  of  the  Lord  is  against  them 
that  do  evil. 

13  And  icJto  is  he  that  will  harm  you,  if  yc  lie  followers  of  that, 
which  is  good? 

14  But-  and  if  ye  suffer  for  righteousness’  sake,  happy  are  ye :  and 
be  not  afraid  of  their  terror,  neither  be  troubled  : 

*  i 

15  But  sanctify  the  Lord  God  in  your  hearts :  and  be  ready  always 
to  give  an  answer  to  every  man  that  asketh  you  a  reason  of  the  hop  • 
that  is  in  you.  with  meekness  and  fear : 

V 

1G  Having  a  good  conscience;  that,  whereas  they  speak  evil  of 
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you,  us  of  evil  doers,  they  may  be  ashamed  tliat  falsely  accuse  your 
good  conversation,  in  Christ.. 

IT  For  it  is  better,  if  the  will  of  God  be  so,  that  ye  suffer  for  well 
doing,  than  l'or  evil  doing. 

IS  For  Christ  also  hath  once  suffered  for  sins,  the  just-  for  the 
unjust,  that  lie  might  bring  us  to  God,  being  put  to  death  in  tho 
flesh,  but  quickened  by  the  Spirit: 

19  By  which  also  lie  went  and  preached  unto  the  spirits  In  prison ; 

20  Which  sometime  were  disobedient,  when  once  the  longsuffering 
of  God  waited  in  the  days  of  2Toak,  while  the  ark  was  a  proparing, 
wherein  few,  that  is,  eight  souls  were  saved  by  water. 

21  Tho  like  figure  whereunto  even  baptism,  doth  also  now  save  us, 
i  not  the  putting  away  of  the  filth  of  the  flesh,  but  the  answer  of  a 
good  conscience  toward  God,)  by  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ: 

22  Who  is  gone  into  heaven,  and  is  on  the  right  hand  of  God; 
angels  and  authorities  and  powers  being  made  subject  unto  him. 


CHAPTER  IV. 


1  He  rxharteth  them  to  rente  frout  sin  by  the  example  of  Christ  *  and  the  considera¬ 
tion  nf  the  f/enertd  end  that  now  apptvacheth :  12  and  eom/orteth  them  against 
l**’r  seen  lion . 


IT'ORASMUCH  then  as  Christ  hath  suffered  for  us  in  the  flesh, 
J  arm  yourselves  likewise  with  the  same  mind:  for  he  that  hath 
suffered  in  the  flesh  hath  ceased  from  sin; 

2  That  he  no  longer  should  live  the  rest  of  his  time  in  the  flesh  to 
the  lusts  of  men,  but  to  the  will  of  God. 


M  For  the  time  past  of  our  life  may  suffice  us  to  have  wrought  the 
will  of  the  Gentiles,  when  we  walked  in  lasciviousness,  lusts,  excess 
of  wine,  reveiliugs,  banquetings,  and  abominable  idolatries :

7  But  the  end  of  all  things  is  at  hand:  be  vo  therefore  sober,  and 
watch  unto  prayer. 

S  Ami  above  all  things  have  fervent  charily  among  yourselves  .*  for 
charity  shall  cover  the  multitude  of  sins. 

9  Use  hospitality  one  to  another  without-  grudging. 

10  As  every  man  hath  received  the  gift,  even  so  minister  the  same 
one  to  another,  as  good  stewards  of  the  manifold  grace  of  God. 

11  If  any  man  speak,  lot  him  speak  as  the  oracles  of  God;  if  any 
man  minister,  let  him  do  it  as  of  the  ability  which  God  giveth;  that 
God  in  all  things  may  be  glorified  through  Jesus  Christ:  to  whom  be 
praise  and  dominion  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 
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12  Beloved,  think  it  not  strange  concerning  tlie  fiery  trial  which  is 
to  try  yon,  as  though  some  steange  thing  happened  unto  you : 

13  But  rejoice,  inasmuch  as  ye  are  partakers  of  Christ's  sufferings; 
that,  when  his  glory  shall  be  revealed/ ye  may  be  glad  also  with 
exceeding  joy. 

14  If  ye  be  reproached  for  the  name  of  Christ  happy  are  ye;  for 
the  Spirit  of  glory  and  of  God  restefch  upon  you :  on  their  part  lie  is 
evil  spoken  of,  but  on  your  part  he  is  glorified. 

15  But  let  none  of  you  suffer  as  a  murderer,  or  as  a  thief,  or  as  an 
evil  doer,  or  as  a  busybody  in  other  men’s  matters. 

16  Yet  if  any  man  suffer  as  a  Christian,  let  him  not  be  ashamed; 
but  let  him  glorify  God  on  this  behalf.

18  And  if  the  righteous  soaroely  be  saved,  where  shall  the  ungodly 
and  the  sinner  appear  ? 

19  Wherefore,  let  them  that  suffer  according  to  the  will  of  Clod 
commit  the  keeping  of  their  souls  to  him  in  well  doing,  as  unto  a 
faithful  Creator.

6  Humble  yourselves  therefore  under  the  mighty  hand  of  God. 
that  he  may  exalt  you  in  due  time : 

7  Casting  all  your  cave  upon  him ;  for  he  careth  for  you. 

8  Be  sober,  be  vigilant;  because  your  adversary  the  devil,  as  a 
roaring  lion,  walketh  about,  seeking  whom  he  may  devour : 

9  Whom  resist  steadfast  in  the  faith,  knowing  that  the  same  afflic¬ 
tions  are  accomplished  in  your  brethren  that  are  in  the  world. 

10  But  the  God  of  all  grace,  who  hath  called  us  unto  his  eternal 
glory  by  Christ  Jesus,  after  that  ye  have  suffered  a  while,  make  you 

perfect,  xt  oldish,  strengthen,  settle  you.

1  Confirming  them  e>i  hope  of  the  increase  of  God'i  grace  ft,  fi  he  exhorteth  them,  by 
faith,  and  good  works,  to  make  their  calling  sure  :  VZ  whereof  he  is  careful  to  mnem- 
ht'r  them,  knowing  that  hu  death  is  at  hand:  l(i  and  viarneth  them  to  be  constant  in 
>he  faith  of  Christ,  who  is  the  true  Son  of  God,  by  the  eyewitness  of  the  apostles  be¬ 
holding  his  majesty,  and  by  the  testvnony  of  the  Father,  anti  the  prophets. 

SIMON  PETER,  a  servant  and  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ,  to  them 
that  have  obtained  like  precious  faith  with  us  through  the  right¬ 
eousness  of  God  and  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ: 

ii  Grace  and  peace  be  multiplied  unto  you  through  the  knowledge 
of  God,  and  of  Jesus  our  Lord, 

3  According  as  his  divine  power  hath  given  unto  us  all  things  that 
pertain  unto  life  and  godliness,  through  the  knowledge  of  him  that, 
hath  called  us  lo  glory  and  virtue: 

l  Whereby  are  given  unto  us  exceeding  great  and  precious  prom¬ 
ises  :  that  by  these  ye  might  be  partakers  of  the  divine  nature,  hav¬ 
ing  escaped  the  corruption  that  is  in  the  world  through  lust. 

“>  A  ml  besides  this,  giving  all  diligence,  add  to  your  faith  virtue ; 
and  to  virtue,  knowledge; 

(>  Ami  to  knowledge,  temperance;  and  t.o  temperance,  patience; 
and  to  patience,  godliness; 

7  Ami  to  godliness,  brotherly  kindness;  and  to  brotherly  kind¬ 
ness,  charity. 

S  For  if  these  tilings  be  in  you,  and  abound,  they  make  )7Ou  that 
ye  shall  neither  be  barren  nor  unfruitful  in  the  knowledge  of  onr 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

0  Rut  he  that  lacketh  these  things  is  blind,  and  cannot  see  afar  off, 
and  hath  forgotten  that  he  wag  purged  from  his  old  sins. 

10  Wherefore  the  rather,  brethren,  give  diligence  to  make  your

calling  and  election  sure:  for  if  ye  do  these  tilings,  ye  shall  never 
fall: 

11  For  so  an  entrance  shall  be  ministered  unto  you  abundantly 
into  the  everlasting  kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 

12  Wherefore  I  will  not  be  negligent  to  put  von  always  iu  remem¬ 
brance  of  these  things,  though  ye  know  them,  and  he  established  in 
the  present  truth. 

13  Yea,  1  think  it  meet,  as  long  as  I  am  iu  this  tabernacle,  to  stir 
you  up  by  putting  you  in  remembrance ; 

14  Knowing  that  shortly  . I  must  put  off  this  my  tabernacle,  even 

as  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  hath  shewed  me. 

15  Moreover  T  will  endeavour  that  ye  mav  be  able  after  my  decease 
to  have  these  things  always  in  remembrance. 

16  For  we  have  not  followed  cunningly  devised  fables,  when  wo 
marie  known  unto  you  the  power  aud  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  but  were  eyewitnesses  of  his  majesty. 

IT  For  he  received  from  God  the  Father  honour  and  glow,  when 
there  came  suck  a  voice  to  him  from  the  excellent  glory.  This  is  my 
beloved  Son,  in  whom  I  am  well  pleased. 

18  And  this  voice  which  came  from  heaven  we  heard,  when  \\  o 
were  with  him  in  the  holy  mount. 

19  We  have  also  a  more  sure  word  of  prophecy;  whereunto  ye  <!<■ 
well  that  ye  take  heed,  as  unto  a  light  that  shineth  in  a  dark  place, 
until  the  day  dawn,  and  the  daystar  arise  in  your  hearts : 

20  Knowing  this  first,  that  no  prophecy  of  the  Scripture  is  of  any 
private  interpretation. 

21  For  the  prophecy  came  not  in  old  time  by  the  will  of  man :  but. 
holy  men  of  God  spake  as  they  were  moved  hy  the  Holy  Ghost. 


CHAPTER  II. 


1  He  foretelleth  them  of  false  teachers,  shewing  the  impiety  and  punishment  W/» 
of  them  and  their  followers :  7  from  which  the  godly  shall  he  drllrered,  as  hat  «■«<■ 
out  of  Sodom  :  10  unci  more  fully  describe  th  the  wuntters  of  those  profane  and  /»/«**- 
phemous  seducers,  whereby  they  may  be  the  better  known,  and  armdcil.

4  For  if  God  spared  not  the  angels  that  sinned,  but  oast  them 
down  to  hell,  and  delivered  them  into  chains  of  darkness,  to  bo 
reserved  unto  j  udgment : 

5  And  spared  not  the  old  world,  but  saved  Noah  tin*  eighth  por- 
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soil,  a  preacher  of  righteousness,  bringing  in  the  flood  upon  the  world 
of  the  ungodly 

<!  And  t  urning  the  cities  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah  into  ashes  con¬ 
demned  them  with  an  overthrow,  making  them  an  ena  ample  unto 
l  hose  that  after  should  live  ungodly ; 

7  And  delivered  juBt  Lot.  vexed  with  the  filthy  conversation  of 
the  wicked : 

<S  (For  that  righteous  man  dwelling  among  them,  in  seeing  and 
hearing,  vexed  his  righteous  sonl  from  day  to  day  with  their  unlaw¬ 
ful  deeds:')

0  The  Lord  knowoth  how  to  deliver  the  godly  out  of  temptation, 
ami  lo  reserve  the  unjust  unto  the  day  of  judgment  to  be  punished: 

to  But.  chiefly  them  that  walk  after  the  flesh  in  t.he  lust  of  un- 
cleanness,  and  despise  government.  Presumptuous  are  they,  self  willed, 
they  are  not  afraid  to  speak  evil  of  dignities. 

1 1  Whereas  angels,  which  are  greater  in  power  and  might,  bring 
not  railing  accusation  against  them  before  the  Lord. 

!  2  But  these,  as  natural  brute  beasts  made  to  be  taken  and  de- 

# 

stroyed,  speak  evil  of  the  things  that  they  understand  not;  and 
shall  utterly  perish  ill  their  own  corruption; 

1.4  And  shall  receive  the  reward  of  unrighteousness,  as  they  that 
count  il  pleasure  to  riot,  in  the  daytime.  Spots  they  are  and  blem¬ 
ishes,  sporting  themselves  with  their  own  deceivings  while  they  feast 
with  vou : 

14  Having  eyes  full  of  adultery,  and  that  cannot  cease  from  sin; 
beguiling  unstable  souls :  a  heart  they  have  exercised  with  covetous 
practices;  cursed  children: 

I A  Which  have  forsaken  the  right  way,  and  aie  gone  astray,  fol¬ 
lowing  the  way  of  Balaam  the  son  of  Bosor,  who  loved  the  wages  of 

unrighteousness ; 

Id  But  was  rebuked  for  his  iniquity :  the  dumb  ass  speaking  with 
man’s  voice  forbade  the  madness  of  the  prophet. 

17  These  are  wells  without  water,  clouds  that  are  carried  with  a 
tempest ;  to  whom  the  mist  of  darkness  is  reserved  for  ever. 

15  For  when  they  speak  great  swelling  words  of  vanity ,  they  allure 
through  the  lusts  of  the  flesh,  through  much  wantonness,  those  that 
wove  clean  escaped  from  them  who  live  iu  error. 

It)  While  they  promise  them  liberty,  they  themselves  are  the 
servants  of  corruption :  for  of  whom  a  man  is  overcome,  of  the  same 
is  lie  brought  in  bondage. 

20  For  if  after  they  have  escaped  the  pollutions  of  the  world 
through  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  they 
arc  again  entangled  therein,  and  overcome,  the  latter  end  is  worse 
with  them  than  the  beginning. 

21  For  it  had  been  better  for  them  not  to  have  known  the  way  of 
righteousness,  than,  after  they  have  known  it,  to  turn  from  the  holy 
commandment  delivered  unto  them. 
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22  Rut  it  is  happened  unto  them  according  to  the 
’Plie  dug  is  turned  to  his  own  vomit  again ;  and,  The 
washed  to  her  wallowing  in  the  mire.

4  And  saying,  Where  is  the  promise  of  his  coming?  for  since  the 
fathers  fell  asleep,  all  things  continue  as  they  wove  from  the  beginning 
of  the  creation.

7  But  the  heavens  and  the  •  earth,  which  are  now,  by  the  same 
word  are  kept  in  store,  reserved  unto  fire  against  the  day  of  judg¬ 
ment  and  perdition  of  ungodly  men. 

8  But.,  beloved,  be  not  ignorant  of  th<«  one  thing,  that,  one  day  is 
with  the  Lord  as  a  thousand  years,  and  h  thousand  years  as  one  dog. 

9  The  Lord  is  not  slack  concerning  his  promise,  as  some  men 
count  slackness;  but  is  longsuffering  to  us-ward,  not  willing  that  any 
should  perish,  but  that  all  should  cotno  to  repentance. 

10  But  the  day  of  the  Lord  will  come  as  a  thief  in  the  night:  in 
the  which  the  heavens  si i all  pass  awav  with  a  great  noise,  and  the 
elements  shall  melt  with  fervent  heat,  the  earth  also  autl  the  works 
that  are  therein  shall  be  burned  up. 

11  Seeing  then  that  all  these  things  shall  be  dissolved,  what  man¬ 
ner  of  persons  ought,  ye.  to  be  in  all  holy  conversation  and  godliness. 

12  Looking  for  and  hasting  unto  the  coming  of  the  day  of  tJod. 
wherein  the  heavens  being  on  fire  shall  be  dissolved,  and  the  elements 
shall  melt  with  fervent  heat? 

13  Nevertheless  we,  according  to  his  promise,  look  for  new  heav¬ 
ens  and  a  new  earth,  wherein  dvvelleth  righteousness. 

14  Wherefore,  beloved,  seeing  that  ye  look  for  such  things,  be 
diligent  that  ye  may  be  found  of  him  in  peace,  without  spot,  ami 
blameless. 
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1;;  And  account  that  the  longsuffering  of  our  Lord  is  salvation ; 
even  as  our  beloved  brother  Paul  also  according  to  the  wisdom  given 
unto  him  hath  written  unto  you  ; 

I<5  As  also  in  all  his  epistles,  speaking  in  them  of  these  things; 
in  which  are  some  things  hard  to  be  understood,  which  they  that  are 
unlearned  and  unstable  wrest,  as  they  do  also  the  other  Scriptures, 
unto  their  own  destruction. 

17  Ye  therefore,  beloved,  seeing  yc  know  these  things  before,  be¬ 
ware  lest  ye  also,  being  led  away  with  the  error  of  the  wicked,  fall 
from  your  o>t:n  atemfmlness. 

IS  Hut  grow  in  grace,  and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ-.  To  him  be  glory  both  now  and  for  ever.  Amen.

CHAPTER  I. 

1  lie  describcth  the  person  of  Christ,  in  whom  we  have  eternal  life,  bp  a  commu¬ 
nion  with  God:  5  fa  which  toe  must  adjoin  holiness  of  life,  to  testify  the  truth  of  that 
our  communion  and  profession  of  faith,  as  also  to  assure  us  of  the  forgiveness  of  our 
sins  by  Christ’s  death. 

r  pH  AT  which  was  from  the  beginning,  which  we  have  heard,  which 
1_  we  have  seen  with  our  eyes,  which  we  have  looked  upon,  aud 
our  hands  have  handled,  of  the  Word  of  life; 

‘J  (  For  the  life  was  Manifested,  and  we  have  seen  it,  and  bear  wit¬ 
ness,  and  shew  unto  you  that  eternal  life,  which  was  with  the  Father, 
and  was  manifested  unto  ua;) 

That  which  we  have  seen  and  heard  declare  we  unto  you,  that 
ye  also  may  have  fellowship  with  us :  and  truly  our  fellowship  is  with 
the  Father,  and  with  his  Bon  Jesus  Christ. 

4  And  these  things  write  we  unto  you,  that  your  joy  may  be  full. 

.1  This  then  is  the  message  which  we  have  heard  of  him,  aud  dc- 
••larc  unto  you,  that  God  is  light,  and  in  him  is  no  darkness  at  all. 

f>  If  we  say  that  we  have  fellowship  with  him,  aud  walk  in  dark¬ 
ness.  we  lie.  and  do  not  the  truth : 

7  But  if  we  walk  in  the  light,  as  he  is  in  the  light,  we  have  fellow¬ 
ship  one  Kith  another,  and  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  his  Son  cleanseth 
us  from  all  sin. 

<S  Jf  we  say  that  we  have  no  sin,  we  deceive  ourselves,  and  the 
truth  is  not  in  us.

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9  If  we  confess  our  sins,  he  is  faithful  and  just  to  forgive  us  our 
sins,  and  to  cleanse  ns  from  all  unrighteousness. 

10  if  we  say  that  wc  have  not  sinned,  we  make  him  a  liar,  and  his 
word  is  not  in  us. 

CHAPTEK  II. 


1  He  comforteth  them  against  the  sins  of  infirmity.  3  Rightly  to  know  God  in  t>< 
keep  his  commandments,  9  to  love  our  brethren,  15  and  not  to  love  the  world.  IS  If.

7  Brethren,  I  write  no  new  commandment  unto  you,  but,  a.n  old 
commandment  which  ye  had  from  the  beginning.  The  old  command¬ 
ment  is  the  word  which  ye  have  heard  from  the  beginning. 

8  Again,  a  new?  commandment  I  write  unto  you,  which  thing  is 
true  in  him  and  in  you :  because  the  darkness  is  past,  and  the  true 
light  now  shineth. 

9  He  that  saith  he  is  in  the  light,  and  hateth  his  brother,  is  in 
darkness  even  until  now. 

10  He  that  loveth  his  brother  abideth  in  the  light,  and  there  is 
none  occasion  of  stumbling  in  him. 

11  But  he  that  hateth  his  brother  is  in  darkness,  and  walk'd h  in 
darkness,  and  knoweth  not  whither  he  goeth,  because  that  darkness 
hath  blinded  his  eyes. 

12  I  write  unto  you,  little  children,  because  your  sins  are  forgiven 
you  for  his  name’s  sake. 

13  I  write  unto  you,  fathers,  because  ve  have  known  him  that  is 
from  the  beginning.  I  write  unto  you,  young  men,  because  ye  have 
overcome  the  wicked  one.  T  write  unto  you,  little  children,  because 
ye  have  known  the  Father. 

14  I  have  written  unto  you,  fathers,  because  ye  have  known  him 
that  is  from  the  beginning.  T  have  written  nnto  you,  young  men. 
because  ye  are  strong,  and  the  word  of  God  abideth.  in  you,  and  ye 
have  overcome  the  wicked  one. 

15  Love  not  the  world,  neither  the  tilings  that,  are  in  the  world. 
If  any  man  love  the  world,  the  love  of  the  Father  is  nut  in  him. 
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10  For  all  that  is  in  the  world,  the  Inst  of  the  flesh,  and  the  lust 
of  the  eyes,  and  the  pride  of  life,  is  not  of  the  Father,  but  is  of  the 
world. 

17  And  the  world  passetb  away,  and  the  lust  thereof:  but  he  that 
floelh  the  v'itt  of  God  abideth  for  ever. 

IS  Tattle  children,  it  is  the  last  time:  and  as  to  have  heard  that 

1  If  | 

antichrist  shall  come,  even  now  are  there  many  antichrists ;  whereby 
we  know  that  it  is  the  last  time.

["but]  lie  that  acknowledged  the  Son  hath  the  Father  also. 

24  Let  that  therefore  abide  in  you,  which  ye  have  heard  from  the 
beginning.  If  that  which  ye  have  heard  from  the  beginning  shall 
remain  in  you,  ye  also  shall  continue  in  the  Son,  and  in  the  Father.

and  in  him  is  no  sin. 

6  Whosoever  abideth  in  him  sinneth  not:  whosoever  sinneth  hall) 
not  seen  him,  neither  known  him. 

7  Little  children,  let  no  man  deoeive  von :  he  that  doeth  righteous

ness  is  righteous,  even  as  he  is  righteous. 

8  He  that  committeth  sin  is  of  the  devil;  for  the  devil  sinneth 
from  the  beginning.  For  this  purpose  the  Son  of  God  was  mani¬ 
fested,  that  he  might  destroy  the  works  of  the  devil. 

9  Whosoever  is  born  of  (i od  doth  not  commit  sin ;  For  his  seed 
remaiueth  in  him:  and  he  cannot  sin,  because  he  is  born  of  God. 

10  In  the  children  of  God  are  manifest,  and  the  children  of 
the  devil;  whosoever  doeth  not  righteousness  is  not  of  Cod,  neither 
he  that  loveth  not  his  brother. 

11  For  this  is  the  message  that  ye  heard  from  the  beginning,  that 
we  should  love  ono  another. 

12  Not  as  Cain,  who  was  of  that  wicked  one,  and  slew  his  brother. 
And  wherefore  slew  he  him?  Because  his  own  works  were  evil,  and 
his  brother’s  righteous. 

13  Marvel  not,  my  brethren,  if  the  world  hale  you. 

14  We  know  that  we  have  passed  from  death  unto  life,  because 
we  love  the  brethren,  lie  that  loveth  not  his  bvollier  abideth  in 
death. 

15  Whosoever  hateth  his. brother  is  a  murderer:  and  ye  know  that 
no  murderer  hath  eternal  life  abiding  in  him.

o  And  every  spirit  that  confesseth  not  that  Jesus  Christ  is  come 
in  the  flesh  is  not  of  God;  and  this  is  that  spirit  of  antichrist, 
whereof  ye  have  heard  that  it  should  come ;  and  even  now  already 
is  it.  in  the  world. 

4  Ye  are.  of  God,  little  children,  and  have  overcome  the.m :  because 
greater  is  he  that  is  in  you,  than  he  that  is  in  the  world. 

5  They  are  of  the  world :  therefore  speak  they  of  the  world,  and 
the  world  heareth  them.

CHAPTER  V. 


1  He  that  loveth  God  loveth  his  children,  and  kcepeth  his  commandments :  3  which 
to  (he  faithful  are  iif/ht,  and  not  grievous,  t)  Jesus  is  the  Son  of  God ,  able  to  sure 
us,  14  and  to  hear  our  prayers,  winch  we  make  for  ourselves,  and  for  others. 


WHOSOEVER  believeth  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ  is  bom  of 

God:  and  every  one  that  loveth  him  that  begat  loveth  him 
also  that  is  begotten  of  him. 

2  By  this  we  know  that  wo  love  the  children  of  God,  when  we  love 
God,  and  keep  his  commandments. 

3  For  this  is  the  love  of  God,  that  we  keep  his  commandments : 
and  his  commandments  are  not  grievous. 


4  For  whatsoever  is  bom  of  God  overcometh  the  world :  and  this 
is  the  victory  that  overcometh  the  world,  even  our  faith. 

5  Who  is  he  that  overcometh  the  world,  but  lie  that  believeth  that. 
Jesus  is  the  Son  of  God  ? 

6  This  is  he  that  came  by  water  and  blood,  even  Jesus  Christ ;  not 
by  water  only,  but  by  water  and  blood.  And  it  is  the  Spirit  that 
beareth  witness,  because  the  Spirit  is  truth. 

7  For  there  are  three  that  bear  record  in  heaven,  the  Father,  the 

*  * 

Word,  and  the  Holy  Ghost:  and  these  three  arc  one. 

8  And  there  are  three  that  bear  witness  in  earth,  the  spirit,  and 
the  water,  and  the  blood :  and  these  three  agree  in  one. 

9  If  we  receive  the  witness  of  men,  the  witness  of  God  is  greater : 
for  this  is  the  witness  of  God  which  he  hath  testified  of  his  Son. 

1 0  He  that  believeth  on  the  Son  of  God  hath  Lho  witness  in  him¬ 
self:  he  that  believeth  not  God  hath  made  him  a  liar;  because  lie 
believeth  not  the  record  that  God  gave  of  his  Son. 

11  And  this  is  the  record,  that  God  hath  given  to  us  eternal  life, 
and  this  life  is  in  his  Son. 

12  He  that  hath  the  Son  hath  life;  and  he  that  hath  not  the  Son 
of  God  hath  not  life. 


13  These  things  have  I  written  unto  you  that  believe  on  the  m<»<- 
of  the  Son  of  God-;  that  ye  may  know  that  yo  have  eternal  life,  and 
that  ye  may  believe  on  the  name  of  the  Son  of  God. 

14  And  this  is  the  confidence  that  we  have  in  him,  that,  if  we  ask 
any  thing  according  to  his  will,  he  heareth  us : 

15  And  if  we  know  that  he  hear  us.  whatsoever  we  ask.  we  know 

w 

that  we  have  the  petitions  that  we  desired  of  him. 
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16  If  any  man  see  his  brother  sin  a  sin  which  is  not  unto  death, 
lie  shall  ask,  auu  lie  shall  give  him  life  for  them  that  sin  not  unto 
death.  There  is  a  sin  unto  death:  1  do  not  say  that  he  shall  pray 

for  it. 

IT  All  unrighteousness  is  sin :  and  there  is  a  sin  not  unto  death. 

18  We  know  that  whatsoever  is  bom  of  God  sinneth  not;  but  he 
that  is  begotten  of  God  keepeth  himself,  and  that  wicked  one  toueh- 
eth  him  not. 

ID  And  we  know  that  we  axe  of  God,  and  the  whole  world  licth 

ill  wickedness. 

20  And  we  know  that  the  Son  of  God  is  come,  and  hath  given  us 
an  understanding,  that  we  may  know  him  that  is  true;  and  we  are 

in  him  that  is  Line,  even  in  his  Son  Jesus  Christ.  This  is  the  true 

#■ 

God.  and  eternal  life. 

21  Little  children,  keep  yourselves  from  idols.  Amen.

THE  elder  unto  the  elect  lady  and  her  children,  whom  I  love  in  the 
truth ;  and  not  I  only,  but  also  all  they  that  have  known  the 
truth ; 

2  For  the  truth's  sake,  which  dwetlelh  in  us,  and  shall  be  with  us 

for  ever. 

;>  Grace  bo  with  yon,  mercy,  and  peace,  from  God  the  Father,  and 
from  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  Father,  in  truth  and  love. 

4  I  rejoiced  greatly  that  T  found  of  thy  children  walking  in  truth, 
as  we  have  received  a  commandment  from  the  Father. 

i*  And  now  I  beseech  thee,  lady,  not  as  though  T  wrote  a  new 
commandment  unto  thee,  but  that  which  we  had  from  the  beginning, 
that,  wc  love  one  another. 

6  And  thin  is  love,  that  we  walk  after  his  commandments.  This 

is  the  commandment.  That,  as  ye  have  heard  from  the  beginning,  ye 

should  walk  in  it 

7  For  many  deceivers  are  entered  into  the  world,  who  confess  not 
that  Jesus  Christ  is  come  in  the  flesh.  This  is  a  deceiver  and  an 
antichrist.

9  Whosoever  transgresseth,  and  abideth  not  in  the  doctrine  of 
Christ,  hath  not  God.  He  that  abideth  in  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  he 
hath  both  the  Father  and  the  Son. 

10  If  there  come  any  unto  you,  and  bring  not  this  doctrine,  re¬ 
ceive  him  not  into  your  house,  neither  bid  him  God  speed: 

11  For  he  that  biddeth  him  God  sjwed  is  partaker  of  his  evil  deeds. 

12  Having  many  things  to  write  unto  you,  T  would  not  write  with 
paper  and  ink:  hut  T  trust  to  come  unto  you,  and  speak  face  to  face, 
that  our  joy  may  be  full. 

13  The  children,  of  thy  elect  sister  greet  thee.  Amen.

He.  commendeth  Gains  for  his  piety ,  5  and  hospitality  7  to  true  preachers :  9  com - 
plaining  of  the  unkind  dealing  of  ambitious  IHotrephes  on  the  coiitrary  side^  It  W<o*r 
evil  example  is  not  to  be  folluio&l:  12  and  givelh  special  testimony  to  (he  good  report 
of  Demetrius. 

THE  elder  unto  the  well  beloved  Gains,  whom  I  love  in  the 
truth. 

2  Beloved,  T  wish  above  all  things  that  thou  rnayest  }>ro$per  and 
be  in  health ,  oven  as  thy  soul  prospereth. 

3  For  T  rejoiced  greatly,  when  the  brethren  came  and  testified  of 
the  truth  that  is  in  thee,  even  as  thou  walkest  in  the  truth. 

4  t  have  no  greater  joy  than  to  hear  that  my  children  walk  in  lr»lh. 
5  Beloved,  tliou  doest  faithfully  whatsoever  thou  doost  to  the  breth¬ 
ren,  and  to  strangers ; 

6  Which  have  borne  witness  of  thy  charity  before  the  church: 
whom  if  thou  bring  forward  on  their  journey  after  a  godly  sort,  thou 
shalt  do  well : 

7  Because  that  for  his  name’s  sake  they  went  forth,  taking  nothing 
of  the  Gentiles. 

8  We  therefore  ought  to  receive  such,  that  we  might  be  fellow 
helpers  to  the  truth. 

9  1  wrote  unto  the  church :  but  Diotrephes,  who  lovetli  to  have  the 
preeminence  among  them,  receiveth  us  not. 

10  Wherefore,  if  I  come,  l  will  remember  his  deeds  which  lie 
doeth,  prating  against  us  with  malicious  words:  and  not  content 
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(herewith ,  neither  doth  he  himself  receive  the  brethren,  and  forbiddeth 
them  that  would,  and  casteth  them  nut  of  the  church. 

11  Beloved,  follow  not  that,  which  is  evil,  but  that  which  is  good, 
lit;  that  doeth  good  is  of  God:  but  he  that  doeth  evil  hath  not  seen 

God, 

12  Demetrius  hath  good  report  of  all  men,  and  of  the  truth  itself: 
yea,  and  we  also  bear  record ;  and  ye  know  that  our  record  is  true. 

13  1  had  many  things  to  write,  but  I  will  not  with  ink  and  pen 
write  unto  thee : 

14  But  I  trust  1  shall  shortly  sec  thee,  and  we  shall  speak  face  to 
face.  Peace  be  to  thcc.  Our  friends  salute  thee.  Greet  the  friends 

by  name.

He  exho?'teth  them  to  be  constant  in  the  profession  of  the  faith .  4  False  teachers 
are  crept  In  to  seduce  them:  for  whose  damnable  doctrine  and  manners  honibie 
punishment  Is  prepared :  20  vihereas  the.  godly ,  bip the  assistance  of  the  Holy  Spirit 9 
and  praym  to  0v<L  may  persevere ,  and  grow  in  grace,  and  keep  themselves,  and  re- 
cover  others  out  of  the  snares  of  those  deceivers . 

JUDE,  the  servant  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  brother  of  James,  to  them 
that  are  sanctified  by  God  the  Father,  and  preserved  in  Jesus 
Christ,  and  called : 

2  Mercy  unto  you,  and  peace,  and  love,  be  multiplied. 

3  Beloved,  when  I  gave  all  diligence  to  write  unto  you  of  the 
common  salvation,  it  was  needful  for  mo  to  write  unto  you,  and  ex¬ 
hort  vou  that  ve  should  earnestly  contend  for  the  faith  which  was 
once  delivered  unto  the  saints, 

4  For  there  are  certain  men  crept  in  unawares,  who  were  before  of 
old  ordained  to  this  condemnation,  ungodly  men,  turning  the  grace  of 
our  God  into  lasciviousness,  and  denying  the  only  Lord  God,  and  onr 
Lord  J esus  Christ. 

5  I  will  therefore  put  you  in  remembrance,  though  ye  once  knew 
this,  how  that  the  Lord,  having  saved  the  people  out  of  the  land  of 
Egypt,  afterward  destroyed  them  that  believed  not. 

<►  And  the  angels  which  kept  not  their  first  estate,  but  left  their 
own  habitation,  lie  hath  reserved  in  everlasting  chains  under  dark¬ 
ness  unto  the  judgment  of  the  great  day. 

7  Even  as  Sodom  and  Gomorrah,  ami  the  cities  about  them  in  like 
manner,  giving  themselves  over  to  fornication,  ami  going  after  strange 
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flesh,  are  set  forth  for  an  example,  suffering  the  vengeance  of  eternal 
lire. 

8  likewise  also  these  filthy  dreamers  defile  the  flesh,  dosj.ise 
dominion,  and  speak  evil  of  dignities. 

9  Yet  Michael  the  archangel,  when  contending  with  the  devil  he 
disputed  about  the  both/  of  Moses,  durst  not  bring  against  him  a 
railing  accusation,  but  said,  The  Iiord  rebuke  thee. 

10  But  these  speak  evil  of  those  things  which  they  know  not:  but 
what  they  know  naturally,  as  brute  beasts,  in  those  things  they  cor¬ 
rupt  themselves. 

11  Woe  unto  them!  for  they  have  gone  in  the  way  of  Cain,  and 
ran  greedily  after  the  error  of  Balaam  for  reward,  and  perished  in 
the  gainsaying  of  Core. 

12  These  are  spots  in  your  feasts  of  charity',  when  they  feast  with 
you,  feeding  themselves  without  fear :  clouds  they  are  without  wider, 
carried  about  of  winds:  trees  whose  fruit  witheretb,  without  frail, 
twice  dead,  plucked  up  by  the  roots ; 

13  Raging  waves  of  the  sea,  foaming  out  their  own  shame  ;  mfmh-r- 
ing  stars,  to  whom  is  reserved  the  blackness  of  darkness  for  ever. 

14  And  Enoch  also,  the  seventh  from  Adam,  prophesied  of  these, 
saying,  Behold,  the  Lord  cometh  with  ten  thousand  of  his  saints, 

15  To  execute  judgment  upon  all,  and  to  convince  all  that  an* 
ungodly  among  them  of  all  their  ungodly  deeds  which  they  have* 
ungodly  committed,  and  of  all  their  hard  speeches  which  ungodly 
sinners  have  spoken  against  him. 

16  These  are  murmurers,  compktiners,  walking  after  their  <>»'n 
lusts;  and  their  mouth  speaketh  great  swelling  words,  having  mini's 
persons  in  admiration  because  of  advantage. 

17  But,  beloved,  remember  ye  the  words  which  were  spoken  before 
of  the  apostles  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ; 

18  How  that  they  told  you  there  should  be  mockers  in  the  last 
time,  who  should  walk  after  their  own  ungodly  luatB. 

19  These  be  they  who  separate  themselves,  sensual,  having  not  the 
Spirit. 

20  But  ye,  beloved,  building  up  yourselves  on  your  most  holy  faith, 
praying  in  the  Holy  Ghost, 

21  Keep  yourselves  in  the  love  of  God,  looking  for  the  mercy  ol 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  unto  eternal  life. 

22  And  of  some  have  compassion,  making  a  difference : 

23  And  others  save  with  fear,  pulling  them  out  of  the  lire ;  hating 
even  the  garment  spotted  by  the  flesh. 

24  Now  unto  him  that  is  able  to  keep  you  from  falling,  ami  to 
present  you  faultless  before  the  presence  of  his  glory  with  exceeding

25  To  the  only  wise  God  our  Saviour,  be  glory  and  majesty.

OF  ST.  JOHN  THE  DIVINE. 


CHAPTER  L 

4  John  \critvth  his  revelation  to  the  seven  churches  of  Asia,  signified  by  the  seven 
golden  candlesticks .  7  The  coming  of  Christ,  14  His  glorious  pouter  and  majesty, 

THE  Revelation  of  Jesus  Christ,  which  God  gave  unto  him ,  to  shew 
unto  his  servants  things  which  must  shortly  come  to  pass;  and 
he  sent  and  signified  it  by  his  angel  unto  his  servant  John : 

2  Who  bare  record  of  the  word  of  God,  and  of  the  testimony  of 
Jesns  Christ,  and  of  all  things  that  he  saw. 

3  Blessed  is  he  that  readeth,  and  they  that  hear  the  words  of  this 
prophecy,  and  keep  those  things  which  are  written  therein:  for  the 
time  is  at  hand. 

4  TOHN  to  the  seven  churches  which  are  in  Asia ;  Grace  be  unto 
v  you,  and  peace,  from  him  which  is,  and  which  was,  and 
which  is  to  come ;  and  from  the  seven  Spirits  which  are  before  hie 
throne  ; 

5  And  from  Jesus  Christ,  who  is  the  faithful  witness,  and  the  first- 
begotten  of  the  dead,  and  the  prince  of  the  kings  of  the  earth.  U nto 
him  that  loved  us,  and  washed  us  from  our  sins  in  his  own  blood, 

0  And  hath  made  us  kings  and  priests  unto  God  and  his  Father ; 

to  hitti  be  glory  and  dominion  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 

7  Behold,  he  cometh  with  clouds;  and  every  eye  shall  see  him, 
and  they  also  which  pierced  him :  and  all  kindreds  of  the  earth  shall 
wail  because  of  him.  Even  so,  Amen. 

8  I  am  Alpha  and  Omega,  the  beginning  and  the  ending,  saith  the 
Lord,  which  is,  and  which  was,  and  which  is  to  come,  the  Almighty. 

9  I  John,  who  also  am  your  brother,  and  companion  in  tribulation, 
and  in.  the  kingdom  and  patience  of  Jesus  Christ,  was  in  the  isle 
that  is  called  Patmos,  for  the  word  of  God,  and  for  the  testimony  of 
Jesus  Christ. 

10  1  was  in  the  Spirit  on  the  Lord’s  day,  and  heard  behind  me  a 
great  voice,  as  of  a  trumpet, 

11  Saying,  I  am  Alpha  and  Omega,  the  first  and  the  last:  and, 
What  thou  seest,  write  in  a  book,  and  send  it  unto  the  seven  churches 
which  are  in  Asia;  unto  Ephesus,  and  unto  Smyrna,  and  unto  PeTga- 
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mos,  and  unto  Thyatira,  and  unto  Sardis,  and  unto  Philadelphia,  and 
unto  Laodicca. 

12  And  T  turned  to  see  the  voice  that  spake  with  me.  And  being 
turned,  I  saw  seven  golden  candlesticks; 

13  And  in  the  midst  of  the  seven  candlesticks  one  like  unto  the 
Son  of  man,  clothed  with  a  garment  down  to  the  foot,  and  girt  about 
the  paps  with  a  golden  girdle. 

14  His  head  and  his  hairs  were  white  like  toool,  as  white  as  snow ; 
and  his  eyes  were  as  a  flams  of  fire ; 

15  And  his  feet  like  unto  fine  brasB,  as  if  they  burned  in  a  furnace ; 
and  his  voice  as  the  sound  of  many  waters. 

16  And  he  had  in  his  right  baud  seven  stars:  and  out  of  his  mouth 
went  a  sharp  two-edged  sword :  and  his  countenance  was  as  the  sun 
shineth  in  his  strength. 

17  And  when  1  saw  him,  I  fell  at  his  feet  as  dead.  And  he  laid 
Ins  right  hand  upon  me,  saying  unto  me,  Fear  not;  I  am  the  first  and 
the  last: 

18  I  am  he  that  liveth,  and  was  dead;  aud,  behold,  1  am  alive 
for  evermore,  Amen ;  and  have  the  keys  of  hell  and  of  death : 

19  Write  the  things  which  thou  hast  seen,  and  the  things  which 
are,  and  the  things  which  shall  be  hereafter; 

20  The  mystery  of  the  seven  stars  which  thou  saw  eat  in  my  right 
hand,  and  the  seven  golden  candlesticks.  The  seven  stars  arc  the 
angels  of  the  seven  churches :  and  the  seven  candlesticks  which  thou 
sawest  are  the  seven  churches. 

CHAPTER  II. 

m 

What  is  commanded  to  be  written  of  the  angels,  that  in.  the  minister*  of  the 
churches  of  1  Ephesus,  8  Smyrna,  12  Pergamos,  18  Thyatira:  and  tchat  is  com¬ 
mended,  or  found  wanting  in  them . 

UhiTO  the  angel  of  the  church  of  Ephesus  write;  These  things 

saith  he  that  holdeth  the  seven  stars  in  his  right  hand,  who 
walketh  in  the  midst  of  the  seven  golden  candlesticks ; 

2  I  know  tiiy  works,  and  thy  labour,  and  thy  patience,  and  how 
thou  canst  not  bear  them  which  are  evil:  and  thou  hast  tried  them 
which  say  they  are  apostles,  aud  arc  not ,  and  hast  found  them  liars : 

3  And  hast  borne,  aud  hast  patience,  and  for  my  name’s  sake  hast 
laboured,  an  d  hast  not  fainted. 

4  Nevertheless  I  have  somewhat  against  thee,  because  tliou  hast 
left  thy  first  love. 

5  Remember  therefore  from  whence  thou  art  fallen,  and  repent, 
and  do  the  first  works;  or  else  I  will  come  unto  thee  quickly,  and 
will  remove  thy  candlestick  out  of  his  place,  except  thou  repenl. 

6  But  this  thou  hast,  that  thou  hatest  the  deeds  of  the  Nicolaitans. 
which  1  also  hate. 

7  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him  hear  what  the  Spirit  saith  unto  the 
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churches  ;  To  him  that  overcometh  will  I  give  to  eat  of  the  tree  of  life, 
which  is  in  the  midst  of  the  paradise  of  God. 

8  And  unto  the  angel  of  the  church  in  Smyrna  write;  These  things 
saith  the  first  and  the  last,  which  was  dead,  and  is  alive ; 

9  I  know  thy  works,  and  tribulation,  and  poverty,  (but  thou  art 
rich)  and  I  know  the  blasphemy  of  them  which  say  they  are  Jews, 
and  are  not,  but  are  the  synagogue  of  Satan. 

10  Fear  none  of  those  things  which  thou  shalt  suffer :  behold,  the 
devil  shall  cast  some  of  you  into  prison,  that  yc  may  be  tried;  and  ye 
shall  have  tribulation  ten  days :  be  thou  faithful  unto  death,  and  I 
will  give  thee  a  crown  of  life. 

11  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him  hear  what  the  Spirit  saith  unto 
the  churches ;  He  that  overcometh  shall  not  be  hurt  of  the  second 
death. 

12  And  to  the  angel  of  the  church  in  Fergamos  write ;  These  things 
saith  lie  which,  hath  the  sharp  sword  with  two  edges ; 

12  T  know  thy  works,  and  where  thou  dwellest,  even  where  Satan’s 
seat  is :  and  thou  holdest  fast  my  name,  and  hast  not  denied  my 
faith,  even  in  those  days  wherein  Antlpas  was  my  faithful  martyr, 
who  was  slain  among  you,  where  Satan  dwelleth. 

14  But  T  have  a  few  things  against  thee,  because  thou  hast  there 
them  that  hold  the  doctrine  of  Balaam,  who  taught  Balak  to  oast  a 
atumblingblock  before  the  children  of  Israel,  to  eat  things  sacrificed 
unto  idols,  aud  to  commit  fornication. 

In  So  hast  thou  also  them  that  hold  the  doctrine  of  the  Nicolai- 
tans,  which  thing  1  hate. 

Id  Repent;  or  else  1  will  come  unto  thee  quickly,  and  will  fight 
against  them  with  the  sword  of  my  mouth. 

17  lie  that  hath  an  ear,  lot  him  hear  what  the  Spirit  saith  unto 
the  churches ;  To  him  that  overcometh  will  T  give  to  eat  of  the  bidden 
manna,  and  will  give  him  a  white  stone,  and  in  the  stone  a  new  name 
written,  which  uo  man  kuowetli  saving  he  that  reoeiveth  it. 

18  And  unto  the  angel  of  the  church  in  Thyatlra  write;  These 
things  saith  the  Son  of  God,  who  hath  his  eyes  like  unto  a  flame  of 
fire,  and  his  feet  are  like  fine  brass ; 

19  1  know  thy  works,  and  charity,  and  service,  and  faith,  and  tby 
patience,  and  thy  works;  and  the  last  to  be  more  than  the  JIrst,. 

20  "Notwithstanding  I  have  a  few  things  against  thee,  because  thou 
sutferesl  that,  woman  Jezebel ,  which  calleth  herself  a  prophetess,  to 
leach  and  to  seduce  my  servants  to  commit  fornication,  and  to  eat 
things  sacrificed  unto  Idols. 

21  And  T  gave  her  space  to  repent  of  her  fornication;  and  she 
repented  not. 

22  Behold,  I  will  cast  her  into  a  bed,  and  them  that  commit 
adultery  with  her  into  great  tribulation,  except  they  repent  of  their 
deeds. 

23  And  I  will  kill  her  ohildren  with  death;  and  all  the  churches 
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shall  know  that  I  am  he  which  searclieth  the  reins  and  hearts :  and 
1  will  give  unto  every  one  of  you  according  to  your  works. 

24  But  unto  you  1  say,  and  unto  the  rest  in  Thyatira,  as  many  as 
have  not  this  doctrine,  and  which  have  not  known  the  depths  of  Satan, 
as  they  speak ;  I  will  put  upon  you  none  other  burden. 

25  But  that  which  ye  have  already,  hold  fast  till  1  come. 

26  And  he  that  overcometh,  and  kcepeth  my  works  unto  the  end. 
to  him  will  I  give  power  over  the  nations : 

27  And  he  shall  rule  them  with  a  rod  of  iron ;  as  the  vessels  of  a 
potter  shall  they  be  broken  to  shivers:  even  as  I  received  of  my 
Father. 

28  And  I  will  give  him  the  morning  star. 

29  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him  hear  what  the  Spirit  saith  unto 
the  churches. 


CHAPTER  III. 

2  The  angel  of  the  church  of  Sardis  is  reproved ,  3  exhorted  to  repent  y  nnrf  threat- 
etied  if  he  do  not  repent «  8  The  angel  of  the  church  of  Philadelphia  10  is  approved 
for  his  diligence  an d  patience.  15  The  angel  of  Laodicea  rebuked,  for  being  neither 
hot  nor  cold,  19  and  admonished  to  be  more  zealous ,  20  Christ  standeth  at  the  door 
and  knocketh. 

AND  unto  the  angel  of  the  church  in  Sardis  write ;  These  things 

saith  he  that  hath  the  seven  Spirits  of  God,  and  the  seven  stars ; 
I  know  tliy  works,  that  thou  hast  a  name  that  thou  livest,  and  ait 

dead. 

2  Be  watchful,  and  strengthen  the  things  which  remain,  that  are 
ready  to  die :  for  I  have  not  found  thy  works  perfect  before  God. 

3  Remember  therefore  how  thou  hast  received  anil  heard,  and 
hold  fast,  and  repent.  If  therefore  thou  shalt  not  watch,  I  will 
come  on  thee  as  a  thief,  and  thou  shalt  not  know  what  hour  I  will 
come  upon  thee. 

4  Thou  hast  a  few  names  even  in  Sardis  which  have  not  defiled 
their  garments ;  and  they  shall  walk  with  me  in  white :  for  they  are 

worthy. 

5  He  that  overcometh,  the  same  shall  be  clothed  in  white  raiment ; 
and  I  will  not  blot  out  his  name  out  of  the  book  of  life,  but  I  will 
confess  his  name  before  my  Father,  and  before  his  angels. 

6  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him  hear  what  the  Spirit  saith  unto  the 
churches. 

7  And  to  the  angel  of  the  church  in  Philadelphia  write;  These 
things  saith  he  that  is  holy,  he  that  is  true,  he  that  hath  the  key  of 
David,  he  that  openeth,  and  no  man  shutteth;  and  shutteth,  and  no 

man  openeth ; 

8  I  know  thy  works:  behold,  I  have  set  before  thee  an  open  door, 
and  no  man  can  shut  it :  for  thou  hast  a  little  strength,  and  hast  kept 
my  word,  and  hast  not  denied  my  name. 

9  Behold,  I  will  make  them  of  the  synagogue  of  Satan,  which  say 
they  are  Jews,  and  are  not,  but  do  lie;  behold,  T  will  make  them  to 
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come  and  worship  before  thy  feet,  and  to  know  that  I  have  loved 
thee. 

10  Because  thou  hast  kept  the  word  of  my  patience,  I  also  will 
keep  thee  from  the  hour  bf  temptation,  which  shall  come  upon  all 
the  world,  to  try  them  that  dwell  upon  the  earth. 

1 1  Behold,  i  come  quickly :  hold  that  fast  which  thon  hast,  that 
no  man  take  thv  crown. 

12  Him  that  overcometh  will  I  make  a  pillar  in  the  temple  of  my 
God,  and  he  shall  go  no  more  ont:  and  I  will  write  upon  him  the 
name  of  my  Ood,  and  the  name  of  the  city  of  my  G  od,  which  is  new 
Jerusalem,  which  comcth  down  out  of  heaven  from  my  God:  and  I 
will  write  upon  him  my  new  name. 

13  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him  hear  what  the  Spirit  saith  unto 
the  churches. 

14  And  unto  the  angel  of  the  church  of  the  Laodlceans  write; 
These  things  saith  the  Amen,  the  faithful  and  true  witness,  the 
beginning  of  the  creation  of  God ; 

15  I  know  thy  works,  that  thou  art  neither  cold  nor  hot :  I  would 
t.hou  wert  cold  or  hot. 

10  So  then  because  thou  art  lukewarm,  and  neither  cold  nor  hot, 
I  will  spew  thee  out  of  my  mouth. 

17  Because  thou  sayest,  I  am  rich,  and  increased  with  goods,  and 
have  need  of  nothing ;  and  knowest  not  that  thou  art  wretched,  and 
miserable,  and  poor,  and  blind,  and  naked: 

18  I  counsel  thee  to  buy  of  me  gold  tried  in  the  fire,  that  thou 
mayeBt  be  rich ;  and  white  raiment,  that  thou  mayeat  be  clothed,  and 
that  the  shame  of  thy  nakedness  do  not  appear;  and  anoint  thine 
eyes  with  eyesalve,  that  thou  mayeat  see. 

19  As  many  as  I  love,  I  rebuke  and  chasten:  be  sealous  therefore, 
and  repent. 

20  Behold,  I  stand  at  the  door,  and  knock :  if  any  man  hear  my 
voice,  and  open  the  door,  I  will  come  in  to  him,  and  will  sup  with 
him,  and  he  with  me. 

21  To  him  that  overcometh  will  I  grant  to  sit  with  me  in  my 
throne,  even  as  1  also  overcame,  and  am  set  down  with  my  Father  in 
his  throne. 

22  lie  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him  hear  what  the  Spirit  saith  unto 
the  churches. 


CHAPTER  IV. 


2  John  teeth  the  throne  of  God  in  heaven.  4  The  four  and  twenty  elders.  6  The 
four  beasts  full  of  eyes  before  and  behind.  10  The  elders  lay  down  their  crowns,  and 
worship  him  that  sat  on  the  throne. 


A  FTER  this  T  looked,  and,  behold,  a  door  was  opened  in  heaven : 
^  and  the  first  voice  which  I  heard  was  as  it  wctc  of  a  trumpet 
talking  with  me ;  which  said,  Come  up  hither,  and  I  will  shew  thee 
things  which  must  he  hereafter. 
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2  And  immediately  l  was  in  the  Spirit :  and,  behold,  a  throne  was 
set  in  heaven,  and  one  sat  on  the  throne. 

3  And  he  that  sat  was  to  look  upon  like  a  jasper  and  a  sardine 
stone :  and  there  was  a  rainbow  round  about  the  throne,  in  sight  like 
unto  an  emerald. 

4  And  round  about  the  throne  were  four  and  twenty  neats:  and 
upon  the  seats  T  saw  four  and  twenty  elders  sitting,  clothed  in  white 
raiment :  and  they  had  on  their  heads  crowns  of  gold. 

/>  And.  out  of  the  throne  proceeded  lightnings  and  tliunderings 
and  voices :  and  there  were  seven  lamps  of  fire  burning  before  the 
throne,  which  are  the  seven  Spirits  of  God. 

G  And  before  the  throne  there  was  a  sea  of  glass  like  unto  crystal: 
and  In  the  midst  of  the  throne,  and  round  about  the  throne,  were 
four  beasts  full  of  eyes  before,  and  behind. 

7  And  the  first  beast  was  like  a  lion,  and  the  second  beast  like  a 
calf,  and  the  third  beast  had  a  face  as  a  man,  and  the  fourth  beast 
was  like  a  flying  eagle. 

8  And  the  four  beasts  had  each  of  them  six  wings  about  him ; 
and  they  were  full  of  eyes  within :  and  they  rest  not  day  and  night, 
saying,  Holy,  holy,  holy,  Lord  God  Almighty,  which  was,  aud  is,  and 
is  to  come. 

9  And  when  those  beasts  give  glory  and  honour  and  thanks  to 
him  that  sat  on  the  throne,  who  liveth  for  ever  and  ever, 

ID  The  four  and  twenty  elders  fall  down  before  him  that  sat  on 
the  throne,  and  worship  him  that  liveth  for  ever  and  ever,  and  cast 
their  crowns  before  the  throne,  saying, 

11  Thou  art  worthy,  (!)  Lord,  to  receive  glory  and  honour  and 
power :  for  thou  hast  created  all  things,  and  for  thy  pleasure  they  are 
and  were  created. 


CHAPTER  V. 

1  The  book  sealed  with  seven  teals :  5)  which  only  the.  Lamb  that  was  slain  is 
worthy  to  open.  12  Therefore  the  elders  praise  Aim ,  ii  and  wnfcss  that  he  redeemed 
them  with  his  blood. 

AND  I  saw'  in  the  right  hand  of  him  that  sat  oil  the  throne  a 
book  written  within  and  on  the  back  side,  scaled  with  Beven 

seals. 

2  And  I  saw  a  strong  angel  proclaiming  with  a  loud  voice.  Who 
is  worthy  to  open  the  book,  and  to  loose  the  seals  thereof  ? 

3  And  no  man  in  heaven,  nor  in  earth,  neither  under  the  earth, 
was  able  to  open  the  book,  neither  to  look  thereon. 

4  And  I  wept  much,  because  no  man  was  found  worthy  to  open 
and  to  read  the  book,  neither  to  look  thereon. 

5  And  one  of  the  elders  saith  unto  me,  Weep  not:  behold,  the 
Lion  of  the  tribe  of  Juda,  the  Hoot  of  David,  hath  prevailed  to  open 
the  book,  and  to  loose  the  seven  seals  thereof. 

G  And  I  beheld,  and  lo,  in  the  midst  of  the  throne  and  of  the 
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four  beasts,  and  in  the  midst  of  the  elders,  stood  a  Lamb  as  it  had 
beou  slain,  having  seven  horns,  and  seven  eyes,  which  are  the  seven 
Spirits  of  (iod  sent  forth  into  all  the  earth. 

7  And  he  camo  and  took  the  book  out  of  the  right  hand  of  him 
that,  sat  upon  the  throne. 

8  And  when  lie  had  taken,  the  book,  the  four  beasts  and  four  and 
twenty  elders  fell  down  before  the  Lamb,  having  every  one  of  them 
harps,  and  golden  vials  full  of  odours,  which  are  the  prayers  of  saints. 

1)  And  they  sung  a  new  song,  saying,  Thou  art  worthy  to  take  the 
book,  and  to  open  the  seals  thereof :  for  thou  wast.  slain,  and  hast 
redeemed  us  to  God  by  thy  blood  out  of  every  kindred,  and  tongue, 
and  people,  and  nation ; 

10  And  hast  made  us  unto  our  God  kings  and  priests;  and  we 
shall  reign  on  the  earth. 

11  And  I  beheld,  and  T  heard  the  voice  of  many  angels  round 
about  the  tluone,  and  the  beasts,  and  the  elders :  and  the  number 
of  them  was  ten  thousand  times  ten  thousand ,  and  thousands  of  thou¬ 
sands; 

I'J  Saying  with  a  loud  voice,  Worthy  is  the  Lamb  that  was  slain 
to  receive  power,  and  riches,  and  wisdom,  and  strength,  and  honour, 
and  glory,  and  blessing. 

13  And  eveiy  creature  which  is  in  heaven,  and  on  the  earth,  and 
under  the  earth,  and  such  as  are  in  the  sea,  and  all  that  are  in 
them,  heard  I  saying,  Blessing,  and  honour,  and  glory,  and  poicert 
lie  unto  him  that  sitteth  upon  the  throne,  and  unto  the  Lamb  for 

ever  and  ever. 

14  And  the  fonr  beasts  said,  Amen.  And  the  four  and  twenty 
elders  fell  down  and  worshipped  him  that  liveth  for  ever  and  ever. 


CHAPTER  VI. 


1  The  opening  of  the  seals  in  order,  and  what  followed  thereupon,  containing  a 
prophecy  to  the  end  of  the  world. 


AND  1  saw  when  the  Lamb  opened  one  of  the  seals,  and  I  heard, 
as  it  were  the  noise  of  thunder,  one  of  the  four  beasts  saying, 
Come  and  see. 

2  And  I  saw,  and  behold  a  white  horse :  and  he  that  sat  on  him 
had  a  bow ;  and  a  crown  was  given  unto  him :  and  he  went  forth 

conquering,  and  to  conquer. 

3  And  when  he  had  opened  the  second  seal,  I  heard  the  second 
beast  say,  Come  and  see. 

4  And  there  went  out  another  horse  that  was  red:  and  power  was 
given  to  him  that  sat  thereon  to  take  peace  from  the  earth,  and  that 
they  should  kill  one  another :  and  there  was  given  unto  him  a  great 
sword. 

a  And  when  he  had  opened  the  third  seal,  I  heard  the  third  beast 
say,  Come  and  see.  And  I  beheld,  and  lo  a  black  horse ;  and  he 
that  sat  on  him  had  a  pair  of  balances  in  his  hand. 
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6  And  I  heard  a  voice  in  the  midst  of  the  four  beasts  sav.  a 
measure  of  wheat  for  a  penny,  and  three  measures  of  barley  for  a 
penny  5  and  see  thou  hurt  not  the  oil  and  the  wine. 

7  And  when  he  had  opened  the  fourth  seal,  I  heard  the  voice  of 
the  fourth  beast  say,  Come  and  see. 

8  And  I  looked,  and  behold,  a  pale  horse :  and  his  name  that  sat 
on  him  was  Death,  and  Hell  followed  with  him.  And  power  was 
given  unto  them  over  the  fourth  part  of  the  earth,  to  kill  with  sword, 
and  with  hunger,  and  with  death,  and  with  the  beasts  of  the  earth. 

9  And  when  he  had  opened  the  fifth  seal,  I  saw  under  the  altar  the 
souls  of  them  that  were  slain  for  the  word  of  God,  and  for  the  testi¬ 
mony  which  they  held : 

1.0  And  they  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  How  long,  0  Lord, 
holy  and  true,  dost  thou  not  judge  and  avenge  our  blood  on  them 
that  dwell  on  the  earth  ? 

11  And  white  robes  were  given  unto  every  one  of  them;  and  it 
was  said  unto  them,  that  they  should  reBt  yet  for  a  little  season, 
until  their  fellow  servants  also  and  their  brethren,  that  should  be 
killed  aa  they  were,  should  be  fulfilled. 

12  And  I  beheld  when  he  had  opened  the  sixth  seal,  and,  lo,  there 
was  a  great  earthquake ;  and  the  sun  became  black  as  sackcloth  of 
hair,  and  the  moon  became  as  blood ; 

13  And  the  stars  of  heaven  fell  to  the  earth,  even  as  a  %  tree 

casteth  her  untimely  figs,  when  she  is  shaken  of  a  mighty  wind. 

14  And  the  heaven  departed  as  a  scroll  when  it  is  rolled  together ; 
and  every  mountain  and  island  were  moved  out  of  their  places. 

15  And  the  kings  of  the  earth,  and  the  great  men,  and  the  rich 
men,  and  the  chief  captains,  and  the  mighty  men,  and  every  bond 
man,  and  every  free  man,  hid  themselves  in  the  dens  and  in  the  rocks 
of  the  mountains ; 

16  And  said  to  the  mountains  and  rocks,  Fall  on  us,  and  hide  us 
from  the  face  of  him  that  sitteth  on  the  throne,  and  from  the  wrath 
of  the  Lamb : 

17  For  the  great  day  of  his  wrath  is  come;  and  who  shall  be  able 
to  stand  ? 

CHAPTER  VII. 


3  An  angel  sealeth  the  servants  of  God  in  their  foreheads.  4  The  number  of  them 
that  were  sealed:  of  the  tribes  of  Israel  a  certain  number .  0  Of  all  other  nations  an 
himunerabte  multitude^  which  stand  be/ow  the  throne ,  clad  in  white  robes,  and  palms 
in  their  hands .  14  Their  robes  were  washed  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb. 

AND  after  these  things  I  saw  four  angels  standing  on  the  four 
corners  of  the  earth,  holding  the  four  winds  of  the  earth,  that 
the  wind  should  not  blow  on  the  earth,  nor  on  the  sea,  nor  on  any 
tree. 

2  And  I  saw  another  angel  ascending  from  the  eaBt,  having  the 
seal  of  the  living  God :  ami  he  cried  with  a  loud  voice  to  the  four 
angels,  to  whom  it  was  given  to  hurt  the  earth  and  the  sea, 
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3  Saying,  Hurl  not  the  earth,  neither  the  sea,  nor  t-lie  trees,  till 
we  have  scaled  the  servants  of  onr  God  in  their  foreheads, 

4  And  I  heard  the  number  of  them  which  were  sealed:  and  there 
were  sealed  a  hundred  and  forty  and  four  thousand  of  all  the  tribes 
of  the  children  of  Israel. 

o  Of  the  tribe  of  Juda  were  sealed  twelve  thousand.  Of  the  tribe 
of  Reuben  were  sealed  twelve  thousand.  Of  the  tribe  of  6rad  were 
scaled  twelve  thousand. 

6  Of  the  tribe  of  Aser  were  scaled  twelve  thousand.  Of  the  tribe 
of  Nephthulim  were  sealed  twelve  thousand.  Of  the  tribe  of  Ma- 
nasites  were  sealed  twelve  thousand. 

7  Of  the  tribe  of  Simeon  were  sealed  twelve  thonsand.  Of  the 
trihe  of  Lem  were  sealed  twelve  thousand.  Of  the  tribe  of  Issachar 
were  sealed  twelve  thousand. 

8  Of  the  tribe  of  Zabulon  were  sealed  twelve  thousand.  Of  the 
tribe  of  Joseph  were  sealed  twelve  thousand.  Of  the  tribe  of  Benja¬ 
min  were  sealed  twelve  thousand. 

0  After  this  1  beheld,  and,  lo,  a  great  multitude,  which  no  man 
could  number,  of  all  nations,  and  kindreds,  and  people,  and  tongues, 
stood  before  the  throne,  and  before  the  Lamb,  clothed  with  white 
robes,  and  palms  in  their  hands ; 

10  And  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  Salvation  to  our  God, 
which  sitteth  upon  the  throne,  and  unto  the  Lamb . 

1 1  And  all  the  angels  stood  round  about  the  throne,  and  about  the 
elders  and  the  four  beasts,  and  fell  bofore  the  throne  on  their  faces, 
and  worshipped  God, 

12  Saying,  Amen:  Blessing,  and  glory,  and  wisdom,  and  thanks¬ 
giving,  and  honour,  and  power,  and  might,  be  unto  our  God  for  ever 

and  ever.  Amen. 

13  And  one  of  the  elders  answered,  saying  unto  me,  What  are 
these  which  arc  arrayed  in  white  robes  7  and  whence  came  they  ? 

14  And  I  said  unto  him,  Sir,  thou  knowest.  And  he  said  to  me, 
These  are  they  which  came  out  of  great  tribulation,  and  have  washed 
their  robes,  and  made  them  white  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb. 

1  <5  Therefore  are  they  before  the  throne  of  God,  and  serve  him  day 
and  night  in  liis  temple :  and  he  that  sitteth  on  the  throne  shall  dwell 
among  them. 

16  They  shall  hunger  no  more,  neither  thirst  any  more;  neither 
shall  the  sun  light  on  them,  nor  any  beat. 

17  For  the  Lamb  which,  is  in  the  midst  of  the  throne  shall  feed 
them,  and  shall  lead  them  unto  living  fountains  of  waters :  and  God 
shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from  their  eyes. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

1  At  the  opening  of  the  seventh  seal,  2  seven  angels  had  seven  trumpets  given  than. 
fi  Four  of  them  sound  their  trumpets,  and  great  plagues  follow.  3  Another  angel 
putteth  incense  to  the  prayers  of  the  saints  on  Uia  golden  altar. 
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AND  when  ho  had  opened  the  seventh  seal,  there  was  silence  in 
heaven  about  the  space  of  half  an  hour. 

2  And  I  saw  the  seven  angels  which  stood  before  God;  and  to 
them  were  given  seven  trumpets. 

!i  And  another  angel  came  and  stood  at  the  altar,  having  a  golden 
oenser ;  and  there  was  given  unto  him  much  incense,  that  he  should 
offer  it  with  the  prayers  of  all  saints  upon  the  golden  altar  which  was 
l»ef ore  the  throne. 

4  And  the  smoke  of  the  incense,  which  came  with  the  prayers  of 
the  saints,  ascended  up  before  God  out  of  the  angel’s  hand. 

5  And  the  angel  took  the  censer,  and  filled  it  with  fire  of  the 
altar,  and  oast  it  into  the  earth:  and  there  were  voices,  and  thunder- 
ings,  and  lightnings,  and  an  earthquake. 

6  And  the  seven  angels  which  had  the  seven  trumpets  prepared 
themselves  to  sound. 

7  The  first  angel  sounded,  and  there  followed  hail  and  tire  mingled 
with  blood,  aud  they  were  east  upon  t.he  earth :  and  the  third  part 
of  trees  was  burnt  up,  and  all  green  grass  was  burnt  up. 

8  And  the  second  angel  sounded,  and  as  it  were  a  great,  mountain 
burning  with  fire  was  east  into  the  sea:  and  the  third  part  of  the 
sea  became  blood ; 

9  And  the  third  .part  of  the  creatures  which  were  in  the  sea,  and 
had  life,  died;  and  the  third  part  of  the  ships  were  destroyed. 

10  And  the  third  angel  sounded,  and  there  fell  a  great  star  from 
heaven,  burning  as  it  wore  a  lamp,  and  it  fell  upon  the  third  part  of 
the  rivers,  and  upon  the  fountains  of  waters; 

11  And  the  name  of  the  star  is  called  Wormwood :  and  the  third 
part  of  the  waters  became  wormwood ;  and  many  men  died  of  the 
waters,  because  they  were  made  bitter. 

12  And  the  fourth  angel  sounded,  and  the  third  part,  of  t.he  smi 
was  smitten,  and  the  third  part  of  the  moon,  and  the  third  part  »>r 
the  stars;  so  as  the  third  part  of  them  was  darkened,  and  the  day 
shone  not  for  a  third  part  of  it,  and  the  night  likewise. 

IS  And  1  beheld,  and  heard  an  angel  flying  through  the  midst  of 
heaven,  saying  with  a  loud  voice,  Woe,  me,  woe,  to  the  inluibUors 
of  the  earth  by  reason  of  the  other  voices  of  the  trumpet  of  the  three 
angels,  which  are  yet  to  sound ! 

CHAPTER  IX. 

1  At  the  sounding  of  the  fifth  anf/rl,  a  »tar  fttilHh  from  hewm,  to  whom  yh'*  ** 
the  key  of  the  bottomless  pit.  *  2  He  openeih  the  pit,  ami  them  eonte  forth  locttsis  lil*’ 
scorpions,  12  The  fret  woe  past,  13  The  sixth  trumpet  sonnilcth/  14  Four  amp- Is 
nr s?  let  loose,  that  were  bound . 

\  Nl)  the  fifth  angel  sounded,  and  I  saw  a  star  fall  from  heaven 
rl.  unto  the  earth :  and  to  him  was  given  the  key  of  the  bottom¬ 
less  pit. 

2  And  he  opened  the  bottomless  pit;  and  there  arose  n  smoke  out 
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of  the  pit,  as  the  smoke  of  a  great  furnace ;  and  the  sun  and  the  air 
were  darkened  by  reason  of  the  smoko  of  the  pit. 

.'I  And  there  came  out  of  the  smoke  locusts  upon  the  earth :  anil 
unto  them  was  given  power,  as  the  scorpions  of  the  earth  have  power. 

4  And  it  was  commanded  them  that  they  should  not  hurt  the 
grass  of  the  earth,  neither  any  green  thing,  neither  any  tree;  but 
only  those  men  which  have  not  the  seal  of  God  in  their  foreheads. 

5  And  to  them  it  was  given  that  they  should  not  kill  them,  hut 
that  they  should  he  tormented  five  months:  and  their  torment  was 
as  the  torment  of  a  scorpion,  when  he  slriketh  a  man. 

(i  And  in  those  days  shall  men  seek  death,  and  shall  not  find  it; 
and  shall  desire  to  die,  and  death  shall  flee  from  them. 

7  Ami  the  shapes  of  the  locusts  were  like  unto  horses  prepared 
unto  battle;  ami  on  their  heads  were  as  it  were  crowns  like  gold,  and 
their  faces  wore  as  the  faces  of  men. 

8  And  they  hail  hair  as  the  liair  of  women,  and  their  teeth  were 
as  the  teeth  of  lions. 

9  And  they  had  breastplates,  as  it  wore  breastplates  of  iron ;  and 
the  sound  of  their  wings  was  as  the  sound  of  chariots  of  many  hones 
running  to  battle. 

10  Ami  they  had  tails  like  unto  scorpions,  and  there  wore  stings  in 
their  tails :  and  their  power  was  to  hurt  men  live  months. 

1 1  And  they  had  a  king  over  them,  which  is  the  angel  of  the  bot¬ 
tomless  pit,  whose  name  in  the  Hebrew  tongue  is  Abaddon,  but  iu  the 
Greek  tongue  hath  his  name  Apollyou. 

1?  One  won  is  past ;  and,  behold,  there  come  two  woes  more  here- 
after. 

13  And  the  sixth  angel  sounded,  and  I  heard  a  voice  from  the  four 
horns  of  the  golden  altar  which  is  before  God, 

14  Saying  to  the  sixth  angel  which  had  the  trumpet,  Loose  the 
four  angels  which  arc  bound  in  the  great  river  Euphrates. 

ir>  And  the  four  angels  were  loosed,  which  were  prepared  for  an 
hour,  and  a  day,  and  a  month,  and  a  year,  for  to  slay  the  third  part 
of  men. 

I<>  And  the  number  of  the  army  of  the  horsemen  were  two  hun¬ 
dred  thousand  thousand :  and  I  heard  the  number  of  them. 

17  And  thus  T  saw  the  horses  in  the  vision,  and  them  that  sat  on 
them,  having  breastplates  of  fire,  and  of  jacinth,  and  brimstone :  and 
the  bends  of  t-lie  horses  were  as  the  heads  of  Hons;  and  out  of  their 
mouths  issued  fire  and  smoke  and  brimstone. 

1 8  Bv  these  three  was  the  third  part  of  men  killed,  by  the  fire, 
ami  by  the  smoke,  and  by  the  brimstone,  which  issued  out  of  their 
mouths. 

19  For  their  power  is  in  their  month,  and  in  their  tails:  for  tlieir 
tails  were  like  unto  serpents,  and  had  heads,  and  with  them  they  do 
hurt. 

20  And  the  rest  of  the  men  which  wore  not  killed  by  these  plagues 
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yet  repented  not  of  the  works  of  tlieir  hands,  that  they  should  not. 
worship  devils,  and  idols  of  gold,  and  silver,  and  brass,  and  stone, 
and  of  wood ;  which  neither  can  see,  nor  hear,  nor  walk : 

21  Neither  repented  they  of  their  murders  nor  of  their  sorceries 
nor  of  their  fornication ,  nor  of  their  thefts. 

CHAPTER  X. 

1  A  mighty  strong  angel  appeared  with  a  book  open  in  his  hand.  6  He  swear* th 
by  him  that  liveth  for  ever ,  that  there  shall  be  no  more  time .  9  John  is  commanded 
to  take  and  eat  the  book • 

AND  I  saw  another  mighty  angel  come  down  from  heaven, 
clothed  with  a  cloud:  and  a  rainbow  was  upon  his  head, 
and  his  face  was  as  it  were  the  sun,  and  his  feet  as  pillars  of  fire : 

2  And  he  had  in  his  hand  a  little  book  open:  and  he  set  his  right 
foot  upon  the  sea,  and  his  left  foot  on  the  earth, 

3  And  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  as  when  a  lion  roareth :  and  when 
he  had  cried,  seven  thunders  uttered  their  voices. 

4  And  when  the  seven  thunders  had  uttered  their  voices,  I  was 
about  to  write :  and  X  heard  a  voice  from  heaven  saying  unto  me. 
Seal  up  those  things  whioh  the  seven  thunders  uttered,  and  write 
them  not. 

5  And  the  angel  which  I  saw  stand  upon  the  sea  and  upon  the 
earth  lifted  up  his  hand  to  heaven, 

6  And  sware  by  him  that  liveth  for  ever  and  ever,  who  created 
heaven,  and  the  things  that  therein  are,  and  the  earth,  and  the 
things  that  therein  are,  and  the  sea.  and  the  things  which  are 
therein,  that  there  should  be  time  no  longer : 

7  But  in  the  clays  of  the  voice  of  the  seventh  angel,  when  he  shall 
begin  to  sound,  the  mystery  of  God  should  be  finished,  as  he  hath 
declared  to  his  servants  the  prophets. 

8  And  the  voice  which  I  heard  from  heaven  spake  unto  me  again, 
and  said,  Go  and  take  the  little  book  which  i3  open  in  the  hand  of 
the  angel  which  standeth  upon  the  sea  and  upon  the  earth. 

9  And  I  went  unto  the  angel,  and  said  unto  him,  Give  me  the 
little  book.  And  he  said  unto  me,  Take  it,  and  eat  it  up ;  and  it 
shall  make  thy  belly  bitter,  but  it  shall  be  in  thy  mouth  sweet  as 
honey. 

IjO  And  I  took  the  little  book  out  of  the  angel’s  hand,  and  ah'  it 
up ;  and  it  was  in  my  mouth  sweet  as  honey :  and  as  soon  as  I  had 
eaten  it,  my  belly  was  bitter. 

11  And  he  said  unto  me,  Thou  must  prophesy  again  before  many 
peoples,  and  nations,  and  tongues,  and  kings. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

3  The  two  witnesses  prophesy *  0  They  have  newer  to  shut  heaven^  that  it  rain  not . 
7  The  beast  shall  tight  against  them ,  <tnd  kill  them.  8  Ihey  lie  unhurleiL  11  i#nrif 
after  three  days  aiiti  a  half  rise  again .  14  The  second  woe  is  past .  15  Th*  seventh 
trumpet  soundeth > 
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AN  I)  there  was  given  me  a  reed  like,  unto  a  rod :  and  the  angel 
stood,  saying,  Rise,  and  measure  the  temple  of  God,  and  the 
altar,  and  them  that  worship  therein. 

2  But  the  court  which  is  without  the  temple  leave  out,  and  meas¬ 
ure  it  not ;  for  it  is  given  unto  the  Gentiles:  and  the  holy  city  shall 
they  tread  under  foot  forty  and  two  months. 

3  Aud  I  will  give  power  unto  my  two  witnesses,  and  they  shall 

prophesy  a  thousand  two  hundred  and  threescore  days,  clothed  in 
sackcloth. 

4  These  are  the  two  olive  trees,  and  the  two  candlesticks  standing 
before  the  God  of  the  earth. 

5  And  if  any  man  will  hurt  them,  fire  proeeedeth  out  of  their 
mouth,  and  devoureth  their  enemies:  and  if  any  man  will  hurt 

them,  lm  must  in  this  manner  he  killed. 

* 

C  These  have  power  to  shut  heaven,  that  it  rain  not  in  the  days  of 
their  prophecy :  and  have  power  over  waters  to  turn  them  to  blood, 
and  to  smite  the  earth  with  all  plagues  as  often  as  they  will. 

7  Aud  when  they  shall  have  finished  their  testimony,  the  beast 
that  ascendetk  out  of  the  bottomless  pit  shall  make  war  against 
them,  and  shall  overcome  them,  and  kill  them. 

8  And  their  dead  bodies  shall  lie  in  the  street  of  the  great  city, 
which  spiritually  is  called  Sodom  and  Egypt,  where  also  our  lord 
was  crucified. 

9  And  they  of  the  people  and  kindreds  and  tongues  and  nations 
shall  see  their  dead  bodies  three  days  aud  a  half,  and  shall  not  suf¬ 
fer  their  dead  bodies  to  be  put  in  graves. 

10  And  they  that  dwell  upon  the  earth  shall  rejoice  over  them, 
and  make  merry,  and  shall  send  gifts  one  to  another ;  because  these 
two  prophets  tormented  them  that  dwelt  on  the  earth. 

11  And  after  three  days  and  a  half  the  Spirit  of  life  from  God 
entered  into  them,  and  they  stood  upon  their  feet;  aud  great  fear  fell 
upon  them  which  saw  them. 

1 2  And  they  heard  a  great  voice  from  heaven  saying  unto  them, 
Come  up  hither.  And  they  ascended  up  to  heaven  in  a  cloud ;  aud 
their  enemies  beheld  them. 

13  Aud  the  same  hour  was  there  a  great  earthquake,  and  the  tenth 
part  of  the  city  fell,  aud  in  the  earthquake  were  slain  of  men  seven 
thousand:  and  the  remnant  were  affrighted,  and  gave  glory  to  the 
God  of  heaven. 

M  The  second  woe  is  past;  and,  behold,  the  third  woe  cometh 

quickly. 

15  And  the  seventh  angel  sounded;  and  there  were  groat  voices 
in  heaven,  saying,  The  kingdoms  of  this  world  are  become  the  king¬ 
doms  of  our  Lord,  mid  of  his  Christ ;  and  lie  shall  reign  for  ever  and 

ever. 

1C  And  the  four  aud  twenty  elders,  which  s;ii  before  God  on  their 
scats,  fell  upon  their  faces,  and  worshipped  God. 
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17  Saying,  We  give  thee  thanks,  0  Lord  God  Almighty,  which  art. 
and  vast,  and  art  to  come ;  because  thou  hast  taken  to  thee  thy  great 
power,  and  hast  reigned. 

.18  And  the  nations  were  angry,  and  thy  wrath  is  come,  and  the 
time  of  the  dead,  that  they  should  lie  judged,  and  that  thou  shoukl- 
est  give  reward  unto  thy  servants  the  prophets,  and  to  the  saints,  and 
them  that  fear  thy  name,  small  and  great ;  and  shouldcst  destroy  them 
which  destroy  the  earth. 

19  And  the  temple  of  God  was  opened  in  heaven,  and  there  was 
seen  in  his  temple  the  ark  of  his  testament:  and  there  were  light¬ 
nings,  and  voices,  and  thunderings,  and  an  earthquake,  and  great  hail. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

1  A  woman  clothed  with  the  sun  travaiieth.  4  The  great  red  dragon  standeth  hr. 
fore  her,  ready  to  devour  her  child:  li  when  she  teas  delivered  she  /teeth  into  the 
wilderness.  7  Michael  and  his  angels  fight  with  the  dragon ,  and  prevail.  1-5  The 
dragon  being  cast  down  into  the  earth,  persecuteth  the  woman. 

AND  there  appeared  a  great  wonder  in  heaven ;  a  woman  clothed 
with  the  sun,  and  the  moon  under  her  feet,  and  upon  iter  head 
a  crown  of  twelve  stars : 

2  And  she  being  with  child  cried,  travailing  in  birth,  and  pained 
to  be  delivered. 

3  And  there  appeared  another  wonder  in  heaven ;  and  behold  :i 
great  red  dragon,  having  seven  heads  and  ten  horns,  and  seven 
crowns  upon  his  heads. 

4  And  his  tail  drew  the  third  part  of  the  stars  of  heaven,  anti  did 
cast  them  to  the  earth:  and  the  dragon  stood  before  the  woman 
which  was  ready  to  bo  delivered,  for  to  devour  her  child  as  soon  as 
it  was  born. 

5  And  she  brought  forth  a  man  child,  who  was  to  rule  all  nations 
with  a  rod  of  iron:  and  her  child  was  caught  up  unto  God,  and  to 
his  throne. 

G  And  the  woman  fled  into  the  wilderness,  where  she  hath  a  place 
prepared  of  God,  that  they  should  feed  her  there  a  thousand  two 
hundred  and  threescore  davs; 

V  * 

7  And  there  was  war  in  heaven :  Michael  and  his  angels  fought 
against  the  dragon;  and  the  dragon  fought  and  his  angels, 

8  And  prevailed  not;  neither  was  their  place  found  any  more  in 
heaven. 

9  And  the  great  dragon  was  cast  out,  that  old  serpent,  called  the 
Devil,  and  Satan,  which  deoeiveth  the  whole  world :  he  was  east  out 
into  the  earth,  and  his  angels  were  east  out  with  him. 

10  And  I  heard  a  loud  voice  saying  in  heaven,  Now  is  come  salva¬ 
tion,  and  strength,  and  the  kingdom  of  our  God,  and  the  power  of 
his  Christ:  for  the  accuser  of  our  brethren  is  cast  down,  which 

r 

accused  them  before  our  God  tiny  ami  niyhl . 

11  And  they  overcame  him  by  the  blood  of  the  Lamb,  and  by  t  he 
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word  of  fchfii*  testimony;  and  they  loved  not  their  lives  unto  the 
death. 

112  Therefore  rejoice,  ye  heavens,  and  yo  that  dwell  in  them.  Woe 
to  the  inhibitors  of  the  earth  and  of  the  sea/  for  the  devil  is  come 
down  unio  you,  having  great  wrath,  because  he  knoweth  that  lie  hath 
but  a  short  time. 

Vi  And  when  the  dragon  saw  that  he  was  cast  unto  the  earth,  he 
persecuted  the  woman  which  brought  forth  the  man  child. 

14  And  to  the  woman  were  given  two  wings  of  a  great  eagle,  that 
she  might  fly  into  the  wilderness,  into  her  place,  wheve  she  is 
nourished  for  a  time,  and  times,  and  half  a  time,  from  the  face  of 
the  serpent. 

1 5  A  nd  the  serpent  cast  out  of  his  mouth  water  as  a  flood  after 
the  woman,  that  he  might  canse  her  to  be  carried  away  of  the  flood. 

10  And  the  earth  helped  the  woman ;  and  the  earth  opened  her 
mouth,  and  swallowed  up  the  flood  which  the  dragon  cast  out  of  his 
mouth. 

17  And  the  dragon  was  wroth  with  the  woman,  and  went  to  make 
war  with  the  remnant  of  her  seed,  which  keep  the  commandments 
of  God,  and  have  the  testimony  of  J  esus  Christ. 

CHAPTER  XIII. 

1  A  beaut  riseth  out  of  the  sea  with  seven  heads  and  ten  horns ,  to  whom  the  dragon 
gimth  his  power.  11  Another  beast  cometk  up  nut  of  the  earth:  14  caiunUh  an  image 
to  h»  made  of  the.  former  beast,  15  and  that  men  should  worship  it,  IS  and  receive  his 
mark. 

AND  I  stood  upon  the  sand  of  the  sea,  and  saw  a  beast  rise  up 
out  of  the  sea,  having  seven  heads  and  ten  horns,  and  upon 
his  horns  ten  crowns,  and  upon  his  heads  the  name  of  blasphemy. 

2  And  the  beast  which  1  saw  was  like  unto  a  leopard,  and  his  feet 
were  as  the  feet  of  a  bear,  and  his  mouth  as  the  mouth  of  a  lion : 
and  the  dragon  gave  him  bis  power,  and  liis  seat,  and  great  authority. 

i>  And  1  saw  one  of  his  heads  as  it  were  wounded  to  death;  and 
his  deadly  wound  was  healed:  and  all  the  world  wondered  after  the 
beast. 

1  And  they  worshipped  the  dragon  which  gave  power  unto  the 
beast:  and  they  worshipped  the  beast,  saying,  Who  is  like  unto  the 
beast  ?  who  is  able  to  make  war  with  him  ? 

ii  And  there  was  given  unto  him  a  mouth  speaking  great  things 
and  blasphemies:  and  power  was  given  unto  hun  to  continue  forty 
(inti  tv'<)  months. 

0  Ami  he  ojjencd  his  mouth  in  blasphemy  against  God,  to  blas¬ 
pheme  his  name,  and  his  tabernacle,  and  them  that  dwell  in  heaven. 

7  And  it  was  given  unto  him  to  make  war  with  the  saints,  and  to 
overcome  them :  and  power  was  given  him  over  all  kindreds,  and 
tongues,  and  nations. 

8  Anil  all  that  dwell  upon  the  earth  shall  worship  him,  whose 
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names  are  not  written  in  the  buck  of  life  of  the  Lamb  slain  from 
the  foundation  of  the  world. 

9  If  any  man  have  an  ear,  let  him  hear. 

10  He  that  leadeth  into  captivity  shall  go  into  captivity:  he  that 
killeth  with  the  sword  must  be  killed  with  the  sword.  Here  is  the 
patience  and  the  faith  of  the  saints. 

11  And  I  beheld  another  beast  coming  up  out  of  the  earth;  and 
he  had  two  horns  like  a  lamb,  and  he  spake  as  a  dragon. 

12  And  he  exeroiseth  all  the  power  of  the  first  beast  before  him, 
and  causeth  the  earth  and  them  which  dwell  therein  to  worship  the 
first  beast,  whose  deadly  wound  was  healed. 

13  And  he  doeth  great  wonders,  so  that  he  raaketh  fire  come  down 
from  heaven  on  the  earth  in  the  sight  of  men, 

14  And  deceiveth  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth  by  the  means  of 
those  miracles  which  he  had  power  to  do  in  the  sight  of  the  beast: 
saying  to  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth,  that  they  should  make  an 
image  to  the  beast,  which  had  the  wound  by  a  sword,  and  did  live. 

15  And  he  had  power  to  give  life  unto  the  image  of  the  beast, 
that  the  image  of  the  beast  should  both  speak ,  and  cause  that  as 
many  as  would  not  worship  the  image  of  the  beast  should  be  killed. 

16  And  he  causeth  all,  both  small  and  great,  rich  and  poor,  free 
and  bond,  to  receive  a  mark  in  their  right  hand,  or  in  their  foreheads: 

17  And  that  no  man  might  buy  or  sell,  save  he  that  had  the  mark, 
or  the  name  of  the  beast,  or  the  number  of  his  name. 

18  Here  is  wisdom.  Let  him  that  hath  understanding  count  the 
number  of  the  beast ;  for  it  is  the  number  of  a  man ;  and  his  number 
is  Six  hundred  threescore  end  six. 

CHAPTER  XIV. 

1  The  Lamb  standing  on  mount  Sion  with  his  company.  6  An  angel  preaeheth 
the  gospel.  8  The  fall  of  Babylon.  15  The  harvest  of  the  world,  and  putting  in  of 
the  sickle.  20  The  vintage  and  winepress  of  the  wrath  of  God. 

AND  I  looked,  and,  lo,  a  Lamb  stood  on  the  mount  Sion,  and 
with  him  a  hundred  forty  and  four  thousand,  having  his 
Father’s  name  writteu  in  their  foreheads. 

2  And  I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven,  as  the  voice  of  many  waters, 
and  as  the  voice  of  a  great  thunder:  and  I  heard  the  voice  of  harpera 
harping  with  their  harps: 

3  And  they  sung  as  it  were  a  new  song  before  the  throne,  and 
before  the  four  beasts,  and  the  elders;  and  no  man  could  learn  that 
song  but  the  hundred  and  forty  and  four  thousand,  which  wen* 
redeemed  from  the  earth. 

4  These  are  they  which  were  not  defiled  with  women ;  for  they 
are  virgins.  These  are  they  which  follow  the  Lamb  hither soewr 
he  goetli.  These  were  redeemed  from  among  men,  being  the  first- 
fruits  unto  Cod  and  to  the  Lamb.

5  Ami  in  tlicir  month  was  found  no  guile:  for  they  are  without 
fault  before  the  throne  of  God. 

I)  And  I  saw  another  angel  fly  in  the  midst  of  heaven,  having 
the  everlasting  goBpel  to  preach  unto  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth, 
and  to  every  nation,  and  kindred,  and  tongue,  and  people, 

7  Saying  with  a  loud  voice,  Fear  God,  and  give  glory  to  Mtti  j  for 
the  hour  of  his  judgment  is  come:  and  worship  him  that  made 

heaven,  and  earth,  and  the  sea,  and  the  fountains  of  waters. 

8  And  there  followed  another  angel,  saying,  Babylon  is  fallen,  is 
fallen,  that  great  city,  because  she  made  all  nations  drink  of  the 
wine  of  the  wrath  of  her  fornication. 

1)  And  the  third  angel  followed  them,  saying  with  a  loud  voice,  If 
any  man  worship  the  beast  and  his  image,  and  receive  his  mark  in 
his  forehead,  or  in  his  hand, 

10  The  same  shall  drink  of  the  wine  of  the  wrath  of  Qod,  which 
is  poured  out  without  mixture  into  the  cup  of  his  indignation ;  and 
lie  shall  be  tormented  with  fire  and  brimstone  in  the  presence  of  the 
holy  angels,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  Lamb : 

1 1  And  the  smoke  of  their  torment  ascendeth  up  for  ever  and  ever : 
and  they  have  no  rest  day  nor  night,  who  worship  the  beast  and  his 
image,  and  whosoever  reeeivetli  the  mark  of  his  name. 

1 2  Here  is  the  patience  of  the  saints :  here  are  they  that  keep  the 
commandments  of  God,  and  the  faith  of  Jesus. 

13  And  I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven  sayiug  unto  me,  Write, 
Blessed  are  the  dead  which  die  in  the  Lord  from  henceforth :  Yea, 
saith  the  Spirit,  that  they  may  rest  from  their  labours ;  Mid  their 
works  do  follow  them. 

14  And  I  looked,  and  behold  a  white  cloud,  and  upon  t.he  cloud 
one  sat  like  unto  the  Son  of  man,  having  on  his  head  a  golden  crown, 
and  in  liis  hand  a  sharp  slokle. 

15  And  another  angel  came  out  of  the  temple,  crying  with  a  loud 
voice  to  him  that  sat  on  the  cloud,  Thrust  in  thy  sickle,  and  reap: 
for  the  time  is  come  for  thee  to  reap ;  for  the  harvest  of  the  earth  is 

t'iye. 

1 6  And  he  that  sal  on  the  cloud  thrust  In  his  sickle  on  the  earth ; 
and  the  earth  was  reaped. 

1 7  And  another  angel  came  out  of  the  temple  which  is  in  heaven, 
lie  also  having  a  sharp  sickle. 

18  And  another  angel  came  out  from  the  altar,  which  had  power 
over  fire ;  and  cried  with  a  loud  cry  to  him  that  had  the  sharp  sickle, 
.saving,  Thrust  in  thy  sharp  sickle,  and  gather  the  clusters  of  the  vine 
of  the  earth ;  for  her  grapes  are  fully  ripe. 

19  And  the  angel  thrust  in  his  sickle  into  the  earth,  and  gathered 
the  vine  of  the  earth,  and  cast,  it  into  the  great  winepress  of  the 
wrath  of  God. 

20  And  the  winepress  was  trodden  without,  the  city,  and  blood 
mine  out  of  the  winepress,  even,  unto  the  horse  bridles,  by  the  space 
ol’  a  thousand  and  six  hundred  furlongs.

1  The  seven  angels  with  the  seven  last  plagues.  3  The  song  gf  them  that  oeereonv 
the  beast.  7  The  seven  vials  f  ull  of  the  icrath  of  Qod. 


AND  I  saw  another  sign  in  ho.  a  von,  great  and  marvellous,  seven 
angels  having  the  seven  last  plagues ;  for  in  them  is  filled  up 
the  wrath  of  God. 

2  And  I  saw  as  it  were  a  sea  of  glass  mingled  with  fire :  and  them 
that  had  gotten  the  victory  over  the  beast,  and  over  his  image,  and 
over  his  mark,  and  over  the  number  of  his  name,  stand  on  the  sea 
of  glass,  having  the  harps  of  God. 

3  And  they  sing  the  song  of  Moses  the  servant  of  God,  and  the 
song  of  the  Lamb,  saying,  Great  and  marvellous  are  thy  works,  Lord 
God  Almighty ;  just  and  true  are  thy  ways,  thou  King  of  sa hits. 

4  Who  shall  not  fear  thee,  0  Lord,  and  glorify  thy  name?  for 
thou  only  art  holy:  for  all  natiotia  shall  come  and  worship  before 
thee  ;  for  thy  judgments  are  made  manifest. 

5  And  after  that  I  looked,  and,  behold,  the  temple  of  the  taber¬ 
nacle  of  the  testimony  in  heaven  was  opened : 

6  And  the  seven  angels  oame  out  of  the  temple,  having  the  seven 
plagues,  clothed  in  pure  and  white  linen,  and  having  their  breasts 
girded  with  golden  girdles. 

7  And  one  of  the  four  beasts  gave  unto  the  seven  angels  seven 
golden  vials  full  of  the  wrath  of  God,  who  livcth  for  ever  ami  ever. 

8  And  the  temple  was  tilled  with  smoke  from  the  glory  of  God, 
and  from  his  power;  and  no  man  was  able  to  enter  into  the  temple, 
til  1  the  seven  plagues  of  the  seven  angels  were  fulfilled. 


CHAPTER  XVI. 


2  Th*,  angels  pour  out  their  vials  full  of  wrath,  (j  The  plagues  that  follow  them- 
upon .  15  Christ  corneth  as  a  thief.  Blessed  am  they  that  watch. 


AND  I  heard  a  great  voice  out  of  the  temple  saying  to  the  seven 
angels,  Go  your  ways,  and  pour  out  the  vials  of  the  wrath,  of 
God  upon  the  earth. 

2  And  the  first  went,  and  poured  out  bis  vial  npon  the  earth ;  end 
there  fell  a  noisome  and  grievous  sore  upon  the  men  which  had  tin- 
mark  of  the  beast,  and  upon  them  which  worshipped  his  image. 

3  And  the  second  angel  poured  out  his  vial  upon  the  sea;  and  it 
became  as  the  blood  of  a  dead  man :  and  every  living  soul  died  in  tin* 
sea. 

4  And  the  third  angel  poured  out  his  vial  upon  the  rivers  and 
fountains  of  waters;  and  they  became  blood. 

o  And  i  heard  the  angel  of  the  waters  say,  Thou  art  righteous.  <  > 
Lord,  which  art,  and  wast,  and  shalt  be,  because  thou  hast  judged 

thus. 

G  For  they  have  shed  the  blood  of  saints  and  prophets,  and  thou 
hast  given  them  blood  to  drink ;  for  they  are  worthy. 
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7  And  T  hoard  another  out  of  the  altar  say,  Sven  bo,  Lord  God 
Almighty,  true  and  righteous  are  thy  judgments. 

8  And  the  fourth  angel  poured  out  his  vial  upon  the  sun;  and 
power  was  given  unto  him  to  scorch  men  with  fire. 

9  And  men  were  scorched  with  great  heat,  and  blasphemed  the 
name  of  God,  which  hath  power  over  these  plagues:  and  t-liey 
repented  not  to  give  him  glory. 

10  And  the  fifth  ungel  poured  out  his  vial  upon  the  seat  of  the 
beast ;  and  his  kingdom  was  full  of  darkness:  and  they  gnawed 
their  tongues  for  pain, 

11  Ami  blasphemed  the  God  of  heaven  because  of  their  pains  and 
their  sores,  and  repented  not  of  their  deeds. 

12  And  the  sixth  angel  poured  out  his  vial  upon  the  great  river 
Euphrates :  and  the  water  thereof  was  dried  up,  that  the  way  of  the 
kings  of  the  east  might  lx*,  prepared. 

l.*5  And  I  saw  three  unclean  spirits  like  frogs  come  out  of  the 
mouth  of  the  dragon,  and  out  of  the  mouth  of  the  beast,  and  out  of 
the  mouth  of  the  false  prophet. 

14  For  they  are  the  spirits  of  devils,  working  miracles,  which  go 
forth  unto  the  kings  of  the  earth  and  of  the  whole  world,  to  gather 
them  to  the  battle  of  that  great  day  of  God  Almighty. 

id  Behold,  X  come  as  a  thief.  Blessed  is  lie  that  watchcth,  and 
kecfieth  his  garments ,  lest  he  walk  naked,  and  they  see  his  shame. 

10  And  he  gathered  them  together  into  a  place  called  in  the 
Hebrew  tongue  Armageddon. 

17  And  the  seventh  angel  poured  out  his  vial  into  the  air;  and 
there  came  a  great  voice  out  of  the  temple  of  heaven,  from  the  throne, 
saying,  It  is  done. 

18  And  there  were  voices,  and  thunders,  and  lightnings;  and  there 
was  a  great  earthquake,  such  as  was  not  since  men  were  upon  the 
earth,  so  mighty  an  earthquake,  and  so  great. 

19  And  the  great  city  was  divided  into  three  parts,  and  the  cities 
of  the  nations  fell:  and  great  Babylon  came  in  remembrance  before 
God,  to  give  unto  her  the  cup  of  the  wine  of  the  fierceness  of  his 
wrath. 

20  And  every  island  fled  away,  and  the  mountains  were  not  found. 

21  And  there  fell  upon  men  a  great  hail  out  of  heaven,  every  stone 
about  the  weight  of  a  talent;  and  men  blasphemed  God  because  of 
the  plague  of  the  hail ;  for  the  plague  thereof  was  exceeding  groat.

3,  4  A  i coman  arrayed  in  purple  and  scarlet ,  with  a  golden  cup  in  her  hand ,  sitteth 
upon  the  beast,  5  frhtch  is  great  Babylon,  the  mother  of  all  abomination*.  9  The 
interpretation  of  the  seven  heads,  12  and  the  ten  horns,  16  The  punishment  of  the 
\rhnre,  14  The  victory  of  the  Lamb. 

AXJ>  there  came  one  of  the  seven  angels  which  hail  the  seven 
.  vials,  and  talked  with  me,  saying  unto  me,  Come  hither;  T  will 
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shew  unto  thee  the  judgment  of  the  great  whore  that  sitteth  upon 

many  watero ; 

2  With  whom  the  kings  of  the  earth  have  committed  fornication, 
and  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  have  been  made  drunk  with  the 
wine  of  her  fornication. 

3  So  he  carried  me  away  in  the  spirit  into  the  wilderness :  and  I 
saw  a  woman  sit  upon  a  scarlet  coloured  beast,  full  of  names  of 
blasphemy,  having  seven  heads  and  ten  horns. 

4  And  the  woman  was  arrayed  in  purple  and  scarlet  colour,  and 
decked  with  gold  and  precious  stones  and  pearls,  having  a  golden 
cup  in  her  hand  full  of  abominations  and  filthiness  of  her  fornication  : 

5  And  upon  her  forehead  was  a  name  written,  Mystery,  itabylou 
the  great,  the  mother  of  harlots  and  abominations  of  the  earth. 

6  And  I  saw  the  woman  drunken  with  the  blood  of  the  saints,  and 
with  the  blood  of  the  martyrs  of  Jesus :  and  when  T  saw  her,  I  won¬ 
dered  with  great  admiration. 

7  And  the  angel  said  unto  me,  Wherefore  didst  thou  marvel  ?  I 
will  tell  thee  the  mystery  of  the  woman,  and  of  the  beast  that  carri- 
eth  her,  which  hath  the  seven  heads  and  ten  horns. 

8  The  beast  that  thou  sawcst  was,  and  is  not. ;  and  shall  ascend  out 
of  the  bottomless  pit,  and  go  into  perdition :  and  they  that  dwell  on 
the  earth  shall  wonder,  whose  names  wore  not  written  in  the  booh  of 
life  from  tho  foundation  of  the  world,  when  thev  behold  the  beast

that  was,  and  is  not,  and  yet  is. 

9  And  here  is  the  mind  which  hath  wisdom.  The  seven  heads 
are  seven  mountains,  on  which  the  woman  sitteth. 

10  And  there  are  seven  kings:  five,  are  fallen,  and  one  is,  aiul  the 
other  is  not  yet  come ;  and  when  he  cometh,  he  must  continue  a  short 
space. 

11  And  the  beast  that  was,  and  is  not,  even  he  is  the  eighth,  ami 
is  of  the  seven,  and  goeth  into  perdition. 

12  And  the  ten  horns  which  thou  sawcst  are  ten  kings,  which  have 
received  no  kingdom  as  yet;  but  receive  power  as  kings  one  hour 
with  the  beast. 

1.3  These  have  one  mind,  and  shall  give  their  power  and  strength 
unto  tho  beast. 

14  These  shall  make  war  with  the  Lamb,  and  the  Lamb  shall 
overcome  them  :  for  he  is  Lord  of  lords,  and  King  of  kings :  and  they 
that  are  with  him  are  called,  and  chosen,  and  faithful. 

15  And  he  saith  unto  me,  The  waten  which  thou  sawcst,  where 
the  whore  sitteth,  are  people#,  and  i multitudes ,  and  nations,  and  totnjnes. 

16  And  the  ten  horns  which  thou  sawest  upon  the  beast,  these  shall 
hate  the  whore,  and  shall  make  her  desolate  and  naked,  and  shall  cat 
her  flesh,  and  burn  her  with  five. 

17  For  God  hath  put  in  their  hearts  to  fulfil  his  will,  and  to  agree, 
and  give  their  kingdom  unto  the  beast,  until  the  words  of  God  shall 

be  fulfilled. 
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18  A  ml  the  woman  which  thou  sawest  is  that  great  city,  which 
reigneth  over  tho  kings  of  the  earth. 

CHAPTER  XVIII, 

‘J  liubylon  is  fallen.  4  The  people  of  God  commanded  to  depart  out  of  her.  9  The 
kings  of  the  earth,  11  zcil/t  the  merchants  and  mariners,  lament  over  her.  20  The 
saints  rejoice  for  the  judgments  of  God  upon  her. 

AM  1>  after  these  things  I  saw  another  angel  come  down  from 
heaven,  having  great  power;  and  the  earth  was  lightened  with 
his  glory. 

2  And  he  cried  mightily  with  a  strong  voice,  saying,  Babylon  the 
great  is  fallen,  is  fallen,  and  is  become  the  habitation  of  devils,  and 
the  hold  of  every  foul  spirit,  and  a  cage  of  every  unclean  and  hateful 
bird. 

«>  For  a U  nations  have  drunk  of  the  wine  of  the  wrath  of  her  forni¬ 
cation,  and  the  kings  of  the  earth  have  committed  fornication  with 
her,  and  the  merchants  of  the  earth  are  waxed  rich  through  the  abun¬ 
dance  of  her  delicacies. 

4  And  1  heard  another  voice  from  heaven,  saying,  Come  out  of  her, 
my  people,  that  ye  be  not  partakers  of  her  sins,  and  that  ye  receive 
not  of  her  plagues. 

5  For  her  sins  have  reached  unto  heaven,  and  God  hath  remem¬ 
bered  her  iniquities. 

i)  Reward  her  even  as  she  rewarded  you,  and  double  unto  her 
double  according  to  her  works :  in  the  cup  which  she  hath  filled,  till  to 
her  double. 

7  How  much  she  hath  glorified  herself,  and  lived  deliciously,  so 
much  torment  and  sorrow  give  her :  for  she  saith  in  her  heart,  I  sit 
a.  queen,  and  am  no  widow,  and  shall  see  no  sorrow. 

S  Therefore  shall  her  plagues  come  in  one  day,  death,  and  mourn¬ 
ing,  and  famine;  and  she  shall  he  utterly  burned  with  fire:  for 
strong  is  the  Lord  God  who  judgeth  her. 

t»  And  the  kings  of  the  earth,  who  have  committed  fornication 
and  lived  deliciously  with  her,  shall  bewail  her,  and  lament  for  her, 
when  they  shall  see  the  smoke  of  her  burning, 

1 0  Standing  afar  off  for  the  fear  of  her  torment,  saying,  Alas,  alaa, 
that  great  city  Babylon,  that  mighty  city!  for  in  one  honr  is  thy 
judgment  come. 

11  And  the  merchants  of  the  earth  shall  weep  and  mourn  over 
her:  for  no  man  buyeth  their  merchandise  any  more: 

12  The  merchandise  of  gold  and  silver,  and  precious  stones,  and 
of  pearls,  and  fine  linen,  and  purple,  and  silk,  and  scarlet,  and  all 
tliyine  wood,  and  all  manner  vessels  of  ivory,  and  all  manner  vessels 
of  most  precious  wood,  and  of  brass,  and  iron,  and  marble, 

18  And  cinnamon,  and  odours,  and  ointments,  and  frankincense, 
and  wine,  and  oil,  and  fine  flour,  and  wheat,  and  beasts,  and  sheep, 
and  horses,  and  chariots,  and  slaves,  and  souls  of  men. 
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14  And  the  fruits  that  thy  soul  lusted  after  are  departed  from 
thee,  and  all  things  which  were  dainty  and  goodly  are  departed 
from  thee,  and  thou  slialt  find  thorn  no  more  at  all. 

If*  The  merchants  of  these  tilings,  which  were  made  rich  by  her. 


shall  stand  afar  off' for  the  fear  of  her  torment,  weeping  and  wailing. 

1G  And  saving,  Alas,  alas,  that  great  city,  that  was  clothed  in  fine 
linen,  and  purple,  and  scarlet,  and  decked  with  gold,  and  precious 


stones,  and  pearls  t 

17  For  in  one  hour  so  great  riches  is  come  to  nought.  And  every 
shipmaster,  and  all  the  company  in  ships,  and  sailors,  and  as  many  as 


trade  by  sea,  stood  afar  off, 

18  And  cried  when  they  saw  the  smoke  of  her  burning,  saying. 
What  city  is  like  unto  this  great  city ! 

19  And  they  cast  dust  on  their  heads,  and  cried,  weeping  and 
wailing,  saying,  Alas,  alas,  that  great  city,  wherein  were  made  rich 
all  that  had  ships  in  the  sea  by  reason  of  her  costliness!  for  in  one 


hour  is  she  made  desolate. 


20  Itejoice  over  her,  thou  heaven,  and  ye  holy  apostles  and  prophets ; 
for  God  hath  avenged  you  on  her. 

21  And  a  mighty  angel  took  up  a  stone  like  a  great  millstone,  ami 
cast  it  into  the  sea,  saying,  Thus  with  violence  shall  that  great  city 
Habylon  be  thrown  down,  and  shall  be  found  no  more  at  all. 

22  And  the  voice  of  harpers,  and  musicians,  and  of  pipers,  and 
trumpeters,  shall  bo  heard  no  more  at  all  in  thee ;  and  no  craftsman, 
of  whatsoever  emit  lie  be,  shall  he  found  any  more  in  lliee ;  and  the 
sound  of  a  millstone  shall  he  heard  no  more  at  all  in  thee; 

23  And  the  light  of  a  candle  shall  shine  no  more  at  all  in  thee: 
and  the  voice  of  the  bridegroom  and  of  the  bride  shall  be  heard  no 
more  at  all  in  thee :  for  tliy  merchants  were  the  great  men  of  the 
earth ;  for  by  thy  sorceries  were  all  nations  deceived. 

24  And  in  her  was  found  the  blood  of  prophets ,  and  of  saints,  and 
of  all  that  were  slain  upon  the  earth.

AND  after  these  things  I  heard  a  great  voice  of  much  people  in 
heaven,  saying.

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5  And  a  voice  came  out  of  the  throne,  saying,  Praise  our  God,  all 
ve  his  servants,  and  ye  that  fear  him,  both  small  and  great. 

(>  And  1  heard  as  it  were  the  voice  of  a  great  multitude,  and  as 
the  voice  of  many  waters,  and  as  the  voice  of  mighty  thunderings, 
saying,  Alleluia :  for  the  Ford  God  omnipotent  reigneth. 

7  Let  us  be  glad  and  rejoice,  and  give  honour  to  him :  for  the  mar¬ 
riage  of  the  Lamb  is  come,  and  his  wife  hath  made  herself  ready. 

S  A  ml  to  her  was  granted  that  she  should  be  arrayed  in  fine  linen, 
clean  and  white :  for  the  fine  linen  is  the  righteousness  of  saints. 

!)  And  lie  saitli  unt-o  me,  Write,  Blessed  are  they  which  are  called 
unto  the  marriage  supper  of  the  Lamb,  And  he  saith  unto  me, 
These  are  the  true  sayings  of  God. 

10  And  I  fell  at  his  feet  to  worship  him.  And  he  said  unto  me, 
See  thou  do  if,  not :  1  am  thy  fellow  servant,  and  of  thy  brethren  that 
have  the  testimony  of  Jesus:  worship  God:  for  the  testimony  of 
Jesus  is  the  spirit  of  prophecy. 

11.  And  1  saw  heaven  opened,  and  behold,  a  white  horae;  and  he 
that  sat  upon  him  was  called  Faithful  and  True,  and  in  righteousness 
he  doth  judge  and  make  war. 

12  His  eyes  were  as  a  flame  of  fire,  and  on  his  head  were  many 
crowns:  and  he  had  a  name  written,  that  no  man  knew',  but  lie  him- 
self. 

1 M  Ami  he  was  clothed  with  a  vesture  dipped  in  blood:  and  his 
name  is  called  The  Word  of  God. 

14  And  the  armies  which  were  in  heaven  followed  him  upon  white 
horses,  clothed  in  fine  linen,  white  and  clean. 

15  And  out.  of  his  mouth  goeth  a  sharp  sword,  that  with  it  he 
should  smite  the  nations;  and  he  shall  rule  them  with  a  rod  of  iron: 
and  he  treadelh  the  winepress  of  the  fierceness  and  wrath  of  Almighty 
God. 

Hi  And  he  hath  on  his  vesture  and  on  his  thigh  a  name  written, 


King  of  kings,  and  Lord  of  lords. 

17  And  1  saw  an  angel  standing  in  the  sun:  and  he  cried  with  a 
loud  voice,  saying  to  all  the  fowls  that  fly  in  the  midst  of  heaven, 
Coiuc  and  gather  yourselves  together  unto  the  supper  of  the  great 
God ; 

IS  That  ye  may  eat  the  flesh  of  kings,  and  the  flesh  of  captains, 
and  the  flesh  of  mighty  men,  and  the  flesh  of  horses ,  and  of  them  that 
sit  on  them,  and  the  flesh  of  all  men,  both  free  and  bond,  both  small 


and  great. 

10  And  I  saw  the  beast,  and  the  kings  of  the  earth,  and  their 
armies,  gathered  together  to  make  war  against  him  that  sat  on  the 


horse,  and  against  his  army. 

20  And  l he  beast  was  taken,  and  with  him  the  false  prophet  that 
wrought  miracles  before  him,  with  which  he  deceived  them  that  had 
received  the  mark  of  the  beast,  and  them  that  worshipped  his  image. 
These  both  were  cast  alive  into  a  lake  of  tire  burning  with  brimstone. 
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21  And  the  remnant  were  slain  with  the  sword  of  him  that  sat 
upon  the  horse,  which  sword  proceeded  out  of  his  mouth :  and  all 
the  fowls  were  filled  with  their  flesh. 


CHAPTER  XX. 

2  Satan  bound  fora  thousand  years *  6  The  first  resurrection :  they  blessed  th*t' 
have  part  therein .  7  Satan  let  loose  again,  &  Got/  and  Magog,  10  The  devil 
into  the  lake  of  Ji re  and  brimstone,  12  The  last  and  general  rcsurwcUon. 

AND  I  saw  an  angel  come  down  from  heaven,  having  the  key  of 

the  bottomless  pit  and  a  great  chain  in  liis  hand. 

2  And  he  laid  hold  on  the  dragon,  that  old  serpent,  which  is  the 
Devil,  and  Satan,  an  d  hound  him  a  thousand  years, 

3  And  cast  him  into  the  bottomless  pit,  and  shut  him  up,  and  sot, 
a  seal  upon  him,  that  he  should  deceive  the  nations  no  more,  (ill  flic 
thousand  years  should  be  fulfilled :  and  after  that  he  must  be  loosed 
a  little  season. 

4  And  I  saw  thrones,  and  they  sat  upon  them,  and  judgment  was 
given  unto  them :  and  1  saw  the  souls  of  them  that  wore  beheaded 
for  the  witness  of  Jesus,  and  for  the  word  of  God,  and  which  had 
not  worshipped  the  beast,  neither  his  image,  neither  had  received  his 
mark  upon  their  foreheads,  or  in  their  hands j  and  they  lived  and 
reigned  with  Christ  a  thousand  years. 

5  But  the  rest  of  the  dead  lived  not  again  until  the  thousand,  years 
were  finished.  This  is  the  first  resurrection. 

6  Blessed  and  holy  is  he  that  hath  part  iu  the  first  resurrection : 
on  such  the  second  death  hath  no  power,  but  they  shall  he  priests  of 
God  and  of  Christ,  and  shall  reign  with  him  a  thousand  years. 

7  And  when  the  thousand  years  are  expired,  Satan  shall  be  loosed 
out  of  his  prison, 

8  And  shall  go  out  to  deceive  the  nations  which  are  in  the  four 
quarters  of  the  earth,  Gog  and  Magog,  to  gather  them  together  to 
battle :  the  number  of  whom  is  as  the  sand  of  the  sea. 

9  And  they  went  up  on  the  breadth  of  the  earth,  and  compassed 
the  camp  of  the  saints  about,  and  the  beloved  city:  and  fire  came 
down  from  God  out  of  heaven,  and  devoured  them. 

10  And  the  devil  that  deceived  them  was  cast  into  the  lake  of  fire 
and  brimstone,  where  the  beast  and  the  false  prophet  arc,  and  shall 
be  tormented  day  and  night  for  ever  and  ever. 

11  And  I  saw  a  great  white  throne,  and  him  that  sat  on  it,  from 
whose  face  the  earth  and  the  heaven  fled  away ;  and  there  was  found 
no  place  for  them. 

12  And  1  saw  the  dead,  small  and  great,  stand  before  God;  and 
the  books  were  opened :  and  another  book  was  opened,  which  is  the 
book  of  life;  and  the  dead  were  judged  out  of  those  things  which 
were  written  in  the  books,  according  to  their  works. 

13  And  the  sea  gave  up  the  dead  which  were  in  it;  and  death  and 
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hell  delivered  up  the  dead,  which  were  in  them :  and  they  were  judged 
every  man  according  to  their  works, 

14  And  death  and  hell  were  cast  into  the  lake  of  fire.  This  is  the 
second  death. 

15  A  nd  whosoever  was  not  found  written  in  the  book  of  life  was 
cast  into  the  lake  of  fire. 

CHAPTER  XXI. 

1  A  new  heaven  and  a  new  earth.  10  The  heavenly  Jerusalem,  with  a  Adi  descrip¬ 
tion  thereof.  23  She  needeth  no  sun,  the  glory  of  God  is  her  light.  24  The  kings  qf 
the  earth  bring  their  riches  unto  her . 

AND  I  saw  a  new  heaven  and  a  new  earth :  for  the  first  heaven 

and  the  first  earth  were  passed  away;  and  there  was  no  more 

sea. 

-  And  I  John  saw  the  holy  city,  new  Jerusalem,  coming  down 
from  God  out  of  heaven,  prepared  as  a  bride  adorned  for  her  husband. 

3  And  I  heard  a  great  voice  out  of  heaven  saying.  Behold,  the 
tabernacle  of  God  is  with  men,  and  he  will  dwell  with  them,  and 
they  shall  be  his  people,  and  God  himself  shall  be  with  them,  and  be 

their  God. 

4  And  God  shall  wipe  away  sll  tears  from  their  eyes ;  and  there 
shall  be  no  more  death,  neither  sorrow,  nor  crying,  neither  shall 
there  be  any  more  pain :  for  the  former  things  are  passed  away. 

a  And  he  that  sat  upon  the  throne  said,  Behold,  I  make  all  things 
new.  And  he  said  unto  me,  Write :  for  these  words  are  true  and 

faithful. 

(>  And  he  said  unto  me,  It  is  done.  I  am  Alpha  and  Omega,  the 
beginning  and  the  end.  I  will  give  unto  him  that  is  athirst  of  the 
fountain  of  the  water  of  life  freely. 

7  He  that  overcometh  shall  inherit  all  things ;  and  I  will  be  his 
God,  and  he  shall  be  my  son. 

8  But  the  fearful,  and  unbelieving,  and  the  abominable,  and  mur¬ 
derers,  and  whoremongers,  and  sorcerers,  and  idolaters,  and  all  liars, 
shall  have  their  part  in  the  lake  which  burneth  with  fire  and  brim¬ 
stone:  which  is  the  second  death. 

9  And  there  came  unto  me  one  of  the  seven  angels  which  had  the 
seven  vials  full  of  the  seven  last  plagues,  and  talked  with  me,  saying, 
Come  hither,  I  will  shew  thee  the  bride,  the  Lamb’s  wife. 

10  A  ml  he  carried  me  away  in  the  spirit  to  a  great  and  high  moun¬ 
tain,  and  shewed  me  that  great  city,  the  holy  Jerusalem',  descending 
out  of  heaven  from  God, 

1 1  Having  the  glory  of  God :  and  her  light  was  like  unto  a  stone 
most  precious,  even  like  a  jasper  stone,  clear  as  crystal} 

12  And  had  a  wall  great  and  high,  and  had  twelve  gates,  and  at 
the  gates  twelve  angels,  and  names  written  thereon,  which  are  the 
names  of  the  twelve  tribes  of  the  children  of  Israel : 
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13  On  the  east  tliree  gates:  on  the  north  three  gates;  on  the  south 
three  gates ;  and.  on  the  west  three  gates. 

14  And  the  wall  of  the  city  had  twelve  foundations,  and  in  them 
the  names  of  the  twelve  apostles  of  the  Lamb. 

15  And  he  that  talked  with  me  had  a  golden  reed  to  measure  the 
city,  and  the  gates  thereof,  and  the  wall  thereof. 

16  And  the  city  lieth  four-square,  and  the  length  is  as  large  as  the 
breadth :  and  he  measured  the  city  with  the  reed,  twelve  thousand 
furlongs.  The  length  and  the  breadth  and  the  height  of  it  are  equal. 

'  17  And  he  measured  the  wall  thereof,  a  hundred  and  forty  and 
four  cubiiz,  according  to  the  measure  of  a  man,  that  is,  of  the  angel. 

18  And’ the  building  of  the  wall  of  it  was  of  jasper:  and  the  city 
was  pure  gold ,  like  unto  dear  glass. 

19  Anil  the  foundations  of  the  wall  of  the  city  were  garnished 
with  all  manner  of  precious  stones.  The  first  foundation  was  jasper; 
the  second,  sapphire;  the  third,  a  chalcedony;  the  fourth,  an  emerald. 

20  The  fifth,  sardonyx;  the  sixth,  sardius ;  the  seventh,  chryso¬ 
lite;  the  eighth,  beryl;  the  ninth,  a  topaz;  the  tenth,  a  dirysopra- 
sus ;  the  eleventh,  a  jacinth ;  the  twelfth,  an  amethyst. 

21  And  the  twelve  gates  were  twelve  pearls ;  every  several  gate 
was  of  one  pearl :  and  the  street  of  the  eity  was  pure  gold,  as  it  were 
transparent  glass. 

22  And  I  saw  no  temple  therein :  for  the  Lord  God  Almighty  and 
the  Lamb  are  the  temple  of  it. 

23  And  the  city  had  no  need  of  the  sun,  neither  of  the  moon,  to 
shine  in  it:  for  the  glory  of  God  did  lighten  it,  and  the  Lamb  is  the 
light  thereof. 

24  And  the  nations  of  them  which  are  saved  shall  walk  in  the 
light  of  it:  and  the  kings  of  the  earth  do  bring  their  glory  and  hon¬ 
our  into  it. 

25  And  the  gates  of  it  shall  not  be  shut  at  all  by  day :  for  there 
shall  be  no  night  there. 

26  And  they  shall  bring  the  glory  and  honour  of  the  nations  into  it. 

27  And  there  shall  in  no  wise  enter  into  it  any  thing  that  defileth, 
neither  whatsoever  worketh  abomination,  or  maketh  a  lie:  but  they 
which  are  written  in  the  Lamb's  book  of  life.

13  Nothing  may  be  added  to  (he 


AND  he  shewed  me  a  pure  river  of  water  of  life,  dear  as  crystal, 
proceeding  out  of  the  throne  of  Cl  od  and  of  tlie  Lamb. 

2  In  the  midst  of  the  street  of  it,  and  on  either  side  of  the  river, 
was  there  the  tree  of  life,  which  bare  twelve  manner  of  fruits,  ami 
yielded  her  fruit  every  month:  and  the  leaves  of  the  tree  were  fur 
the  healing  of  the  nations. 
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o  And  there  shall  be  no  more  curee:  but  the  throne  of  God  and  of 
the  Lamb  shall  be  in  it ;  and  his  servants  shall  serve  him : 

■1  And  they  shall  see  his  face ;  and  his  name  shall  be  in  their  fore¬ 
heads. 

5  And  there  shall  be  no  night  there;  and  they  need  no  candle, 
neither  light  of  the  sun  ;  for  the  Lord  God  givoth  them  light:  and 
they  shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever. 

6  And  he  said  unto  mo,  These  sayings  are  faithful  and  true:  and 
the  Lord  <iod  of  the  holy  prophets  sent  his  angel  to  shew  unto  his 
servants  the  things  which  must  shortly  be  done. 

7  Rehold,  I  come  quickly:  blessed  is  be  that  keepeth  the  sayings 
of  the  prophecy  of  this  book. 

8  And  1  John  saw  these  things,  and  heard  them.  And  "when  I  had 
heard  and  seen,  T  foil  down  to  worship  before  the  feet  of  the  angel 
which  shewed  me  these  things. 

1)  Then  saifch  he  unto  mo,  See  thou  do  it  not :  for  I  am  thy  fellow 
servant,  and  of  thy  brethren  tho  prophets,  and  of  them  which  keep 
the  sayings  of  this  book :  worship  God. 

10  And  he  saitli  unto  me,  Seal  not  the  sayiugs  of  the  prophecy  of 
this  book :  for  the  time  is  at  hand. 

11  He  that  is  unjust,  let  him  be  rinjust  still;  and  he  which  is 
filthy.  let  him  be  filthy  still:  and  he  that  is  righteous ,  let  him  be 
righteous  still :  and  he  that  is  holy,  let  him  be  holy  still. 

12  And,  behold,  I  come  quickly ;  and  my  reward  is  with  me,  to 
give  every  man  according  as  his  work  shall  be. 

13  I  am  Alpha  and  Omega,  the  beginning  and  the  end,  the  first 
mul  the  last. 

14  Blessed  arc  they  that  do  his  commandments,  that  they  may 
have  right  to  the  tree  of  life,  and  may  enter  in  through  the  gates 
into  the  city. 

15  For  without  arc  dogs,  and  sorcerers,  and  whoremongers,  and 
murderers,  and  idolaters,  and  whosoever  loveth  and  maketh  a  lie. 

16  1  Jesus  have  sent  mine  angel  to  testify  unto  you  these  things 
in  the  churches.  1  am  the  root  and  the  offspring  of  David,  and  the 
bright  and  morning  star. 

17  And  the  Spirit  and  the  bride  say,  Come.  And  let  him  that 
heareth  say,  Come.  And  let  him  that  is  athirst  come.  And  whoso¬ 
ever  will,  let  him  take  the  water  of  life  freely. 

18  For  I  testify  unto  every  man  that  heareth  the  words  of  the 
prophecy  of  this  book,  If  any  man  shall  add  unto  these  things,  God 
shall  add  unto  him  the  plagues  that,  are  written  in  this  book: 

10  And  if  any  man  shall  take  away  from  the  words  of  the  book 
of  this  prophecy,  God  shall  take  away  hie  part  out  of  the  book  of 
life,  and  out  of  the  holy  city,  and  from  the  things  which  are  written 
in  this  book. 

20  He  which  testifiotli  these  things  saith,  Surely  I  come  quickly : 
Amen.  Even  so,  come,  Lord  Jesus. 

21  The  grace  of  our  Jrord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  you  all.  Amen.
